Death of the Mikado. 

The death of the Emperor ot Japan does 
not appear to have been definitely predicted 
by any of our Astrological Almanacs, and with 
the exception of our warning in the July 
issue (foot of page 151) nothing has appeared. 
On looking through the various Ingresses 
and New Moons, I find that at the lunar 
eclipse of the 1st April, 1912, which fell in 
Libra, the sign which is supposed to rule 
Japan, Uranus was in the midheaven, and 
at the total eclipse of the Sun on April 17th 
the luminaries were eclipsed in the fifth 
house, the 8th froin the 10th (the house of 
death of the King). aud again in the July 
lunation, immediately preceding the demise 
of the Emperor, the luminaries occupied the 
same position in conjunction with Neptune 
and in square to the place of the total 
eclipse. all clear indications of the event. 
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The Sun's Ingress into Libra. 

The Autumnal Equinox on the morn- 
ing of the 23rd September shows several 
important features. An autumn session 
of Parliament is shown by the position 
of Mercury in the 10th, and this was pre- 
dicted by us on page 7 of ‘ Vox Stellarum " 
for 1912, and written in the early winter of 
1911. There will be a further depreciation 
of securities due to opposition of Jupiter and 
Saturn, as well as a fall in the value of land. 
Neptune in the ninth in opposition to 
Uranus—the last by the way for many, 
many years, will adversely affect the rail- 
ways and shipping matters, and trouble in 
these matters will be manifest. At the 
total eclipse of the Sun on October 10th 3 
will be in opposition to the place of the 
total eclipse of April 17th. This is again a 
ninth house influence and will disturb ship- 
ping matters. Disasters to vessels are also 
indicated. A destructive earthquake is sig- 
nified in 17° E. Long.. where ^ is on the 
nadir. 

Earthquake at Constantinople. 

At the total solar eclipse of April 17th } 
was on the meridian at Constantinople and 
the seismic disturbance lately recorded was 
due to this position, as predicted in our 
Almanac on page 8. The lunar eclipse of 
the lst April was also on the meridian at 
that city, further evidence of the disaster.

INTRODUCTION. 


greatly misunderstood subject, it is 
necessary for me to make several com- 
ments by way of introduction. 

First of all, inv experience in 1898 in 
connection with the epoch was a unique 
one. I had merely the rules as laid down in 
Sepharial's New Manual of Astrology, and I 
put them to a searching test by applying 
them to some 250 authentic horoscopes, and 
the result proved to me that the entire 
theory was based on a sound and scientific 
foundation. Since that time I have had 
continual experience in rectifing all kinds of 
horoscopes, and have formulated a series of 
rules for the calculation of birth times from 
past events by sole reference to the epoch. 
I have, in fact, some of the most remarkable 
evidence of the absolute truth of the theory 
which could possibly be known, and if space 
permits I may publish some of it. 

Secondly, I do not wish to take up too 
much space with refuting the various objec- 
tions against the epoch which have arisen in 
various circles. On soine of these, however, 
I must make a few passing comments. One 
of the objections is a very delicate one, and 
arises solely from the inability of some 
astrologers to see beyond a certain point. 
This is regrettable, but unfortunately there 
is a spice of prejudice and personal feeling 
in the matter. "This objection has its origin 
in the fact that the acceptance of the pre- 
natal epoch is the “open door" to certain 
theosophical tenets, especially the doctrines 
of Re-incarnation and Karma. But is it so? 
There is no disputing the point that to 
those who study astrology on esoteric lines 
the acceptance of the pre-natal epoch does 
most emphatically involve the acceptance of 
these doctrines. At the same time it is also 
indisputable—and on this point I challenge 
contradiction—that the pre-natal epoch can 
be explained in the light of ordinary accepted 
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The Prenatal Epoch.

scientific and religious beliefs, and need not 
in any way become mixed up with theo- 
sophy or occult seience. I sincerely hope 
that this statement will be the means of 
many taking up an impartial study of the 
theory on the lines I shall hereafter indicate. 
and will do away with a large amount of 
the misconception prevalent with regard to 
the real truth about the pre-natal epoch. 

Another objection, and unfortunately the 
worst, relates to those imaginary cases where 
the times of birth were altered 40 minutes to 
make them suit the epoch, and shows the 
amount of harm done by relying upon in- 
competent calculators, or rather on those 
who attempt to calculate epochs without 
first learning and understanding the rules. 

I have seen many such cases, but never 
a single one which did not yield the correct 
time on a proper application of the rules. 

The third objection, quite a new one, is 
made in the ‘‘ Combined Introductory Astro- 
logy” by Mr. Govind H. Keskar, who 
states that the pre-natal epoch cannot be 
recommended as it does not allow for short 
period births. Such an astounding state- 
ment as this must be met at once with a 
flat and unqualified contradiction. Seeing 
that Mr. Keskar admits that he did not be- 
gin to study Astrology until 1904, he ought 
to have known that prior to that date the 
entire theory had been explained and its 
connection with short period, long period, 
normal and abnormal births fully and com- 
pletely demonstrated. 

I think it only right to state, for the sake 
of whatever posterity may read this work, 
that by whatever independent or original 
lines my study of the epoch was under- 
taken, I do not, with the exception of one or 
two minor points, claim any originality with 
regard to the contents of the first two chap- 
ters. The observations on the practical use 
of the epoch were arrived at by the 
Astrologer and Orientalist—better know to 
readers of THE MESSENGER as ‘‘Sepharial "— 
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in collaboration with “ E. S. "—scientist and 
technicologist and a man of world-wide repute 
—after some years of patient investigation 
and research, based upon data supplied by 
an obstetric surgeon of wide experience, 
who fully appreciated the importance of ac- 
curacy, and was aware of the uses to which 
‘such data would be put. Where the reputa- 
tion, honesty and integrity of such men are 
involved, the criticisms which have been 
levelled against them, and which have been 
emphatically disproved by a practical appeal 
to facts, can be instantly dismissed and 
utterly disregarded by students of the theorem. 
Without wasting further space, I will 
proceed with my exposition of the epoch. 


CHAPTER I 


THE PRACTICAL USES OF THE EPOCH. 


The first step we have to take is to make ` 


clear and explicit the practical value of the 
epoch, and its uses and purposes in the scien- 
tific exposition of Astrology. 

The first practical use of the epoch is the 
correction of uncertain or approximate times 
of births, and the rectification of all birth 
moments. Now let it be clearly understood 
what is meant by “uncertain” and “ ap- 
proximate ” times of births. We frequently 
hear statements that a birth occurred “ about 
11," or “just as the sun was rising." 
Cases have occurred where a doubt has 
existed as to whether the birth occurred at 
twenty minutes before the hour or twenty 
minutes after. Apply the epoch in such 
cases and the correct time of the birth can 
be ascertained. This isa fact which is indis- 
putable and which has been proved over 
and over again. 

Now as to the rectification of all birth mo- 
ments, I lay down for students a hard and 
fast rule that the time of birth should be 
rectified before the horoscope is calculated. 
It is a practice [ have rigidly adhered to in 
my own private study of the theory, and it is 
one that I must honestly insist upon if a 
correct and scientific reading of the horo- 
scope is desired. Not one in a hundred 
medical men take more than a casual notice 
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of the birth moment, while many never look 
at their watches until the umbilical cord is 
cut, which may not take place until several 


minutes after actual birth; so that it be- 


comes a virtual necessity that all birth mo- 
iments should be rectified by this theory, 
which I have long ago expressed as ‘‘ the 
only reliable method of rectification." In 
making this rule I am backed up by the 
knowledge gained by a rectification of some 
hundreds of horoscopes, some of which I 
shall bring up later as examples. 

The second point of practical value de- 
rived from the epoch is the actual period of 
gestation. A period of 273 days, nine calen- 
dar or ten lunar months, is the normal period 
of gestation, and the position of the moon in 
regard to the Sun and horizon increases or 
decreases this period by 15 days. This, of 
course, relates to full-period births and not to 
short-period ones. The actual value of this 
will be seen in examples to be given later. 

The third purpose of value is the de- 
termination of sex, for a properly calculated 
epoch, /.e., one showing a perfect agreement 
with the rules, must define the sex of the 
subject. This will relate to any-period birth 
and is the prime factor in relation to what 
are irregular epochs. 

The practical value of the epoch ig again 
in evidence in the determination ‘of the 
character and general fortunes. The figure 
for the epoch shows the inherent character 
of the individual. It has more intimate 
relationship to the individual than the horo- 
scopes of birth, this latter appearing to re- 
flect the personality and its hereditary ten- 
dencies and the environment. 

Its value is even more strongly shown in 
the calculation of directions therefrom, es- 
pecially in connection with infant horo- 
scopes. Children are born at favourable 
moments with little affliction shown in their 
horoscopes, yet their lives are short, perhaps 
only a few months, a few weeks, or even a 
few days; events occur for which there are 
no corresponding directions from the horo- 
scope. Where lies the solution of these ap- 
parent anomalies? Turn to the epoch and 
there will be found the “ master key." 

(To be continued.) 
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on the subject of Progressive Direct- 

ing. I will now turn iny attention to 

the subject of Directing by means of 
Planetary Periods, of which there are several 
varied methods in existence. I also add one 
system, similar to the Hindu method, which 
is entirely original, and as yet unpublished, 
while I shall also add a further system based 
on the old planetary periods, but adapted to 
a periodic revolution of the horoscope. 
Alfridaries will also be touched upon, as well 
as Profectional Directing. There will be 
seven different methods dealt with, as follows : 

1. Planetary Periods. The original system. 

2. The same system adapted to the periodic 
revolution of the horoscope. 

3. Profectional Directions. 

4. Alfridaries. 

5. The Hindu Dasa-bukthi-phaia. 

6. Anew and original system of Directing 
by Planetary Periods, after the manner of 
the Hindu method. 

7. A new and original system of Directing 
by Planetary Periods, after the manner of 
the original system, with a new adaptation 
of the revolution of the horoscope. 

I propose to illustrate these methods of 
prognostication, by applying them to the 
horoscope of the late King Edward VII., and 
taking several of the chief events of that 
monarch's life as illustrations. The exposi- 
tion of these methods will take fully two 
volumes to complete, and will be made as 
instructive as possible, with several tables of 
periods to facilitate easy computation.

CHAPTER 1. 


THE ORIGINAL SYSTEM OF PLANETARY 
PERIODS. 


The principle of Directing by Planetary 
Periods is that the planets make a complete 
revolution of the zodiac in a given period of

- Authorities differ as to the exact period of the 


planets H and ¥, some giving 54 and 160 as 
their respective periods, but as their motions 
are very slow, it should be a matter of some 
eare in order to form an estimate of their 
true periods. 

The aspects formed each year are com- 
puted exactly in the same manner as in 
progressive directions, and the same rules 
may be followed (vide Vol. IV. pages 16, 47), 
substituting the planet's motion as given in 
the preceding table for the daily motion of 
the planets in progressive directing. The 
calculation of each planet's annual progres- 
sion isa very simple procedure, but a small 
correction is necessary in that of the Sun. 

The rule is as follows:—Divide the age, 
the last complete year. by the planet's period 
and with the remainder multiply the annual 
motion: add this to the longitude at birth 
and the result is the planet's progressed posi- 
tion for the age in question. If the result 
given is over 360". subtract this amount 
therefrom and the result will be the required 
position. If the age is less than the planet's 
period, multiply the annual motion by the 
age and proceed as shown. If nothing re- 
mains afterdividing the vears by the planetary 
period, then it shows that the planet has 
returned to its radical longitude. 

If the positions are required for any months 
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and days over the year, then a proportionate 
part of each planet's annual motion must 
also be added. For the monthly motion see 
previous table. Itis, however. a much better 
method to draw up a yearly table showing 
the positions for each month, similar to the 
method of computing the lunar directions in 
Progressive Directing (ride Vol. IV., pages 
105, 124. 125). 

In computing the Sun's progress, the 
following corrections should be made. In 
years 4 to ) deduct 1’ from the motion; in 
years 10 to 15 deduct 2', and in 16 to 19

and zeal. The elevation of Mercury would 
tend togreat activity of body and mind, excep- 
tional alertness and aptitude. The Moon 
being in the sixth House and in its own sign 
Cancer would employ the faculties chiefly in 
marine affairs and matters of public adminis- 
tration. Neptune gives a genius for that 
faculty represented by the planet to which it 
is in nearest aspect, and in this case the 
planet Uranus would indicate constructive- 
ness and reform.

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time, leaving those who have reason to 
suspect any discrepancy to rectify it accord- 
ing to their finding. 

Looking at this horoscope irrespective of 
the known connection, one sees at once 
that the elevation of the planet Jupiter just 
past the trine of the Moon and in close 
sextile to Venus, would be astrologically 
sufficient to predict a rising fortune and a 
career of some exceptional distinction. The 
near conjunction of Mars with the planet 
Jupiter and their mutual reception in the 
signs Scorpio and Sagittarius, would indicate 
military honours and success in all forms of 
contest. Reflecting upon the expression of 
character it would induce to magnanimity, 
excessive generosity, heroism, enthusiasm 
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is the opposition of the Sun to the planets 
Uranus and Saturn. This disposes to defects 
of the excretory system, and throat or bron- 
chial affections. Astrologically considered the 
constitution would not be strong, but 
the normal health would be good, owing 
to the good aspects of the Moon in the 
sixth House to Venus, Jupiter, Mercury 
and Saturn, while the Sun trine Moon 
would undoubtedly give considerable recupe- 
rative power and freedom from functional 
disorders. Organic diseases are here indicated 
as most probable, and the length of life 
would be determined by the occursions of the 
planets Uranus and Saturn. 

Now, if we look at the progressed horoscope 
for the year 1912, coinciding with the 60th 
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year of the Mikado's age, we find the planet 
Saturn to have. progressed to the opposition 
of the radical place of the Sun by retrograde 
motion, the Sun in the progress being con- 
joined with the planet Mars in the midheaven 
of the horoseope.

This is equivalent to Capricornus 24 
degrees, which was culminating at the pro- 
gress for 1912. At the same time the 10th 
degree of Taurus was rising and therefore 
the radical place of Uranus was close to the 
ascendant and Saturn also, while the Sun's 
radical was just setting. Therefore we have 
within measurable time of the exact event of 
the Mikado's death the following significant 
directions : 

Ascendant conjunction Uranus. 
Sun P. conjunction Mars P. 
Ascendant opposition Sun. 
Sun R. opposition Saturn P. 
Ascendant conjunction Saturn. 
Moon P. sesq. Saturn P. 

Both Uranus and Saturn exerted a very 
disturbing influence on the fortunes of the 
Mikado, as might have been anticipated from 
their opposition to the Sun and quadrature 
to the ascendant at birth. 

Thus in 1868, when the rising of the 
Daimios took place, Saturn was in transit 
over the mid-heaven of the horoscope, and 
the planet Uranus was in transit over the 
Moon's place. Also in 1898, when the 
Chino-Japanese war broke out in the Korea, 
Uranus was in transit over the Sun’s place 
at birth, and was followed by the transit of 
the same planet over the mid-heaven. Now 
at the fatal period we find it afflicting the 
ascendant of the horoscope for 1912. 

But such an event as the death of the 
illustrious Mikado whose name will ever be 
associated with the truly miraculous outburst 
of Japanese political development, whereby 
the country was suddenly raised to the 
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dignity of a first-class Power in the political 
world, was not & matter of personal aftlic- 
tion and family bereavement, such as the 
humblest of his subjects might suffer, but an 
event of great national and indeed world-wide 
significance. It is reasonable to suppose 
that some indication of it was to be found in 
the national horoscope about that time. 
Such indeed was the fact, for we find that at 
the Summer Solstice, June 22nd, 1912, at 
4,36 a.m., Tokyo, the ruler of the 10th was 
in the 6th House, and the Sun rising was in 
square to the Moon and semi-square to Mars. 
At the New Moon of July 14th, at 10.32 p.m., 
Tokyo, the Sun, -Moon, Venus, and Neptune 
were conjoined in the lower angle, and 
Saturn, the ruler of the 10th, was in square 
aspect to Mars froin the 6th House. Here the 
sickness of the Mikado appears to have been 
foreshadowed, and it is worthy of note that 
Jupiter, representing the head of the Shinto 
faith, was on the cusp of tbe 8th House. 
Sucha position always indicates the death of an 
ecclesiastical dignitary, and the Mikado holds 
the same position in relation to the national 
faith of the Japanese as does the Pope of 
Rome in regard to Catholicism. Jupiter was 
here not only on the cusp of the 8th House, 
but also heavily afflicted by the satellitium in 
Cancer. Taken in connection with the 
directions current in the Mikado's horoscope, 
there could be little doubt that a dangerous 
period was in progress. and the Japanese, 
who have knowledge of and faith in the por-

tents of the heavens, would doubtless have 
studied these portents with deep anxiety. 

There was an eclipse of the Sun in the 
sign Libra, which rules Japan, at 4.9 G.M.T. 
in the morning of 22nd October, 1911, and 
referring to my published notes on this 
phenomenon | quote as follows: “ An annular 
or ring eclipse of the Sun in the last decan. 
of Libra will bring trouble on China and 
Japan, and will be followed by earthquakes.” 
It was followed by a small lunar eclipse. 
which was significant as regards this horo- 
scope in that it fell in Taurus 12, between 
the malefic planets Uranus and Saturn, 
which afflicted the Sun by opposition when 
the Mikado was born. There was also a 
partial lunar eclipse on the 2nd April, 1912, 
which fell in the sign Libra. 

If you look at this horoscope from the 
point of view of ordinary astrological prin- 
ciples, you will find that it is abundantly 
significant and illustrative. The elevation 
of the planets Mars and Jupiter is in keeping 
with the military prowess of the Mikado 
and the amazing success that his troops had 
in China and in the conflict with Russia, 


which forcibly reminded one of the episode 
of David and Goliath, but more aptly per- 
haps of the classic birth of Minerva. 

Uranus and Saturn as having relation to 
neighbouring powers and territories appear 
to have special significance as regards the 
Mikado’s relations with Korea and China. 
The Moon in the 6th House shows very 
clearly that the national service would be 
effective and that his soldiers and sailors 
would be personally devoted to him and to 
his service. From purely political reasons 
this horoscope has an interest which will 
render it historical, and future students of 
astrology. when commenting on the phe- 
noinenal rise of the Japanese nation in the 
19th Century, will reflect that Jupiter. the 
great benefic, was in the Mid-heaven at the 
birth of Mutso-hito Mikado, even as it was in 
that of Queen Victoria, in whose reign the 
auspicious alliance between (Great Llritain 
and Japan was formed and cemented. May 
it long continue '

| Lemuria and Atlantis.

e UST imagine how pleased Christopher Colum- 

j bus would feel when he discovered America 
in 1492, and what would he feel like when he 
found it populated, as this proved to him, 
that he had not really discovered it at all, but 
only re-discovered it. 

It has always been known that water tears down 
and fire builds up. We notice how the tides are 
eating away our cliffs on the East Coast and other 
parts of the world, and again, we notice how vol- 
canic eruptions will build iarge islands in a few 
days. But we ourselves barely live to be a century 
old, and as Nature's progress is always going on, and 
has been for many millions of years, then the accum- 
lative effect over great periods of time must see the 
earth's surface entirely changed : by oceans becom- 
ing continents, and continents becoming oceans. 
That this is so, we have a variety of evidence to 
prove: by means of the rock «strata, which geology 
teaches, and by the fossils found in the strata. 
Again, we find flora in distant parts of the unin- 
habited world that i- divided by large oceans, 
which shows that at one time these parts were con- 
nected by land, with no ocean between. Again, we 
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come across skeletons of animals on islands thou- 
sands of miles apart, proving that millions of years 
ago these islands were one large continent, as the 
skeletons are of tremendous large animals that 
have been extinct for millions of years. So remote 
are some of these, that we have to guess from 
the skeleton as to what the animal itself was like. 
The Geological Section of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science, during their 1910 
Autumn Session, discussed the gradual sinking of one 
of our present continents, also the uprising of an- 
other one, in the zone of volcanic action in the 
Pacific Ocean, upon the site ot the sunk Lemuria. 
It will be some 4,000 miles long, and during twelve 
months there has been no less than 1071: earth- 
quakes, and some so powerful that thosc aboard 
the U.S.A. steamship ‘‘ Albatross’’ watched an 
Island form round a volcanic peak, until it reached a 
thousand feet high in a few hours. 

These scientists are somewhat alarmed at the 
rapidity with which events take place, as there is 
every probability of a tidal wave arising that will 
engulph whole continents in its train, so that Noah’s 
Flood would be insignificant in its proportion. 
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We find Nature, like man, has her moods, and that 
when she approaches some of her brother and sister 
planets in her journey through space—especially 
those she doesn’t agree with—she becomes 
violently agitated, and vents forth her anger in earth- 
quakes, tidal waves, cyclones, and other disastrous 
-characteristics. Of course, the earth's surface is 
changed and man perishes in millions, but there are 
always some left to perpetuate the race. 

Records show us that the Earth's periods run paral- 
lel with man's evolution. The Polar, Hyperborean, 
Lemurian and Atlantean periods respectively held 
the first, second, third and fourth races of Mankind, 
whilst we are nowin the fifthrace. Again, each race 
which is a root-race, evolutionizes through seven 
sub-races. We are now in the fifth sub-race of the 
‘fifth root-race, and North America is the continent 
where the sixth sub-race is now springing up. 

The first two periods, that is, the Polar and the 
Hyperborean, were periods before the earth became 
solid, when it was in a molten state and the race of 
beings were of a fiery vapour nature, not having 
physical bodies, long before the Garden of Eden 
episode as mentioned in Genesis, so 1 am skipping 
these periods, and am placing before you to-day the 
third and fourth periods, that is the Lemurian aud 
Atlantean. Now the evidence is produced by deep- 
sea soundings; by the distribution of fauna and 
flora; by similarity of language symbols; by simi- 
larity of religious belief, ritual and architecture, and 
also by the testimony of ancient writers, of earl 
race traditions, and of archaic flood-legend. All 
the above are again supplemented by the magical, 
records which include everything of the occult and 
spiritualistic nature. 


LEMURIA. 


When Lemuria existed there was no Atlantis, no 
Europe, no Africa, Asia, or North and South 
America, but Lemuria stretched round the world, so 
'that you could almost girdle the earth by walking. 
The continent embraced all that is now Australia, 
Madagascar, India, Burmah, China, Japan, Cape 
Colony, the West and East Indies, Peru, as well as 
much that is now water in the Pacific and Atlantic 
‘Oceans. The whole of Great Britain was under the 
waves at this time. 

There was a high mountain range between New 
Zealand and Australia, another in the Pacific to the 
east of Africa, another in the middle of the Atlantic 
that now is, and another to the south-west of South 
America, reaching to where Easter Island now is, so 
we find Easter Island, Greenland, Iceland, Mada- 
gascar, Australia and New Zealand have always been 
above water through all the periods of the various 
transformations. 

We find right back in these early ages that water 
was thinner and more fluidic than now, that the 
.earth itself was not so dense, that the air was 
thicker and more dense, and that the maps of these 
periods, although not to be within a single degree of 
‘latitude or longitude, are to be taken as approxi- 
mately correct in general. 

The probable duration of the continent of Lemuria 
is about ten million years, which is mainly arrived at 
-through the depth of the rock strata which is 15,000 
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feet deep, and fossils show large reptiles, pine and 
palm forests to have existed. Dragons, 50 feet in 
length, Saurians called Pterodactyls and other 
names as long as the animals themselves, which de- 
veloped bat-like wings, not only crawled on the 
earth, but flew though the thick air. Professor 
Lankester refers to a Cronto-saurius skeleton 65 feet 
long. As it is written in the stanzas of the Archaic 
book of Dryan, ‘‘ Animals with bones, dragons of the 
deep and fiving sarpas were added to the creeping 
things.” They that creep on the ground got wings. 
They of the long necks in the water, became the 
progenitors of the fowls of the air, and modern 
science records her endorsement. 

Palm and pine trees gradually displace the giant 
fern trees. The Lemuria man, during at least the 
first three sub-races of this third root must be re- 
garded rather as an animal, destined to reach 
humanity, than a human according to our under- 
standing. Whilst the Lemurian age of man is some- 
what obscure it is one of the most interesting chap- 
ters of man’s development, for he not only attained 
true humanity at this time, but his body underwent 
the greatest physical changes, while the processes 
of reproduction were twice altered. Whilst the body 
of man in the first root race was of a phantom or 
astral nature, and then the second root race of an 
etheric nature, these were not visible to eyes like we 
have, for they had not eyes then, like we have now. 
And coming to the Lemurian or third race, the body 
is assuming the material nature, aud is composed of 
gases, liquids and solids, with the gases and liquids 
predominating. for as yet the vertebrate structure 
had not solidified into bones such as ours, and they 
could not stand erect. Their bones were as pliable 
as new-born infants, and it was not until the middle 
of the Lemurian period that man developed a solid 
bony structure. Not being able to stand erect, man 
crawled on all fours, and was of a Lemaroid nature, 
the word Lemaroid being taken from the root word 
Lemure (meaning ape-like) and Lemuria itself was 
termed from the Lemaroid type of its race. Man 
was about 12 to 15 feet long, his skin of a dark, 
yellowish-brown colour, with a long lower jaw, a 
strangely flattened face, with eyes small but pierc- 
ing, and set curiously far apart, s> that he could see 
sideways as well as in front, whilst he had a large 
third eye in the crown of his head, where no hair 
grew, and this enabled him to see behind. He had 
no forehead, but a roll of flesh instead, the head 
sloping upwards and backwards in a curious way. 
His arms and legs, especially arms, were longer in 
proportion than ours, and could not be perfectly 
straightened either at elbows or knees; the hands 
and feet were enormous and the heels prejected 
backwards in an ungainly way, but giving him 
power to run backwards as swiftly as forwards. He 
was clothed in a loose robe of skin, something Ilke 
rhinoceros hide, but more scaly, probably the skin of 
some animal of which we now know only through its 
fossil remains. Round his head, on which the hair 
was quite short, was twisted another piece of skin, 
to which were attached tassels of bright red, blue, 
and other colours. In his left hand he held a sharp- : 
ened staff, which was doubtless used for defence.

CHAPTER I. 


EXPLANATIONS. 


The ancient method of erecting the horo- 
cope, and used in the delineation referred to, 
is that of the Hindu " Rasi Chakra." where- 
in it is only necessary that the rising sign 
should be ascertained, this becoming the 
Ascendant or *“ Lagna,’ and the signs 
following governing the houses in rotation. 
It is also essential that the exact degree 
rising should be computed, as this, together 
with the planetary longitudes, is required 


for certain computations to detennine the" 


length of life from the horoscope. 

The object ] have in view in these articles 
is to apply some of the ancient rules, which 
have been carefully tested, to the modern 
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practice of the science, and some explana- 
tions are therefore needed at the outset. 

As regards the Ayana'amsa, the differ- 
ence between the commencement of the 
Hindu and the western zodiacs, ] take a 
different view. and the experience gained 
from testing a number of ancient rules, by 
applying them to the western zodiac, has 
satisfied me that this particular matter can 
be dispensed with. Apart from this, it is 
logically reasonable to suppose that as the 
influence of the zodiac commences with the 
first point of Aries, it matters little where the 
actual point of departure commences. 
Seeing that the Hindu zodiac commences 
approximately 20? to the east of the western 
zodiac, the first decanate of Aries (Hindu) 
coincident with the third decanate of Aries 
iWestern), but the influences of the one 
differs from that of the other. lt seenis more 
natural to suppose that the influences ascribed 
to the first decanate of the sign Aries in the 
Hindu zodiac. are equally applicable to the 
first decanate of Aries in ours, and experi- 
ence confirms this. 

This point is more forcibly shown in the 
matter of the exaltation degrees of the 
planets. The degrees as given in the 1885 
edition of the Brihat Jataka, page 10, are 
those adopted by modern writers. Now the 
exaltation degree of the Sun is Aries 10° 
(Hindu). In our zodiac this corresponds to 
Taurus 0°. The exaltation degree of Mars 
is stated to be Capricorn 28°. This in terms 
of our zodiac is Aquarius 18". But we still 
consider the exaltation of the Sun as Aries, 
and that of Mars as Capricorn. Moreover, 
several modern writers have adapted the 
Hindu method of subdividing the signs to 
the western zodiac, and have ignored the 
difference between the two zodiacs. I 
consider that the Ayana'amsa may there- 
fore be disregarded, and that the ancient 
rules can be modernised by applying them 
to the modern zodiac. 
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The Hindu method of subdividing the 
signs is a very important one, but unfortun- 
ately, à much ignored matter in the deline- 
ation of horoscopes, and on this point I have 
some valuable information to impart. The 
western method of judging a horoscope deals 
only with planetary influences, aspects, and 
house position, the actual zodiacal influence, 
except that of the ascendant, being an in- 
finitesimal amount. The subdivisions play 
the most important part in the judgment of 
horoscopes, and the planetary positions in 
relation thereto form the basis for several 
methods of calculation. These subdivisions 


will be fully explained in the next chapter. 
In the application of the ancient rules, I 
shall adopt the Hindu method of erecting 
the horoscope. viz., the equal division of 
the signs, commencing from the ascendant. 
The influence of Uranus and Neptune will 
be utilised, but not that of the Moon's nodes. 

As just stated, the main object of these 
articles is to apply some of the ancient 
rules to the modern practice of Astrology, 
for.the purpose of furthering the progress of 
the science and improving our methods of 
interpretation.

INTRODUCTION 


the MESSENGER who desire a more 

intimate acquaintance with the deeper 

and mystical side of astrology, I have 
arranged a set of articles under the above 
title. They will consist of a series of notes 
extracted from a larger work of the same 
title now under preparation, and forming 
Vol. VII. of a new and important work on 
astrology shortly to be issued.

Undoubtedly this is a mistaken 
and prejudiced point of view and shows the 
inability of those students to see beyond 
their own little circle of intelligence. which 
is narrowed by a wilful mental obstinacy. 

I do not profess to be a recognised theoso- 
phist, but astrology to me, without re- 
incarnation and Karma, is & useless and 
valueless science, a mere body without a 


A the request: of numerous readers of 
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living soul. Without these higher laws it is 
impossible to solve the inequalities of life— 
the why and the wherefore of the many 
inexplicable things we find in the world at 
large; why some are born rich and others 
poor; why some with poor abilities attain 
position and wealth, while others with the 
mental powers of a Shakespeare or a Dante 
are forced to plod through life, scarcely rising 
above a respectable mediocrity. and perhaps 
lower than that. Again we find men rising 
from practically nothing to the highest posi- 
tions, flashing into the world like a brilliant 
meteor in the night and leaving an undying 
fame behind them: a Cardinal Wolsey, a 
Shakespeare, a Napoleon. Ordinary scien- 
tific astrology cannot explain these things 
and unless we accept the law of re-birth 
then we shall still continue to blindly grope 
for the light and remain for ever in ignor- 
ance of the real truth. 

The metaphysical basis of astrology is 
this theory of the re-embodiment of the soul 
and the biblical text, '* As a man sows, that 
shall he also reap,” is embodied therein. It 
does not follow that what a man sows in 
this life he shall reap during the same period, 
but the fate, i.e., the trials and difticulties of 
this life are the result of actions and thoughts 
of a past life, and are shown in the horoscope 
under various adverse planetary positions. 
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The conditions of environinent, the social, 
inental, moral and spiritual status. are the 
result of seeds which were sown in former 
lives, and man as the sower and also the 
reaper is, by his present trend of thought 
and action, building up his future conditions, 
and at the same time reaping the result of 
his past conduct. In other words he is 
moulding the future by his reaping of the 
past.

Those of my readers who are? desirous 
of furthering their spiritual progress from 
the horoscopes and of perfecting their natures 
by the stellar laws, should try and under- 
stand that all the obstacles, hindrances and 
things which may be classed as evil are 
matters brought over into this life by the 
actions and thought of previous incarnations, 
while things we look upon as good are the 
effects of causes set going in the long-forgotten 
past. All the evil that is shown must be over- 
come and wiped out of our lives, and we 
must recognise that it is our Cross, and it is 
only in accordance with divine law of justice 
that they exist. Similarly, the good must 
be fostered and nourished, and each succeed- 
ing life will then become more progressive 
and closer to the great Central Life.

PLANETARY SYMBOLOGY. 
CIRCLE, HALF-CIRCLE, CROSS. 


In these three symbols or glyphs are con- 
tained all the symbology of the planets, and 
by their connection with each other the real 
natures of the planets are expressed. The 
circle denotes “ perfection " and is the sym- 
bol of life or spirit; the semi-circle denotes 
'' perception " and is emblematical of the soul 
or mind; the cross is representative of 
inatter and relates to the body or form. We 
may also consider them as representing the 
three principles of construction, preservation 
and disintegration, or destruction. 

Now in order to arrive at à proper under- 
standing of the natures and influences of the 
planets, we must consider the terms ''good " 
and “evil” as relative only. The difference 
is merely in the mode of vibration. Each 
planet is the symbol of a principle in nature 
which may be either cultivated and perfected, 
or neglected and abused. In the former case 
the influence would be good, but in the 
latter it would be evil. 

If we look at the symbols of the planets 
we shall see that there are three series, the 
first composed of circle and cross, the second 
composed of semi-circle and cross, and the 
third made up of all three symbols.

1. The Circle and Cross.—In the three 
symbols of the Sun, Venus and Mars, the 
circle is the chief glyph. The symbol of the 
Sun is the exact circle and this represents 
the principle of life, heat or construction, the 
spirit or vital principle. In the symbol of 
Venus the circle surmounts the cross, indica- 
ting that spirit has risen above matter. The 
true nature of Venus is pure Love, and the 
symbol shows that spiritual love has sur- 
mounted all material desires. In the symbol 
of Mars this is reversed, the cross is above 
the circle, denoting that the material desires 
are uppermost.

Astrology and Authority.

VEN as the scientist, the thcologian and the 
philosopher differ, in the same manner there 
are disagreements and disputes amongst the 
apostles of the stellar art. The average man 
of to-day is of the religious opinions and 

tendencies of his father, like unto a bottle, labelled 
and placed upon a shelf; unchangeable, adamantine 
and unalterable. And in every phase of thought we 
have the extremes, the side that claims too much and 
the side that claims toolittle. Happily in all aspects 
there is the intermediate, which has ever a rational 
and acceptable state of affairs, making things pre- 
sentable and scientific. Huxley speaking of these 
phases of mind made remark somewhat to the effect 
that the scum always rose to the top, the dregs to 
the bottom ; the good material remained in between. 

And so it comes in astrology that the exponents 
and professors differ as to methods, canons, axioms 
and idioms. One will swear by the Centiloquoy of 
Ptolemy, another by the Centiloquium of Bentham, 
another by the canons of Placidus; and so on, ad in- 
finitum, by the statements of Cardan, Bonatus and 
Zadkiel. And we find each at oneanother's throats, 
as to practice, method, delineation and application. 
Astrology is harmed very much by those who claim 
more for it than it is really capable of carrying out. 
This is done by the rule-of-thumb persons who have 
memorised and never thought about it; and in the 
majority of cases never have experimented in it. On 
the other hand and in the other extreme are those 
who know nothing about it, but, nevertheless, admit 
there is a little in it, and practicallv of little import- 
ance. There are people who hold that stellar art 
can tell the native what kind of ties he likes and 
whether striped,variegated or plain, and tne opposite 
who aver that there is a little truth which is so infini- 
tesimal that it is not worth bothering about. Herein 
is the grievance. 

There is no need to endow astrology with God- 
giving wisdom, nor yet that there is & minimum of 
truth in it. Astrology is either true or it is not, and 
that is rationally true, that is the proper position. 
This can be tested by experiment, therefore it is 
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needless to discuss it. Let there be no heckling 
over methods, let no contumely be rendered against 
the principle adopted so long as the results are right. 
Be the practitioner or student a follower of Leo, 
Sepharial, Pearce or Raphael, if the disciple direct 
by seoondary methods, or by those of Ptolemy or Placi- 
dus, let us not hurl our authority or school of thought 
against the other so long as truth is indicated and 
obtained. 

There is overmuch clinging and vowing amongst 
astrologers as to certain exponents and writers being 
the Alpha and Omega of the science. Did not 
Galileo demonstrate the falsity of Aristotlean 
physics, after being accepted for 2,000 years by the 
savants and schoolmen without question for truth ? 
This state of affairs was caused by the slavish obesi- 
ance to authority, the want of experiment and inves- 
tigation, the reverence for the shadow of a past 
shadowy reputation. The average man is aware 
that the intuitional scientist always leaves his phase 
of work better than he found it; the platitudinarian 
or rule-of-thumb man just as he came to it. There- 
fore it would be better and more conducive to the 
progress of the art were the principles and elements 
well based, and then operations and practice, experi- 
ment and investigation undertaken, apart from 
axiom, idiom, authority, occultism, esotericism and 
all the rest of the vapid speculations which are detri- 
mental to the furtherance of the most ancient of 
sciences. Ry this means the true scientific spirit will 
be brought about, our astrologers will become thinkers 
as well as practitioners, in place of the great majority 
2n are chasing shadows and living on words, 
Selah!

It generally relates to females and people 
moderately sized, round face, dusky pale 
complexion, brown hair, restless and change- 
able in nature, never contented in one place 
long. and somewhat unsteady.

Besides, the dominant ruling planets being first 
d and secondly ?, the remedies will be of Marsian- 
Venusian vibration, and have action on the muscular 
system, i.e., heart (muscle), gastro-abdominal tunics 
and bladder (muscle), noticed by f, neutral. 

At this point, | observe that Aconit, a Marsian 
drug, and Belladonna, a Venusian drug, act on the 
muscular system (vide Pothoyenesis) | ; so these 
remedies suit, and will partake of the treatment to 
which Belladonna already pertains, so ACONITE 
alone must be added. Further, these remedies will 
supply to (1) the individual temperament, (2) the 
character of the season. [f they do not, then we 
need to search for another analogous remedy. ln 
our case, the temperament is nervous, and the 
season cold and wet leading up tothe Spring. Now, 
Belladonna, especially responds to these characters, 
so we need not scarch for another remedy. 

It will be observed that where there is a patho- 
logical planet in the physiological standard, it 1s this 
planet which gives to the formula its tonality. If 
there is any, then the ruling physiological planet of 
the first member of the equation will be the pre- 
ponderating one. To sum up: PULSATILLA, SUL- 
PHUR, BELLADONNA, and ACONIT will constitute 
Mr. X.’s constitutional and fundamental treatment, 
with MERCURIUS as inter-current. 

Now, let us observe the Moon’s monthly transit 
through native’s Solar sign, because, in chronic ail- 
ments, the remedies manifest their full action from 
this moment. This is the reason that drugs act 
more or less promptly with each person. In especial 
pathological cases, the signs, exclusively threatened 
of the pathological planets, will be considered, and 
the fundamental treatment reinforced accordingly. 
Besides, in case of need, it is an easy matter to get 
out similar and complementary drugs to the twelve 
polychrests of out scheme by means of Banning- 
hansen's. or Dr. John H. Clarke's Repertory.

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The Balkan Troubles. 


The present disturbances in the Balkan

eclipse. Moreover, the stationary position 
of Saturn on the meridian of the horoscope 
of Turkey, has had its effect in adding to 
this trouble. At the solar ingress in Libra, 
at Constantinople. Mars is elevated, but 
Jupiter rising in sextile thereto. denotes the 
efforts made for the preservation of pegce. 
Still, the prospects of war are exceedingly 
strong. The Tsar of Bulgaria, who appears 
to be the leading spirit in the troubles. was 
born on February 26th. 1861, with the Sun 
in opposition to Saturn, square to Uranus, 
but sextile to à weak Mars. At present he is 
under the direction of Sun parallel Saturn h. 
At his last solar return he had the Sun in 
square to Mars, which accounts for his present 
bellicose attitude. But he is certainly not 
under good directions at the present time. 
It would be interesting to obtain his birth 
time. 

The King of Montenegro, who now appears 
to have “set the world on fire to cook his 
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own egg," was born on October 7th, 1841, 
with the Q in A Y, * 2X, * d, powerful 
configurations. Mars has now reached the 
conjunction of Neptune and írine of the 
radical Sun, and the Moon is d d, 6 ¥, A 
©. ‘These are strong martial directions, and 
apparently Montenegro will not lose by the 
move taken. 

I will revert to this subject next month. I 
need hardly say that if the Powers are unable 
to prevent the further spread of the war, the 
outlook is ominous, as the power of the great 
solar eclipse of April has yet to exhaust 
itself. 


November Lunation. 


The November lunation shows the lumin- 
aries conjoined with Mars in the third house, 
an indication of some very terrible railway 
accidents. Mercury is also in the third in 
Opposition to Saturn in the ninth, pointing 
to. labour troubles in railway and shipping 
affairs. Neptune in the eleventh is indica- 
tive of socialistic intrigue in the Commons. 
Jupiter and Venus conjoined on the fourth 
cusp shonld benefit agriculture and the 
landed interest. Mild weather is probable. 
Storms are threatened in the Atlantic. 
Scandals are likely among the upper ten, 
and some libel actions probable. The oppo-

The Weather. 


Reference has been made in a previous 
issue of THE MESSENGER to the wet 
summer of the present year and the nine- 
year cycle of wet and dry summers— wet. 
1894, 1903, 1912—dry, 1893, 1902, 1911— 
also to the fact that there is no correspon- 
ding planetary cycle of nine years to account 
therefore. The subject of astro-meteorology 
is one of great interest to me, and it was 
the hot summer of 1893 and the wet one of 
1894, which first drew my attention thereto. 
It ismy opinion from investigation —irrespec- 
tive of whether the nine-year cycle has any 
basis—that insufficient stress is laid upon 
the aspects of the major planets 4, b, Hg 
and V, in forecasting the weather, especially 
in long periods of heat, drought, cold and 
rain. The following facts will show. The 
recent spell of wet weather commenced 
directly after the new Moon of July 14th, 
and if my readers will look at the Ephemeris 
for that date, they will find that 4% and k 
arrived within 5? of an 8, gradually be- 
coming closer to the end of August, when as 
b became retrograde they separated, finally 
becoming 5? from 8 on September 21st. 

Now on reference to 1903, the previous 
wet summer, we find 4 O H8 for some 
months all through the summer. Going 
back to 1894 we have 4 d w. The 
summer of 1840 is recorded as being wet, in 
that year we find bh O Hl. 

Looking at the hot and dry years, we find 
similar planetary configurations. One well 
remembers the brilliant spring of 1893, and 
the prolonged drought: at this time we find 
4 8 # from fixed signs. In 1902 we 
notice 4 * Hj all through the summer. 

In 1911 we find 4 8 ^ from fixed signs 
in April and May, k x € in July and 
August, and in addition © O d, O0 4, Ss 8 
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4 at the period of the greatest heat in July 
and August.

It is a matter of great interest to students 
of astrology that the birth-time of the 
Mikado has been ascertained.

It 
denotes a person with a lean body, dull com- 
plexion, thick eyébrows, generally despondent 
and diffident. 

It is an hour when deceit should be 
guarded against, health taken care of, little 
trust placed in people; matters will prove 
slow and tedious, and rarely come to fruition. 

Other indications may be deduced from 
the sign on the midheaven at the hour. 
When cardinal signs are there, it denotes 
if fixed signs, then against 
rows of houses and big buildings ; if common 
signs then near detached houses, or the lower 
end of the street. Animal signs relate to 
animals, watery signs to liquids, earthy signs 
to places of that nature. 

Numerous influences can be given, and 
we may find space in a future issue for 
illustrations, but for the present we can say 
that planetary hours wield a mysterious in- 
influence over each day, and over people’s 
affairs. It must not be connected with 
Natal nor Horary Astrology, for: it is a 
system by itself.

Ancient Astrology Modernised.

CHAPTER Il. 


THe TWELVE SIGNS AND THEIk 
SUB-DIVISIONS. 


One of the great peculiarities of Hindu 
Astrology is the many methods of divid- 
ing the signs of the zodiac. Wach separate 
sign of the zodiac, like the whole twelve, 
is divided into parts or sections, each 
part having a distinct influence over certain 
matters relating to the life and destiny, and 
much importance is attached by the Hindus 
to these divisions. 

The information given about several of 
these divisions appears to be lost and much 
ef what is known is too vague to be of any 
practical value. Those explained in this 
article are in common use and the informa- 
tion concerning them appears, if not quite 
definite. to be of sufficient value to be studied 
and put to a practical test and use. 

The several divisions are as follows :— 

l. Each sign is divided into two equal 
parts of 15°, one part Positive and the other 
Negative. In the odd signs the first half is 
positive and the second negative, while in the 
even signs this arrangement is reversed.

2. The second division is that of the 
Decanate, a division of each sign into three 
parts. The first Decanate of the sign is of 
the nature of the sign itself; the second 
Decanate is of the nature of the next sign of 
the same triplicity ; and the third Decanate 
is of the nature of the third sign of the same 
triplicity, thus :— 

The fiery triplicity is composed of the signs 
r, S and f. Therefore the first Decanate

3. The third division of each sign of the 
Zodiac is one into seven equal parts, named 
in regular order. The first division of Aries 
is Aries and its last Libra. the first of Taurus 
is Scorpio and its last one Taurus, and so on 
in regular order. It will be seen that the 
first division of the odd signs is of the nature 
of the sign itself, while that of the even 
signs is of the nature of the opposite sign. The 
following is the table of the Septile division:

4. The fourth division is that of each sign 
into nine equal parts of 3" 20' each, making 
108 of such divisions in the whole Zodiac. 
The first division of Aries is of the nature ot 
the sign Aries; the second division o! the 
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nature of the next sign Taurus, and so in the 
order of the signs to the end of Cancer, the 
last division of this sign being of the nature 
of Pisces. We then start again with the 
first division of the sign Leo of the nature 
of Aries, and continue in exactly the same 
order as before to the end of Scorpio. Sagit- 
tarius then starts with the first division of 
the nature of Aries, and the same order is 
continued until the end of Pisces. 

By the following table it will be seen that 
signs of the saine triplicity have the same 
divisions. For example, the’ signs of the 
fiery triplieity beyin with a division of the 
nature of Aries, those of the earthy triplicity 
with one of the nature of Capricorn. The 
easiest way for the student to remember the 
table is to note that the first division of each 
sign of the same triplicity is of the nature of 
the cardinal sign of such triplicity.

5. The fifth division of the signs 1s a ten- 
fold one, each sign divided into ten parts of 
of 8° each. In the odd signs, the first tenth 
is of the nature of the sign itself; the second 
tenth is of the nature of the next sign, and 
so on in regular order. In the even signs 
the first tenth is of the nature of the tenth 
sign from the even sign ; the second is of the 
nature of the eleventh sign from the even 
sign, and so on in due order.

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6. The sixth and last division is that of 
the degrees, each sign being divided intà 
thirty parts or degrees. Each degree has a 
special influence of its own and possesses some 
power or peculiarity when on the ascendant. 

The six divisions of the signs have (as 
previously stated) a distinct influence over 
particular matters relating io the life and 
destiny according to the author's reasoning 
and experience. 


1. The positive and negative divisions of 
the signs when rising relate to the power 
or strength of the body. They also regulate 
the power of the planets, malifices being 
stronger in the positive half of the positive 
signs, and the benefices in the negative 
portion of the negative signs. 


2. 'The Decanates of the signs when rising 
modify the general influence of the signs, 
and have a particular relationship to the 
mental tendency and the temperament. 


. 8. The Septile division of the Zodiac 
relates to the sex of the individual, polarity' 
and environment, and matters arising from 
the lst, 4th, 7th and 10th houses. 

4. The division of the sign into nine parts 
relates more’ particularly to matters arising. 
out of the lst, 5th and 9th houses, and: 
touching birth, life and vitality. 


5. The ten-fold divisions relate more 
particularly2to matters connected with the 
temporal and material welfare. 


6. The division of the sign into degrees 
has a. very important signification, each 
degree when on the ascendant representing, 
containing and being, as it were, the key to 
the entire life and destiny. They are also 
the distinctive index of individuality. 

There are three other sub-divisions as 
follows :— 


One of 5 unequal parts. 5°, 59, 89, 7°. 
and 5° ruled over by g, k, X, 9 and 9 
respectively, in the odd signs and in the 
reverse order, in the even signs.

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Weather Wisdom. | 


Easy Chair,” by Sir Ray Lankester, 

F.R.S., whose teachings are always ac- 

ceptable, and in the Daily Telegraph 
his articles take that easy form which 
makes them so popular. 

From one oť his latest articles on the 
action of the Moon upon the weather, I 
learn that there is no truth in the popular 
belief that the earth's satellite has a definite 
connection with changes of the temperature 
and saturation point of the atmosphere. It 
is confidently stated that a record of official 
returns shows no relation of the Moon’s 
phases to either seasons, months, weeks or 
days, so tar as the weather is concerned, and 
that, great as is the action of the Moon upon 
the tides, its effect upon the comparatively 
slight saturation of the air is practically nil. 
Let us look at this statement in a common- 
sense manner, since science has pronounced 
upon it and come to a conclusion diametric- 
ally opposed to commonsense. It is an 
historical fact that navigators had observed 
the phenomena of the tides and knew that 
the Moon’s age had some connection with 
high-water times at various parts, long before 
astronomical science had determined that 
x 2 S = T, or in a word that the mid- 


| HAVE been reading “Science from an 


distance between the Sun and Moon was the 
point of tidal maximum. They knew their 
neap and spring tides and associated them 
rightly with the syzyges. These same men 
have handed down to us a tradition that 
changes in the weather are coincident with 
changes of the Moon. I am not disposed to 
disregard the opinion of men whose whole 
life is spent in the study of atmospheric con- 
ditions upon which their existence and wel- 
fare depend. We do not understand the 
operations of the instinctual faculty in 
animals and plants, but we know that they 
possess means of observing and providing 
against changes of environment which 
science could not emulate. Science comes 
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By " SEPHARIAL." 


to many conclusions upon various matters 
which the public have a tendency to accept 
as fact when they are really nothing more 
than hypotheses, and those frequently self- 
contradictory. Science says that the Moon 
is chiefly responsible for the production of 
the tides, the Moon's action being 70 per 
cent. and the Sun's 30 per cent. The tides 
run counter to the axial rotation of the earth, 
that is to say, from east to west. Hence, 
the tides act as a brake upon tbe earth's 
rotary motion. But science requires two 
things related to this phenomenon of tidal 
action. The first is that the earth is slowing 
down and the second is that the Moon is 
moving in a larger orbit at a slower rate than 
formerly. Unfortunately, science cannot 
have both and retain its claim to our 
commonsense respect. For it is obvious 
that the Moon's action on the tides will 
decrease as the square of its distance from 
the earth, and its orbit being greater, its 
mean distance will be greater and its action 
less. These facts can be proved astronomic- 
ally. But if the break-power of the Moon 
is decreasing, the earth's axial rotation will be 
increasing, and the day will be shorter than 
formerly, which can be shown to be the fact 
by astronomical calculation. The inference 
is that the earth has a store of energy which 
is capable of compensating the Moon’s tidal 
action in proportion as the latter is released. 
The earth has not reached its prime! But 
to get back to the question of the weather. 
Everybody in this country will remember the 
terrible downpour which began with the full 
Moon of July, and continued without inter- 
ruption until the end of August. Then we 
had a fine month. September full Moon 
brought another downpour. Of course, it is 
obvious that the Moon did not produce the 
weather, but it is also obvious that the 
changes occurred at the syzygy. 

If we are tostudy the action of the Moon 
or the weather properly and consistently, we 
must not only take the syzygies, but also 
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the hour at which they occur, since then 
the tidal action is at the maximum and the 
luminaries are seen to be in different re- 
lations with any given locality according to 
the hour of the conjunction or opposition. 
Dr. Clark studied the Moon’s action for 
Many years and came to the conclusion that 
when the change took place near noon the 
following week was fine, but when it took 
place near midnight the following week was 


lying the various phenomena commonly 
referred to as " the weather," are set deeper 
than our present scientific knowledge goes. 
We know that an abnormally low barometric 
pressure 1s accompanied by heavy rain or 
wind, but we have no certain knowledge of 
the cause of either. This is true and will con- 
tinue to be true until the fact of inter-plane- 
tary action is admitted and considered in all 
deliberations and researches connected with 


foul. That seemed a vood basis to work the earth as a member of a cosmical systern. 
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upon, but | have seen no record of any 
observation on this hypothesis. But then 
commonsense tells us that the Moon does 
exert an action on the weather because it 1s 
& part of our cosmos, and a very important 
part so far as we are concerned. If it can 
lift millions of tons of water several feet in a 
space of three hours it must have a similar 
action upon all bodies according to their 
density and volume, as we see in the case of 
the spring tide, where theattraction is greater 
on the earth than upon the waters of the 
hemisphere furthest from the luminaries. 
The Moon has an observed effect upon the 
sap of plants and trees, and upon the 
animal juices. Why it should affect these 
and miss the clouds and the atmostpheric 
envelope of the earth—always in a more or 
less high state of saturation—science does 
not help us to understand. We can under- 
stand that its action may well be less upon 
the clouds and air than upon the waters, but, 
that it should be nil seems opposed to 
commonsense. 

Dr. H. R. Mil, the eminent meteorologist, 
is scientifically cautious in regard to the 
cause of rain-storms, and he admits with 
creditable frankness that the causes under- 
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Astronomers go to the absurd length of 
calculating the positions cf Jupiter and 
Venus in order to find the place of the Moon 
in its orbit, yet when we ask them to con- 
sider the possibility of Uranus, Saturn, Mars 
and Neptune affecting the earth. which is a 
very much larger body than the Moon, the 
idea is scouted. Yet we may confidently 
hold to our position as the only common- 
sense one derivable trom the acceptance of 
the fundamental postulate of the solidarity 
of the solar system, and having proved the 
action of other bodies upon the earth, we 
may reasonably seek for a system which 
explains how these cosinical forces are to be 
interpreted in terms of local conditions. So 
far as science is concerned it has no means 
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of affording a forecast of any accuracy over 
a period of more than 48 hours. Astrologers, 
however, affirm that Saturn brings cold 
weather and easterly winds when in line with 
the Sun and Earth. It is a fact that the 
east winds of the latter half of September 
coincided with the stationary position of 
Saturn, and the aspect of the Sun to the 
magnetic planets Uranus and Saturn, while 
the stationary position of Uranus produced 
fogs and mists on and after October 8th. 
Not that these planets produce such effects 
universally, but that their action on the 
electrostatic condition of the earth's atmos- 
phere brings about such effects under local 
conditions. In other words, the universal 
action of the various planets finds expression 
in terms of local conditions. We have to 
study these local conditions in relation to the 
cosmical action of the various planetary 


bodies, in which category it may be conven- 
ient to give an important if not a first place 
tothe Moon. The chart given on previous 
page shows the passage of the earth's vector 
and the probable baroinetric effects due in 
the temperate northern zone. 

In this as in all experimental researches, 
itis advisable to try for approximations in 
the first place, and where there is a general 
consent of fact with theory, the enquiries may 
be pursued with considerable confidence. 
Certainly it is not good science to reject a 
probable hypothesis without examination. 
It may yet be proved that the Moon has 
been unduly disparaged by modern science 
so far at least as its action on the weather 
is concerned, and the old lady may quite 
properly resent the slight. 

My study of the Mikado's horoscope must,

to 15 feet. In his right hand was twisted the 

end of a long rope, made of some sort of creeping 

plant, by which he led a huge and hideous rep- 

tile. The Lemurians actually domesticated these 
creatures and trained them to employ their strength 
in hunting other animals. The appearance of the 
man gave an unpleasant sensation, but he was not 
entirely uncivilised, being an average common-place 
specimen of his day. The Lemurians in the early 
sub-races were Hermaphrodites and propagated in 
seasons, but in the later sub-races the sexes divided 
in the pre-natal epoch, and this formed the transition 
from the bi-sexual being to the uni-sexual being. 
The aborigines of Australia, the Andamarn Island- 
ers, some hill tribes of india, and the bushmen of 
Africa, are all degenerate remnants of the third root 
race. We find spcech first started in this third sub- 
race, and only monosyllables were used. The de. 
velopment of art started with the fifth sub-race. The 
complete separation of the sexes was now accom- 
plished and man's physical body with its bony frame- 
wotk was set, thoügh he was still a giant. Offen. 
sive war was waged with the monstrous beasts of 
prey, and men had taken to building huts, at first of 
trees and singly and later of boulders of stone and 
in villages. Agriculture and the use of fire was un- 
known up to now. The food of their boneless 
ancestors having consisted of what they could find 
on or below the ground, now that they could stand

erect they obtained nuts and berries from the torest 
trees, but the staple food was the flesh of the beasts 
and reptiles that they slew. The race had now ar- 
rived at that point when they. were ready for educa- 
tion, and to meet the demand two other types of 
beings appeared, one type incarnating and being 
born among them, and the other, of a much higher 
scale, providing their own bodies. Now it was one 
of these types that is referred to in Genesis vi-4. 
‘There were giants in the air in those days, and also 
after that the Sons of God came in unto the 
daughters of men. It was these higher types that 
pushed forward the civilisation, teaching the use of 
fire, the means by which to obtain it; the use of fliuts 
and iron; how to explore for metals; to smelt and 
mould them ; the making of spears and agricultural 
tools; of how to spin and weave fabrics and later 
on the building of great cities and sculpture of a 
Cyclopean nature, of which we have two specimens 
in the British Museum, which are statues of men 16 
feet high, brought from Easter Island, where there 
are 555 more ranging from 3 to 70 feet high, and 
weighing 250 tons in some instances. It becomes 
a puzzle to present-day engineers how blocks 33 feet 
long, 18 feet wide, and 6 inches deep were brought 
from their quarries à distance of many miles, cross- 
ing ravines, rivers, mountains slopes and passes, thus 
proving great engineering feats— even surpassing the 
pyramids. Their religion was Sun-worship, and the 
continent was destroyed by incessant volcanic erup- 
tions, which burnt and suffocated the inhabitants, 
the work of devastation being completed by earth. 
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quakes ; the heat being so great that the very water 
springs were dried up, and the remnants of the 
seventh sub-race of. the Lemurians escaped and fled, 
and settled on the land which occupied the site 
where the present Ashantee and Western Nigeria 
exists; and these formed the nucleus of the fourth 
root race, called Atlantis, of which 1 will now speak. 


ATLANTIS. 


Atlantis was a very large continent occupying that 
position where the main body of the Atlantic Ocean 
now is. The Atlantic Ocean takes its name from 
the sunk Atlantis at its bottom. It extended from 
Africa to the two Americas and reached up to Great 
Britain and Greenland. We have evidence to show 
that this continent split up in pieces and sunk 
under the waves at periods very far apart in the 
world's history. Plato talks about the Athenians 
fighting the Atlanteans, who came from a large 
continent island, and passed through the pillars 
of Hercules (the Straits of Gibralter). Deep sea 
soundings by the British ship * Challenger ° dis- 
covered a large ridge under the waves, also the 
American ship ''Dophia'' discovered another 
island ridge opposite the Straits of Gibralter, which 
measured 1,000 miles wide and 3,000 miles long. 
Then was found a connecting ridge between these 
two, the whole forming the backbone of the Atlantean 
continent. This ridge is 9,000 feet higher than the 
bed of the Atlantic, and before its submergence had 
been the path by which the flora and fauna got 
from east to west, and from west to east. It was 
by this land the red-man from America got to 
Africa, and the black man from Africa to America. 
The St. Paul's Rock. Ascension Island, the Azores, 
and Tristan d'acunha, are the mountain peaks of 
this mountain range. When this range was above 
water the tropical seas could not flow north, or the 
northern seas to the south, and Europe was in the 
glacial period as a consequence. And even now the 
North- West edge of this sunk island forms the tread 
of the warm gulf stream, which so tempers our 
climate in the winter. I have by me about 3o 
Flood Legends from all parts of the world, among 
which is the Hebrew version, the Phanician, the 
Greek, the Cushite. the Chinese, the American, and 
extracts from the following sacred Scriptures : Sepher 
Beresheth, the Rig Veda, the Zendavesta, and the 
Hindoo Puranas. Then we have the Babylonian, 
Chaldean, Mexican and Platos versions. The Egypt- 
ians, who were conversant with all the subsidences 
of Atlantis, speak of the final one as the Great 
Flood. It can be proved beyond doubt that Genesis 
contains the history of Atlantis. We find the gods 
and goddesses of Greece were kings and queens of 
Atlantis. Zeno, Demeter, Persephone, Apollo, 
Aphrodite and others of Scandinavian record. were 
all realities in the Atlantean period, and we must 
not forget that the last and largest portion to be 
submerged was called Poseidonis, from its King 
Poseidon, otherwise known as Neptune, which you 
all recognise in the Liverpool Coat of Arms. So 
when you see it again, you can think of him as 
being King of Atlantis. London goes one step 
further than this, for the very stone under the Corona- 
tion Chair is of a very unique nature, emitting rays 
and magical power, and has been handed down from 
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one of the great magical societies that practiced their 
arts in Atlantis before its destruction. We find the 
Gaehc, the Atlantean and the Maya language and 
alphabet almost identical, proving that Great Britain 
and Mexico belonged to the mainland of Atlantis. 
[f Lemuria embraced the pre-historic man, it is trne 
that Atlantis was the cradle of the earliest civilisa- 
tion. And facts which prove that the mighty civilisa- 
tion of Egypt never evolved but was transported 
ready grown again show the Atlanteans to have 
been their advanced teachers, for Atlantis had 
attained to great height in the sciences and arts, 
and their system of aeronautics was one that we are 
not likely to attain for at least 1,000 years to come. 
Their cities were large and beautiful and their 
palaces were gorgeous and were built pyramidical 
in flats. 

Some Mexican Legends speak of the beautiful 
garden of the East. Greek Legends speak of the 
beautiful Isle of the setting sun Whilst Egypt 
speaks of the inhabitants of the Underworld, and 
they are all referring. to Atlantis. The Garden of 
Eden of the Hebrews, the Elysian fields of the 
Egyptians, and the Gardens of Hesperides : these are 
supposed to be fables, but they are not; they all 
point to Atlantis. How else could they but appear 
as a myth when the last submergence, 10,000 years- 
B.C. took all its records down with it. The fourth. 
period of the life wave of a planet is always the 
shortest, and so it was with the Atlantean. It only 
lasted at the longest about four million years. The 
seven sub-races were the Romoahalo, the Lavatlis, 
the Toltecs, the Tauranians, the Semites, the 
Akkadians and the Mongolians. 

It is too large a subject for me to give you minute 
details of the parts of the Atlantis that these sub- 
races occupied or to explain where their direct des- 
cendants are to be found to-day; for although Atlantis 
went under, we must not forget that small numbers 
of them from time to time emigrated to other parts 
of the world. 

The Toltec or third sub-race was the most may- 
nificent for its development, ruling Atlantis for 
200,000 years in great material power and glory, and 
much progress, happiness and commercial progress 
was made, and this was the Golden Age of which 
we hear sometimes. The rcason is not far to seek, 
for it was governed by one of the sons of God. and 
was consequently guided under the Divine Law. 

You must bear in mind that angels walked the 
continent in those days ; and information which now 
forms the 22 secret sciences of magic, was taught 
openly to those who would learn. This gave the 
Atlanteans great powerover Nature and the elements, 
power which we have not got to-day. 

The continent itself: was called Ruta in the 
northern division, and Daitya in the southern division, 
and though all one land at first, later on was divided 
by a cataclysm, and later still, other subsidences just 
left Poseidonis. It is not difficult to first trace the 
red race and then the black, then the yellow, 
and lastly the white. Of all the fine cities that 
Atlantis contained Zul and the City of Golden Gates 
were the leading ones. 

The system of water supply of the City of the 
Golden Gates, which was the Metropolis, was an 
engincering feat that is not even surpassed to-day. 
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for the city was built on a hill, and the water was 
carried from a neighbouring mountain and than ran 
in four rivers from the north, south, cast and west of 
the hill to a circular stream round its base. The 
different sections of the community lived on the 
various portions of the hill, the lowest at the 
bottom, and so upwards till you arrived at the 
beautiful palace, where reigned the king at the 
summit. As time went on, everything got upto a 
very high pitch of advancement: the temples, the 
palaces, the hall of feasting, the hall of triumph and 
other magnificent buildings reared their heads unto 
the sky. Large armies were raised and drilled, also a 
large navy. whilst their ships would carry 300 men. 
The Taso Atlanta was one of their largest fighting 
ships, and was called after a very large volcano, 
which I will mention later on. 

| will now come to that period where some of the 
magicians turned their back upon the higher type, 
and resorted to Black Magic. This brought about 
a division among the people, thc evil-minded 
ones being worshippers of the devil and the good 
people worshippers of God. To give you some idea 
to what extent their Black Mayic was carried, I will 
quote you an extract from one of the few preserved 
documents found in India and evidently a reproduc- 
tion of an Atlantean original. Itisa narrative of how 
the Black Emperor worked his devilish magic upon 
his followers, so as to excite their hatred and 
passion to fight against the White Emperor : 

“ A low roll of thunder muttered round the cavern 
and ended in a tremendous clap overhead, the 
flames leaped up, and amid them rose the mighty 
form of Oduarpa, steel grey in his magic sheathing, 
stern, majestic, with his face grave, even sad as 
that of a fallen archangel, but strong with unbending 
pride and iron resolution. He took his seat on the 
throne, where he sat throughout all that followed, 
silent and sombre, taking no part in the riot; he 
waved his hand, and the mad orgy recommenced, 
the wildest dancers bathing in the flames, which lap- 
ped over the edges of the gulf, and tossing them- 
selves into the air. Wilder and wilder grew the 
revel, slaves bearing huge pitchers of strong drink 
appeared, accompanied by others with goblets. 

adness of drink was added to madness of motion, 
and the lurid lights sank low into twilight of redness. 
But see! out of the passage whence emerged 
Oduarpa comes a wild procession: hairy bipeds, 
long-armed, claw-footed, with animal heads and 
manes streaming over shoulders, abhorrent, appal- 
ing, non-human, yet horribly human. They hold in 
their claw-like hands phials and boxes, and as they 
mingle with the wildest dancers they give these to the 
revellers most mad with drink and lust. These smear 
over their limbs the ointment in the boxes, drink the 
contents of the phials, and lo ! they drop senseless, 
huddled on the ground; but from each huddled 
heap there springs an animal form, snarling, 
ravening, and vanishes from the cavern into the 
darkness of the outside night. 

* The bright Gods help the wayfarers who meet 
these bedevilled astral materializations, fierce, and 
without conscience as animals, cruel and crafty as 
men! But the bright Gods are sleeping, and only 
the hosts of the midnight sun, ghosts, goblins, and 
all evil things are abroad. The creatures return. 
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their jaws dripping with blood, their hides draggled 
with filth, before morning dawns, and crouching on 
the huddled forms on the floor of the cavern sink 
into them and disappear. Such orgies as these were 
held from time to time, Oduarpa using them to in- 
crease his hold upon the peuple, so that ultimate- 
ly he became the acknowledged Black Emperor, 
relating himself to the Nether Regions, and having 
lieutenants as wicked as himself, he finally succeeded 
in assembling a very large army and marched 
against the White Emperor in the city of the Golden 
Gates. When the battle raged, and his success was 
doubtful, he would loose his body-guard of magical 
animals against his foe, and when they fled, his 
demoniacal allies pursued, tearing their victims with 
teeth and claws. That night, Oduarpa, enthroned 
on a pile of corpses, was crowned Emperor of the City 
of the Golden Gates." 

From this you will sec the meaning of Genesis, 
oth chapter, 12th verse: ‘‘ And God looked upon the 
earth, and beheld it was corrupt. for all flesh had 
corrupted His way upon the earth.” 

Now I must remind you that these Atlanteans were 
in touch with the after-death spheres, for their soul 
senses were open to these spheres in a way in which 
we are not. It was this that intensitied their power. 
The good people could see that disaster would be 
the result of using Nature's forces to such a bad 
account and did their best to encourage them to 
desist. You know, that in all the land, there was 
but one man whose name was well spoken of in 
Heaven, with the names of his family. It was that 
of Noah, the Governor of Tek-Ra, (under Huitza) 
who, with his wife, Tallasse, and his sons (great men 
and godly) and their wives and families, lived in 
holiness and rectitude, each man cherishing but one 
wife, and each woman owning but onelord. Neither 
did they at all yearn after the unnatural vanities of 
the land, in the inserting of gems in teeth, or the 
abuse of strong wine, or smoking herbs, or the 
eating of flesh : keeping holy every seventh day, as 
was of very old legend. And Noah, who was a 
judge over the people, was just and upright in his 
judgments, not striving by the quarrels of others 
to seize things for himself, and preventing his sons 
from enquiring into the hidden things which Kasyade 
the angel taught, concerning demons. Noah was 
small of stature, with a bold, bright eye, yet he had 
a sensitive spirit, and considering his great age he 
looked both fresh and young; Susi, the wife of 
Shem, was a veritable angelic being, and was very 
much attached to her father-in-law. To these who 
lived the holy life, signs of the coming end were 
given, and the good priests and their followers emigra- 
ted to Egypt, Peru, and other places, and the end 
came like a thief in the night. It came in 
thundering majesty. The lightning split the moun- 
tains like chips, and they sank deep into the 
chasms made by the earthquake. Waves ran in 
all directions, and the sound of a great sigh 
floated over the waters, stretching level and un- 
broken to the horizon; the only thing that broke 
their continuity being the ** Mexiah’’ as she floated 
in that bright night of horror over the grave of 
the Atlantean nation, bearing a tiny remnant of 
it that should go forth again and spead over all 
the world.

CHAPTER lI. 


PERIODIC REVOLUTION OF THE HOROSCOPE. 


Just in the same manner as there are two 
methods of secondary directing-—one in which 
the planets progress through the radical 
figure and the second in which the horoscope 
progresses as well as the planets—so we 
have two inethods of periodic directions, 
exactly the same as in secondary directing. 
In the method outlined in the previous chapter, 
the progressed planets are referred to the 
radical niap without any progression of the 
cusp of the houses. [n the method now out- 
lined the horoscope progresses nlong with the 
planets, 30" being added to the Meridian, 
and a fresh map erected for each year of 
life. The progression of the ascendant varies 
according as to whether signs of long or 
short ascension are passing over the cusp. 

The method of calculation is exceedingly 
simple. The period of the revolution of the 
horoscope is 12 years, giving 30° for each 
year, 2° 30' for each month, and 5 for 
each day, and the rule for finding the merid- 
ian is the same as that given for the planets 
in the previous chapter. 

For example: Required, the M.C, for 32 
years. Longitude at birth 8° 45 Q or 
128" 45’.

Then erect a figure with 22° 55' m on the 
eusp of the 10th, and calculate the planets 
places as shown in the last chapter, and the 
figure is coniplete. 

It must be strictly noted that the calcula- 
tion of the progressed periodic horoscope 1s 
made exclusively from the meridian. The 
progression of the ascendant varies according 
as to whether the signs are of long or short 
ascension. Students are particularly re- 
quested to note this important point.

CHAPTER I. 


..The next point of value of the epoch in 
the scientific exposition of Astrology is that 
it solves the divergences of character and 
fortune in twins, this not being detectable 
from the horoscopes of birth, since such 
would be identical or but slighly different. 

Its great use and practical value lies in 
the fact that it illustrates all anomalies in 
horoscopes, and is the only known means 
whereby pre-natal affections, accidents in 
utero and abnormalities of birth can be as- 
certained. A large number of illustrations 
have been given during the past twelve years 
and I shall produce some further interesting 
cases in this work. If weight of evidence 
alone will suffice to convince our opponents 
and critics that they have over-reached them- 
selves in their abortive and ill-conceived at- 
tempts prove the theory false, then they shall 
have such evidence to the fullest extent 
possible. 

The last, but not the least, of the impor- 
tant uses and value of the epoch is that it 
forms the final and clinching argument in 
the calculation of doubtful horoscopes. I 
always have been, and always shall be, a 
strong opponent of these questionable figures 
which are more or less based on a few 
primary arcs without any reference to the 
general language of the horoscope, but 
where an estimated time of birth is checked 
by reference to the epoch, and directions from 
the latter found to agree with known events in 
life, there can be no disputing the accuracy 
of the horoscope. This view I know will 
not be shared by many, but where a question 
of principle, coupled with actual experience 
is concerned, opinions which are more or less 
prejudiced must go to the wall. 

Summing up the contents of this chapter, 
the points of value and practical utility of 
the epoch as follows :— 

l. Rectification of approximate horoscopes 
and confirmation of the times of birth in 
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authentic cases within the limits of an 
ordinary error of observation. 

2. It determines approximately the actual 
period of human gestation. 

3. It enables the sex of the native to be 
known. 

4. It shows the character and fortune of 
the individual. 
. 5. It is a solution to the present unsatis- 
factory condition of directional Astrology, 
more epecially in the cases of infants. 

6. It is the key to the divergences of 
character and fortune in twins. 

7. It solves the causes of pre-natal af- 
fections, abnormalities, etc. 

8. It 1s the final and conclusive argument 
in the calculation of estimated horoscopes. 

These are points I shall more particularly 
deal with and I am prepared to sustain my 
views and opinions by a practical appeal to 
facts in order to prove that the pre-natal 
epoch has in reality a solid basis and found- 
ation in scientific astrology. 


CHAPTER II. 


THE Laws GovERNING THE Eroca. 


The rules for calculating the pre-natal 
epoch have been formed and re-modelled 
from what is known as the “ Trutine of 
Hermes" which consisted of the rather 
vague statement “that the Moon's place at 
conception was the ascendant of the birth 
figure, or its opposite.” 

Investigations into this statement tended 
to confirm not only its verity, but also 
brought to light the fact that it was one half 
of a very important law, for while the 
ascendant or descendant of the birth figure 
was the place of the Moon at a certain 
“epoch,” the ascendant or its opposite at 
this * epoch " was the place of the Moon at 
birth, a remarkable interchange of factors. 

Additional investigation settled the point 
as to when the Moon’s place and ascendant, 
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or the Moon's opposite place and descendant, 
should interchange, and the main postulate 
of the epoch was put forward in the follow- 
ing four clearly-defined laws. 

1. When the Moon at birth is increasing 
in light it will be the ascending degree at 
the epoch, and the Moon at the epoch will be 
the ascendant of the birth figure. 

2. When the Moon at birth 15 decreasing 
in light it will be the descending degree at 
the epoch, and the Moon's place at the 
epoch will be the descendant of the birth 
figure. 

3. When the Moon is increasing in light 
and below the earth, or decreasing in light 
and above the earth, the period of gestation 
will be longer than the norm (273 days). 

+. When the Moon is increasing in light 
and above the earth, or decreasing in light 
and below the earth, the period of gestation 
will be shorter than the norm. 

From these four laws arose during the 
last two years what are known as the '' four 
order of epochs,’ each depending on the 
position of the Moon in regard to the Sun 
and ascendant. 

The four orders of epochs are as follows :—- 


Order 


Formation.

With regard to the 273 days + or— x, the 
normal period of gestation is increased or 
decreased in accordance with the Moon's 
distance from the horizon. In orders Nos. 1 
and 4, the distance of the Moon from the 
horizon last crossed, divided by 13, gives the 
number of days by which this period is cur- 
tailed, and in the other orders the distance 
of the Moon from the horizon it is approach- 
ing, divided by 13, gives the number of days 
by which the period is increased. 

It will now be seen that the controlling 
factors in the calculation of the pre-natal 
epoch are the Sun, Moon and ascendant, while 
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the relationship of the two luminaries deter- 
mines the interchange of the Moon and ascen- 
dant at birth with the ascendant and Moon at 
the epoch, or the respective opposite points, 
while the Moon’s position in regard to the 
ascendant determines the exact period of 
gestation. 

These four laws and orders constitute the 
whole of the factors necessary for the com- 
putation of what are termed '' regular " 
epochs. 

Before going any further it will be neces- 
sary to give an explanation of the foregoing 
rules, and to show how the norm or period of 
273 days, and the plus and minus quantities 
are obtained. 

The norm is a period of nine calendar or 
ten lunar months equal to 273 days, counted 
backwards from the date of birth, and 1t 
measures to within two or three days of the 
same day of the month as the day of birth, 
and the Moon on that day is in the same 
sign and about the same degree as it held 
at birth. Thus, suppose for example a birth 
takes place in London on October 30th, 
1905, at noon, the Moon's longitude then 
being 7-47 f. Nine calendar or ten lunar 
months counted backwards from this date 
measure to January 30th, and on that day 
the Moon is in nearly the same position. 

The plus and minus quantities given in 
the above table depend entirely upon the 
position of the Moon, whether increasing or 
decreasing, above or below the horizon. At 
the above date and time the ascendant was 
v? 5° and the Moon was above the horizon 
and increasing. This will, therefore, be an 
epoch of the first order, and comes under 
rules 1 and 4. At the epoch the Moon 
must be in the degree ascending, while its 
place at birth must be the ascendant at the 
epoch. This distance between the Moon 
and ascendant is about 27°, and this divided 
by 13 gives two days, which by the above 
table is à minus quantity and curtails the 
period of nine months by two days. Thus, 
the period as shown above measures to 
January 30th, and the Moon is in the be- 
ginning of v? two days afterwards. 

Taking the same date again, but assuming 
the Moon to be decreasing, we obtain an’ 
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epoch of the second order and one which 
comes under rules 2 and 3, the Moon at the 
epoch being in the descending degree of the 
horoscope. [n this case the Moon's longi- 
tude must be subtracted from the descendant 
(% 5") and the result (about 153°) divided 
by 13, giving 11 days, which, by the table, 
is shown to be a plus quantity and increases 
the period of nine months by eleven days. 
Turning again to January 30th. as before, 
and counting backward we find the Moon in 
the beginning of 9 on 19th of the month. 

With the Moon below the earth and in- 
creasing in light we get an epoch of the 
third order, and coming under rules 1 and 3. 
In this case the distance of the Moon from 


the ascendant is divided by thirteen to 
obtain the number of days by which the 
normal period is to be increased. 

When the Moon is below the earth and 
decreasing in light it comes under rules 2 
and 4, and is an epoch of the fourth order. 
The distance of the Moon from the des- 
cendant is then to be divided by 13, and 
the result is the number of days by which 
the period of nine months is to be curtailed. 

Thus far we have now the whole of the 
machinery necessary for dealing with re- 
gular epochs. 

In the next issue we shall illustrate these 
laws by applying them to four well-known 
horoscopes. one to each order of epoch.

ROM the very earliest times great importance 
has been attached to names, and the know- 
ledge of how to use and make mention of 
names which possessed magical powers was 
considered a necessity for everyone. It was 

believed that if a man thoroughly understood the 
inner meaning of a name and addressed anyone 
by it, they were bound to answer and obey him. To 
the Egyptian, the name was as much a part of a 
man as his soul or his body. 

It is not exactly necessary to possess several 
names, in my opinion one name is sufficient, ad 
proviso, it contains the necessary qualities for ob- 
taining that which you desire. 

Your object in life, for instance, may be success in 
politics, art, literature, business, religion or finance ; 
whichever it may be, it behoves you to choose a name 
with discretion and judgment, and when chosen stick 
to it, make it a part of yourself, use it whenever 
possible and as often as possible, embody it with the 
powers you wish to. possess, load it with your will, 
and use your imagination to the utmost. You must 
realise that your name is a living force ere you can 
convince others of its efficacy and worth. I will now 
set forth the numbers and qualities attributed to 
them. It must be thoroughly understood that the 
name is transposed to a number, the method I have 
already given too often to repeat here. 

No. 1.—Signifies individuality, power of expres- 
sion, originality, very lucky in a name but does not 
typify goodness. 

No. 2.—lImagination, strong powers of attraction, 
susceptible to outside influences, fond of literature, 
ability to understand the hidden laws, love of 
mysticism. 

No. 3.—Ambition, lucky in money matters and 
business, when joining a name valued s, it signifies 
fruitfulness and plenty. . 


' 
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No. 4.—Luck in undertakings, individuality, 
endurance., accomplishment and discovery. 

No. 5.—Success in political affairs, chemistry, and 
intellectual persuits, good speakers and actors. 

No. 6.—Signifies trouble through marriage, fond 
of gaiety and luxury, strong feelings and emotional. 

No. 7.—Strong imagination, love of art, literature, 
reputation and success. 

No. 8.—Success in money matters, careful and 
methodical nature, reliable and persevering. 

No. g.-—Force, determination, tenacity of purpose, 
pluck and energy. 

Should you possess more than one name the units 
should first be judged separately, then added to a 
final unit, for instance, should you have three names 
(including surname) with unit values 8, 7, 3,=18=9, 
This shows a love of art or literature through the 7, 
with great success and financial gain, the final unit 
9 gives determination and courage, and the 3 gives 
ambition—you could hardly fail to become what you 
desire in this respect. When two names equal the 
same number it shows greater strength. Witness 
the following :— 

Henry 34-7, Irving-=43=7, the final unit being 5. 

These numbers show great ability to express ideas, 
strong imagination and fame, honour and reputation. 
The 5 gives mental power and fascination. There is 
a number of distinct potency I have so far left 
unmentioned. This is rt, a number expressing 
rather a violent nature, which when properly 
governed gives a firm, tenacious disposition, and in 
my estimation it far exceeds the power of the number 
9. Ifnot governed it shows a vindictive, domineer- 
ing character, also agressive, but when in con- 
junction with another number it often proves the 
stepping stone to success, giving great energy and 
will. 

Another important item is the first letter of a 
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‘name; when this is equivalent to the full value it 
- gives greater force. The reason of this is, that if 
you remove the initial letter the remainder of the 
name will equal 9. Take Bonaparte -B--2, the 
remainder equals 9, and 9--2—11 .2. Here we get 
a strong forceful nature, power to govern others, 
grcat energy and will, also imagination, power to 
attract others to him, and love of mysticism. 

Other means can be employed with success for 
reading a name. 

The Sun's longitude, for instance, at birth in con- 
junction with the name, will guide you in your 
decision. 

The Tarot numbers will also be found useful, 
these can be obtained in almost any good work on 
numbers. If vou are choosing a nom de plume, or 
naming a child do not work in the dark. Take a 
name whose number governs the qualities you desire. 
The following may prove rather interesting in 
associating names and numbers.

CHAPTER I. (Continued.) 


2. The Semi-circle and Cross.—In these 
three symbols, those of the Moon, Jupiter 
and Saturn, the semi-circle takes the place 
of the circle and the faculty of perception 
is denoted. The semi-circle alone represents 
the Moon and denotes the soul or mind, that 
which perceives. In the symbol of Jupiter 
we have the semi-circle above the cross. 
Here the mind has risen above or through 
matter and is free to '' perceive " or reflect 
the rays of the Sun. In the symbol of 
Saturn we have the reverse, the cross being 
above the semi-circle, the ' material" being 
above the “ soul ” : the mind hidden by the 
cross of matter. In the symbol of Jupiter 
we get expansion, liberty, compassion ; and 
in the latter symbol, limitation, hindrance, 
restriction, Saturnine vibrations. 

3. The Combined Symbols.—' The symbols 
of the planets Mercury, Uranus and Neptune. 
are composed of all three glyphs. In Mer- 
cury the semi-circle is uppermost, then the 
circle and the cross last, the mind being 
above the spirit and the material beneath 
the two. This is a representation of the 
three-part man, body, soul and spirit. but 
not the “ perfect man," for here the “mind” 
is above the “spirit.” In the symbol of 
Uranus we have the idea of the “ perfect, 
fully-individualised man," the spirit or perfec- 
tion holding the uppermost point with the 
mind or soul next, and the material under- 
neath all. In the symbol of Neptune we 
have an inversion of that of Uranus, the 
“spirit” or perfection being surmounted by 
the other two. If we can grasp the true 
meaning of the word " inversion " we shall 
get some idea of the real influence of Neptune. 


CHAPTER II. 


l. Zodiacal Symbolog y.—The twelve signs 
of the zodiac are termed the “circle of 
wisdom," in contradistinction to the twelve 
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houses. which are known as the ''circle of 
fate." Itis the circle of fate which is the 
binding and limiting chain of our lives, and 
only by repeated re-birth and upward evolu- 
tion can we seek to break away thereform and 
come under the zodiacal circle. 

The symbol of the serpent which repre- 
sents ‘wisdom, is the symbol, or glyph, 
by which each of the symbols of the twelve 
signs are made. Just as the symbols 
of the planets pourtray the true and inner 
meaning of each planet's influence. so do the 
serpentine symbols of the signs show the 
true inner influence of each sign. 

It is impossible in the limits of these 
articles to deal fully with the nature of each 
sign, and an explanation of the metaphysical 
influence found in each serpentine glyph. 
but the following table will give some idea of 
the inner meaning of each of the twelve 
signs :

The twelve signs are divided into four 
main groups after the four Cosmie elements, 
Fire, Earth, Air. and Water, They corres- 
pond to the spirit, body, mind and soul ol 
man, and symbolically represent the spiritual, 
physical, mental, and psychic states.

President Roosevelt. 


The attempted assassination of Theodore

The supposed New Aspects. 


My attention has been called to the 
discovery of forty-five new aspects. parti- 
culars of which are to be found in the 


Antares Almanac for 1014, edited by Mr. G. 
Wilde, and I have been asked by several 
correspondents to give my opinion thereon. 
In the first place it must be at once stated 
that the existence of aspects at every few 
degrees of the zodiac, as would be the case 
with forty-five additional ones, is utterly 
unscientific, illogical, and without any basis 
whatever. Examination of these new 
aspects yields the fact that many of them 
occur close to and within orbs of a major 
aspect of a contrary nature, and this fact 
alone is a fatal flaw. I have not had sutii- 
cient leisure to fully examine the subject ; and 
as I ain not desirous of condemning without 
reasonable proof, I shall deter further com- 
ment for another month. One point, how- 
ever, must be very strongly objected to. We 
are informed that these aspects are proved 
by the horoscopes of the Titanics 
engineers. Where are these horoscopes” 
Beyond the date of birth we have nothing, 
not even an approximate time: so how can 
there be a horoscope? Such an unscientific 
illustration of the aspects is deserving of the 
severest censure, and is in itself sufficient 
to destroy the basis of the supposed dis- 
covery. Mature investigation will undoubt- 
edly prove that the discovery is a “ mare's 
nest" and a piece of misdirected energy. 
Space prevents further comment now. 
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Birthday Information. 
In the same annual Mr. Wilde, makes in 


our opinion, some uncalled for strictures 
against birthday information. Granted that 
im most Cases the indications are only 


of a general nature, it must be particularly 
born in mind that it is not always correct to 
take the actual birthday as a guide, but the 
day on which the Sun returns to its radical 
longitude. Tor example, a person born on 
February Ist, 1862, would not have a solar 
revolution until February 2nd, 1912; one 
born on February Ist, 1865, late in the 
evening would not have an astronomical 
anniversary untill February 3rd, 1912. 
Capt. Smith's anniversary for 1912 would 
fall on January 28th, with the ¢ d and par 
d, certain indications of danger. A very 
great deal depends upon the aspects at the 
solar revolution or birthday anniversary, 
and an ounce of experience 1s worth a ton of 
mere opinion. 


The Solar Ingress into Capricorn. 
At the time of the Solar ingress into 
Capricorn (4.45 a m. December 22nd, 1912), 
Mercury rises in conjunction Mars, the Moon 
in the seventh separating from conjunction 
with Saturn and applying to opposition with 


Mercury. Much dissatisfaction will be 
shown among the people, and danger of 
strikes. Mercury being the ruler of the 


inidheaven and afflicted is ominous for the 
Government, and a general election is not 
unlikely. Foreign affairs will cause much 
anxiety and the Turkish and Persian 
question will be a bone of contention. 
Trade will improve and exchequer receipts 
will be above the average. Railways will 
benefit and the question of electrical traction 
will become prominent. Some notable 
person will be in danger of violence. 

Saturn aftlicts the Sun of the Emperor of 
Russia and the Moon of the Kaiser, and 
grave troubles are threatened these 
monarchs. A serious earthquake is denoted 
in longitude 74° E.

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CHAPTER III. 


THE ASPECTS 


There are two points in the question of 
aspects to be observed from the meta- 
physical side; viz., the distinction between 
aspects applying and those separating, and 
the difference between zodiacal and mundane 
aspects. 

Application and Separation.—Aspects 
applying denote effects to be acquired, things 
coming into the life after birth. Good 
aspects denote good qualities to be acquired, 
experiences of a benefic nature, and opportuni- 
ties for progress which are met with during 
life. Evil aspects signify the reverse, hind- 
rances and obstacles to progress, temptations 
and pitfalls which arise during the life's 
journey. 

Aspects separating always denote matters 
or things born with the life, unpaid debts of 
a previous life, Karma of the past. (Good 
aspeets separating denote good qualities 
born with the life, or inherited, friends and 
opportunities which arise from family con- 
ditions and environment, fruits of past 
rewards. vil aspects separating denote 
evil qualities inherited, hindrances and evil 
family conditions and environment, the 
effects of misdeeds in a previous incarnation 
yet to be worked off. 

Zodiacal and Mundane.—Zodiacal aspects 
are what their name means: aspects forined 
in the zodiacal circle. Mundane aspects are 
those formed in the horoscope. A planet on 
the cusp of the tenth is in mundane sextile 
with another planet on the cusp of the 12th 
or 8th, in trine with another planet on the 
cusp of the 2nd or 6th. Special calculation 
is required to measure these, but the rules 
are out of place in this work. 

The special distinction between zodiacal 
and mundane aspects is that the former 
relate to character and the abilities, and the 
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latter to the fate, environment and limita- 
tions of life. 

Just as the twelve mundane houses of the 
horoscope form the circle of fate, the bind- 
ing and limiting chain of our lives, so 
mundane aspects have relation to the fate 
and limitations. In the same way the circle 
of the twelve signs, the circle of wisdom, 
relates to the character and destiny so the 
zodiacal aspects are connected with the 
development of character and progress of 
evolution.

Saturn, which is rendered the more malefic 
by its position in the sign Aries. It points 
to some inveterate enmities which cannot be 
otherwise than very distressful to one who is 
eminently of a peace-loving disposition. In 
the marital state also it is unfortunate as 
regards the royal spouse, and there are indica- 
tions which seem to suggest democratic ten-

It will strike the eye of those versed in 
Astrology that the salient feature of the 
horoscope is the rising of the planet Venus 
in its own sign. This, considered by itself, 
would at once stamp the horoscope as signi- 
ficant of a benign and peaceful destiny. 
But we have to consider it in its cosmic 
relations, and we find, unfortunately, that it 
is afflicted by the opposition of Saturn, the 
sesquiquadrate of Mars, the semisquare of 
Mercury and the sesquiquadrate aspect of 
the Moon. Thus, undoubtedly, the prospects 
are marred to a considerable extent, and 
although we are bound to concede that the 
character and disposition of the Mikado is 
refined, cultured, artistic and pacific, yet it 
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dencies in this connection. Saturn being in 
the sign Aries certainly threatens alli- 
ances in all directions and it is devoutly to 
be hoped that the Anglo-Japanese Alliance 
will not suffer. The next few years will 
undoubtedly develop many of the potentiali- 
ties of this position of Satarn in the horo- 
scope, for the Sun, which at the Mikado's 
accession to the throne was conjoined with 
Venus and the Ascendant of the horoscope, 
is now passing on to the opposition of Saturn.

This 
latter position coincides with the direction 
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of Sun to opposition Saturn in the prime 
vertical ; and, in fact, about the same time 
there are several maletic influences operating 
in the horoscope, namely : 

Sun opposition Saturn, 

Moon semisquare Mars, 

Midheaven square Mars, 

Ascendant opposition Neptune. 

Taken in connection with the transits of 
Uranus and Saturn over the meridian of the 
horoscope, one cannot but foresee that the 
years 1916-18 will be productive of strife, 
misfortune, loss and bereavement. The 
democratic element will be to the fore and 
there are indications which appear to 
favour the development of a plebiscite at 
no distant date. 

In constitution the Mikado possessess a 
well-balaneed organism. There are, however, 
Indications of hereditary predisposition to 
intestinal disorders, due chiefly to congestion 
and functional disorders of the kidneys and 
excretory system generally, which may later 
develop a chromic character. 

The conjunction of Venus with the Ascen- 
dant and that of the Moon with Jupiter are 
both protective, and will do much to uphold 
the general health and thus to defer the 
development of organic derangements. 
Influenza, laryngitis and some nervous 
affection of the heart are the chicf ailments 
to which the royal person will be subject 
from time to time. In general, however, the 
health will be good and satisfactory and 
wil give small cause for anxiety. In this 
prognostic, however, ] except the years 31 and 
3-4 to 38 inclusive. With care, the Mikado 
can live to the age of 74 years, when the Sun 
and Moon come together in opposition to the 
place of Mars in the 6th house of the pro- 
gessed horoscope and in the 8th of the horo- 
scope of birth. 

In character the Mikado will give evidence

Yet there is very little doubt that the 
Mikado will be very popular with the younger 
generation of his subjects. and, with the 
growing affection of his subjects always 
sustaining him. the prosperity and honour of 
the country will be upheld. There can be 
little doubt, however, that taxation for 
Imperial purposes will be increased as time 
advances, and with Mars in the Sth house 
of the horoscope there will be heavy 
expenditure on munitions of war and defence, 
and it be well if during the next five 
years the arms of the nation are strengthened 
and maintained in a state of highest 
efficiency, for undoubtedly there are evil 
tines ahead. 

The period of highest prosperity will 
commence at 45 years of the Mikado's age 
and will continue in force for 15 years. 
Thereafter the direction of the Sun to the 
opposition of Neptune will bring revolution- 
ary forces into play and will be the occasion 
of mmeh intrigue both within and beyond 
the kingdom. At 65 vears of the Mikado's 
age, the Sun reaches the middle distance of 
Mars and Neptune when there will be a 
crisis in the ecnstitution of the country, and 
with advancing years the health of the 
roval person will show signs of organic 
disorder. 

The majority of the planets being in fixed 
signs will give originality and independence 
of character, pivotal stability, firmness and 
reliability of mind. While easily persuaded 
by his affections and leniently disposed to all 
that is weak and human, the Mikado will be 
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Will be pleased to place hís services 
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difficult to turn from his purpose when once 
his mind is set upon a course of action. 
His Majesty will have a keen sense of value 
and equity. Under his benign rule the ends 
of justice will be upheld, and the people 
will enjoy many advantages. 

With the Moon applying to the opposition 
of Uranus, and Saturn in the 7th house, it 
cannot be held that the domestic relations of 
the Mikado will be felicitous. The presence 
of Jupiter in the 5th division of the 
heavens promises, however, a direct suc- 
cession, and although there are indications 
of variance and waywardness in the heir to 
the throne, these may be regarded as but an 
embodiment of the spirit of the times to 
which his generation belongs. 

In conclusion, it may be said that 
although the horoscope does not shine with 
that perspicuous lustre which characterised 
the celestial portents at the birth of the re- 
vered and ever-victorious regenerator of the 
Empire, Mutso-Hito Mikado, vet the rising 
of the benefice planet Venus in this horo- 
scope is sufficient to warrant a belief that 
some of the highest national blessings for 
which the late Emperor laboured so 
unceasingly, and attained with such great 
glory, will be enjoyed by the people over 
whom his royal scion extends the beneficient 
sway of Pontiff and Emperor.

Tite HISTORY Or GRAPHOLOGY AND TIE LAWS 


or MOTION AND FORM. 


» My object in compiling the following course of 
lessons is to place the science and art of Graphology 
before the public in a more systematic method thaa 
has hitherto been done. My long experience 
enables me to do this with some confidence, and 
although no new discoveries have been made, the 
brinving of graphology more into line with other 
branches of characterreading will, [ hop, be of use. 

M. Desbarrolles tells us that chirozraphy is as 
old as the world, and it is therefore difficult to state 
who may claim to be the discoverer of the expression 
of character through handwriting. [t is, however, 
interesting to note that many of the experts in 
writing were brought up as  lithographers. 
According to the “ Umpire,’ Netherclift, Chabot, 
Inzlis Mathieson, Rae, and McQuarrie followe 4 that 
calling 

The science and art of Graphology is subject to 
laws, two of which demand our special consideration, 
viz., the laws of motion and form. It is reco znised 
that the mind regulates the motion of the hands 
and fingers as well as other parts of the body, and 
it will therefore be obvious to the student that 
handwriting must take a particular form governed 
by this law. These laws are perfectly natural, and 
provided the graphologist is furnished with a speci- 
men of handwriting penned in the way most natural 
to the writer, written in ink with a favourite pen, and 
upon paper unruled, these laws operate and faith- 
fully express the manifestations of the mind of the 
writer. Mrs. Annie Besant so well describes the 
operation of a natural law in the Pheesuphist of 
August Igtt, p. 651, that its repetition here will go 
far to convince tne reader of its application to 
graphology. 

“A natural law is a sequence of conditions ; such 
a condition being present, such another condition 
will invariably follow. If you want to bring about 
No. 2, you must find or make condition No. 1. and 
then condition No. 2 will follow as an invariable 
consequence. These sequences never varv when left 
to themselves, but if a new condition is introduced 
tie tsucceeding condition will be altered. Thus 
water runs down a slanting channel in accordance 
with the force of gravitation, and if you pour water 
in at the top, it will invariably run down the slope ; 
but you can obstruct the flow by putting an obstacle 
in the way, and then the resistance which the 
obstacle opposes to the force of gravitation balances 
it, but the foice of gravitation remains active and is 
found in the pressure on the obstacle. The first 
condition is called the cause, the resulting condition 
the effect, and the same cause always brings about the 
same effect, provided no other cause is introduced ; 
in the latter case, the effect is the resultant of both.”

to deceive and im- 
pose upon His 
Majesty's subjects. 
Such is the wording 
of the Vagrancy Act of 1824. This Act, it must 
be recalled, was passed on the“ Gypsies” 
who were then infesting the land, and were 
using such subtle devices as ‘‘ Telling For- 
tunes " to people during the day and robbing 
them during the night. 

But how can justice draw the line 
between genuine practitioners of the occult 
and impostors? There is no questioning

when Hebrews, 
Greeks and Assyr- 
ians, Chaldeans. 
etc., consulted their 
“Sybils” and 
“Oracles in re- 
gard to health, wel- 
fare of the king or 
nation, victory in 
warfare or other- 
wise. It is undeni- 
ably true that man 
possesses a higher 
faculty —intuition. 
This faculty, if pro- 
perly trained, can 
attain a very high 
degree of perception 
into motives and 
effects, present and 
future. The ordi- 
nary faculty of intui- 
tion then becomes 
a higher ‘ Psychic 
Sense," commonly 
defined by the word 
Clairvoyance. The 
etymology of the 
word “Clairvoyance” is “ clear seeing " ; but 
it really is “far seeing." Thus all great men 
of genius, builders of nations, conquerors or 
world reformers, are * Psychics“ or Clair- 
voyants; no more, no less. 

The only successful diplomatists or states- 
men are those who can see ahead and provide 
for the future of the nation, the ''well- 
being " of the race, and the “ homogeneity " 
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or harmony of social life. "Unfortunately, 
there are but few statesmen nowadays with 
“ Clairvoyance." Perhaps it would do some 
of them good to take a course of lessons in 
the practical development of that higher 
sense, the psychic sense. The nation's 
posterity would ever be grateful to them. 

The successful business man, or Stock 
Exchange speculator is he who possesses 
that keenness of perception, which is nothing 
else but "hyper-esthetic sensitiveness "— 
higher intuition or clairvoyance. 

Under “ Practical Oecultism " or“ Experi- 
mental Psychology” there is a very wide 
range of subjects for the Psychological 
student to follow. 

They are here enumerated in their natural 
order of importance, from the objective 
order, to the subjective. 

Phrenology : or character reading from the 
development of the cerebral centres. 

Physiognomy : or character reading from 
the shape, features, signs and lines of the 
face. 

Graphology: or character reading from 
the handwriting and signature of individuals. 

These three subjects are mere indicators 
to intellectual development, talent, disposi- 
tion, moral or domestic propensities, will 
power. concentration, etc. 

They deal with the “Individuality " of 
inen only. In the practice of these no 
fortune telling is possible. 

Then there is the more complicated sub- 
ject of “ Cheiromancy," vulgarly called palm- 
istry. From the shape of the hand, the 
development of the palin, the graven lines 
therein, a multitude of interesting deductions 
can be arrived at. All successful organisers, 


kings in the commercial world, great politi- - 


cians and orators possess well developed 
head lines; whereas hysterics, the mentally 
deficient, those incapable of mental concen- 
tration, have but poorly developed and broken 
head lines. 

The Life Line, too, is a wonderful recorder 
of the state of health of the individual 
Broad, long, and deeply marked in the strong 
and long living, whereas it is obstructed. cut 
up, colourless and short on individuals of 
weak constitution. 
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Where is the shrewd medical man who 
does not consider the nails in a final diag- 
nosis? For the nails reveal bad circulation, 
rheumatism, paralysis, premature senile 
decay, ataxv. lung troubles and others, when 
blue, flat ridged, brittle or otherwise. 

What is more, most lines of the hand will 
be altered in their direction as the course of 
life is on the upward or downward grade. 

Take a print of your hand to-day, and take 
another five years hence. Compare these 
prints and then you will see how your lines 
will have changed. These will be more or 
less so according to the intensity of the life 
you have led. 

Thus it is that scientific methods in 
reading the hands have been evolved, and 
that it is possible to sce the past conditions ot 
one's life in its main evolution; the present; 
and, froin comparisons, induction and deduc- 
tion, it 1s possible to diagnose the future 
possibilities. This is often done with discon- 
certing accuracy. 

Herein lies, unfortunately, all the mischief 
Unscrupulous professionals will imagine all 
sorts of monstrous tales tor the sole purpose 
of extorting money. But such cases can 
always be easily detected by the police 
officials, against which they should proceed 
immediately. 

Astrology or the casting of horoscopes is 
the most difficult of subjects. lr takes years 
of study before one can successfully practice 
it. The results then obtained are frequently 
astounding in accuracy. 

Let the sceptic or materialistic disbeliever 
take up the study. Providing he has sufh- 
cient patience and memory to make himself 
familiar with all its teachings, he will find 
that indeed “there are more things 'twixt 
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earth and heaven than are dreamt of in our 4 


philosophies.” à 

No harm whatever is done, and no decep- 
tion or imposition fraught, where a skilful 
astrologer is entrusted with the care of 
erecting an astrological horoscope. But 
there is imposition on the public when 
unconscientious individuals advertise as 
“being born in the mysterious land of the 
East " and as being *‘ possessors of wonderful 
secrets and other mysterious attributes " 
when in reality they have never seen the 
East and have not been educated in the 
rudiments of science. There is also fraud 
when, tor commercial purposes, these un- 
worthy astrologers turn out skilfully worded 
and “pigeon holed” horoscopes by the 
thousand, made to fit anyone born in any 
of the twelve montlis of the year. Their 
slaughtering of the public's faith is still 
more condemnable when in their follow- 
üp form letters they make use of all kinds 
of horrifying prophecies, descriptions of evils 
about to befall the reader who applies for a 
‘free reading " as advertised by them in any 
of the numerous weekly or monthly maga- 
zines. In such cases one naturally welcomes 
their prohibition. 

However, genuine astrologers are to be 
found: but there are only a few of them in 
the whole of England. They are not merely 
professionals, but keen students of '' Hyper- 
Metaphysics" devoting their lives in the 
attenipt to restore the sciences of divina- 
tion to a pinnacle of pefection; the same 
pinnacle:of perfection that was attained by 
“The Initiated Priesthood " who dwelt in 
the great Pyramids 2,000 B.c. 

Then, to complete the description, clair- 
voyance, crystal gazing, psychometry, and 
other minor branches of the sciences of divi- 
nation form the last notes of the gamut of 
'" Experimental Psychology.” 

In the practice of these arts, unfortunately, 
excesses are committed by the ill advised, ill 
trained and unscrupulous professionals. But, 
be this as it may, let us consider that it is 
not many years since the scientists scoffed 
at the posibility of transmitting messages by 
means of etheric vibrations. Wireless tele- 
graphy is to-day a commercial exploitation.

By NUMERARY. 


HE number thirteen has often been looked 
upon as a very unluckv number. Why this is 
so itis hard to tell. Probably it augmented 
from the fact that 13 sat down at the Last 
Supper; and yet it is strange, that Christ 

chose 12 disciples while He Himself made up the 
13. |t is a number that is considered by the 
Mexicans to be sacred. We might note a few 
singular connections with this number, viz : There are 
13 weeks in a season, while twice 13-26, the number 
of letters in the English alphabet. 4times 13=52, the 
number of weeks in the year. In many cases it has 
occurred that disaster has come hand in hand with 
this peculiar number, yet at the same time many 
notable people have possessed names which valued 
13.  Pythagorus— 13, and such others as Napoleon 
Bonaparte, William Booth, Theodore Roosevelt, 
these also—:3. It appears to be a number that 
attracts others and overwhelms other numbers by its 
own power. It was considered by many authorities 
on Numerology that he who understood the number 
of 13 held the keys of power. How to understand it 
is another matter—they do not explain this; never- 
theless, it certainly is a most advantageous number 
to become associated with, especially in mental 
magic, and I suppose it merely possesses the power 
given to it mentally by the operator. 

Many have stated that names are nothing in 
themselves. What nonsense! For howcan you have a 
name entirely unto itself? It must represent some- 
body, or else it is not a name, it is merely a word; 
and mere words do not enter into my category. One 
will say, ‘“ Yes, but 13 is merely a number.'' Quite so, 
but when it is the value of a name, or when certain 
properties are attributed to it, it becomes far more 
than a number. 

13 isthe number of the Hebrew word Ahebah, love ; 
and of Achad, unity. I have found 13 to be a number 
of great luck in sport or games of chance. It is also 
a lucky number at cards. There are 13 cards in 
each suit. Numbers, especially units, should be 
very carefully studied. For instance, take 4; this 
number can be made up of 13, 22, 31 or 49. In 
this latter case 4 plus 9 equals 13 so that 49 is 
far more effective than 31, and 13 more so than 
22 or 31. 

Many disasters have occurred when the calcula- 
tions of the sun's longitude, added to year and name, 
equal 15, especially is this so in shipping disasters. 
I myself should not advise the number 13 for a 
house number, or to marry or undertake anything of 
importance on the 13th of the month, excepting 
January 13th and November 13th, these days are 
considered very lucky. I have heard that the 
gnostic gems were inscribed with a 15-lettered name 
of God Ablana-th-Analba which also equals 13 in 
value. 

Any names which equal 13, 49, 58, 67, etc., are 
certainly very fortunate ones. 
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N the great scheme of evolution, to the observant 
mind, at times, the wholc phase presents an 
attitude of chaos and meaningless confusion. 
The whole theory, in its teaching, in its facts, 
in its deductions, propounds that the trend 

of the universe is an upward one: at times 
there is a little retrograde movement in its immense 
course outward or inward but always upward. 
The motto of the universal plan is Progress, 
whether in its involutional or evolutional manitesta- 
tion, But, when the present day civilisation is looked 
upon from the mental standpoint, one is apt to fly to 
consolation for his soul in the conclusion that God 
has either deserted His work: or that the whole 
project is merely the result of unconscious force or 
some intellectual fiasco of conception. 

The attitude extended by science, in this age, to 
any theme or thought that may not be bottled and 
labelled by it as orthodox wisdom, is considered 
anathema without examination, and forbidden 
entrance un'o the courts of the mercurial sooth- 
sayers. For science is so exact in its investigations, 
it ever speaks ex cathedra; and it is as infallible as 
the ancient Sanhedrim or the Pontiff in council. 
Western civilisation is alive to this knowledge ; and 
the average man of the street swears by it, kneels 
and bows to its dictum, with as much ignorant 
credulity as the prehistoric man to his idol, or the 
oriental to the omens and sybils of his phylacteries. 

Even so it has been for all time in history: truth 
dwelt not in them who had the reputation of possess- 
ingit. The recognised and empowered dispensers of 
scientific lore were the greatest enemies of wisdom 
and righteousness. The lizht of the Infinite was not 
amongst them; they were aceurst and blind in their 
darkness of presumption and vanity. And the great 
mob, the immense stupid majority, the rabble, the 
unclean, were led by them to the furtherance of their 
error and the perpetuation of their might, and 
fruition of hindrance and pain. lf one, high in 
position, moved for the adoption of any act towards 
any invader of their puffed-up conventional concept- 
tion of things, they were immediately removed. 
This is the spirit which crucified the Galilean, 
burnt Bruno and Vannini, scoffed at Columbus, 
sneered at Copernicus, imprisoned Galileo ; and pre- 
ferred Barabbasthe thief to Jesus of Nazareth. Thus 
it was in the past. But the same spirit is with us to- 
day. Astrology is discountenanced in western 
civilisation as a pseudo-science, an old superstition, 
a sutvival of the past, and all the rest of the inane 
phrases peculiar to the creatures of humbug and 
illusion who never examine things for themselves, 
who accept the opinion of those who sit in high 
places from professors of wisdom who have never 
made proper or just investigation of the subject. In 
all examinations and presentations of the truth of 
Astrology by the orthodox scientist an astounding 
amount of stupidity and ignorance has been displayed

This division has much to do with regard 
to the temporal and material conditions of 
life, environment etc., as shall be explained 
later. 


CHAPTER IIL. 
THE Horoscope. 

The ancient method of erecting the horo- 
scope was one of equal division, commencing 
with the ascendant. Thus, if the ascending 
degree were Y 10°, the same degree of each 
succeeding sign would be the cusp of the 
houses. At the same time it should be 
inentioned that by the Hindu Rasi Chakra 
method, the whole of the ascending sign—no 
matter what degree was actually rising— 
would be the first house ; the whole of the 
next sign the second house, and so on all 
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ascendant remain the same as in our own 
method, but the cusps of the other houses 
are computed by the same method as that 
of Campanus of later date; the one main 
difference between this method and our own 
is that the cusps of the houses are reckoned 
as the centre, and the influence of the house 
extends 15" on each side of the cusp, meas- 
ured by oblique ascension, not by long.- 
tude. 

Now the method which my investigations 
have led me to adopt combines the chief 
principles of each of these two Hindu 
methods. The horoscope is computed by 
the equal division starting from the ascen- 
dant, each house covering 30? of longitude 
in space; the cusps thus found being the 
centre of the house, the influence of each 
house extending 15" in longitude on each 
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side of the cusp. so that any planet within 
15" of the cusp of a house on either side 
is considered asin that house. There will be 
no actual cuspal intluence as in western 
methods, but it is, of course, obvious that 
the closer planet is to be the orthodox cusp 
the more powertul its influence becomes, and 
the nearer it approaches the 15° limit the 
weaker it 1s. Hence it may be taken as a 
definite rule that if a planct is found 
within 3° of the 15" limit of house space, 
its action in the particular house becomes 
practically n4. 

It may be argued that | am introducing a 
revolutionary innovation in this method, but 
it is not so. I have long ago discarded the 
old rule of thumb method of allowing 5° as 
the orb of a cusp and in my professional 
practice have invariably adopted the cusp of 
the house as the centre of influenee and 
allowed a 15° limit on cither side as the 
house space. I have found from experience 
that this yields far more correct results and 
also enables the power of planets in the 
houses to be more correctly weighed. 

The subject of the correct method of 
dividing the heavens must form the subject 
of another article in a later volume, but I am 
of opinion that mature investigation of this 
matter will lead us back to the acceptance 
of the method of Campanus, and of the cusps 
as the centre of influence of each house. The 
present series, however, deals solely with 
zodiacal influence. apart. from that of houses 
and the method detailed above, viz., the equal 
division commencing with the ascendant, and 
the influence of each house extending 15° in 
longitude on either side of the cusp, will be 
found to be the most correct method of 
dealing with planetary influences in the 
zodiac.

MONGST the several branches of Astral

DEAR Sik,— Nachiel's prognostic numerology is 
n interesting, but I think he should enable others 
to follows his methods more closely by disclosing his 
alphabet or rather his method of calculations. It 
certainly does not rank among the recognised 
Quaballah in use to-day. My reason for mention- 
ing this, is as follows; tle mentions the name 
of the late Japanese Emperor as Mutso Hito. He then 
states that Yashi equals 31, Hito equals 25. Now 
neither Mutso nor Yashi equal 31, yet Hito equals 
25 by English, by Hebrew 20, by Greek 23, by 
Persian Arabic 16: in fact, out of the 23 different 
alphabets I am acquainted with Hito only equals 25 
by the English, Now Yashi equals 31 only by the 
Greek. 

He then gives the name Guiseppe Sart5— the first to 
equal 46, the latter 1g. Now Sarto equals 19 by the 
English, but Guiseppe does not equal 46 by English, 
but 44; but, as Nachiel presumably used the Greck 
for the former name, let us try this alphabet. 
Guiseppe equals as follows, 7 2 9 9 5 6 6 5, total 49; 
by Hebrew it equals 39, by Pucsbin Arabic 42. 
Then how, in the name of Pythagoras, does he obtain 
his values? Of course, he may have a secret method 
of his own; but that is hatdly fair to his readers, 
as there is no greater joy than proving calculations 
either astrologically or numerically. This is not the 
first time by many that this has occurred, therefore I 
hope Nachiel will vindicate himself. He also makes 
the following calculation ; 1912 plus 16 equals 1928, 
and this, he states, gives 10 years of sovereignty.

The new Moon of January 7th takes place 
in the 11th house, and with Mercury and 
Mars in conjunction, and elevated close to 
the meridian, considerable excitement seems 
likely in political circles. An accident, or 
personal injury, to some leading politician is 
likely. A general election may arise from 
these positions. Uranus on the cusp of the 
12th denotes reform in Institutional ad- 
ministration. Venus rising in sextile to 
Jupiter is beneficial for the people generally. 
Saturn, in the 2nd, will deplete the Ex- 
chequer. Much vice, immorality and cruelty 
to women and children is denoted. The 
ruler of the 7th, in conjunction with Mars, 
is not favourable for peace, and the Govern- 
ment will have a crisis to face. Spain and 
Hungary will suffer from religious and racial 
troubles. Saturn afflicts Ireland, and is 
stationary on the Sun of the Czar of Russia, 
and in opposition to the Moon of the 
Kaiser. 

The conjunction of Mars and Jupiter 
(10.1 p.m., 18th January) is a very grave 
configuration. It falls in the 4th house in 
square to the moon in Aries in the 7th, and 
is a strong indication of war. It is exactly 
on the nadir in Central Germany, and close 
thereto to Berlin, Rome, Munich, and Tunis. 
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Some serious earthquakes are threatened in 
or near 11? E. longitude. 


Astrological Progress. 

One of the most astounding and unwar- 
ranted statements ever published is made 
by Mr. G. Wilde in the Antares Almanac on 
page 43: “ for four thousand years astrology 
has been almost unprogressive."

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A promised in our last issue, we have

made an exhaustive examination of 

the supposed discovery of 45 new 

aspects by Mr. G. Wilde, and our 
conclusions as appended hereto give an 
emphatic contradiction to their existence 
and prove them to be without any astrologi- 
cal basis, and void of power. We have made 
our investigations with a perfectly open mind, 
desiring only that the truth should be fully 
demonstrated and that the discovery, if based 
on strictly astrological grounds should receive 
its due recognition. Mr. Wilde has asked 
that counter evidence should be produced, 
and we therefore take the very cases cited 
by him as proving the truth of his discovery 
in order to controvert his conclusions. Un- 
fortunately, scientific enquiry is stultified at 
the outset by the fact that out of the 43 cases 
produced by Mr. Wilde, only 10 have the 
time of birth given, and of these 10 only 4 
have the essential particulars for the erection 
of a correct horoscope. Examination of the 
ten cases gives no evidence whatever of the 
existence or efficacy of the new aspects, but 
actually confirms the power of the old ones 
in every one. 

Now, before dealing with the cases cited 
by Mr. Wilde, we must first make several 
comments on the aspects themselves. First 
of all, he claims the discovery of certain 
aspects which have been known to and 
accepted by astrologers for years. He speaks 
of the "sexi-vintile" of 1087. his is already 
known as the '' sesquiquintile " or "* trecile.”’ 
Dr. Simmonite speaks of 1t ; Mr. A. J. Pearce 
has shown proof of its power. The septile, 
or as it 1s called,the ‘‘ Heptile," is mentioned 
by Mr. G. H. Keskar in his new work. But 
it was known previously and was discovered 

‘by the inventors of the Lunar Mansions or 
Nakshatrams. The ''vintile" of 18° is 
already known as the “ semi-decile," also the 
223°. Itisalso to be noted that many of 
the new aspects coincide with the zodiacal 
sub-divisions of the Hindus. Further, Mr.

A SCIENTIFIC REFUTATION OF THEIR POWER AND EXISTENCE. 


Wilde omits the “ nonagon " or “ nonile ” of 
40°, a weak good aspect, although he gives 
392° as an evil aspect. There is also the 
* quindecile " of 24° discovered by Kepler, 
which he omits. These facts tend to show 
a serious flaw in Mr. Wilde's conclusions. 

The one fatal objection to the existence of 
these new aspects—and it is one which Mr. 
Wilde cannot evade —is that some of 
the new aspects of one nature fall 
within orbs of a major aspect of the 
opposite nature. For example the new 
aspects 1183? and 1232? both bad, are within 
orbs of the Trine; a major benefic. Similarly 
with the 561? and 612 both bad, but within 
orbs of the sextile, a major benefic. It 
stands to reason, logically and scientifically, 
that this cannot be correct. Two aspects of 
opposite natures within the orb of influence 
must necessarily cancel out. 

But to come now to the actual cases cited 
by Mr. Wilde in support of hisclaims. He 
refers to the horoscope of the Titanic's 
Engineers ; but we find only birthdates given, 
and without the exact time of birth it is 
utterly impossible to compute the aspects. 
This is a point on which great stress must be 
laid, for without the birth time, the ascendant 
and the Moon's longitude cannot be deter- 
mined ; even the Sun’s place cannot be 
computed with that degree of accuracy 
necessary for so important a matter as this. 
Again, how can the hyleg be ascertained 
without the birth time! Astrology gives us 
certain definite rules by which to determine 
the hyleg, rules which have been verified 
beyond contradiction. "This one fact alone 
is sufficient to dispose of the discovery. 
Nothing can be more unscientific or de- 
serving of graver censure than this presenta- 
tion of mere birth dates, in order to prove so 
important a contention. Itis a pointed illus- 
tration of building a house on the sand. 

We must, therefore, dismiss these birth 
dates as useless, and proceed with the 
remaining ten cases. 
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Male, born 7.50 a.m., August Ist, 1893.— 
No birth place is given, so a correct horo- 
scope cannot be computed. The Sun was 
square to Uranus at birth. Mr. Wilde omits 
this. At death the Moon was in square to 
Mars R. The new Moon previous to death 
fell on the Sun R., square 8 R. The 
ascendant of the Diurnal Horoscope was the 
place of Mars at birth. No new aspects are 
required, as the indications cf death are 
shown by the old ones. In the cases of 
Messieurs. Monis and Train, too, the vital 
information, viz., the birth place, is again 
missing, so that a correct horoscope cannot 
be computed. In the former cases the new 
aspects contradict themselves. Mr. Wilde 
gives Sun 111° from Uranus, but it is only 
109? from # R., and 110? from # P., nearer 
the 108°good, than the 1123? evil. Moreover 
d by converse direction was Par © R. a 
clear evidence of the efficacy of the old 
aspects. In the latter cases ¢ d h in the 
12th house, is sufficient to show the danger 
of accidents without incorporating new 
aspects. The date of the accident is not 
given, so the directions cannot be computed. 

The cases of King Edward VII. and the 
Mikado have been dealt with in these pages, 
and conclusive evidence produced in favour 
of the old aspects. 

The birth date of the Duke of Fife can 
prove nothing. One fact, however, must be 
pointed out. At birth, Sun was exact sextile 
Jupiter; at death, in trine Jupiter ; why did 
not this aspect save life ? 

The horoscope of the Czar Alexander IIT. 
does not puzzle anyone who understands 
scientific astrology, as the violent death is 
indicated in the horoscope, and suitable 
directions occur at death. 

The birthplace of the Prince Consort is 
again omitted, preventing a correct horo- 
scope being drawn. The Sun in this case is 
not hyleg, therefore his aspects prove nothing. 

Col. Astor had D) 8 d from fixed signs, 
denoting death by drowning. At death >) 
was apparently 0 d R., oO D R., acting on 
the radical indication, another clear proof of 
the power of the old aspects. The want of 
his birth time prevents anything very 
definite being obtained. 
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In the case of the lady born March 1st, 
1868, 12.15 a.m.—no birth place stated— 
the Moon is hyleg, angular and square Mars ; 
&nd the Solar aspects have nothing to do 
with death. 

The case of Lord Devonport, although 
possessing no birth time, completely con- 
firms the old aspects. Mr. Wilde states that 
the Sun was vintile Mercury; when he started 
business Sun was conjunction Mercury ; 
when he became Cabinet Minister Sun was 
semi-sextile Mercury. But he omits to state 
that at birth Moon was conjunction Mer- 
cury; when he started business Sun was 
parallel Jupiter, and when he became a 
Minister Mercury was parallel © R., all 
confirming the major aspects. 

Prince George of Cumberland’s birth date 
affords no evidence of the new aspects, as the 
time is not stated. As he had © d d at 
birth, his tragic end is not to be wondered 
at, without the aid of new aspects. 

The case of Mr. P——, April 27th, 1863, 
emphatically disproves the new aspects. 
Mars is rising in exact square to Saturn. At 
death © is par. d P., and the moon will be 
passing 0 4, 8 d, 8 9. But what is more 
important, if we measure 38 days backwards 
from birth—the prenatal or converse direc- 
tions—we find the Sun exactly opposition 
Saturn, square Mars, acting on the very 
radical indications of suicide. It does not 
require any new aspects in the face of such 
pointed evidence of the power of the old 
ones. 

The case of Mr. Watts further demon- 
strates the power of the old aspects and the 
uselessness of the new ones. He had Mars 
at birth in square to Mercury and parallel 
the Sun. At death he had Mars parallel 
Uranus, Venus square Sun, Moon square 
Mars. None of the new aspects are required 
here. 

The gentleman born March 26th, 1848, 
had d O h, but Mr. Wilde omits the im- 
portant fact that he also had Moon square 
Saturn, opposition Mars. No birth time is 
given, but apparently Mercury was oppo- 
sition Moon and the Sun square Neptune 
and Venus at death. 

The final case, June 2nd, 1862, 10.18 p.m., 
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Bombay, again tells in favour of the old 
aspects. Mr. Wilde, however, blunders 
when he gives Mars rising, for that planet 
is on the cusp of the second house, and not 
even in the rising sign. Mars is in opposi- 
tion to Saturn and square Uranus. But the 
really essential point Mr. Wilde leaves out 
entirely. He omits to state that the Sun is 
conjunction Uranus, square Mars and square 
Saturn. At death we find © par. 4, ^ par. 
O, D par. #,> o d,^ 0 9,» a 5. What 
further proof do we need than this? The old 
aspects show the radical indication of suicide 
and the directions for death, and totally dis- 
prove the new ones. 

In summing up the whole matter it is 
evident that the new aspects are put forward 
io bolster up the unscientific doctrine that &

CHAPTER IV. 


PROFECTIONS. 


The basis of Profectional directions is that 
the M.C.. Asc., Sun, and Moon, have an 
annual motion of 30° and they form aspects 
by their progression to their radical places. 
The one weak point in this system is, that 
the planets always retain the same distance 
from each other, and this prevents any 
progressive directions being formed. I have 
not much faith myself in the method, but 
prefer the processional motion of the ascen- 
dent referred to the horoscope and directions 
as explained in the previous articles on direc- 
ting (Vol. IV., page 193). I will, however, 
give & brief illustration of the principle of 
the theory, by taking two events from our 
example horoscope. It will be observed that 
the meridian by this method will give the 
same results as the previous‘method. The 
ascendant will not do so, as it will pro- 
gress at the same rate as the other 
significators. 

Death of Father.—14th December, 1861. 
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planet afflicting the Sun at death, t.e., by 
direction, must be in similar aspect at birth. 
Needless to say, this theory has long ago 
been disposed of as absolutely without foun- 
dation. It has been conclusively proved that 
no such relationship is necessary, nor, in 
fact, does it exist. How about horoscopes 
where the hyleg is totally unafflicted. Death 
must occur at some time, and a train of 
anaretic directions at any time will cause it. 
The old rules on this point are too well 
known, and too well founded on the bed 
rock of scientific proof to be overturned by 
such a theory as that we have endeavoured 
to combat. In all the cases given by Mr. 
Wilde, the killing aspects are the old ones, 
and no proof has been put forward as to the 
power and efficacy of the supposed new ones.

The Prince went to South Africa and took 
part in the Boer war. He was iaken ill 
with enteric fever and died on October 29th, 
1900, aged 33y. 6m. 15d. With Mars in 
Cancer ruling South Africa, and Saturn in 
Scorpio ruling the Transvaal, the folly of 
going to countries ruled by signs holding the 
malefics is plainly shown.  -

Saturn's retrograde position (which is within: 

orb the Tricipri-sexaquartile).” 

Let us examine these supposed aspects. 
The Sun is in square to Mars. This is one 
of the old major aspects, and the fact that 
the Sun came to the parallel of Mars at 
death is quite sufficient to prove its power, 
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and also is the proper direction to account 
for death. He died from fever, a martial 
complaint. Mars at death was supposed to 
be in evil aspect to the Sun, but where is the 
necessity of an imaginary new aspect, when 
the entire facts connected with the death are 
shown by the old aspects, and with the more 
modern methods of directing. The same 


r 


course of events is so rapid that it is 

impossible to take a complete survey 

of all that happens, still less to make 
any adequate study of such events. One is 
forced to make cursory observations only and 
reserve the more important subjects for 
mature consideration. Here, then, are a few 
notes on events of current interest. 


The New Planet. 


It is said that there are astronomical indi- 
cations of theexistence of an extra-Neptunian 
planet. The fact that there are certain per- 
turbations in the motion of the planet 
Neptune which cannot be ascribed to its 
neighbour Uranus, leads logically to the pre- 
sumption of such a factor. It was by similar 
perturbations in the motions of Saturn and 
Uranus that the planets Uranus and Neptune 
were in turn discovered. But it is equally 
certain that there can be little of life, as we 
know it, upon so distant an orb, and the sug- 
gestion is that these are worlds in a state of 
preparation for a future solar universe. It 
is not unreasonable to suppose that in pro- 
portion as the planets nearest the Sun 
develop conditions which render the per- 
sistence of the human race thereon either 
impossible or undesirable, that new spheres 
are opened up in the confines of space, re- 
lated to the same gravitating centre, the Sun, 
and that the humanities which formerly in- 
vested the planets nearest the Sun find incar- 
nation upon these more distant orbs, or that 
they will eventually do so when life condi- 
tions are sufficiently developed on them. 


C: world is moving quickly, and the 
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comment applies to the Sun’s supposed 
aspects to Saturn ard Neptune; they are 
unnecessary, and what is more, they have 
no connection with the nature of the event. 
Any scientific astrologer dealing with this 
horoscope, would have unhesitatingly pre- 
dicted death from the old major aspects and 
directions. 
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Thus, if there be an inter-Mercurial planet 
as has been suggested, it is extremely un- 
likely that it would have an atmosphere 
sufficiently dense to moderate the light and 
heat of the Sun to such an extent as to 
render existence possible, and, indeed, the 
same may be said of the planet Mercury 
itself. That may be sufficient reason for the 
opening up a new gamut of planetary orbs 
beyond Saturn. Of course, we can only 
argue about these things in terms of our 
own experience, and my argument is based 
on this experience, but to those who recog- 
nise other authority I may say that there is 
definite teaching to be had about these 
things in certain occult schools, and such 
teaching is in direct support of what is here 
stated. In the belief of many prominent 
astronomers there are myriads of dead worlds 
floating about in space in definite orbits, and 
similarly there are myriads of worlds in the 
process of building. “ Infinite variability 
is the eternal juvenescence of God,” as 
Giordano Bruno wisely said. 


The Balkan War. 


In a lecture I was recently giving, and 
which will be found reported in the Psychic 
Gazette, it was stated that this disturbance 
of the political atmosphere of Europe was 
due primarily to the Solar Eclipse of the 
17th April last, when the Sun was obscured 
in the 27th degree of Aries. The eclipse was 
visible almost all over Europe as a partial 
eclipse, but was central in the north of 
Portugal as an annular eclipse. This gives 
us the latitude of 42 deg., and as the eclipse 
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took place in Aries 27,if we make Aries 0 to 
correspond with the meridian of Greenwich, 
we shall thus obtain 42 N. lat., and 27 E. 
long. This falls right upon Bulgaria and 
close to Adrianople. Now this empiricism, 
if it amounts to that, deserves some atten- 
tion, for it has been repeatedly observed that 
the transits of the planets affect those parts 
of the world which answer to the celestial 
longitudes of the planets. Thus at the time 
of the outbreak of the Balkan war Mars was 
exactly in the degree of the zodiac opposed 
to the eclipse of 17th April, and although it 
did not affect the place where the eclipse 
was central] at noon, it did affect the locality 
which answers to the longitude of the eclipse, 
namely, twenty-seven deg. East. When 
Saturn and Mars were in Pisces, in about 
eight deg. West longitude counted from the 
meridian of zero, Portugal was affected 
by revolution. When the same planets 
came together in Aries, Germany was dis- 
turbed by the Moroccan incident with 
France, and Europe was on the verge of 
war. When Mars and Saturn came to 
Taurus, Persia was afflicted by revolutionary 
factions. At the outbreak of the Hispano- 
American War, in 1898, Mars was. transit- 
ting the meridian of Spain taken by this 
method, and there were eclipses of the Sun 
and Moon in the preceding January which 
fell in the region of the West Indies 
according to celestial longitude. On the 3rd 
February, 1908, when the King and Crown 
Prince of Portugal were assassinated, Saturn 
was in the same degree of Pisces, as that 
held by Mars at the outbreak of the Spanish 
War with America, and thus we have 
reason to believe that the 25th of the sign 
Pisces, has some relations with the Penin- 
sula, to which it corresponds by celestial 
longitude. 


The Woking Mystery. 

For the benefit of those of my readers who 
are interested in the study of indications of 
violence, I have obtained the official registra- 
tion certificate of the date and time of birth 
in the case of Winifred Baker, the little girl 
Scout, who was foully murdered on the night 
of Thureday, the 5th of December last. 
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The official entry gives the following 
data :—Winifred Beatrice Baker, born 12th 
October, 1900, at 1.20 a.m., at 24, Walton 
Gardens, Woking, daughter of William 
Thomas Baker, Plumber, and his wife, Edith 
Caroline, née Packham, also Enid Lilian, 
later on the same date. At the time of birth 
the 25th deg. of Leo was rising with the 
Sun in Libra. The chief indications are 
Mars square Mercury, and Moon square 
Venus, opposition Uranus and Jupiter. 
Saturn in the 5th being opposed by Neptune 
in the 11th. 

The horoscope presents very many anoma- 
lies, judged by ordinary canons, and it would 
be interesting to know what students make 
of it. I may, however, call attention to the 
fact that the recent eclipse of the Sun in 
Libra fell close to the place of the radical 
Sun in the horoscope, being at the time 
nearly conjoined with Mars and Mercury. 

By taking the time of birth about 16 
mins. later than the official record, the mid- 
heaven is found in & 16°, and the preceding 
New Moon fell in opposition thereto in con- 
junction with Mars, in the violent sign 
Scorpio. Also, by this correction, we have 
the primary direction, Asc. square Moon zod. 
d. and a transit of Saturn over the pro- 
gressed mid-heaven in % 299. The figure 
for the progressive birthday. 24th October, 
1912, with Taurus 29° on the mid-heaven, 
shows Sun conjunction Mars in the 3rd 
house, Venus exact opposition mid-heaven, 
Saturn in the mid-heaven opposed to Venus, 
and Sun exactly square to Uranus in the 5th 
house. 


Coming Events. 

The outlook from the point of view of 
astrology, as concerning the peace of Europe 
during the coming year is certainly not 
reassuring. 

The Maylunation finds Uranus on the place 
of the Sun in the horoscope of the Kaiser, 
and on the 13th June Mars will be in transit 
over the place of the eclipse of 17th April 
last. In August there will be a conjunction 
of Mars and Saturn close to the ascendant 
of London. If, as I think likely, there 
should be hostilities, the German interests 
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will suffer while those of Great Britain will 
gain advantage, owing to the influences 
which are current in the horoscopes of the 
Kaiser and King George respectively. 


New Aspects. 

The ancients had knowledge of all the 
more important aspects knowu to modern 
astrologers. Thus I find among the Hindus 
the trikonam of 120 deg., the half trikonam 
of 60, the kendra or square of 90, the half 
kendra of 45, the opposition and conjunc- 
iion. To these aspects, recited by Ptolemy, 
Kepler added several of his own observation, 
including the 36 deg., or half quintile, the 
72 or quintile, the bi-quintile of 144, and the 
108 deg. aspect. A modern exponent, witha 
taste for sub-divisions, has claimed our atten- 
tion for a variety of aspects which, when re- 
ferred to their origin are found to be fractions 
or multiples of those already known to us. 
These are 18 (half 36), 54 (half 108), 126 
{108 plus 18), 162 (108 plus 54), 51 3-7ths 
(the septile aspect referred to in my Manual, 
1897), and two multiples of this aspect. Also 
9 (half 18), 27 (18 plus 9), and the following, 
which the intelligent reader can derive for 
himself, 63, 81, 99, 117, 153, 171. These are 
stated to be all good aspects. "The bad ones 
show the same fictionalorigin,based on the sub- 
divisions of the malefic aspects known 
to us. 

If we take the orb of a planet as approxi- 
mately 5 degrees, and it can be shown to be 
considerably greater than this, then we have 
theanomaly of aplanet being at thesame time 
in good and also bad aspectto another. But 
when we are told that “for four thousand 
years Astrology has been almost unprogres- 
sive," I ask, in the name of holy science, 
what of the labours of Kepler, Tycho, 
Ptolemy, Thales, and a host of others 
whose names are luminaries in the scien- 
tific, as in the astrological, worlds ? The 
statement is preposterous, and its use as a 
prelude to the introduction of the supposed 
new aspects of Mr. Wilde and his pupil, is 
greatly to be regretted. The illustrations 
given are of the most unsatisfactory nature, 
being in fact mere statements of the date of 
birth without reference to time or place. How 
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can Mr. Wilde possibly know, therefore, 
whether or not at the time of death there were 
aspects to the Ascendant, the mid-heaven, or 
the Moon, either in the zodiac or in mundo? 
Does Mr. Wilde seriously think that the 
works of J. B. Morinus, those of Com-’ 
mander Morrison (Zadkiel I), or those of 
Mr. A. J. Pearce, are not considerable ad- 
vances on the vague approximations of the 
Chaldeans, or those others to whom he refers 
astrology '' four thousand years ago `”? 
Astrology began to make progress along 
scientific lines the moment it became possi- 
ble to obtain the positions of the planets with 
&ny degree of accuracy. It may interest 
Mr. Wilde to know that upto the year 1798 no 
&ccurate ephemeris of Saturn exists. It may 
further interest him to observe that until 
more recent years the ephemeris of the 
Moon is faulty. But, nevertheless, within 
certain small limits we have been able to 
define these bodies with sufficient accuracy 
to enable some very valuable deductions to 
be made from their positions, and horoscopy 
has progressed more during the present cen- 
tury than it did during all the centuries from 
Ptolemy to Placidus. Frankly, we do not 
want new aspects. We want to know 
more about those that we have, and espe- 
cially do we need to learn more of the 
specific natures of the various degrees of 
the zodiac. Very soon we shall have dis- 
coverers informing us that the effect of Sun 
conjunction Venus depend on the place of 
Venus in its orbit, or that the influence of 
the planets decreases as the square of their 
distances from the earth at the time of an 
aspect. I recommend students to study the 
Universe as Symbol, and not to attempt to 
mathematicate astrology out of existence.

the heavier than air machines would 
be made to fly. This year the French 
Government are building scores of 
steel protected neroplanes armed with quick 
firing guns, and at Hendon Aerodrome anyone 
can trip on a flying machine for two guineas. 
Science is progressing faster than we are aware. 

Many people now believe in telepathy, 
although the majority hardly know what it 
is. The Power of Thought and Personality 
is to-day jealously cultivated by the would- 
be successful politicians and business or pro- 
fessional men. Years ago nobody troubled 
about that because the philosophy of mind 
training was a thing unknown. 

When sixty years ago Mesmer talked of 
animal magnetism or “Human Radio- 
activity " he was ridiculed. When Professors 
Blondlot and Charpentier, of the University 
of Nancy, demonstrated the existence of the 
“N” rays in the human body before the 
Academy of Sciences of Paris, the scientific 
world became interested. 

Last year, Dr. Kilner of London discovered 
a series of chemically composed screens by 
which any man or women can see the radio- 
activity emanating from his or her own 
physical body, thus proving once more that 
there are forces about us hidden from the 
ordinary range of vision. 

Yet 6,000 years ago Egyptians knew all 
about these unseen forces, the “ Ra ” and the 
'" Ka," and a great deal more besides. 

In November, 1910, at the International 
Congress of Experimental Psychology, held in 
Paris, there were exhibited not less than 
thirty different instruments invented to 
measure and record the presence and in- 
fluence of human magnetism, thought force, 
radio-activity, positive and negative. 

To a limited few the privilege was given 
to measure the intensity of their will power, 
and have it recorded by these scientific instru- 
ments. Who will deny that, 10 or 20 years 
hence, everybody will take.it as a matter of 
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course to have their will power registered by a 
magnetic needle, and the luminosity of 
their physical bodies, their soul, recorded 
on photographic plates ? 

Let us remember the words of Galileo, 
speaking of the rotation of the earth before 
his ignorant judges: “ E pure si muova.” 

The same applies to psychic powers 
and “ psychical research." To those willing 
to understand more about these psychic 
forces—the forces of the soul—I would 
recommend them to read Camille Flam- 
marion’s “The Unknown,” J. Maxwell's 
" Metapsychical Phenomena,” A. R. 
Wallace’s “ Man's Place in the Universe," 
Dr. H. Baraduc's," L’ Ame Humaine, ses 
mouvements, ses Luniiéres," and scores of 
other illuminating works, upon well known 
psychic phenomena, thus soon becoming 
acquainted with the tangible realities of 
all psychical manifestations. 

Clairvoyance, psychometry, and the powers 
of divination generally, are faculties which 
can gradualy be trained in man. The 
intellectual man, more readily than any 
other, can acquire these powers ; which, after 
all, are not supernatural nor mysterious. 
These powers but express the higher side of 
man's entity, the forces of the ego. 

The intelligent reader will not refute that 
the world as part of the infinitesimally vast 
universe, the great Cosmos, is subject to the 
law of Eternal Evolution. The human race, 
too, is not exempt from that law. 

In developing gradually his powers of 
mind, then his psychic powers, man as part 
of the great whole, then the race will evolve 
on & higher plane—out of the present race 
will evolve the psychic race, the race which 
is to rule in the future. 

Thus it is that the Experimental psy- 
chologist of to-day, not the fortune teller,. 
is but:a forerunner of that future psychic 
race. He is & Superman in embryo. 
` To disbelieving sceptics, I join with the old. 


philosopher, and say: “ Qui vivra, verra !" 
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ERY few people in these days place any 
credence in the Oracle, yet in olden times 
it was looked upon as a sure means of obtain- 
ing reliable answers to various questions, 
and I consider the ancient mystics had a far 

superior knowledge of the subconscious mind than 
we of to-day. Most of their knowledge was looked 


upon in the light of superstition, without any 
scientific basis whatever, yet even science of to-day 
has yet to discover the secret of the dual mind of 
man: that part which knows and that part which 
merely reasons. The reasoning organ is 

to raise us above animal life, yet it is sheer instinct 
and not reason which is the foundation of that 
which is right. Conscience is not a faculty of reason, 
or of the physical brain; soul finds it place nowhere 
in the physiology of the human frame. We are led 
to believe in the Diety and the hereafter, more or 
less, yet we condemn those very qualities which 
enable us to believe. As rank superstition, I leave 
your own individuality to judge of the possibilities of 
the following modus operandi of divination. We 
know that from the simplest things the sublimest 
properties are drawn and certainly the method 
given here is simple, but sure none the less, one must 
first thoroughly understand the necessary importance 
of the utmost faith in the method, and a complete 
knowledge of the same, before one can obtain any- 
thing .like a successful reading. If it is used 
merely as an amusement, then the querent will only 
be amused; should one desire it for serious research, 
there you will experience great difficulty in discover- 
ing a more truthful and precise method of divination. 

In the first place, procure 37 blank cards, on these 
the following numbers should be printed or drawn— 
red: 1, 3, 4, 7, 10, 17, 19, 23, 24, 25, 27, 30, 37, 55» 
69; black : 2, 5, 6, 8, 12, 14, 15, 16, 18, 22, 26, 28, 
43, 71 ; brown: 9, 11, 13, 20, 21, 29, 51, 65. 

The red numbers are good and shew success ; the 
black numbers are bad and shew failure; the brown 
numbers are doubtful and shew hindrances. 

If you desire to learn any particular thing, say for 
instance whether you will be successful in any ven- 
ture, proceed as follows : Shuffle the cards together 
with your mind calmly fixed on the query, the cards 
should then be cutin three packs. and the centre 
pack should be cut about the middle and a card 
taken, this should be seen, then placed on one side. 
The remaining cards are again shuffled and dealt 
on the table, face down, every ninth card being

It will be seen that the bad and doubtful numbers 
greatly exceed the good ones. but when one considers 
that the majority of things in this life are against the 
individual’s chances of success then the above 
method appears to have a fairly correct basis. 
Apart from the qualities here shewn to each number, 
a red number is an answer in the affirmative; a 
a black one is negative; the brown numbers are 
considered neutral; so simple questions can be 
answered without referring to the symbolical terms. 
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OME further illustrations will serve to prove the 
utmost usefulness of the Astral Science in the 
every-day practice of medicine. It is obvious 
that man inherits the ancestral drawbacks 
which have presided at his conception, and 

that the Astral Science enables them to be discovered 
in a practical way. Indeed, fixing the birth's time 
environment, enables one to presume the ancestral 
combinations; similar effects necessarily implying 
similar courses, and just as says Flambart, of the 
Polytechnic College of France, ‘‘ Nature makes all 
it needs in order that the native be born under celes- 
tial analogies of his breed.” 

These ancestral drawbacks are those which forcibly 
rule the individual morbidities, and give way to the 
pathological lesions which are classed and named in 
text books as ‘‘ nosological entities fit to anyone.” 
Yet, it is evident that the nosological entities cannot 
be universal, and must evolve according to each 
individual's constitution and temperament, and so 
differ in form and character, requiring especial thera- 
peutical measures in conformity with each individual 
case. Thus, one who is born in the sign yp, and 
another one born in the sign m, may be affected 
with one and the same nosologically-named disease, 
but this disease will differ in its manifestations, 
according as it evolves on yp’s or m’s constitution. 
In fact, it may be nervous, but the nervousness of v? 
is ponderous and quiet, while the nervousness of m 
will be violent and whimsical. Again, v$'s native 
may suffer from gastric symptoms, but these gastric 
symptoms may depend on bad teeth, insufficient 
mastication, etc., while m native’s gastric symptoms 
will be under the dependency of sleeplessness, etc., 
which characterise those who are of m’s constitution. 
So v$'s and m's natives call for different remedies 
for being cured. 

I will admit that the birth signs often suffice to 
establish the great steps of a treatment, but more 
accuracy can only result from the peculiar astral 
combinations of each one the more the guiding 
planets of the theme notice the universal remedies 
which will concur with the organ remedies betrayed 
by the signs. These considerations are also of great 
moment in the psychical tendencies of each one. 
So the twelve signs indicate twelve classes or types 
of individuals, which are further subdivided infinitely 
according to the astral mixture of the native. Hence 
the infinite variety of mental possibilities, and as

CHAPTER IV. 


THE LENGTH OF LIFE. 


One of the weakest points in the modern 
exposition of astrology is the lack of reliable 
rules to determine the exact length of life 
from the horoscope of birth. I am not, in 
this matter, referring to the calculations of 
directions, or the probable time when the 
hyleg will meet the evil rays of the anareta, 
or a train of certain malefic directions will 
fallout at a particular age, and denote the 
probable demise. What I mean is that in our 
western astrology, no definite rules are given 
to determine from the radical positions of the 
planets the probable length of life. 

In Hindu astrology, according to the 
Brihat Jataca of Varaha Mihira, several 
methods are put forward for this purpose, 
some based on planetary periods, varied 
according to each planet's distance from its 
exaltation degree, and others on the zodiacal 
position of the planets. I have personally 
tested many of these methods, and one in 
particular, based on the zodiacal position of 
each planet, I have found to give astounding 
results, when referred to the western zodiac. 
Some forty different horoscopes have been 
tested and the length of life obtained by an 
application of the rules agrees almost 
exactly with the actual period. This method 
cannot be applied to infantile deaths, but 
only to those persons who live to maturity. 

The method is a very simple one, and is 
based on the Navamsa sub-division of the 
zodiacal signs. It is as follows :— 

“Turn the longitude of the planets into 
minutes ; divide this number by 200 (the 
number of minutes in each Navamsa) ; the 
quotient will represent the number of 
Navamsas from 'Y 0°; subtract as many 
12's as possible from this and remainder will 
give a number and a fraction, representing 
so many years and the fraction of a year.” 

As an illustration, suppose the O to be in 
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24.45 8%, equals to 54° 45', turned into 
minutes equal 3,285'; divided by 200 gives 
16415, deduct twelve leaves 45755, represent- 
ing 4 years, 5 months, 3 days. The same 
with all other positions. 

In order to make the procedure easier I 
have arranged the following Tables, from 
which the calculations can be made with 
greater facility.

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With the above tables we proceed in a 
very much simplified manner, as follows :— 
From the planet’s longitude, deduct the 
longitude next lower from Table I. This will 
give an exact number of years. Subtract 
the two longitudes, and turn the result into 
time from Table II. Example—© in 8 24.45. 
The next lower is found, in column 2, to be 
% 23.20, which equals 4 years; the differ- 
ence l^ 25' is found from Table II. as

The period given by the Sun in X 24.25 is 
4 years, 5 months, 3 days. This process 
should be followed with each planet, ercept 
Uranus and  Nepíune, and the results 
tabulated under each other. The exact 
degree and minute rising should also be 
treated in the same way, and placed with 
the other periods. 

This is the first step. The periods are 
not yet to be totalled, as two further steps 
have to be taken. One in which the periods 


above found are subject to augmentation due 
to the planet's essential dignity, and the 
second where the periods are decreased due 
to the planet's accidental position. 

This interesting procedure we will leave 
until next month.

LESSON II. 


OnJECTIONS TO GRAPHOLOGY. 

Before proceeding to teach the general rules 
applied to the reading of character, talents and 
failings, from handwriting, it will perhaps be well to 
consider the objections of opponents, because we 
must not overlook the fact that there are minor laws 
which modify the actions of the laws of motion and 
form, and these must be taken into account to avoid 
errors of judgment. 

The following are some of the objections raised 
and alleged to nulify the claims of Graphology : 

(a) The class of pen used; (4) The quality of 
stationery; (c) The age of the writer; (d) The 
education of the writer; (e) The health of the 
writer; (J) The mood of the writer; ig) Disguised 
writing. 

As to (4) the type of the pen used is perhaps one 
of the strongest modifying influences, a fine medium 
or thick pen may be used. A person using a 
different class of pen from that generally used may 
write somewhat different in style, though many of 
the prominent characteristics will be retained and 
revealed, and in general the bars, loops, spacing, 
punctuation, and mistakes will be similar and tell 
their story. 

In reference to (^) the quality of the stationery 
used will have no greater effect than the use of 
different pens, and the statements previously made 
in reference to pens may apply here. It may in 
some instances verify the signs of extravagance or 
meaness, 

As regards (c) the age of the writer may be 
approximately discerned, there being such a contrast 
between youth and old age, and the graphologists

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admit that writing changes with years, and so does 
character : handwriting develops with the intelli- 
gence, alters with time and events, and changes as 
the writer's fortune fluctuates. 

When we consider (d! we have in mind the systems 
taught by different writing masters, but whatever 
the method taught there is invariably something 
original to indicate some permanent chatacteristic 
For instance, the autograph of the late Queen 
Victoria has a “t” with a crochet and a bar. Would a 
writing master instruct his pupil to cross a “t” which 
has a crochet. 

The question of (c) dealing with health is of such 
importance that a lesson dealing with the subject 
will be given later, suffice it to state at the present 
stage that the conditions of health are often clearly 
portrayed in the writing. 

The mood a writer is in at the time of writing re- 
ferred to in (f) is certainly revealed, and the writing 
may vary in different parts of the document from 
this and other causes, but no more importance need 
be attached to such variations than the passing 
emotions on a person's face. 

Assumed writings (g) by no means affect the 
principles advocated. Imitations of other hand- 
writing are no more the imitator's own handwriting 
than an amateur's copy of a picture could be 
described as an original drawing, for both lack 
individuality, originality and creative power. 

A person who disguises his handwriting with a 
view to deceive the graphologist is not exhibiting 
his true character any more than an actor who 
impersonates another person by means of a mask 
and make up, reveals his own character.

To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

Dear Sir, — The latest attitude of the law and police 
authorities towards palmists and occultists in general 
seems an unjust and unreasonable one. There 
would of course be some justification in an effort made 
to check the large number of obvious imposters in the 
occult fraternity, but, unfortunately, the authorities do 
not seem to have any desire to discriminate between 
the fraud who knows little or nothing of occult 
matters and who cares nothing about establishing the 
truth, and the genuine student of occultism. 

It is curious why the various popular forms of 
occultism are so persistently denounced as being 
groundless superstition by persons in authority, be- 
cause it is a fairly well established fact that there is 
a good deal of fundamental truth in all branches of 
occultism when honestly studied and practised. 

The fact of the matter is that the police are ill- 
fitted to become judges in such a delicate subject as 
occultism. Doubtless, those who administer the law, 
regard all forms of occultism as being pernicious 
superstition, thereby showing that they are not suit- 
able to deal with such matters, being morally and 
legally biassed. Judging by the remarks made in 
Court, the judicial authorities regard the practice of 
the occult, and imposture, as being one and the same 
thing, hence the harsh remarks of certain magis- 
trates. One concludes then, that every palmist and 
occultist is liable to be prosecuted. 

Of coursc, it must be borne in mind that there are, 
without doubt, a large number of persons at the pre- 
sent time practising occult matters for money, who 
are not genuine and conscientious students, and if 
they are not worthy of punishment, they certainly 
ought to be restrained. In order then, to discrimi- 
nate between the genuine student and the imposter, 
why not appoint an Occult Committee, composed of 
reliable occultists, which would prove valuable in 
giving the authorities guidance in the matter.

It is 
evident to me that the Ancients were right to make 
them depend especially on the mother's physical and 
psychical influences on the embryo and fetus, as 
are navi materni, etc. Besides, it is certain that 
the embryo at its conception inherits the ancestors' 
and parents’ drawbacks, but the fœtus life and acci- 
dents depend upon the mother's state and influences.

Dear Sir,—In reply to “Student.” In the first 
place, in the Article on page 227, line 5, read '' Yosht 
Hito” for Mutso Hito. The year of birth of a 
succeeding monarch added vertically to the year of 
death of the immediately preceding monarch is sup- 
posed to indicate the successor's length of reign, 
but this date it is not necessary to proceed further 
with—it is a date indication. I thank ''Student'' for 
his observations. ‘‘ Yashi” certainly should have 
been 26. Very curiously I now learn the name is 
“ Yoshi” which does equal 31, so my remarks hold 
good on this point—Guiseppe is 44 and Sarto 19, 
thus=63—9—Triplicated=6 (Numerary will note — 
13 Letters). Here is to be noted the number 3 and 
its multiples. Now 3 has been defined as the out- 
ward expression of the Christ principle of the Trinity 
—g is 3 times 3, and the gifts of 3 are multiplied 
threefold. Those having this number (9) are affable, 
human and sympathetic and have the gift of winning 
affection, they are also just judges, and their influ- 
ence is widely felt for good.

Please accept my apologies for the inadvertent 
errors. I used the form given in Mrs. L. Don 
Balliett's work on Vibration. In the triplicity scheme 
it is significant, that out of 91 figures the figure 3 or 
multiples occur 30 times.

The Weather. 


On page 22, November issue of THE 
MESSENGER, I made some comments on the 
weather, and called attention to the major 
aspects of superior planets in connection 
with long spells of drought, heat and wet. 
A few days ago, whilst turning over some old 
papers, I came across some twenty odd pages 
of an old astrological work and found therein 
the following paragraph, which completely 
confirms my views:— 


In 1739 there wasa great frost for nine weeks, 
Saturn and Herschel, the exterior and refrige- 
rating planets, were in northern declinations, 
and in aspect to the mighty Jupiter. In the 
severe frost of 1789, Jupiter was moving in 
Cancer, Herschel in Leo, in relative cause 
action, and in aspect with Saturn in 
northern declination. In 1785, during a ten

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aspect to both Jupiter and Herschel. These 
positions approached very near to the positions 
of the same bodies at the end of last year, and 
the beginning of 1845, only that Saturn last 
winter had south declination, and Jupiter and 
Herschel north, or the reverse of the positions of 
1785, and the frost, during the past winter, has 
continued nearly four months. These periods 
have also been accompanied with drought, aided 
probably by the comets of July, 1844, and 
ganian, 1845 ; for comets are found to produce 
eat and drought in their approach to the Sun, 
or perihelion points, and the re-action of cold on 
their departure from the Sun and our System.

The Supposed New Aspects. 


On another page we append Mr. Wilde's 
reply to our criticism of his supposed dis- 
covery, and reserve our reply until next 
month, when we shall produce some definite 
evidence of the utter fallacy of these aspects. 
Meanwhile, to keep the subject before our 
readers, we call attention to a case (9 a.m., 
9th December, 1907, Liverpool) cited by 
Mr. Wilde in support of his views, wherein 
we are told that the death—by Jire—was 
due to new aspects of the Sun (which was 
not hyleg) to Saturn and Neptune, both 
planets being in watery signs. Is it likely 
that either of these two planets could cause 
a death so utterly at variance with their 
natures ? 

Mr. Wilde has also given the case of the 
son of the late Mr. Stead (1 p.m., 30th 
March, 1874), who had the Sun in sextile to 
Saturn. He died when. the Sun formed 
the square of that planet, and in order 
to bolster up his erroneous theory of 
promittors, argues that the Sun was qui- 
tricibinile with Saturn at birth, an evil 
aspect, in order that the square should be 
operative. But Mr. Wilde, in these cases, 
as in all his others, omits the vital informa- 
tion that Saturn at birth was just setting, 
and in opposition to the Ascendant, and when 
the Sun came to the square of Saturn it was 
also square Ascendant, acting on the very 
radical indications of the evil. It has been 
proved, over and over again, that although 
the Sun rnay be in good aspect to a planet 
at birth, there is nothing to prevent its evil 
aspects to the same planet by direction being 
operative, particularly when the planet 
afflicts one of the other significators, as is 
the case in this horoscope.

I.—We cannot within the space allowed 
reply to all the criticisins, but we will 
do the best we can. Our statement that 
astrology has been almost unprogressive is 
resented. We will, therefore, call attention 
to the stationary points. 

(li). The hylegliacal places have under- 
gone no modification. The part of fortune 
has been rejected as hyleg. No progress ; and 
yet there must be other vital points in the 
horoscope—and we have found‘ that such is 
the fact ! 

(2). Part of fortune rejected (though 
Ptolemy in all seriousness asserted that 
man’s fortune—riches—depended upon this 
point), and nothing has been found to fill 
its place. It may have been a bit of Ptolemy’s 
moonshine. Still, its rejection does not 
necessarily mean progress, unless there is 
. an adequate substitute, and is there? 

(3). To this day no one knows the orbs 
of the old aspects. Writers differ and have 
stated that they are 5°, 7° or 10°, and some 
writers have discreetly said nothing; yet 
this is a question of the utmost importance, 
and may make all the difference between 
success and failure in dealing with the horo- 
scope. No progress here ! 

(4). Then there is the contention that 
when a man marries a woman, her directions 
become factors in his life: i.e., a bad direc- 
tion in her horoscope is accused of killing the 
husband, but if he divorces her the directions 
become impotent as far as the husband is 
concerned. All this is wholly imaginary. 
Our own experience teaches us that direc- 
tions in the horoscopes of husband and wife 
never destroy the one or the other; they 
are mere coincidences, but the one suffers in 
sympathy with the other, t.e., they share 
each others joys and sorrows. 

(5). The fact that many of the zodiacal and 
Placidian directions are inoperative remains 
a mystery—no progress here, and yet aspects 
by these systems coincide with startling inci- 
dents in human lives. We stated nine years 
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Unprogressive Astrology and New Aspects.

ago that the degree for a year, and the day 
for a year time measures do harmonise ; the 
aspects often fall almost together, such as 
the aspects of the Sun to the promittors. 
This was almost exactly the case with the 
aspect of the Sun to Saturn in the horoscope 
of King George V. 

(6). Rectification has time after time been 
made in horoscopes of notable people and 
has had to be rejected, and in many cases it 
has been found necessary to return to the 
recorded and published time of birth. We 
have found no reliable method ourselves. 
Some years ago we caused a friend of ours to 
submit three cases (where we had the re- 
corded time) to an astrologer, and we paid 
his fee. But he failed (even with the date 
of some important events supplied) to find 
the time at which the nativity occurred ; he 
was many hours out. Those who profess 
that they can find the time of birth can only 
find it when it is unknown ! 

IL— Having given, we think, sufficient 
unprogressive astrology to justify our remark, 
we will now pass on to other matters. We 
are referred to the pre-natal epoch (whatever 
that may mean) as evidence of progress. We 
believe that the basis of the “trutine of 
Hermes " was the conception, but this ghost 
of an epoch has no such foundation. What 
Sepharial's postulate is we don't quite know. 
Anyway, to compute “ directions,” or rectify 
the birth time from a phantom, is surely re- 
ducing the science to a freak astrology. Such 
“ directions" must be farcical, and any 
events which may coincide with such fancies 
must be mere chance ; that 1s to say, direc- 
tions without a tangible basis must coincide 
sometimes, no matter how chimerical the 
foundation. An efficient astrology of a 
rational conception based upon the horo- 
scope should not be a fantasy. “ Directions ” 
must be forward from and analagous and 
subordinate to the horoscope, or they become 
hazardous and accidental. Just as the new 
aspects are an integral part of the old ones, 
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so are directions an integral part of the 
original scheme of the Heavens at the 
moment of birth. Our contention is that 
there is nothing of a fitful nature, though 
there is much that is dubious in our astro- 
logy to-day. Prenatal directing is diametri- 
cally opposed to all astrological reason and is 
unthinkable, unscientific, and can only have 
emanated from an obscurantist who cannot 
` defend it—it is indefensible. So-called direc- 
tions, backwards, are mere coincidences. 

III.— We really must protest against the 
liberty the Editor has taken with the horo- 
scope of Prince Christian Victor, in altering 
the birth time by 3m. 24s. from the recorded 
time. "There is no justification for this pro- 
cedure, and it would bring the Sun or Moon 
into a hylegliacal place. Moreover, his atti- 
tude is inconsistent. He says, "how can 
the hyleg be ascertained without the birth 
time?" But the ascending degree is hyleg 
in this case—it is deterinined as such by 
Ptolemy's rules. 

IV.— With regard to the 108" aspect, also 
the 36°, 150°, 24° and 18", all these were 
suggested by Kepler, and they are, of course, 
produced by the sub-division of the other 
aspects. We remember seeing these aspects 
many years ago, but we had for the 
moment forgotten about them. We have 
found no evidence for the 24" aspect. We 
had not seen the septile aspect mentioned by 
Sepharial in his book, and we tender him 
our apologies. The argument is that our 
aspects are unsound because they are mere 
sub-divisions. Now, those suggested by 
Kepler are sub-divisions, and many are now 
admitted to be influential ; such, for instance, 
as the quintile, which is a division of 360 
by 5, and the decile, or 36°, which is the 
circle divided by 10. For instance, what is 
45° but half the square, and what is 221? 
but half the semi-square ! 

V.—By the way, we have found no evi- 
dence for the 108° aspect, either by Mr. 
Pearce or Simmonite. They merely 
mention it as suggested by Kepler. With 
regard to the 223°, we mentioned this in 


“ Chaldean Astrology " (first edition) pub-, 


lished in 1901. We have not seen this men- 
tioned in any other book, and we should like 
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to known where it appears. We may take 
this opportunity of adding that we have not 
so much evidence for the etticacy of the 
septile aspect as for the other aspects. We 
should like our Indian friends to give us an 
account of the Hindu sub-divisions, which 
are supposed to come so near to those dis- 
covered by ourselves and our pupil. With 
regard to the 40° aspect, called the Nonagen 
or Nonile, a good weak aspect, we inay add 
that asthe 392° is evil (and we have abundant 
proof of this) there can be no good aspect at 
40°. 

VI.—Now with regard to the long orbs, 
they are non-existent, and our contention is 
this, that it is not only indefensible, but un- 
scientific, to allow an orb of from say 5° to 
10° in the horoscope, and then in the direc- 
tions curtail that orb to 1°. 

VII.—Our next contention is that there 
are no major or minor aspects. All aspects 
are of the same strength ; the power only 
varies with the horoscopical positions. 
Angular and some other positions increase 
the strength of the aspects. These remarks 
apply not only to the position of the promit- 
tors, but also to that of the Sun. 

VIII.—In the case of the Duke of Fife, 
the Editor asks us why the good promittor 
Jupiter being in trine to the Sun at his 
death, did not save his life. The question 
occasions us no embarassment. It is because 
there are obviously no major aspects. If 
there were, a major aspect (such as Sun 
trine Jupiter) would have saved him from 
the assault of the minor aspects. It means, 
therefore, that this aspect only having the 
strength of one of the other aspects, the 
three aspects from the promittors Saturn, 
Mars and Uranus rendered Jupiter’s aspect 
impotent. There were three to one, there- 
fore, against his survival. We cannot recon- 
cile the statement that the “ mere birth date 
of the Duke of Fife can prove nothing,” 
seeing that the Editor Gn THE MESSENGER, 
for March, 1912), says, “ The tragic death 
of the Duke of Fife is another blow to those 
astrologers who rely on the ordinary method 
of progressive directions.” After remarks of 
this kind from the mere date of birth, we 
cannot understand why, when we produce 
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evidence from similar data, we are told that 
we deserve the ‘‘ severest censure." 

IX.—The space allotted to us is so limited 
that we must not pursue this matter further. 
Sepharial very unkindly says that our 
aspects have a “fictional origin" based on 
the sub-divisions. We have already said 
that Kepler’s aspects were based on the sub- 
divisions. Sepharial goes on to say that 
“ the illustrations are unsatisfactory, because 
they are based upon the mere statement of 
the date of birth." This is a curious re- 
mark from a man who has given us most 
interesting studies from the mere birth data! 
We are referring to the case of Mr. Frank 
Podmore and that of Lady Marjorie Stuart 
Erskine. Sepharial in the May number of 
OLD MoonE's MONTHLY MESSENGER, 1912, 
referring to the case of Mr. Frank Podmore, 
says, “the ruler of Ptolemy, and others, re- 
garding a violent death are not satisfied in 
this case ; he terminated his life by drown- 
ing." There is no horoscope since the time 
of birth is unknown, unless he has really 
found the horoscope by some process. Again, 
in December, 1911, he says :—“ If you refer 
to the birth data of the late Mr. Podmore, 
you will see indications of his fine mental 
abilities in the aspects of the planet Mer- 
cury, but it is only by the direction of that 
planet to the zodiacal place of Neptune that 
one can account for the mysterious tem- 
porary obsession which brought about his 
death." 

X.—Sepharial asks us if whether or not 
at the time of death there were aspects to 
the Ascendant, mid-heaven or the Moon, 
either in the zodiac or mundo. May we put 
the same question to him in reference to 
Mr. Podmore and Lady Erskine? 

XI.—When he speaks of the vague ap- 
proximations of the Chaldeans, he forgets that 
they did what no other astrologer has ever 
done. They were able to identify Christ's 
Star, which utterly dwarfs all the perform- 
ances of modern astrologers. 

XII.— With regard to the ephemeris of 
Saturn being non-existent up to the year 
1798, we have seen some copies of horo- 
scopes at the British Museum which were 
fairly accurate, and, moreover, those horo- 
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scopes were computed with fairly approxi- 
mate oblique ascension. With regard to 
the longitude of the Moon up to recent 
years being faulty, its longitude to-day is 
not exact. The longitudes in the Nautical 
Almanac are quite accurate enough for 
nautical purposes. The Moon’s longitude 
may vary, when computed for the true 
noon, either in excess or minus from O to 
23 seconds, unless Newcomb’s correction 
is made; but even then it could not be got 
exact, i& would vary from 1 to 8 seconds, 
because of that deficiency in  Hansen's 
Tables. But this does not affect our ordi- 
nary method, though, of course, it will make 
some difference to those who use the 
Ptolemaie and Placidian systems of direct- 
ing. 

XIII.— We, of course, cannot agree with 
Sepharial that “we do not want new 
aspects." We want them badly, because 
they will clear the air of many absurdities. 
We may also add that our own labours are 
in conformity with those of Kepler. Our 
aspects are the complement of his and of 
the old. 

XIV.—But we point to evidence in your 
own journal. Sepharial in the June, 1912, 
number says, that he had the Sun in quartile 
aspect to Uranus. and that when the Sun 
came to the sextile of this promittor he got 
an appointment. And this is taken as 
evidence that evil promittors even bring 
success when a good aspect is formed by 
direction. It will interest students to know, 
therefore, that at Sepharial’s birth the Sun 
was not in quartile aspect to Uranus; it was 
in noni-quargenile, a good aspect. And in 
the same letter Sepharial says that a male 
born 13th January, 1881, at 3.30 a.m., had 
the Sun in no aspect to Mars, but the direc- 
tion of this planet to the conjunction of the 
Sun has recently produced bereavement. 
Yet Mars was within orb of the sedecile 
aspect of the Sun. It appears that Sepharial ` 
paid no attention to the letter which we sent 
to the magazine, “The Horoscope,” in July, 
1903, in which we gave some evidence for 
the 223? aspect (the sedecile) in respect to 
the attack on the Czar, by the lunatic, when 
he was travelling in Japan. Having inves- 
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tigated this aspect during the last nine 

years, our conclusions are surely not im- 

mature. 

[We have inserted Mr. Wilde’s reply, with 
the exception of two short paragraphs, 
which are irrelevant to the discussion. We 
have also omitted, for the present, a few 
additional cases which are put forward in 
support of the new aspects, and which 
we will deal with later. We have no de- 
sire to curtail Mr. Wilde’s evidence, but 
greater space than that allotted would be 
detrimental to our other contributions. 
We shall defer our reply until the next

CHAPTER IV. (Continued.) 


THE HovsEs. 


The metaphysical basis of the twelve 
houses is as follows: 

The twelve houses of the horoscope are 
divided into two great divisions, the four 
triangles and the three squares, the former 
corresponding to the four triplicities and the 
later to the three qualities, the two great 
divisions of the twelve signs. 

The four triangles have relations to the 
life of man, showing that it consists of 
four distinct periods, viz., childhood, youth, 
manhood and old age, and corresponds 
to the four affections in the construction of 
man :—life, action, marriage and passion. 
These comprise everything in the operations 
of nature, and agree with the rise, perfection, 
decline and end of all things. 

A man is said to rise into the world at the 
moment of his first breath, to attain per- 
fection at the age of manhood, to decline 
when he begins to lose the natural heat of 
his body, and to come to the final end of all 
things when his soul leaves the body. 

Thus life is governed by the first house of 
the horoscope, action by the tenth house, 
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issue, but we think that Mr. Wilde would 
have done better had he given more space 
to the matter of the new aspects, and met 
the arguments against them, especially the 
vital objection that in all the ten cases. 
where full particulars of birth were given 
in the Antares Almanac, the old aspects 
were in full force, and no evidence was 
produced to show that the new aspects 
were in any way concerned with the 
deaths, or even required. We have num- 
bered each paragraph in order that refer- 
ence may be made thereto in our reply.—

marriage by the seventh house, and passion 
by the fourth house. 

The first triangle belongs to childhood, is 
called the triangle of life, and consists of 
the first, fifth and ninth houses. Man lives 
in a three-fold aspect: in himself, in God 
and in his posterity. Life is given to man 
in order that he may worship God and beget 
his own likeness. As touching the life of 
man in itself, because it is the first of all 
things in nature, and without which nothing 
could be, it belongs to the ascendant. the 
principal division of the heavens. Life in 
God exists in the ninth house, the house of 
religion and morality, wherein the mind is 
raised to the contemplation of higher things. 
Life in the posterity, belongs to the fitth 
house, whereby man's life is by the un- 
changeable law of nature transmitted to his 
offspring. 

The second triangle consists of the tenth, 
sixth and second houses. It is connected 
with the period of youth when vigour and 
activity come into the life. It covers all 
gain in the world, of riches, and everything 
working physically for physical good. 
Dignity, honour, credit and the profession, 
and that to which a man is raised, are con- 
nected with the first house of the triangle, 
the tenth house. The second house has

rule over money, gold. silver and household 
goods, and things without life obtained by 
labour. The sixth house governs subjects, 
servants, cattle, and things with life that 
labour. 

The third triplicity comprises the seventh, 
eleventh and third houses. It 1s connected 
with the period of manhood, and signifies 
the natural relations of marriage, kinship, 
and friendship, or three-fold tie of body, 
blood and friendship. First comes the tie 
of the body, marriage, which is relegated to 
the seventh house. Next, consanguinity, 
the tie of blood, which constitutes brethren 
and kindred, belonging to the third house. 
Lastly, that tie of simple benevolence or 
favour, friendship. which comes under the 
rule of the eleventh house. 

The last triangle comprises the fourth, 
eighth and twelfth houses. This governs the 
period of old age, and is termed the triangle 
of passion, affliction and death to which all 
are subject. 

The fourth house, the principal house of 
the triplicity, has to do with the stain of 
original sin, disease, the tokens of senility 
and decay, and the misfortunes of life. 
The twelfth house has donunion over 
affliction arising from enemies, treachery 
and want. privation and grief. The eighth 
house is the house of death, which is the 
end of this temporal life, and here it will be 
noted that as the ninth house, that of the 
hfe in God, follows the eighth house, the 
end of this life, so man passes from the 
temporal life into the Eternal. 

The three squares comprising four 
houses, the angles, succeedents and cadents, 
have relation to the temporal and worldly 
conditions of man. 

The first square comprising the four 
angles has to do with all matters which are 
expressed outwardly, and all physical matters 


connected with the external expression of. 


the life. In the first house we have the life 
in the world ; in the tenth house, the life in 
the worldly position, profession and the 
height to which the life attains; in the 
seventh house the life is joined to others, 
expressing itself through partnerships, deal- 
ings with the public and the world at larg e 
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and in the fourth house, the end of life as 
seen from a worldly point of view, the 
retirement from active connection with the 
world covered with honour and success or the 
reverse. 

The second square comprises the suc- 
ceedent houses, the second, fifth, eighth and 
eleventh. These relate to matters to do 
with the feelings and emotions, maturing 
with the life but not ready for expression. 
Thus in the second house we have money, 
wealth and worldly riches, which depend 
upon personal activity and which are 
developing with the life: in the fifth house, 
the speculative and enterprising tendencies, 
where the element of chance and luck 
enters; in the eighth house, the gain by will 
or legacy, the possibility of money being re- 
ceived through others, and in the eleventh 
house, the hopes and aspirations, the heights 
to whieh we would attain. In all these we 
see the developing or maturing principle. 
They are things which do not actually 
belong to the hfe, but have to be obtained 
by work and development. 

The third square comprises the cadent 
houses, the third, sixth, ninth and twelfth 
houses. These relate to matters to do with 
the mind. and which do not find full ex- 
pression in the physical world. The third 
house is concerned with the simple mentality, 
the ordinary intellectual expression of the 
mind derived from education and study. 
The sixth house is concerned with service, 
where the mind functions for others, and 
through this we get worry and anxiety 
which belongs to this house. In the ninth 
house we get the mind soaring upward to 
science, philosophy and metaphysics, and 
where it is able to function away from the 
limitations of any special bias or hereditary 
restraint. In the twelfth house the mind 
functions internally, and acts on the inner 
and psychic life. Matters which are latent 
in the mind arise through this house. 

The three squares of the horoscopes, 
angles, succeedents and cadents, may be said 
to represent action, speech or determination, 
thought or silence. "The angles also signify 
the body; the succeedent house the soul, 
and the cadent houses the mind. 
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mind that some questions of vital im- 

portance to astrological students call 

for immediate consideration, I prefer 
at the present time not to anticipate the 
dieta of others. Also,I think that the mere- 
tricious mincemeat which threatens to take 
the place of our ancient and well-provedastro- 
logy, may not comport badly with a salad of 
inconsequence. My readers will, therefore, 
excuse me if I am unduly discursive. 

A great and vital interest centres in the 
future of the Ottoman Empire. For cen- 
turiesthe Dalkan peoples have been under the 
heel of the 'Turk, and not only they, but the 
Armenians have old scores to settle with 
him. The Porte, sublime only in its indif- 
ference to the requirements of advancing 
civilisation, has been the stumbling block of 
European politics for the last forty years. 
The Sultan has merely sat on the powder 
cask, smoking his hookah and daring any of 
his assailants to approach with the torch- 
light. But now that the government of the 
country is divided into powerful sections, 
and the successive disasters of the Italian 
and Balkan wars have reduced the sick man 
to a position of constitutional and financial 
incompetence, the threat of the Powers to 
intervene and force the hand of the Turk to 
an equitable settlement with the victors is 
more than likely to be effective. 

But what of the aftermath ? Where the 
carcase is there are the vultures gathered 
together, and those who have witnessed their 
merry meeting will agree with me that they 
generally manage to make the feathers fly. 
The Powers may well agree that it is in the 
highest interests of Europe that the smell of 
gunpowder should not be allowed to reach 
any of the great capitals, and they may take 
such measures as will ensure the speedy 
settlement of hostilities. But when it comes 
to the question of the partitioning of terri- 
tories and the marking out of boundaries, 
the cupidity that is natural to human beings

at a certain stage of their evolution may find 
not only individual, but national, expression. 
In short, the virtual expulsion of the Turk 
from Europe may be but the beginning of 
the end for more than one of his pursuers. 
Moreover, should the alles form a con- 
solidated Government, the inclusion of such 
a power in the concert of Europe would pro- 
bably lead to subsequent adjustments by 
others whose interests are jeopardised. Con- 
sequently we keep our eyes upon the eagles. 
That there is grave danger of a European 
outbreak is admitted and stated by all astro- 
logers who write for the public benefit. Let 
us glance at the evidence. 

First of all we have to observe that the 
great eclipse of the Sun, which fell in 27° 
Aries last 17th April, will extend its influence 
over eighteen months. This will carry us 
as far as October, 1913. I have already 
shown how it was of «ymbolical importance 
to Adrianople, which is the crux of the pre- 
sent impasse. It has also been shown that 
the transit of the planet Mars over the 
opposition of this eclipse position on the 
14th October, coincided with the  out- 
break of hostilities. We now have to 
put the question—What will happen when 
Mars passes over the place of the eclipse in 
the middle of June next ? .How will Aus- 
tria and Servia accommodate their preten- 
sions? What will Roumania have to say to 
the Bulgarian aegis? We cannot say with 
any degree of certainty, but there are indi- 
cations which go to show that the peace of 
Europe is threatened very acutely. 

The indications in the German Emperor's 
horoscope have already been given at length, 
and that they are of sinister import is fully 
realised by readers of cosmic symbolism. 

The elevation of the planet Mars in the 
horoscope of the lunation of 6th May next 
is very significant of belligerent feeling 
throughout Europe, but more especially in 
10 degrees east longitude, where it will be in 
the meridian at the syzygy. There is, how- 
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ever, & ray of hope in the position of Venus 
on the place of the 1912 eclipse at the same 
time, especially as it is in the 11th division 
of the heavens. 

The following transit of Mars over the 
Ascendant of the Royal horoscope, and its 
progress through the sign Aries thereafter, 
i8 certain to be disturbing to Great Britain. 
But, here again, we have hope vested in the 
functions of the planet Venus, which is 
stationary in the sign Aries during May. 

Should war break out, however, as seems 
most probable, then we know where to look 
for the source of trouble, Mars and Uranus 
being in Aquarius at the vernal equinox. 

In this connection there is a curious 
legend current which brings us into touch 
with the methods of the Kabalists. Their 
alliance with astrologers rests upon their 
view of the cyclic recurrence of events as 
the outcome of a certain mathematical 
necessity inherent in the constitution of the 
universe, which, when studied in its symbolic 
relations to human life is frequently more 
_apt than the laboured calculations of the 
astrologers, and oftentimes entirely con- 
firmary of their conclusions. Thus it is 
reported that at the end of the Franco- 
Prussian war, in 1871.the Emperor William 
consulted a sybilin Paris and demanded to 
know when he would succeed to the throne, 
and how long he would reign. The Kaba- 
list set down the date 1871, and derived date 
1888 as the answer to the first question, 
thus 1871 equals 17, which added to 1871 
makes 1888. Thence is derived also the 
date 1913, for it is seen that 1888 equals 25, 
which being added to date gives 1913.* 

Now about the new aspects. The posi- 
tion seems to be this. If there be any 
truth in the statement that these sub- 
divisions of the old aspects have the force 
and significance which Mr. Wilde attaches 
to them,then there should be ample evidence 
that they are in force'at all the important 
epochs of a life, and inasmuch as they do 
not permit of the recognition of an orb of 
influence such as attaches to the old aspects, 
they should be exact at the time of events 
which they are held to signify. Their inclu-

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sion into the scheme of prognostic science 
would certainly complicate calculations. and 
befog, rather than enlighten judgment, but 
that should be no valid reason against their 
inclusion if it can be shown that they are 
founded in truth. 

I think that I am right in saying that no 
event of striking importance, in the life of 
an individual, has hitherto failed of significant 
indication by the ordinary canon rules and 
aspects of the old masters, Ptolemy and 
Placidus. Much of the evidence adduced by 
Mr. Wilde, in his Almanac, amounts to a 
confirmation of this statement. Thus we are 
informed that at the death of Capt. Smith, 
of the Titanic, the Sun was conjoined with 
Saturn. That in the horoscope of passenger 
F. L. Williams, at the same disaster, the Sun 
was in square to Mars. That of Chiet 
Engineer Bell's horoscope, the Sun was 
semi-square to Neptune at his death. That 
in Mr. Farquaharson's case the Sun was in | 
opposition to Uranus at the time, etc. 

The point at which Mr. Wilde parts com- 
pany with the traditions of astrology, and 
lays the whole subject open to new discus- 
sion, is when he requires that the same 
planets that attlicted at birth should also 
afflict at the death. Now, there are various 
ways in which the promittor can act beside 
by way of direction. If a planet is a pro- 
mittor of evil it will, no doubt, produce evil, 
but one does not have to wait for a direction 
of the Sun alone to an evil aspect of that 
promittor in order to experience its ill effects. 
The coincidence of an eclipse of the Sun or 
Moon with the place of that promittor, or 
even the coincidence of a new Moon which 
is not a solar eclipse, will be sufficient to 
wake up all its potentialities.

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Even when the Sun is afflicted at birth by 
an opposition or conjunction of Saturn, one 
does not presume that at 45 or 90 the per- 
son will die. The Sun was opposed to 
Saturn in the horoscope of the German 
Emperor, William IL, and he has long 
since passed the age of 45. The same may be 
said of Emperor Franz Josef, of Austria, at 
whose birth the Sun was conjoined to Saturn. 
The promise of Saturn may be fulfilled by a 
direction of the evil promittor to the 
ascendant, or the place of the Moon, or to 
the mid-heaven, as well as by its aspect to 
the Sun, for it all depends upon whether 
the Sun be hyleg or not, and whether the 
promittor has thus the portent of misfortune 
or of death vested in it. A man may be very 
unfortunate and yet live a long time, or very 
fortunate during a short life. To suppose 
that a case can be properly represented, let 
alone proved, by a partial statement of facts, 
is not scientific to say the least of it. Yet in 
electing to show that a number of deaths 
were due to the operation of certain sup- 
posed aspects between the promittors and 
the Sun, without first showing that the vital 
prerogative was vested in the Sun by its 
position in the birth horoscope, Mr. Wilde 
has certainly taken this unscientific line of 
argument. Before we could give the least 
consideration to the claims he has set up, we 
should have to be furnished with the time 
and place of the several births from which 
he draws his argument. We should then 
have to calculate all the arcs of direction 
between the ascendant, Sun, Moon and mid- 
heaven, both in zodiac and mundo, and 
finally, having regard to the radical significa- 
tion of the several promittors involved in the 
arcs of direction, we should be able to draw 
a conclusion as to their probable effects. If 
we take a test case and submit it to Mr. 
Wilde, and to another astrologer of orthodox 
views, neither having any knowledge of the 
case before them, and let each draw up the 
arcs of direction for a specific period of the 
life and predict the effects due to such direc- 
tions, we should find, I think, that Mr. 
Wilde would get lost in the concatenation 
of mixed aspects and baftled by their fre- 
quency, while most of us would be prepared 
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to stand by the judgment that was grounded 
on evidence familiar and well proved by us. 
However that may be, I should be prepared 
at any time to enter the lists in a friendly 
tilt of this nature, for truth to tell I have 
more faith in a pudding that 1s before me 
than in all the cookery books ever written. 
Of course, if we take the 52 degrees sub- 
division and extend this through the zodiac, 
it will be practically possible to find direc- 
tions of any nature that one pleases, since 
half this arc will amount to only 2 degrees 
374 mins. of space, at which distance the 
planet may be said to be in orbs of a signifi- 
cator one way or the other. But from Mr. 
Wilde's own statement, it is possible to 
make the course between Scylla and 
Charbydis even more perilously near, for 
while he does not dispute the good influence 
of the sextile aspect of 60 degrees, he atfirnis 
that 61% degrees is evil Similarly the 
quintile of 72 is good, while the new aspect 
of 73} is evil. In any test of the working 
value of these supposed aspects, I should 
certainly count on the most expert professor 
running foul of one or another of them. 
The fol of putting new wine into old 
bottles has long since become proverbial. 
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CHAPTER V. 


THe Pnocrss. 


I have already dealt with the subject in 
part in the last volume of THE MEssENGER 
(July, 1912, page 193), but as it is a part, or 
rather an extension of the systein of pro- 
fections, I ain further dealing with it in this 
issue. 

In the last issue I gave the rules for com- 
puting the progressed positions of the 
planets, Le. the progression from their 
radical positions, and now I want to show 
how the same progression can apply to the 
progressed positions of the planets. 

The rules is to find the progressed posi- 
tions for any stated time and to them add 
the amount of the 30 annual profeetion. I 
will take the same two events as given in the 
last issue.

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The Prenatal Epoch.

CHAPTER 1V. 


IRREGULAR Epocus. 


We have now arrived at the most inter- 
esting part of our investigations. Up to the 


present we have deviated neither to the 7 


right hand nor to the left from the beaten 
track, but have followed certain definite 
rules, and rigidly adhered to a number of 
carefully prepared formule. The acceptance 
of these rules and formula have led us up to 
a certain point, beyond which we cannot go 
without some deviation from the main prin- 
ciple governing the theory, viz. : regular inter- 
change of the ascendant at birth with the 
Moon at the Epoch, or their respective 
opposite points thereat, and vice versa. 

We have now to take into consideration 
an entirely fresh class of epochs, which are 
more correctly termed “irregular ” in contra 
distinction to those which are governed by 
the law of sex, and more properly termed 
“sex epochs” and which are “irregular " 
only on account of this law. By the term 
“irregular” is meant that the two factors, 
the moon and ascendant, do not regularly 
interchange at the birth and epoch, but that 
one factor may interchange in accordance 
with the order to which it belongs, but the 
other factors will not make the interchange 
peculiar to its order. 

For instance the Moon at birth may be 
below the horizon and decreasing. The 
Moon at the epoch will be in its proper posi- 
tion, but the Moon's place at birth will be 
ascending instead of descending, or the re- 
verse of this may happen, and the Moon's 
place at birth descend at the epoch as 
required, but the Epochal Moon will be in 
the ascendant instead of the descendant. 

The cause of this irregularity in the inter- 
change of the two factors, depends, as far as 
I am able to ascertain, upon the Moon's 
position in regard to the horizon it is leaving

and the one to which it is proceeding, and I 
find that irregular epochs mostly occur when 
the Moon is either above the earth and in- 
creasing, or below the earth and decreasing. 
The following two cases are given to illus- 
trate examples of irregular epochs. I regret 
that they are not horoscopes of notable 
people, but I have not had sufficient time to 
look them up. 

Example 1.—Male, born 20th December, 
1848, 2 p.m. Asc. 28° 30’ 8, Moon, 3° 
17'". In this case we have the Moon in 
the 6th house and decreasing in light, and to 
every appearance a regular epoch of the 
fourth order. On making the calculations, 
however, it was found that while the Moon 
at the epoch is in the descendant of the 
birth figure as required by rule, its place at 
birth will be rising instead of setting. 

Ten lunar revolutions counted backward 
measure to 22nd March, 1848, but as the 
period must be less than the norm, the dis- 
tance of the Moon from the descendant 
divided by 13, will give the number of 
days the period is to be curtailed. The 
Moon's distance from the descendant is 
25° or two days, and the epoch will, there- 
fore, fall two days later, on 24th March, 
when 3° 17' ™ will be rising, asfollows :—

The longitude of the Moon at this time 
is 28° 39' m, which is the descendant of 
the horoscope, and this degree sets at 
19h. 57m. 32s., or 26sec. later than the 
given birth time showing the actual time to 
be 2h. Om. 26s. p.m. 
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Example 2.—Female, born 2nd May, 
1847, 9 p.m. Asc. 29? 53' m, | 89 40' f. 
In this case we have the Moon just below 
the ascendant and decreasing in light, and 
consequently we should expect to find the 
regular interchange of the two factors at the 
epoch. Such, however, is not the case. 

Ten revolutions counted backwards mea- 
sure to 2nd August, 1846, but the Moon 
being decreasing and below, the period is 
less than the norm by its distance from the 
descendant, divided by 13, and brings us to 
14th August, on which day the Moon will be 
in the last degrees of 8, but the ascendant 
at this time will be the Moon's place at 
birth, and not its opposite point.

The Moon’s longitude at this time is 29° 
22’ $ which is the descendant of the birth 
figure. The right ascension of the meridian 
at birth will therefore be 11h. 37m. 47s. or 
2m. 49s. less than it was at 9 p.m., showing 
the correct time of birth to have been Hh. 
57m. lis. p.m. 

To have treated this case as a regular 
epoch of the fourth order would have made 
the ascendant 3° 33' f and the time as 
9.20 p.m., an altogether improbable and 
absurd rectification. 

It will be noticed that in each of the 
above examples the Moon has held the same 
position, below the horizon and decreasing, 
and the irregularity has in each case been 
that the Moon's place at birth has ascended 
at the epoch instead of descending. There 
is no juggling first with one factor and then 
with the other to make the thing “ fit," but 
the entire calculation follows a definite 
principle. A similar state of affairs exists 
in the cases where the Moon is above the 
horizon and increasing, the luminary at the 
epoch to be in the sign ascending at birth, 
but setting at the epoch instead of rising. 
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These irregular epochs are not of very 
frequent occurrence but they generally hap- 
pen when the Moon is either above the earth 
and increasing or below the earth and 
decreasing. I turned over some 50 different 
cases to find examples of this class, but 
those given were taken from only four found. 
It must here be noticed that the main points 
of the epochal theory is in no way affected 
by this irregularity. The Moon increasing 
and above or decreasing and below—orders 
1 to 4—both give the period of gestition as 
less than the norm by the Moon's distance 
from the horizon last crossed, and in the ex- 
amples given it will be seen that this main 
point is not altered. The day of the epoch 
is found in the usual way, the Moon is 
found in the ascending or descending sign 
in accordance with the rule, but the Moon's 
place at birth ascends when decreasing and 
descends when increasing. Similarly, cases 
occur in the reverse way, the Moon being be- 
low and decreasing, but the Moon’s place at 
birth descending, and the Moon at the epoch 
being in the ascendant of the horoscope and 
vice versa when above and increasing.

LI. students of palmistry must be greatly 
impressed by the wide field of usefulness 
opened up by a knowledge of this subject. 
The point I wish to emphasise is the great 
number of palmistry signs relating to health. 

A knowledyve of these signs could not fail to be 
of immense benefit to all, but more especially 
to the members of the medical profession of both 
SONUS, 

It is generally conceded that. no two patients 
require the same treatment, although they may 
sutfer from the same form of disease. The consti- 
tution, hereditary tendencies, temperament and 
character generally must be taken account of, and 
the course of treatment modified to suit the require- 
ments of each individual patient. 

The old family doctor may have the necessary 
knowledge; most likely, having known his patient 
from childhood, he will be well versed in all their 
littie peculiarities, both. constitutional and tempera- 
mental, and therefore he will know almost exactly the 
course of treatment most suitable for the subject. 

Still, à very large percentage of patients must of 
necessity be entirely unknown to their medical 
adviser. ‘Therefore, the inference to be drawn is that 
the treatment will very often be in the form of an 
experiment until a knowledge of the subject's con- 
stitution. is gained by experience. An important 
point to consider is that a patient is rarely quite 
candid or open with the doctor. This may occur 
through sheer inability to correctly describe the 
symptoms of his case. It is not without precedent 
that people have suffered for years from some 
insidious complaint and yet only been treated 
for an ordinary ailment such as digestive or stomach 
trouble. 

With a nurse or doctor possessing a knowledge 
of palmistry such a case would be practically 
impossible ; the hand of the patient would be as an 
open book for them to read. 

The disease most likely to be suffered from, the 
quality and action of the heart, circulation, amount 
of vitality and endurance possessed by the patient, 
would be seen almost at a glance ; also the general 
character and disposition of the subject and, most 
important point of all, the strength of will power to 
resist or overcome the sickness and disease. It is 
not my intention in this paper to give an exhaustive 
survey of all the signs relating to health in palmistry. 
Possibly the majority of you know them as well, as 
myself or even better. A brief summary will 
perhaps be of interest to those who have not as yet 
taken up the study. 
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Usefulness of Palmistry in the Medical Profession.

Lines,.—The colour, depth, and clearness of the 
lines vive an indication of the constitution generally. 
Pale and bloodless lines show a weak constitution ; 
red lines, activity, cheerfulness, bodily strength and 
good circulation ; yellow lines a bilious subject ; 
and dark or purple lines are a sign of low spirits or 
nervous depression. 

The heart line will indicate the strength or weak- 
ness of that organ. The head line very often 
indicates the effect of nervous breakdown caused by 
strain or overstudy, and sometimes accidents or 
wounds. The health line shows the condition of the 
liver and digestive organs. 

Accidents are indicated on the mount of Mars 
below Mercury, and some internal troubles on the 
mount of Moon. 

The life and fatelines will usually show the time of 
illness or accident, and there is generally a connecting 
line to show from which direction the trouble will 
come. ‘The excessive development of certain mounts 
will indicate a tendency to suffer from certain 
diseases, Thus, with Jupiter excessive there is a 
liability to lung and chest disorders. Saturn exces- 
sive, liability to nervous disorders and affections ofthe 
joints, spleen, and teeth. Apollo excessive, a ten- 
dency for weak sight and othereye diseases. Mercury 
excessive, liability to bilious attacks, coughs, impedi- 
ments of speech, and a tendency to insanity. With 
Mars excessive there is liability for smallpox, fevers, 
throat affections, hemorrhoids and accidents from 
minerals and weapons. With Moon excessive 
there is a liability to melancholia, madness, dropsy, 
consumption, and accidents by water. With Venus 
excessive there is a tendency to suffer from hysteria 
and female disorders, more especially if the Moon 
be equal in development. 

Nails.—The nails also show the condition of health 
to a certain extent. When of a clear pink colour, the 
surface smooth and the flesh falling gently away 
from the nail, it is a sign of good health. If the 
nail has an impoverished look, as though the horn 
had become dying or dead, causing a fluted appear- 
ance, it is an indication of a lack of vital force and 
consequent nervous exhaustion. Thin nails with the 
tips bent inwards are a sign of weak constitution 
and smalllife force. Pale nails show a weak con- 
dition of health ; and bluish coloured nails have the 
same significance. Flatnails indicate heart trouble. 

A raised condition at the base indicates throat 
weakness ; if raised in thecentre, chest trouble ; and if 
raised all the way, giving the nail the appearance of 
a bird's beak, it is an indication of lung trouble. 

Spots have a more or less important indication 
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according to position and colour. White spots are 
almost always harmless, except when on the head 
line. Blue spots indicate the presence of nervous 
disease. Ifon the head line it shows danger of brain 
fever or nervous weakness ; or, if on the heart line, 
weakness of the heart or illness caused by love. A 
red spot indicates a wound from a blow or an 
accident according to its position. For instance, on 
the head line a blow or fall on the head ; and, if on 
the life line, an illness caused by accident. 

White spots on the head line indicate illnesses 
according to which mount is highest. For instance: 
With Saturn highest, toothache will be the result ; 
with Apollo highest, the eyes will be affected ; if 
Venus be highest then deafness will ensue; and the 
ages at which these things are likely to occur are 
generally shown by rays which connect them with the 
life line. 

The Star, Island, Cross and Circle are also more or 
less significant indications, according to the nearest 
line or mount. Stars usually indicate something in 
the nature of a shock. For instance: A star on the 
head line is a warning of danger to the head or 
mental powers, either by a shock to the nervous 
system, bringing on brain fever, or by an accident ; 
a cross on the life line, sickness at the time shown 
on the life line; a circle on the life line is a sign of 
blindness, or if on the mount of moon, danger from 
drowning; an island near the centre of life line 
indicates a weak state of health during the time the 
length of island indicates; an island on the health 
line shows weak digestive powers and danger of 
internal and intestinal complaints. 

Naturally there will be modifications of these 
signs, and the palmist must learn by experience how 
to judge and give the true value of the indications. 

We see, then, that the hand does reveal the health, 
character and disposition of the subject, and that so 
clearly and significantly that it cannot deceive. The 
facial expression, by a strong effort of will, we may 
control; but the most consummate hypocrite cannot 
alter the shape or outline of the hand. It is hard 
or soft, coarse or refined, sensual or chaste, has many 
marks or few, according as the brain of the owner 
guides, controls, or trains it. 

When once the medical fraternity realise this fact 
doctors and nurses will not be considered fully 
equipped for their professions without a knowledge 
ot palinistry, and then palmisiry as a science will 
stand upon a higher level than it has ever done 
before. 

And if I may use an Americanism it is '* up to us ” 
who are palmists to present this useful aspect of 
palmistry when and wherever we can find an oppor- 
tunity.

By “Grand Orient.” 


A reference to the contents table of this new work 
by ‘‘ Grand Orient ” is sufficient to show that it is a 
mine of inexhaustible treasure for those who possess 
or would acquire the arts of the seer, either for their 
own guidance, or for the amusement and instruction 
of others. The Great Oracle of the Gods can be used 
merely as an entertaining game of chance, or, by 
psychic interpretation, as a prolific method of divin- 
ing. The section entitled The Art of Knowing the 
Good Genii contains matter that dates from great 
antiquity, being part of the Practical Kabalah of the 
Hebrews. The Wheel of Wisdom is based on a rare 
manuscript belonging to the famous eighteenth cen- 
tury antiquary, Dr. Sibley. 


The symbolism of precious stones has been studied 
in all ages, and in the present issue there is much 
collected old-world lore as to the virtues in gems and 
the legends and beliefs in connection with them. No 
less interesting are the sections on Planetary Lore, 
and on Divination by Flowers in accordance with 
Hermetic Doctrine concerning solar and lunar in- 
fluences.

Seven years ago Dr. Kozminsky issued the fourth 
edition of his interesting little book, and the previous 
editions ran through several thousands of copies.

LESSON III. 


EXPLANATION OF TEMPERAMENT. 


The next thing a student of Graphology must com- 
prehend is the meaning of temperament, and alsothe 
names and functions of the brain centres, as the brain 
and other parts of the body are the instruments ofthe 
mind, the hands and other organs of the t ody carry- 
ing out what the mind suggests to the brain. 

In using the word temperament, the relative con- 
ditions of the dense physical body of man is referred 
to, and it will be admitted that these conditions have 
much to do with the manifestations of character. 

For the purposes we have in view it may be said 
that the dense physical body is made up of three 
parts: the Mental system, the Motive system, and a 
Vital system. 

The Mental system embraces the brain and nervous 
system which are the instruments o! thought, and 
indicate the ability for mentality. 

The Motive system embraces the bones and mus- 
cles, which are the instruments of physical strength 
and endurance. 

The Vital system embraces the heart, liver, lungs, 
stomach, and other vital organs, which are the in- 
struments to generate life force, and manifest what 
is termed vitality, The office of the vital system is 
to manufacture and distribute nutrition to all parts 
of the body, and take up waste material and carry 
it off. 

Of course, everybody possesses a Mental system, a 
Motive system, and a Vital system, though seldom 
in equal proportions, most persons having a slight 
predominance of one system over the others. 

What the character reader must do to understand 
temperament is to detect the proportion of each 
system in each person. One may have:—

By "NUMERARY.'' 
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A FRIEND of mine told me he preferred ‘to leave 
numerology alone, as he likened the science to a 
concertina. He stated that both could be well 
stretched and almost any tune played thereon. This 
is true, certainly, but providing the instrument is in 
the hands of one who understands it, it is possible to 
obliterate discord and obtain very satisfactory results. 
It certainly seems to me to be considerably weakened 
in the hands of would-be writers who allow their zeal 
for the truth to lead them into pitiful errors. I have 
a few remarks to make with regard}to the number 
“8” which might be interesting to readers of THE 
MESSENGER. 

This number is attributed to Saturn, and it cer- 
tainly seems to possess in itself the qualities of 
Saturn, viz., slow, careful, patient and methodical. 
Persons possessing this number as a final unit to 
their names are naturally reliable and persevering. 
It is also the number of the money-maker, as it gives 
its owner the qualities which enable him to lay up 
treasures on earth. It is peculiar to note that the 
letters L. S. D. equal 3+1+47°8, and many well- 
known men of money possess the number 8 as a final 
unit to their names. Witness the following: Carnegie 
equals 44-8; Vanderbilt 44—8; Rothschild—8; 
and another personality capable of dealing with 
money, Lloyd George::8. The number ''8"' is con- 
sidered as the first cube of energy, and is an evenly 
even number. A proverb attributed to the Greeks 
was that * All numbers were eight." Musical 
ratios are distinguished by this number; eight is the 
number of Saturn, and there are eight moons of 
Saturn.! Their are eight beatitudes of the Christian 
religion; Noah was the eighth in descent, and there 
were eight souls saved in the Ark ; 888 is the number 
of the Light Bringer, and is in direct opposition to 
666, the number of the Beast.

articles, and also to deal with the reply of 

Mr. Geo. Wilde in the last issue of THE 
MESSENGER, instead of in a separate article. 
I. Unprogressive Astrology.—To build a 
man of straw and then to proceed to demolish 
it is not quite what we should have expected 
- from Mr. Wilde, though, in my opinion, this 
sentence aptly describes Mr. Wilde’s attitude. 
Now, as I have numbered the paragraphs 
in his reply, I shall simply refer to these 
numbers to avoid making extracts, and thus 
save space. (1) The hylegliacal places have 
undergone modification. The traditional 
rule was that the whole of the eleventh house 
was one of these places. Modern experience 
gives only one half of that house, the half 
nearer to the midheaven. With this excep- 
tion, and the rejection of the part of Fortune, 
Ptolemy's rules hold good. (2) The part of 
Fortune has not been wholly rejected. Some 
astrologers still have faith in it. (3) The 
question of the orbs will be dealt with later. 
(4) We must confess ignorance of the point 
concerning wife's directions, the argument is 
supposititious. (5) There is no mystery 
whatever in the fact that many directions 
are inoperative. The modern methods of 
directing have cleared away these anomalies, 
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and great progress has been made. (6) The 
question of rectification is too long a subject 
to argue now. We disagree entirely with 
Mr. Wilde's contentions, and we have both 
proof and experience to show that his con- 
clusions are wrong. The subject was dealt 
with in Vol. II. 

II. Prenatal Directions and the Epoch.— 
We consider Mr. Wilde is needlessly, per- 
haps unconsciously, discourteous in his 
remarks anent prenatal directions, and his 
epithet “that prenatal directions can only 
emanate from an obscurantist (sic) who can- 
not defend it" demands an apology. The 
supposed obscurantist is Mr. H. S. Green, 
well known for the last 25 years as & niost 
capable and conscientious astrologer. He 
has not only proved his discovery by numer- 
ous examples in astrological magazines, but 
we ourselves have given scores of illustrations 
in THE MESSENGER of these directions, and 
have conclusively proved that many events 
are shown only by them. ‘The validity of 
prenatal directions is absolutely uncontro- 
vertible, and we challenge Mr. Wilde to 
disprove them. In regard to the sneer 
against the Epoch, we are not wasting space 
by arguing the matter, as it is being dealt 
with in these pages, and in the next volume 
it is proposed to deal with Epochal directions. 
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The fact that directions are computed from 
the Epoch, and birth times not only rectified 
thereby, but actually computed therefrom, 
is another point which is beyond contradic- 
tion, and which we further challenge Mr. 
Wilde to disprove. But witness Mr. Wilde's 
inconsistency. He claims that no progress 
has been made in the science, and yet when 
an old theorem is revived, its anomalies rec- 
tified and contradictions expunged, and it is 
brought out in a new and more scientific 
form, he sneers at it and calls it a ‘‘ phantom.” 
We will add one further remark. Mr. Wilde, 
in his concluding sentence, says: ‘“‘ Having 
investigated this aspect during the last nine 
years, our conclusions are surely not imma- 
ture.’ We parody this sentence: “ Having 
investigated the prenatal epoch for the last 
fifteen years, during which time we have 
rectified many hundreds of horoscopes by it, 
and computed over four score birth times 
from past events by its means, our conclusions 
are surely not immature." 

III. Horoscope of Prince Christian Victor.— 
We claim complete justification for the cor- 
rection of this birth time, and for any other 
similar correction made. Mr. Wilde shows 
a very scanty knowledge of the subject by 
saying that it brings the Sun and Moon into 
a hylegliacal position. It does not do so. 
Let us produce the facts. The Sun's semi- 
arc is 102° 2, and his meridian distance 
75°11". The Moon has a semiarc of 100°55', 
and a meridian distance of 57° 4'. There- 
fore the Sun is 26°51’ above the western 
horizon, 1" 51' outside the limits allowed, 
and the meridian distance of the Moon is 
6G" 37! greater than half its semiarc, which 
also places it outside the said limits. But 
Ptolemy's rule properly read does bring the 
Sun into a hylegliacal place. its angular posi- 
tion being 23" 41' above the horizon, and 
the directions for death confirm this. 

IV. The New Aspects.—We regret that 
Mr. Wilde has only answered isolated points, 
instead of dealing with the main contention 
against these new aspects, as desired by us. 
Had he done so, some definite result might 
have been obtained, but as it is we have 
not progressed one wit onward. We very 
particularly requested him to deal with the 
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main argument against the validity of the 
new aspects, viz., that in all the ten cases 
cited in the Antares Almanac, where. birth 
time was given, the old aspects indicated the 
death, both in the horoscope and by direc- 
tion, and that the new aspects were not 
required at all, but this he evades. 

V. The statement that Kepler’s aspects 
were produced by a division of the old is 
supposititious. What are the 108°, 135°, 
and 144° and 150° divisions of ? We 
may just as well argue that the sextile is 
merely an aspect because it is a division of 
the trine, or that the square is only an aspect 
because it is a division of the opposition. 
Such an argument is pure assumption. All 
angular distances, or aspects are based on 
natural and geometrical principles, and 
every aspect forms the exact angle, or supple- 
mental angle, of & regular polygon, which 
may be inscribed in a circle. This fact alone 
is sufficient to dismiss Mr. Wilde's new 
aspects as a delusion. I would recommend 
him to read the article on page 178, Vol. II. 
of THE MESSENGER. With regard to the 
10S" and 40°, as well as the 189, 24" and 
36°, we merely called attention to their exis- 
tence previous to Mr. Wilde's claim to their 
discovery. Evidence has been given in 
recent astrological literature of these aspects. 
both horoscopical and by direction; and 
though one would hardly like to say that 
Mr. Wilde is out of touch with the science, 
it certainly seems strange that he has not 
observed this. As to the Hindu sub-divisions 
which coincide with the new aspects, Mr. 
Wilde appeals for the facts. Here are some 
of them. A Dásámsha is 3°, three times 
three are 9%, this coincides with the 9° 
aspect and its multiples; those of 223" cor- 
respond with the dwadasamsa; those based 
on the septile with the Nakshatrams, etc. 

VI.—We entirely agree with Mr. Wilde 
that it is unscientific to give aspects long 
orbs in the horoscopes and to curtail them to 
19 in directions. But what astrologers do 
so? lt is an undisputable fact that all 
modern and up-to-date astrologers agree that 
the effects of an aspect by direction remain 
in force for several years, according to the 
orb of aspect, and it is a distinct error to 
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affürm the contrary. Will Mr. Wilde give 
his authority for this statement ? 

VII.—The contention that all aspects are 
of the same strength is both illogical and 
unscientific, and absolutely unsupported by 
facts. 

VIII. to X.— We strongly object to Mr. 
Wilde’s misrepresentations in these para- 
graphs. Neither Sepharial nor myself have 
ever brought forward birth-date studies in 
connection with the new aspects, and nothing 
we have said has any bearing on the discus- 
sion. Our statement that '' The birth-date 
of the Duke of Fife can prove nothing” holds 
good, the words '' relating to the New aspects" 
after "nothing" being implied, as Mr. Wilde 
ought to understand. Our contention was 
that this case, as well as all the other birth- 
date cases, could prove nothing in regard to 
the new aspects, as it was impossible with- 
out the birth time to know whether the Sun 
was within orbs of one aspect or the next 
to it. Further than that, Mr. Wilde has 
admitted (in his first letter to us) the very 
force of our éontention, and has actually 
stated that without the birth time he could 
not tell which aspect the Sun was in orbs of. 
He claims that his Titanic horoscopes prove 
the new aspects, and yet admits that without 
the birth time he cannot compute them. 
Surely this is very inconsistent. 

XI.—We beg leave to question what the 
identifying of Christ's star has to do with 
Astrology ? 

XII.— Mr. Wilde should be careful to quote 
correctly. Nothing was said about the 
Ephemeris of Saturn being non-existent 
prior to 1798. The correct statement, which 
is quite a different one, was that “an accurate 
ephemeris of Saturn was non-existent.” 

XIIIL—We disagree entirely with Mr. 
Wilde. The new aspects, instead of clearing 
the air, will only tend to thicken the fog. 
May we call his attention to a statement 
(apparently Editorial) in the February issue 
ot Modern Astrology, page 66: '' The opinion 
was expressed that if used, the burden of the 
student would be made heavier by the con- 
fasion their use would cause." Coming from 
such a source, it is an opinion which cannot 
be disregarded. 
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XIV.—We have already pointed out that 
evil aspects of promittors do, not prevent 
their subsequent good aspects from operating 
under certain conditions. These conditions 
are satisfied in Sepharial’s horoscope, in 
which Mr. Wilde's theory of promittors is 
upset. Assuming the Sun to bs in good 
aspect with Uranus, its subsequent evil 
aspect, the semi-square, will be inoperative. 
I have asked Sepharial to state the facts. 

Our Line of Future Discussion.—The in- 
troduction of this discussion on the new 
aspects has led us into several bye-ways, 
and therefore our rule must be '' One subject 
at a time." We must defer our promised 
evidence against the new aspects until 
later, also our criticism of the further 
cases supplied by Mr. Wilde, and omitted 
from his reply. In the next issue we 
will reserve sufficient space for Mr. Wilde 
to deal with the question of the new aspects, 
and to answer the points which have been 
raised against them. Most particularly is 
he requésted to deal with the ten cases cited 
in Antares Alnianac, where complete birth- 
dates were given, and in which we have 
shown that the radical indications of accident 
and violence were conclusively shown by the 
old aspects, and that the directions at death 
were similar. Mr. Wilde puts forward his 
own new aspects (many of which were not 
exact at the time of death) as showing the 
events, and entirely ignores the existence of 
the old major aperte An explanation is 
required. 

With regard to Gapo Astrology, 
the Epoch and Prenatal Directions, if 
Mr. Wilde cares to make further comments, 
we will have them filed for future discussion, 
but for the present we must keep to the 
original subject.

| FIND that in consequence of my first

the controversy. The rejection of my first 
letter and the abstracting from it the case of 
Prince Christian Victor was not fair, though 
I did not intend to say anything about it: 
but a second mutilation of my article con- 
pels me to lift up my voice in protest. 

| note that in the February number 
the Editor has now adopted a dogmatic 
attitude. He says that the aspects are “new 
fangled and impossible.” and also adds on 
another page that one of the cases cited “is 
utterly at variance. because both Saturn and 
. Neptune were in watery signs," consequently 
the little girl ought to have died not by fire, 
but by water. Referring to the Chaldean 
tradition of Petostris, Paul of Alexandria and 
Dorothea Sidon, I find that the watery signs 
had no place in their Astrology. Moreover. 
triplicities were invented for meteorological 
forecasts and have nothing to do with 
natal astrology. I also used to think that 
the promittors in watery signs had some- 
thing to do with deaths, but these were in- 
discretions of youth. I have found since 
that many people dle through drowning 
when the promittors are in other signs. In 
fact, it will be found so in many of the 
cases of the Titanics engineers, also m 
the case of the Marquis of Waterford. 

Now in the case of the son of Mr. W. T. 
Stead the Sun is hyleg, consequently Saturn 
in opposition to the ascendant had nothing 
to do with his death. The Editor does not 
appear to see that if we admit his chance- 
medley astrology as evidence against the 
new aspects, it would have to be admitted as 
evidence against the methods of Ptolemy 
and Placidus. Even so in the case of 
Prince Christian Victor, since he must find 
an aspect to the ascending degree, which 1s 
hyleg at the moment of death. 
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It will be remembered that in THE 
MESSENGER for October, 1910, Sepharial 
instanced the most interesting case of Frank 
Podmore, who was born on February 5th, 
1856, saving that he was found drowned 
on August 17th, 1910. Sepharial correctly 
says that the Sun was in quartile aspect to 
Uranus, and he will also find that at his 
death the Sun was in septi-sexaquartile 
to the progressive position of Uranus. 

Sepharial: also gave the case of Lady 
Marjorie Stuart- Erskine, born September 7th, 
Iss0. Her body was found with a broken 
ankle in July, 1910. Now at her birth the 
Sun was in sesqui-quadrate to Saturn and 
also in sexaquartile to Uranus. Observe 
that at her death the Sun was in quinde- 
tricibinile Saturn's progressive position, and 
in tri-tricibinile Uranus’ progressive position. 

Here, however. is some more evidence. 
It is that of the son of Mr. W. T. Stead, 
who died in 1905. He was born at 1 p.m., 


March 30th, 1574, at Darlington. His death 
was the result of blood poisoning. Now, in 


this case the Sun was within orb the qui- 
tricibinile Saturn. Under the old aspects 
this would be considered to be a sextile. 
But observe that at his death the Sun was 
in quartile aspect to Saturn. This evidence 
disposes of the long orbs of the old aspects. 

Here is another case. Mr. W. was born 
at 4.30 p.m. December 6th, 1869, North 
Yorks. The Sun was in sedecile to Mars 
and sexaquartile Saturn. He died at the 
age of 25, when Mars was within orb the 
septi-sexaquartile of the Sun and also within 
orb the sedecile of Saturn. Of course it is 
also admitted that the Sun was conjunction 
Mars in the radix. The Sun at birth was 
also unde-tricibinile Neptune, and at his 
death the Sun was within orb the septde- 
sexaquartile Neptune. 

Here is another case. Mrs. V. was born 
at 11.15 a.m., November 6th, 1873, London. 
The Sun was almost exactly trede-sexaquar- 
tile Saturn. There would be nothing to 
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account for her death at age 32 if we do not 
admit Saturn, as an evil promittor, for 
observe that at her death the Sun was within 
orb the septi-sexaquartile Saturn, also 
within 2° of a semisquare of Saturn. 

The hyleg bogey has long ago been re- 
jected by sensible writers on Astrology, such 
as Raphael, and it has not hitherto embar- 
rassed the Editor or prevented him from 
giving judgment in the case of the Duke 
of Fife. 

Speaking of the epoch in the October 
(1912) number, the Editor says: “ Its value is 
even more strongly shown in the calculation 
of directions therefrom, especially in con- 
nection with infant horoscopes. Children 
are born at favourable moments with little 
afiliction shown in their horoscopes, yet their 
lives are short, perhaps only a few months, 
a few weeks or a few days; events occur for 
which there are no corresponding directions 
from the horoscope. Where lies the solution 
of these apparent anomalies? Turn to the 


epoch and there will be found the ' master 


$$ 


key. 

The new aspects will effectually dispose of 
this questionable medley. Sepharial also 
made his remarks (on the cases of mere 
birth date, namely Mr. Podmore and Lady 
Stuart-Erskine) heedless of the hyleg. 
These writers’ indifference to this vital point 
is only the more remarkable when they de- 
mand that I should not be inattentive to the 
hvleg when only the birth date is available, 
as in the case of those brave Titanic’s 
engineers. After such inferences, their 
contention that the hyleg must not be dis- 
regarded crumbles into dust, and they must 
now admit the unanswerable and not wholly 
inconclusive evidence for the new aspects in 
these cases. 

The remarks “severest censure," ''Chal- 
dean ineptitude," and ''bolstering up the 
erroneous theory of promittors " must surely 
be well, I leave it to thorough 
students and thinking readers to judge for 
themselves. After this, it is & relief to 
turn to the D'Artagnan of occult journal- 
ism, Sepharial, though there is surely 
a bit of Aramis about his remarks. It was 
never asserted that the aspect of an evil 
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may be affected and not the health. 
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promittor always destroys life. The fortunes 
What 
I do state is, that there are obviously other 
vital points (other hylegliacal places) and the 
Sun is mostly hyleg. This I have proved 
after many years of investigation. Sepharial 
suggests a friendly tilt after aiming a blow 
at my head. There is nothing occult about 
Sepharial’s rapier which he wields with no 
excessive scrupulousness, and, like the 
doughty D’Artagnan, he has no intention of 
allowing himself to be beaten. He has not 
yet surrendered his sword to us after the 
battle. respecting the Dreyfus horoscope, 
when he will remember he had myself and 
A. G. Trent as opponents in the “Coming 
Events " days, more than a dozen years ago. 

Of course, I did not quite appreciate his 
thrusts in those days, and the wounds he 
inflicted did not increase my admiration of 
his prowess or for his skill of parry and 
thrust. There is no doubt, moreover, that 
after the clash of arms, should I enter the 
lists, our differences would not be settled. 
The only good it would be likely to do 
would be to possibly demolish much of the 
rubbish under which the real Astrology lies 
buried. In the meantime, it would be in- 
teresting to me if Sepharial would conduct 
an autopsy on the horoscope of Prince 
Christian Victor to see if he can find an ap- 
propriate arc of direction to the ascending 
degree, which is hyleg, after re-casting the 
horoscope for the recqrded time. The cases 
presented in this article will also afford him 
further material, and then well, let us 
see what his rules of the tournament are 
and then I can decide whether to pick up or 
leave alone his gauntlet. In any case, he 
must choose some other medium, since space 
is denied to us in this journal. 

Asif the chance-medley stuff was insuthi- 
cient to overwhelm the new aspects, Sepharial 
must needs resort to worn-out proverbs. 
Why, new wine is to-day put into old 
bottles! The adage grew out of the fact that 
old eastern wine bottles were skin bags. and 
when they were new and the new wine was 
put into them they stretched with the ex- 
pansion of the wine when the temperature 


was warm. Now, they found that when 
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they again used these wine skins for new 
wine they burst under an increase of tem- 
perature, for this reason—their capacity for 
expanding had gone with the first wine. If 
he, Sepharial,—or is it Aramis this time ?— 
had done a little serious thinking, he would 
have remembered that Kepler's aspects though 
but few, did not burst the old astrological 
bottle! But how absurd the adage is, when 
we remember that in physics and chemistry 
new discoveries are made almost daily. 
Throughout the Universe there is no finality 
in anything ; all sciences are subject to the 
law of progress, and change is the key-note 
of the whole Creation ! 

The Editor deleted a paragraph which I 
had quoted of his, in which he said that “ 50 
per cent. of the events of life are shown by 
converse or prenatal directions." And yet 
he contends, and so does Sepharial, that the 
new aspects are not needed, and that there 
are old aspects in every case to account for 
the death. 

The so-called counter-evidence is evidence 
against and contradicts the Editor's previous 
utterances.

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| Old Truths and New Aspects. | 
e a a By '" SEPHARIAL." B 


E have no reason to take seriously to 
wW heart any innovation upon the old 
and well-trodden paths of astro- 
logy. Indeed, if it can be truly 
shown that new aspects are also true aspects 
we should be wise to give them the fullest 
consideration. But I am bound to confess 
that there are one or two features in the 
pronouncements of Mr. Wilde which urge to 
caution. Let me try to put my view-point 
clearly before the student. 

In the first place it is well known that 
Mr. Wilde has long held the theory that in 
order for a planet to affect the course of 
everts by direction it must have a radical 
aspect to asignificator of the same nature (not 
necessarily of the same measure) as that 
thrown by the promittor in direction. Now 
this theory requires the elaboration of new 
aspects, for it can readily be shown not to 
hold good in regard to the old aspects. 

Another feature of doubtful nature in the 
newly-suggested aspects is that they are sub- 
divisions of those already known to us, and 
would not, I think, have escaped the lynx- 
eyed observation of astrological researchers, 
many of whom in the past contributed to 
the science. Indeed, we are aware that 
Kepler himself added some minor aspects to 
the list, but it is obvious that they had only 
& theoretical value with him as he does not 
cite any reasons for his introduction of them 
nor giveany demonstrations of their operative 
value. Then again, Mr. Wilde has expressly 
stated that all aspects are of the same value 
—that is to say, all aspects of the same 
nature (good or evil) have the same efficacy. 
A semisextile would have the same value as 
a trine, the aspect of 224 degrees would 
have the same value as the opposition or 
quadrature or the newly-imported 5% degrees. 
The only difference of effect is due to the 
position, elevation, etc., of the radical pro- 
mittor. 

Frankly, I do not think that this can be 
allowed without contemplating an entire 
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reconstruction of the whole astrologica: 
system. The ancients came to the con- 
clusion that certain planetary aspects were 
benefic and certain others malefic. They 
calculated arcs of direction and made predic- 
tions accordingly. Is it to be supposed that 
they measured radical aspects to within 
limits of a degree and a half before they 
allowed that a directional trine would oper- 
ate for good or an opposition for evil (as 
men count good and evil)? Yet if Mr. Wilde 
would claim an ascendancy over these astro- 
logers of the past he should be in a position 
to demonstrate that only when the radical 
aspect of a promittor is good can it operate 
for good in direction after birth. In other 
words, when Jupiter is in bad aspect to a 
significator ut birth it can be ruled out of 
court whenever it forms a subsequent trine 
or sextile by direction. Similarly, if Saturn 
be in good aspect at birth its evil aspects 
by direction can be regarded as inoperative. 
This is a position entirely subversive of all 
our experience. 

- But let us look at the facts. I pointed 
out that in my own horoscope Uranus was 
in quadrature to the Sun (by the old method), 
and yet that its sextile by direction placed 
me suddenly in a position of considerable 
responsibility with proportionate emolu- 
ments. Mr. Wilde then pointed out that 
according to his aspectarian Uranus was in 
good radical aspect to the Sun. So be it. 
But what will Mr. Wilde say when J inform 
him that Uranus in semisquare to the Sun 
by direction permanently disabled my left 
hand, that for eight weeks I was under 
operation for blood poisoning contracted by 
human malice, and that at the same time I 
lost my first-born son. That looks as if a 
planet acts by aspect in directions irre- 
spective of its radical promise, does it not ? 

Then further, if we examine the genesis 
of these new aspects, we shall find that they 
are natural derivatives from the primary 
aspects based upon the triangle and the: 
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square. Thus, from the trine we have the 
sextile 60, the semisextile 30, and thence the 
measures of 15, 73, 3ł and 14. From the 
square we get the semisquare of 45, and 
thence the 223, 111, and 58 degrees. But 
why stop there? For since, according to 
Mr. Wilde, all aspects are of the same 
efficacy, 52 being equal in power to the 
opposition or square, there is no reason why 
21$, or even 117 should not be equally efti- 
cacious, and on these lines it is possible to 
proceed ad infinitum until what is known as 
an aspect becomes a fraction of a second of 
space and disappears into limbo. 

À further point to which the attention of 
the student should be directed is that it is 
claimed that the Sun is alone responsible for 
the production of events by direction. This, 
while extremely convenient, inasmuch as it 
obviates to a great extent the need for an 
accurate horoscope, is certainly extremely 
faulty, for it can be shown without the 
shadow of a doubt that directions of the 
Midheaven and Ascendant, transits and 
eclipses over these points, and directions 
of the Moon in the prime vertical, are all 
responsible for events cf the greatest signi- 
ficance in the life. If Mr. Wilde has any 
doubt about this, there are hundreds of 
astrologers who will satisfy him with evi- 
dence of the facts. 

While, therefore, advocating the need for 
an open mind in regard to all innovations to 
our traditional knowledge of astrology, it is 
also important that we should accept nothing 
without putting it to a rigid test. Other 
points in debate need but secondary mention. 
The Part of Fortune, rightly calculated,is not 
to be discarded. 1 use it in my daily observa- 
tions with the greatest satisfaction. Recti- 
fication of horoscopes can certainly be made, 
and even unknown horoscopes can be found, 
providing that some reliable and exact data 
are afforded. Hermes had no means of 
knowing the time of conception and there- 
fore the base of the trutine was not that 
moment, as Mr. Wilde appears tothink. On 
the contrary,the rules given by Argolo, and 
later misrepresented by Wilson in the 
“ Dictionary," take the hour of birth as the 
basis, and the calculation is retrogressive. 
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We can hardly call the horoscope of birth 
“a phantom!” Prenatal directions are in my 
opinion valid for the reason that they corres- 
pond to converse directions in the zodiac by 
primary arcs. They are, of course, as Mr. 
Wilde says, “ mere coincidences,” that is to 
say, they coincide with events, and in this 
respect have to be regarded in the same 
category as all other facts which by coinci- 
dence constitute a law. All natural law is 
based upon coincidence. If Mr. Wilde 
means fortuitous, I am not with him. In 
regard to Lady Erskine and Mr. Podmore 
the two horoscopes are under examination 
with a view to determine what other than 
the influence cited by me may have conspired 
to the production of events. Iam not at this 
moment in a position to say whether or not 
there were aspects to the ascendant in 
either case. The IZphemeris of the planet 
Saturn prior to 1798 does not include the 
discovery of the great equation which, 
owing to the Nautical Almanac being printed 
so far in advance, was not incorporated in 
that publication until, I believe, the year 
1805. Thesame may be said of Jupiter. The 
error may amount to as much as 49' in the 
former and 21 ' in the latter. 

If it be true, as the Editor affirms, that 
there was adequade evidence of the fatalities 
by the old aspects in the ten cases cited, why 
introduce new and redundant factors ? With 
this [ must leave the subject, so far as my 
share in the controversy is concerned, and 
trust that 1n any further discussion the inter- 
ests of truth will prevail, and that students 
will exercise due tolerance, dispassion, acu- 
men and prudence. 

* * + 

There are quite a number of ramifications 
to the subject of astrology, many of which 
are threatened with extinction by neglect, 
while others of more recent development do 
not appear to have claimed the attention 
they deserve. I take it for granted that the 
virtue of anything is in its use. It is 
obvious that the attractions of astrology 
are most frequently of a personal nature and 
less frequently of a purely philosophical 
nature. For this reason probably we 
find that the most attention is given to 
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ihe doctrine of Nativities. But this by no 
means exhausts the subject. Astro-meteoro- 
logy is one of those departments of -astro- 
logical study which has been very much 
neglected, and beyond the addition of the 
probable influence of Neptune and Uranus, 
very little has been added to the observa- 


tions made by Dr. Goad following upon 


Ramesey. Yet, quite obviously, there is 
much to be discovered in this direction. 
Why, for instance, should the fall of tem- 
perature due to the aspects of Uranus and 
Saturn or the rise due to Jupiter and Mars 
be distributed over certain local areas and 
not universaly over the whole temperate 
zone? What are the invariable rules for 
predicting wet or dry, cold or hot seasons? 
These and a number of other questions 
still await definite answers. Seismology also 
claims attention. It is known that there are 
certain earthquake-producing signs, and that 
when a number of planets are grouped in 
those signs violent disturbances take place. 
But. it is also known that great and fatal 
earthquakes have taken place when the 
planets were not thus placed, and reasons 
have been found by reference to eclipse 
positions of the Sun and Moon. The 
subject, however, is in a condition of neglect. 

Horary astrology, which seems to employ 
the symbolical values of the cosmic factors 
in distinction from the causative values just 
referred ta, has certainly fallen into disuse 
among astrologers generally. One reason 
for this is that the rules for judging a 
horary figure are variously given by different 
authors and sometimes found to be contra- 
dictory. Another reason is that the progress 
of astrology in methods of directing and 
judgment of nativities, has given us a more 
certain means of giving a true answer to 
any question propounded. There are, how- 
ever, certain questions which horary astro- 
logy can answer far more reliably and very 
much more readily than can the horoscope 
of birth, or directions made from that source. 
I am strongly in favour of using horary astro- 
logy in conjunction with genethliacal astro- 
logy. Diurnalhoroscopes have not yet been 
exploited nearly so much as their importance 
appears to justify. A great many events are 
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happening daily that all tend to the pro- 
duction of those great crises in the lite 
which can only be: referred to as “ land- 
marks ” and * milestones,” and for which 
we are accustomed to look in connection 
with a concatenation of primary directions 
of major importance. Yet the chain of ne- 
cessity which binds a man is made up of a 
great number of links, each of which is 
torged separately, and these links may be re- 
garded as the daily events of our lives. 
These events have their indicators as surely 
as the greater events to which they lead up 
and of which they are productive. 
Commercial astrology is an aspect of the 
subject which is little understood but much 
sought after because of its practical results. 
What and when to buy and sell, how to 
determine the prospects of any commercial 


undertaking, to predict the rise and fall of 


values, these are aspects of astrology which 
have engaged my attention for some vears, 
and now practically constitute a system 
which is as dependable as the mathematics 
of astrology willallow. Yet very few people, 
even among students of astrology, have any 
knowledge of these principles. The tendency, 
is to refer to the horoscope of birth alone, as 
if a man were Cosmos itself instead of only a 
related particle. Astrology can be made not 
only interesting but lucrative, and the best 
test of it is one's daily experience. 

Thus, while I am far from the opinion re- 
cently expressed that astrology has been at a 
standstill for thousands of years, I certainly 
think that an enormous amount of research 
stands open to the industrious student, any 
branch of which, if effectively carried out, 
would place him aniong the pioneers of this 
greatest and most catholic of all sciences.

In beginning an examination of any hand, it is of 
the utmost importance that careful attention should 
always be given to the shape, size, formation, quality, 
consistency, colour, class of nails, and setting of the 
thumb and fingers, in order to accurately estimate 
the health, character, ability and potentialities of the 
individual. It is true that certain of the principal

lines on the palm will either confirm, modify, or 
intensify the interpretation given to the combined 
indications as enumerated above, such, for instance, 
as the lines of heart, head, life and health. _ These, 
therefore, need to be included in the foregoing list. 
and will enable one to ascertain the physical strength 
or weakness of the 
heart and the state 
of the affections ; 
the extent, condition 
and virility of the 
mental powers; thc 
kind of constitution 
and amount of liie 
force possessed bv 
the subject, as well 
as general health 
conditions, and 
whether memory is 
good or defective. 
But speaking gen- 
erally, it is advisable 
that students should 
consider the mark- 
ings on the palms 
and fingers as a 
register on which is 
infallibly recorded 
the progress, aspira- 
tions and achievc- 
ments of its owner, 
and the effect of the 
working and warring 
between the person- 
alityand surrounding 
circumstances. Let 
us now apply these 
rules to a careful 
analysis of Lord 
Roberts’ hand, in 
order to put them to 
a practical test.

been dealt with in a previous issue of 
Tue MESSENGER (July 1912, p. 197, 
and August, p. 214). It is a Greek 
word, and is supposed to relate to certain 
periods of life, when the planets are more 
potent, and their respective forces more in 
evidence. A certain period is allotted to each 
planet: Sun, 10 years; Venus, 8; Mercury, 
13; Moon, 9 : Saturn, 11; Jupiter, 12: Mars, 
7; Dragou's Head, 3; Dragon's Tail, 2. In 
a Diurnal horoscope the period of the Sun 
comes first, followed by the others in the 
order named. In a Nocturnal horoscope, the 
period of the Moon comes first, then Saturn, 
and the others in the usual order as above. 
Each period is then divided into seven 
equal parts, each part being ruled by the 
planets in the same order as above, begin- 
ning with the planet whose period it is. 
Thus the sub-periods in each of the seven 
periods would be as follows :—

This division is somewhat open to objec- 
tion, as I consider that the sub-periods in 
each period should be in proportion to the 
actual period of the planets, but this objec- 
tion we will deal with later. 

Now I propose to apply this theory to the 
example horoscope previously used, and take 
the three events: (a) Father's Death. (b) 
Accession. (c) Death. 

(a) Fathers Death, 20y. Im. 5d.—The 
birth being diurnal, the Sun's period of ten 
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years is taken first, then Venus of eight 
years. This brings us to the age of 18, so 
that the event falls within the period of 
Mercury, which comes next. We require 
now, 2y. lm. 5d. The sub-period of Mer- 
cury wLich comes first in his own period is 
ly. 10m. 13d., and the Moon's sub-period 
will therefore have been 2m. 22d. in force at 
the time of the event. Mercury and the 
Moon are therefore the planets concerned. 
It is not of much significance, for neither 
the Moon nor Mercury are significators of 
the father, and the only way that it is con- 
‘nected is by the fact that the Moon occupies 


the tenth sign from the ascendant. How- 
ever, let us pass to the next event. 


(b) Accession, 59y. 2m. 13d.—The periods 
of the Sun to Saturn inclusive give 51 years, 
so that the period of Jupiter is in force. 
The sub-periods of Jupiter are equal to ly. 
8m. 20d., and those of Jupiter, Mars, Sun, 
and Venus have passed, covering 6y. 10m. 
20d., and leaving ly. 3m. 23d. of Mercury. 
The planets here are Jupiter and Mercury, 
and this is not very significant. 

(c Death, 68y. 5m. 28d.—The period of 
Mars is now in force, Jupiter's period 
ceasing at the age of 63. Each sub-period 
of Mars is exactly one year, so that five of 
the sub-periods have passed by, and the 
sixth, that of Saturn, is in force. So that 
Mars and Saturn, the two malefics control 
the period of death. Here we have some 
significant influence. 

If we take the sub-periods of the planets 
in proportion to their own years, it will 
make but little difference. Some of the sub- 
periods will be altered, as in the case of that 
for the father's death. The period of Mer- 
cury begins at 18 years, and this planet's 
sub-period in its own period is 2y. 4m. 29d., 
so that the event falls in that sub-period in- 
stead of the next, as in the other method. 
In the case of the Accession, the same sub- 
period is in force as shown by the other rule.

THE SIGNS AND THE PLANETS. 


signs are governed by the planets, each 

sign having a lord or ruler, so that it 

will not be necessary for me to make a 
tabulation of this matter. 

I want now to explain briefly the meta- 
physical basis of this rulership. The twelve 
signs as previously noted are divided into 
four groups or triplicities of three signs each, 
fiery or spiritual; earthy or physical; airy 
or mental; watery or emotional, or psychic, 
corresponding to the four physical tempera- 
ments of man. They are also divided into 
three other groups or quadrants of four signs, 
the cardinal or mental; fired or vital; 
common or motive; corresponding to the 
three mental temperaments. Therefore, the 
four signs in each- triplicity are repectively, 
cardinal, fixed and mutable, and the four 
signs of each quadrant contain a fiery, 
earth, airy and watery sign. : 

In the three fiery signs we have as ruler, 
Mars, the Sun and Jupiter, in their 
positive aspect. The Sun, be it noted, is 
always positive. In the earthy signs we 
obtain Venus, Mercury and Saturn in their 
negative aspect. In the airy signs we have 
Mercury, Venus and Saturn in their positive 
aspect. In the watery signs, the Moon, 
Mars and Jupiter are rulers in the negative 
aspect. 

From the point of view of the exaltations, 
we find the Sun exalted in Aries, the head 
of the fiery group; Mars in Capricorn, the 
head of the earthy group; Saturn in Libra, 
head of the airy ; and Jupiter in Cancer, head 
of the watery. These four signs constitute 
the cardinal signs and are governed by the 
four chief planets. The Moon is exalted in 
Taurus, a fixed and physical sign; Venus in 


| is well known by all students that the 
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Pisces, a mutable and motive sign; Mercury 

in Virgo, a mutable and physical sign. 
Thus we see that each planet, the lumi- 

naries excepted, has three modes of vibration.

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Uranus and Neptune are not considered 
here, as they do not rule any sigh, and any 
teaching put forward is only theoretical and 
has no feal basis. 

It will be noted-that the four cardinal signs 
are the exaltation signs of the Sun, Mars, 
Jupiter and Saturn: the Sun exalted in Aries, 
opposed by Saturn in Libra, spirit against 
matter; Mars exalted in Capricorn in opposi- 
tion to Jupiter in Cancer, desire opposed to 
compassion. Venus representing the prin- 
ciple of pure love is exalted in Pisces, the 
sign of universal love; Mercury in Virgo. a 
mutable and physical sign, the spirit mani- 
festing through the mind ; the Moon, repre- 
senting “ form,” exalted in Taurus, a physical 
and essentially ** form ” sign. 

Many pages could be written on this part 
of our subject, for there is à deep meaning 
in these sign rulerships which can only be 
understood by the intuitive mind. 

In the next chapter I propose to deal with 
the inner nature of the planets.

CHAPTER V. 
A Few PLaiN Facts. 


This month I am making a slight digres- 
sion from my original plan in order to give a 
few plain facts in relation to my subject. 

In the previous chapters we have com- 
pleted the first stage of our study, and before 
proceeding to the explanation of the law of 
Sex, and ils bearings on the principles of the 
Epochal Theory, it will be to our advantage 
to take a brief breathing space, and look 
back for a few moments over the results of 
our study. 

First of all, we have shown that the objec- 
tions made by a certain clique are both 
shallow and devoid of reason, arising entirely 
from & complete ignorance of the principles 
of the theory, and a lack of systematic and 
unbiased study. We then expounded the 
laws of the Epoch as laid down by their 
learned formulator, ''Sepharial," and ex- 
plained in detail the rules and methods 
of calculation. These were then substan- 
tiated by examples containing every possible 
position of the two factors in regard to the 
Sun and each other, and the rules and 
methods of calculation were declared to be 
correct. 

It was then explained that certain anoma- 
les or irregularities existed; that in a few 
cases (not more than five per cent.) the 
regular interchange of factors could not be 
made, and examples were given, showing 
that while the prime laws of the Epoch re- 
mained the same, these irregularities could 
be reduced to rule by a simple variation in 
the interchange of factors. 

It is true that the Trutine of Hermes 
speaks of “conception,” but the rule, 
as handed down, was either garbled or 
inadequate, and ‘‘Sepharial” in his article 
on “ Different Modes of Rectification,” in 
Vol. I. of Destiny (June, 1904, page 9), 
made this pertinent statement: ''The idea

that this epoch has any direct time-relation- 
ship to the physiological fact of conception, 
has been abandoned in deference to appar- 
ently authentic data in several well-estab- 
lished cases.” 

Further, in the same magazine (July, 1904, 
page 47), he states: “ Rectification by the 
‘Prenatal Epoch’ and ‘The Law of Sex’ 
as defined in the Manual of Astrology is not 
always easy to effect on account of the 
numerous factors that are employed, and the 
conditions that have to be satisfied. Thus 
it is not merely sufficient to follow the rule 
for the calculations of Regular Epochs in a 
blindly mathematical manner. One has also 
to bear in mind that the Epoch, when found, 
must define the sex of the subject, in addi- 
tion to showing a general agreement with 
the rules. 1t must also indicate the character 
and fortunes of the subject, and the direc- 
tions made from such Epoch must accord 
with the events of life. It is only too easy 
to find a fictitious Epoch which agrees with 
the birth merely as a time measure. A true 
Epoch shows (1) the actual period of gesta- 
tion, (2) the sex of the subject, (3) his 
character and general fortunes, (4) the chief 
events of life by direction.” 

The truth of this latter fact I can person- 
ally testify to. I have seen cases where an 
Epoch has been found which agrees with the 
birth “ merely as a time measure," but in all 
other respects has been useless. Every 
Epoch found must satisfy these four separate 
conditions, and the most important one is 
that it must show directions for the events of 
life. I am speaking from fifteen years’ per- 
sonal experience with this particular theory, 
and I can produce facts and evidence ad lib 
in support of my statements. 

So far then we have dealt with the Pre- 
natal Epoch in its simple and ordinary 
application, and with its practical and mathe- 
matical principles. Sufficient, however, has 
been written to prove to the student and 
investigator that the theory is not to be rele- 
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vated to the realms of ‘delusions’ or 
phantoms,” in fact, that it is no longer a 
theory but an actual, verifiable truth, and 
one of the most important foundations of 
the whole Astrological fabric. 

I do not intend to delude anyone by asking 
them to "take my word for it." The entire 
rules and principles of the theory have been 
put forward in a simple and logical manner, 
with the necessary examples, and anyone 
who will take the trouble to test the entire 
subject on the lines laid down, must arrive 
at the same conclusion as myself. 

Of course, if there are some who still per- 
sist in mistaking " truth for error," and who 
refuse, out of mere caprice and personal 
feeling, to accept the truth in one of its 
many phases, then it must be distinctly 
stated that we can afford to utterly disregard 
their position in the astrological world and 
take our stand beside those who are their 
superiors and masters in this the twentieth 
century.

The New Aspects. 

We had originally intended to close the 
discussion in this issue, and with this in view 
we had prepared a somewhat lengthy paper 
dealing generally with the whole question 
of the new aspects. As Mr. Wilde sent in 
& very interesting article answering the 
questions we had propounded, and giving 
further information on the subject, we de- 
cided to hold back the greater part of our 
own paper and insert his instead. We shall 
reply in full to Mr. Wilde's article in the 
next issue. 

In the meantime, however, our readers 
will naturaly expect us to reply to Mr. 
Wilde's article on page 104, in fact, it is im- 
perative that we should. First of all, we 
must emphatical deny the charges which 
have been preferred against us by Mr. Wilde. 
His first article was not rejected; what 
actually transpired was stated at the foot of 
page 80. It was subsequently returned to 
him at his own request, in order that he 
might embody the salient points in a second 
paper, as a reply to our criticism in the 
January number. This second article was 
not mutilated, for with the exception of the 
paragraphs mentioned, (the omission of 
which in no way affected the points in dis- 
pute) it was printed verbatim. We did not 
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abstract the horoscope of the Prince from 
the first letter, for it was actually on our 
list of cases to be dealt with as illustrations 
of directing during the present volume. 


The complaint as to space is unfounded, for 


we allowed as much as could be reasonably 
expected, and even deleted serial matter to 
make room for his replies. This explanation 
will show that Mr. Wilde has no justification 
for charges against us. 

With reference to the case of the girl who 
died by fire we did not use the remark credited 
to us, nor did we imply that the child should 
have died by water. 'The exact statement 
made by us was “Is it likely that either of 
these two planets could cause a death so 
utterly at variance with their natures ”? 
Any novice in astrology knows that neither 
Saturn or Neptune have any connection with 
fire, and could not under any conditions 
cause a death by that means. The state- 
ment that triplicities were invented for 
meteorological purposes and have nothing to 
do with natal astrology is preposterous. 
Granted that they may have a connection 
with the former subject, they are also one of 
the most important factors in natal astrology, 
as all our leading astrologers will testify. 

The horoscope of the son of the late Mr. 
Stead as well as those of Mr. W. and Mrs. V. 
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form the subjects of our monthly illustrations 
in directing. and our readers are referred 
thereto for detailed remarks. 

In the matters of the hyleg at the birth of 
the Prince Christian Victor, everything de- 
pends upon the correct interpretation of 
Ptolemy's rule. As we understand it, and 
our opinion is shared by others, the Sun was 
hyleg. As regards the Duke of Fife, the 
fact that solar directions were found at 
death, does not imply that the Sun was 
hyleg. The time of birth may disclose 
other factors. It is well known thai there 
is nothing to prevent evil directions of the 
Sun or Moon, or even both, falling out at 
the time of death, in conjunction with an 
evil direction of the ascendart, the latter 
being hyleg. Many horoscopes can be pro- 
duced to prove this. Witness that of the 
late Duke of Clarence. The ascendant was 
hyleg, and evilly aspected at death, but there 
were two directions each of the Sun and 
Moon at the same time. 

Our quotation respecting the Prenatal 
Epoch is, for once in a way, correctly quoted, 
but we decline to alter or modify the opinions 
expressed therein, nor can we accept the 
statement that the new aspects will 
effectually dispose of what Mr. Wilde chooses 
to call this ‘‘questionable medley.” 


The Vernal Equinox. 

The Sun enters Aries just after 5 a.m. on 
21st March, with the first degree of the sign 
Pisces ascending, and Mars just above the 
horizon in square to Saturn. This is a very 
ominous influence, denoting increase of crime, 
danger of a railway strike and accidents in 
travelling, and depression of railway securi- 
ties. The Sun in the first house, in sextile 
with Uranus, denotes a reformative tendency, 
which should improve the condition of the 
people. Venus in the second, well aspected 
by the Moon and Jupiter, will benefit the 
exchequer, receipts being above the average, 
and a good surplus for the Budget. But as 
Venus is aftlicted by Uranus, I do not judge 
much, if any, relief of taxation. Jupiter 
ruling the tenth and placed in the eleventh. 
well aspected, denotes a strong Government 
and beneficial legislation, but with Mercury 
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in square thereto, much criticism and sharp 
debates. Theatres will benefit, the birth 
rate rise, and educational matters will in all 
probability come prominently forward. 
Socialistic agitation in the Navy will come 
to light. Foreign affairs will be more 
peaceful. 

Mars is exactly rising at Lisbon, a warn- 
ing against rioting and fires. Saturn is on 
the nadir in 20 W. Long., denoting seismic 
troubles. Iceland may suffer from this 
position. Jupiter culminating in the 
Balkans, well aspected, is an indication of the 
cessation of hostilities and peace. Indian 
affairs will now flourish.  Outrages will 
occur in Russia. 


The Prenatal Epoch. 


Our attention has been called to a slight 
slip in the calculations of Mrs. Besant's 
horoscope on page 49. second column. The 
Moon's place should set at 15h. 3m. 34s. 
instead of 15h. lm. 34s. This will make 
the Epoch exactly 2m. later and the longi- 
tude of the Moon will be 1° 40' =. This 
degree will set at 18h. 2m. 45s. making the 
birth time 2s. later. 

Some remarkable information is to hand 
on the subject of computing birth times by 
the Epoch, and as this theory has been again 
questioned, the following case will serve to 
show its absolute reliability. A gentleman 
consulted us as to his birth time, stating 
that he was born between 2.30 and 7 a.m. 
on a certain date. He gave for the purpose 
of rectifieation the date of his mother's 
death and that of his marriage. In a very 
few minutes, without looking at the birth 
date we estimated his ascendant as ™ 8. 
With this estimated ascendant we applied 
the rules of the Epoch and obtained 8° 27' 
m, After erecting the horoscope, we com- 
puted that the primary directions for the two 
events, and this is what were obtained: 
Mother's death are 25° 29' M.C. 8 D m. con. 
25" 37. Marriage arc 26" 33, M.C. * ? 
m. d. 269 2]/. Asc. bd ? z. con. 26? 39/, 
What greater proof do we require of the 
validity of this theory, and yet there are 
some astrologers who “utterly reject" it. 
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This case is only one of scores which have 
been submitted to us. 


The Fraud of Transits. 


In the November (1912) issue of THE 
MESSENGER, we gave some notes under this 
heading, with regard to the failure of three 
successive transits of Jupiter over the radical 
Sun to bring any good effects. Somecorres- 
pondence arose from this, and Mr. M. L. 
Dubey, of Nagpur, India, wrote stating that 
according to Hindu astrology, the failure of 
the transit was not to be surprised at, for 
Jupiter conjoined with the Sun is an 
* Astangat ” planet, and heavily debilitated. 
This, however, cannot be accepted in the 
face of evidence of the power of the planets 
when under the Sun's beams. Mr. F. C. 
Marchand, of Alliance, Ohio, suggested that 
Jupiter's influence did not begin until 40, 
and as the native had not quite reached that 
age, it would not operate. We also stated 
that the planet Jupiter would transit the 
progressed place of the Sun three times 
during 1913, and that we would defer any 
further remarks until this had happened. 
During March, Jupiter performed his first 
transit over the progressed Sun, and the 
result—promotion, more responsible position, 
emolument increased 40%. The solution to 
this difference between the two transits is 
this. There was no benefic direction of 
Jupiter to the radical Sun. The progressed 
Sun wasin parallel with the progressed Jupiter, 
and the benefits resulted on the very day 
that Jupiter by transit passed the parallel of 
the progressed Sun. 


Readers of THE MESSENGER will be grieved to 
hear the sad news of the death of Dr. M. Duz, 
M.D., D.A., who passed away 29th December, 1912. 
Dr. Duz was a Physician of great skill and reputa- 
tion, he also being a great astrologer. We feel sure 
all our readers will join us in deep sympathy for his 
bereaved family.

The Weather. 


The month opens with fine weather, 
changeable 4th, warm 6th, variable 10th, 
then unsettled with rain 13th, change 18th, 
with lowering of temperature 23rd, finer to 
25th, stormy 28th, unsettled at end of month. 


b: 


I.—As already announced, I have no in- 
tention of continuing what must be a boot- 
less controversy. As the Editor has already 
said that the aspects are “new-fangled and 
impossible," it is, of course, useless to en- 
deavour to convince him by the production 
of evidence. I shall confine myself in this 
article, therefore, to replying to some of the 
questions. 

II.—I will first deal with Sepharial, and I 
will begin by saying that his objections are 
neither formidable, logical, nor lucid, and I 
do not believe that his efforts will lead any- 
one to believe that he is actuated only by 
the intense desire to get at the truth. If he 
had paid ordinary attention to the new as- 
pects, he would not have accused ' Uranus 
in semi-square to the Sun of having dis- 
abled his left hand and caused him to have 
to undergo an operation for blood poisoning.” 
Any of my pupils would have told him in 
five minutes that there were other planets 
responsible for the trouble! A glance at 
his horoscope shows that the Sun at birth 
was in noni-sexaquartile to Mars and in 
vinno-sexaquartile to Saturn. A simple cal- 
culation will show him that when the Sun 
was in semi-square to Uranus it was also in 
quartile aspect to Mars' horoscopical place, 
and Mars was in sedecile to the Sun's horo- 
scopical place. The Sun was also in septi- 
sedecile to Saturn's progressive place. I 
may also inform him that though I have not 
fixed the exact length of orbs, there appears 
to be an orb in some of the new aspects of 
23° to 3°, whilst others cannot possibly have 
an orb of more than half a degree. There 
is no aspect at half of 589, namely 213, and 
there is no aspect at 143. And surely it is 
& poor sort of argument to say that these 
aspects cannot be operative because there 
may be other aspects at, for instance, 759, 
105°, and 165°, which I am investigating 
and which I have called attention to in 
another journal. As the space allotted to 
me is limited, I could not, of course, reply to 
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all Sepharial’s previous criticisms. Any 
astrologer with any experience at all must 
know perfectly well that the so-called 
counter-evidence produced is not adequate in 
the ten cases. 

IIL.— With regard to the Promittor theory. 
it is not a mere theory. It was verified by 
me in thousands of horoscopes during a 
period of about sixteen years. Its does not, 
as he thinks, require the support of the new 
aspects. Lunar aspects are often inoperative. 

IV.—The Editor has an intense desire to 
score off his opponents, and it is this spirit 
which imparts that acridness which makes 
smooth controversy impossible. I object to 
him putting interpretations upon my words. 


For instance, there is nothing personal in 


the word “ obscurantist.” What was meant 
was that Mr. Green (who may be a perfectly 
honourable man for ought I know, and may 
implicitly believe in his pre-natal directing) 
has, nevertheless, by this method added to 
the obscurity of the subject. All life, 
growth and evolution are forward, and any 
retrogression is contrary to Nature, to en- 
lightenment, and to natural laws, and any 
going the other way in a circle is indefen- 
sible. Of course, if one goes backward 
one will find aspects. For instance, if the 
Sun is opposed to Saturn at birth, whether 
you go forward or backward in the circle 
you will arrive at similar aspects to Saturn 
at about the same time. For instance, at 
age 45, whichever way you went, you would 
get the sesqui-quadrate. 

V.—I see the Editor produces a sentence 
from my first letter, but not the whole of 
what I said with regard to the orbs. I said 
that the absence of the birth time was really 
& disadvantage to me. 

VI.—May I also take the liberty of 
making some extracts from the letter of the 
Editor to me, which he calls counter- 
evidence? He says the Sun in his own 
horoscope is 154? from the Moon, which is 
quite correct, and it is a good aspect. He 
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goes on to say that '* when the Sun came to 
the sesqui-quadrate of the Moon at age 19 
he suffered in health." My own experience 
has taught me that such an aspect would 
not produce an illness. Now, at his birth 
the Sun was in quinde-sexaquartile to 
Saturn. The Sun was also 133° from 
Uranus, which is within orb the sesqui- 
quadrate. We should expect, therefore, to 
find bad aspects from these promittors at age 
19, and such is the fact ; for the Sun was in 
vinsept-sexaquartile Uranus tri-sedecile Sat- 
urn. Then the Editor goes on to say: 
* When the Sun'came to the trine of the 
Moon in 1909, I had one of the most disas- 
trous years of my life," and at this period of 
his life the Sun had reached within orb the 
quinde-tricibinile Uranus, and also the noni- 
sexaquartile of Saturn, the other evil pro- 
mittor. It is true that the Sun had also 
arrived at the qui-sedecile the position of 
Neptune, which is a bad aspect; but I can- 
not be sure if Neptune is in bi-quintile to 
the Sun or just within orb the trede-tricibi- 
nile. It seems to be between the two. 

VII.—I have never, however, asserted that 
the evil aspects to evil planets, when they 
are non-promittors, are entirely inoperative ; 
but I have stated in my works that the 
power of non-promittors for mischief is very 
limited, and it follows as a corollary that the 
power of a benefic non-promittor is also 
restricted. 

VIII.—There are other remarks in the 
Editor's letter which are interesting. For 
instance, he admits that though the Moon is 
739 from Uranus, which is the trede-sexa- 
quartile, * the Moon's bad aspects to Uranus 
have been productive, but he says the good 
aspects have been just.as powerful" He 
then goes on to say that according to the 
new &spects ''he has a bad aspect of the 
Moon to Mars." Thisistrue. But hesays: 
“it has been inoperative, and I can cite cases 
where the effects were nil.” Now that is 
my own experience of lunar aspects. I 
stated that such was the fact in “The Key 
to your Star Courses and Success."  T'hen 
why does he produce uncertain factors as 
counter-evidence’ But. what is counter- 
evidence? Surely. not-a medley of aspects 
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by various methods. When I asked for 
counter-evidence I expected students to use 
either the combined systems of Ptolemy and 
Placidus or the degree for a year measure, 
or, at any rate, only one method of some 
kind. ! 

IX.—By the way, I had examined the 3° 
series, which would mean good aspects at 
the following points: 3°, 6°, 219, 24°, 42°, 
48°, 66°, 69°, etc. But I found no evidence 
of their efficiency. The 3° series is not the 
9° series. I have not seen the Indian books 
and am unable to say what is really stated 
about the 3° series and the 2239. and as to 
when they were published; but I expect to 
hear from my Indian friend shortly, when I 
shall return again to this subject. 

X.—Now with regard to the Polygons. 
When Morrison's adversaries asserted that 
the aspects were merely arbitrary, he pro- 
duced his table of polygons; but these 
angles were not evidence either for or 
against the effective points of distances of 
longitude. But if we admitted it, à priori, 
why not other aspects, since I presume the 
semi-quintile has been admitted as influen- 
tial since Morrison produced his table of 
polygons? However, as a matter of fact, 
Morrison was mistaken. A polygon or an 
angle must be measured from the same 
plane. An aspect is not a polygon unless 
both planets are on the Equator ; for if one 
had extreme South declination and the other 
extreme North declination it would be non- 
sense to call it a polygon. 

XI.—Now with regard to the hyleg in the 
horoscope of Prince Christian Victor. This 
must be measured by oblique ascension and 
not by the semirarc method. As Placidus 
arrived in this world some 1,200 years after 
Ptolemy, the latter could know nothing of 
the semi-arc method. Moreover, the Editor 
knows perfectly well that a planet is assumed 
to be 180? for its whole arc, or 90° for its 
semi-arc, though it may not be exactly those 
distances in the zodiac. ; 

XII.—As the Editor has given an extract 
from Modern Astrology in regard to the new 
aspects, he must allow me to add a little 
more from the quotation. The Editor said 
that “ wishing to be unbiased he submitted 
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the matter to some old students, and they 
said that the new aspects could not be adop- 
ted for the reasons stated by the Editor." 
This august personage's statement is some- 
what despotic after all. They are not to be 
admitted even if they are true. And they 
might be true! What then? But does 
not a greater confusion prevail amongst 
students to-day through a diversity of 
methods? Why, they are confronted with 
a labyrinth of directional systems. Some 
are computable from a basis of some sort, 
whilst others have not even the doubtful 
merit of being symbolical. 

XIII.— With regard to the remarks on 
rectification, I shall probably return to this 
matter shortly. 

XIV.—With regard to husband and wife, 
I may say that this was a serious question. 
The facility with which divorce is obtained 
in the U.S.A. (and it is shortly to be more 
easily obtained in this country) makes it 
easy for a man or woman to marry twice 
and even thrice. A case I had in my mind 
was one where the man has divorced two 
wives and has a third. Also another case 
where two previous wives have married 
twice and all are living. The question I 
wished to put in regard to directions in the 
respective horoscopes of husband and wife 
was this: If the act of marriage makes the 
directions operative, does the Judge's pro- 
nouncement of divorce render such directions 
impotent ? The Editor will be lucky if he 
escapes questions of this kind from his 
clients. He will have sooner or later to 
answer them. 

XV.—The Editor challenges me to dis- 
prove the efficiency of directions computed 
from the epoch. I can only reiterate that 
the new aspects will dispose of this matter. 

XVI.—The Editor misrepresents me when 
he says I claim that no progress has been 
made in the science. What I said was that 
Astrology had been almost unprogressive. 
There was nothing in my remarks about the 
epoch to lead him to believe that I indulged 
in sneers ! 

XVIL—With regard to the duration of 
the operation of Star Courses, in my own 
books I have not curtailed this to one degree. 
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It is, however, the teaching of Ptolemy, 
Placidus, the two Zadkiels, and others. 

XVIII— With regard to all aspects 
having the same efficiency, I may say that 
the power is trebled when the Sun or one of 
the promittors is angular. It would be easy 
for me to produce evidence in support of this 
statement. 

XIX.— I am accused of misrepresenting 
the Editor and Sepharial. I must leave 
students to decide this question for them- 
selves. When I said that the absence of the 
birth time did not enable me to say whether 
the Sun was within orb one aspect or an- 
other, it was not the same thing as saying 
that I cannot compute aspects at all without 
the birth time. 

XX.—With regard to the quotation about 
the ephemeris of Saturn, the word “ inaccur- 
ate" was omitted, as also were the words “I 
have seen horoscopes for the first century 
after Christ which were fairly accurate." 
These omissions were caused through my 
endeavour to say as much as I could in as 
small a space as possible. 

XXI.—If I have misrepresented either the 
Editor, Sepharial, or anyone else, I shall 
hasten to correct the misrepresentation and 
to apologise. 

XXII.—I am sorry to have taken up so 
much space, but I would just like to add one 
more word, and it is this: the proof of the 
efficiency of the aspects is not confined to 
the horoscopes of the Titanic’s engineers, 
but is contained in about 800 horoscopes. 
The aspects, therefore, will not be refuted 
by 10, 50 or 100 cases. I have evidence of 
the new aspects in regard to the fortunes, 
abilities, and other matters. 
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the nature of the subject under 
consideration. A mathematical thesis 
can only be proved by an appeal to 
mathematical tests, it cannot be proved by 
chemical analysis or by appeal to ethical 
standards. In the case of astrology, which 
is founded in mathematics, we make first 
and final the appeal to astronomical data 
and apply the mathematical test. Any 
thesis which does not answer this test is not 
astrology. But this assumes, and I am 
afraid it is often a large assumption, that the 
person applying the test is a qualified 
mathematician and in a position therefore to 
apply the test in a sound mathematical 
manner. And soundness in this case is not 
a question which can be measured by puncti- 
lious precision, for beyond the fact that 
planets influence us according to their 
natures and aspects, there is also the fact 
that they have orbsof influence. A magnet 
attracts iron, but the distance at which that 
attraction is operative is to be measured by 
the strength of the magnet. On the princi- 
ple that its attraction decreases as the square 
of the distance between it and the body at- 
tracted, there isa point at which the attraction 
becomes nil. Only within certain limits is 
the attraction appreciable. Now the question 
of the orbs of planetary influence has not 
been finally settled. My own view in the 
matter is that, as regards the Earth, the Sun 
has an orb of 15 degrees. the Moon 12 
degrees, Jupiter 10 degrees, Saturn 8, Uranus, 
Neptune, Venus and Mercury, 5 each. Then 
to determine the distance at which any two 
bodies of the system come within orbs of 
one another, we shall have P1 x P2. 
; "E 
Thus, in the case of the Sun and Moon 
we have 15 x 12 — 16 = llidegrees. Sun 
and Jupiter 15 x 10 — 16 = 9gths degrees. 
In,other cases the general orb of the Sun 
and planets will differ from 5 to 6 degrees.

7} degrees, the Moon and Saturn 6 degrees, 
and the Moon with the other planets at 3j 
degrees. These orbs, which are founded on 
definite astronomical data, do not differ 
greatly from orbs of influence anciently 
determined by astrologers. They apply only 
to radical aspects and not to directional arcs. 
These latter appear to be limited to 3 degrees. 
The reason is that they have no static value 
as in the case of radical positions. They 
have reference only to the combined 
influence of planets in motion. 

There has been some talk of “ putting 
new wine into old bottles," and the fact that 
the old bottles referred to were made of skins, 
quite adequate to carry the fluid for which 
they were designed,- seems to be quite sufti- 
cient reason why they were not used for 
flud in the state of ferment. If by such 
abuse of their nature they are found some- 
times to burst under the strain, the inference 
is that some vintner with niore assurance 
than discretion had been “sitting in the 
Sun," not that the skins were faulty or in- 
capable of holding pure water. 

A case has been cited in which it is 
claimed that there are no indications of 
death at the age of 32, unless we admit that 
Saturn was at birth in one of the new evil 
aspects to the Sun. The aspect is called 
trede-sexaquartile aspect. The name itself 
suggests complications which should be 
enough to kill any average aspectarian. 
How it operated in this case cannot well be 
determined, since the date of death is not 
given, and in the new method of computing 
aspects, fractions count for a good deal. If 
we look at the horoscope, however, we shall 
find some indications which, according to 
ordinary canons of judgment, ‘‘tend to a 
climacteric,” as the old astrologers would 
say. The date given is November 6th, 1873, 
at 11.15 a.m., London. 

At that time the 7th degree of Scorpio 
was on the midheaven and the 2nd of 
Capricorn was rising. At the age of 32 the 
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midheaven is in Sagittarius 8, and the 
ascendant in the 10th of Aquarius. Now 
among the chief promittors of evil in the 
radical horoscope, we find Uranus in the 
llth degree of Leoin quadrature to the Sun 
in Scorpio 14. Also it will be found that 

Uranus by oblique arc was in the 8th house, 
` and therefore was a radical portent of death. 
Consequently, without rectifying the ob- 
viously suspicious time of 11.15, we find the 
following significant positions 32 days after 
birth: 

Ascendant in Aquarius 10° 
Uranus in Leo 10° 23° 
Mars in Aquarius 10% 42! 

Transits—Uranus over the ascendant h., 
January, 1905 ; Mars over Sun R., February 
and May, 1905 ; Jupiter opposition Sun R., 
May, 1905; Mars opposition Moon R. 
September, 1905; Jupiter conjunct. Moon 
R.. September, 1905. 

Now if we had the date of the death, and 
further applied ourselves to the task of prov- 
ing the radical time of birth by appeal to 
past events, I have not the slighest doubt 
that we should have abundant evidence of 
this influence of Uranus. 1t has long been 
known that a promittor need not act by 
direction on the same significator as it was in 
relations with at birth in order to produce 
its effects in the life. Directions to the 
ascendant alfect the person. An evil 
direction from a radical promittor of evil 
may kill. Mr. Wilde is out to prove that all 
the astrology that has been written is obsolete 
and false, and, consequently. that its expo- 
nents are mountebanks of the worst sort. I 
am out to prove that it is true, truly under- 
stood and truly applied, and that by means 
of it information has been given which has 
proved not only accurate but beneficial. As 
to methods, Mr. Wilde prefers such as are of 
his own invention. I prefer such as have 
stood the test of ages, and which, indeed, 
may be said to form the groundwork of any 
knowledge of the subject acquired and dis- 
played by Mr. Wilde or any other living 
exponent. And here it may be well to 
observe that in regard to the horoscope of 
Captain Dreyfus, I had the time of birth 
given me from an authoritative source at the 
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Ecole Militaire, while he had a copy of an 
acte de naissance. The two entries do not 
agree. But I will say this in favour of 
astrology as commonly understood, that 
whereas the acte de naissance showed & 
horoscope at variance with all the facts and 
events of the life, that put forward by me 
was in strict agreement therewith, and what 
is more, from it I definitely predicted, while 
Captain Dreyfus was on Devil's Island, that 
there would be a revision, much chicanery 
and fraud characterising the proceedings, and 
that finally Dreyfus would be liberated in 
October, 1899. This prediction was made 
while as yet there had been no official dect- 
sion regarding a revision of the case. Drey- 
fus returned to, liberty in October, 1899! 
The proof of the pudding is in the eating, 
which is another worn-out proverb from the 
point of view of the dietetic faddist. 
Raphael once said. “An ounce of fact is 
worth a cartload of theory," and I agree 
with him. At the same time I would point 
out that the apprehension of facts requires a 
trained faculty, which does not accrue vica- 
riouslv, but has to be acquired by patient 
labour and strict regard to canons of evi- 
dence. 


Talking of tests, and it grieves me to learn 
that Mr. Wilde will not toe the line and test 
the sharpness of D'Artagnan's sword, there 
are two tests open to scrutiny which greatly 
helped to stimulate the study of astrology 
among the public. When the gauntlet was 
thrown down to astrologers in the columns 
of the Evening News 1 at once took it up, 
and, in effect, so far succeeded in establishing 
our case that certain parts of my reading 
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had to be excised, and the Editor was actu- 
ally accused of collusion by supplying facts 
to me which could only have been known to 
himself. As no book of reference contained 
the date or even the year of the unknown 
subject's birth, it could not be said that the 
subject had been read up for the occasion, 
and so far as collusion was concerned, that 
was absolutely repudiated by the Editor and 
proved by the citation of facts in the reading 
of which he was wholly in ignorance, e.g., the 
date of the wife's birth. A prima facie case 
had been made out in favour of Astrology 
under test conditions. 

When at a later date the Referee adverted 
to the prediction of King Edward's illness on 
the eve of his projected Coronation in 1902, 
a prediction which was specifically timed by 
me in letters to several leading astrologers, 
and prefigured in the almanac for June, 
1902, although wrongly regarded as fatal, 
the whole question of the truth of astrology 
was again raised, and once more I submitted 
the matter to a public test. In the case of 
an unknown subject, the date of birth only 
being given, neither time nor place being 
referred to, I made ten specific statements 
regarding the past life of the subject, giv- 
ing dates and times of striking events. 
"Merlin" admitted that nine of the ten 
were wholly correct as to time and nature of 
events, and one right as to nature but wrong 
as to time, through an obvious boggling of 
dates in connection with the age of the sub- 
ject. An astrologer, more shaine to him, 
has since suggested that I had a friend in 
"Merlin" of the Referee. David Christie 
Murray was the friend of truth before he 
was a friend of mine, and, in fact, I made his 
acquaintance, which afterwards ripened into 
a close friendship, firstly and solely in connec- 
tion with this very test of which I am speak- 
ing. Unfortunately, the blatant offender, 
who can find nothing better than a dead 
man’s bones with which to beat his drum, 
did not voice this suggestion during the life- 
time of ‘Merlin,’ or I imagine that he 
would have taken something more drastic 
than pleasant for the remedy of his soul. 

My readers will understand afraid of 
above references that I am not afraid of 
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tests. I would add that when they concern 
matters of truth in which not only the inte- 
grity of astrology is concerned, but also the 
intellectual honesty of those, who, like my- 
Self, have long professed it, I am not only 
not afraid of tests but I strongly desire them, 
and in certain instances have a right to 
demand them. When the Prenatal Epoch 
was called in question I demanded a test. 
Dr. Baldwin of Birmingham supplied the 
data from his own obstetric cases. My 
statements in regard to these cases covered 
the sex (unstated) and the physical peculi- 
arities of the subjects also (unstated). Dr 
Baldwin's evidence unconditionally sup- 
ported the validity of the Epoch as ex- 
pounded by me. I leave readers to decide 
whether 1 am justified in saying that astro- 
logy as anciently understood and modernly 
expounded needs any tampering with at the 
hands of innovators.

TYPES oF HANDWRITING. 


The next lesson will be to analyse the types of 
handwriting, and in considering the law of form, 
we shall be able to apply it to graphology if we class 
handwriting into three classes or types, in a similar 
manner as the previous lesson classified the human 
body into three systems. Let us, for the time being, 
recognise first the triangular type, secondly the 
square type, and thirdly the round type of tempera- 
ment the writer possesses. The triangular repre- 
senting a predominance of the mental system, the 
square representing a predominance of the motive 
system, and the round a predominance of the vital 

system. In this manner a variety of types may be 
indicated. 

The following table illustrates the combination of 

types of handwriting and the corresponding tempera- 
ments.

The argument put forward by Mr. Wilde 
is, that as the Sun was in square Saturn at 
death, there should be a similar aspect at 
birth, and to make this he calls the Sun in 
qui-tricibinile with Saturn, although it is 
properly close to the sextile of that planet. 
Examination of this horoscope shows Saturn 
to be very evilly placed, being afflicted by 
opposition Uranus and ascendant square 
Mars,so that when the Sun came to the 
square by direction, it was only increasing 
the power of this radical affliction. Saturn 
being in Aquarius, ruling the blood, shows 
the cause of death. Looking at the direc- 
tions we find the following : 
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The indications of short life are shown by 
Sun conjunction Saturn in 6th. Ruler of 
Asc. in 6th shows a weakly person. What 
do we find at death, at age 25 (Prog. date 
31st Dec.) The Sun is 3° separated from 
conjunction radical Mars. Mars is 30' sepa- 
rated from the parallel of the radical Sun. 
But what is more important is that Mars 
has progressed to the exact conjunction of the 
radical Moon. But Mr. Wilde ignores this 
direction, apparently because there is no 
aspect between them at birth. 

What more do we want to prove conclu- 
sively that the old aspects are the only ones 
necessary? Where, in the name of common- 
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sense Astrology, is it necessary to incorporate 
new-fangled aspects in such a case as this? 
We have not the date of death, but in the 
progressed date, the Moon is passing the 
conjunction of the Sun and Saturn. 

3.— Mrs. V., born Nov. 6th, 1873, London. 


Here again the power of the old aspects is 
conclusively shown, and the new aspects are 
not required. 

In this horoscope the Sun is hyleg afflicted 
by a square of Uranus from the cusp of the 
8th. This is the killing aspect, but it is 
ignored by Mr. Wilde. He says there is 
nothing to account for death unless we 
admit Saturn as an evil promittor. But 
what about Mars, paralled both Moon and 
ascendant ? 

But let us look at the directions. The 
date of death is not given, but the progressed 
date is Dec. 8th, 1873. We find Mars pro- 
gressed to Aquarius 12", passing between 
opposition Uranus, and square Sun, bringing 
the radical square of the Sun and Uranus 
into play, and further, the Moon is in Leo, 
passing the conjunction Uranus, opposition 
Mars and square Sun. 

Are we to understand that this train of 
violently evil aspects is to be disregarded in 
order to make way for two new-fangled and 
incomplete directions? It is opposed to 
common-sense Astrology to accept such a 
statement.

It will be frequently found that at the 
time of birth, the ascendant or Moon, and 
oftentimes both, will be in the degrees of 
the signs given in the above table. or within 
3° thereof, and in such cases the ordinary 
rules of rectification, as laid down in the 
previous chapters, will not apply. Epochs 
found under these conditions are termed 
"Sex pochs, in contra-distinction to 
regular and irregular epochs, the interchange 
of the two factors at birth with those of the 
epoch being regulated by the sex of the in- 
dividual, and of these Sex Epochs there are 
three distinct classes, viz. : 

(a) When only the ascendant at birth is 

in a sex degree. 

(h) When only the Moon at birth is in a 

sex degree. 

(c) When both the Moon and the ascen- 

dant are in sex degrees. 

Let us take each of these separately. 

(a).— When the ascendant at birth is in a 
degree of the same sex as the native, the 
Moon at the epoch is in the ascendant 
degree at birth. When it is in a degree of 
the opposite sex of the native, the Moon at 
the epoch is in the descending degree at birth. 
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The Moon's position, above or below, is not 
considered. The Moon's place at birth will 
be the ascendant or descendant at birth 
according to the usual rule, i.e., ascendant if 
increasing, descendant if decreasing, in the 
majority of cases, but this may be reversed 
if required. 

(b).—When the Moon at birth is in a de- 
gree of the same sex as the native, its place 
must rise at the epoch; if, ina degree of 
opposite sex to native, its place must set, 
irrespective of whether it 1s increasing or 
decreasing. The ascéndant at birth will be 
the Moon at the epoch or its opposite point, 
according to the usual rule, but this may be 
reversed if necessary. 

(¢).— When both the Moon and ascendant 
are in sex degrees. the interchange of the 
factors is a very difficult one, and requires 
extreme delicacy of handling. If both are in 
the same or opposite sex as the native, then 
they will generally interchange with each 
other. If the Moon holds a degree of one 
sex and the ascendant another, then the 
interchange varies, and a third factor is in- 
troduced into this class of epoch, viz., the 
Quadrant of the Horoscope held by the 
Moon, which is always the determining 
factor when the Moon and ascendant are in 
degrees of opposite sex. 

The following diagram shows the Quad- 
rants of the Horoscope, and the sex of each.

HE periods of the planets having been 
ascertained by the rules given on 
page 75 (Jan. 1913), there remains 
two very important processes, one in 

which the periods are subjected to an aug- 
mentation, and the other in which they are 
reduced. The first is connected with their 
zodiacal position, and the latter with their 
sign position in regard to the ascendant. 

The periods are augmented or increased 
under the following conditions : 

1. The period first found is to be multi- 
plied by three :— 

(a) When the planet is retrograde. 

(b) When the planet is in its exaltation 
sign. 

2. The period is to be multiplied by two :— 

(a) When a planet is in its own sign. 
(Mars in Aries, Sun in Leo, etc.) 

(6) When it is in its own decanate. 
(See table of Decanates, page 25-26) 

(c) When it is in its own Navamsa. 
(See table of Navamsas, page 
25-26) 

(d When it is placed in the first 
Navamsa of Aries, Cancer, Libra 
and Capricorn. (0° to 3° 20' of 
each sign.)

It is, however, to be under- 
stood that the multiplication must be done 
only once. Similarly, Jupiter retrograde in 
Sagittarius would require its period to be 
multiplied first by three, for retrograde, and 
then by two, for being in its own sign. 
In such a case it should be multiplied by 
three only. Again, Venus in the fifth 
Navamsa of Taurus would require its period 
to be multiplied by two, for being in its own 
sign, and again by two for being in the fifth 
Navamsa of Taurus. It is sufficient in this ` 
case if the period is multiplied by two only 
once. 

To quote the old rule: ‘ If any period has 
to be doubled twice or thrice it will be 
enough if it be doubled but once; where 
the period has to be trebled twice, it is 
enough if it be trebled but once; if any 
period has to be both doubled and trebled, 
it is enough if it be trebled only." 
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2. The periods are subjected to reduction 
under the following conditions : N 
(a) The planets above the earth are 
considered only. 
(b) The Sun, Mars, Saturn, and the 
decreasing Moon are malefic. 
(c) Jupiter, Venus, and the increasing 
Moon are considered benefic. 
(d) Mercury is either benefic or malefic, 
according to its connection with 
the other planets. 


(e) The reductions to be made according 
to the planets’ positions are : 


House. Marrric PERIOD. BENEFIC PERIOD’ 
12th ... Whole . One-half 
llth ... One-half . One-quarter 
10th ... One-third . One-sixth 
9th ... One-quarter ... One-eighth 
8th ... One-fifth .. One-tenth 


7th ... One-sixth . One twelfth 


(f) The period which is to be reduced 
is the original period first obtained, 
and NOT the period obtained by 
multiplication. This is very im- 
portant. 


(g) If more than one planet is found in 
a house, the strongest planet only 
is subjected to this reduction. 


In the next issue I propose to illustrate 
these rules by some notable horoscopes. 
Some four years ago, when experimenting 
with this theory, I applied them to some 
three dozen horoscopes of deceased persons, 
and I invariably found that the results 
obtained agreed with the actual age within 
a few months either way. Some anomalies 
were found, but these can be reduced to rule, 
and as soon as I can find the time to go 
more fully into the matter, I have no doubt 
that the cause of the difference will soon 
become apparent. Had I not many definite 
and reliable results before me, I should not 
put this theory before my readers, and in the 
cases which I shall produce in the next 
issue, it will be seen that the idea is not far- 
fetched, but is based on a sound and 
reliable basis.

For the first fifty or 
so years of his life, Swedenborg was intensely 
occupied with the interests of business, 
science and philosophy. Holding the posi- 
tion of assessor of mines, he was deeply 
concerned with the various methods of smelt- 
ing, mineralogy, etc., as well as the produc- 
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has been con- 
tinued to me to this day." 

Although Swedenborg did not found any 
sect during his lifetime, the New Church, 
based upon his interpretation of religious 
truth, has grown up since the year 1783, 
and now numbers many thousands of 
adherents. 

In the horoscope of this remarkable man, 
as taken from Sibley's work, we note that 
Capricorn—the sign of the Teacher—was 
rising, with Jupiter almost on the degree of 
the ascendant and in trine aspect to the 
Moon, expressing the deep and sincere

religious nature. The Sun and Mercury also - 


rising in Aquarius. the occult symbol of 
reform. One of the most striking features 
in this birth-map is the elevated position of 
the ruling planet, Saturn, in great power in 
the house of religion and philosophy, and in 
the balanced sign—Libra. — 

Here, also, we have an example of the 
influence of the opposition between the two 
powerful planets, Saturn and Mars. Saturn 
near the degree of its exaltation, and Mars 
strong in his own house. A so-called bad 
aspect and no doubt tending to extremes, 
but not infrequently seen in men of marked 
power and genius. In this adverse respect 
we have, perhaps, also an indication of the 
criticism and hostility which the teachings 
` of Swedenborg brought upon him. The 
imputation of insanity which was to be 
expected from those materialistic minds who 
were incapable of understanding the revela- 
tions and philosophy of the great Swede, 
have been well rebutted. We notice the 
mental planet Mercury, the ruler of the mid- 
heaven, is powerfully placed in the ascendant 
and just entering Aquarius. For years after 
he gave to the world his spiritual communi- 
cations, Swedenborg attended the Swedish 
Diet and joined in the political discussions 
with remarkable acumen and shrewdness. 
His material prosperity, and long and 
healthy life, are shown by the combined 
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benefic aspects of the Sun and Saturn—the 
ruler—and Jupiter and the Moon. Although 
fond of children, the einotional side of the 
character is not marked, only one planet being 
in a watery sign. He never married, and there 
seems to be no record of any love affair. 

The strange alterations in his personal 
demeanour towards others has been re- 
marked. It is recorded that he would on 
occasions shut himself up in his room for 
days together and permit no one to as much 
as knock at his door. At some periods re- 
markably communicative and full of conver- 
sation, and at other times wrapt in such 
profound absorption as to give no reply even 
wheh spoken to. 

The probability of these varying moods 
seem well shown in this nativity by the con- 
flicting influences of the reserved and solitary 
Saturn acting powerfully by direction at 
certain times, whileat others the social sway 
of Jupiter would be more prominent. Ac- 
cording to his contemporaries, Swedenborg 
was about 5 feet 9 inches in stature, ‘‘ rather 
thin and of a brown complexion.” In a 


portrait painted at Stockholm, his birthplace, 
his eyes are represented as large and blue. 
He wore spectacles, and those who knew 
him tell us that although he scarcely ever 
laughed, his eyes seemed always smiling, and 
there was a remarkable, though pleasing, 
dignity in his expression and manners. 


Directing by Planetary Periods. i 


CHAPTER VI.—continued. 


ALFRIDARIES. 


A further development of the system of 
prognostication by means of Alfridaries may 
be made by adapting them to the Hindu 
method of directing by planetary periods, and 
commencing with the period of the planet 
ruling or disposing of the particular lum- 
inary, i.e., Sun in a day horoscope and Moon 
in a night birth. This might be done either 
by sign decanate, or navamsa rulership, and

adapting also the sub-periods of the planets 
in proportion to their years. This is an 
original idea, and it strikes me that it might 
be applied to a few horoscopes as a test. As 
many of my readers may like a taste of 
original methods, I propose to calculate the 
period and sub-period planets at the death 
of the late King Edward VII. by each of 
the three rulerships mentioned above. 

The birth being by day, the Sun is the 
required luminary, and its position is 16.54 nv. 

1.—Sign Rulership.—Scorpio is ruled by 
Mars, whose period is seven years, so that 
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we have to obtain by proportion how much 
of the seven years have passed in 16.54 of 


the sign. 
As 30? is to 16" 54' so is 7? to x.

28d. of Jupiter's period are 
still in force. Adding to this the periods 
of Mars, Sun, Venus, Mercury and the 
Moon, we have 58y.

It will be seen that during this period the 
death of Queen Victoria, the accession to 
the throne, and his own death all took place, 
al exactly appropriate to the position of 
Saturn in the horoscope. 

The six sub-periods in Saturn's period 
total 9y. 7m. ld., ending at 67y. 8m. 29d., 
and the last sub-period, that of the Moon, is 
inforce. Here we have something tangible. 
The death occurs in the Moon's sub-period 
of the period of Saturn, two aftlicting planets 
at birth. 

We may analyse this further by taking 
the inter-periods of the Moon, in the period 
of Saturn, and we require to find 8m. 20d. 
These are the inter-periods :

The next inter-period, that of Mars, runs 
to 9m.

The results of these three examinations 
show very conclusively the power of the 
navamsa rulership, and justifies a further 
application of this theory to other horoscopes. 

Let us review the results in the horoscope 
again. At birth we have the Sun semi- 
square Moon and Saturn; Moon square 
Saturn, Mars angular in the ascendant. At 
death we find the period of Saturn in force, 


‘the sub-period of the Moon, and the inter- 


period of Mars.

Swedenborg's Horoscope. 


We regret to state that the horoscope of 
Swedenborg published in our last issue is 
an incorrect one. Owing to special ar- 
rangements made to secure publication. of 
THE MESSENGER before the Easter holidays, 
we had no opportunity of seeing the copy 
before it was sent to the printer, otherwise 
we should have drawn our contributor's 
attention to the error. The planetary posi- 
tions are incorrect, Venus being placed 76° 
from the Sun, an impossible distance, as that 
planet is never more than 48? from the inajor 
luminary. Seeing the furore that was occa- 
sioned twenty years ago when the same horo- 
scope was published, we much regret that it 
should have found its way into our pages. 
Our contributors are cautioned against copy- 
ing horoscopes from the old writers, as many 
of them are wrong. 


The Illustrious Dead. 


This month we regret to comment on the 
death of two illustrious men, the Ring of 
Greece, who was cruelly assassinated in the 
town of Salonika by a misguided Socialist. 
and Field-Marshal Lord Wolseley of Egyp- 
tian and Ashantee fame. 

The horoscope of the King of Greece was 
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given in the first volume of THE MESSENGER 
(page 127), and the indications of violent 
death are clearly shown from the heavy 
affliction of the ascendant which is hyleg. 
This point is in sesquiquadrate with Mars, 
Uranus and the Sun, and the two former are 
in square to, and elevated above, the Sun, 
ruler of the ascendant; the aspects being 
also formed from cardinal signs. The King 
was shot in the heart, and Mars at the time 
of the event was passing the opposition of 
the ascendant. The R.A. of the progressed 
M.C. is 6h. 7m. 33s., and the following direc- 
tions of the ascendant measure to the event : 
ascendant opposition Mars R., square © R. 
These are by the methods of the progressed 
horoscope. Saturn was also only 15’ past 
the parallel of the radical Moon. 

Lord Wolseley's horoscope was given on 
page 35 of the same volume. The Sun by 
direction had just separated from the square 
of Mercury, and Mars by transit was oppo- 
sition Sun square Mercury. The Moon was 
also in parallel Mars, and passing between the 
opposition of Sun R. and square h R., 
while the previous new Moon fell in square 
Sun, opposition Saturn and square pro- 
gressed Moon, all acting on the radical 
square of the Sun and Saturn. The con- 
verse or prenatal directions measuring to 
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death were Sun opposition Saturn P., and 
Mars was close to the place of the Sun at 
birth. i

a direction cannot be operative unless the 
planets concerned were in similar aspect at 
birth. For example, the sextile of Saturn to 
the Sun by direction will be inoperative if a 
square aspect exists at birth, or that a parallel 
of the Sun and Mars will not act by direc- 
tion unless a similar evil aspect obtains at 
birth. Let us say at once that this theory 
has already been proved to be utterly with- 
out foundation, and hundreds of instances 
can be produced in support of our statement. 
Let us cite a few. In King George's horo- 
scope Venus is 32° 48' from the Sun, less 
than 1° from tri-cibinile, an evil aspect, yet 
Sun sextile Venus measures to marriage, a 
good direction producing an event in spite 
of the radical evil. In Queen Mary's horo- 
scope the Sun is 89? 50' from Jupiter, in 
close square aspect, but under Sun trine 
Jupiter she was made Princess of Wales. 
In the Duke of Connaught's horoscope, 
Mars is 8.50 from the ascendant, only 10' 
from the quargenile, the good aspect. yet 
ascendant conjunction Mars measures to the 
father's death, and ascendant semi-square 
Mars to an attack of small pox, two evil direc- 
tions in spite of the radical good aspect. In 
King Edward VII. horoscope, Venus is 
21.40! from the Sun, nearer one of the new 
evil aspects than a good one, yet Venus con- 
junction Sun ineasures to marriage. And so 
on—we could tabulate case after case utterly 
refuting this theory. We do, of course, 
admit that a direction of the same nature as 
a radical aspect ıs doubly powerful, but to 
suppose that unless a planet afflicts the Sun 
at birth it cannot be operative by direction 
to the same orb is both unscientific and 
un warranted. 


Mundane Astrology. 
The lunation of the Gth April which 
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occurs just before six in the evening, is an 
eclipse of the Sun, bnt not visible in this 
country. It falls in the seventh house in 
square to Jupiter, square to Neptune, and 
semi-square to Saturn, while Mars ruling 
the eclipse is in square aspect to Saturn. 
There are dangers of strikes, outrages, and 
violence. The eclipse in the seventh house 
is indicative of war, and falling in the second 
decanate of Aries, denotes "imprisonment 
and sadness to some king, and danger of death 
to him; corruption of trees bearing fruit, 
and of things growing on the earth." The 
Sun ruling the eleventh and afflicted by 
Jupiter, is evil for the Commons and a disso- 
lution is not unlikely. The Moon ruling the 
tenth is of similar import. Neptune in the 
tenth shows scandals in high places. Much 
mortality is shown aniong females, and some 
notable lady will pass away. Uranus on 
the lower meridian in 27 E. long., is evil for 
the Balkans, and earthquake shocks are 
denoted in those parts. In 56 E. Mars is on 
the nadir, denoting rioting and bloodshed. 


The Conjunction of Mars and Saturn 


In our next issue we propose to deal with 
this conjunction which falls on the ascendant 
of the City of London. Some time ago the 
time of this conjunction was under discus- 
sion, and Sepharial (THE MESSENGER, April, 
1912, page 140) mentioned three different con- 
junctions, viz., by Geocentric longitude, by 
Right Ascension, and by Heliocentric longi- 
tude. The former occurs on August 24th, 
1913, at 0.28 p.m., the second on the same 
date at 5.23 p.m., and the latter on Novem- 
ber 3rd, 1914, at 4.10 a.m. We propose to 
examine figures for these times and make 
certain deductions and await events.

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E have carefully perused Mr. Wilde’s 

Ww arguments in the last issue, and 

examination of the various state- 

ments discloses further weak points, 

sufficient to seriously upset the validity of 

the new aspects. As we numbered the 

paragraphs in his article, we refer to each 
number in this reply. 

I.—Mr. Wilde speaks of a bootless contro- 
versy. We are afraid it will be so, for the 
simple reason that there is no common 
ground of argument between us. The ques- 
tion of the new aspects has so far been 
. referred to directions, on which subject our 
methods are dissimilar. It is true that we 
have said the new aspects are “new-fangled 
and impossible," but it is on Mr. Wilde's 
own showing, and he will have to give & 
more scientific basis for them, and at the 
same time show a rational connection be- 
tween the planets forming the aspects and 
the actual event, if he desires to convince us. 
We are not hard to convince in the face of 
real facts and properly constructed evidence, 
but Mr. Wilde has yet to supply them. 

II.—In this paragraph we are concerned 
only with the point about the operation of 
the semisquare of Uranus. We are now 
informed that there were other planets re- 
sponsible, viz., Sun square Mars, septi-sedicile 
Saturn, and Mars sedicile Sun. But Mr. 
Wilde blunders seriously, both in calculation 
and judgment. A simple calculation will 
show him that when the Sun was in semi- 
square to Uranus it was NOT in square to 
Mars, but 24° therefrom. Granted it may 
be within orbs, the direction was not excited 
to action by either transit or lunar direction. 
Moreover, Mars being in Aquarius, and the 
Sun having progressed into Taurus, neither 
planet had the slighest connection with the 
injury to the hand ruled by Gemini. The 
same comment applies to the other supposed 
directions. Now we presume that Mr. Wilde 
accepts the rulership of the signs over dif- 
ferent partsof the body? (We ask the question 
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Scientific Astrology and the New Aspects. al 


because he appears to reject so much that 
one is doubtful what he does really accept.) 
If so, how can he connect the event in ques- 
tion with the directions he enumerates. 
Neither of the planets concerned were in 
signs ruling the hands, and to assert that 
they caused the event, is on a par with his 
recent assertion that Sun square Saturn and 
septi-sedecile Neptune caused death by fire. 
The directions measuring to the event were 
Sun semisquare Uranus, Moon oppositior 
Uranus, sesquiquadrate Sun, acting on the 


Solar direction. 


HI.—It is impossible for us to accept Mr. 
Wilde's statements in regard to this theory. 
May we ask where our own experience comes 
in? We have repeatedly proved the theory 
to be utterly without foundation, and could, 
if space permitted, produce hundreds of in- 
stances in support of our statement. We 
have commented on this point in “The 
Observatory.” 

IV.—We deny the insinuation conveyed 
in this paragraph. We have no desire to 
score off opponents other than by honest and 
legitimate methods, and our readers can be 
the best. judges as to whether we have done 
so. We did not take exception to the single 
word **obscurantist," but to the entire sen- 
tence in which it occurred. Mr. Wilde here 
puts the wrong interpretation on our com- 
ments, and in his eagerness to place upon us 
the onus for “that acridness which makes 
smooth controversy impossible," is himself 
doing the very thing he accuses us of. The 
statement we took exception to was “that 
prenatal directing can only emanate from an 
obscurantist, who cannot defend it," which 
implied that the theory was put forward 
without being verified, and that it could not 
be proved. The reverse, however, is the fact. 
Prenatal directing can be verified, and has 
been proved in hundreds of horoscopes in 
spite of all Mr. Wilde's assertions to the con- 
trary. Moreover, it wastaught by Ptolemy, 
so that the subject was in no way obscured 
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by Mr. Green. Finally, prenatal directing 
is not retrogression or going backward. Mr. 
Green himself says, vide ‘ Theoretical 
Astrology " (page 33) : “The reader is, how- 
ever, particularly asked to remember that in 
order to account for prenatal directing it is 
not necessary to assume that the Earth re- 
verses its motion, or that the heavenly bodies 
move backward in their orbits. No such 
assumption is necessary. lf the postnatal 
principle is true, the prenatal is also; the 
one is a necessary consequence from the 
other; they stand or fall together." 

V.—Mr. Wilde's original letter was re- 
turned to him at his own request, and we 
had only the copy of our reply, which con- 
tained the extracts mentioned. The following 
sentence appears in our reply: “Now, in the 
15th paragraph of your letter you actually 
admit the force of this point, by stating that 
without the birth time it is not possible to 
determine whether the Sun can be in one 
aspect or the one next to it, and also in 
paragraph 18, you further admit the difficulty 
of determining which aspect is the closest." 

VI.— We are very pleased that Mr. Wilde 
has used some of the cases from our own 
horoscopes, but here again his calculations 
are quite wrong, and his arguments equally 
faulty. He contends that Sun sesqui-quad- 
rate Moon R. could not affect the health 
(an erroneous conclusion), but apparently 
this is put forward in order to make room 
for new aspects of the Sun to Uranus and 
Saturn. But Mr. Wilde seriously blunders. 
He states that Uranus is 138° from the Sun, 
whereas it is only 102° 58’, close to the bi- 
septile, a good aspect, therefore ruling the 
evil direction at the age of 19 out of court. 
Moreover, at the time of the illness, the Sun 
was 64° 4/ from Saturn R., and 65° 12! 
from Saturn P., in both cases nearer the 
septi-quargenile, good, than the tri-sedicile, 
evil, hence again ruling the direction out of 
court. With regard to the year 1909 (ignor- 
ing the direction of Uranus for the reason 
above stated), we do find the Sun in noni- 
sexaquartile Saturn, but it had no connection 
with the trouble experienced in that year, 
as it was not of the nature of Saturn. 
Moreover, as the Sun was in good aspect 
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with the Moon at birth, according to Mr. 
Wilde, its trine aspect in 1909 must have 
been operative, never mind what other direc- 
tions were in force. One can have illness 
and gain together, bereavement and business 
success at the same time. To deny the 
power of Sun trine Moon in this instance, 
and attribute the trouble to Sun noni-sexa- 
quartile Saturn, is a deliberate attempt to 
make things fit, and a lamentable failure as 
well This attempting to make things fit 
is very noticeable in Mr. Wilde's illustrations 
of the new aspects, as I shall afterwards show. 
VII.—The contention put forward here 
cannot be supported. The fact that there is 
no aspect between two planets at birth, does 
not prevent their subsequent aspects by 
directions from being powerfully effective. 
We have an illustration of this in the case of 
Mr. W., illustrated on page 130. There is 
a distance of 19" 19’ between Mars and 
the Moon, and the direction of Moon R. con- 
junction Mars P. measures exactly to death. 
Similar evidence ad lib is easily procurable. 
VIIIL.— The question of the failure of lunar 
directions is no mystery to those who follow 
the modern methods of directing. Respect- 
ing counter evidence, Mr. Wilde speaks of a 
medley of aspects by various methods. We 
ask, where? Again, what is the meaning of 
the statement that Mr. Wilde expected the 
combined systems of Ptolemy and Placidus, 
or the degree (?day) for a year measure to 
be used. Only one system, that of the day 
for a year measure, has, been used by us in 
all the illustrations given, and we have not 
introduced any medley of aspects. Mr. 
Wilde is asked to explain his statement. 
We are also told that the counter evidence 
produced by us is not counter evidence against 
the new aspects. Then what is it? Let us 
review the position. Mr. Wilde has pro- 
duced certain cases in which, according to 
him, the new aspects are the only ones show- 
ing the nature of the event, and the directions 
at death, etc., are also the new aspects. We 
have taken these cases and proved conclu- 
sively that in every one the old aspects show 
the radical indication, and that the directions 
are formed by the old aspects. If this is not 
counter evidence, what is it? We invite 
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Mr. Wilde to state, for the benefit of students, 
what he requires in the nature of counter 
evidence. l . 

X.—We fail to understand why Morrison 
should have been introduced into the argu- 
ment. We never mentioned him, and we 
are not aware that the matter of the polygons 
necessitates his opinion. The question still 
remains that none of the new aspects sub- 
mitted have any natural or geometrical basis, 
nor do they agree with any of the five pos- 
sible convex polyhedra, the Tetrahedron, 
Hexahedron, Octahedron, Dodecahedron, and 
Icosahedron. All true aspects are angles 
which lie at the base of nature, and are 
found in the geometry of space. Mr. Wilde's 
new aspects do not conform to either of 
these requirements, and therefore cannot be 
accepted on scientific grounds. 

XI.—In regard to the hyleg in Prince 
Christian Victor's horoscope, Mr. Wilde now 
states that this must be measured by oblique 
ascension and not by the semi-arc method. 
We have shown on page 102 that taking the 
meridian distance from the semi-arc shows 
the Sun to be outside the limit allowed for 
hyleg. We also point out that by compu- 
ting the Sun's angular or oblique position 1t 
was only 23? 41' above the western horizon, 
and therefore within the prescribed limits, 
The matter is too long to be explained here, 
but we may write a special article on it 
later. It is quite certain, however, that 
Ptolemy did know of semi-arcs, as reference 
to the Tetrabiblos (Book IIL, Chap. XIV.) 
will easily prove. The concluding portion of 
this paragraph is to us quite unintelligible, 
and we again invite Mr. Wilde to explain. 

XIV.—This paragraph is a good illustra- 
tion of meeting troubles half way, and no 
earthly reason can be assigned for making 
imaginary difficulties. We might agree as 
to the possibility of predicting marriage to a 
Turk, who may be already married, or to a 
Mormon, with already four or five wives. 

XV.—To suppose that the new aspects 
will dispose of directions from the epoch is 
absurd and impossible, a mere freak of the 
imagination, a personal opinion, coloured by 
prejudice, and without one iota of evidence 
to support it. 
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XVI.—No misrepresentation was intended 
in our remark. The comment by Mr. Wilde 
relative to the epoch (page 84) was certainly 
in our opinion in the nature of a sneer. 

XVII.—We beg leave to contradict this 
statement. This curtailing of the orbs in 
directions to one degree is certainly not the 
teaching of either Ptolemy or Placidus. 
The latter frequently sets down a direction 
as having a part in, or contributing to, the 
froduction of an event that occurred at 
a distance of several years from the calcu- 
lated term of such direction. Ptolemy cer- 
tainly does not teach it. I am aware that it 
is the custom in primary directing to com- 
pute the time when the arc of direction is 
exact, and the fact is indisputable that the 
majority of directions by this method do fall 
out close to their period of formation. But 
why introduce a variety of methods? What 
about the exponents of progressive directing ? 
Sepharial allots 3° as the orb of a direction ; 
Alan Leo, in the ‘‘ Progressed Horoscope," 
states that solar directions may extend over a 
period of several years, sometimes to a decade. 
All modern authorities on progressive direc- 
ting are unanimous in opinion that solar 
directions operate over a period of several 
years. 

XVIII.—It has always been accepted 
that planets angular have greater power, but 
this in no way affects the actual aspect. The 
Sun square Saturn, with the latter elevated, 
is more powerful than would be the case 
with the Sun elevated above Saturn. But 
the increased power lies in the position of the 
planets, not in the aspect. No evidence is 
required to support so clearly defined a prin- 
ciple as this. 

XXII.—It is immaterial to us whether 
there are 800 or 8,000 horoscopes to prove 
the new aspects. We must emphatically 
contend for a scientific, natural, and geome- 
trical basis for them, and we have not the 
slightest doubt that if the supposed proof in 
the 800 horoscopes is no harder of refutation 
than in the cases examined by us, then it 
will not require much to refate it. But 
we invite Mr. Wilde to give some illustra- 
tions of fortune and abililies by the new 
aspects. 
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Further Facts and 
` Misleading Evidence. 


Now let us look at some further facts in 
connection with the new aspects. Mr. 
Wilde states that Sun square Mars, septi- 
sedecile Saturn, and Mars sedecile Sun, 
were responsible for the operation to 
Sepharial's hand. There is no connection 
between the directions and the event. In 
our horoscope he tries to import directione 
of Saturn to account for certain events. 
Here, again, the event is not in accordance 
with the directions. In the case of the girl 
who died by fire, we are told that Sun square 
Saturn, septi-sedecile Neptune caused the 
death. Again, there is no rational con- 
nection between the event and the nature 
of the planets said to cause it. We put the 
question to Mr. Wilde: Would he, had he 
been given these horoscopes before the 
events, predicted the actual event by the 
directions which he states were operating? 
Would he have predicted death by fire in 
the caseof the girl ? We invite him to reply 
to this question. 

In reference to this particular case of 
death by fire, we desire to call Mr. Wilde's 
attention to a statement made by him in 
Coming Events (Vol. IL, page 450): “The 
Chaldeans say, through Ptolemy, ‘that a 
benefic in the 8th house saves a man from 
fire." This child had Jupiter in the 8th 
house in trine with the Sun, but it did not 
save her life. The question is, “Is death 
by fire shown in the horoscope, and 
where?” 

In Modern Astrology for April, Mr. Wilde 
has written a letter in which he gives, among 
others, the case of Mr. R., born September 
6th, 1868, at 1.30 a.m., and who died 
January 30th, 1913. He states correctly 
that the Moon is hyleg, but makes the 
astounding and erroneous assertion that 
" even this vital point is only assalied by new 
aspects," when, as a matter of fact, it is in 
square to Venus and sesqui-quadrate Sun. 
At death the Sun is in exact opposition to 
the radical Moon, and Venus is in sesqui- 
quadrate to the same orb, the two planets 
aftlicting the hyleg at birth being in power- 
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ful evil directions at death. He utterly 
ignores these facts and tries to make the 
death due to new aspects of the Sun, which 
is not hyleg, to other planets. We protest 
against misleading students in this manner. 

This misleading of students is, unfortun- 
ately, very apparent in many of the examples 
given in the Antares Almanac. We will 
take a few examples in support of our state- 
ments, which will further prove the utter 
fallacy of the new aspects. We refer to the 
supposed horoscopes of the Titanic engineers, 
and we shall prove therefrom that not only 
does Mr. Wilde ignore his own aspects and 
contradict his own theory of promittors, but 
he actually ‘‘ manipulates” the aspects and 
their orbs after the events, in order to get the 
required harmony between the directions at 
death and the aspects at birth. In the case 
of Mr. Bell, March 12th, 1861, he states : 
“The Sun was conjoined with Neptune at 
birth and semi-square to Neptune at death." 
This is apparently put forward with the idea 
of making the death direction in harmony 
with the radical aspect. But on the date in 
question the Sun was 7? from Neptune, 
and as Mr. Wilde denies long orbs. it 
could not be in conjunction. Further 
than that, how could the orb of the con- 
junction overlap the 53 aspect. Correctly 
speaking, the Sun was close to the 73 aspect, 
a good one, thus nullifying the semi-square 
by direction, and it was not in harmony with 
the radical aspect. 

Mr. Hodgkinson, February 27th, 1866. 
We are told that “as the Sun was 29° from 
Mars it would be within orb of the 28}..... n" 
As a matter of fact, the Sun was only half a 
degree from the semi-sextile, and actually 
nearer the good aspect. It is also stated that 
the Sun was in semi-square to Mars at death. 
Even if it were so, the direction would not 
be in harmony with the radical aspect, but 
as it happens the Sun was 30° from the 
semi-square of Mars R., and 53? from the 
semi-square progressed Mars. Mr. Shepherd, 
March 31st, 1880. Here again the Sun is 
given as 6° from Saturn, and Mr. Wilde 
states that he does not know whether it is 
within orb of the 53 aspect, or in conjunction. 
But how can the orb of the conjunction 
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overlap the other aspect? Examination of 
the case will show that the Sun is nearer 
the 73 aspect than any other, so that the 
Sun's supposed sedecile aspect with Saturn 
at death (which, as a fact, was more than 2° 
from exact aspect, clearly out of orbs) was 
not operative. 

Another point against which a serious pro- 
test must be raised is that Mr. Wilde re- 
peatedly ignores the existence of theold major 
aspects in order to give undue precedence to 
his new ones. Let us take a few more 
cases at random. At Mr. Shepherd's death, 
Mars had reached the radical longitude 
of the Sun. At Mr. Coy's death (born May 
5th, 1885) the same directions occur. Mr. 
Bell, March 12th, 1861 had Sun conjunction 
Mars, Mars square Sun, and the Moon 
passing the conjunction of Sun, and square 
of Mars. In the face of such glaring discrep- 
ancies and blunders as these, what reliance 
can be placed on Mr. Wilde's figures, and the 
theory which they are supposed to prove ? 

We put these facts before Mr. Wilde for his 
very serious consideration, and await his reply.

It appears to me, and I think that it will 
so appear to most of my readers, that Mr. 
Wilde on finally discovering that I am not 
likely to range myself on his side in support 
of the new aspects, has intentionally gone 
out of his way to throw aspersions on my 
intellectual integrity. ‘I do not believe that 
his efforts will lead anyone to believe that 
he is actuated only by the intense desire to 
get at the truth,” is a statement which calls 
for some explanation. It suggests that I 
have other motives than that of upholding 
the truth as I see it, and those motives, if 
they are conveyed as suggested by Mr. Wilde 
in what I have written, should be capable of 
definition. I have said definitely that I do not 
believe the aspects would have escaped the 
lynx-eyed astrologers of the past had they 
had any existence in fact. I have further 
said that the evidence for their existence, so 
far as we have had it, is nil. I should 
rather have said that the evidence is destruc- 
tive of the theory, which in fact it is. 

I have shown Mr. Wilde to have been 
wrong in both counts so far as his remarks 
on my own horoscope are concerned. Cor- 
respondents are writing to .contemporary 
journals giving evidence against the new 
theory as judged by practical tests of Mr. 
Wilde’s own work. Similar evidence comes 
to me from India. Despite this testimony 
and the fact that better mathematicians than 
Mr. Wilde have pronounced against the evi- 
dence which, he himself adduces, the author 
still holds to his theory and will, doubtless, 
pursue this ignis fatuus until he is well up 
to the neck in a morass. Yet, if he would be 
taken seriously, let him at least credit his 
critics with as genuine a desire to arrive at 
the truth as he would claim for himself. 

Judged by the old canons of astrology, the 
promittor theory is nothing but theory and 
has no foundation in fact. It was to uphold 
this theory that its author invented the new

aspects. He found that the theory did not 
work on the old aspects. ‘That is the actual 
situation. The argument against the pre- 
natal directions brought forward in the April 
issue of this journal by Mr. Wilde is puerile 
in the extreme. He does not perceive that 
aspects formed by the progress of the Sun 
after birth involve the acceptance of a theory 
which is entirely that which Mr. Green 
applies to the prenatal directions. When Mr. 
Wilde has discovered why aspects formed 
seven days after birth operate at seven years 
of age, he will be in a better position to under- 
stand why those which were formed seven 
days before birth operate at the same time. 
The old saying : “ The future is only the past 
unfolded ''—is a logical statement which has 
a mathematical solution. The Placidian 
method of directing employs the converse 
direction in just this form. In my “ Prognos- 
tic Astronomy " I have pointed out that con- 
verse directions are in reality the same in 
nature as direct directions. In the former case 
the body of the planet is carried by the inotion 
of the earth on its axis from East to West 
against the order of the signs, while in the 
case of direct directions the mundane position 
of the planet is carried by the same rotation 
from West to East in agreement with the 
order of the signs. We are thus dealing with 
two distinct positions of the planet, one of 
which is its radical position in the circle of 
observation, the other its acquired position 
some hours later. 

Mr. Wilde wishes for Ptolemaic direc- 
tions. He has them in the case cited by 
him as proof of the new aspects, November 
6th, 1873, at 11.15 &m., London. The 
directions which Ptolemy would have recog- 
nised are those of the Ascendant to the 
opposition of Uranus, and probably also that 
of Mars to the conjunction. Both Morinus 


-Bonatus would have recognised and employed 


each of these directions. All would have 
recognised and employed the transits except 
that of Uranus, of which they had no know- 
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ledge. I do not presume that these were the 
only adverse aspects in force at the time of 
the fatal event, but they are conspicuous, 
easily recognised and of undoubted efficacy. 
lf Mr. Wilde is desirous of reforming the 
beliefs of such men as Ptolemy, Tycho, 
Kepler, Wharton, Paráshara, Bhaskaricharya 
&nd others of conspicuous eminence in the 
world of astrological science, or of pursuading 
us, which comes to the same thing, that we 
have been grossly misled by them, he will 
have to come to the task better equipped 
than he is at present. That is all I have to 
sav, and that is all I have any intention of 
saving about the latest of astrological mare's 
nests. 


Mars as Promittor. 


I have had the misfortune this month to 
lose an old and valued friend, born on April 
17th in the year 1542. The eclipse of the 
Sun which we witnessed here in London on 
the anniversary of his birth last year was the 
portent of his passing. In my own horoscope 
it was indicated by Moon square Mars, ruler 
of the llth and 3rd. At the same time 
there was a fire at the house, and a tragedy 
in the street just outside the door. Being 
ruler of the progressed 8th house, Mars evi- 
dently had it in his power to rudely awaken 
me to the realities of the world about me, in 
which death and destruction are the forceful 
means of human regeneration, as of indivi- 
dual freedom. Incidentally, I have suffered 
a sharp attack of influenza with following 
bronchitis, throwing me out of harness for 
a fortnight or so, and one of the family has 
been bitten by a strange dog. I mention 
this because the Moon and Mars are not 
apparently in malignant configuration at 
birth. In point of fact, however, they are 
in close mundane opposition, but this would 
only be recognised by followers of Ptolemy 
and Placidus. 


The Coming War. 

From the wider point of view we may 
discern coming trouble to Great Britain and 
Austria. 
a flare-up throughout Europe. The indi- 
cations are these: A solar eclipse on April 
l7th, 1912, visible throughout Western 
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Europe. A total lunar eclipse at the full 
Moon of October last. A solar eclipse on 
October 10th, 1919. During the months of 
May and June, Mars will transit the places 
of these eclipses. But the significant point 
is that Mars will pass over the Ascendant of 
the horoscope of King George immediately 
after it passes over the opposition of the 
place of the eclipse in October last, and at 
the same time will be in opposition to the 
Ascendant of the Emperor of Austria. 
Mars will then have just entered Aries, 
and in its continuance throught that sign 
will successively transit the opposition of the 
solar eclipse of October and the place of the 
eclipse of April, 1912. Now as eclipses last 
for 18 months on an average, there will be 
adequate time in which to bring the effects 
cf these eclipses into play, and the transit- 
ing planet is the key-note to the nature of 
events. It will be remembered, no doubt, 
that Mars passed the opposition of the April 
eclipse on the very day that hostilities began 
in the Balkans. Had Saturn been the 
transitting planet the effects would have been 
very different. Mars is the significator 
of carnage and war, of strife and panic and 
wild alarms. Such effects we may expect 
to attend the transits of Mars over the 
successive places of these eclipses during the 
next few months. It will be strange if the 
opposition of the Ascendants of the royal 
horoscopes of Austria and Great Britain does 
not culminate in some hostility, especially 
under prevailing conditions, and the only 
solution that is at all probable in the circum- 
stances is one that would involve the demise 
of the Austrian Emperor and hence his re- 
moval from the scene as a focus ofastralenergy. 
I hold no special views about the Divine right 
of kings, but sz j'etais roi I might see things 
differently. We mostly have strong views 
as to our right to exist, whether as kings or 
dustmen. But I have very strong opinions, 
nevertheless, regarding the Divine appoint- 
ment of kings, for I do not admit of any 
chance adininistration in a universe where 
all is law and order, and humbly recognise 
The Cause Supreme of Life; 
The hidden good in every ill, 


Which even they who live in strife 
Do serve with an unconscious will— 
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and I have constantly observed that all the 
great international wars, events of national 
importance, events more pertinent to the 
nation than its ruler, are signified in the 
horoscopes of kings. What else does this 
mean but that they are the Divinely ap- 
pointed focal centres of astral influence, the 
conscious or unconscious recipients and dis- 
tributors of those subtle energies which 
pervade the universe in which we live. 


New Astronomical Tables. 


I am shortly publishing & new set of 
Astronomical Tables, by which the times and 
positions of new Moons, full Moons, eclipses, 
the longitudes of the Sun and Moon, the 
place of the Node and other elements of astro- 
nomical interest can be easily determined by 
simple addition and subtraction for any time 
over & period of 8,000 years. Following 
these, and uniform in size and texture, will 
appear Tables of the Planetary Motions for 
the same long period of time. By this 
means I hope to place the student in a 
position to construct ephemerides and draw 
horoscopes for any time, past or future, for 
which the necessary ephemeris is not obtain- 
able. And here let me say that astrologers 
the world over scarcely recognise how much 
they are indebted to the labours of astro- 
logers of the past, who kept astronomy alive 
during the dark ages and made it possible 
for persons ignorant of astronomy to study 
the facts of interplanetary action by the 
construction and publication of ephe- 
merides. Let us suppose for a moment 
that no such thing as Raphael’s Ephemeris 
and Tables of the Houses existed. How 
many astrologers, think you, would be ina 
position to construct a horoscope for any 
given time and place? True, there are the 
Nautical Almanac, the Connaissance de 
Temps, and the later Spanish Official Almanac, 
all of them published well in advance, and 
from these the positions can be obtained 
with accuracy. But who made these pub- 
lications a possibility if not such as Tycho, 
Kepler, Vincert Wing, Ricciolus and other 
astrologers, who laboured year after year in 
the construction of ephemerides ? 

The need for such Tables as these I am 
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publishing is apparent to anybody who has 
studied the ground they cover. Whether 
we make use of Tycho's Rudolphine Tables. 
those of Dalambre, or those of Ferguson, 
eclipses will be found happening at various 
times and in various places where they 
never occurred at all, and conversely, in 
seeking to establish the observations re- 
corded by the ancients, six different astro- 
nomers will find six different dates. The 
historical eclipse of China, B.c. 2154, has 
been stated, on the authority of the published 
Tables, to have taken place some hours 
before the Sun rose, and hence efforts have 
been made to find other dates which make 
fiction of the historical record. Sir John 
Herschel has mentioned an historical eclipse 
as total when it was only annular, and only 
so recently as last year the eclipse of April 
17th was given as total by the French 
Almanac when it should have been annular. 
The late Rev. S. Johnson, F.R.S., speaking of 
an eclipse mentioned in one of the Classics, 
says that “in the present (1896) unsatis- 
factory state of even the best Tables, it is 
impossible to say whether the eclipse was 
visible here or not." That is an indictment 
which astronomy should endeavour to 
answer. 

The main point of the work, which has 
occupied my mind for some years, is that I 
have conclusively proved the fact that the 
Moon is now moving slower in a larger 
orbit than was formerly the case, and this 
variation is the sole cause of the inequalities 
existing between ancient records and modern 
observations, when calculation is made from 
Tables which employ a mean motion of the 
Moon of modern estimate. The astro- 
nomical facts depending on this variation of 
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at the disposal of all who may be 
interested in the practical appli- 
cation of astrological science . . 
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the Moon's orbit are numerous and interest- 
ing, but too complex to' explain in this 
place. I employ a secular equation entirely 
different in value and application to any that 
has been suggested, and I dispense entirely 
with no less than thirty-seven equations of 
the Moon's longitude and anomaly employed 
by astronomers. In effect, I prove that the 
historical eclipses all took place at the times 
and places where they are said to have been 
Observed, and also that the eclipses contained 
in the Nautical Almanac respond exactly to 
the Tables. Illustrations covering a period 
of forty-one centuries are given, and these 
will enable any person of average intelli- 
gence to calculate any position of the Sun, 
Moon and planets for any required date.

LESSON VI. 


STYLES OF HANDWRITING. 


Sometimes there is great difficulty in classifying a 
handwriting as a type, and it must be classified in 
what may be termed a style to distinguish it from 
type. The principle types are as follows :—(a) 
Large and bold; (b) Small and cramped ; (¢) For- 
mal and precise; (d) Ornamental; (e) Legible and 
plain; (f) Illegible; ig) Regular and fine; (4) Ir- 
regular and unsightly; (i) Rounded and measured ; 
(j) Pointed and angular. 

(a). Large and bold. This style of handwriting is 
not necessarily regular or legible. The positive 
characteristics are amativeness, benevolence, firm- 
ness, self-esteem, combativeness. The negative 
characteristics are : cautiousness, secretiveness. 

(b). Small and cramped. In this style the words 
appear as though written with a desire to hide one- 
self, hence its name. The positive characteristics 
are: cautiousness, secretiveness. Negative : hope. 

(c) Formal and precise. This style is formed 
and arranged as if by mechanical means and 
measurements. Examples: Isaac Myer. Positive 
characteristics are; constructiveness, order, percep- 
tive faculties. Negative: amativeness, ideality. 

(d). Ornamental. This style is recognised by 
superfluous ornaments and excessive strokes, but 
should not be confused with mere flourishes. 
Examples: Queen Elizabeth, Rev. Joseph Parker, 
Mrs. May Wright Suwal, Mrs. Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, Mrs. Bancroft. Positive characteristics 
are : approbativeness, ideality, self-esteem, sublimity, 
spirtuality, benevolence, mental temperament. Nega- 
tive: cautiousness, constructiveness, form. 

(9). . Legible and plain. This style is self explan- 
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atory and is pleasant to read, although not generally 
described as a good hand. Examples: Abraham 
Lincoln, Benjamin Frankling, John Borroughs. 
Positive characteristics are: cautiousness, firmness. 

(f). Illegible. This style is recognised by the 
writing being hastily penned and badly formed in 
consequence. Example: Horace Greeley. Positive 
characteristics are: temperament—mental predomi- 
nant, benevolence, destructiveness. 

(g). Regular and fine. This style is self explan- 
atory and easily recognised, there is an absence of 
twirls, twists and ornaments, and no running '' up 
hill," or ‘‘ down dale." Examples: M. F. Tupper, 
the late Wm. T. Stead. Positive characteristics are : 
conscientiousness, constructiveness, form,; ideality, 
order. 

(h). Irregular and unsightly. This style is recog- 
nised by the badly-shaped letters, irregular spacing, 
alignment and ill-proportioned in general. Example : 
Horace Greeley. Negative characteristics are: con- 
structiveness, continuity, order. 

(i). Rounded and measured. This style is round 
and neat in appearance. Example: lda Gardner 
Coffin. Positive characteristics are: constructive- 
ness, firmness, order. 

(jj. Pointed and angular. This style is recog- 
nised by the jerky manner in which the writing is 
formed. Example: Andrew Jackson, Ruskin. Posi- 
tive characteristics are : temperament—motive, bene- 
volence, combativeness, constructiveness, firmness, 
hope, ideality, order. Negative: continuity. 

The student should know that handbooks on the 
subject generally agree in the following definitions of 
the styles of handwriting, but the names and terms 
previously used are those of established attributes of 
the human mind, and therefore more satisfactory to 
work into a system which claims to be scientific and 
in harmony with other branches of character reading, 
and should therefore be used in delineating hand- 
writing. 

(a) Large and bold writing indicates a firm, 
decisive, sensual, open, candid, outspoken, resolute, 
determined, independent, daring, courageous, kind, 
generous, forgiving character. 

(b). Small and cramped writing indicates a ner- 
vous, reserved, timid, cautious, fearful, melancholy, 
character with a lack of self control of many things. 

(c. Formal and precise writing indicates a 
platonic, exacting, ingenius, methodical, orderly and 
practical character. 

(d) Ornamental writing indicates a conceited, 
vain, swaggering, boastful. ostentatious, egotistical, 
imaginative, scheming, planning character, with a 
great amount of dexterity and artistic ability. 

(e) Legible and plain writing indicates a calm, 
steadfast, careful, prudent, reflective, strong-minded 
character. 

(fX Illegible writing indicates a lively, impatient, 
turbulent, exuberant, imaginative, ambitious char- 
acter with a violent temper, but forgiving and kind 
as well. l 

(g). Regular and fine writing indicates a conscien- 
tious, methodical, orderly, exact, ingenius, idealistic, 
industrious, original, versatile, energetic character ; 
also a cool and equable temper, combined with a 
good amount of good sense and taste. 
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(4). Irregular and unsightly writing indicates a 
slovenly, awkward, careless, impracticable, dissimu- 


lating, changeable, inharmonions, undecided, un- 


steady, irritable, quarrelsome character, with a 
tendency to falsehood. 

(i). Rounded and measured writing indicates a 
sensible, practical, unimaginative, constructive, 
orderly, thoughtful, calm, patient, resolute character 
with an equable temper, and a tendency for mechani- 
cal work. 

(j). Pointed and angular writing indicates an 
ambitious, hopeful, energetic, sympathetic, sensitive, 
affectionate, contriving, genteel, talented, wilful, 
independent, self-reliant, courageous character. 


LESSON VII. 


SIZE, QUALITY AND SUBJECT MATTER. 
The size of the writing may be large, small or 
medium, and it is safe to state that in general large 
writing indicates Negative Secretiveness, and small 
writing indicates Positive Secretiveness. In the 
matter of quality, coarse and fine writing will be 
observed, the former is thick and irregular, incorrect 
in details, and indicates lack of education, whereas 
fine writing is associated with refinement. Some- 
times, when the style of handwriting is difficult to 
classify, the thoughts penned aud the use of words 
to express the thoughts will indicate quite clearly the 
trend of thought and character of the writer. 

The graphologist is justified in taking into account 
the manner and habits of the writer. It is not, how- 
ever, a good practice to depend on the subject 
matter, as it is possible to be deceived thereby. It 
is better to dispose of as much outside assistance 
as possible. 


LESSON VIII. 


SPELLING, SEX AND DATE. 


In the matter of spelling, the student should 
observe if it be guod, bad, or indifferent, or phonetic. 
Good spelling is generally a sign of some education, 
to say the least, and bad spelling on the whole shows 
lack of education, but this must not be compared 
with phonetie spelling, which some people adopt. 

There is a distinction to be observed in handwriting 
which reveals to the graphologist whether the writer 
has a positive or masculine character, or negative or 
feminine. Examples: Masculine— David Living- 
stone; Feminine—Florence Nightingale, Queen 
Elizabeth. The manner in which the date is written 
in a letter attracts the graphologist. If written in 
figures it indicates negative continuity, if in words a 
more positive continuity. If close up to the top of 
the paper, positive acquisitiveness.

LESSON IX. 


SPACING, ALIGNMENTS AND PUNCTUATIONS. 


We now come to,the study of spacing. First, as to 
Lines. These may be even, uneven, wide or narrow, 
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and the following delineations generally accompany 
each style: Even—Positive continuity and order; 
Uneven—Negative order; Wide—Negative benevo- 
lence and secretiveness; Narrow— Positive acquisi- 
tiveness. 

Second, as to Words. These are found to be con- 
nected and disconnected, and indicate as follows : 

Connected— Positive deductive reasoning, and 
continuity. Examples: Ruskin, Kinglake. 

Disconnected—Positive, inductive judgment, nez- 
ative continuity. Example: Sir Henry James. 

Third, as to Letters. When equal or perpendicular, 
it is a sign ot positive conscientiousness. The mean- 
ing of the spacing at commencement and termination 
of a paragraph is not yet determined. 

Distinct from spacing is alignment, and this may 
be even or uneven. Even indicates positive order ; 
Uneven, if descending and drooping, indicates des- 
pondency, disappointment, suffering, poor health, 
negative hope. lf ascending, positive approbative- 
ness, destructiveness, hope. Example: Bonaparte's 
last signature. , 

Attention must now be paid to punctuation. This 
may be heavy, light, exact, or omitted, with the 
following detinitions. — Heavy—-Positive, Amative- 
ness, distinctiveness. Light —Negative, l'irmness, 
combativeness. Exact—Positive, order, time. 
Omitted—Negative, order. 

N.B.—A dot in front of the initial letter of a signa- 
ture indicates positive, caution and secretiveness. 
A dash in lieu of a dot indicates positive mental 
temperament.

CHAPTER VII. 


A FURTHER ILLUSTRATION OF ALFRIDARIES. 


The results of our examination of Alfri- 
daries in connection with the navamsa 
position of the required luminary have 
prompted us to make further investigations, 
and we append some additional illustrations. 

1. Queen Victoria.—Diurnal map. Sun 
in Gemini 2? 7. Libra navamsa. Ruler 9. 
5y. Om. 29d. of Venus period. We have 
therefore 2y. 11m. 1d. to come. Taking the 
periods in rotation and commencing again 


with Venus we have 72y. lim. 14d. Mer- 
cury's period follows.

The time required in the sub-period of 
Mercury is 8y. 8m. 27d., and the sub-period 
of Mars covers that time. Here we have 
Mercury, ruler of ascendant, and Mars, the 
planet afflicting the luminaries at birth, as 
the planets ruling the period of death, a very 
significant factor. 

2. Mr. Gladstone.—Nocturnal. 

Whole 
period of Venus to follow. 70 years covers 
the seven periods, then again comes Venus 
to 78, and then follows Mercury to 91. The 
time required in the period of Mercury, is 
lOy.

CHAPTER VI. 


PLANETARY INFUUENCES. 


T dealing with the influences of the 


pianets, it should be noted that each 

planet represents a principle in nature, 

a power or force which has two modes 
of vibration, which we call “benefic” and 
“malefic,” the former being when the prin- 
ciple is cultivated and developed, and the 
latter when it is neglected and abused. 
This is the true explanation of the terms 
good” and “evil.” The planets are not 
necessarily evil because tradition associates 
evil intluences to Saturn or Mars, but solely 
because the influence is misused or abused. 
Anything which in itself is a power, becomes 
a veritable evil if neglected or allowed to run 
riot. Take fire for instance. Properly used 
it becomes a power for many benefic ends, 
but allowed to run riot it becomes an evil. 
Thus it is with planetary influence. The 
planet Mars stands as a representative of 
force and strength. but it can be equally a 
destructive force as a constructive one, the 
former being the abuse of the principle, as 
the latter is the development. 

The following table will show the principle 

represented by each planet, and its two 
modes of vibration:

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Ç: value of the thumb in the Sixteenth century 


was considered of such great importance 
that history infoms us that forgers and sedi- 
tious writers had their thumbs cut off by the 
common hangman as a punishment. 

In studying the thumb as an indication of char- 
acter, we may apply the laws applicable to the study 
of most other subjects, viz:—Development, Form, 
Size, Order, Location, Association, Evolution, Ana- 
logy, Health, Heredity, Correspondence, Action, Re- 
action, the Physiological Construction and a few 
other aspects of minor importance. 

It is not pleasant to dwell on cases of heredity 
where idiots are born without thumbs, or with atro- 
phied resemblances to thumbs, but at the same time 
it comes within our scope of observations, and we 
have to recognise very quickly that where there is an 
absence of thumb development there is generally 
want of will and intellect, I say generally advisedly, 
because there are, no doubt, what may be termed 
family thumbs, when some peculiarity is recognised 
throughout the family, but the peculiarity is usually 
of so distinct a nature, and so out of harmony with 
the other parts of the hands, that it is at once 
observed to be a diversion from the law of correspon- 
dence, by the operation of the law of heredity. 

When we compare the thumb of man with the un- 
developed digit of monkeys and apes, we at once 
recognise man's superiority over animals in hand 
manipulation, enabling him to operate with his 
hands instruments of defence and offence, also in- 
struments of construction. 

This great distinction has been sufficient to war- 
rant naturalists in placing him alone and naming 
him bimanous without other considerations. ; 

From a knowledge of the thumb taken by itself, 
much of character and capacity may be known, and 
it is interesting to note that the thumb-prints alone, 
adopted by the Chinese, form a most intricate and 
detailed system of identification, as also does our 
British system of finger prints. 

It is a noticeable fact that where the thumb is 
bound close to the palm, preventing the free expan- 
sion of the hand, that the individual is the slave of 
circumstances and is not strong enough to stand 
alone or to bear responsibility; but when the thumb 
moves freely in extension as though having an indi- 
vidual root of its own, the owner can succeed in 
places of responsibility or govern her own career, 
the kind of career, of course, depending upon the 
shape of the thumb itself apart from its setting. 

The thumb is composed of three phalanges, which 
correspond with the animal, intellectual and moral 
attributes of the human mind. 

- The first phalange is that part of the thumb from 
the tip to the first joint, and represents the will; the 
second phalange is the part between the first and 
second joints, and represents the intellect; and the 
third phalange is that portion extending from the 
second joint to the wrist. Owing to the important 
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Thumbs. 


By IDA ELLIS, F.B.I.M.S. Author of ‘Catechism of Palmistry,” etc. 
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part the inner base of the thumb plays in the hand 
reading, the term third phalange is intended to 
mean the outer part only of the base of the thumb. 
Some palmists deal with two phalanges only, pre- 
fering to deal with what is here named the third 
phalange when the palm of the hand is studied. 

In measuring the relative sizes of the phalanges, 
it is well to bear in mind that the first phalange is 
relatively two-tenths long, the second three-tenths, 
and the third five-tenths long. 

When these relative standard lengths are departed 
from, they should be considered out of the normal. 

In considering the question of the size of the 
thumb, it should be remembered that normally the 
thumb should reach to the second joint of the first 
finger, when the thumb is laid straight in a line with 
the front of the finger, and when it varies from this 
point, something out of the ordinary may be ex- 
pected. É 

The remarkable motion of the thumb, working as it 
can in opposition to the fingers, is in itself a most 
interesting study. 

In considering the Jaw of development, we observe 
that in infants the fingers are closed over the thumbs, 
but as the mind manifests control over the body the 
thumbs gradually close over the fingers. 

When ill health exists, the mind often fails to 
manifest itself efficiently and the thumbs naturally 
gravitate beneath the fingers as if to indicate to the 
observer this regrettable fact. This is more fre- 
quently observed among epileptic, rheumatic, and 
paralytic subjects, and therefore when the thumb is 
described as representing the power of the ego over 
the personality, much will be comprehended by the 
esoteric student. 

When the spirit passes out of the body at death, 
the thumb is observed in many instances to retire as 
it were into the hand, symbolical of the spirit passing 
into the inner life. 

The signs of character in the thumb are easy to 
discern, and by combining one sign with another, or 
studying the effect of a positive sign over a negative 
one, an intelligent student may read a person's char- 
acter fairly well from that source alone. 

Undeveloped thumb: A weak personality. 

Developed thumb: A strong personality. 

Larger thumb: An increase in the qualities indi- 

cated by the type of thumb. 

Small thumb: A weakening of qualities indicated 

by the type cf thumb. 

Low set: Mental attributes. 

High set: Physical attributes. 

Turning back: Generosity. 

Broad thumb: Power to manifest the qualities 

represented by the type of thumb. 

Narrow thumb: That the qualities represented by 

the type of thumb are actively manifested. 

Spatulate thumb: Strong will, not likely to change. 

Square thumb: A strong will, amenable to what is 

right and just. 
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Conical and psychical thumb: A sensitive nature, 
impressionable to environment and idealistic. 
Club thumb: Great passion when temper is 

aroused. 
Short first phalange: Weak will.

The progress which 
is being made in Astrology at present bids 
fair to enable us, at no far distant future, to 
see our science in the forefront of all recog- 
nised sciences, and the great remodeller and 
reformer of the world’s thought. Next month 
I hope to make the preliminary announce- 
ment of the publication of a new and impor- 
tant work on Natal Astrology. 


The Revival of Error. 


We are sorry to find that some of our 
astrological friends across the “herring 


- * : 


pond ” are reviving an old error in erecting 
horoscopes for apparent Sun time. This 
method was knocked on the head some years 
ago, and as recognised by all modern astro- 
logers, it is an erroneous procedure. All time 
in astronomical computations is “mean time" 
and has nothing to do with the Sun’s 
meridian passage. I hope to deal with this 
subject in a later issue.

The new Moon of June 4th takes place at 
three minutes to eight in the evening, the 
luminaries being conjoined with Saturn and 
Mercury in the seventh house. Fortunately, 
they were well aspected by other planets, or 
it would be a very evil influence for inter- 
national affairs; as it is, it threatens a dispute 
with another power. Jupiter on the second 
cusp in square to Mars is not favourable for 
the revenue, and denotes losses and heavy 
expenditure. Insurance matters will cause 
a stir. It is also inimical for railways and 
the post office. Mars in the fourth denotes 
heat, thunder and fires in many parts. Venus 
on the cusp of the fifth will benefit theatres, 
and bring an increase in the birth-rate. 
Neptune in the eighth house denotes many 
sudden and strange deaths. Activity will 
occur in shipping circles. A Royal marriage 
or betrothal is denoted. Heated debates 
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will occur in the Commons and further scan- 
dals are denoted. Serious fires are threat- 
ened in 8 E. long. Indian affairs wil be 
disordered. 


The Prenatal Epoch. 


The articles on this important subject are 
creating an immense amount of interest, and 
numerous letters have been received froin all 
parts of the world, asking questions on 
various points connected with the theory.

Signs versus Constellations. 


Our old contributor, Mr. Duncan Macin- 
tosh, whose lucid and interesting articles have 
always given much food for thought, writing 
to Modern Astrology, puts forward the con- 
tention that modern astrology is wrong in 
commencing the zodiac with the sign Aries, 
instead of with the constellation of that name, 
and suggests in support of his idea that 
the solar eclipse of October last, which fell 
in the constellation of Virgo, was responsible 
for the Balkan conflict. Apart from the fact 
that the Balkan war originated in the great 
solar eclipse of last April, our friend forgets 
this very important point: Suppose we 
place the commencement of the zodiac at 
the extremity of the constellation of Aries, 
the signs will not run coincident with the 
constellations of the same name. The con- 
stellations Aries and Cancer are very narrow 
groups, while Leo, Virgo and Sagittarius 
are wide groups. So that if our friend's 
contention were valid, it would still be pos- 
sible for eclipses to fall in one sign, and 
another constellation. Ptolemy laid down 
the rule that the zodiac commenced with 
the vernal equinox, and it does not matter 
one iota where that point falls in the 
constellations. 
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The Conjunction of 
Mars and Saturn.

The New Aspects. 


We append herewith a further article from 
Mr. Wilde with reference to the new aspects, 
and some comments from Dr. V. V. Ramanan 
on Hindu astrology. Mr. Wilde states '' we 
asked our friend to see if he could find any 
of our new aspects in the Hindu astrology. 
and he is unable to find any." We consider 
the question a useless one, and it certainly 
did not arise out of our comment on the co- 
incidence of certain cf the new aspects with 
the subdivisions in use in India. Dr. ltam- 
anan himself says “I wonder what dasamsa 
and dvadasamsa have to do with aspects?” 
We never supposed they did, or suggested 
they were the same. The notes on the 
various subdivisions, or “ vargas,” are very 
interesting, but we might point out that they 
have already been dealt with by us on pages 
25, 26, and 57 of this volume, and the same 
essential facts enumerated. 

Passing to Mr. Wilde's comments on the 
anomaly of the orbs, we are not in the least 
surprised that he cannot offer any reason- 
able solution. We must again insist that a 
scientific basis has not been produced for 
the aspects themselves, and without this 
nothing further can be done. We still 
await Mr. Wilde's explanation of the discre- 
pancies and mistakes pointed out in the last 
issue, and will defer any further comments 
until a reply is received.

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Orbs of Aspects and Hindu Divisions.

request sent the following account of 

the Indian divisions of the Zodiac, 

which should prove of great interest 
to those students who are interested in the 
astrology of our Indian Empire. We asked 
our friend to see if he could find any of our 
new aspects in the Hindu astrology, and he 
is unable to find any. The 73. 15, 18, 
224 degrees, etc., were first published in 
“ Chaldean Astrology” in 1901, and in our 
Primer. The only aspect about which we 
have had some doubt is the Septile, and the 
whole series may have to be rejected after 
all; and if such is the case there will be 
no good aspect between 101i? and 106$^, 
and the 1011? seems to have an orb of 23^. 
What is occasioning me the most perplexity 
is the anomaly in regard to the varying 
lengths of orbs. The irregularity is peculiar 
and eccentric, and I regret I cannot offer at 
the moment any reasonable solution. After 
all, astrology has been built up not on 
reasoning, but on empirical knowledge, and 
it is surely admitted that nature correctly 
interpreted must contain sublime reason of 
a magnificence undreamed of by present 
day so-called rationalists. And who is pre- 
pared to assert, then, that later research may 
not enable us to account for the elasticity of 
orbs? The relation of world-ether, gravita- 
tion and molecular matter to mathematics 
may yet be demonstrated, and it would be 
surely folly to reject an aspect because of a 
lack of harmony of orbs, especially as after 
thousands of years the astrologer has not 
been able to fix the exact length of orb of 
the old aspects. The subject is a very 
difficult one. 

Many students have written asking for 
the length of the orbs of the new aspects, 
and I can only reiterate that they vary from a 
half a degree to three degrees, and this is as 
far as my experience has carried me, though 
I am still investigating the evidence and hope 
to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion shortly.

“Thanks for your letter on March 3rd- 
I wonder what dasamsa and dvadasamsa 
have to do with ‘ aspects,’ as such ‘ aspects ' 
are called in Sanskrit drishti, vikshana, 
tkshana, and so on, while dasamsa, dvada- 
samsa and the like are various methods of 
dividing a sign (of the zodiac) and techni- 
cally known in Sanskrit astrology as varga. 
These vargas are introduced by ancient 
writers on Sanskrit astrology, such as 
Parasara, Satyacharya, Badarayana with a 
view to determine the ‘essential’ dignities 
and debilities of planets, and are merely 
‘terms’ of a special sort for which the 
names of the zodiacal duodenary are 
assigned according to a definite plan, with 
the object of relating them to planets. 
These vargas find a definite mention in our 
earliest Astrological writers like Satyacharya 
and Badaragana who, according to the 
results of western historical research, are 
assigned to a period the lowest limit of 
which is about the Twentieth Century 
B.c.—the period being determined by the 
stars which, those authors state, were cut 
by the equinoctial colure of their day or 
days. Now these sub-divisions of the 
zodiacal signs by the varga method, have 
nothing to do either in theory or practice 
with drishtis or ‘aspects,’ about which I 
wrote to you already. Let me make my- 
self clear as to what these vargas are by 
giving you a few concrete instances :— 

* ].—The duodenary sub-division of the 
zodiac itself is a varga—in other words, the 
zodiacal belt of 360? is cut up into 12 con- 
tiguous bits of 309 each in length, called 
rasis or signs. This is the first varga. 

*9.—Each zodiacal sign is divided into 
two equal bits called horas. In an odd sign, 
the first hora is ruled by the Sun and the 
second by the Moon. In an even sign, the 
rule is reversed. This is the second varga. 

" 9.— Each zodiacal sign is divided into 
those equal bits called Drekkanas. In each 
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sign the first Drekkana is ruled by the sign- 
ruler, the second by the ruler of the fifth 
sign, and the third by ttíat of the 9th sign. 
Take the sign Aries for instance—here, the 
ruler of the first Drekkana is Mars, that of 
the second is Sun, and that of the third is 
Jupiter. This is the third varga. (The 
Drekkana rulerships are given differently by 
different text-books). 

. "4.—Each zodiacal sign is divided into 
Seven equal parts called Saptamsas. In an 
odd sign, the lords of these seven parts are the 
same as those of the sign and the six signs 
following. In an even sign, the lords of the 
seven parts are the same as those of the 7th 
sign and the six signs following. This 1s the 
fourth varga. 

* 5.—Each zodiacal sign is divided into 
ten equal parts called Dasamsas. In an odd 
sign, the lords of the parts are the same as 
those of the sign and the nine signs following. 
In an even sign, the lords of the ten parts 
are the same as those of the 9th sign and 
the nine signs following. This is the fifth 
varga. 

** 6.— Each zodiacal sign is divided into nine 
equal parts called Navamsa. This is the 
sixth varga. (This is really cutting up 
the ecliptic into 108 equal bits, and the 
names and the rulers of these 108 bits are 
the same as the names and the rulers of the 
zodiacal duodenary, starting with the Ist 
bit, and enumerating the rulers in the 
duodenary order, till you get on to the 108th 
bit. In other words, when you get to the 
13th bit, you must begin the enumeration of 
duodenary-rulership over again. You must 
do the same at the 25th bit and other ne- 
cessary points. This is a very important 
varga, and Sanskrit astrologers attach a 
great deal of importance thereto. 

** 7. —Each zodiacal sign is divided into 12 
equal parts called Dvadasamsas. In each 
sign, the names and rulers of these 12 bits 
are the same as those of the sign itself and 
the 11 succeeding signs. This is the seventh 
varga. 

"8.—Each sign is divided in 30 equal 
parts, known as Trimsamsas. This is 
dividing the entire zodiac into 360 equal 
parts. Each such part has a special name 
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of its own in Sanskrit, indicative of its 
essential astrological import and value. The 
rules relating to the determination of their 
lords are rather complicated. This is the 
eighth varga. 

““9.— Each sign is divided into 16 equal 
parts called Shodasamsas. Each part is 
under the rule of a specific planet, deter- 
mined by definite rules. This is the ninth 
varga. 

* 10.—Each sign is divided into 60 equal 
parts called Shasthyamsas. This is the 
tenth varga. My remarks under paragraph 
8 hold here also. 

"In this way, the Hindu astrological 
books indulge a great deal in the varga 
method of dividing the zodiacal signs. 
When a planet, for instance, is in its own 
rasi, hora, drekkana and so on, up to its very 
shashtyamsa, a Hindu astrologer has a 
potent means of saying that the planet is 
greatly inclined for good in a given map. 
Besides vargas, there are other ‘ essential ` 
dignities and debilities for consideration, into 
which I need not enter at present. 

“There are books in Sanskrit which give 
delineations based on the vargas of the 
ascendant, and it is the special province of 
the so-called Nadi-granthas to give readings 
based on the varga-divisions of the ascendant, 
more minute than the Shashtyamsas. The 
Sukra-Nadi, for instance, gives elaborate 
delineations for every 300th sub-division of 
a zodiacal sign that rises in the east. 

“I shall go into all these in my forth- 
coming book on Hindu Astrology."

sophy the world over that it has fallen 
into disrepute by an adverse judgment 
recently delivered in the Madras High 
Court against the President of the Society 
and her colleague, Mr. W. C. Leadbeater. 
The plaintiff alleged misconduct by Mr. 
Leadbeater and demanded the restitution of 
his boys, then in Mrs. Besant's custody. 
Under examination, Leadbeater admitted 
having given the alleged advice to the boys, 
and Mr. Justice Bakewell, in giving judg- 
ment, allowed that misconduct had not been 
proved, but that it had been given in evi- 
dence that Leadbeater was ' an immoral 
person and highly unfit to be in charge of 
the boys." It is stated that a stay of execu- 
tion has been granted, pending an appeal to 
be lodged by Mrs. Besant.. The recent dis- 
sensions in the ranks of the Theosophists 
have been due to the allegations made 
against Leadbeater. His evidence is not 
likely to simplify matters, or placate the 
disaffected members of that Society. He 
affirmed that he had heard Mrs. Besant call 
him “a man on the verge of divinity.” He 
had seen things in Mars and Mercury, and 
it was true that he had stood face to face 
with “the Supreme Director of Evolution." 
Such assertions are those of one suffering 
from acute megalomania, in common par- 
lance, swollen head. To my thinking they 
savour of blasphemy, and any student of 
astrology can hardly escape the significance 
of certain far from divine tendencies in the 
horoscope of Mr. Leadbeater. It is a serious 
hurt to any man to be :“ talked up" by 
others to a position of infallibility and per- 
fection. I distrust the man who is on 
speaking terms with so many of the so- 
exalted gods, and when I find that he has 
the common frailties of men in the back- 
waters of life, I further regard him as a self- 
accused fraud. UNS 
But what has this to do with astrology ?

view you happen to take regarding the 
nature, origin and destiny of the human 


- soul, the fact of incarnation, and astral en- 


vironment. If you hold that the soul is a 
by-product of organic matter, you are a con- 
fessed atavist. You hold the view that man 
is what he is by reason of hereditary trans- 
That is an end of the argument 
and of the man. If, however, you are a 
believer in the pre-existence of the human 
soul and of the body as a mere instrument, 
then you have to decide upon the much- 
debated question as to whether the soul 
comes to the body fully fledged for the pur- 
pose of a single earth-life, whatever that 
purpose may be, or whether, on the other 
hand, the soul is in a state of continued 
evolution from germ-soul to godliness 
through vast reaches of time in which each 
incarnation is a link. Mr. Leadbeater and 
Mrs. Besant are re-incarnationists, and they 
subscribe to the doctrine of karma, as ex- 
pressed in Samsara or cyclic evolution 
through re-birth. If then it be true, 


that— 
Seb OS cts, 8 * “ Fresh 
Issues on the Universe that sum 
Which is the lattermost of lives,” 


then the horoscope of the ingress of a soul to 
the astral plane will define for us that “ latter- 
most of lives," and the horoscope of birth 
into the physical plane will define its en- 
vironment as well hereditary as circum- 
stantial. 

Now, if you consider the horoscope of 
Mrs. Besant, October lst, 1847, London, at 
5.29 p.m., you will find Aries rising with 
Uranus therein directly opposed to Mercury 
in Libra, and both in quadrature to the 
Moon and Jupiter in Cancer. Of the excel- 
lence of this horoscope there can be little 
doubt, for no less than six planets are in 
cardinal signs and angles, the Moon being 
with Jupiter, and Mercury with Venus, a 
mind that is harmonious and sympathetic, 
and a nature that is expansive and bene- 
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volent. But whereas the cardinal influence 
of the signs occupied by the planets would 
tend to & pioneer and progressive turn of 


mind, yet the effect of Uranus would be to" 


direct the energies along unusual lines, dis- 
posing to eccentricity and waywardness. 
The opposition of Uranus to Mercury cer- 
tainly induces to litigation, of which Mrs. 
Besant has had considerable experience 
during a very eventful career. The recent 
case, in which she was the defendant, went 
against her, but with the eclipse of the 
Moon, September 26th, 1912, falling on the 
ascendant of the horoscope, and the total 
Sun eclipse of October 10th, 1912, in oppo- 
sition to Uranus, followed on March 22nd, 
1913, by a total lunar eclipse in opposition 
to the ascendant, nothing else could have 
been expected. It never happens that the 
line of eclipse fall across the significators 
without bringing a series of troubles. The 
fact that the midheaven is within orbs of 
the conjunction with Saturn by direction, 
does not tend to improve the general out- 
look. The Sun, however, has some good 
aspects, and it is certain that these will 
secure her many adherents. But when in 
1913 Saturn passes the opposition of the 
progressed Sun, and in 1914 retrogrades 
over the same place, followed by its transit 
over the progressed ascendant in 1915, there 
will be every likelihood of failing prestige 
and defective health. In 1915 Saturn will 
be conjoined with the midheaven, thus :— 

Saturn’s longitude X 7°.

M.C.in 1915 22 35 =x 7°. 

It will be observed that the Moon in 
Madame H. P. Blavatsky’s horoscope falls 
close to the place of the Sun of Mrs. Besant's 
nativity. This would doubtless act as a 
powerful attraction, quite apart from the 
great claims of the Esoteric philosophy upon 
an intellect such as Mrs. Besant’s. 

When we come to the horoscope of her 
notorious colleague, Mr. W. C. Leadbeater, 

~efind the sign n 6° rising with Jupiter 

8tbelow the horizon in u 79. The satel- 
atium that arrests the attention is that of 


> 
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9 (ruler of the horoscope) conjoined with 
Neptune and the .Sun in the end of 
Aquarius, and Saturn in the beginning of 
Pisces. The exact positions of these bodies 
are of interest. They are:—O =< 28, 
9 zz 28, ¥ æ 29 b X 3, all in quadrature 
to Jupiter rising. Venus is in X 13, and 
the D in X 26. 

What I want to point out, however, is not. 
the manifest abnormality of the mental 
factor, but the fact that Y in Y 12° is here 
in direct opposition to the Sun in Mrs. 
Besant's horoscope, and that ^ in X 3° is 
now dominating the midheaven of the pro- 
gressed horoscope (1911-12) in the latter 
case. What other conclusion could the 
astrologer come to than that Leadbeater is 
the béte noir in Mrs. Besant's career, one 
that, if encouraged, will prove adverse in 
every sense to her fair name and influence 
for good. The domination of the midheaven 
of Mrs. Besant's horoscope (progressed) 
during the past years by the Sun and Nep- 
tune and Mercury in Leadbeater’s horo- 
scope, clearly points to the bizarre effects 
witnessed in the Theosophical Society from 
the support given to him by her, despite the 
sober counsel of her old-time colleagues. 
The fact that Madame Blavatsky gave 
neither recognition nor support to this man, 
although he was within her ken, that he was 
ostracised in Ceylon and had no part in the 
central movement of Theosophy in Europe 
until Mrs. Besant came under the subtle in- 
fluence of his intellect, ought to carry its. 
message to the mind of his victim, and surely 
would do were she not so hopelessly con- 
centrated on the quest of the abnormal. 

So far as Theosophy is concerned, as a. 
synthetic philosophy, neither time nor 
circumstance will avail aught against it, but 
the Society itself can hardly escape the 
disastrous effects of this combination of in- 
fluences. If we look at the horoscope of the 
Society in relation to that of Mrs. Besant, we 
shall find that she was capable of importing 
a strongly beneficial influence into it, for at 
her birth the D and Jupiter were in the 
second decanate of Cancer, which was also 
the ascendant of the Theosophical Society, 
founded on November 17th, 1875, at 8 p.m., 
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New York. Unfortunately, the midheaven 
has recently been directed in this horoscope 
to the conjunction with Neptune, following 
a quadrature of the Moon. 

It cannot be said astrologically that the 
Society was well founded, for at the above 
time Mars and Saturn were nearly conjoined 
in opposition to Uranus, and the Sun in 
quadrature to all of them, while the Moon in 
the beginning of Leo was in quadrature to 
Neptune in 5 1°, and the latter in opposi- 
tion to Mercury. At the present time the 
Sun, in the 38th year of the Society’s exist- 
ence, is in semi-square to Mars and Saturn, 
and sesqui-quadrate to Uranus, while recently, 
and during all the litigation, Saturn has been 
in transit over the opposition of the radical 
place of the Sun. With such a foundation 
horoscope as the above it is obvious to any 
astrologer that the Society could never have 
persisted unless it had some vital teaching to 
offer, teaching for which the world was not 
only prepared but was actually in need of. 
Mrs. Besant must finally'decide between the 
Society with which she has identified her 
name and fortunes, and that incubus that 
fascinates her mind and threatens not only 
her reputation, but the integrity of the whole 
Theosophical structure. 

Coming now to the case of ''Alcyone," 
Mr. J. Krishnamurti, described as the “ Head 
of the Order of the Star in the East." I 
find he was born May 12th, 1895, at 0.33 
a.m. local time. The sign Aquarius 20° rises, 
according to the statement of the author of 
" 1001 Nativities," but I suspect it is the 
21st degree. l 

Uranus holds the 9th House in close 
opposition to the Sun ; Mercury is opposed 
to the midheaven, and in semi-square to 
Mars ; the Moon is close opposition to 
Venus in the 5th House. Saturn also 
vitiates the 9th by its presence with # in the 
sign of ™ Scorpio. Thus, with all the 
planets, except the Moon and two malefics, 
below the horizon, and both luminaries 
afflicted, no assistance being given to either 
Mercury or the Moon, it is obviously a weak 
and insignificant geniture, and one that could 
deceive no astrologer into the mistaken 
belief that it was the horoscope of an avatar, 
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unless he was blinded by prejudice. It is 
the horoscope of one who is fit only for 
the monastery and the reclusive life. With 
Uranus and Saturn in the 9th House 
opposing the Sun, he could never be a 
successful leader of a religious movement of 
& constructive nature. 

It will be seen that the horoscope is 
wholly adverse to the Theosophical Society, 
for the ascendant is in the place held by 
Mars and Saturn, and in direct opposition 
to Uranus also, in the Theosophical Society's 
horoscope, these planets being in quadrature 
to the Sun. 

A greater mistake was never committed 
than to place him — and he obviously has 
been “placed” by Leadbeater for his own 
purposes—at the head of an interior Order 
of the Theosophical Society. I wonder 
what astrologer advised Mrs. Besant to face 
public enquiry and litigation at a time when 
Saturn was in transit over the place of the 
Sun in this horoscope, the Sun being directed 
to the semi-square of Mars, and the line of 
eclipse crossing her horoscope? It says 
very little for the inspired actions of the 
Theosophical leaders that they should choose 
the very lamest of lame ducks to represent 
for them the avatar (Messiah) of & new 
spiritual movement. Itis a distinct reflec- 
tion on the claims of Mr. Leadbeater to 
superior insight. The whole farce is alto- 
gether discreditable, alike to the credentials 
of the heads of & Society avowedly given to 
the study of cosmic laws, and to their host 
of followers who are content to swallow 
volumes of dish-water without ever asking 
what is in the soup or who made it. 

My belief is that Mrs. Besant is strong 
enough and good enough to lead any move- 
ment for the spiritual enfranchisement of 
her contemporaries without seeking the aid 
of any psychic Munchausen, or relying on 
the "occult" to confirm her authority. I 
think, too, that it would have been better 
that Krishnamurti had never been found. 
Vowed to celibacy he may as well become 
vanaprasta forthwith. I suppose that Lead- 
beater will cling to the emoluments of office 
as long as he is able, but discredited as he 
is in every way, it cannot be long before 
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he has orders to clear out, and the sooner 
the better for all concerned. He has proved 
that he has no spiritual gifts, not even com- 
mon foresight ; he is a self-convicted mega- 
lomaniac, a juggler of souls, and a bad 
adviser of youthful weakness. If he is the 
flower of Theosophic culture what must the 
root be? is the question that will naturally 
corne to the lips of those who have made no 
study of psychism. Mrs. Besant was given

a chance in the Judge case. She obviously 
shirked the knife. | Here is another chance 
of informing the world that an honest body 
of truth-seekers desire to retain tbeir in- 
tegrity, and expose fraud and imposition 
wherever they find it.

CHAPTER VII. (contd.) 


The two classes of sex epochs, when both 
the Ascendant and Moon are in degrees of 
the same sex, or opposite sex, require very 
careful handling, and in many cases are 
difficult to compute. In order to explain 
them as lucidly as possible, I propose to give 
two illustrations of each class as examples. 

I deal this month with two cases where 
the Ascendant and Moon are in degrees of 
opposite sex. 

(1).—Queen of Norway, November 26th, 
1869, 0.20 a.m., Marlborough House. Ascen- 
dant 15? 45'ny,female; Moon 24" 17'$,, male. 

The Moon being in a male degree, its 
opposite point will rise at the epoch. The 
Moon will be in the Ascendant of the birth 
figure on February 26th, 1869, but calcula- 
tion will show that it does not confirm the 
birth time within reasonable limits. The 
Moon being decreasing, we refer it to the 
descendant, Pisces, and this occurs just at 
noon on February 13th.

THe Hinpvu METHOD. 


The Hindu method of directing by plane- 
tary periods differs in certain respects from 
any -of the others previously dealt with. 
The Moon's nodes—the Dragon's Head and 
Tail—are considered as planetary bodies, 
and are allotted a 
certain number of 
years. The Hindu 
Zodiac, com- 
mencing with the 
fixed star Revati, 
brings its com- 
mencement to 
about 20° in ad- 
vance of ours, 
consequently a 
planet in wv 0° 
in the western 
zodiac would only 
be in x 10° in 
the Hindu figure. 
We first of all 
erect a horo- 
scope in the usual 
method, calcula- 
ting the cusps of 
the houses and 
the planetary 
longitudes in the 
ordinary manner. 


This must then be 
transposed into terms of the Hindu zodiac 
by the following rule. 

From the year of birth subtract 498. 
Multiply the result by 50" and turn this into 


degrees, minutes and seconds. From the 
cusps of the houses in the ordinary figure, 
and from the longitudes of the planets, sub- 
tract this result, and erect a new horoscope 
with the resultant figures.

Each planet's period is now to be divided 
into sub-periods, and the method of arriving 
at these is to multiply the planet's period by 
the number of years of the sub-period planet ;

packed audience at the International 
Club of Psychical Research on the 
Ist of May, 1913. 

This was the second Congress of its name, 
but in reality it was the first one which has 
ever met with such success, judging from 
the wide public interest which it awakened. 
and also the interest shown by the big daily 
press of Paris in reporting most faithfully 
day by day the progress of the Congress. 
Not only the daily press in France reported 
on the matter, but the American, the Italian, 
the English, the German, and the Austrian. 
These have given the Psychic movement, or, 
to be precise, the Experimental Psychologist 
movement, such & helpful lift up in having 
for the first time in history agreed to include 
in their everyday topics discussions of psychic 
interest, that we must seize this opportunity 
of thanking them most heartily. We may 
be justified by feeling at last that Psychic 
problems are awakening the interest, if not 
the curiosity, of the hitherto unbelieving 
academically scientific section. 

The world is moving, events are changing, 
beliefs are evoluating, as you will judge to- 
night for yourselves, that, indeed, the quota 
added to human and scientific knowledge is 
fast bringing us nearer to that epoch fore- 
seen by most great thinkers “the recon-

ciliation of those disunited sisters— Science . 


and Religion.” 

When to-day we can admit in our daily 
matter-of-fact conversations the existence 
of human radio activity, or when we can 
speak of the influence of mind upon another 
mind, of the existence of thought force, of 
the mummification of hands, and of dead 
animals, by the application of human 
magnetism, then we may rest assured that 
the “millennium” is within the realms of 
possibility. 

APPARATUS. 

“Human magnetism,” is known from 

the earliest times to have-been in existence. 
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Do we not see on the walls of ancient 
Egypt pictures showing that this ancient 
race possessed the knowledge of applying 


that force for curative or therapeutic 


purposes ? 

In the revivals of the middle portion of 
last century such men as Mesmer, and 
others, attempted at demonstrating the 
existence of that magnetic force. Have not 
sensitives, clairvoyants, and others, time 
after time, described the existence of emana- 
tions from the human body to be akin to 
the light of radium ? 

And has not Dr. Kilrer, of Ladbroke 
Grove, discovered certain chemically com- 
posed screens by which means one can 
see etheric light surrounding each human 
body ? 

But these testimonials were not thought 
sufficiently convincing to establish a basis of 
scientific rational belief, or of devising a 
scientific method by which the academical 
scientist would be able to study the action 
and re-action of that human invisible force 
just as they study the life, the existence, the 
reproduction of microbian species under the 
microscope. 

At last, here is a perfected instrument 
which has been invented to study that force. 
It has been invented by Dr. Fayol,a very 
clever and modest Frenchman. 

As you see, it is composed of a simple 
cylinder, held by a vertical central needle, 
supported by two pivots. It is simplicity 
itself, and makes you think of the “ Egg of 
Columbus.” How was it possible that it 
could not be invented before? But such are 
the limitations of human knowledge and 
evolution. 

We all know that an electric battery has 
two poles—a negative and a positive. Psychic 
scientists look upon the human body as being 
also an electrical battery, polarised both 
positively and negatively, but hitherto these 
theories were based on supposition. Now it 
is not a supposition, it is a demonstrable 
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fact. This instrument demonstrates: it. 
Man is polarised negatively on the left 
side, positively on the right side, therefore 
his left urm is negative and his right arm is 
positive, and it is also supposed that the 
force emitted by man can mechanically in- 
fluence another at a distance. But again 
these things were only supposition. 

Now this is not a supposition, you have this 
little apparatus to prove to you that indeed 
you can influence your neighbour at a dis- 
tance, or across the walls of your house, 
by magnetic action. Yes, indeed, by just 
making a few passes against the wall. 

It is not magic, as it used to be called, it 
is now experimental psychology. You need 
not fear to be ridiculed in practising magic 
in the future. You will not be a magician, 
but the most up-to-date “ Savant." 

How it operates.—1f you place your left 
hand, or your positive pole, in front of the 
cylinder some two to three inches away, you 
will see to your astonishment that the little 
steel cylinder will rotate in the direction of 
the needles of à watch. At first very slowly, 
at the rate of about 10 to 15 turns & minute, 
then quicker and quicker until it actually 
reaches from 30 to 45 turns a minute. If 
you place your right hand there instead you 
will find that its action will be just the oppo- 
site to your left hand. 

If at that moment a second operator, 
polarised in the same manner as the other 
one, places his left hand against his right 
hand (the first operator’s), that is, his nega- 
tive pole against his positive pole, he will 
see the cylinder go slower and slower, and 
presently stop completely. 

Thus the negative polarity is completely 
annihilated by the force of the positive 
polarity. But if, on the contrary, he places 
his night hand against the right hand of the 
operator, or his right hand on the right 
shoulder, the cylinder will almost imme- 
diately begin its rotation, and go quicker 
and quicker, until it has reached a maximum 
of force of rotation. 

This is not all. It has been demonstrated 
that the instrument, as you can test for your- 
self, will not rotate when two operators sit 
opposite each other. 
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In left-handed people the instrument will 
again prove the existence of magnetic 
polarity. In other words, the left-handed 
man will be positive on the left, negative on 
the right, and the cylinder will rotate with 
an inward motion instead of an outward 
one. But then there are unexpected com- 
plications in their case. 

It has been objected that the heat 
emanating from the hand will have an influ- 
ence over the cylinder, but with other many 
different devices, specially produced for 
the purpose, the scientific committee has 
examined this instrument, and has declared 
that either dry or moist heat has not the 
slightest influence on it. Screens of different 
metals, wood, paper, cardboard, etc., have 
been placed between the hand and the in- 
strument, without stopping the influence of 
the hand upon the instrument. There is no 
doubt Now from the scientific standpoint 
that human radio action does permeate 
opaque matter and go clean through dense 
bodies of matter. 

Any other objections, such as electrical 
influences or any mechanical ones, have been 
positively destroyed by successive experi- 
mentation. 

THE CONSEQUENCE OF THIS DISCOVERY. 

There are many people who will say, “ Yes, 
here is an instrument, but what good does it 
do, of what use can it be, what does it prove?” 

And to these I will answer simply, that 
organic matter, such as the human body, emits 
radiations which are demonstrable. Bodies 
of animals, also organic matter, have an in- 
fluence on the instrument, and some of 
these animals are polarised negatively and 
positively. 

Cold-blooded animals are generally nega-

everything there is to know

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tive, and hot-blooded animals are generally 
positive. The intensity of rotation of the 
cylinder being the result of physical action 
of the radio activity of individuals, differing 
according to the state of their health, ac- 
cording to age, and to their state of mind. 
With an old man, whose vital force is less 
than with a healthy young man, the cylinder 
would move but very slowly, and with a 
healthy man much more quickly. 

It proves that, with a sick person the 
rotation of the cylinder is actually in an 
opposite direction to that when he is 
in good health. That towards the evening 
when the body is more or less exhausted the 
cylinder moves much more slowly than in 
the morning, or in the middle day, when the 
body is at its height of dynamic activity. 

It demonstrates that certain individuals 
use other people's vitality to augment their 
own proper forces without giving anything 
back. Thus the theory of vampirism is no 
more a theory, but is an actual fact. We can 
now realise that there are vampires amongst 
whom we live who can deplete us of our 
vital force, and leave us helpless. Is there 
not the idiomatical expression—"'' To be 
sucked dry ? ” 

Some people who are capable of in- 
fluencing appreciably the cylinder of the 
apparatus, are also capable of putting the 
needle of a compass out of gear, and this 
will explain the reason why some very good 
sailors have often lost their way on the 
ocean, because their mere presence near the 
compass was sufficient to put it out of gear. 

A list of about a hundred such pheno- 
mena could be given you, but it would be too 
long to enumerate them here. 

This one little apparatus seems to contain 
in itself the possibility of some wonderful 
developments. 

It may be in embryo, but the forerunner of 
mechanical devices,or engines, or other such 
wonderful products of men's creative genius. 

The man of the race which is to rule in the 
future, the race of the “ Superman," will be 
then in possession of the long-lost secrets of 
the Ancients. This very future man will 
harness his psychic forces for practical pur- 
poses, in the same way that the man of the 
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past did when he harnessed steam to push 
an engine along rails of metal, or when some 
decades ago he harnessed electricity, and to- 
day the Hertzian waves to send invisible 
messages across the surface of the world. 
Human progress is really stupendous and 
dazzling after all!

THE SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


FELLow MEMBERS,—I have pleasure in submit- 
ting my Annual Report in which it will be observed 
that continued progress and prosperity have been 
made in the past year. Twenty-eight applicants for 
membership were admitted during the year, com- 
pared with twenty-three last gar Three resig- 
nations have occurred compared with six the previous 
year, eleven suspensions for arrears of subscription 
have been made, and it should be observed in this 
connection that many members whilst enjoying the 
privileges of the Institute failed to recognise their 
obligation to assist in the work by paying their 
subscriptions regularly. 

I regret to record that Mrs. A. Burrows, one of our 
members, has departed this life, 

The number of members actually on the register 
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at December 31st was 209, but from several causes 
which are capable of explanation, I should only 
estimate the number of members who can be relied 
upon as taking any responsible interest in the Insti- 
tute as 136. f 

Notwithstanding the fact that the examinations 
have become more strict every year, and under 
Incorporation will be more so, am pleased to 
report that three members passed the Preliminary 
Examination, six the Intermediate, fifteen the 
Final, and eleven Honours. As regards the Final 
and Honours, it constitutes a record since 1905. 

By averaging the postages at three farthings each 
package, over 3,680 communications have been sent 
out, and many interviews have been made with mem- 
bers visiting Blackpool, involving a vast amount of 
work and some responsibility. 

To save printers’ charges, much typewriting and 
duplicating of same has been done by my clerks, 
and it may not be out of place at this juncture to

my earliest recollection and supposed 

everyone else was, until I found that

year, when my health seemed failing, and I 
decided to try Colorado air.

1.— Theosophy and Obscuratism. 


It is to me a matter of considerable regret 
that my last article, “ A Study of Inter- 
action," should have contained statements 
which were open to contradiction. I really 
do not know to whom my apologies are due, 
but so far as the circumstances warrant they 
are tendered without reserve to such as may 
feel justified in accepting them. What I had 
to say about the judgment of the High Court 
in the matter of which Mrs. Besant writes,* 
was taken bodily from the Press, all English 
papers being in agreement as to the report. 
If such report has been garbled, or manipu- 
lated in any way, it is a gross injustice, and 
Mrs. Besant has her remedy. I am given to 
understand that the custody of the two 
youths has been given, by the Court, to their 
father. So far as this may remove thein 
from the moral influence of Mr. Leadbeater 
it is altogether satisfactory. Says Shakes- 
peare :—'' There is no good nor any evil, but 
thinking makes it so," and the holding of an 
immoral opinion is to the greatest degree a 
dangerous asset in 'one who poses as a 
spiritual teacher, and who is a companion of 
youth. Beyond voicing this apology, and 
expression of opinion, I am content to let 
the matter rest. 

But I cannot allow Mrs. Besant to become 
an obscurantist withouta protest. Whatthea- 
trical effect is aimed at, I should like to 
know, by the statement that it was left to 
me to discover that Krishnamurti (Alcyone) 
was born on May 12th, 1895? If it is an 
attempt to obscure the public mind and rele- 
gate the budding avatar to the background 
of mystery, to place him in the same cate- 
gory with the great teachers whose births 
are obscured by the accumulated dust of 
ages, I say at once, the effort is ingenious— 
but futile. It is rendered futile by the un- 
enviable notoriety into which “Alcyone” 
has fallen during the transit of Saturn over

his progressed Sun. It has further been 
rendered impossible by the fact that the 
horoscope has already been published from 
data supplied by the boys' father, and it will 
be found in Modern Astrology, Vol. VIII, 
135, 268, as I -am credibly informed by Mr. 
Leo's little book “ 1001 Nativities." The 
data there given lead directly to the date, May 
12th, 1895, at 0.27 a.m. (local time). If, 
indeed, Mrs. Besant wishes to say that this 
is incorrect—and the occasion has been 
already twice before her without educing 
comment—the correct data should be given. 
But that would not explain why the pub- 
lished horoscope yields directions which 
coincide exactly with the known history of 
the lad, nor would it explain Mr. Lead- 
beater’s horoscope in connection with this. 
Perhaps Idid not carry my study of Inter- 
action far enough, but I think one has only 
to set the horoscope of '' Alcyone " before 
any astrologer worthy the name, for it to be 
at once recognised as that of a victim of cir- 
cumstance, by no means that of a spiritual 
avatar, or & star of such magnitude and 
power as to command the whole solar 
system. His sole claim to the name of 
" Alcyone" rests in the fact that his Sun 
was in the neck of Taurus. The Pleiades 
are nebulous stars, disposing to obscurity 
and defective vision. 


2.—A Domestic Tragedy. 

A correspondent has very kindly sent me 
the data of Frederick John Jefferies, the 
Salisbury man who killed his little daughter, 
Dorothy, on Saturday, May 24th, during a 
sudden fit of insanity. Immediately on re- 
turn to his senses, Jefferies gave himself 
over to the police, and wrote a pathetic letter 
to his wite. It appears that Jefferies lost 
his mother last Easter and his health gave 
way. He suffered from insomnia, and 
began to “see” things in the daytime. 
There was probably sub-acute meningitis. 
The unfortunate man is described as a 
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devoted son, husband and brother, and he 
was undoubtedly as fond of his little daughter 
as any man could be. Jefferies was born 
March 15th, 1871, at 8.30a.m. The 27th 
degree of Taurus rises with the Pleiades. 
Uranus is in opposition to the midheaven. 
The Moon is conjoined with Saturn on the 
cusp of the ninth house, the Moon 
separating from square of Mars in the 
sixth house, and going to square of Venus 
in the twelfth house, Venus being conjoined 
with Neptune. Mercury in the eleventh 
house is sextile to the Moon and square to 
Jupiter on the cusp to the second house. 
The Sun holds the cusp of the twelfth. 

Now Venus, the ruler of the horoscope, 
in the twelfth shows exile and sequestration, 
and when afflicted it denotes imprisonment. 
The dispositor of the Moon is Saturn, who 
holds the ninth cusp, and is the dominant 
planet in the horoscope. 

Counting 42 days after birth, we find the 
Sun on April 26th, 1871, in 5S 6° just 
beyond the sesquiquadrate aspect of Mars 
in the progress, and Jupiter in exact square 
to the Sun's radical longitude. These posi- 
tions not do look formidable, or particularly 
significant. What is more so is the position 
of the Moon at that time in close square to 
Neptune and near the conjunction with 
Uranus. But more significant still is the 
direction of the Ascendant to the exact oppo- 
sition of the Moon, which had the radical 
affliction of Saturn, Venus, Neptune, and 
Uranus, all being within orbs of ten degrees. 
The mundane parallel of Mercury and 
Uranus by direction may also be noted as an 
exciting cause where brain disorders are 
concerned. In the diurnal horoscope we 
find Mars culminating and Uranus setting. 

Here we find adequate evidence of plane- 
tary action of such evil nature that only 
the strongest and most favourably disposed 
could withstand it. Jefferies’ horoscope, 
while showing certain elements of ambition 
and progress, 1s essentially a weak and un- 
fortunate one, for no less than six planets 
are cadent—such persons are usually the 
victims of circumstance—and the Moon is 
terribly afflicted, Venus, the ruler of the 
nativity being vitiated by the cross aspects 
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of Uranus, Saturn and the Moon, and by its 
conjunction with Neptune in the twelfth 
house. Our criminal code is after all only & 
method—and not a very scientific one—of 
weeding out the unfit. The Moon, as con- 
trolling the vibrations of the fluidic body, is 
disposed from birth to absorb certain in- 
fluences and to offer resistance to others. Its 
inability to offer sufficient resistance is the 
cause of crime. The case of Jefferies is 
not singular, but it is particularly pathetic. 

Turning now to the horoscope of the child 
Dorothy, December 17th, 1903, at 11.40 
p.m. The most singular position in this 
horoscope is that of the Sun conjunction 
Uranus in the lower angle, clearly indicating 
& sudden end to life whensoever the ap- 
pointed hour should strike. Mercury, the 
ruler of the horoscope. is also in the fourth 
house in opposition to Neptune, which latter 
is the only planet in elevation. The child 
was 9 years 5 months of age at the time of 
the tragedy. If, therefore, we add 9 days 10 
hours to the time of birth we shall come to 
December 27th, 1903, at 9.40 a.m., when 
the D is in ¥ 8°, and the Sun in v$ 4°. 
Here we find the Sun in direct opposition to 
the planet Neptune in the tenth house of the 
nativity. In the diurnal horoscope for May 
24th, 1913, this planet was exactly setting 
in direct opposition to the Moon. 

Comparing the two horoscopes for inter- 
action, I find Jefferies' Sun in opposition to 
his child's Ascendant. His Sun in square to 
her Sun and Uranus; and Mercury, the 
ruler of her horoscope, in conjunction with 
his Saturn. 

It wil be observed that the total lunar 
eclipse of March 22nd, 1913, fell in + 1° 16', 
which is the place of Mars in the horoscope 
of Jefferies, and I am disposed to think that 
the child's Ascendant had: progressed to the 
exact conjunction with this point. For if 
we take the Epoch— March 28th, 1913, at 
0.9 a.m. (local time)—we shall find the » in 
x 23° 48',and with the radical Ascendant 
in ng 23° 48', the time of birth will be 11.47 
p.m., and this would bring the Ascendant by 
direction to the first degree of Libra, the 
place of ¢ in the father's horoscope, and the 
point of the total lunar eclipse. 
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Wheels within wheels there are, indeed, in 
this vast celestial mechanism, ''cycle with 
epicycle scribbled o'er." Here wetake note 
only of effects, but happy the man and wise 
who shall take note of causes, and apprehend 
in some part the great purpose of life. Truly 
the gods use a fine sieve in the screening of 
souls ! 

[Note.—My correspondent, Mr. W. F. 
Coombs, obtained the horoscopes of this 
family some time before the tragic event, 
and predicted to Mrs. Jefferies a domestic 
tragedy. She was born on August 3rd, 1871, 
at 2.10 p.m., and has Mars (ruler of horo- 
scope) in the eleventh house in exact oppo- 
. sition to Neptune in the fifth. By direction 
these planets were on the meridian at the 
time of the occurrence, clear ground for 
a tragic prediction and for possibly useful 
warning.—S. |

CHAPTER V. 


THE LENGTH oF LIFE. 


(See “ Editor's Observatory," page 152). 

Another method of computing the length 
of life from the planetary positions in the 
horoscope is given in the Brihat Jataka, 
which I am now investigating, and I, 'therc- 
fore, give briefly the rules. 

The years given by the planets when in 
their exaltation degrees, are as follows :— 
Sun, 19; Moon, 25; Mars, 15; Mercury, 
12; Jupiter, 15; Venus. 21 ; Saturn, 20, 
and when in the opposite degrees their years 
are just one-half of those given above. 

The first step is to calculate the exact 
period given by the longitude of each planet. 
The rule is as follows :—Find the distance 
of the planet from its exaltation degree. 
Multiply this distance by one-half the 
planet's period and divide by 180°. Sub- 
tract the result from the planet's period, 
and the result is the period required. Ex- 
ample—Sun in Taurus 10?; required the 
period of the planet. Aries 10° is the ex- 
altation degree of the Sun. Taurus 10? is 
30° distant. Half the Sun's period is 
9v. 6m. We have, therefore :— 

9y. 6m. x 30 -:- 180 = ly. 7m. (a.) 
19y. less ly. 7m. = 17y. 5m. (b.) 

As a simple rule for computing the period (a) 
the following will be found useful. 

_ One degree distant from the Sun's exalta- 
tion degree will give 19 days; from the 
Moon’s exaltation degree 25 days ; from 
Mars and Jupiter 15 days ; from Mercury 
12 days; from Venus 21 days; from Saturn 
20 days. 

It will be seen that each degree from a 
planet’s exaltation degree will give as many 
days as the planet’s period is years. 

Having found the distance of the planet 
from its exaltation degree, multiply that 
distance by the number of days given above 
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and reduce to years, months and days. 
Thus in the example above: Sun’s distance 
from its exaltation 30° x 19 days = 570 
days = 19 months = ly. 7m. as shown 
above. 

Having obtained the years given by the 
planets, we next calculate those given by the 
rising sign. There are two methods, one 
according to the sign and the other accord- 
ing to the navamsa, whichever ruler is the 
stronger. If the lord of the sign rising is 
stronger than the lord of the navamsa, each 
complete sign gives one year and a part of a 
sign a proportion of one year. Thus, if 
Leo 18° 30’ rises: Aries to Cancer, 4 coin- 
plete signs give £ years. 15° 30' of Leo

the outcome of a pretty long and wide 
practice this side the line. 

It has long appeared to me that if astro- 
logy be in truth the natural supplement of 
astronomy, and its actual biological expres- 
sion, that they would be naturally exposi- 
tory. Astronomy, of course, is doing its 
share—in giving the astrologer his basic 
elements—but so far as I know, astrology 
has accomplished nothing whatever toward 
the support of astronomy, which seems to 
indicate that astrologers, though marvellous 
theorisers, are poor in power of observation. 
I do not write this to exhibit myself as a 
golden exception so much as to explain my 
meaning. 

The branches of astrology, so far in 
general practice—do not deal with sutti- 
ciently minute measures to bring out the 
weaknesses of our position with sufficient 
frequency to enable us to tabulate them. 
Hence tome after tome is compiled, giving 
approved rules, and no attempt is made to 
tabulate failures, though it is quite probable 
that where we succeed once we fail thrice 
upon the average. It is so cheerful to gloat 
over our successful demonstrations and to 
forget, or (like the doctors) bury our failures. 

For example, suppose a system were 
devised or discovered, where given requisite 
data, any event, the outcome of which is 
quotable in terms of number, that outcome 
could be computed in advance. If conditions 
existed for continuous practice, say a hun- 
dred experiments a day, in a few days the 
gaps in the theory would be practicably dis- 
cernible. Thus say, suppose at 2,700 some- 
thing under given conditions seemed uni- 
formly to contradict the theory, one would 
suspect the existence of some vortex of 
power, probably an unknown planet there. 
This is what I would call astrology helping 
Astronomy. 
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Microscopic Astrology. 


For many years past I have been working 
upon a system of what I will designate micro- 
scopic astrology. The explanation above, 
for present purposes, sufficiently defines it. I 
fancied I noted a deflecting influence of 
some sort about Y 5°, very weak yet dis- 
cernible under certain conditions, but I was 
quite convinced of one such an influence 
about 7h. 47m. R. I, therefore, marked 
such a point with the name X planet in all 
horoscopes. I also reported to an astronomer 
my impressions, without any encouragement 
therefrom. A very little time revenged me, 
for within a year thereafter Prof. Pickering 
gave the position of an ultra Neptunian 
body as 7h. 47m. R., period 373.5 years, 
Mass. (earth as 1l) 51.9. I have faintly 
traced its influx in some horoscopes. 

But I am the more concerned at this time 
to call the attention of the faculty to a still 
more vivid and unmistakable influence, which 
amazes me has not been regarded by astro- 
logers, because, so far as I can see, the 
science cannot be safely practised without 
its recognition. . 

In the 9th degree of 1 and f the fixed fiery 
violent stars, Aldebaran stands 8 to Antares, 
such an 8 is unique zodiacally or equi- 
noctially, and continuous observation shows 
me that the line in question is evil and 
violent to such an extent that no directions 
of favourable nature can under any condi- 
tions take effect there, and the evil ones are 
intense, tending to violence, malignancy, all 
kinds of debility and troubles martial in 
nature. A short time ago Sepharial, in THE 
MESSENGER, gave evidence of this in a case 
cited where a powerful benefic direction failed 
there, but attributed its failure to other 
causes. What I want to see is a case where 
any benefic influx ever took effect in that 
line. I append a few out of hundreds of 
examples of this fact, though it would be 
more satisfactory for your readers to watch 
for themselves. 

Yet more 


minute observations have 
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brought me to the conclusion that the real 
point of influence is Eta Tauri 4.23 R. quite 
near Aldebaran, and I am strongly impressed 
that that star is in truth the centre of gravity 
around which we revolve. 

In the middle of the last century, Madler 
showed that no part of the heavens could be 
indicated as a region of exceptionally swift 
movements, such as would result from the 
presence of a gigantic (though possibly 
obscure) ruling body; but that a community 
of extremely sluggish movements un- 
doubtedly existed in the neighbourhood 
of the Pleiades, where accordingly he placed 
the centre of gravity of the milky way. 
The bright star Alcyone thus became the 
* central Sun," but in & purely passive sense, 
its hardships being determined by its situa- 
tion at the point of neutralisation of opposing 
tendencies and of consequent rest. The solar 
period of revolution, conjecturally fixed as 
18,200,000 years, employing the risky sup- 
position that the distance. of Alcyone is 
34 million times that of the earth from the 
Sun, a velocity of our system of about 30 
miles per second. 

But against this, Herschell, in his ‘‘ Outlines 
of Astronomy " (p. 361), says :—*“ Recently 
an attempt has been made by M. Madler to 
assign the local centre of the space round 
which the Sun and stars revolve, which he 
placed in the Pleiades, a situation utterly 
improbable, lying as it does no less than 
26° out of the plane of the galactic circle, 
out of which plane it is alinost inconceivable 
that any general calculation can be made.” 

Astrology can, I believe, help astronomy 
here, and determine which of these autho- 
rities be correct. Qne thing, at least, I can 
affirm, viz., an unique centre of astrological 
virtue there, of such vigour as to be ex- 
ceeded by nothing but the luminaries, and 
in non-recognition of which reliable astrology 
is impossible.

—We have seen in the last issue that the 
period of the Moon has 9y. 5m. 12d. to run, 
and with Mars following we come to l6y. 
5m. 12d. at the completion of his period. 
The period of the Dragon's Head next fol- 
lows, and we require 3y. 7m. 23d. This 
falls in the Antardasa, or sub-period of 
Jupiter. According to Parasara, this period 
should be benefic. The inter-period is that 
of Venus, which is again favourable, neither 
in any way signifying the event. 

2. Marriage, 22y. 4m. 1d.—This falls in 
the same period, that of the Dragon's Head, 
&nd we require 5y. 10m. 19d. of that period. 
We find this is covered by the sub-period of 
Saturn, a most evil period, and not in any 
way accounting for the event. 

3. Attempted. assassination, 58y. 4m. 25d. 
—The periods from the Moon to Jupiter are 
complete at 50y. 5m. 12d., so that 7y. 11m. 
13d. are required to bring us to the date of 
the event. This falls in the period of Saturn, 
and sub-period of Venus. ‘This again cannot 
be reconciled with the event. 

4. Death, 68y. 5m. 28d. — This again 
falis in the period of Saturn, of which 
18y. Om. 16d. have passed, hence the sub- 
period of Jupiter is in force. For the fourth 
time we find no connection between the 
periods in force and the actual event. 

As these articles are merely investigatory, 
and not for the purpose of placing definite 
rules before students, we will now apply the 
Hindu periods to the English horoscope, 
with the Moon in 29.20 ny.

The inter-period is that of the Dragon's 
Head, and according to Parasara, this de- 
notes “fear and danger through foreigners." 

4. Death.—This again falls in the period 
of Mercury, and we require lly. 7m. 22d. to 
bring us to the date. This is in the Dragon’s 
Head sub-period, which is an evil period for 
health. 

In connection with ourarticles on “ Ancient 
Astrology Re-modelled," the fact that the 
results of applying the Hindu system to the 
Western horoscope are so remarkable, is a 
point not to be lost sight of. 

The prognostications given are those from 
Sepharial's translation of the Kalamritam of 
Parasara, and give the almost identical event 
in plain terms. The planets ruling at the 
father's death denote “death of relatives,” 
and for the attempted assassination, “ danger 
from foreigners," and it was a foreigner who 
attempted to shoot the King. These points 
are most remarkable, and we will, therefore, 
give some further illustrations in the August 
and September issues.

HisTORY OF THE INSTITUTE.

a strong connecting link between 

human events and planetary in- 
fluences, and that the rises and falls of the 
commercial and stock markets may be traced 
to certain planetary directions and lunar 
influences.

The rises 
and falls of the markets and the financial 
and commercial panics always occur in 
cycles of 16, 18, 20 years, and return again 
in the same order every 54th year; they are 
the effect of a cause, which is beyond the 
contro] of the human mind and is confined 
to no creed, party or politics. Commercial 
and financial panics are the results of many 
causes, though of course it is more than 
likely that a few of our very great, powerful 
and greedy financiers can affect the market 
prices illegitimately and for sinister motives, 
even then there are at the time, invariably, 
evil aspects.

ments, tariff or any great monopoly, or 
financial syndicate, can stem the tide of 
planetary influence within the planetary 
cycle. When the periods or cycles arrive 
for à panic, the market and prices take a 
downward tendency until the cycle has 
ended, when & newer and greater demand 
begins to open up and ascending prices pre- 
vail. These remarks apply particularly to 
the great panics which have occurred, and 
which will occur in due season. 


THE MooN's INFLUENCES. 


Regarding the speculative markets in 
general, I have found that the Moon's 
aspects and locations in the different lati- 
tudes exercise an important influence on 
market values. Nearly all the movements 
or changes in the markets are expressed or 
shown in the quarterly changes or phases of 
the Moon, and the latitude in which the 
Moon is situated. The Moon in a north 
latitude will indicate an upward ten- 
dency; in a south latitude its influence is 
somewhat weak, but inclined to downward 
prices ; for instance, when the Moon changes 
its quarters from the south to the north 
latitudes, it points to a strong upward rise in 
prices, with a retention of strength until the 
next change, which may be in south latitude ; 
when it changes in a southerly direction, 
fluctuations are somewhat uncertain and 
rapid, but decidedly weak, with lowering 
prices ; and much more conflicting will the 
market be should Mercury be in the north 
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latitude at the same time that the Moon is 
in the south latitude. The strongest and 
most favourable influences will be ex- 
perienced when the Moon is (a) quartering 
between Cancer and Libra; (b when the 
Moon is passing from Pisces to Gemini the 
“influences are good,” but not so strong ; (c) 
the other quarterings are usually weak. The 
change of the Moon is invariably indicative 
of the direction the markets are likely to 
take for the coming week. Should the Moon 
change its quarter on Sunday, or during 
Sunday night. the first hour of the market 
on Monday morning, whether up or down, 
wil be its invariable indication for that 
week ; if on Monday, or Monday p.m., then 
look for “market changes" on Tuesday 
morning, and so on. 


MERCURY. 


The influences of the Moon are somewhat 
modified for rises and falls by the locations 
and latitudes of Mercury. Mercury, like the 
Moon, in a north latitude favours an upward 
tendency ; therefore, when the Moon and 
Mercury are both north, the speculator may 
anticipate stronger rises and favourable re- 


sults; while on the other hand, when Mer-: 


cury and the Moon are in a south latitude, 
lowering prices may be anticipated. Should 
Mercury, however, be north. and the Moon 
south, or vice versa, conflicting market rates 
will result: this is a time to be ‘‘on the 
watch," for though there may be sudden 
panic conditions, losses will probably be 
small, and normal conditions may speedily 
follow. The students must always remem- 
ber that the Moon travels around the earth 
every 27th"or 28th day on an average, that 
it is in north latitude for two weeks and 
south latitude for two weeks during each 
revolution. Mercury’s orbit occupies about 
88 days, or 40 to 45 days at a time in each 
latitude. 
OTHER PLANETARY INFLUENCEs. 

Mercury alone is very unimportant ; 
when aspected by the Sun or Earth with the 
Moon and Mercury in south latitude, though 
their influences are small, the market will 
be very unreliable.

influence of Mars in nearly all the phases of 
life is invariably fiery. sudden, explosive, 
quick to action, disturbing and exciting. In 
financial matters and market produce it 
exercises a depressive influence ; its influence 
is invariably abrupt, indicating sudden down- 
falls in prices, and all the more so when 
excited by Mercury. Whenever Mars is in 
strong aspect with Mercury, Saturn or Nep- 
tune, you may look for strange and sudden 
changes and much excitement. Mars, how- 
ever, favourably aspected by Uranus, with 
Mercury in good aspect, points to higher 
prices, but with the probability of scares and 
excitement. | Remember to take into con- 
sideration the latitude of Mercury and the 
Moon when you are figuring on Mars and 
his other aspects, for with the Moon north 
and Mercury south, or vice versa, the in- 
fluence of Mars will point to either rapid 
rises or sudden and unexpected falls. 

VENUS exercises but little influence on 
the financial market, speculatively or other- 
wise, except probably on the sugar market, 
perfumes and ladies’ proprietary articles, 
and fancy goods. 

JUPITER is always exceedingly good, 
favouring higher prices and stock market 
rises generally, no matter what the article 
may be; whenever favourably aspected by 
Mercury, with the Moon and Mercury both 
north, very rapid upward markets may be 
looked for, the upward tendency will be all 
the more rapid should the Sun and Earth be 
in good aspect to Jupiter. Jupiter's influence 
whenever Mercury, the Moon and Mars are 
in south latitude must be very judiciously

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considered, for his strong aspect will avert a 
slump or downfall; in fact, the bad aspects 
of the.other planets will always be modified 
by Jupiter's good aspects. 

SATURN is somewhat similar to Mars, 
exercising a depressing influence, causing 
sudden downward changes in market values 
and sometimes breaks. Saturn, however, 
is generally slow in action; when strongly 
aspected by Mars, Jupiter and Uranus, with 
the Moon and Mercury in north latitude, 
scares and rapidly increased values may be 
looked for. Saturn and Mercury in north 
latitude invariably tends to steady prices, 
with little prospect of: advance, except when 
indications express to the contrary. 

Uranus when strongly aspected signifies 
increase in value and a general market ad- 
vance. This planet’s location and aspects to 
the other planets must be carefully and judi- 
ciously considered and judgments made 
accordingly. 

NEPTUNE is very slow in action, depressive 
in nature and with a tendency to downward 
prices. Like Uranus, Neptune's influence 
must be considered in conjunction with 
other planetary conditions, having in mind 
all the time the latitudes of the Moon and 
Mercury. 


À Study of Interaction.

Horoscope of Mr. Lloyd George. 


To the Editor of the Occult Heview we 
are indebted for the publication of the horo- 
scope of the Rt.

My attention has been called to the 
publication of a book on astrology, entitled 
“The Reading of the Stars; for those that 
love them." Amongst other things we are 
told that Mercury is the servant of Jupiter, 
and that & sign has the power to form itself 
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into a planet and go to the assistance of 
another planet or sign. In another place 
we are told that if you are tired of being 
Gemini you can become a Leonite by simply 
changing your birthday. Readers of THE 
MESSENGER will not need to be told that a 
work containing such statements cannot be 
treated seriously, as, from a scientific stand- 
point, it is worthless. 


Rectification of Horoscopes. 

In the next issue of THE MESSENGER, 
we propose to write a short article on this 
subject. We have already dealt with the 
question in Vol. III., and gave some example 
of calculation of birth times. We are 
now told by Mr. Wilde (in the February 
MESSENGER, page 84, par. 6) that “ Those 
who profess that they can find the time of 
birth can only find it when it is unknown.” 
He also stated that he had found no reliable 
method himself. We have some important : 
information to give in reply to these two 
statements. 


The Lunation. 

The lunation of August 2nd falls in the 
ninth house, the luminaries separating from 
opposition Uranus and applying to sextile 
Saturn.

last month (page 182), no reply has 

been received from Mr. Wilde in 

answer to our invitation to explain 
the mistakes and discrepancies in the exam- 
ples given in the Antares Almanac respecting 
the supposed new aspects. It is quite obvious 
that our correspondent has no explanation to 
give, and finds in silence the only way of 
escape from an awkward predicament. That 
the blunders exist cannot be contradicted, and 
readers are quite justified in demanding an 
explanation. As none is forthcoming, we 
have no alternative but to bring the discus- 
sion to a close. We therefore make the 
following additional comments on the matter 
for the benefit of our readers and students of 
the science. 

It wil be remembered that in the May 
issue of THE MESSENGER (page 146), we 
quoted from a letter of Mr. Wilde which 
appeared in Modern Astrology. We sent a 
reply to that paper pointing out the mis- 
takes in his letter, and a further letter 
appeared from Mr. Wilde in answer to ours, 
which, as the Editor of that Magazine has 
wisely closed the discussion, we will answer 
here. The particular case referred to was 
that of Mr. R., born September 6th, 1868, 
at 1.30 a.m., and who died on January 30th, 
1913. Mr. Wilde stated that the Moon was 
hyleg, but was only assailed by new aspects, 
when as a fact it was evilly aspected by both 
Venus and the Sun, and that at death the 
Sun was exactly in opposition to the radical 
Moon, and Venus had reached a sesquiquad- 
rate of the same orb. Mr. Wilde now comes 
out with the statements that Venus never 
destroys life, and. that the Sun never be- 
comes destructive. In the first place, we 
never stated or supposed that Venus could 
destroy life, but it is an- accepted fact in 
scientific astrology that Venus afflicting the 
hyleg predisposes to irregular habits, which 
weaken the constitution. It cannot kill by 
itself, but it can assist the evil aspects of 


A S stated in “ The Editor's Observatory " 
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other anaretic planets. When, however, Mr. 
Wilde states that the Sun cannot become 
destructive, he places himself once more in 
direct opposition to proved astrological laws. 
I refer him to Simmonite’s “ Arcana" (par. 
243, page 87): “The Sun in particular will 
kill when the ascendant or Moon is hyleg." 
The Moon in this particular case was byleg, 
and afflicted by the Sun at birth, so that 
the major luminary was Anareta, and was 
found in exact opposition with the hyleg by 
direction at death. I put the plain question 
to my readers—which am I to accept: the 
learning and experience of Dr. Simmonite, or 
the unsupported assertions of Mr. Wilde? 
The death of Mr. R. was clearly shown by the 
evil direction of the Sun to the hyleg, and 
not by the imaginary aspects given by Mr. 
Wilde. 

In regard to Mr. Wilde’s personal re- 
flections on my intellectual integrity made 
in his reply, I leave it entirely to serious- 
minded and intelligent students of Astrology 
as to whether the method adopted by me, 
namely, that of the progressed horoscope, 
with the lunar equivalent and diurnal 
horoscope, all of which are used by the 
leading modern authorities on the science, is 
not immeasureably superior to the antiquated 
and incomplete so-called Chaldean directions. 
As to my supposed error in the interpretation 
of the Promittor Theory, which does not 
teach that non-promittors are entirely in- 
operative, I may say that there are no such 
things as non-promittors, but that all planets 
are promittors, their power varying according 
to their radical positions and configurations. 

In concluding this matter, I will briefly 
run over the main facts of the discussion, so 
that students may readily see the chief points, 
and derive some benefit from what has been 
a somewhat unsatisfactory debate. In my 
first article on the subject I pointed out that 
the.aspects had no geometrical basis, and 
that in a particular number of cases cited: by 
.Mr.. Wilde as proving their efficacy, they 
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were found to be useless and unnecessary. 


Further cases were dealt with, with the same - 


result. Mr. Wilde was proved to be utterly 
wrong both in Sepharial's horoscope and in 
my own, while his assertion that death by 
fire was due to the evil aspects of the Sun to 
Saturn and Neptune was a gigantic absur- 
dity. He has yet to answer the two main 
arguments against the new aspects, viz : (1) 
that they have no natural or geometrical 
basis like the major aspects; and (2) that, in 
the cases which were supposed to prove their 
efficacy, they were found to be unnecessary 
and not in evidence at all. | 

Mr. Wilde has spoken of horoscopes 
which to him are inexplicable if the new 
aspects are rejected. In the case of Mrs. V. 
(page 131, April issue), he stated that death 
could not be accounted for unless Saturn 
was admitted as an evil promittor. Exami- 
nation of this horoscope showed that by the 
modern methods it was perfectly easy of 
interpretation, and that the cause of death, 
both the radical indication and the directions, 
were due to other planets, and that Saturn 
had no connection with it in any way. My 
judgment on this case was supported by 
Sepharial (Vide page 149). Other cases 
could be mentioned, but I have no intention 
in taking further space in showing the utter 
fallacy of the new aspects. 

So far, the question of the new aspects 
has been referred to directions, and as these 
were mainly concerned with death, it was 
only natural that the question of the hyleg 
should claim an equal amount of attention. 

Apparently, Mr. Wilde ignores the fact 
that recent progress in directional astrology 
has brought this branch of the science as 
near perfection as it is possible to be—depend- 
able. of course, on the ability and experience 
of the practitioner. He, however, relies on 
a system of directing, which, though partly 
similar in principle, is wholly incomplete and 
inadequate when compared with the modern 
methods in use. We claim, from many years 
of study and practical experience, that the 
progressed horoscope, epochal and prenatal 
directions, together with the lunar equivalent 
and diurnal horoscope—the two latter of 
which are not separate methods, but are part 
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of the progressed horoscope, in the same 
manner asthe minute and second hands of a 
watch are part of the whole machinery— 
which are employed by all the leading 
modern authorities of the science, is the most 
perfect system of prognostication extant. 
Numerous illustrations have been given in 
these pages, and sufficient proof of our state- 
ment has been produced. 

There are, however, a few points remaining 
Which we wish to bring to the notice of our 
readers. We would not for one moment have 
it supposed that we doubt Mr. Wilde's 
sincerity or his ability and experience; and 
the amount of time, energy, and perse- 
verance which he has expended in what has 
been proved to be a veritable ignis fatuus, 
stands greatly to his credit. But we cannot 
afford to ignore the most important fact, that 
there are other astrologers of equal ability 
and experience, whose testimony is absolutely 
and diametrically opposed to his. He con- 
tends, inter alia, that the prenatal epoch is 
& phantom; that prenatal directions are 
unscientific ; that triplicities have nothing to 
do with natal astrology, etc., etc. But what 
about our own experience, and that of other 
and more able astrologers? Is it to be 
ignored as baseless and rejected as worthless, 
because Mr. Wilde ventures to contradict 
it? Are we to reject the evidence derived 
from years of study and investigation, and 
discard the very basic principles of the 
sclence—things which have been tested, 
proved, and accepted by all the leading 
modern astrologers—because Mr. Wilde alone 
denies their eflicacy ? 

We have had several discoveries in 
astrology during the last twenty-five years, 
notably, the prenatal epoch, prenatal direc- 
tions, and directions from the epoch itself 
on the one hand, and the supposed discovery 
of the new aspects on the other. Mr. Wilde 
rejects the first three, and yet expects us to 
"admit the unanswerable and not wholly 
inconclusive evidence in favour" of his own 
discovery. But stay! Has he ever produced 
one single atom of evidence to prove the 
fallacy of these discoveries? Has he ever 
given them that close and unbiassed study 
and investigation which should give him 
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that moral right to justify their rejection ? 
We,on the other hand, have shown from the 
very data cited by him as proving his theories, 
that the supposed new aspects are pure 
fallacies without either a natural or scientific 
basis, and on practical application to known 
horoscopes have been proved to be inaccurate 


and unnecessary. We have weighed them in 
the balance of scientific investigation and 
have found them wanting. What more need 
we say? This, and this only, and they are 
Mr. Wilde's own words, we "leave it to 
thorough students and thinking readers to 
judge for themselves.” 


Directing by Planetary Periods.

CHAPTER X. 


We will take as a further illustration the 
example horoscope used for our articles on 
Progressive Directing (see Vol. II., page 67). 
The Moon is in Taurus 119 45', and this 
reduced to the Hindu zodiac is Aries 22° 36', 
This falls in the period of Venus, and is 
equal to 13y. 10m. 24d., leaving Gy. 1m. 6d. 
io make up the 20 years of the full period 
of Venus. 

A public appointment was gained a few days 
after the 21st birthday. The period of the 
Sun reaches to 12y. 1m. 6d. and that of the 
Moon to 22y. 1m. 6d. "The event therefore 
falls in the Moon's period, and in the sub- 
period of Venus. This is an evil period 
according to Parasara, denoting sickness, 
pain, etc., especially as Venus held the 
seventh sign from the Moon and the ninth 
from the rising sign. 

Marriage occurred just previous to the 
24th birthday, but the sub-period in the 
period of Mars following that of the Moon 
1s not applicable to the event. 

A serious accident took place at 28y. 10m. 
The period is that of Mars and the sub- 
period that of the Moon, but this does not 
agree with the event according to the Hindu 
reading. 

As in neither of the cases correct forecasts 
can be obtained, we will apply the Hindu 
periods to the ordinary horoscope. 

The Moon’s position in Taurus 119 45' 
corresponds to the period of the Moon ly. 
3m. 22d., leaving 8y. 8m. 8d. to run. Mars 
follows to 15y. 8m. 8d., we therefore require 
5y. 4m. to the date of the public appoint- 
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ment. This falls in the period of Rahu, the 
Dragon’s Head, and the sub-period of Jupiter, 
which shows gain through persons of 
position, benefits through superiors, success 
in efforts. 

For marriage we have 8y. 4m., this falls 
in the same period, and in the sub-period of 
Mercury. As Rahu was rising and Mercury 
ruler of 7th, this was an appropriate period 
for marriage. 

For the accident we require 13y. 1m. 22d. 
The sub-period at this time threatens 
* danger of personal hurts.” 

As in the case given in last month's issue, 
we find the forecasts are more correct and 
precise when the periods are applied to the 
ordinary horoscope and the Moon's longitude, 
thun to the Hindu positions. The reason 
of this I am unable to account for, as I have 
uot applied the method to many horoscopes. 


This concludes the examination of the 
Hindu method of planetary periods. An 
announcement will be made in the next issue 
with reference to the continuation of this 
series of articles of Directing by Planetary 
Periods.

The Fall of the Curtain. 


So many have written to me about the 
Theosophical scandal, that I have decided it 
would be better to refer all.and sundry of my 
correspondents to “ Truth v. The Neo T.S.,” 
by Mr. M. H. Charles, of “ Windswept,” 
Underhill, Reigate, in which the issue, so 
far as it concerns the Theosophical move- 
ment and Mrs. Besant’s leadership, is very 
clearly set forth. After reading it I was 
confirmed in the opinion, already expressed 
in these pages, that Mrs. Besant must 
either abandon her present position or cease 
to violate the non-sectarian character of the 
Theosophical Society by resigning her posi- 
tion as President. That she is disinclined to 
do either of these things is fully shown by 
her recent support of Leadbeater in the High 
Court, and her refusal to comply with the 
judgment of the Court to return the boys 
Krishnamurti (Alcyone) and Nityananda to 
the custody of their father, Mr. G. Narayaniah. 

Being outside the Theosophical Society, I 
am not concerned with anything Mrs. Besant 
may or ‘may not do, but, as formerly, I 
have felt that it was only right that every- 
body interested in the main objects of the 
Theosophical Society, and especially in its 
broad teachings, should do what he could to 
bring matters to a satisfactory conclusion. 
It was obvious to anybody who had looked 
the facts squarely in the face, that Mrs. Besant 
was in a difficult position. For years she 
had been following the Great Delusion, and 
was now floundering ina dark morass. Given 
light, she might extricate herself. So all her 
real friends turned on the limelight. That, 
of course, involved an unpleasant publicity, 
but it was the better of two courses. I, for 
my part, sought to show that she had been 
fascinated by the pretensions of Leadbeater, 
woefully mistaken as to the supposed charac- 
ter and destiny of “Alcyone,” and terribly 
misdirected by faulty astrological advice. 
Yet if she were to admit, only one part of 
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this finding to be true—and she has set up 
no evidence against it—her only course as & 
disciple of Truth would be to abandon her 
slavish adherence to her tutelary god Lead- 
beater, acknowledge the falsity of her position 
and cut herself free of the whole tangle. 
But this would have entailed a loss of dignity, 
&n admission of fallibility, not only in herself, 
but in her advisers, and a consequent shaking 
of confidence throughout her section of the 
Society. 

Here was the old trouble. No person 
intent on leadership can admit that she has 
been misled, or even led at all, by the counsel 
of another. Put to the test she has failed 
for the second time, and that so patently 
and so publicly, that whether she heads the 
Society for the rest of her life or not, the 
Theosophical Society is forever branded by 
the ignominy of this unfortupate business, 
forced into publicity by Mrs. Besant's un- 
conquerable pride. It was the same in the 
Judge case. Mrs. Besant was empowered 
by the Council of the Theosophical Society, 


.convened at Adyar, to go back to England 


and expose W. Q. Judge of fraudulent mis- 
representation, whereby he had constituted 
himself and Mrs. Besant the Outer Heads 
of the Esoteric Section of the Theosophical 
Society, and she was given the evidences by 
which she could demand his resignation, 
The European Convention of the Theoso- 
phical Society was duly called, and W. Q. 
Judge was present. Mrs. Besant called him 
to the platform, eulogised his work for the 
Society, extolled his name in the annals of 
Occultism, and sent him back to America 
with a better reputation as a representative 
of the Theosophical Society than he had ever 
enjoyed before. Then Mrs. Besant went out 
and burned the evidence! Why? Simply 
and solely because she could not admit hav- 
ing been bamboozled and jockeyed by 
W. Q. Judge. Had she done so she would 
have had to unsay all that she affirmed in 
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her apologia at the Hall of Science, in 
which she made it clear that she had received 
occult messages since H. P? B.’s death 
in the same handwriting and from the same 
source as those which had been called in 
question. Those “occult messages” were 
all written by W. Q. Judge, and Mrs. Besant 
. held the evidence! So to save herself from 
the finger of scorn, she elected to bury her- 
selfin the mud. And the position to-day is 
niore difficult still. It would have been easy 
in those novitiate days to admit error, but the 
idol having been raked out of the mud and set 
on a pedestal and worshipped for many 
years by the followers of the blind Circe, the 
oracle was and must henceforth be inviolate 
and infallible. 

Yet surely she is not so blind that she 
cannot see that if Leadbeater is what he has 
played up to in her imagination, he should 
have been in a position to save the Society 
from this odium, if only by resigning and 
betaking himself with his pseudo-occultism 
and specious doctrines to some convenient 
hell in Sicily. She might have known, by 
the assistance of any competent astrologer, 
that she had struck a mare's-nest in the 
pretty, half-developed youth whom Lead- 
beater had nominated as the future vehicle 
of Lord Maitreya (Christ). From the same 
source she could have learned that to court 
publicity at this time would be disastrous, 
that none of the trio, Leadbeater, Krish- 
namurti and herself, could hope to escape 
loss of prestige and influence. But this 
pseudo-occultism is such a top-storey affair 
that its advocates take no count of external 
conditions, and things of the mundane plane 
—which it is their sole business to reform— 
and so, while searching by the astral light 
for the Coming Man, they have accidentally 
bumped up against a policeman! The 
pantomine is ended !

New Method of Directing. 


There are many methods of primary direc- 
tion before the student of astrology, and it is 
frequently a question put to me as to which 
should be followed. When this has refer- 
ence to the Ptolemaic and Placidian arcs, I 
always refer students to my '' Prognostic As- 
tronomy," or “The Handbook " by Pearce. 
It is known as the semi-arc method, the 
significators being directed by proportion of 
their semi-arcs under the latitude of the place 
of birth. I have, however, obtained very 
satisfactory results from proportional arc of 
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the planets in the prime vertical. The 
method is as follows :— 

l. Find the number of zodical degrees 
contained in the quadrant occupied by the 
planet. Also the distance of the planet from 
the ascendant or descendant (as the case 
may be) in zodiacal degrees. Then say: As 
the number of zodiacal degrees in the quad- 
rant is to 90° of the prime vertical, so is the 
number of zodical dégrees of planet from the 
ascendant to its proportional mundane 
distance. This may be conveniently worked 
by proportional logs. 

2. Having the proportional distances of 
the planets from the horizon, the comple- 
ments of these will be their proportional 
distances from the meridan. Therefore take 
their horizontal distances from 90? and you 
have the meridian distances. 

3. It is now only necessary to find the 
difference between the planets, their opposi- 
tions, or aspects, in order to get the arc of 
direction. N.B.—Aspects other than the 
d and 8 must be found by proportion. 
Thus, with the © in & 2? 40' and the quad- 
rant occupied by the © containing 96° 4', 
I find the Sun's place in the prime vertical 
thus: As 96? 4'1s to 90° so is Sun's dis- 
tance from horizon, to the answer. 

But supposing I wish to direct a planet 
in € 16° 20' to the sextile of the Sun, then 
I find the proportional place of n 2° 40! 
which is in sextile to the Sun in Leo 2° 40', 
and the difference between that and the 
proportional distance of the planet will give 
the arc of direction. When on opposite sides 
of the same meridian or horizon add the 
proportional distances together, and when on 
the same side subtract the lesser from the 
greater. 

By this method I found very close arcs for 
all the important events in a large number 
of test cases and consider the method very 
satisfactory. Taken in connection with 
transits and eclipses, it will satisfy the student 
as fully as the most complex system, and 
will be found extremely simple.

CHAPTER VIII. 
THE CAUSE OF IRREGULAR EPOCHS. 


The use of the epochal theory in the 
rectification of horoscopes does not end there. 
It is very easy to take a horoscope, apply the 
rules of rectification, and obtain a time within 
a few minutes of the recorded hour. This 
fact does not prove the rectification to be 
correct, or the epoch obtained to be the 
right one. Every epoch obtained must 
comply with four separate and distinct re- 
quirements. In addition to checking the 
birth time, it must show the sex of the 
subject, according to the sex degrees and the 
quadrants occupied by the moon; it must 
produce directions for the events of life, and 
must show the character and fortunes of the 
individual. 
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The mere rectification of the birth time is 
useless in itself, because it will frequently be 
incorrect, not showing the proper sex, nor 
giving suitable directions for the events of life. 

Now I propose to illustrate this point by 
reference to a well authenticated horoscope, 
that of the Duchess of Fife, given in the 
June issue of THE MESSENGER (page 170). 
The Duchess was born on May 17th, 1891, at 
5 a.m. in London, W. (approximately 47 sec.) 
At this time, Gemini 11° 58! ascends, and 
the Moon is in the sign Virgo 11? 27’, below 
and increasing. To all appearances this is 
one of the third order of Epochs, and the day 
of Epoch will fall seven days earlier than the 
index date. The Moon’s radical place will 
rise at the epoch, and the Moon will be in 
the sign Gemini. Let us make the necessary 
calculations and see what results.

What do we find. We find that the Moon 
is in a MALE degree and holds a MALE 
quadrant, consequently it is not the correct 
Epoch, and the rectification 1s also incorrect. 
We must therefore treat the case as an 
irregular Epoch, and reverseone of the factors. 
As neither of the two factors hold sex degrees, 
and the Moon being increasing, we take the 
Moon in the ascending sign, and reverse the 
Moon's position, taking the time it sets 
instead of rising. The Epoch will fall after 
noon of August 9th.

If we compute the directions from the 
Epoch for the father's death, we find Sun 
square Neptune, parallel Uranus, conjunction 
Saturn, thus complying with the third 
requirement. 

I could give several instances from my 
private collection of similar cases. One in 
particular occurs to me, in which treated as 
an ordinary regular Epoch, the wrong sex is 
obtained; while dealing with it as an irregular 
case, the right sex results, but the ascendants 
in each case are identical. 

The case illustrated above shows the 
reason why some Epochs are irregular, not 
because it is a play on the Moon's motion, 
but because the variation in the interchange 
of the factors is necessary owing to the para- 
mount law of sex, the controlling factor in the 
machinery of the Epoch. It is the Epoch 
which shows the sex, according to the quad- 
rant occupied by the Moon, when neither 
the ascendant or Moon are in sex degrees, 
and according to the degrees held by the two 
factors. 

This point must not be lost sight of, 
because the correct Epoch and the consequent 
correct rectification of the birth time is 
solely ruled by the law of sex. 

In the next issue, the concluding one of 
this part of the articles on the Epoch, I will 
deal with one or two peculiar variations of the 
general laws. ;

By Longitude.—In the figure for the 
conjunction by longitude, August 24th, 0.25 
p-m., the conjoined planets are on the cusp 
of the eighth house. Mars ruling the ascen- 
dant and Saturn the third house. It pre- 
signifies many sudden and terrible deaths, 
and being in a sign of human torm, epidemic 
disease. Violence is shown among the people 
and danger of serious railway accidents. In 
97° E. longitude, it falls on the nadir, de- 
noting a destructive earthquake, and in 839 
W. it is on the meridan, a prognostication of 
tornados and serious accidents. 

By Right Ascension.—1f the conjunction 
is taken by right ascension, it falls in the 
fifth house, indicative of the burning of a 
theatre or place of amusement, probably 
incendiary in action and accompanied by 
heavy loss of life. Moreover, as Mars rules 
the tenth house and the conjunction falls in 
the eighth from the tenth, it might presignify 
violence against Royalty. It falls on the 
lower meridan at 23* IZ, longitude, denoting 
a serious earthquake in S, E. Europe. 

By Heliocentric Longitude —This con- 
junction takes place in the third house of the 
figure, denoting a serious railway accident, 
a great strike, violence and incendiarism. It 
falls on the lower meridan in 32° W., signi- 
fying a violent storm in the Atlantic and on

LESSON XII. 


OCCUPATION AND HEALTH. 

In this chapter we give a few points as regards 
the different types of writing, as seen in individuals 
remarkable for certain combinations or traits of cha- 
racter which go to make up what is termed a distinct 
type. As it is impossible at the present time to give 
more than a generalisation, we must leave the student 
to learn the more definite and individual signs by 
practice. : 

The more distinctive types of handwriting are :— 

I. The Constructive or Mechanical type. 

2. The Artistic or Esthetic type. 

3. The Commercial or Business type. 

4. The Literary or Educational type. 

it naturally follows that there are many combina- 
tions of these four chief types, but where that is so 
the handwriting will vary in proportion as the dif- 
ferent qualifications vary in the individual. 

The Constructive or Mechanical Type of Hand- 
writing.—The general appearance of the writing of 
an individual who is clever at making other plans or 
things, is that of harmony and general roundness 
rather than sloping. The capitals are of equal height, 
the curves are graceful and delicate, the letters 
finished in the shortest way without regard to princi- 
ple ; the “ t's” are crossed and the“ i's ” are dotted, 
and the lines are equally spaced from each other.

These signs show ability for planning, scheming, 
working from a pattern, and comprehending the use 
and power of machinery. 

The Artistic and Esthetic Type of Handwriting.— 
The general appearance of the handwriting of 
artistic individuals is sloping and more or less 
attractive in appearance. The capitals, ‘‘ P," “R,” 
“ B,” etc., have flourishing curves. The loops of all 
letters are oval in form ; the finish of letters are high 
with down hanging curves. The letters and lines are 
of equal size and space, and in proportion as the 
artistic instincts are aided by the mechanical, so will 
the writing approach to a similarity of the round 
clearness of the constructive type, whilst still retain- 
ing the finished appearance ot the artistic. 

The Commercial or Business Type of Handwriting. 
—Individuals, whose chief characteristics are busi- 
ness qualifications, are naturally inclined to write in 
a small rather than a large style of writing. .The 
writing will be perpendicular rather than round or 
sloping, the down strokes and long tails having no 
return loop, but finished with a heavy pressure of 
pen. The margins are very small, there is a ten- 
dency to use figures where possible instead of letters, 
and small letters slightly increased instead of the 
usual capitals. The signature is usually very legible. 

The Literary or Educational Type of Writing.— 
Individuals whose ideas flow faster than their pen, 
whose mind works more rapidly than the bodily 
functions can conveniently respond to, are seldom 
legible writers, and thus we see that literary talent 
produces wavy, uneven lines of writing, words and 
letters are often closed or joined together as though 
running allinto one. Words are frequently con- 
tracted by judicious omission of silent letters, etc. 
The more expressive words or sentences are fre- 
quently underlined. 

Capital letters are tall, expressive and command- 
ing. Finalletters finish with a flourish apparently in 
haste, and having no distinct form, the bar to the 
“t” is often ahead of the letter itself. 

It is said that mental disorders have been 
diagnosed from handwriting. Senile dementia, 
ocular troubles, writer's cramp, locomota ataxia, 
post epilepsy, old age, melancholia, and other 
mental troubles have characteristic signs in hand- 
writing, but the rules for determining these matters 
are not in our opinion established, and it is safer to 
infer the liability to disease by discovering the pre- 
dominant temperament and associating that class of 
temperament with the disease it is most liable to.

The Weather. 


À correspondent has drawn our atten- 
tion to the apparent failure of our forecast 
that the early part of July would be marked 
by hot weather due to the solar aspects to 
Mars and Jupiter. It is true that no great 
heat was experienced, in fact the weather was 
cold for the time of year, but we would draw 
our reader's attention to the editorial note 
on page 81 in the February issue, on the 
influence of the aspects of the major planets, 
which are of long duration.  Heference to 
the Ephemeris for this year will show the 
planets Saturn and Neptune in parallel, both 
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holding north east and northerly signs, con- 
sequently the continued cold and dry weather 
is astrologically due to this. At the 
beginning of July these planets were in 
exact parallel, their influence then being 
particularly strong, overpowering the warmer 
force of the Sun's aspects to Jupiter and 
Mars. The parallel of Saturn and Neptune 
passes off about the 11th of September, and 
it will be interesting to note whether any 
difference is observed. 


Betrothal of the Duchess of Fife. 


The announcement of the Betrothal of 
the Duchess of Fife to Prince Arthur of 
Connaught is of considerable interest to our 
readers on account of the recent publication 
of the horoscope of the Duchess in these 
pages. The directions operating at the 
present time are Asc. trine Saturn, trine 
Moon, prenatal, and Moon sextile Saturn, 
sextile Moon, post-natal. I have not had 
time to compute all the major directions, but 
the above can be seen at a glance. 


Rectification. 


We have decided to postpone the publica-

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Market Forecasts. 

I have no special warrant for policing 
astrological literature, but there are occas- 
sions when it is so patent to the experienced 
patroller of astrological paths that something 
is wrong down the street, that one instinc- 
tively quickens his paces to prevent trouble. 

Now there is something wrong with Mr. 
Waldron’s statements, on page 198, about 
the influence of the planets as affecting the 
markets. Anybody allowing himself to be 
guided by the statements made in that 
extract is up against trouble. I have been 
asked what truth, if any, there is in the 
article. and so I need no further excuse for 
stying what I know about it. It is per- 
fectly true that the planets do affect the 
fluctuations of the markets, not because they 
have any direct relations with various indus- 
tries represented by share capital on the 
open market, but because they act upon 
human minds to produce an optimistic or 
pessimistie attitude, and primarily because 
they operate to produce events in the world 
which have a financial significance, or at 
least they acquire such a significance. 

A leading magnate dies under planetary in- 
fluence excited through his own physical 
nature, in terins of his astral environment at 
the time. Let us suppose he is a Steel King. 
Immediately he is known to be mortally 
affected, the shares of his concern, and steel 
shares generally, go down in price. Why? 
Not because there will Le an ounce more or 
less steel to-morrow in consequence of his de- 
mise, for he never was a maker of steel him- 
self, he merely had financial control of the 
market—but because the horoscope of that 
concern reflects the event, and because 
men's minds are unconsciously responsive to 
stellar environment. Get the man out 
of the way and what effect follows a con- 
junction of Saturn with a significator ? 
Nothing at all, or at all events nothing that 
a man can appreciate who has no financial 
interest in the market. What we can

appreciate is fluctuation of stocks and 
shares as the direct result of planetary in- 
fluence on human minds. Consequently I 
have nothing against the preamble regarding 
planetary influence i in the stock markets. It 
1s merely a statement of fact taken loosely. 
But when we come to the statement that 
the phases of the Moon, and the latitude the 
Moon is in at the time, have a controlling 
influence, it is timo to shout. 

The Moon's phases recur about the same 
date every 19 years, when the latitude is of 
the same signature. Now, Waldron mentions 
cycles of 16, 18 and 20 years, but omits the 
one of 19 to which his astronomy should 
naturally have led him. Now there was a 
most “unholy slump" in American railroad 
shares beginning, as I predictéd, on December 
12th, 1912. The Moon was then just chang- 
ing in S. latitude, and the conditions were 
just those that the author cites. But the 
identical conditions were in existence on the 
9th December, 1893, and the 9th December, 
1874. Can it be truly aflirmed that there 
were similar breaks in the market at these 
dates? If not, the theory goes to pieces. 
Now, there was a panic in 1893, but it was 
not in December, and the Moon was not in 
S. latitude. The panic of December, 1912, 
was very far removed from any 16, 18 or 20 
year cycle, and the Moon had nothing at all 
to do with it. But that it was very "clearly 
foreseen is shown by the following statement: 
December 12th, 1912, Ohio.—"' You called 
the.run of the stocks just right. ‘They are 
tumbling over each other to find bottom.— 
B.W.G." And again. Kansas City, U.S.A., 
December 4th, 1912.—“ Very many thanks 
for the interest you are taking in me, and also 
for the prediction you made to sell Union 
Pacifics and Readings, which I have accor- 
dingly done.—W.P.B.” 

The statement that '' Venus exercises but 
little influence on the financial market " is 
perhaps the widest statement in the whole 
article. In point of fact, Venus is paramount 
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in the matter of finance. One would have 
thought that its known rulership over the 
natural second house (sign Taurus) and its 
association with the seventh sign = Libra, 
the Scales, would have saved ihe writer from 
such a statement in default of experience to 
the contrary. There is no connection be- 
tween Venus and the sugar market. Such 
statements as those noticed, ahd others in 
the same article, are terribly misleading and 
show lack of genuine experience. I know 
as a fact that the various markets have an 
inferplay which is thoroughly reflected in 
the interaction of the planets. It cost me 
many years of patient research to find the 
factors for American railroads, sugar, cotton, 
wheat and other stocks and commodities, 
and in one instance alone I had to track over 
79 years of records. The publishers of 
OLD MoonRE's MONTHLY MESSENGER will 
shortly be issuing some useful advice on 
this question, which, although not final, is 
the result of careful statistical study, and 
reliable as far as it goes. Some hints may 
also be found in my “ Kabala of Numbers,” 
and “ Cosmic Symbolism.” 

Specific information on this matter is very 
much needed, for I find amateur astrologers 
giving financial advice which is of the very 
worst. An instance occurs to me. A horo- 
scope of a Company showed D ó 4 in the 
ascendant, and was hence recommended by 
the astrologer. But the fact that Uranus 
was in the second house in direct opposition to 
Neptune, and the Sun in the tenth in con- 
junction with Mars and Mercury, all in 
quadrate to Uranus and Neptune, was 
entirely overlooked, as also the fact that the 
Moon and Ruler of the horoscope were 
afflicted by semi-square of Sun, Mars, Mer- 
cury, Uranus, and semi-quadrate of Neptune, 
while Saturn was setting in direct opposition. 
Result—money lost. 


Scientific Astrology. 

I am much interested in the article en- 
titled ‘‘ Microscopic Astrology," by E. P. 
Hall, in the July issue. His methods are 
quite scientific and cannot be appraised too 
highly. I am quite in accord with the 
general statement, that whereas astrologers 
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are greatly indebted to astronomy for their 
basic elements, astrologers, on the other hand, 
are contributing nothing to the science of 
astronomy. Iam hopeful of reversing this 
judgment by the publication of my “New 
Astronomical Tables." It was from a series 
of daily observations that I came to the 
conclusion many years ago that there was 
a planet in the 8th degree of n or 4. 
That was because I was looking for planets. 
It may well be that I was unconsciously 
observing the action of Aldebaran in direct 
opposition to Antares, as ingeniously sug- 
gested by Mr. Hall. But I have this to say 
in defence of astrologers, quite apart from 
their work of keeping astronomy alive and 
improving it, that many of the old writers 
specifically named Aldebaran and Antares as 
malefic stars of the nature of Mars. Ptolemy 
gives a list of the natures of the chief 
zodiacal stars. These two are of the first 
magnitude. I have cause to remember the 
time when they came by direction to the 
meridian of my horoscope. I hold to the 
opinion of Plato, that the great year of 
Solar revolution is 25,920 years, not 18,200, 
as stated by moderns. Assuming the mean 
circular orbit of our Sun and system around 
a central point of gravity, the distance of 
the central Sun would run into fourteen 
figures, or about 23,727,904 millions of miles. 
All we are able to say is that this centre lies 
in the direction of the Pleiades, but the 
objection of Herschel is perfectly valid. It 
bears no gravitational relations to the invari- 
able plane of our system, which conceivably 
it should disturb if its action were a fact:in 
nature. l 
This invariable plane has an inclination 
to the ecliptic of 1° 36’, and its node is in 
æ 12° 57‘, as determined by Laplace. I 
have further observed an influence in S 13° 
which is quite perceptible, and there may 
possibly be a body of some magnitude in 
that direction. In Coming Events, some 
twelve or thirteen years ago, I located a 
malefic influence in the first decan. of Sagit- 
tarius. This, I am quite prepared to find, is 
identifiable with the action of the fixed stars 
Aldebaran and Antares, as found by Mr. 
Hall But I find no stars of the nature of 
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malefic in S& or æ 139. Undoubtedly we 
must use the exact and patient methods of 
science if we are to contribute anything re- 
liable to the sum of modern astrological 
knowledge. Generalisations and intuitive 
surmises, valuable as they frequently are, 
wil not command the respectful attention 
of careful students of astrology, while to 
the scientific mind they are altogether 
repulsive. 


Planetary Hours. 


A great deal of discussion has been given 
to planetary periods in these pages, and con- 
troversy has run to a fine art regarding the 
proper method of finding local sunrise. If 
we are to regard planetary hours as depend- 
ing on the time of sunrise, then there can be 
only one method that is correct, and that 
must be to take the conjunction of the Sun’s 
centre by apparent longitude with the 
celestial horizon of the locality. This can 
only be done approximately by Tables of 
Houses, but quite accurately by ascensional 
difference under the pole of the place, calcu- 
lating by logarithms. 

But I am prepared to say that planetary 
hours are not properly counted from sunrise, 
but always from the meridian transit of the 
Sun, that being the one point of time accu- 
rately known to the ancients. Moreover, 
the Hebrews and Chaldeans, who are respon- 
sible for the planetary succession, by reference 
to the apparent velocities of the planets, 
began their day at noon. Thus in Genesis 
it is said: “The evening and the morning 
were the first day." Now one cannot by 
any inflexion of words make the “evening” to 
coincide with the period from sunrise to sun- 
set, but it would be quite reasonable to 
speak so of the period from noon to midnight, 
and also of the period from midnight to noon 
as "the morning." Then, in such case, 
instead of the planet, which gives its name to 
the day, taking rule over the 8th hour from 
sunrise, 4.e., from 1 to 2 p.m. at the equinox, 
it will uniformly have rule over the first hour 
after mid-day, t.e., from 12 to 1 p.m. I 
have found this view-point to be consistent 
with the facts, and a full statement with 
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experimental proofs has been incorporated 
in my “Kabala of Numbers" (Part IL) 
now in the press. 


Seismology. 


The death of Prof. Milne, the famous 
inventor of the Seismograph, is the occasion 
of much regret in the scientific world. Prof. 
Milne did for physical science what Róntgen 
did for medical science. By means of the 
Seismograph it is possible to accurately 
locate earthquake disturbances whenever 
they occur, and by means of the Röntgen 
rays we can locate obstructions in the body 
of man. But the locating of earthquakes is 
not tantamount to the prediction of them. 
Seismology can only become a useful science 
by alliance with astrology. Commander 
Morrison formulated some useful rules for 
predicting earthquakes, but his rules for 
localisation have been found defective. 

Given the conditions under which an ex- 
tensive seismic disturbance may take place, 
it has been found that any locality within 
the sphere of direct influence, that is included 
in the earthquake areas, can be affected. 
The direct influence may be exerted from 
any of the four angles of the eclipse figures, 
i.e., from the Midheaven, Nadir, and E. and W. 
horizons. The large earthquake areas most 
commonly affected include Japan, the Philip- 
pines, the Celebes, New Hebrides, Society 
Isles, the West Indies and the area embracing 
the Caspian Sea, Black Sea, Augean Sea, 
Adriatic, as far west as Corsica. The dis- 
turbance caused by eclipses appears to be 
universal, but registers only in the weak 
spots of the Earth's surface, and these spots 
are those represented by volcanic islands, 
vestiges of former great outbreaks. I have 
a very fine record of earthquakes since the 
Christian era, and by means of the new 
eclipse tables and planetary tables, I am 
making a study of all the great disturbances 
that have taken place since the record 
began. The work is progressing too slowly 
for my impatient mind, but I hope later to 
have the co-operation of other students who 
are capable of using the tables. In the end 
we may be in possession of sufficient reliable 
data on which to formulate a predictive 
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science of seismology. That will be more 
useful than even the wonderful invention of 
the late Prof. Milne. One builds theories as 
one goes along with the work of research, 
but a few cases pointing in the same direc- 
tion are not adequate. Morrison found that 
Saturn’s meridian and horizon positions at 
the time of an eclipse coincided with the 
affected locality in a number of instances. 
But those of Krakatoa and Mount Pelóe 
clearly show this observation is not finally 
inclusive In the case of Mount Pelée, the 
earthquake coincided exactly with the 
eclipse of the Sun over that b ice, the Moon 
being at the time in perigee, ie., nearest the 
Earth. I have several such cases on record 
and several also that did not produce local 
disturbances. It is another instance of the 
need for a * Microscopic Astrology.”

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CHAPTER VII. 


ASTROLOGY AND Re-INCARNATION. 

The metaphysical basis of astrology is 
re-incarnation, in fact I go even further 
than this, and say, that the only real and 
solid basis for a rational astrology lies in the 
principles of re-inearnation and Karma. 
To me, and doubtless to many others. the 
ordinary scientific exposition of astrology, 


however instructive and interesting, expand- 
ing the mind and widening the mental 


outlook, bringing one in touch with cleva- 
ting thought and higher influences, is still 
incomplete and shallow, leading one as it 
were to the foot of a blank wall, and thcre 
leaving us without a word as to what lies on 
the other side, without any explanation of the 
whys and the wherefores, without any deter- 
mination of the greatest problem of all, Life. 
Astrology in its sclentifüic aspect deals 
only with the physical existence, the life in 
a material sense, the external nature, the 
bodily appetites and disorders, and the pro- 
gress of the life from the purely material 
standpoint. But of the soul, the hving 
immortal part of our beings. it can say 
nothing. From the purely materialistic side 
of the science, we are enabled to foretell the 
periods of success and happiness, reversals 
and disease, but it fails entirely to show us 
wHY these things should happen unto us. 
Look here upon this picture and on that. 
On the one hand, a man who has risen in 
life, without effort, becanse be happens to be 
the son of his father, heir to an enormous 
fortune, successful in all he puts his hands 
to: on the other hand, a man living a life 
of drudgery, toiling incessantly for a mere 
pittance, without hope or ambition. Why 
is this? Can scientific astrology answer it ? 
Let us look at the comparison from 
another point of view. A man with abilities 
of mean order, with no talents or ordinary 
capabilities, yet because of parental position 


itizea by Google 
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has a life of ease and enjoyment: on the other 
hand, a man with brilhant gifts, high talents, 
and capabilities for doing enormous good in 
the world, yet doomed to disappointments, 
never rising above a common level. Why is 
this? Can scientific astrology answer this? 

Iam fully aware that the horoscopes of 
these people would show the talents, the 
luck, and the disappointments, but that is 
not the point. If these people were born 
with certain planetary positions and aspects, 
which denoted all this, «why were they born 
with such influences? Why is one person 
born blind, another deaf and dumb: why is 
one child born dead, another only lives a 
few hours, or a few years: why does one 
inan live through numerous disasters, and 
then die quietly in. his bed at an advanced 
age, and another suffer a violent death? 

It is that eternal question: Wity,” and 
scientific astrology has no answer; and until 
we leave the realms of science to the higher 
plane of metaphysics, we can find no 
solution to this anomaly. 

Where is the justice of the Creator in 
allowing some people to live in affluence and 
plenty, and others in poverty and drudgery ? 
There must be some reason, some anterior 
cause to birth, that one man should come 
into the world ** with a silver spoon in his 
mouth," and another to be literally “ pitch- 
forked into a den of squalor and misery. 
But scientific astrology does not, nor can it, 
solve the problem. 

The answer to this lies in the problem of 
re-incarnation—-*' each hfe, the outcome of a 
former living is." 

In the series of articles to be published on 
this subject in the next volume of THE

months her husband died. These two dates 
show in & precise manner the workings of 
progressive directions. At this time the Sun 
was in sextile Uranus, applying to the 
square of Mars, and the Moon was acting 
on both directions. Mercury had reached 
the sextile of the radical Moon, and Venus 
the sextile of the radical midheaven.

lt will be seen that the Moon of the epoch 
is within orbs of a degree of the male sex, 
complying with the second requirement. 
To have taken this case as an ordinary 
regular epoch of the fourth order by making 
the Moon's plaee set, would have made 
quite a different, and consequently erroneous, 
rectification. 

3. The horoscope of the late King 
Zdward VII, which caused such a furore a 


few years ago can be cited as another 
peculiar variation. The Moon through 


decreasing and above, rises at the epoch, and 
the Moon is found in the ascendant of the 
birth figure, a double variation of the two 
factors. 

It is further interesting to note that it is 
necessary in some cases to take eight 
inonths before birth, and even seven in the 
case of the premature births, but this is 
strictly in accordance with the rules, in 
order to comply with the requirement that 
the epoch must show the period of gestation. 
Some cases require even ten months before 
birth ; but this, though uncommon is still in 
accordance with the rules of the epoch, as 
well as agreeing with obstetric statistics. 
One well-known astrologer who has in the 
past contributed to these pages, possesses a 
ten months’ epoch, and I have one or two 
other similiar cases in iny private collection. 

In concluding this first series of articles 
on the epoch, I would ask my readers to 
study well what I have written thereon, and 
to bear in mind that sex is the controlling 
factor in the machinery of the epoch, and 
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that however close the rectification may 
agree the time of birth with the recorded 
time, unless the epoch obtained shows the sex, 
according to the rules given, it is not correct. 
Experience is the best teacher, and fifteen 
years’ continual examination of this theory, 
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during which hundreds of epochs have 
passed through my hands, has proved to me, 
what I once said, that it is the only reliable 
method of rectification, and that it is not, 
as misguided and prejudiced critics aver, a 
phantom or a delusion. 


How to Study. 


By ALBERT ELLIS, B I.M.S. 


HARACTER Reading as a hobby is most 
pleasant and useful, and as a means of liveli- 
hood is the profession of professions to men 
and women of ability. 

How to study man physically, mentally, and 
spiritually, is a question perhaps best answered by 
those who have made some attempt, let us say for a 
quarter of a century at least, to solve the problem. 
That is my apology, if any is needed, for the hints 
which follow. 

In the study of man physically, mentally, and 
Spiritually, you may commence from effects to 
causes, or from causes to effects; exoterically or 
esoterically; from without or from within; one method 
appealing to one class of students, and the other 
method to another class. 

It is to the students who prefer to trace effects to 
causes that I appeal in these hints as to the quickest 
and safest mode of study. 
` If you observe two men, one habitually kind, and 
the other unkind, you should try to find out what 
physical sign there is in the body to indicate that 
characteristic. Having discovered that sign and 
confirmed it one hundred times by observation, 
you are justified in stating that such and such a 
physical sign indicates a certain characteristic. 

On these lines you may commence to read char- 
acter more or less at once. This may be called an 
exoteric method; whereas to take up the study 
esoterically, involves assuming what is the first great 
cause, and tracing out the effects of that cause up to 
the present stage of man's evolution. This is 
obviously too great a task for one life, and if you 
want to read character and capacity here and now 
the exoteric plan will appeal to you right away. 

Now let us first trace the physical signs of certain 
characteristics for the moment, and from that pro- 
ceed to the root causes later on. This means a study 
of physical conditions, or what is called in character 
readers’ phraseology, ‘‘ Temperament,” and almost 
without exception, all qualified character readers are 
agreed that this should be the first and root basis of 
the study of character reading. 

Let me now give some examples of what is meant. 
You observe two men, one with a strong degree of 
physical vital magnetism, and the other lacking in 
that quality. You at once observe that one is plump 
in form and the other thin, and in repeating the test 
you learn how to read that characteristic. 

Again, you know two men, one physically strong 
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and the other physically weak, and you observe one 
has larger bones and muscles than the other. 

Once more you try yourability. You see two men, 
one of great mental powers and the other of weak 
mental powers, and you observe one has a relatively 
large head, and the other a small head, and again 
you will find you are correct in your diagnosis. But 
there comes a time when difficulties arise which will 
prove to you that you must not attempt too much at 
one time, but step by step, line by line, proceed along 
carefully. 

For instance, you know two men, one clever at 
mathematics, and the other relatively indifferent in 
the subject. You cannot discover any pronounced 
physical distinction between them, and therefore 
come to the conclusion that there is no general 
physical conformation of the body to indicate that 
quality, so you leave it for the time being until you 
get into a more detailed study of your subject, for 
once you have mastered the first series of lessons in 
temperament the other series become relatively easy, 
but by commencing with other series, such as the 
head or the hand, apparently insurmountable difficul- 
ties are apt to arise in your mind. 

Temperament is universally considered to be the 
A. B.C. of character reading, and should be studied 
first. Then follows the study of phrenology, for 
similar reasons aforementioned, then physiognomy 
of the face, physiognomy of the head, handwriting, 
pathognomy, astrology, and then the more occult 
arts, such as psychometry, clairvoyance, chromo- 
scopy, etc. 

You should bear in mind that the study of books 
for many years will not impart so much as a course 
of lessons by a competent tutor, for it is the system 
of teaching and not the quantity of reading which 
will help you along. Self-tuition is generally difficult, 
and to have a tutor will make the subject far more 
easy to learn and interesting to follow. 

The methods adopted by tutors are generally 
uniform and may be summed up as follows :— 

Postal letters generally consist of a series of 
progressive typewritten lessons dealing with the 
theoretical aspects of the subject. Practical tests or 
exercises are given with each lesson to test your 
progress. The number of lessons given depends 
on your aptitude. 

Personal lessons differ from postal lessons in so far 
that in place of typewritten lessons as described 
above, one hour's verbal tuition is given each week 
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for a period depending on your aptitude to learn. 
Of course, the lessons are illustrated by practical work 

It will be obvious that you will acquire knowledge 
from personal tuition more quickly than by postal 
tuition, and to be taught by a recognised tutor will 
give the public confidence in your abilities. 

Of course there are tutors and tutors, and I advise 
you to secure a qualified Fellow of the British Insti- 
tute of Mental Science to teach you in preference to 
others, and any improper treatment on the tutor's 
part reported to the Council of the Institute would 
have the fullest investigation, and be dealt with on 
its merits. 

You may be assured that a Fellow of the Institute 
will accept you as a pulpil if you can read and write 
and think for yourself, at a fee ranging from one to 
twenty pounds, according to the number of lessons 
required. 

As for text books, each tutor has his favourites. 
The Examiners of the B,I.M.S. have selected a series, 
some of which are advertised in THE MESSENGER, 
and should you intend sitting for examinations duriug 
the progress of your studies, it is well to bear this in 
mind, as the examinations are based on the text books. 

During the course of your studies, you will gain 
the good opinion of your tutor, and he will read, 
correct, and report on your lessons with greater 
pleasure and much more accurately, if you will attend 
to the following details: 

1.—Answer your test questions from memory, as 
this ensures a thorough knowledge cf the subject, 
and no lesson should be considered learned unless 
this can be done. 

2.—When possible, rough sketches drawn from 
memory illustrating the subject being studied should 
be sent, as this is one of the best aids to learning the 
subject. 

3.— Write neatly on foolscap paper and on one 
side of the paper only. A margin should be left on 
the left hand side, and a space at the end of your 
answer for the tutor's corrections or remarks. 

4.—T wo copies of your replies should be sent to 
your tutor, one for corrections and one for him to file, 
so that he may from time to time make a retrospect 
of your progress.

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The Alchemy of Stones.* | 
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N olden times the curative properties of ** precious 
stones” were very highly appraised. They 
were considered to be sexed ; to possess mystic, 
yet intelligent, qualities binding them to man, 
and to impart certain spiritual and moral 

virtues to their wearers, and also detect the presence 
of poison, Thus the secret of a woman's age is more 
often revealed by the appearance of her hands than 
by her features or figure; but the secret soul of 
stones is still an occult science, whence it follows 
that woman will read Mr. Fernie's erudite revelations 
with * subjective'' curiosity and profit. For stones 
have months and weeks and days. — January —the 
Jacinth or garnet. February —the amethyst. March 

-the bloodstone. April -the sapphire or diamond. 
May—the emerald. — June —the agate, ete. On 
Monday moonstones should be worn. Sunday is the 
ruby day. On Tuesday, pink jewellery is lucky, so is 
coral, while on Wednesday the emerald is the great 
talisman. l'riday, all women should wear diamonds. 
hen the amethyst is a lucky stone—its month is 
February. Turquoise is another. Sarah Bernhardt 
wears opals, because she was born in October; New 
Zealand jade is an amulet to some women, and Mrs. 
Brown Potter always wears an emerald ring because 
sae was born in May, for the emerald has the secret 
of love and success in love." 

Take the emerald, which sends evil spirits howling 
into spaces, changes colour when the lover is faith- 
less, is born white and ripens gradually to its 
glorious meadow green. [ts rays of light are called 
"dine" by jewellers. It is reputed to assist women 
13. child-birth, and to have sundry medicinal 
properties. It stops ‘all fluxes, whether they come 
irom a sharp humour or venom.” and can be taken 
as à dose—six, eiuht, or ten grains being given. 
‘The Easterns venerate the emerald to this day. But 
T one falls from its setting it is of evil omen. Thus 
when George IIl. was crowned a large emerald fell 
from his diadem, and during his reign America was 
lost to England. 

Then there is the fuby, the “ the live-coal"' of the 
Greeks; the anthrax, most magnificent of gems, of 
which there are both male and female. Its virtues 
are that it *'resists poison, sadness, restrains lust, 
clears the mind and warms the body of sickness by 
turning a dark colour." Allied to the ruby are the 
garnet, the topaz, and the beautiful green malachite 
stone, much used in Russia. 

The amethyst is the *' drunkard's friend" —it is 
also the “ bishops’ stone.” Originally the amethyst 
was a nymph ‘beloved by Bacchus; but he was 
unfaithful, preferring Diana, and so the nymph 
became a gem. From that origin the amethyst was 
always placed by the ancients in drinking vessels— 
so that they might imbibe to excess, but not to 
intoxication. It is one of the rarest ot all precious 
stones. It creates an atmosphere of piety, hence its 
employment in Eastern temples; it produces chastity. 


* PRECIOUS Sroses. By W. T. Fernie, M.D. (John Wright.) 
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The opal, loveliest of all quartz crystals, is 
considered now to be unlucky, but it was not alwavs 
so. It prevails against “ diseases of the eyes °: it 
is the eye-stone. Perhaps its bad reputation is due 
to Walter Scott's episode of Anne of Gierstein, for 
from that date belief in its unlucky lustre became 
general. But in the Middle Ages the opal was 
credited with as many virtues as it has colours. 

The turquoise has always been associated with 
curious superstitions. Its speciality is that it 
changes colour in sympathy with the wearer’s health. 
That stones do this there can be no doubt, if worn 
next the skin. In Germany the turquoise is used as 
a love-token. Those who wear it and notice that it 
turns green should immediately cease doing so, as 
in that case the stone is malevolent. It is supposed 
to b» useful to horsemen. 

The blue sapphire has these virtues: ‘It is cold. 
dry and astringent; it dries up rheums in the eves 
and removes inflammation. It is good in all fluxes 
of the belly, the dysentery, the hepatick flux, the 
hæmorrhvids and other bleedings ; it cures internal 
ulcers and wounds and fortifies the breast; is an 
enemy to all poisons and cures the melancholy.” 

The pearl was atone time thought to be the pro- 
duction of Celestial dew, but it is now known to be 
nothing but carbonite of lime and gelatine found in 
an oyster-shell. 

Pearls should never be wrapped in cotton-woo! ; 
they require treatment. On weakly persons they 
never show to advantage. Next the skin they show 
a double brilliancy. They should be kept in the 
light. Sometimes they lose their lustre and die. A 
sea bath may restore them, or immersion in sea water 
for some time. Pearls make an “ excellent cordial,”’ 
according to some authorities. They ‘ kill acids and 
correct the acrimony of the stomach. In China they 
are used medicinally. In Bengal at one period, 
virgins wore pearis on their arms as a preservative 
of virtue. 

The coral is a protection against the Evil Eye. 
Paracelsus said it made an amulet ‘ against tear 
and  frirhts, fascinations, incantations, poisons, 
epilepsies, devil's assaults and thunder." The stone 
has some affinity with nature. It turns pale and wan if 
the wearer is sick. In Italy coral is still worn as a 
prophylactic. The diamond is of excellent avail 
against flatulency. It is the hardest substance 
known ; is phosphoric and electric, and its properties 
are protective. his is a curious book. Perhaps in 
time we shall discover untold occult powers in the 
prismatic flashes of the gems women love so dearly, 
but which are so dear to buy.

DETECTIVE WORK. 


When the public know you are expert in de- 
lineating handwriting you will be asked to compare 
handwriting for people who are worried by the 
anonymous letters of their tormentors, and even be 
asked to decide in cases of forgery. It is therefore 
well that you should know how to proceed. 

The evidence of writing experts in the courts is 
sometimes looked upon with suspicion, but since 
1854 the evidence has undoubtedly assisted the ad- 
ministration of justice. Cases like the Roupell 
forgery trial, the Tichbourne case, and the Whelly 
and Hughes will cases are examples where decisions 
would have been unsatisfactory without expert 
evidence. 

People who attempt to hide their identity, or 
write communications purporting to be from some 
other person, generally adopt one or more of the 
following methods. 

Altering the shape, size or fineness of the letters. 
This is difficult to maintain, and the writer will 
probably break down at some point before complete- 
ing twenty or thirty lines. 

o two persons write alike, although it may 
require a powerful magnifying glass to discover this 
fact in some instances. 

The connecting links between the letters of a word, 
consisting as they do of fine lines either near the 
bottom or near the top, frequently furnish a good 
clue as to whether there is an attempt to imitate 
another's writing. 

The peculiarities of the writing of some people 
give them away immediately. The writer who uses 
a small letter in a magnified form, instead of a 
capital letter is easily detected. 

thers use numerous capitals and underline the 
words they desire to emphasize, whilst another will 
use superfluous quotation marks. The frequent use 
of dashes or incorrect punctuation may be pecu- 
liarities which, compared with the normal handwriting 
of a person, will reveal the attempt to deceive. 

When attempting to discover the author of a 
letter, it is necessary to obtain a specimen of the 
normal writing of the suspected person. Analyse 
the letters one by one, copying the a's, b's, c's, 
throughout from both documents and compare one 
with the other. 

In a similar manner compare the style, size, spell- 
ing, punctuation, use of pronouns, strokes, loops, bars, 
spacing, the arrangement of sentences, the way in 
which mistakes are corrected, the use of abbre- 
viations, and any other points worthy of note. 

Dr. Lindsay Johnson is credited with elaborating 
a theory with regard to individuality in handwriting 
which should be of much use in detective work. 

Briefly, the theory depends on the fact that in a 
considerable number of diseases a person's pulse- 
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beats are individual, and one suffering from any such 
disease cannot control, even for a brief space o time, 
the frequency or peculiar irregularities of his heart's 
action as shown by a chart recording his pulsation. 
Such a chart is obtained for medical purposes by 
means of a sphygmograph, an instrument fitted 
to the patient's wrist and supplied with a needle 
which automatically records on a prepared sheet of 
paper the peculiar force and frequency of pulsation. 

Dr. Lindsay Johnson maintains that the pen in 
the hand of a writer serves in a modified degree 
the same end as the sphygmograph, and that in a 
person's handwriting one can see, by projecting the 
letters greatly magnified on a screen, the scarcely 
perceptible turns and quivers made in the lines by 
the spontaneous action of that person's peculiar 
pulsation. . 

The doctor experimented at Charing Cross 
Hospital to prove his theory. He says, ‘‘ At my 
request a number of patients suffering from heart 
and kidney diseases wrote out the Lord’s prayer in 
their ordinary handwriting. The different manu- 
scripts were then taken and examined microscopi- 
cally, and enlarged by throwing them, highly 
magnified, on a screen. When this was done the 
scarcely perceptible or involuntary motions, due to 
the patient’s peculiar pulsations, were distinctly 
visible.’’ The handwriting of persons in normal 
health does not always show their pulse beats. What 
one can infer, however, is that when a document pur- 
porting to be written by a certain person contains 
the trace of pulse beats, and the normal handwriting 
does not show them, then the document may be 
suspected, to say the least, of being a forgery. ‘I 
consider that when pulse beats are visible in a 
manuscript, the theory is of the greatest possible 
value in detecting forgeries,’’ continues the doctor, 
** for by means of it one can tell the speed at which 
any document was written. Now, since when a man 
copies another person's E he is almost bound 
to write slowly, the finding of a large number of 
pulse beats in a signature is prima facie evidence 
that it is a forgery. The ordinary man always 
writes his name at top speed.” *

The New Volume. 


This month we commence the seventh 
year of our existence, and once again express 
our thanks for the support of subscribers and 
readers and for their interest in our work. 
When we undertook the editorship of this 
journal six years ago we planned a series of 
articles which should lead step by step 
through the different methods of directing, 
part of the science so interesting to all, and 
yet so complicated.

In the present volume we are dealing 
with Directions from the Prenatal Epoch, 
and shall show conclusively that such 
method is founded on a rational and 
scientific basis. Of course, there will be 
some who will endeavour to dispute our 
statements, but it must be stated that we 
have experience behind us, and that we do 
not for one moment seriously consider the 
prejudiced opinions of those who “having 
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eyes to see, discern not," nor can we truth- 
fully regard them as authorities on the 
subject. We shall also have something to 
say regarding the metaphysical basis of the 
Epoch. 

On the more scientific and mathematical 
side of this question we shall deal with the 
calculation of horoscopes, when the time is 
known within an hour or two, and also show 
that it is possible by means of the Epochal 
theory to discover the true time of birth 
from past events, when the time is quite 
unknown, and this in spite of all assertions 
to the contrary. 

Mr. Cecil Sherburn, who has occasionally 
contributed to these pages, has promised to 
give us & number of horoscopes of the 
notable living astrologers, commencing with 
the next issue. 

The subject of Ancient Astrology Modern- 
ised will receive further attention, and some 
illustrations of the recent ideas given. The 
inetaphysical basis of astrology will also be 
continued. A series of articles on the 
Twelve Signs of the Zodiac commences in 
this issue, dealing with the influence of each 
sign on the character and fortune of people. 
Our contributor `“ Sepharial " will deal with 
matter of interest month by month as before, 
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The Weather. 


Referring to our note as to the cold 
condition of the weather at the beginning of 
July, as against our prediction of heat, we 
are informed by a correspondent that the 
heat in Devon was very great in July. 
From Axminster to Weymouth the grass 
was quite yellow, burnt out, and no rain 
throughout the month, except slight thunder- 
storms. In Somerset it was somewhat 
cooler. So that after all heat was experi- 
enced in parts, and it is this determining in 
what localities the influences will be most 
felt that is the great difficulty in weather 
forecasting. We shall have some further 
notes to make on this subject month by 
month. 


Mundane Astrology. 


The figure for the solar ingress into Capri- 
corn is & very ominous one. The ingress 
takes place on the cusp of the eighth house, 
the Sun being square Moon, square Mars, 
square Jupiter, but, fortunately, trine with 
Uranus, rising in Aquarius. This latter 
position denotes great strides in metaphysics, 
and the occult, and as Mercury is in trine 
with Uranus, some discoveries in those 
departments of higher thought. Mars rules 
the second and is violently afflicted, denoting 
serious financial troubles, losses to the ex- 
chequer, enormous expenses, bank smashes, 
and the like. Serious Colonial troubles are 
threatened. Accidents on warships are 
shown, explosions and fires, with much loss 
of life. The figures bode evil for the King 
and Government, and a dissolution of the 
Ministry is not unlikely. The position of 
Venus accords with the coming Royal mar- 
riage. (This prediction was originally made 
etghteen months ago). The Moon and Mars 
are conjoined on the lower Meridian in South 
Africa, an omen of serious import. Grave 
troubles threaten the Cape. Although Venus 
is in the seventh house Neptune is just on 
the cusp and the rulers of that house, the 
Sun and Mercury, are heavily afflicted by 
Mars, and the danger of war is very great. 
It must not be forgotten that Mars remains 
in the sign Cancer until the 1st May, 1914. 
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The last time this similar position occurred 
was in 1899 during the Boer war, and the 
Chinese troubles. Both of these countries 
will suffer during the progress of Mars in 
their ruling sign during the next seven 
months. 


Eclipse of the Moon. 


The Eclipse of the Moon of the 15th Sept. 
falls in the third decan of Pisces, and the 
third house. This is said to cause robberies, 
and assaults by sea and land. It is also 
indicative of railway accidents. The pre- 
sence of Mars and Saturn in the seventh 
house is ominous of war. Some great legal 
case is likely. 


Eclipse of the Sun. 


At the Eclipse of the Sun on Sept. 30th, 
Mars is flaming fiercely in the tenth house 
in square to the luminaries and opposed to 
Jupiter. Saturn is close to the meridian, 
and on the ascendant of London. Much 
depression will occur in the Metropolis. 
Serious railway accidents are threatened. 
The Government will be in serious diffi- 
culties and may resign. An eclipse in the 
first decan of Libra is said to cause pesti- 
lence, and a scarcity and dearness of corn. 
Inundations are threatened in countries 
ruled by Cancer, especially South Africa and 
Mauritius. 


Conjunction of Mars and Saturn. 


Our forecast of terrible railway accidents 
due to the conjunction of these planets (see 
page 214, August issue) was verified by the 
terrible accident in Westmoreland.

astrological students that the conjunc- 

tion of Saturn and Mars in the aerial 

Gemini (natural third house sign) has 
been attended by simultaneous and highly 
fatal railway accidents in America and in 
England. The third house, to which Gemini 
is allied, denotes means of communication of 
whatsoever sort, and stands, in astrological 
practice for all considerations pertaining to 
short journeys by road or rail. It is also a 
sign of the airy trigon, and accordingly we 
have report from Germany of the disaster, 
with loss of thirteen lives, which overtook 
Zeppelin L1 of the German Aircraft Depart- 
ment. This sort of thing is likely to be 
repeated during the next two years during 
which the conjunction holds sway. 

Such things as aeroplanes, airships and 
rallways were not in existence when these 
two planets last formed their conjunction in 
the same degree of the zodiac, but there 
were doubtless many tragic episodes on road- 
way journeys, and accidents to horse-drawn 
vehicles in the Year of Grace, A.D. 1648, for 
Cromwell’s Ironsides were beginning to mass 
together and were scouring the highways 
and byways in all directions in search of 
Royalists and money for the war-chest. 
And presently they invaded London, as all 
know, and took the reins of Government 
from hands made weak by follies and excess. 
For we may note that the malefic planets 
were conjoined in the particular decanate 
and almost the exact degree that is reputed 
to be the Ascendant of the Metropolis. 

We can trace this ascription of the 
Gemini through the patrons of the City of 
London, Gog and Magog, the twin giants who 
were the last of their warrior race in Britain, 
to; Romulus and Remus, the twin founders 
of the City of Rome, and so to Castor and 
Pollux, the stars that are associated with the 
Dioscuri, the gods of mariners and hos- 
pitality. These stars are now in the sign 
Cancer, but in the days of the founding of 


[| will hardly have escaped notice among 
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Rome they were in Gemini. Plutarch tells 
us that Rome was founded in the third year 
of the sixth Olympiad. Now the Olympiads 
began in B.c. 775 astronomical, or B.c. 776 
secular. Consequently, the fifth Olympiad 
would terminate and the sixth begin in the 
year 775, and the third year from that would 
be p.c. 752. Now in this year Castor was in 
Gemini 119 56' and Pollux in 14? 56! of 
the same sign. Ptolemy found them in 23° 
20' and 269 20' respectively in the year A.D. 
137. At the present time they are in Cancer 
189 51' and 21° 51’ respectively. The 
observation here is that the equinoxes from 
which we count the signs precess or are 
retrograde through the constellations, which 
latter maintain exactly the same relations to 
one another now as formerly. Thus Castor 
and Pollux were exactly three degrees apart 
in Ptolemy’s time, and earlier in the time of 
Hipparchus. They are still three degrees 
apart. But whereas they were formerly in 
Gemini they are now in Cancer. Astro- 
logically, the observation is that if particular 
stars preside over the destinies of great cities, 
and also over persons, precession may have 
to be taken into account. I throw the idea 
out for what it may signify to those who are 
interested in the ‘‘ microscopic " department 
of our study. 


Reversed Horoscopes. 

Another point that has been troubling ine 
for some time is one that 1 had long ago 
decided to keep in abeyance until such time 
as the Prenatal Epoch should be properly 
understood and applied. It is well known 
to students that an essential part of this 
doctrine is that reversal of terms which is 
sometimes required in connection with the 
paramount influence of the Law of Sex. 
This has recently been well developed and 
very clearly demonstrated in these pages by 
the Editor, and it is & matter of con- 
siderable satisfaction to me to know that 
the theorem is properly apprehended and 
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appreciated by one of such astrological ability 
and acumen as he. 

But, despite myself, the question I had in 
mind has been so persistently forced upon 
me by independent enquirers that I think it 
should be ventilated. The question usually 
takes this form: Is it possible that horo- 
scopes may sometimes be reversed? If so. 
whatare thecontrolling factors—sex, or what ? 

I had intended to make this enquiry an 
essential part of my Prenatal Epoch thesis, 
but felt that it might be premature. The fact 
has been supported by independent obser- 
vation, and therefore it is time that it should 
be discussed. It is certainly the fact that 
certain cases answer directly to the horo- 
scopical conditions indicated by a complete 
reversal of the figure in terms of the Ascen- 
dant. Thus. a person born under the sign 
Cancer is better described by the sign 
Capricorn. But this is not all. Instead of 
placing Cancer on the Ascendant we place 
Capricornus there. and the planets are seen 
to fall into different houses while retaining 
approximately the samme longitudes. 

In the first case we have a horoscope that 
does not unswer to the personality, life, and 
character of the subject; in the second, one 
that answers at all points. Which are we to 
take? 

Suppose that we take the horoscope that 
answers to the life experience, how then are 
we to consider the longitudes of the planets 
for purposes of direction? My experience 
is that we should refer to the factors control- 
ling the Prenatal Epoch period. If the 
Moon is at birth decreasing in light and 


below the earth, the period will be less than : 


10 lunar or 9 solar months. In such case 
the places of the planets must be set forward 
making the time of birth about 12 hours 
later. I say about, because the whole 
matter has to be settled by the rising of the 
sign and degree which at the recorded time 
et birth was setting on the horizon of the 
birthplace. This has to be put on the 
Ascendant of the horoscope and the difference 
of time taken by reference to the meridian 
passage of the signs. If, for instance, we 
find the normal Ascendant in Cancer 25, 
and the Moon in Libra 11, the midheaven 
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in Pisces 28, and the Sun in Aquarius 9. 
Here we have the Moon decreasing and - 
below the horizon, and therefore the Epoch 
is less than the norm. Such being the case, 
should the horoscope require reversal, we 
should put Capricorn 25 on the Ascendant, 
and the midheaven would then be in 28 of 
Scorpio. The R.A. of Scorpio 28 is 15h. 
43m., and that of Pisces 28 is 23h. 53m. If 
we had to go back in time the difference 


. would be 23h. 53m.— 15h. 43m. 8h. 10m., 


to be taken from the time of birth. But in 
this case the factors show that we have to 
advance, and therefore we have the equation 
of time . 15h. 43m.—23h. 53m. 15h. 50m., . 
to be added to the time of birth. 

Now J have a case put to me somewhat 
circumstantially, and it may be well to 
recite it here. My correspondent writes :— 
* At first it was thought that the birth time 
traditionally preserved must be wrong, though 
it could not be more than 20 minutes out— 
and that did not help matters in regard to 
the house positions at all. All sorts and 
kinds of methods of rectification have been 
tried, by epoch, by directions to angles, by 
directions of various sorts, eclipses, etc., but. 
there was always the same hopeless inade- 
quacy or disproportionate relevancy to the 
actual facts of the life of the house positions. 
as arranged. Little by little the actual 
ascending degree was narrowed down to 
between 24 and-26 inclusive of Aquarius, 
but that slight variation could not, of course, 
in any way affect the main difficulty, viz: 
that of the house positions. 

“Now one day while puzzling over the 
matter which has more or less occupied my 
mind for five or six years, I somwhere came. 
across the suggestion that in some cases the 
Ascendant does not so well describe the 
native as the Descendant. I seized on this 
possible clue for the case in question, and 
merely reversed the houses and their con- 
tents. It did not work rightly, and I believe 
there was a real clue presented. Then it 
occurred to me to take the Descendant and 
cast an entirely new figure with that as new 
Ascendant from the Tables of Houses. 
And the result was astonishing! The 
planets fell into their rightful and adequate 
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places, as regards houses—they really ex- 
plained the fact of the life as the native had 
had to live it, adequately and relevantly." 

'This is the substance of the case. It can 
be placed in the same category with hun- 
dreds of others of a similar nature. My 
correspondent suggests that there may be 
cases in which there are two horoscopes, as 
one sometimes finds two kernels in one nut, 
two yolks in an egg,etc.,and that this may be 
the case where—as here—there are ‘‘ double 
signs" much in evidence. The theory, 
though ingenious and applicable, perhaps 
better to twins and cases of sympneumata 
than to individuals, is faulty. The cause lies 
in the irregularity of the epoch, which 
requires compensation in the circumstance 
of birth. 

I may give a case in point. Female, born 
in London, January 29th, 1864, Ascendant 
in Cancer 25, Moon in Libra 11.41, decreasing 
and below the earth. Time, 3h. 20m., G.M.T. 
The Epoch, which is rendered irregular 
on account of sex, the Moon being in a sex 
degree which becomes the normal Descendant 
and Aries 12 being male, is found with the 
Ascendant in Libra 12 on May 8th. 1863. 
This reversal of the Epoch is compensated at 
birth by the addition of a half circle, the 
Ascendant being in Capricorn 25 and the 
time advanced to 7.10 a.m., on January 
30th. Now this person lost her mother 
about six weeks after birth. There is no 
direction to account for it in the natural 
horoscope, but by taking the compensated 
horoscope we find the Moon in Libra 19° 
48' with 2.51‘ S. lat., and Saturn in Libra 
18.5‘ with 2.33' N. lat. Consequently, the 
R.A. of Moon is 197° 26', and that ot 
Saturn 197° 38’, the Moon being just 12' 
from the conjunction in R.A., which is a 
practical conjunction, as it is less than the 
semi-diameter of the Moon from the centre 
of Saturn. The two bodies were very 
significantly posted in the eighth house. 

Mercury just rising in Capricorn describes 
the vivacious and alert manner and ambi- 
tious character of the lady referred to, and 
also exactly describes her personality, whereas 
no astrologer has ever guessed that she was 
born under Cancer when judging from 
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appearances. Some have said Libra, but most 
have said at once Capricorn. In the compen- . 
sated horoscope we find that she was born 
under the joint influence of Mercury rising in 
Capricorn, and Saturn its ruler in the sign 
Libra. She married when Venus came to 
the midheaven by direction, and was very 
severely afflicted when Mars came to the 
midheaven, and again, when Saturn came to 
the opposition of the Ascendant of the com- 
pensated horoscope. 

This, and other cases of exactly similar 
nature, arising from similar cause, have 
been under observation for the last seven- 
teen years. I leave the problem to my 
readers to ponder over, and suggest that 
those who have had poor experience of the 
validity of the horoscope as set for the time 
of recorded birth, might make the experiment 
of reversing the Ascendant in the manner 
here described. To do so without adequate 
cause. however, would only lead to error, and 
therefore I would suggest that the preliminary 
to any such step should be a thorough study 
of the laws regulating the Prenatal Epoch. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


In the second series of articles on this 
subject, I propose to deal with the subject of 
finding the birth times, when only the day 
is known, by reference to past events, and 
the Epoch. I see that we been told in 
these pages that “ those who profess to find 
birth times, can only do so when the birth 
time is unknown," a statement which is con- 
tradictory in itself, the intention of the 
writer being to say that those who profess 
to find birth times, when they are unknown, 
can easily produce a suppositious time. As 
& matter of fact, in spite of what is said to 
the contrary, it is possible to calculate the 
real and exact birth time, when the time is 
unknown, in a proper and scientific manner. 
This has been done scores of times by the 
writer,and under test conditions also. 

Before commencing the illustrations of 
this process, I am making a digression this 
month, in order to reply to the comment on 
the Epoch made by “ Raphael" in page 121 
of his Almanac for 1914. 


CHAPTER I. 


OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 


On page 121 of Raphaels Almanac for 
1914, occurs the following passage :—“ Re- 
Specting the prenatal Epoch. In the first 
place, with what does the Epoch coincide. 
It cannot be the coition which led to con- 
ception or the conception itself. Looked at 
in a common sense manner the former is the 
beginning of the generation of a human 
being, or for the matter of that, of any 
animal. If this time could be ascertained it 
would undoubtedly be a great and valuable 
addition to the horoscope, conception being 
but the second act in the drama. Now the 
prenatal Epoch does not appear to agree 
with any physical event, although it 1s sup- 
posed to deal with a physical being. There

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are four principal ways to ascertain this so- 
called Epoch; but if these are not satisfac- 
tory, it is called an irregular Epoch. We are 
also informed that there are true and false 
Epochs; but I should like to know why 
nature acts in this extraordinary way, and 
what prenatal maps are set out for the lati- 
tude and longitude of birth, although the 
parties may be, and frequently are, thou- 
sands of miles away. For instance, a young 
lady was out in Australia, and got married 
there, but she came to England to be con- 
fined. In this case where did the so-called 
Epoch occur?” 

This comment is a rather surprising one, 
coming at a time when all the points raised 
have been satisfactorily settled. Raphael 
asks “ with what does the Epoch coincide." 
As one versed in theosophical lore, he should 
be able to satisfactorily answer this question, 
without appealing to others. As I under- 
stand the matter, the prenatal Epoch repre- 
sent the ingress of the soul to the astral 
plane, just as the horoscope of birth represents 
the ingress to the physical plane. Orto put 
it in another way, the prenatal Epoch is the 
moment when the reincarnating ego is sent 
forth to take possession of a physical vehicle, 
drawn thither by the magnetic forces in 
play at the time of coition, which may or 
may not occur before the actual Epoch. 

Experience proves that the Epoch occurs 
within a very short time of the coition, 
either before or after, according to well regu- 
lated rules. I have not in these articles 
dealt with this point, but I have cases in 
hand to prove that it is possible to compute 
the Epoch from the moment of coition, and 
from that to deduce the time of birth. It has 
never been supposed that the Epoch relates 
to either coition or impregnation, nor is it 
necessary that it should relate to any 
physical matter. The author of the dis- 
covery has continually stated that he does 
not identify the Epoch with any of the pre- 
liminary stages of generation. 
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Quite apart from what Sepharial has said 
on the subject, Ihave my own independent 
observations and experience, and, after fifteen 
years, I have yet to depart from anything he 
has laid down either as regards the rules of 
calculation, or the principles involved. I 
propose to give some of my own observa- 
tions during the course of these articles. 

It is not quite correct to say that if the 
four principal ways of finding an Epoch are 
not satisfactory, it is called an irregular 
Epoch, in fact, it is à rather misleading 
statement. Sufficient has been shown in 
the last volume to show why some Epochs 
are regular and others irregular. There are 
rules governing these variations, and they 
are regulated by sex. Raphael also states 
that we are now informed that there are true 
and false Epochs, but this is again some- 
what misleading. I presume that his sup- 
position has arisen from the illustrations 
given that where an Epoch (even though it 
agrees with the birth in point of time), does 
not show the sex, it is not the true Epoch. 
But as I have pointed out the mere finding 
of an Epoch to agree io the time of birth, does 
not necessarily prove the Epoch to be cor- 
rect, because it must agree with four 
different matters. 

The last statement made by Raphael is 
the most astonishing one:—' Why are 
prenatal maps set for the birth place, when 
the parties may be thousands of miles 
away?" The answer to this was given 22 
years ago (vide Astrologers’ Magazine, May, 
1891) :—“ To effect this, it will be necessary 
to know in what latitude and longitude the 
mother of the native was at the time, and 
the figure must be made for that place and 
NOT for the latitude and longitude of birth, 
unless, of course, it be the same." Tt is not 
the practice. nor has it ever been, to put up 
epochal maps for the birth place, although 
in the majority of cases, it is the same. I 
have computed considerably over a thousand 
epochs, and I have always made it the rule 
to follow the instruction given above. It, 
however, must be placed on record, that 
unless a case occurs similar to that 
: mentioned by Raphael, the difference in 
latitude and longitude of the Epoch will 
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occasion such a minute difference as to be 
hardly worth troubling about. 
In many cases it is not possible to get this 
information, and for general purposes it is 
safe to treat the Epoch as taking place in the 
same latitude as the birth. But for the sake 
of illustration, let us suppose that the Epoch 
of Queen Mary took place at Glasgow. What 
alteration will this make in the birth time ? 
Compare these figures with those given on 
page 159 (May issue). The rectified ascen- 
dant is given as Aquarius 7.14, and the birth 
time 2m. 28s. after midnight. 
Taking the Epoch for Glasgow it is as 
follows :—

The difference is 4’ in the ascendant, and 
10s. in the birth time. 

But in the case cited, it would make a 
very great difference, and in such a case the 
Epoch would be computed for the place it 
occurred in, not the birth place. 

I am not going to use these pages for 
any argument on this matter, but as Raphael 
has asked certain questions, which I have 
endeavoured to partly answer, I should like 
to turn questioner, and ask him three 
definite quéstions. l 

1. To prove whether the interchanges of 
the two factors at birth and Epoch are merely 
coincidences, and have no scientific basis. 

2. To decide the sex of a child without 
reference to the Epoch. 

3. To explain, if the Epoch is not a 
reality, why directions from that figure 
measure to the principal events in life.

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| Method versus Chance: A Speculative Study. 


By SEPHARIAL. 
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HAT “ nothing is so likely to happen as the 
unexpected " is, I think, a statement that 
must have been familiarised to everybody 
who has not essayed the task of reducing 
chance events to expressions of a law. To 

illustrate my thesis I may say at once that there are 
no such things as ''turf certainties’’ or any other 
certainties. The most we can say regarding matters 
so highly speculative is that there is a major proba- 
bility in favour of a certain thing happening at a 
certain time. 

One may point to certain physical phenomena 
such as the tides and eclipses of the Sun and Moon 
as certainties, and yet at any moinent a cosmic 
cataclysm which alters the mutual relations of the 
Sun and Moon and Earth would throw our prediction 
entirely into the region of error. But so long as 
these relations continue, the recurrence of such 
phenomena is predicable. But once we enter the 
region of facts where the human will is operative we 
are no longer in the domain of predicable things. 
Astrology, which aims at the prediction of events 
pertaining both to physical and to human nature, 
counts upon the known relations of this planet to 
others in the system, and the known relation of the 
individual to his environment. It counts upon the 
probability that any human being will be similarly 
affected by similar planetary positions. From like 
causes we expect like events. That this is the case 
most generally we may know from a study of 
planetary cycles and the effects attending recurrent 
planetary conjunctions. 

But even here we have to allow something for the 
altered conditions, both social and political, under 
which the same phenomena recur, and a sanguinary 
insurrection of one period may be only a bloodless 
Labour War, or a general strike of a section of the 
community. The Ulster Protest is likely to be a much 
tamer affair than the Irish Rebellion of 1649, and the 
abolition of the House of Lords by Cromwell was a 
more dramatic affair than the Veto under Asquith. 

Yet these two sets of events were produced by 
exactly the same planetary configuration. Human 
evolution counts for something, locally if not 
universally. The educational and economic positions 
of Great Britain are different to what they were in 
those days. In those days leaders only wanted men, 
but to-day men only want Jeaders. Nothing is so 
leavening, and at thesametimelevelling,as education. 

Consequently we cannot always count upon the 
same causes producing exactly the same results. 
All that we can do is to predict similar effects from 
similar causes with a strong probability of being 
near the facts. 

When we come to consider the more speculative 
side of predictive science, such, for instance, as per- 
tains to matters usually relegated to the domain of 
chance, we are by no means so sure of correct prog- 
nosis. Take, for instance, the spin of a roulette 
wheel. A certain number turns up and is followed 
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by a long or short sequence of others before that first 


number turns up again. The probability that the 
sequence will be the same as before is indefinitely 
remote. Or take a horse race in which various com- 
petitors are engaged. The distance, conditions and 
relative abilities of the competitors being known, one 
would think that the result would be easily knowable. 
So far from it being the case, it is a known fact that 
hundreds of professional men are open to wager that 
you cannot pick the winner, and the fact that they 
lay odds against any particular horse winning, and 
that these odds differ according to the relative merits 
of the different horses engaged, clearly shows firstly 
that they do not certainly known themselves, and 
secondly, that they have calculated the probabilities. 
If they [m all winners would have started ‘‘ odds 
on " and all others would be '* odds against." The 
graduation of odds against the various competitors, 
however, shows that there is a range of probability. 
The fact remainsthat outsiders win and that backing 
favourites is a fit pastime for millionaires only. 
There is, therefore, a chance for anybody who can re- 
duce facts to a system. 

In making a system one has to take into consider- 
ation a large number of facts, and if it is merely a 
question of figuring on the book and arranging 
one's stakes according to major probabilities, the 
sooner itis abandoned the better. All that has been 
provided against in the system of ‘‘ odds ” adopted 
by the professional. Your sole chance of beating the 
book lies in your ability to ‘‘spot the winner." 
There are various methods advanced to this end. 
One is to take a pin and shut your eyes, and say: 
“ Higgledy piggledy, my black hen,” etc., and punc- 
tuate the paper on the price of Consols or the current 
Shipping Intelligence. 

Another method is to sit down and think out the 
probable causes at work in matters of chance. The 
element of variability is the dominant factor in the 
whole problem. Astrologically this corresponds to 
the Moon. If you set a map for a particular race 
and another map for the next race, you will find that 
there is only one factor that has materiall altered its 
relations with the rest of the system, and that is the 
Moon. You begin to suspect the Moon of being 
concerned in the matter of racing results, and per- 
haps you are not far out in your judgment. But how to 
employ her? Therein lies another and a weightier 
problem than the first. 

You reflect that the Moon is the cause of Tides, 
and that among the qualities anciently and modernly 
ascribed to her, she universally maintains her 
reputation as a weight-lifter, a sort ot celestial strong 
woman! This weight-lifting business is a matter 
that naturally arrests your attention when you con- 
sider that handicapping by weight is the only sort of 
handicapping that holds on the course. Now if you 
can fix the Moon's position on a particular weight 
and find what horse is carrying that weight, you ' 
may safely try an experiment. You can put your 
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mark against that horse and see if the Moon lifts 
any of its weight so as to give it an unperceived, but 
not undue, advantage in the race. 

. We have not yet scientifically determined what it 
ts that happens at high tide when millions of tons of 
water are lifted several feet in the course of a few hours. 
We call it gravity, or the attraction of gravitation, 
meaning that the Moon actually attracts the particles 
of water to itself. It may be nothing of the sort, 
but rather that the Moon expands the intermolecular 
ether, and so causes the water to swell up. Gravity 
is a label that hides our ignorance of certain subtle 
forces in nature which we can measure but cannot ac- 
tually define. Thus it is seen that at the New Moon, 
when the two luminaries are both pulling in the same 
direction, you get what are called Spring Tides, but 
at Full Moon, when they are pulling in opposite 
directions you get Neap Tides. The Spriug Tide 
is the very high tide and the Neap tide is not so high. 
Now the fact that the tides recur every 12 hours 
25 minutes means that if you have a Spring Tide 
due to the joint action of the Sun and Moon at noon 
you will get another at 25 minutes past 12 at night. 
What is that due to? The Sun and Moon are then 
on the other side of the earth, so that it cannot be 
due to the attraction of the luminaries on the waters 
of our globe. It may be a purely magnctic effect due 
to polarity. We don't know. But whatever it is we 
do know that the pull of the earth is at that time 
overcome by the rising waters. This is the fact that 
is most likely to be of use to us in our speculative 
deliberations, and if we can put it to use in matters 
of speculation we are as fully entitled to the results 
as any man who by the use of his intelligence in 
other departments of daily life gains an advantage 
over others. Life is one great competition in which 
those who know have a decided pull over those who 
do not know. 

Now this question has been so prominently brought 
before me that | have decided to give my readers 
the benefit of my experience to some extent. What 
I say can be relied upon as far as it goes, and it goes 
far enough to answer the importunities of my corre- 
spondents, but it is not my final word upon the 
matter. An old man relying wholly upon his Insur- 
auce money of only five shillings a week writes to me 
that he would be grateful if | could put him in the 
way of making a little more. Now what can one say 
to a capitalist under the Crown? Only that he 
should cling to the little he has, a mere inadequacy, 
enough to knit body and soul close enough together 
to ensure a continuance of misery, and leave specu- 
lation alone. And for this reason, that with the best 
calculations one may not be wholly sure of the very 
first event, though an exceedingly high percentage 
of results will surely accrue to anybody who can stay. 
The man in need of money is not the man to stay. 

- And not he alone, but others with more than enough 
to get along with put it plainly to me that, with all 
my study of the influence of the planets, there must 
have occurred to me some method of applying it to 
the problems of speculation. There has indeed. 
All life is a speculation, despite the moralising of 
those who for their own soul’s sake would argue a 
distinction between the man who makes money by 
commerce and he who makes it by speculation. For, 
unless you positively know the course of events, any 
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action you may take in regard to the future is a 
speculation. You dig and delve and sow your crops 
in the hope—that is the fatal word—that you will 
reap a harvest. You are speculating in earthquakes 
and lightning, in fire and tempest, and ultimately in 
human need. You buy canned meat or any other 
article of commerce 1n the hope that you will sell it 
at a profit before it goes bad. J.eave trade and come 
to the professions, and what do you find? Persons 
pitting their intellects against one another in the 
almost certain knowledge that the man who knows 
most and can see the furthest will win. Here is a 
medical man who treats a case in the hope of effect- 
ing a cure. But apart from the symptoms he cannot 
be sure at all times of his diagnosis, nor of his treat- 
ment. If he were, then there would be no fatal cases 
to record. He does his best, but he does not know, 
and not knowing he cannot be sure. He simply 
hopes, and in that joins hands with the patient in 
mute recognition of their common human fallibility. 
You do not find a inan hoping that the sun will rise 
to-morrow, but you may meet many who have been 
hoping to see it for some time past! In fact he has 
leatned to know that as long as the world goes round 
the sun will rise, and the man who was willing to lay 
odds that it would not, has not yet been to London. 
Speculation and hope are fundamentally one and the 
same thing. They find their common root in spes. 

Now I come tothe point of our study of this matter. 
In very ancient days there was nothing known about 
the action of the Moon and Sun in the production of 
the tides, and ancient mariners had to take their 
chances of putting into port when they got to the end 
of their voyage Buta little experience led them to 
connect high water with certain positions of the Moon, 
and they soon got to know that at the new and full of 
the Moon they could put in safely at midday and at 
midnight or thereabouts, and in course of time they 
would construct tables showing a gradually later 
rising of the tide after the new Moon, so that it was 
2 hours later in 2} days and 4 hours later in 5 days 
and 6 hours later at the first quarter, and then thatit 
swung back again until it came to the full Moon 
when the tide was again at noon. 

These men taught us the valuable lesson of reduc- 
ing our speculations to method, They taught us 
that knowledge could take the place of hope, and 
thus the distinction between faith and hope. To answer 
my correspondents, therefore, I have elaborated and 
tested a system of prognosis by which apparently 
chance events are reduced to law. In this I employ 
only the relations of the Sun and Moon to a given 
locality at a set time, and by an adjustment of 
lunar position to weights, determine upon a definite 
selection às that which has the major chance of 
mutis. This I call ‘‘ The Silver Key,” first, because 
it employs the silvery Moon as a prime factor, and, 
secondly, because it is comparable to the. key con- 
tained in my “Arcana” as silver is to gold. The 
publication of this treatise has been entrusted to 
Mes-rs.

In a subsequent article I shall give 
some of the reasons which have induced me to accede 
to the importunities of my sporting readers, and in 
the meantime I may assure all holders of my 
“ Arcana" that their special property has been 
safely guarded.

‘and progressed meridian. These are far 
from favourable, although the direction of 
the meridian and the Sun might produce 
honours, say for instance, the elevation to 
the premiership of a Socialistic ministry, the 
radical affliction of that luminary would 
prevent the honours being permanent or 
lasting. Further, the progressed ascendant 
is within one degree of Mars P., another 
evil direction. The solar eclipse of September 
30th falls on his Saturn, on the cusp of the 
eighth house. The great conjunction of 
Jupiter and Uranus falls exactly on the 
ascendant of this figure, and the latter planet 
transits this point three times during the 
year. I doubt if any benefits are likely from 
Jupiter, because no planet hinders the 
benefic aspect of the great Jove more than 
Uranus. I judge that it will tend to aid the 
evil directions above mentioned.

From 
the heliocentric system to the three laws, from the 
three laws to the telescope, from the telescope to the 
demonstration of the law of gravitation. And in the 
course of intellectual evolution Ptolemy is the first 
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are not con- 
cerned about, or pinterested in, the passing of a 
man's life, so much as in the work and production 
of the man's soul, wherein he lives amid the tran- 
sient phenomena of the material world. It has also 
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been averred that the “Prince of Astronomers” 
was of direct line from the great Egyptian dynasty 
of the Ptolemies, but of this there is absolutely no 
evidence, being probably merely the speculation of 
some intense admirer’s indiscreet imagination. 
Whether of noble birth or not, the memory of the 
man possesses a greatness and splendour which far 
outshines any evanescent glamour bestowed by 
royal lineage or princely breed ; a prestige and a 
name which shall abide when the record of the 
Ptolemies shall be no more, and the new world and 
the next great race have taken their place upon this 
piece of marl wandering round the Sun. 

Of the work of Ptolemy a great deal is known, as 
many of his books and compilations have come down 
to us from his time intact and complete. The 
greatest production, and the principal one, of this 
celebrated savant of the Alexandtian school, was 
the Almagest. The period of its production is sup- 
posed to have been between A.D. 140 and 150, in the 
reign of the Roman Emperor, Antoninus Pius, and 
was constituted of thirteen books. To distinguish it 
from the other works of the author it received the 
title of Megiste from the Greek, meaning ‘‘ the 
greatest." This work contains the exposition of the 
Ptolemaic system, which is the geocentric conception 
of the Solar system; an idea which prevailed over 
and held the great minds until the middle of the 
sixteenth century. The explanation of planetary 
motion by this geocentric idea was to the effect that 
the Sun revolved around the earth; but the other 
planets rolled round the Sun. The Almagest also 
contained a catalogue of 1,028 stars, which was an 
augmentation and addition merely to that of 
Hipparchus. The geocentric idea, however, did not 
originate with Ptolemy; as it is well established 
that long before his time the Byzantines and Arabs 
held the same conception, accounting for the pheno- 
mena of retrograde, direct and stationary planetary 
motion by a mechanism of complicated cycles and 
epicycles. Doubt is thrown upon Ptolemy’s author- 
ship of the Tetrabiblos Syntaxis, which is a purely 
astrological work, and in many biographical diction- 
aries and encyclopedias this work is not mentioned 
amongst the many others of the man. Perhaps it is 
noxious and an abomination to contemplate the 
great compiler of astral lore, entertaining the idea of 
astrology ; and thus the writers in the books of refer- 
ence omit the fact, to console their scholastic 
dignity, and protect from outrage their scientific 
narrowness of mind. Included in this dubitable 
work is also the Aarpos, or Centiloguium, which is 
banned also by orthodox science as Arabic super- 
stition, and not the work of the Alexandrian star- 
gazer, being as it is the compilation of an hundred 
astrological axioms. In passing, and in justice it 
might be said, that only in Chamber's Encyclopedia 
was reference found to these productions on astro- 
logy. The Tetrabiblos is a book worthy of the 
perusal of all scientific men, wherein will be found 
laws and statements that can te put to the test as to 
their validity, and whose style and lucid reason can 
only point to its being the work of a master mind. 
To such as would attain to expert astrological skill, it 
is above all things necessary that they have a know- 
ledge of the stellar faith ot Ptolemy ; the said faith 
being in company with the canons of Placidus de

Titus, the fiat Ex Cathedra of the orthodox astro- 
logical doctrine. The other works of Ptolemy con- 
sist of one on “ Fixed Stars,” which is a sort of an 
almanac, of another on ** Map Making,” and one on 
the ** Musical Scale," and one on *' Chronology.'"'" 
The ‘‘ Geographia ’’ is also a work which contains a 
series of twenty-six maps constructed by the great 
mathematician ; but it is held that Ptolemy, as a 

eographer, was merely a corrector of Marinus of 

yre. Andit is also stated that he depended on 
Hipparchus for his astronomy, being at best simply 
a compiler and nothing more. But it is ever thus in 
the history of great men, the carping critic who sets 
out to find flaws in, and deflect and detract from the 
resplendence of a grand and mighty intellect ; these 
creatures who make Bacon write Shakespeare s 
plays, pry into the moral character of a Burns, or a 
Dante, read meanings into work that. have no 
foundation—waste their lives poking, straining, and 
disparaging ; and all along chasing shadows, build- 
ing on sand, and writing on water. From these 
critics let it be prayed with fervency—les dominae 
nos. 

The illustration of the bust of Ptolemy in the 
National Museum at Naples, is taken from the work 
of Prof. Olcott, entitled “The Star Lore of All 
Ages,"* a book which is beautiful in its construction, 
wonderful in its information, magnificent in its 
illustration. The least that can be said about the 
publication is that artistic lines are distinct and 
prominent features of it; and that the aim of the 
publishers has been to make the book a thing of 
beauty and a joy for ever to the book-lover's heart. 
One trembles at the colossal task undertaken by the 
author to bring forth the work set before us. The 
introductory chapter on “ The Origin of the Constel. 
lations," dealing with how they came to be named, 
apportioned, and arranged in their order mytho- 
logical, shows much and varied research in archaeo- 
logy, comparative mythology, and ancient legendary 
lore. Here in this book the astronomer will find 
abundance of interest, here the student of compara- 
tive religion and mythology will have placed before 
him a sumptious feast to which he can return again 
and again; the student of science will attain much 
wisdom and explanation here for matters that are 
meaningless and cannot be properly understood 
unless by these myths of the recordless, ancient 
world ; and also the disciple of astrology, by careful 
perusal of this learned production, will be enabled to 
penetrate beneath the symbols of his art, and 
know the truth that the symbol conveys. In illustra- 
tions the book is stored from beginning to end: 
pictures of the art creations of mythical subjects, 
pictures of zodiacs—temples of ancient and lost 
faiths and lands, conveying the immense and 
colossal architectural splendour of the ancient world ; 
in point of fact, nothing better could be imagined as 
a literary production at the price. It is a book of 
value, interest, and education to every man ; from 
the pale bookworm schoolman, to the man of the 
everyday world. Therefore, it is recommended 
to those loving fine books and in fine style—clean cut

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in its lines, and pleasant to Jook upon—to come into 
possession and rejoice. 

In the contemplation of the likeness we have 
before us, it is palpably apparent that itis the face of 
one strong in rational power and all the analytical 
and synthetical processes of the mind. The features 
are filled with serious and wondrous awe, character- 
istic of all great minds who are concerned with the 
problems of the grandeur and immensity of the 
universe; the lineaments showing a devout and 
reverential mien, particularly peculiar to those who 
contemplate the mystery and movements of the astral 
host that wheel in the azure field of heaven. The 
faculty of calculation is pronounced very much, along 
with intuitional might and scientifically imaginative 
power. The rounded lips show the sweet and 
sympathetic nature of one high on the spiral path of 
evolution, while the deep-set and meditative eyes 
evince that potency that probes and sees into the 
heart of things and grapples with the enigmas of 
life and death. Self-confidence is also indicated, 
but with an accurate estimation of the power in 
possession. All in all it is the face of an epoch 


maker in the trend of human events and knowledge, 
and is filled with high spiritual puissance and intense 
inspirational foresight. The headgear, which has 
been mistaken for the hair worn in a certain fashion, 
or the badge characteristic of his office, is better 


understood as the artistic imagination of the 
sculptor enwreathing the great man with the twisted 
palm leaves, symbolising victory, triamph — a 
monarch amongst men. 

And now leaving Ptoiemy, although it is but a 
speculation, it is more than likely he may have been 
in touch with the Gnostic school of philosophy, which 
was very prevalent in his time at Ephesus, Alex- 
andria, and other places in the eastern world. For 
in his work on astrology his lucidity in the explana- 
tion of phenomena peculiar to the art, shows that he 
had strong mystical tendencies, which may have 
been imbibed at some of the many founts of 
Gnosticism in his time. 

Some writers have apportioned fifteen centuries as 
the period for the disincarnate interim between each 
incarnation ; and in the light of this theosophical 
doctrine, when it is realised that the term alloted is 
almost similar to the years separating the '* Prince 
of Astronomers "' from Copernicus, it gives one 
pause at this striking coincidence. However, be 
Ptolemy the individuality that ensouled the physical 
body of the Polish prelate or not matters little in 
this sketch of the wise one of Alexandria ; never- 
theless, he has ensouled the science of stellar art and 
law with a life that can only come from those who 
are in touch with the Infinite, and under the shadow 
of God.

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FOREWORD.

in his “ Tetrabiblos.” This book is said to 
be based upon the writing of Hermes, one of 
the first and greatest of Egyptian astro- 
logers. 

During the dark ages of fanaticism which 
followed the birth of Christianity, when 
Science was an outcast and Reason a slave, 
the fact that astrology was claimed by its 
supporters to be a science, condemned it in 
the eyes of the Church, and it was ranked 
with fortune-tellinz and witchcraft. In those 
days to discover a new science, or to support 
an old one, was to court the vengeance of 
the Church, and to risk one's life. 

Astrological students of to-day may, there- 
fore, congratulate themselves that the Science 
of the Stars has, in the face of such circum- 
stances. attained to its present degree of 
efficiency. But, above all, they have to 
thank the astrologers of the present day— 
the writers of our text books—who have so 
patiently pieced together such little informa- 
tion as remains to us from past ages, and 
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have supplemented it with their own dis- 
coveries and investigations. 

There is therefore, I am sure, no need for 
an apology when announcing to the readers 
of this magazine that I shall be commencing 
a series of articles in the next issue of THE 
MESSENGER, entitled ‘Notable Living 
Astrologers.”

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LESSON I. 


EXPLANATION OF THE TERM TEMPERAMENT AND 


THE MENTAL MOTIVE AND 
WITH A 


VITAL SYSTEMS. 
TABLE OF THE THIRTEEN TYPES OF 
TEMPERAMENT. 


Preliminary Note—The following lessons are divided 
into numbered paragraphs for the convenience of 
class study, where each student reads aloud one or 
more paragraphs, and where the tutor desires to 
draw the student’s attention to any special sen- 
tence. 

1. In using the term Temperament, the relative 
conditions of the dense physical body of man is 
referred to. 

2. The word Temperament comes from the 
Latin, and signifes a mixture or arrangement of 
qualities. 

In the following statements the term is con- 
fined entirely to the Temperament of human beings, 
and its application to the manifestations of the Ego 
on the dense physical plane. 

4. It will be readily recognised that much 
depends on the build of a thing as to what use can be 
made of it, and granting this, it follows that the build 
of a person, or Temperament as it is called, has a 
great deal to co with the manifestations of the Ego. 

5. It may be said that the dense physical body is 
made up of three parts, the Mental System, the 
Motive System, and the Vital System. 

6. The Mental System embraces, the brain and 
nervous system which are theinstruments of thought, 
and indicate the ability for mentality. 

The Nervous System may be regarded as the 
principal part of our dense physical organisation, as 
all other parts minister to it. 

8. The Motive System embraces the bones and 
muscles, which are the instruments of physical 
strength and endurance. 

9. The Vital System embraces the heart, liver, 
lungs, stomach and other vital organs, which are the 
instruments to generate life force, and manifest what 
is termed vitality. 

10. The office of the vital system is to manufac- 
ture and distribute nutrition to all parts of the body, 
and take up waste material and carry it off. 

1I. Of course everybody possesses a Mental 
System, a Motive System, and a Vital System, 
though seldom in equal proportions, most persons 
having a slight predominance of one system over the 
others. 

12. What we must do to understand Tempera- 
ment, is to detect the proportion of each system pre- 
sent in each body. One person may have— 

40% of the Mental System. 
3596 of the Motive System. 
25% of the Vital System. 


` 


Total 100% 
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whilst another person will have these percentages 
quite the reverse. 

13. What should be aimed at in endeavouring to 
improve ourselves is harmony, as a well-balanced 
Temperament is by far the best. 

14. The human body may be likened unto a rail- 
way engine if the comparison is moderately made. 
The Mental System may be represented as the 
engineer ; the Motive System as tl:e wheels, cranks, 
and mechanical parts of the engine ; and the Vital 
System as the fire, water, and steam. The engine 
will soon stop if there be a lack of fire, water, and 
steam. If the wheels and cranks are out of order, 
there will soon be a breakdown ; and if the engineer 
is incompetent, the engine will take its own course 
without proper control. If, however, the engineer is 
competent, the mechanical parts in good order, and 
plenty of steam at command, what gigantic feats the 
engine can accomplish. 

15. And so we find with the human body : if the 
Vital powers are weak, the body soon becomes ex- 
hausted ; if the Motive power is deficient the bones 
will be easily broken, or the muscles refuse to be 
exerted ; whilst if the Mental powers are weak, the 
actions of the other portions of the body are not 
under proper control. 

16. The Mental, Motive, and Vital Systems may 
be combined one with another in many ways, indi- 
cating a variety of distinct types of Temperament to 
be seen in everyday life. 

17. In naming the types, the parts of the body or 
system most developed is placed first, and the system 
least developed is placed last. 

18. Sometimes two of the three systems are 
equally developed; for example, the Mental and 
Motive Systems may be equal in development, but 
more developed than the Vital System. lt is usual to 
classify such a combination as Mental =: Motive 7 Vital 
Temperament, and in judging the manifestations of 
such a Temperament, the sign — indicating Equal 
to, and the sign 7 Greater than, we give the Motive 
System equal power with the Mental. 

19. It is interesting to note at this stage that 
when one of the three Systems is predominant, it 
plays such an important part in the character that 
the weaker ones are under its control, like the weaker 
currents of a river are drawn by the stronger cur- 
rents to serve the ends of the stronger. Thus a small 
Vital System would serve the ends of a larger Mental 
System, and not vice wersa, as will be explained in 
future lessons. 

20. The following Table gives the number and 
name of thirteen types of Temperament which will 
be considered. 

21. It will be observed that the first word is 
always Mental, Motive, or Vital, and that they 
follow each other in rotation tight through the Table.

ARIES. 

The symbol or glyph of the sign Aries 
represents the horns of a ram, the sign 
being that of the ram. The true ideograph, 
however, is that of a serpent uncoiling. On 
an ancient chart in my possession the figure 
is that of a man in a semi-nude condition, 
bearing a wand in each hand, and crowned 
with the ram’s horns. 

The key note of the sign Aries is Ex- 
pansion. When rising it gives a frank, 
ambitious and outspoken nature, venture- 
some, with strong inclinations, making the 
native passionate and petulant. They are 
deficient in knowledge of human nature, 
much interested in politics, and of a des- 
tructive nature, apt to run a crusade against 
existing conditions, seeing things as they 
would desire them to be. When taken up 
with polities they can be very enthusiastic, 
often going into violence both of speech and 
action, and in expression of feeling, but it 1s 
soon over, being a mere fire of stubble. 

The Aries man is essentially a pioneer, a 
man of action, one who can command, but 
incapable of originating schemes. The posi- 
tion is one of honour, for the Aries native is 
ambitious of honour and position, and may 
rise to considerable eminence, but such is 
usually followed by reversal The Aries 
person may directly or indirectly be the 
cause of his own death. 

A inarked peculiarity of the Aries native 
is the tendency to stamp with the feet when 
in anger, like his animal prototype, the ram. 

When this sign rises in a nocturnal horo- 
scope, the father may die early. There will 
be family trials at the ages of seven, nine- 
teen, thirty-one and forty-three. 

The chief inaladies of this sign are in- 
flammation of the bowels, accidents to the 
eyes, Insomnia, neuralgia, and headaches. 
The physical appearance given when this 
sign rises is a middle stature, long face and 
neck, hazel eyes, coarse hair, somewhat 
ruddy complexion, sandy whiskers. The 
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second decan rising gives a broader stature, 
somewhat taller, strong build and more 
bone. The third decan gives the tallest of 
the Aries natives, wiry, active and thin. 

The sign Aries rules the amethyst, but 
those born with the Sun in this sign have 
the diamond for their fortunate stone. 
Tuesday is their fortunate day, and the 
numbers one, four and nine are their lucky 
numbers. 

The Sun and Mars are strongest in 
this sign, and Venus and Saturn are the 
weakest.

War in the Air. 

According to all reports the Balkan 
trouble is not yet at an end. Turkey is 
again trying to stir up strife against Greece, 
apparently egged on by Bulgaria.  Astrolo- 
gically, the indications of war are stronger 
during the remainder of this year than they 
have been at any time. The culmination of 
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Mars at Berlin at the new Moon of Sep- 
tember 30th is ominous, especially as it is in 
square to the luminaries. The effects of this 
solar eclipse will be very strong in the early 
months of next year, when Mars is stationary 
in square thereto. 


Dublin Strike and Riots 


Reference to the figure for the summer 
solstice shows Mars rising in Taurus. the 
sign ruling Dublin, in square to Uranus, a 
very potent indication of strikes and rioting. 
The present distress, which is severe, and 
may be worse, is shown in the figure for the 
solar eclipse of September 30th by the posi- 
tion of Saturn on the meridian at Dublin. 


The Horoscope of Mr. Lloyd George. 


We have been asked why we question 
the accuracy of the reported time of 
birth as given by the Occult Review. There 
are many reasons why we consider the horo- 
scope to be incorrect, but as most of these 
are not wholly astrological, we did not 
deem it prudent to give them. Our chief 
reason lies in the numerical value of the 
names, David Lloyd George, which are 
respectively, 16, 18, and 25, or 7, 9, and 7, 
corresponding to the planets Neptune, Mars, 
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and the Moon. The horoscope we should 
have suggested for the Chancellor would be 
one with the first decanate of Aries rising, 
Neptune on the Ascendant, and Mars rising 
therein. This would give the required 
numerical agreement, and would, in our 
opinion, be more in accord with the man 
and his character. 


The Prenatal Epoch. 


It would be ungrateful on our part if 
we did not acknowledge Sepharial’s kindly 
note of appreciation of our efforts in assis- 
ting in developing and demonstrating this 
most important theory. The Prenatal 
Epoch has been the chief item of our astro- 
logical study for the past fifteen years, and 
the knowledge gained from our investigations 
is priceless. It was insinuated some few 
years ago by a certain astrologer (to his 
shame) that we were merely championing 
Sepharial, and attempting to bolster up this 
theory at the expense of truth. Whether 
we were doing so will be well shown by the 
articles now running in THE MESSENGER, 
and these, to give away a little secret, are 
not yet half finished. So far, we have only 
dealt with the simple and mathematical side 
of the theory, and what we have yet to give 
will be some of the most astounding and 
revolutionary ideas ever put before astro- 
logical students.

Placidian system, because we have seen too 
much evidence of its power and utility to 
doubt it. Our reason for not previously 
dealing with it was on account of its com- 
plexity, and, moreover, we considered the 
better way would be to deal with the simple 
and more generally utilised method of Pro- 
gressive directing first. It is better to begin 
with the more simple methods, and then lead 
up step by step to the higher branches of the 
science.

The lunation of October 29th falls in 
the eighth house in square to Uranus, but 
sextile to Jupiter. The former position, 
with Uranus rising in the twelfth house, 
points to strikes, outrages, and unsettlement 
in the labour market. The affliction of Mars 
is evil for the National Exchequer, showing 
losses and heavy expenditure. Saturn in 
the fourth denotes cold and inclement 
weather, and is evil for agriculture. Mars 
and Neptune in the sixth points to much ill 
health, accidents in the Navy, and Socialistic 
intrigue among soldiers and sailors. Many 
marriages of note will occur. Deaths among 
notable people, medical and military men are 
shown.

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HERE have been so many and great 
developments in aerial science during 
the past few years that the question 
has naturally arisen as to the astro- 
logical pointing of the matter. What 

are the astrological portents of aeronautics ? 
Undoubtedly Uranus is the “engineer” 
among the planetary bodies. Vulcan (Mars) 
is doubtless the artificer, the worker in steel 
and iron, but Uranus is the planet govern- 
ing constructional ability, and we find him 
strongly in force in the horoscopes of those 
who are responsible for constructive work, 
whether mental or physical, originators of 
new principles, inventors of all sorts. Then, 
as regards aeronautics, we have to look to 
one of the aerial signs, Gemini, Aquarius or 
Libra. Uranus in any airy sign should 
therefore be adequate indication of a pen- 
chant for this sort of work. If this be the 
case, then obviously we should look for our 
successful aeronauts between the years 1859- 
1864, and 1886-1890, at such times within 
these periods when the Sun is in conjunction 
with Uranus and well aspected by Moon, 
Jupiter or Mars, and free from the affliction 
of Saturn. But a further and yet more pro- 
gressive sporad of aeronauts began to be born 
in 1912, and will continue to come in up to 
the year 1919. When these mature suffi- 
ciently to apply their faculty to the problems 
of aircraft building and manipulation, the 
industry will make tremendous strides, 
greater even than anything of which Pegoud 
may have dreamed. What we may call the 
Petrolites came in about twenty years ago, 
and they will doubtless solve the question of 
fuel for us. "The turbine is not the limit of 
their ingenuity, for petrol has a trémendous 
future before it. We shall not go comfort- 
less if coal gives out, and considering how 
dirty and cumbersome it is and what little 
power it gives in proportion to its bulk, the 
sooner it goes out the better. Liquid fuel 
will supersede it to better effect, both

Some two years ago we pointed out that 
the conjunction of Mars and Saturn in the 
sign Taurus and close to the place of the 
same conjunction in 1646, would be followed 
by & period of unrest and trouble in Ireland. 
In 1646 the seeds of rebellion were sown 
thick and fast, so that Cromwell had to send 
troops over there in order to suppress the 
disorder, which he effectually did in 1650. 
Now we find Ireland in a similar plight with 
its back up against the wall—Protestant 
Ireland facing his Catholic neighbour with 
set determination of maintaining a place for 
himself under the British flag. Segregation 
is a perfectly natural process, and pro- 
pagation by fission is the.first of Nature's 
methods, whether we look to the heavens 
above or the earth beneath. The dumbell 
nebula becomes the double star, a sun and 
its satellite. The lowest organism known to 
us is the amæba or common mildew, and it 
propagates by self-extension and fission, so 
that one becomes two, which again divide, 
and so the process:goes on. But we do not 
act thus in human life and polity. Before 
sending our children adrift on the world to 
fight their own battles, we ascertain that 
they are strong enough and capable of main- 
taining themselves by their own efforts. 
The greater part of Ireland is not self- 
supporting, nor does its contribution to the 
revenues of the State show that it is com- 
petent for self-government. There is going 
to be trouble in Ireland, and the discovery of 
a new comet in R.A. 37° 45’ and declin. 
8? 48' N. which wasdiscovered on October 7th, 
1913, at Perth, Western Australia, goes to 
support this view, for the visitant to our 
system made its incursion at a point which 
falls in the first decan. of Taurus, the ruling 
sign of Ireland. 
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The Panama Canal was born on Friday, 
October 10th, 1913, at 2 p.m., Washington 
Time. At that moment the waters of the 
Atlantic and the Pacific met and mingled in 
a channel which never existed before. Here 
is the report from the Daily Mail :— 

“ A little electric button in the White House at 
Washington provided the means by which Presi- 
dent Wilson this afternoon performed an act which 
marks an epoch in the world's history. 

* President Wilson pressed the button at two 
o'clock. A few seconds later there was a terrific 
explosion in Panama, and the waters of the' Pacific. 
figuratively speaking, mingled with the waters of 
the Atlantic in the Culebra Cut. While the ex- 
plosion of more than twenty tons of dynamite was 
still reverberating in the region of the Cut, there 
broke loose at San Francisco a deafening din of 
bells, bombs, and whistles, accompanied by the 
cheers of thousands of citizens assembled in Union 
Square to celebrate the event. 

** The electrical current started by President 
Wilson at the White House sped 4,000 miles over 
land and submarine cables to Galveston, in Texas, 
thence under the Gulf of Mexico to Coatezacoalcos, 
in Mexico, overland to Salina Cruz, in the Pacific 
Ocean, under the ocean to Juandelsur, in Nicara- 
gua, and thence to the Gamboa Dyke, which it 
shattered. Forty tons of dynamite in 1,277 sepa- 
rate charges had been placed in the dyke. Of 
these charges 400 were exploded by President 
Wilson. The explosion, according to telegrams 
from Panama, was in every way successful, and 
news of the explosion was instantly telegraphed 
back.” 


The incident is of such great international 
as well as financial importance that it should 
be put on record by astrological students. 
It is to Japan, China, Australia and New 
Zealand what the Suez Canal is to Europe, 
the short way through, the link between 
widely sundered territories. The Canal lies 
about 79? West and 9° North and a figure 
set for 4.52 p.m. local time at Panama on 
October 10th will give us the horoscope. 
At that time and place the second degree of 
Capricorn was culminating and the third of 
Aries rising. Cardinal signs are on angles as 
befits the importance of the event. Mars the 
ruler of the horoscope is in Cancer, the sign 
of the Ocean, in the lower angle of the 
figure, associated with Neptune in the same 
sign. Mars is opposed by Jupiter from the 
midheaven and is going to the square aspect 
of the Sun which sets in Libra. Saturn in 
ihe third house and sign Gemini, ruling 
means of communication, is in square aspect 
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to Venus in the sign Virgo (its fall. Mer- 


.cury on the cusp of the ninth is in quadrate 


aspect to Uranus in the eleventh house. 
The Moon is well aspected by Mercury, 
Jupiter and Mars, but is.in the twelfth 
house. A much worse figure could hardly 
be devised. I should be disposed to pre- 
dict international troubles (Mercury square 
Uranus), great disasters by earthquake and 
tidal wave (Mars opposition Jupiter from 
the signs Cancer and Capricorn), many acci- 
dents by collision (Saturn in the third house) 
and financial disaster (Venus ruling the 
second in square to Saturn and in the sign 
of its fall). This canal, over which so many 
fortunes have been lost already and which 
has been associated with chicanery and 
fraud from the start, is “ under & bad star,” 
and nobody has yet had my advice to put a 
penny piece into it, neither will he get it 
until our men of science have learned how 
to lay earthquakes by bell, book and candle, 
or some other means, as formerly men laid 
ghosts. Fancy & man going to bed with a 
roll of Panama bonds under his pillow, and 
& potential earthquake under his banking 
account! I know that in Italy whole vine- 
yards have been swept away and villages 
destroyed, but they build them up again and 
go to sleep as if nothing had happened. But 
then an Italian will go to sleep anywhere. 
I heard of one who slept right through the 
first three shocks at the last great earth- 
quake, and at the fourth he rolled lazily over 
and said, “ Come in!” 
* * * 

Mrs. Besant appears to be under unfor- 
tunate influences, and is fulfilling them with 
all the thoroughness that belongs to her 
nature without, however, enhancing the 
general opinion regarding the particular 
school of thought to which she belongs. 
You cannot boil potatoes in a sieve, or in a 
saucepan with the bottom out, and this talk 
of practical Occultism that is never practised 
is not calculated to impress even a proselyte, 
let alone the public. On October 1st, which 
was the sixty-four anniversary of her birth- 
day, Mrs. Besant lost the first point in the 
appeal case, the Judges deciding that Bake- 
well had power of jurisdiction. Hence the

Appeal Judges will now try the case on its 
merits, if it has any. Students will remember 
my recent remarks on this horoscopical 
study, and will doubtless be prepared for 
the result. This is the seventh suit that 
Mrs. Besant has lost.

Another born fighter of another calibre cele- 
brated his 81st birthday on September 30th 
last. Field-Marshal Lord Roberts was born 
in 1832, and I should think that he was a 
subject of Capricorn. Anyhow, he had the 
Sun in trine to Mars.and the Sun is now at 
the end of Sagittarius by direction, so that 
next year when Saturn passes through the 
end of Gemini about August, and again in 
May, 1915, his iron constitution, so well 
indicated by the good aspect of Mars to the 
Sun at birth, will show signs of a breakdown.

The terrible disaster which has just taken 
place in the Welsh mine, near Cardiff, is 
likely to prove one of the most fatal which 
the mining world has ever experienced. 
Wales is governed by Gemini, and as a 
primary indication of the disaster we may 
point at once to the recent conjunction of 
the two malefic planets, Saturn and Mars, 
in that sign. On September 15th there 
was & total eclipse of the Moon, which fell in 
quadrature to the planet Saturn. Mars and 
Jupiter were in opposition to one another, 
and also in quadrature to the Sun at the 
same time in the early days of the month, 
and my study of earthquakes, to which mine 
explosions are more nearly allied than most 
people are aware, leads me to the conclusion 
that great disturbances seldom or never take 
place, except when the major planets are in 
opposition or quadrature, but more generally 
in conjunction and opposition than quad- 
rature.

CHAPTER II. 


RECTIFICATION. 

We have now to consider the question of 
rectification proper. Simmonite's definition 
is “ the method of bringing a nativity to its 
true time. . . ." We have in the first series 
of these articles shown the method of rectify- 
ing observed birth times, and we have now 
two further series of calculations to consider, 
viz. (1) The calculation of the birth time 
when it is only approximately known, say 
between 6 and 10 a.m. on a certain date, and 
(2) when no record of the time exists. 
For both of these cases the dates of past 
events are essential, and such events as 
parents’ deaths, marriage, serious illness, are 
the most effective in computing the time. 

First of all, we will deal with the first 
series, t.e., when the birth time is approxi- 
mately known, and for this purpose take the 
following case. Male born May 13th. 1876, 
Mayfair, London, between 8 and 10 a.m. 
Father died February 27th, 1890. 

At 8 a.m. on the day of birth the M.C. 
is X 21,or 14° from Fc, corresponding tothe 
father’s death at that age. At 9.30 a.m. we 
obtain ascendant d Hi for this event, but 
neither of these times will give a suitable 
Epoch. 

Further examination shows that fourteen 
days after birth, corresponding to May 27th, 
we find © P à h R from u 6? and X 6°, 
and on the day of father's death we find the 
Sun in the latter degree, and the Moon in the 
former. n 6? ascends on the day of father's 
death at about 4 minutes to 10 a.m., and 
taking this as the estimated birth time we 
have the following: Ascendant % 11°, 
Moon 18° v? 11' below and decreasing. 

If this is a regular Epoch we should find 
it on August 16th, 1875, two days less than 
the normal period, but such date will not 
give the proper sex, nor give any direction 
to account for the specific event.

THE PRENATAL EPOCH.

* The horoscope of the ingress of a soul 
to the astral plane will define for us that 
‘lattermost of lives, and the horoscope of 
birth into the physical plane will define its 
environment as well hereditary as circum- 
stantial." 

I quote these words from Sepharial’s 
article on page 165 of the last volume, as a 
fitting prelude to the metaphysical aspect of 
the prenatal Epoch. 

The acceptance of reincarnation is an 
absolute essential for a full and proper realisa- 
tion of the meaning of what is termed the 
“ prenatal Epoch?” The question has been 
more than once, and is still being, asked, 
“What is the prenatal Epoch," and the 
answer is given in the above quotation, 
“ The horoscope of the ingress of the soul 
to the astral plane." 

The horoscope of the ingress of the soul, 
or in other words, the figure of the prenatal 
Epoch represents the condition of the soul, 
or ego (that which re-incarnates) at the end 
of the last or "lattermost of lives," and 
shows how far the soul has evolved since 
the primal descent into matter. 

It may be that in dealing with this subject 
I shall offend the susceptibilities of some of 
my readers whose minds are not attuned to 
the higher aspect of the science, but I am 
afraid that it would be impossible to deal 
effectively with the real inner basis of the 
Epoch without the theory of re-incarnation. 

The following extract from the “ Grand 
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Arcanum of Death,” by Eliphas Levi, quoted 
from the “ Equinox," is given: 

“ Thrown by the laws of Nature into the 
womb of a woman, the incarnated spirit very 
slowly wakes and creates for itself with 
effort organs which will later be indispen- 
sable, but which, as they grow, increase its 
comfort in its present situation. . . . It 
partakes of the universal life, and receives 
the imprint of the memories of nature which 
will later determine the configuration of its 
body and the form of its features. . . 

“ Then comes an hour of anguish and con- 
vulsion, its bonds break, it feels that it is 
about to fall into the gulf of the unknown. 
It is accomplished, it falls, it is crushed with 
pain, a strange cold seizes it, it breathes a 
last sigh, which turns into a first cry; it is 
dead to embryonic life, it is born to human 
life... .” 

How adequately this describes the pre- 
natal life. ‘‘ Thrown by the laws of nature 
into the womb of a woman.” The Ego, 
resting in Devachan, awaits the moment 
when it shall be called forth into the astral 
world, in order to take possession of an 
embryo within the womb of a woman. 
This moment may be anterior to the actual 
act of generation, and it may be later than 
this. 

In the former case the magnetic forces 
in play at the act of generation would draw 
froin the astral plane a soul already liberated 
from Devachan, in the latter the re-incar- 
nating ego would not have passed out into 
the astral plane. Experience proves that 
Epochs do occur both before and after coition, 
and the above is the only explanation of the 
cause. 
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NDER this title the publishers of 
THE MESSENGER will shortly be 
bringing out a book which will 
prove of great value to ‘investors. 
It is important that these should be 
distinguished from speculators. The man 
who invests in stocks and shares pays for 
and takes up the shares, etc., in which he is 
dealing. He then becomes a shareholder in 
that particular company for the time being, 
and is entitled to a pro rata share in the 
dividends whenever they may be paid. But 
this is not always the ultimate intention of 
the investor. He buys when the shares are 
cheap and “ squats,’ or holds them until 
they rise, so that he can sell them at a profit. 
A man who holds script or share certificates 
cannot be squeezed by any Bear movement 
on the open market. He can always sell 
shares for the account to the extent of his 
holding, and he can always deliver. 

It is otherwise with the speculative dealer 
in shares. He takes the market at what he 
thinks to be the top, and sells for the fall. 
Let us suppose that he has no special in- 
formation to go upon and that the market 
goes against him. If there is a heavy bear 
(sellers) account out, it is open for the bull 
(buyers) contingent to force prices up against 
the sellers by heavy buying. A clique may 
put their heads together for this purpose. 
The effect is that our man, instead of gain- 
ing a profit by his sale on account, has to 
meet a heavy loss, and as he has not the 
script to deliver, he can be “squeezed ” to 
any extent. The reverse of this may happen, 
and he may buy after a fall, believing that 
the shares are bound to rise. 

Instead of rising, they go down further, 
and if he is not in a position to settle the 
difference he must sell double before the 
turn of the market, or lose heavily on account 
day. That is how it comes about that there 
are so many stockbrokers doing well, and why, 
according to Cocker, “ the public are always 
on the wrong side.” But Cocker in this 
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The Law of Values.

case is wrong. There is a section of the 
public who are alwuys on the right side, and 
these are they who use keys placed at their 
disposal by those who ‘have made a study of 
* The Law of Values."

There is an 
orderly process of development in thought 
which should be followed in all our schools, 
and which passes from science to philosophy, 
and from philosophy to ethics. Science is 
what we know about a thing, philosophy 
what we think about that which is known, 
and ethic is the effect of that thought upon 
our conduct. Before we can profitably make 
an esotericism of Astrology, we have to prove 
that it is a science. It is claimed for Astro- 
logy that it is the science of foreknowledge, 
and the man who cannot turn it to account 
when he has proved its scientific integrity 
is not worth troubling about.

As a student he was not a disgrace, and he 
has passports for business capacity and 
application to his duties, but is of opinion 
that, left to himself, he would wreck the 
best business that was ever founded inside 
of twelve months. He loathes trade, and 
always gets the worst of a bargain. He is 
just a born student, with tastes for poetry, 
music, and the fine arts. Writing and 
lecturing come easily to him, as water to a 
duck's foot. He 
has never known 
how to invest his 
faculties, and no- 
body seems parti- 
cularly anxious 
to inform him.

After the death of H. P. B. he was 
drafted to India, where he acted as one of 
the Secretaries of the Indian Section and 
spend his time writing, lecturing, studying, 
and visiting various centres of interest.

I append Sepharial’s horoscope, which is 
erected for 2.3 a.m., local time, Birmingham. 
The twenty-fifth degree of Sagittarius rises. 
The Moon is in the eighth house in opposi- 
tion to Venus, bi-quintile Sun, square Jupiter, 
sextile Uranus, and sesquiquadrate Neptune. 
The Sun in the third has the semi-sextile with 
Venus, trine with Jupiter, and parallel with 
Neptune. Mercury in the second is applying 
to the square with Uranus. Venus, also in 
second, is square Jupiter, sesquiquadrate 
Saturn, and trine Uranus. Mars on the 
cusp of the second has the parallel and 
quintile with Jupiter and the sextile with 
Neptune, while Saturn in the ninth isin trine 
to Uranus in the sixth. 

Sagittarius rising endows the native with 
an intuitional and philosophical tempera- 
ment, and a sympathetic and generous 
nature, but as only 5^ 9' of that sign occu- 
pies the first house, while the whole of 
Capricorn lies therein, the Jupiterian quali- 
ties of Sagittarius will be modified to some 
extent by the influence of Saturn, ruler of 
Capricorn, and more especially will this be 
the case as the latter planet is retrograde 
and in its exaltation. 

Jupiter, ruler of the nativity, in Scorpio, 
wil make him shrewd, tactful, enduring, 
critical, and alert; its trine with the Sun 
adds frankness and straightforwardness, and 
the quintile aspect with -Mars courage and 
resource. The square of this planet to the 
Moon and Venus opposed, however, will 
cause him to be somewhat restless and 
changeable, with an inclination at times to 
let things “go as they will." 

Mercury in Pisces indicates a fertile and 
receptive mind, and being in square aspect 
to Uranus makes him partial to change and 
novelty, but will cause a certain degree of 
abruptness and nervous irritability at times. 

The Moon in Leo denotes ambition, love 
of freedom, self-reliance, and strength of 
body and will. 

Sepharial’s psychic gifts are indicated by 
the Sun and Mercury in Pisces, the lumin- 
ary being trine Jupiter—ruler of Pisces—in 
Scorpio. The Sun parallel Neptune in the 
third house is responsible for his literary 
efforts in this direction, and Neptune sextile 
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Mars in the second shows that they will 
meet with a large sale, this aspect over- 
coming the influence of the Moon's sesqui- 
quadrate aspect from the eighth. 

Saturn in the ninth in Libra—the sign of 
its exaltation—and elevated above all the 
planets, accounts for his visits to foreign 
climes, and also his love of occultism. 

Mars in the second will make him rather 
extravagant jn money matters, and he will 
at times awake to the fact that money is 
leaving his exchequer almost as fast as it is 
entering. The quintile to Jupiter will, 
however, supply the deficiency, and the Sun 
trine Jupiter will increase his income. He 
will be liable to losses if he attempts to 
speculate, as Venus, ruler of the fifth house, 
is in the second, opposed by the Moon and 
in square to Jupiter. Venus in trine with 
Uranus frbm the second indicates the 
pecuniary benefits which he has derived 
from giving astrological advice on specula- 
tion of all kinds. 

Jupiter in the eleventh, trine the Sun, 
denotes many friends, some of whom.will 
have much influence in the occult world 
(trine Sun which is in parallel with Neptune 
in Aries). 

The constitution is a good one, for the 
Sun has the trine with Jupiter, semi-sextile 
with Venus, and bi-quintile with the Moon. 
The Moon trine Ascendant will give a cer- 
tain amount of physical strength, but its 
square with Jupiter and opposition with 
Venus will adversely affect the kidneys and 
liver. 

The great point of strength in this horo- 
scope is the trine aspect of the Sun to 
Jupiter, and it will help him successfully 
through his career,

For some time past there has been an 
increasing tendency on the part of astrologers 
to apply their studies to the solution oť the 
practical problems of daily life, and especially 
has there been an effort in the direction of 
reducing apparently chance events to some 
sort of order and system. Those who have 
studied astrology long enough and close 
enough, will have come to the conclusion 
that, if the problem is to be solved at all, 
astrology is the most likely means of doing 
it. Such a study as is here suggested re- 

quires long and patient investigation, a 

careful tabulation of events in connection 

with planetary conditions, and in the end a 

clear statement of results from which a 

working hypothesis can be formulated. Few 

have the time, the patience, method or 
ability for this class of work, but all are 
capable of appreciating a plain and concise 
statement of the issue, and of testing its 
value when once the method of procedure is 
placed before them. Sepharial, whose 
practical methods are a distinguishing fea-

The Prenatal Epoch. 


To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

DEAR S1R,—I thank Mr. Bailey for his remarks on 
the criticism in my Almanac for 1914, and will reply 
first to his questions. 

I. At present the interchanges of factors appear 
to me to be simply coincidences. 

2. The sex of a child cannot be determined from 
its nativity, but if Mr. Bailey can determine it from 
the Epoch I shall be pleased to submit ten authentic 
date births, and if he gives the sex correctly in each 
case, it will alter my opinion very much. I am quite 
willing to pay him for the trouble. 

3. I think ‘‘ Directions " had better be left alone, 
seeing that on a previous page the author of the 
Epoch idea has set about ‘‘reversing’’ the horo- 
scope and making the Descendant the Ascendant. 
It seems a case that if one cannot get corresponding 
directions for an event one way, try another. Ifthe 
directions from the so-called prenatal Epoch are 
correct there should be no difficulty in proving them 
to be so in the case of living public persons. In my 
theosophical studies I have found nothing to corro- 
borate the idea. 

In the MoNTHLY MESSENGER for March, page 119, 
it appears that the idea of connecting the Epoch 
with conception had to be abandoned, because it did 
not tally with well-established cases. This shows 
that the author was not sure of his ground, and, 
finding ‘‘ conception '' impossible, he fell back upon 
an idea which it is impossible to prove or disprove. 
The author also says, ‘‘a true Epoch shows the 
actual period of gestation," which, I say, is simply 
impossible ; next, “ the sex of the subject," I should 
like to see some proof of this without altering the 
time of birth. 

The third and fourth conditions are also impossible 
in the case of young persons or children.

TAURUS. 


The symbol or glyph of the sign Taurus 
represents the head and horns of a bull, the 
sign being that of the bull. The serpentine 
ideograph is easily recognisable from the 
usual symbol of the sign. On the ancient 
planisphere it was denoted by a bull charging. 

The key note of the sign Taurus is 
Endurance. When rising it gives a self- 
possessed, dogmatic and obstinate nature, 
fond of strife, hard to appease and difficult 
to please, harbouring ill-feeling and resent- 
ment for long. 

The disposition is affectionate and warm- 
hearted, but at the same time they are fond 
of their own opinions, and can be very solid 
and obstinate, self-centred and rather sensi- 
tive. They view things from a rather decided 
and practical basis, arising no doubt from a 
stubborn, silent personal opinion, which tends 
to make them at times rather bigoted. Per- 
severance, firmness and steadiness charac- 
terise their natures, and much of their suc- 
cess in life will come through these qualities, 
and also through their practical and precise 
methods. There exists within them, how- 
ever, a certain amount of resentment, very 
strong bias, keen desires and a tendency to 
jealousy, and unless these faults are over- 
come much misfortune will fall to their lot. 
Generally speaking the temper is usually 
quiet, but capable of strong passions, and 
they are determined, patient in work, exact 
and attentive to details, careful after personal 
comforts. They are also fond of pleasure, 
being born under the influence of the 
planet Venus, the ruler of the sign Taurus. 

The Taurus man is careful of his posses- 
sions, desirous of honour, and a certain 
degree of wealth is generally shown, in fact 
some of the wealthiest people are born under 
this sign. They are good at governing, and 
may rise to a high position. Troubles are 
shown in the marriage state, many open 
enemies are shown, while secret enmity of 
an underhandhnature is shown. Frequently 
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the Taurus native dies abroad or on the water. 
A marked peculiarity of the Taurus native 
is the tendency to push his way through the 
world, bull-like, having little regard for 
others, but tossing them on one side, in his 
reckless endeavour to go ahead. 

Many long journeys are shown, and in a 
nocturnal horoscope one of these will be 
dangerous or fatal. The critical periods of 
the life are at the ages of 11, 23, and 35. 

The chief maladies of the sign are those 
affecting the throat, bladder, and plethora, 
veins and liver, heart, and wounds by fire- 
arms and quadrupeds. The physical appear- 
ance is generally of a short, stout build, florid 
face, thick neck, short limbs. The second 
decanate gives a taller stature, thinner, and the 
third decanate rather shorter, dark features, 
and ill-made limbs. This sign is one which 
produces dwarfs. 

The sign Taurus rules the emerald. Friday 
is their fortunate day, and the numbers two, 
six, and seven are their lucky numbers. 
Venus and Jupiter are strong in this sign, 
also the Moon, but Mars and Saturn are 
weakly placed therein.

Conjunction of Mars and Saturn. 

The effects of this conjunction have 
been manifest all the world over, and it is 
many years since disasters have followed in 
such quick succession. In addition to those 
mentioned in last month's Observatory, we 
have to chronicle the tornado in Wales, 
coliery explosions in Germany and the 
United States, while the Mexican trouble is 
also due to the position of the two planets 
elevated at the moment of conjunction. 
This conjunction may involve the United 
States in war, for it fell close to the meridian 
at Washington, and in the ruling sign of the 
States. As we write these notes news comes 
of the awful railway accident at Melun near 
Paris, and reference to the last new Moon 
shows Saturn exactly on the nadir in that 
locality. Our prediction of seismic troubles 
or à mine disaster, which we inferred from 
the position of Saturn, would have been more 
pointed had we added “or a railway acci- 
dent," but the month is yet young, and more 
may arise from this position. 


Numbers and Horoscopes. 
Our comments on the numerical value 
of names is no new-fangled theory, but one 
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which we have tested with a fair amount of 
success for some few years. We gave, 
some months ago, a few notes on this sub- 
ject, and proved in several well-known 
horoscopes, that the numerical value of the 
names coincided with the value of the 
planets holding predominant positions in 
the horoscope. We have further informa- 
tion to give, but space is not available during 
this present volume. 


The. New Aspects Again. 


In the Antares Almanac, for 1914, 
Mr. G. Wilde still pursues his Ignis fatuus, 
and gives à number of cases to prove their 
supposed influence. As many of the cases 
are merely birthdates, without time or place, 
not one iota of scientific proof can be ob- 
tained therefrom. We learn now that the 
Septile is no longer operative, and has there- 
fore been thrown overboard. Examination 
of the cases now given shows the same 
points against which we complained in the 
previous volume, viz., the deliberate ignoring 
of the major aspects in order to give undue 
predominance to the supposed new ones, 
and the exploiting of the erroneous theory 
of promittors. The new cases, like those in 
the previous year’s almanac, show no evi- 
dence whatever of the efficacy of the new 
aspects, but clearly prove the recognised 
rules of the science. The opinions of 
students on this subject, when placed in the 
scale against the expert knowledge of astro- 
logical authorities, cannot be admitted. We 
have no intention of giving space for any 
further argument, but we unhesitatingly 
affirm that all the evidence produced in 
support of these supposed new aspects, com- 
pletely disproves their efficacy, and clearly 
shows that they have no basis in scientific 
Astrology. 


The Prenatal Epoch. 


Letters still continue to arrive on this 
subject, and it is more than satisfactory to 
know that our exposition of the theory in 
these pages is enabling many to obtain a 
deeper insight of the mighty truths which 
he enshrouded therein. Raphael's letter in 
the last issue will no doubt meet with the 
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full approval of our readers. As will be 
seen in this issue, the test suggested by him 
is to be accepted, and a further test on 
another point of the theory, which Raphael 
says “is impossible," is also suggested. We 
hope to have the results published in the 

January issue. 


The Lunation. 


The lunation of the 28th November 
falls in the third house in sextile to Uranus, 
while Mercury is on the cusp of the same 
house in trine to Mars and Neptune. This 
denotes increased activities in the commer- 
cial world, new publications, changes and 
activities in railway affairs, and progress in 
electrical traction. Postal and telegraphic 
affairs will be successful. The position of 
Jupiter in the fourth benefits land and agri- 
cultural affairs and strengthens the hands of 
the opposition party in the Commons. The 
revenue will improve, and the general out- 
look be more flourishing. Reform in 
theatrical and educational affairs is probable. 
Foreign affairs will cause much anxiety, for 
Mars (ruler of the seventh) is elevated and 
conjoined with Neptune, and these planets 
are culminating in south-east Europe. 
Storms and wrecks will occur, and trouble in 
shipping affairs. The Government will be 
beset with difficulties and have a serious 
position to face. 


SEPHARIAL’S ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
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E THE TEST 
AM much obliged to Raphael for his 
| concise replies to my queries, and I 
have no hesitation whatever in accept- 
ing the proposed test of naming the 
sex of ten horoscopes from their epochs. I 
suggest that the test be extended to prove 
the truth of the statement that the true epoch 
must show the actual period of gestation. 

First of all, I would like to make a brief 
comment on the answers given to my queries. 

1. Raphael states that to him the inter- 
changes of the two factors at birth and 
epoch appear to be simply coincidences. 
True! they are coincidences, that is, they 
coincide with each other, and therefore must 
be regarded in the same category as all other 
tacts which by coincidence constitute a law. 
By adopting this line of argument practically 
everything in astrology is a coincidence. 
When, however, we find that this inter- 
change of the factors occurs in all cases, it 
becomes more than a coincidence, it is a 
natural law. 

3. “ If directions from the so-called epoch 
are correct there should be no difficulty in 
proving them to be so in the case of living 
public persons." A plain statement which 
is being put to the test in this present 
volume. Raphael has only to watch the 
illustrations which are being given each 
month, and he should be able to draw a 
perfectly impartial opinion therefrom. I 
invite him to give me the dates and parti- 
culars of six prominent events in his life, 
and I will publish his epoch and show the 
directions for such events therefrom. 

As to Raphael's contention that it is 
simply impossible for a true epoch to show 
the actual period of gestation, I am prepared 
to prove the contrary. An illustration of 
what I mean will not be out of place. A 
child was born on August 3lst, 1907, at 
5.50 a.m., about three weeks before it was 
expected, the period of gestation being ap- 
proximately 8 months and 1 week. The 
epoch in this case fell on Dec. 21st, 1906, 
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Raphael and the Prenatal Epoch. 


ACCEPTED. By 
or 8 months and 10 days before the birth. 
It therefore showed the actual period of 
gestation. l 

With regard to satisfying the four sepa- 
rate conditions, in the case of young persons 
or children, the condition as to events and 
character are certainly more difficult to 
demonstrate than those of older people, the 
latter being of more practical use, but they 
are not impossible. 

As stated, I am prepared to accept the 
test suggested by Raphael, and have written 
him concerning it. I also suggest that he 
should use the same (or any ten) cases for 
the purpose of demonstrating the question 
of gestation. The date, exact recorded time 
and place of birth should be stated, and 
I will guarantee in each case to name the 
sex and the period of gestation.

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HE loss which we have sustained by 
C the death of Dr. Russell Wallace is 
one that will be felt in many direc- 

tions, and by people in all grades of 

life and of all shades of thought. For 
Dr. Wallace was a great builder. He it was 
who, in connection with Darwin, laid the 
foundations of modern scientific thought. 
His conceptions of the physical basis of life, 
of natural selection and evolution, led him 
directly and inevitably to the affirmation of 
a doctrine of Spiritual Law in the Natural 
World, as expressed most perspicuously in 
his great work. “The World of Life." This 
work, which I regard as quite the most 
mature statement of his later thought, I had 
the pleasure of reviewing for our contem- 
porary, The Occult Review. I called it the 
New Vedanta, and Dr. Wallace was kind 
enough to say that it was quite the best 
review among many that the work had 
received. Dr. Wallace was born on 
January 8th, 1823, at Usk, and was there- 
fore over 90 years of age at his death. His 
horoscope reveals the man in a quite con- 
spicuous manner. The first decan of the 
sign Scoprio was rising and Mars, the ruler, 
was in the sign Aquarius in the third house. 
But there were no less than five planets in 
the sign Capricornus, which occupied the 
cusp of this house, and the influence was 
such as to produce a strong progressive 
tendency and a conspicuous fame in the 
scientific world. His penetration, acumen 
and analytical faculty are well indicated by 
the rising of the sign Scorpio. The tele- 
scopic reach of his intellect appears to have 
been contributed by the Moon’s position in 
the sign Sagittarius. His latter-day spirit- 
ualistic convictions are directly related to 
the conjunction of Uranus and Neptune 
near the cusp of the third house, and it is 
worthy of note that the direction of these 
planets to the Ascendant coincides with the 
development of this order of thought in his 
mind, and the breaking-up of that concrete 
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of materialistic belief which had been so 
long in process of formation. It was not a 
conviction that was arrived at gradually in 
the orderly process of scientific study, but it 
came to him suddenly and with all the vivid- 
ness of & revelation. It may well have con- 
stituted a mental cataclysm. Yet he pursued 
his habitual scientific methods and careful 
scrutiny in regard to the facts of this new 
experience. Finally he wrote a book setting 
out his experiences and convictions. I first 
came into personal touch with the great man 
in connection with the case of Colley v. 
Maskelyne, in which Archdeacon Colley 
sought damages for slander and Mr. Maske- 
lyne, the well-known conjuror and enter- 
tainer, sought to estreat the sum of £1,000 
on the grounds that he had responded to the 
challenge of Archdeacon Colley to imitate 
certain remarkable phenomena alleged to 
have been seen by the Archdeacon. The 
plaintiff contended that the phenomena were 
not reproduced, and that the conditions 
under which the trick was performed were 
entirely different to those under which the 
genuine phenomena were experienced. It 
fell to my lot to see the performance and 
report upon it for the defence. Dr. Wallace 
very courageously volunteered his evidence 
in support of Archdeacon Colley, and the 
sight of this veteran scientist calmly inform- 
ing Justice Ridley and the Court that he 
had himself experienced exactly the same 
phenomena as those detailed by Archdeacon 
Colley, not under staged conditions but in 
the broad daylight of a summer afternoon in 
& room on the drawing floor of a house in 
Gower Street was an incident not likely to 
be forgotten by members of the legal pro- 
fession who thronged the Court. Certainly 
Mr. Maskelyne will remember it to the end 
of his days, for the evidence went against 
him completely. 

It will be seen that the horoscope of 
Dr. Wallace affords the following significant 
directional influences at the time of death. 
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Ascendant semisquare Moon, Sun square 
Sun R, Sun sesquiquadrate Moon R. The 
last New Moon preceding the fatal illness 
fell on the Ascendant of the horoscope and in 
square aspect to Mars, and near the opposi- 
tion of Saturn, the lunation being attended 
by an opposition transit of Mars to the Sun’s 
place at birth and to the Ascendant P. 


* * * 


I see that my friend the Editor of 
“ Raphael's Almanac " is difficult of in- 
struction regarding the Prenatal Epoch. 
Among the several errors committed by 
Wilson in his “ Dictionary of Astrology " in 
regard to the Trutine, on which the Epoch 
is based, was that of identifying the latter 
with the moment of conception. I think the 
Editor of the MESSENGER has made it 
quite clear that I repudiate this connection. 
In my * Cosmic Symbolism,” p. 280, I put 
the point very plainly: The astral factor 
should not be identified in point of time with 
the physiological processes of coitus and 
impregnation. I use the word Inception to 
indicate the descent of the Monad to the 
astral plane, and to distinguish it from the 
physiological incident of conception. 

The sex of the child can most certainly 
be determined by reference to the epoch, 
and I had presumed '' Raphael " was already 
well acquainted with the fact that a test had 
long since been successfully sustained by 
myself. Dr. Baldwin communicated twelve 
cases from his own practice to the Editor of 
Modern Astrology, and these were dealt with 
by me. In every case I gave the sex cor- 
rectly, and in some specific cases I indicated 
certain abnormalities observed as congenital 
defects. The only data given were the time, 
date and place of birth in each case. 
Raphael’s comment on the test, which 
Dr. Baldwin regarded as most convincing, 
was that he judged it to be due to the exer- 
cise of my " psychic" faculties. Now con- 
sidering the great pains I had been at to 
arrive at a mathematical demonstration of 
the Law of Sex, this was throwing cold 
water on by the bucketful. It clearly proved 
to me, however, that the epoch had never 
been effectively studied by my critic. The 
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question in my mind is whether there is any 
genuine call or occasion for this proposed 
test. Ileave the matter with Mr. Bailey, to 
whom the challenge is addressed. I have 
all along been very sure of my ground, and 
of the real relations of the epoch to the 
physiological facts of generation, but it was 
not my purpose to say more than was need- 
ful, nor do I now propose to define the term 
"inception." We are concerned here with 
astronomical factors in relation to astrology, 
and psychology does not enter into the dis- 
cussion. I am surprised, however, to learn 
that Raphael has found “nothing to corro- 
borate the idea" in his theosophic studies. 
I conclude that his studies are quite exo- 
teric. The argument formerly used by 
Raphael and others who did not under- 
stand the nature of the Epoch was that it 
rested upon a mere coincidence of lunar 
motion with the period of gestation. In 
point of fact this is not the case, and a little 
study of astronomical tables will clearly 
show that the odds against the Moon's 
longitude coinciding, at à particular moment, 
with the exact degree which was rising or 
setting in a particular locality at an accurately 
timed birth, are millions to one. But even 
were the case otherwise, it would but uphold 
the Platonic doctrine to which Leibnitz gives 
his support in his argument for pre-estab- 


lished harmony. For if, as Plato affirmed, 


'' God geometrises," then all natural pheno- 
mena must be capable of mathematical 
expression. The Epoch is a most convincing 
illustration of this fact. In the test cases 
already referred to and published in the 
pages of Modern Astrology, there was no 
alteration of the time of birth in any single 
case. 'The same may be said of the cases 
cited in the “ Manual of Astrology," which 
were submitted by a medical man for pur- 
poses of testing and establishing the Epoch. 
I think we have got far beyond the testing 
stage. Except in some particular and iso- 
lated cases, I have not yet received any 
indication that I am justified in the publica- 
tion of further facts regarding the Epoch. 
If an astrologer, who also professes to be a 
theosophist, fails to apprehend the drift of 
the thesis as now stated, it is very certain 
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that he would not appreciate a wider and 
fuller expression of the law. 
* * * 

During the Wootton v. Sievier case in the 
High Court, Counsel said, “ We knew, or 
astronomers knew, what would be the posi- 
tion of Mars and Venus at a certain ti ie in 
the future, though they would be deflected 
from their paths by the approach of other 
bodies, but it would be absurd to suppose 
that horses could run with the regularity of 
planets." The obvious mistake here is that 
either Mars or Venus are deflected from 
their paths by other planets. The next day 
Mr. Justice Darling gave a new note of 
esotericism to legal knowledge when he said : 
" It appeared the only man who could tell to 
& nicety what was going to win was the 
Astronomer Royal. I know a little about 
these things. I know you cannot tell to a 
nicety." It would be interesting to know 
what the Astronomer Royal has to say in 
support of this gratuitous puff in regard to 
himself as a “ tipster.” The following froin 
Manchester addressed to me, evidently went 
astray : “ I herewith enclose your share of 
my win on Cantilever. I suggested Bugler 
and you pointed out Cantilever.” Well, you 
never know your luck! I suspect the Clerk 
of Court keeps the ‘ Silver Key " in his desk 
and puts in overtime. As Mr. Justice 
Darling remarked, ‘‘I know a little about 
these things."

The following from The American Theo- 
sophist is of interest :— 

EVIDENCE OF REINCARNATION.—Professor Cal- 
derone, in an article in the Filosofia della Scienza of 
Rome, reports the rebirth into the same family of a 
child lost by death at the age of five years. Shortly 
afier the little one died, its *' spirit ’’ is said to have 
communicated through a medium with the mother, 
telling her that it would come back to her on 
Christmas day of the following year. Later it came 
to tell: ‘‘There will be two of us." Fourteen 
months later, on Christmas Day, twins were born 
in the family, one of them showing the same 
physical, and manifesting later the same mental, 
characteristics of the lost child. Professor Calde- 
rone's statements are confirmed and signed by a 
number of persons. 

There is nevertheless & great deal of 
nonsense written about reincarnation which 
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passes as sober truth among Theosophists. 
Take for instance the following :— 


MARTYRDOM OF HvPATIA.—There is a great 
oil painting on exhibition in city after city in the 
United States, representing the murder of Hypatia. 
Thousands upon thousands of people see the 
picture and learn to admire the woman who, 
according to the explanation, was: ‘‘ The teacher 
of truth, one of the purest women and ablest 
scholars of her time, and possibly the last great 
teacher of true Christ life.” 

So we find a growing recognition of the great- 
ness of Hypatia—while at the same time she who 
was Hypatia (and later Giordano Bruno) is now 
again quite undeservedly belittled and attacked 
from many sides. 


The ‘‘she who was" in this instance is 
evidently Mrs. Besant. But the psychology 
which leads directly from Hypatia to Bruno 
is something lacking in its methods. What 
we know of the mind-content of these two 
personalities does not favour the idea of their 
identity, while as regards Mrs. Besant it is 
surely obvious even to the uninitiated that 
between the Nolan monk and the P.T S. 
there is something more than the mere 
lapse of centuries. But quite apart from the 
futility of this little game of *‘ make-believe '" 
which is being played with such zest in 
theosophic circles, there remains the fact 
that the periodic law as expressed in plane- 
tary motions is directly opposed to any such 
identity of persons as that suggested in the 
above extract. Mrs. Besant should contra- 
dict the statement. 


* * * 


The reversed horoscope appears to have 
troubled some of my critics. It is only a 
question as to whether you regard the planets 
as causative in the physical sense or as 
symbolical merely. I think all my readers 
know that I regard the Universe as Symbol. 
If a man were passing along the street iu a 
storm and a slate fell trom a roof and caused 
his death, and it was afterwards found that 
Mars was then in transit over his ascendant, 
could it be said that Mars “caused” his 
death? I think not, but it may safely be 
said that it indicated or symbolised the 
accident. For if we were to say that it 
caused his death, then it also caused the 
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storm and lifted the slate from the roof by 
the force of the wind just at that psycho- 
logical moment when the man's head was 
in the line of its trajectory. The argument 
is absurd. Astrologers have mostly got hold 
of the wrong end of the stick, and are falling 
into the bad habit of thought induced by 
loose diction, as when they say : Mars makes 
& man fiery, petulant and forceful. Mars 
does nothing of the sort. It merely indicates 
by its prominence in the horoscope that the 
man is fiery, petulant and forceful. Philo- 
sophically, there is a vast difference in these 
two positions. Further, we make all our 
observations from horoscopes in which the 
apparent places of the planets are employed. 
These “ apparent” longitudes do not actually 
express the cosmic relations of the various 
bodies at any moment of time. Hence we 
can but conclude that.the planets are but 
symbols. "They indicate but do not cause.

I shall have more to say on this point 
when I have an opportunity of dealing with 
the questions put to me about Astrology in 
relationship to fatalism and freewill by a 
correspondent in India. This I may be able 
to do in our next issue.

Two pit disasters with appalling loss of 
life, one in Wales, another in America (both 
ruled by Gemini), several air catastrophes, 
and a succession of railway accidents—all 
attended by fire—serve to show the signi- 
ficance of a conjunction of the two malefics, 
Saturn and Mars, in Gemini, the sign asso- 
ciated with railways, means of communi- 
cation and transit, and the specific ruler of 
America and Wales. We shall soon hear of 
trouble in Egypt for the same reason. 

We may also observe the effects of Mars 
iransiting the place of the recent opposition 
of Uranus and Neptune twenty-one degrees 
from the tropic. India has been faced with 
financial disasters due to a crisis among the 
banks and traders of Bombay. Thousands 
have been ruined in all parts of the penin- 
sula. In New Zealand also there has been 
a great labour war going on, and this has 
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now reached a climax in a general strike, so 
that trade is absolutely disorganised. Mexico 
is on the verge of war, and has been in a 
state of upheaval ever since the opposition 
of Uranus and Neptune from which I pre- 
dicted the insurrection. All these countries 
are ruled by Capricorn. 

A correspondent informs me that on the 
day that Mars and Saturn formed their 
conjunction on the place of the Sun at his 
birth a fire broke out in his house. His 
horoscope shows the Sun in 17? of Gemini 
in the lower angle, which indicates the place 
of residence. It would be interesting to 
know what has been the general experience 
of all those who were born on or about 
June Sth in any year.

My attention has been called to what 
appears a serious error on page 55 of “ The 
Silver Key." The third line begins: “ The 
Epheieris shows the Moon at noon in 10° 
31’ Pisces.” This should read: “ Let us 
suppose the Ephemeris shows the Moon, 
etc.” The illustration will then suffice. In 
point of fact this was the Moon’s longitude 
on March 28th, 1911, at noon. There was 
evidently an overlapping of dates in my 
mind at the time of writing. I hope my 
readers will excuse the inadvertence. 
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CHAPTER III. 


ANOTHER RECTIFICATION. 

The case submitted this month is one 
of more than ordinary interest, and I have 
had the special permission of the native to 
use the horoscope us an illustration. It is 
also rendered interesting by the fact that 
the case was sent to Mr. Wilde for his 
opinion as to the correct time, and the two 
results can be compared. The native was 
born in the morning between 6 and 7.30 a.m. 
on January 19th, 1867, at Boxford, Suffolk. 
Lat. 52,2 N.; long. 0.50 E., and his father 
died Dec. 27th, 1891, just previous to the 
24th birthday. 

On first examining the case we found 
that Saturn was approaching the mid- 
heaven, and Mars the descendant, the two 
directions measuring to the same period, but 
giving à meridian which would make the 
birth time a few minutes earlier than 6 a.m. 
For some time I tried to obtain corrobora- 
tion of this figure by means of the epoch, 
but it was not possible, owing to the Moon 
being in & female degree, and of course 
bound to descend at the epoch. 

I then observed that on the day of the 
father's death Mars was in Scorpio 12°, and 
taking this as the midheaven, 6.42 a.m. 
was obtained as an estimated time, the 
Asc. being v? 5, and the Moon in S 14.24 
close to a female degree. 

The Moon's place at birth must therefore 
set at the epoch, and the day of the epoch 
will be found one day less than the normal.

The 
Moon's place at this time is @ 5.40, the 
descendant of the horoscope. The birth 
time was then computed to be 6h.. 42m. 
52s. a.m. on January 19th, 1867. 

Now to test this time by the directions, 
etc., for the father's death. The age at the 
event was 23y. llm. 8d. equal to 23d. 22h. 
32m., which added to the birth time, gives 
Feb. 12th, 5h. 14m. a.m. At this date the 
Sun was in square to Saturn, and the Moon 
in the fourth house square Sun, opposition 
Saturn. A figure erected for Feb. 12th at 
5.14 a.m. G.M.T. shows Scorpio 18^ on the 
meridian and Mars in transit in Scorpio 12°. 
Thus we find Mars transitting the mid- 
heaven of the horoscope, and the midheaven 
of the Lunar equivalent. 

By converse direction the © is 8 8 R. 
The .M.C. of the lunar equivalent is 
Scorpio 11^, d 4 by transit, and the Asc. 
is d © P. 8 Ħ R, the latter acting on the 
solar direction. 

I am informed by the native that Mr. 
Wilde's estimate of the time was 7.15 a.m., 
& most unlikely moment. No evidence was 
given as to how the time was arrived at, 
and the mere fact that it was given to an 
exact quarter of a hour, shows that it was 
merely guessed and no rectification made. 

In the next issue I propose to show the 
computation of a birth time from past 
events only. 
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S promised in the last issue, we append 
this month the Prenatal Epoch of 


the Duchess of Fife, the calculations 

of which were given in the last 
volume as a special illustration of how sex 
determines the regularity, or otherwise, of 
the Epoch (vide page 212). The two events

The Map of the Heavens, given herewith, 
is for the time of 5 hours 50 minutes, a.m., 
August 7th, 1860, London. The sign Leo 
rises with the Sun. Mercury, Jupiter and 
Saturn therein. The Moon in the ninth 
house is trine Mercury, square Venus, trine 
Sun, square Mars, sesquiquadrate Saturn 
and sextile Uranus. The Sun in the Ascen- 
dant is conjunction Mercury and Jupiter, 
sextile Uranus and sesquiquadrate Neptune. 
Mercury, also in the Ascendant, is conjunc- 
tion Saturn. Venus in the eleventh house 
is opposed to Mars. Mars in the fifth has 
the bi-quintile aspect with Saturn. Jupiter 
is sextile from the twelfth, and Uranus in 
the tenth is quintile Neptune in the eighth. 

The most important feature about this 
horoscope is obviously the cluster of planets 
in and near the Ascendant, including the 
ruler of the nativity. It denotes & very 
strong and original character, and one who 
wil rise in the world through his own 
endeavours and enterprising nature. Leo 
ascending accentuates the above qualities, 
and denotes a frank, fearless, go-ahead, inde- 
pendent spirit, with a touch of dignity which 
is liable to be misunderstood by those who 
are only slightly acquainted with him. The 
trine of the major luminary with the Moon 
makes him impressionable, and the sextile 
with Uranus gives him very novel and 
original ideas, and a faculty for invention.

imparts & splendid intellect to the native 
and the ability to contemplate calmly and 
think soundly. Its trine with the Moon 
indicates & receptive mind. The Moon in 
Aries square Mars and Venus, renders him 
liable to impulsiveness and passion, but the 
trine to Mercury and the Sun will give him 
control over these drawbacks and enable 
him to curb them when occasion arises. 

Mr. Leo's advanced views with regard to 
Astrology are accounted for by the sextile 
aspect of the Moon—ruler of the ninth— 
to Uranus, and its trine with Mercury, 
while his support of the Theosophical move- 
ment and Psychical Research generally, are 
due to the presence of Neptune in Pisces in 
the eighth house, and the sextile of Jupiter— 
ruler of the eighth—to Uranus in the tenth. 
exalted above all the planets. 

The Moon trine Sun, the latter being con- 
junction Jupiter, records the fact that his 
banking account has been a large one, and 
the occult nature of his profession is denoted 
by the triple sextile of the Sun, Moon and 
Jupiter to Uranus in the tenth.

a great truth in the spiritual evolution of the universe, 
and by many as the literal fact recorded in the New 
Testament. An eminent divine of the Episcopal 
Church in Scotland related to me that whilst on 
travel through Palestine his party halted outside of 
Bethlehem, beside what is known as ‘‘ The well of 
the wise men." The Greek guide recounted that 
here it was the wise men rested, pr parei to gning 
forward to worship the infant Saviour, and the star 
in the East was not seen in the heavens, but was 
beheld in the deep, dark waters of the well. This 

ints to the idea of clairvoyance, or being visioned 
in a crystal, or in Saint Paul's language “as in a 
glass darkly.” This is very pretty, and unquestion- 
ably interesting, but is at the same time not satis- 
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factory, as the narrative leaves the reader to infer 
that the star of Bethlehem was an existing objective 
reality. God wot, my doubts have been many in my 
time, but I hope to be fair and reasonable until the 
end, and, in my opinion. I think the real star is the 
most commendable to the rational soul. But each 
can only accept and believe as they are capable of 
doing, for Truth can only walk in the avenues of the 
spirit of man, in as far as she is allowed, and in 
the manner peculiar to the path whereon she strays. 
Thus Truth comes to all men. 

It has been held that the star seen atthe time was 
an evanescent one, coming as a portent of the one 
who overthrew the Pagan world, and pulled down the 
altars of its Polytheism, and set them up again in a 
new manner, draped in the mantle of the immanence 
ot God and the higher Pantheism. The Greeks and 
Romans ever believed that the coming and going of 
great souls were indicated by the appearance and 
disappearance of stellar bodies, and the same belief 
came down to comparatively modern times. On 
November 11th, 1572, Tycho Brahe observed an 
evanescent star, and this body was associated with 
the brief but brilliant career of Gustavus Adolphus. 
Nine centuries before this Mahomet pointed to a 
comet as a proof relating to his mission and reality 
as the greatest prophet of God. It is also recorded 
in history that the one known as the false Messiah 
in the reign of Hadrian received from the renowod 
Rabbi Akiba the prefix to his name, Bar Cochba or 
“Son of a Star," a star being stamped on the 
coinage issued at the time in honour of the assumed 
deliverer. We are told by Farrar that ** The imme- 
diate applicability of this phenomenon to the Gospel 
narrative is now generally abandoned, but whatever 
other theory may be held about it, it is unquestion- 
ably important and interesting as having furnished 
one of the data which first led to the discovery that 
the birth of Christ took place three or four years 
before our received era." This is signifieant as far 
as the historicity of Jesus is concerned. But to the 
star in the East. 

On December 17th, 1603, Jupiter and Saturn 
formed a conjunction in Pisces. In the spring of 
1604 they were joined by Mars, and in September, 
1604, in the foot of Ophinchus there was visible a 
new star of the first magnitude, which shone for a 
whole year and disappeared in March, 1606. 
Brunowski, the pupil of Kepler, who first noticed it, 
describes it as ‘‘ sparkling with an interchange of 
colours like a diamond, and as not being in any way 
nebulous or offering any analogy to a comet.” The 
attention of Kepler was attracted to this pheno- 
mena, and being thoroughly versed in astrology, was 
keenly cognisant of the great significance such a 
conjunction would have been considered in the 
opinion of the Magi, and he therefore set himself the 
task of finding out, whether any conjunction similar 
to the one observed by his pupil, had occurred about 
the time of the birth of Jesus of Nazareth. By 
calculating backwards, the legislator of the heavens 
found that Jupiter and Saturn came to conjunction 
three times in Pisces in the year 147 A.U.C. (that 
is, from the building of the city of Rome),jand further 
it was found that a conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn 
took place in the same triplicity every twenty years 
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approximately, that in every 200 years this occurred 
in another triplicity, and this aspect does not happen 
in the same trigon again, until after an interval of 
794 years, four months and twelve days. In the 
spring of 748 A.U.C. the planet Mars became 
joined to the conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn, and 
in this matter Kepler has been corroborated in his 
observation and calculation by people independent 
of him, verifying that such a planetary position 
happened at the period mentioned, and does not 
appear to admit of contradiction. The circumstance 
of this rather remarkable fact is wont to give one 
pause in the consideration of the record of the 
Evangelist. 

To-day it is held that a great Teacher is at hand, 
and when one looks around on lite, marking the 
change that has taken place on earth within the last 
twenty-five years, it cannot be gainsaid that un- 
doubtedly a great spiritual wave has overtaken 
humanity. Alan Leo in Modern Astrology, July, 
1911, said: “ It is within the province of the astro- 
loger with this idea in his mind, i.e, the coming of a 
Teacher, to foresee a remarkable epoch in the Solar 
ingress March 21st, 1928, when the © enters Y 6 
and 2f, passing to the A of & and b, with the latter 
in f, and ) in the last decanate of X. It will be 
the commencement of a momentous period in the 
world's history, for great radical changes will take 
place in the religious world, and should the New 
Teacher not elect to come forth at this time, then the 
way will be prepared for religious changes, the like 
of which have not occurred for over 2,000 years.” 
This astrological judgment will be fully understood 
by those who are conversant with the stellar art, and 
cannot be questioned as to the ultimate realisation 
of the action of the forces working. 

If a Teacher or Master be not at hand the world is 
on the upward path, nevertheless, and is under some 
great influence which is causing the involution of 
matter, and the evolution of spirit. Whether the 
Great One manifest incarnate or is embodied in the 
spirit of the age as a mighty power, it matters little ; 
in whatever manner He manifest it is best, and 
although one may not subscribe to the star in the 
East, or believein the wisdom of the lowly Carpenter, 
yet they cannot fail to see or ignore the great force 
that is at present in the movement of humanity ; and 
so at this time of peace and goodwill, let us go back 
to the humble cot at Bethlehem by the side of the 
infant Jesus, and from there let us go forward in our 
mind through His great life, unto the dark way of 
death on the grim mount of Golgotha, and in the act 
of contemplation we will be refreshed with the solace 
of that peace which passeth all understanding.

The chances are 
even in the case of the Stock, they are 
nineteen to one against you in a field of 
. twenty horses. And the greater the specula- 
tion the more attractive it is to the man 
with the vein for it. In a last analysis it 
will be found that speculation is à synonym 
for enterprise. The unknown has a fascina- 
tion for the explorer, the scientist, the 
philosopher, the psychologist, as well as for 
the speculator. Speculative science is the 
fashion of the day, in every department of 
knowledge. From known facts a working 
hypothesis serves the speculative philosopher. 
Polar exploration is the active phase of 
geographical speculation. It is the mainstay 
of commercial life. It permeates all human 
effort. I do not consider that any speculator 
needs an excuse for his methods. What he 
really needs is knowledge of the Law of 
Values. Without this it may be truly said 
that he is a navigator without a compass, at 
the mercy of wind and wave. With such 


F defining the position of Speculators and 
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uncertain knowledge as he possesses, what 
chance has the speculator when knowledge- 
able inside people are arrayed against him ? 
Note how the optimism of the average man 
led him astray on the purchase of Mexican 
Rails in the middle of November, when all 
my clients were on the Dear side. He 
hoped and speculated on the belief that 
Huerta would climb down on finding the 
Powers were unwiling to support him. 
They counted without the knowledge of the 
facts, and on November 17th the markets 
opened with Mexican Rails all marked down 
some 3 or 4 points, too late for the optimists 
to clear at a profit. 

But the vagaries of the market do not 
impress the Investor. He is in a very com- 
fortable position. He was buying Mexicans 
in 1896-7, and again in 1903. His present 
position is one that is usually described as 
"on velvet." Granted that America under- 
takes to police the nation, it will also have 
io undertake its finance, and for no other 
reason than that the "'policing" has im- 
mediate regard to the future value of 
Panamas. Mexican Rails are bound to be 
of immense value during the ensuing years. 
because they control, to a large extent, the 
seaboard north of the new Panama Canal. 
The economic position is of extreme interest. 

The investor is nevertheless in a position to 
suffer heavily if he does not know the future 
possibilities of his investments. 'They may 
pay handsome dividends, or acquire & specu- 
lative value on the open market, which 
enables him to clear his Stock at a profit. 
On the other hand they may pay no dividends 
at all, and further, may suffer by political or 
other causes to such extent that they can 
only be cleared at & great loss. It is to 
afford an intelligent outlook to bond fide in- 
vestors, and to reduce the risk of depreciation 
to & minimum, that I have written a book on 
“The Law of Values," which will enable 
interested persons to study the whole posi- 
tion from & perfectly sound point of view. 
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With this little key to the situation, an 
investor, whose position is always an

1s, however, too weak physically to carry out all the 
ideas which are constantly being presented to him. 
He possesses a great amount of activity, with a ten- 
dency to work too hard and rest too little, having 
more mental energy than sustained vitality. Heisa 
reader, thinker, and doer, having splendid capacities 
to think, act, and work, without unnecessary delays. 
He does not take for granted all he is told by others, 
but thinks for himself.

The Prenatal Epoch. 


As will be seen in this issue, another 
test is demanded in order to prove the claims 
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times. The demand is made because of the 
statement emanating from a certain astro- 
loger that ‘‘ those who profess to find birth 
times can only do so when the time is un- 
known," and to merely compute a birth time 
from past events would lay the calculation 
open to the charge of “faking” the birth 
time. In the test demanded, however, no 
such charge can be made, because in every 
case the birth time must be exactly known. 
The birth time will not be supplied to the 
calculator, so that the test will be a thoroughly 
reliable and straightforward one. The test 
offered by Raphael is being undertaken, and 
full results will be published next month. 


The Progressed Horoscope. 


If space permits in the next issue, we 
propose to give a further illustration of this 
method of directing. in order to refute the 
misleading and untruthful statement which 
has recently appeared, in which we are told 
that by this method, when the directions for 
the thirtieth year of life are required, the 
meridian is taken as about two hours after 
birth, and the planets' places thirty days 
after birth, and the two are inixed together. 
We need hardly say that apart from the mis- 
leading nature of the statement it is a 
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deliberate untruth. While on the subject, 
we may mention that for some years past 
we have computed the directions for a gentle- 
man holding a prominent public position by 
this method, and have made various predic- 
tions which have been fulfilled to the letter. 
Last January we predicted honours, and he 
was raised to the Magisterial Bench, and 
writing to us only a few weeks ago. he stated 
that our prediction for honours on a certain 
day in November came to pass on the very 
day indicated, and yet we are told by an astro- 
loger that this very method is a chaotic, 
chance-medley one, and cannot command the 
serious attention of any intelligent student. 
Facts must be allowed to speak for them- 
selves. 


Infant Mortality. 


This is a subject we are often asked to 
deal with in these pages. We intend to take 
up the matter in the next volume in place 
of the illustrations of directing. Some 
interesting horoscopes will be presented, and 
new rules and suggestions discussed. 


Twins. 


We often have this subject thrown at 
us by opponents of astrology, but we are 
safe in saying that it is one of the most power- 
ful arguments in support of the truth of the 
science it is possible to use. It is another 
subject where the usefulness of the prenatal 
epoch comes into play. The subject is down 
on our list for early attention. 


The Winter Solstice. 


The Sun’s entry into Capricorn takes 
place at 10.35 a.m. on December 22nd, 1913, 
the ingress taking place in the eleventh 
house. Uranus is rising: Saturn on the cusp 
of the fourth; Mars and Neptune in the 
sixth; the Moon in the eighth in square to 
Mars, Neptune, and Jupiter; Mercury and 
Venus in the tenth in opposition to Saturn: 
and Jupiter heavily afflicted in the twelfth. 
These influences point to much unrest and 
excitement in the country, heavy losses on 
the lLxchequer, increased expenditure in 
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naval affairs, disaffection and danger of strikes 
in the railway and postal services, accidents 
on battleships, heavy loss of life, many 
deaths among the lower orders, as well as 
among females of note. Colonial troubles 
are indicated, especially from South Africa, 
and serious troubles in hospitalsfrom want of 
funds. Mercury and Venus in the tenth, 
opposed to Saturn, denotes serious troubles 
to the King and Government, danger of a 
Government defeat and a General Election. 
Jupiter, ruler of the tenth and eleventh, 
heavily afflicted, accentuates this forecast. 
Cold and inclement weather is indicated, 
high winds, snow and much privation. In 
3 E. Long., Saturn is exactly on the lower 
meridian, pointing to tempests, seismic 
troubles, or a serious railway accident. Mine 
disasters are threatened in Wales, and seismic 
troubles in the same locality, and the west of 
England. From 42 to 50 E., Mars and 
Neptune are on the lower meridian, indica- 
tive of insurrections, tidal waves, and violence. 
This affects the Caucasus, Armenia, Meso- 
potamia and Somaliland, also Madagascar 
and other countries and places under 
Cancer.

The Prenatal Epoch.—Series II.

CHAPTER III. 


Unknown Horoscorpes—A FURTHER TEsT. 


I am deferring the proposed illustration of 
computing the time of birth from past events 
for reasons which, I think my readers will 
agree, are logical and fair. 

I have many cases in my possession of 
horoscopes computed from past events by 
reference to the epoch, and I could easily 
select any of these, as I have done in the 
past (Vide, Vol. II., pp. 168, 197, 212, 229), 
to illustrate the process. This, however, will 
not suffice for ine, and, in addition, will be 
open to question, all the particulars being 
private and known only to myself. I there- 
fore propose an open test, in which the 
horoscopes shall be (to me) new ones, the 
time of birth accurately known in each case, 
but such time not to be given to me, only 
the date, place of birth, and sex of subject, 
together with important past events. 

To those of my readers who care to assist 
me in the matter, I give the following 
instructions. 

1.—To write me giving the date, place of 
birth, and sex, together with the dates and 
particulars of not less than two important 
events ; such as parents' death, own marriage, 
or serlous illness; but no information as to 
time. These particulars to be placed in an 
envelope addressed to me. 

2.—The same particulars are to be inserted 
in a second letter, together with the exact 
birth time, and addressed to the publishers 
of the MESSENGER. 

3.—Both letters should be sent in a third 
envelope to the publishers, who will forward 
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those addressed to me and retain the others. 
These latter will not be opened until after I 
have selected three cases and computed the 
birth times. 

No doubt, to many of my readers, such a 
test as this is unnecessary. I think the same. 
I have privately computed birth times from 
past events by the dozen. Sepharial has 
undertaken public tests of the same descrip- 
tion and successfully computed the time, 
so that the truth of this matter has been 
fully and conclusively demonstrated. 

In the test, which I have offered to under- 
take a new element is introduced. In all 
cases sent in the time of birth must be known 
to a certainty, but such information is not to 
be given to me. This will prove whether it 
is possible to compute the actual birth time, 
and will provide the opportunity of nailing 
to the counter for all time, the mischievous 
statement recently made in these pages, 
“Those who profess that they can find the 
time of birth can only find it when it is 
unknown." 

But, after all, what is this process of 
computing birth times from past events? 
It is a strictly mathematical process, with a 
scientific basis. No astrologer, I think, will 
be rash enough to deny that from an accu- 
rately computed horoscope, directions can be 
computed denoting certain events. Then, 
why not the converse of this: compute the 
horoscope from the events? The latter is 
merely the converse of the former. To say 
that it cannot be done is ridiculous. The 
method I shall outline in illustrating the 
tests which I have offered to undertake, is 
the only correct and reliable method of 
rectification, and the only correct method of 
computing birth times from past events. 
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Ene Great Conjunction of Jupiter and Uranus. 


Uranus takes place on March 4th, 

1914, at 3.23 a.m.. according to calcu- 

lations made from the Connaissance 
des Temps, in the sign Aquarius 9° 32’. At 
Greenwich, the R.A.M.C. is 14h. 7m. 12s. 
Scorpio 4° 3’ on the meridian and Sagit- 
tarius 28° 47’ rising, the two planets being 
conjoined just above the cusp of the second 
house. 

The chief tendency of this conjunction is 
one of reform, and falling on the cusp of the 
second house, denotes reform in taxation, 
re-arrangement of exchequer duties and the 
like. The last conjunction of these planets 
in Aquarius, an event which takes place 
every 83 years, fell on March 20th, 1831, in 
13? 4’ of the sign, and a few hours before 
the vernal equinox of that year. 

It will have a great influence in political 
affairs, as it falls in the eleventh sign, cor- 
responding to the house ruling Parliament, 
and like it did in 1831, when the Reform 
Bill was introduced, it will bring great and 
far-reaching reforms in the administration 
of public affairs. In 1886, when the con- 
junction fell in Libra, two General Elections 
were held during the year, and in 1914 the 
probability of another General Election is 
very strong. 

We are told by Zadkiel (Almanac, 1914, 
page 69), that when this conjunction fell in 
Aquarius in 1661, at the time of the Restora- 
tion of the Monarchy, great changes were 
made in the laws under Charles II. 

In Long. 100° 11' E., this conjunction falls 
exactly on the meridian. This will affect 
Siam, Bangkok, Penang, Sumatra, and the 
Malay Peninsula, where the hand of reform 
will be busy. In the opposite point, 79° 49' 
W., it is exactly on the lower meridian, and 
seismic troubles are threatened in that 
vicinity. Toronto, Pittsburg, Charlestown, 
Cuba, Aspinwall, and the Panama Canal are 
on this meridian, also Quito, Truxello, Callao, 
and Lima in South America.

This line runs through Russia, Turkey, 
Greece, Tripoli, and the Sahara. Arabia, 
Prussia, Russia, Poland, Sweden, Circassia, 
Tartary, Lithuania, Westphalia, Wallachia, 
Piedmont, and Abyssinia will feel the effects 
of this conjunction very forcibly, as also will 
Brighton, Salisbury, Ingoldstadt, Bremen, 
Saltzburg, Trent and Hamburg. 

The conjunction falls in a point 50° 28’ 
W. of Greenwich and 18° South Latitude, 
which measures to the South Centre of 
Brazil, and its effects will be to open up this 
part of the world. Discoveries in these parts 
may tend to open up a new Eldorado in 
the West. The conjunction in right ascen- 
sion takes place at 9.36 a.m. of March 4th, 
1914, when the two planets are in the tenth 
house at London, and this should presignify 
a General Election, and reform in the 
Government of the Country. The helio- 
centric conjunction does not occur until 
May 3rd, 1914, 4.9 a.m., and this falls in the 
eleventh house at London, a further indica- 
tion of Parliamentary reform.

from that book, seeing that they are 
referred to in the text. There are two reasons 
why Idid so. The first was that there is a 
complete set of Tables, including those for 
the latitude of Birmingham, at the irifling 
cost of one shilling, by Raphael. These 
are accessible, therefore, to those who really 
need them. The other reason was that the 
book already includes Tables for London 
and Liverpool, and from these, by adding 
the ascendants together and dividing by two, 
that for the middle latitude of Birmingham 
can be found. Thus: Suppose the sidereal 
time on the midheaven to be 13h. 52m. This 
answers to Scorpio 0, and against this 
sidereal time in the Tables for London we 
find the ascendant to be Sagittarius 25° 20’, 
and in the Tables for Liverpool 23° 4’ of the 


| HAVE been asked by readers of ‘‘ The 


same sign. Then for Birmingham we have: 
25 20 
23 4 


48 24—half of which is 24° 12’, 
and the Tables for Birmingham show 24° 
13’, which is so near as to be adequate for all 
practical purposes. This close approxima- 
tion arises from the fact that the latitude 
of Liverpool 53° 25’, and that of London 
51° 32’, when added together amount to 
104? 57’, half of this being 52° 283’, while the 
latitude of Birmingham is 52° 28’ N. With 
a set of tables for every five degrees from 
the Equator upwards, it is thus possible 
to find the correct ascendant and cuspal 
degrees for any latitude whatsoever. Such 
a set of tables is now about to be published 
by Messrs. Foulsham & Co., and will meet 
the requirements of a great number of 
students. There are, of course, short cuts to 
all these tabular results, and I seldom use 
tables of any sort, for J find it easier to use 
a pencil that is always at hand, than a set of 
tables that persist in evading my search. 
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Father Ricard has established for himself a 
somewhat spurious reputation as a weather 
prophet. He is called “the Padre of the 
Rains.” After thirteen years patient obser- 
vation he has come to the conclusion that, so 
far as Alaska is concerned, at all events, 
sunspots produce disturbances in the atmos- 
phere, and these disturbances are greatly 
augmented at such times as the planets are 
in the same line with the Sun and; Earth. 
This is astro-meteorology of the most anti- 
quated order. Any tyro in astrology knows 
that the major planets in opposition to one 
another have a disturbing influence on the 
weather. In this, they go further even than 
the Padre of the Rains, for as yet he has 
only discovered after thirteen years that the 
planets affect the weather when in the same 
line with the Earth, but not necessarily 
with any other planet. We go further, and 
have shown that sunspots are caused by the 
action of the planets on the photosphere of 
the Sun, and further that the principal 
bodies concerned in the production of these 
effects are Mercury, Venus, the Earth and 
Mars, and this is proved by the fact that the 
totalof their mean periods exactly answers 
to the period of maximum sunspot produc- 
tion. 

* * * 

The Padre is quite at fault, however, in 
supposing that the sunspots cause the storms. 
The fact is, that the same factors which 
cause the storms also cause the sunspots. 
These factors are the planets when acting in 
conjunction, opposition, or quadrature. The 
important fact that is brought out by the 
discoveries of Father Jerome S. Ricard, is 
that whatever may be the primary causes of 
storms, the latter do not occur uniformly 
over the entire surface of the Earth, but 
congregate chiefly and firstly around local 
magnetic centres, and from these, as distribu- 
ting centres, in various directions. This fact 
is very interesting, as it goes to show why 
great storms are practically unknown in 
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some parts of the Earth, and are extremely 
frequent in others. It is pointed out that 
the Aleutian Island Region, for instance, is so 
magnetic that mariners steer by the Sun, 
Moon, Stars—anything but the compass. 
Humboldt made the same observation in 
regard to certain parts of the coast sbout 
Baffins Bay. This physical observation 
regarding the distribution of forces through 
magnetic centres is in line with the state- 
ment I recently made in these pages, that 
certain individuals constituted magnetic 
centres—focal centres I called them— 
through whom planetary influences appeared 
to distribute themselves. I even went so 
far as to suggest that thence might be argued 
a "divine right of kings," inasmuch as their 
soroscopical conditions were reflected in the 
national fortunes as frequently as in their own 
persons. And this seems to be the method of 
Nature. For we observe that as may be the 
fortunes of the heads of companies, syndi- 
cates, families, etc., so are those of its con- 
stituents or members.

My attention has been called to the fact 
that there is a time error in the horoscope 
for the Panama Canal. The mistake is 


mine. The local time should be 1.52 p.m.

The mistake arose from my writing 1.52 
and afterwards reading it as 4.52. The 
horoscope needs considering again. The 
midheaven will be in R.A, 226° 15’, so that 
the 19th of Scorpio will be on the mid- 
heaven, and Aquarius 11 on the ascendant. 
The planets places are as follows: Sun in 
Libra 17, Moon in Aquarius 29, Neptune in 
Cancer 28, Uranus in Aquarius 4, Saturn in 
Gemini 18, Jupiter in Capricorn 10, Mars in 
Cancer 13, Venus in Virgo 17, and Mercury 
in Scorpio 3. "Venus is prime indicator, and 
is in the sign of its fall, Virgo, and in the 
Sth house (loss), and in close square to Saturn 
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in the 5th house, and semi-square to both 
Mercury and Neptune. The Canal will 
therefore be a failure. 


* * * 


It has been notified by careful readers 
that there is & difference in the sex degrees 
given in the Manual and those given in “ Cos- 
mic Symbolism." The difference affects the 
sex of those degrees which fall in the 4th of 
the common signs, and in the 25th of the 
cardinal signs. This is due to a rearrange- 
ment of the plan. In the Manual I used 
the Sephirothal cadence, and in “ Cosmic 
Symbolism ” the Law of Polarity was 
observed. I have used the latter for several 
years with satisfactory results. I do not 
keep copies of my own books, never refer 
to them, and seldom see them after they 
have left my hands for press. Hence I am, 
perhaps, the last to observe that from time to 
time the opening up of lines of thought may 
lead me to a somewhat different conclusion. 
The main thesis remains unaltered, and 
twenty out of the twenty eight sex degrees 
continue as originally fixed. I refer my 
readers to “Cosmic Symbolism” for the 
later development of this thesis, where I 
think it will be found tersely and clearly 
stated. 

* * * 

Iam glad to know that Mr. Bailey has 
undertaken the task of demonstrating the 
Law of Sex. It appears to me that a criti- 
cal attitude is a right and proper one to 
maintain in regard to any new thesis, until 
one has had time to prove or disprove it. 
But after a lapse of sixteen years it appears 
somewhat belated, and savours rather of ob- 
structionist methods. By merely taking 
those horoscopes in which the Moon holds a 
sex degree, and testing them according to 
the rules of the Prenatal Epoch, it would at 
once appear that in order to bring the As- 
cendant of the Epoch into line with the 
Moon at birth, a reversal of the rule is often 
required, and this would again and again be 
confirmed whenever the sex of the subject 
differs from that of the degree held by the 
Moon. Nothing could be easier than this 
test, and having done it for oneself there re- 
mains the satisfaction of a personal test. 
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To get other people to do the testing for you 
is like a lower form boy asking a professor 
to demonstrate his mathematics because 
some of the form either cannot follow him 
or have come to different results. 

This policy of vicarious intelligence is one 
of the modern bugbears of astrology. Horo- 
scopes that are supposed to be the results of 
personal study and interpretation, are calcu- 
lated by one man, judged by another, 
checked and revised by a third, and finally 
signed by the man who is supposed to do all 
the work himself. The result is that he is 
throwing away experience and taking re- 
sponsibility for work which is deputised. 
Wholesale advertising leads to, and indeed 
demands, wholesale methods. But these are 
not the methods of the student. It is satis- 
factory to know that such men as Zadkiel, 
Raphael and others, do not lend themselves 
to this star-shovelling. 


* * * 


There is little doubt, however, that any 
person applying to astrologers for advice can 
receive beneficial counsel even from ama- 
teurs. Many derive this from their own 
study of the subject, without professional 
aid. The trouble begins when those who 
should be exponents of the subject, and are 
only experimentalists, attempt feats of pre- 
diction which are really outside the domain 
of the science. It is hardly necessary to 
repeat here that the horoscope of birth is 
only inclusive of the physical body, its en- 
vironment, and such mental characteristics 
as are derived from heredity. > It clearly de- 
fines the conditions in and through which 
the incarnating entity is required to express 
itself. Yet I have seen an extraordinary 
piece of ''esotericism," in which not only 
the various grades of consciousness were de- 
fined, but also a categorical statement of the 
number of incarnations the Ego had passed 
through, and how many times it had tra- 
versed the various grades. If all this imagi- 
native and unprovable rubbish is going to be 
tacked on to astrology, the sooner we find 
another name for our science the better. An 
astrology that is deinonstrable, and that 
works out in daily life, can be apprehended 
by the man of science as readily as the ordi- 
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nary wayfarer. It can answer to the cri- 
terion of Bacon, who said, “ We must give 
up this method of censuring by the lump 
and bring things to the test of true or false.” 
Now how can one possibly apply a test to 
such a problem as the number of incarna- 
tions a soul has undergone? And how can 
we logically derive it from an horoscope that 
is altogether sublunary, and referable only 
to the temporary environment of the soul ? 


* * * 


More to the purpose of the average inves- 
tigator is that practical application of the 
science which can be brought to the daily 
test. When a man wants to back his 
opinion he usually stakes a sum of money 
which he is prepared to lose if he finds that 
he is wrong. Now the genuine exponent of 
a theory has this to his credit, that he is pre- 
pared to stand or fall by the results. On 
these grounds I claim that astrology is a 
science, and that it is capable of immediate 
demonstration. The proof lies in the fact 
that for months past I have given definite 
advice to my clients when to buy and when 
to sell specific stocks and shares. My claim 
for astrology as a science lies in the fact 
that any of my clients will answer for the 
truth that under such advice they are con- 
sistent profit-takers. Anyone in a position 
to deal is welcome to the advice, and they 
can fix their own margin and thus negative 
all possibility of a loss. It thus costs next 
to nothing to prove or disprove the claims of 
scientific astrology. Theoretical astrology is 
on another basis. It can neither be proved 
nor disproved, but, nevertheless, it may cost 
one a great deal to have much traffic with it.

He would probably gain by going abroad, 
as the Sun and Mercury in the ninth are 
well aspected, and the latter is sextile the 
ruler of the house. The square of Mercury to 
Mars, however, warns him not to visit a tropi- 
cal country, as he would be liable to catch any 
of the fevers which are so prevalent there.

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HEN Joseph's brethren had been 
wW down to Egypt to buy corn “and 
when they had gone out of the city,

These 
passages evidently and incontrovertibly prove 
that Joseph “ did indeed divine" or prog- 
nosticate future events, and that he certainly 
took delight in the interpretation of the 
positions of the heavens, and that he was 
not afraid but took a pleasure in the work, 
knowing that he was * learned in the learn- 
ing of the Egyptians; " for in the 15th verse 
of Genesis, 4ith chapter, he says to his 
brethren, when they were brought back to 
him, ‘‘ What indeed is this that ye have 
done, wot ye not that such a man as I can 
certainly divine?" ‘ Wot ye not "—did ye 
nof perceive that such a person as I (having 
such a cup, on which the twelve Zodiacal 
Signs are engraven around and the positions 
of the heavens marked out) would accurately 
and attentively look into it and see all that 
ye were doing. This cup is considered by 
all philosophical and erudite Commentators 
to have an horoscope engraven upon it, and 
then, when brought into use, the place and 
positions of the planets inserted, by which 
the ancient Astrologers and those especially 
of the different monarchs, foretold events. 
The Persian poets, to this day, are full of 
allusions to this cup, which, from its property 
of representing the whole world and its 
transactions, is styled by them jam jeham 
nima, “the cup showing the universe; ” and 
to the intelligence received by it they attri- 
bute the great prosperity of their ancient 
monarchs, as by it they understood, says Dr.

Joseph is also said to have patronised and 
taught Astrology in Egypt, and is said by 
Diodorus to have been the author of an 
Astrological work called ‘‘The Aphorisms 
of Hermes the Egyptian, for the Chaldeans 
in Babylon being colonies of the Egyptians, 
became famous for Astrology, having learned 
it from the priests of Egypt." 

Astrologers are charged with infidelity— 
yet who would charge Joseph with infidelity. 
Others charge Astrologers with imposition— 
but who would call Joseph, Melancthon, and 
thousands more of good, learned, and holy 
men, with imposition or infidelity? Luther 
was also an Astrologer, but who would say 
that he was opposed to revealed truth. 
Astrologers are called “cheats.” Judge 
Hale was an Astrologer, and predicted his 
own death, but who would venture to call 
him a “ cheat." 

Joseph also understood the natural art of 
interpreting dreams, and he appears to be one 
of the first that understood the right interpre- 
tation thereof. We find him interpreting 
the dreams of Pharaoh’s butler and baker, 
Genesis, ch. xl. ver. 8 to 19; which interpre- 
tation was literally fulfilled as he interpreted. 
Also he accurately interpreted Pharaoh's 
dreams, Genesis, ch. xli. 

All Joseph's brethren were interpreters of 
dreams, for we find in Genesis, ch. xxxvii. 
ver. 7, 8,—Joseph says to his brethren, 
"behold we were binding sheaves in the 
field, and, lo! my sheaf arose, and also stood 
upright: and behold! your sheaves stood 
round about, and made obesiance to my 
sheaf." Here his brethren soon interpreted 
this dream, for they said, ‘Shalt thou indeed 
reign over us? or shall thou indeed have 
dominion over us?" This dream was 
rightly interpreted by them—for he did

CHOICE OF PURSUIT. WITH A CLASSIFICATION OF 
OCCUPATIONS SUITAHLE FOR, AND GENERALLY 
FOUND AMONG, THE THIRTEEN TYPES* OF 
TEMPERAVXENT. 


Explanation of signs: 7 indicates when success in 
life is noticeable greater than, — indicates equal to. 

51. Introduction.— Man is a spiritual intelligence 
encased in matter. He is born and reborn on this 
earth, so that he may pass through a vast cycle of 
experiences. He thus ultimately evolves into the 
ideal man. 

52. The experience gained through the choice of 
pursuit in this physical life, is of great importance to 
his future welfare. 

53. This is where those who study types of tem- 
perament are able to be of service to their fellow men, 
by pointing out the trade or profession each type 
finds congenial to work in. 

54. Itis quite common to see individuals appren- 
ticed to trades or professions for which they are not 
adapted, with the result that they fail as the term is 
generally understood, and are considered dull and 
stupid, but yet will surprise their fellow-workers by 
the success they attain in some other calling for 
which they have served no apprenticeship, but for 
which nature fitted them. 

55. This clearly indicates that success depends 
on the choice of pursuit even more than on appren- 
ticeship. 

56. Persons adapted for mental work cannot 
expect to be happy and prosperous in the spheres of 
physical labour, and those who are adapted for 
Physical work must not expect prosperity and 
happiness in the spheres of mental work. 

57. Type I.—The Mental 7 Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament is specially noticeable among teachers, 
lawyers, writers, artists, philosophers, mathema- 
ticians, chemists, electricians, and those who work 
more mentally than physically. In any case a large 
share of mentality is manifested, and he will be able

59. Type III.—The Motive 7 Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament is capable of physical work more than 
mental work, and is best occupied where keen 
mental ability is not requisite. Whatever calling he 
follows, a large share of motive power will be mani- 
fested. 

60. Type IV.—The Motive 7 Mental 7 Vital Tem- 
perament is more frequently found among sailors, 
soldiers, builders, engineers, mechanics, and those 
who use tools and machinery. 

61. Type V.— The Vital 7 Mental 7 Motive Tem- 
perament is observed among those who follow 
domestic pursuits, catering for the physical wants 
of the public, medical work, and some phases of art. 
Whatever employment is followed, much ease and 
pleasure will be obtained, and he should be able to 
fully understand and appreciate the callings afore- 
mentioned. i 

62. Type VI.—The Vital 7 Motive 7 Mental Tem- 
perament is capable of work where the physical wants 
of others are required to be attended to, such as 
cook, working, confectioner, caterer, and domestic 
pursuits, but not occupations where great intelli- 
gence is required. 

63. Type VII.—The Mental = Motive 7 Vital 
Temperament is a combination usually associated 
with mental workers. people in public life, and 
business people according as enviroment has cast 
his lot. 

64. Type VIII.—The Motive 7 Vital = Mental 
Temperament is associated with that class of pursuit 
which requires a good amount of physical strength, 
such as the army or navy and mechanical work. Ihe 
work may require a good share of mentality or not, 
just as the circumstances require. 


65. Type IX.—The Vital 7 Mental — Motive 
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Temperament is usually found in pursuits that re- 
quire no great mental or physical effort. When 
effort is put forth, it may be either mental or physical, 
according to the environment which encourages it. 


ov. Type X.—The Mental 7 Motive = Vital Tem- 
perament is found among people who can adapt 
themselves to either mental or physical pursuits, 
according to the environment in which they are 
placed. 

67. Type XI.—The Motive = Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament is usually associated with the worker 
rather than the thinker, and he really works hard 
when he works, and rests thoroughly when he rests. 


68. Type XII.—-The Vital = Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament is frequently found among those who 
prefer to work with their heads rather than their 
hands. 

69. Type XIIT.—The Balanced Temperament is 
qualified for almost any calling inclination prompts 
him to follow, provided the stage of evolution is at 
least normal. At the head of affairs, or in public 
life, he finds congenial work. - He can adapt 
himself to many things, hence the difficulty in selec- 
ting one special calling for so versatile a type. 
Whatever calling he follows an equal degree of 
mental, physical, and vital power will be manifested 
as occasion requires. 


zo. Abnormal Types never make much headway in 
the higher walks of life, and are generally associated 
with employees rather than employers. It is much 
better for others to have a controlling influence over 
them. 

71. The fact of an individual possessing a certain 
type of temperament which is adapted for a certain 
class of work, is evidence that such a person needs 
the particular experience which that class of work 
and its attendant environment gives. 


72. Whilst gaining that experience, it does not 
in our opinion absolve the individual from the neces 
sity of cultivating tne weakest parts of his tempera- 
ment up to the normal standard, and thereby 
increasing his capacity for newer and higher duties 
along the lines of the special work he undertakes. 


73. Specialisation in occupation is different from 
specialisation in temperament, inasmuch as speciali- 
sation in occupation is all the better for having an 
all-round or well-balanced temperament to assist, 
whereas with an unbalanced temperament the 
specialisation is in danger of becoming abnormal ; 
hence we have unbalanced ideas of perpetual motion, 
and one-sided remedies for the salvation of the 
human race. 

74. Perhaps the following illastration, although 
not intended for argument, may illustrate what is 
meant. A person who cultivates one part of his tem- 
perament in excess of the other parts, may be 
likened to the builder of a house who crected one 
wall to the top-most story before erecting the others. 
‘The natural result was unnecessary exposure to the 
wind and storm, which caused the hitherto upright 
wall to lean over. He then found great difficulty in 
joining up the other walls, whereas had he built the 
Tour walls in unison, the solidarity and endurance of 
of the whole building would have been greater.

Mrs. BESANT AND THE PRESENT CRISIS 
IN THE THEOSOPHICAL Society. By 
Eugene Levy. 


In the present crisis which overhangs 
the Theosophical Society, due to the strange 
and unaccountable attitude of its leaders, 
this book is one which should be read by all 
and sundry, both supporters and opponents. 
As a believer in Theosophy, I am compelled 
to state that to whatever degree my faith 
and reverence for the Higher truths has been 
shaken, this work, although a strenuous 
indictment of the Besant-Leadbeater mor- 
ality, has done much to bring forcibly to 
my mind the fact that, although for the time 
being Theosophy is under a cloud, the 
attitude of its leaders will only serve, as the 
author states, to make it rise purified and 
strengthened out of its ordeals. 

The author, a man who speaks with the 
voice of truth, explains in detail the causes 
which have lead to the present crisis, the 
attitude of Mrs. Besant to those who have 
been forced by honest conviction to oppose 
her views, and the high-handed and untheo- 
sophical manner in which she has dealt with 
them. 

The chief cause of the crisis lies in the 
relationship between Mrs. Besant and Mr. 
Leadbeater. After having publicly an- 
nounced her reprobation of his educational 
methods, and his consequent exclusion from 
the Theosophical Society, she managed by 
an inconceivable change of front to bring 
him: back to the fold, on the plea that she 
needed him for her occult investigations. It 
is clear from this that she had fallen under 
the suggestive power of this man, and could 
only see, think, and act under his absolute 
control. Those who have any astrological 
knowledge and have seen the horoscopes of 
the two principals, will not be surprised at 
the author's contention. 

Some considerable space is given to the 
Order of the Star of the East and the 
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supposed second coming of Christ, and the 
newly-discovered youth (trained by Mr. 
Leadbeater), who is supposed to be the 
teacher of the new era. 

It is quite clear from an impartial reading 
of the book, how the present crisis has 
arisen, and that Theosophy and the Theoso- 
phical Society will never regain its original 
lustre and power until those who by false 
methods of occult development are removed. 

There is much in this work which com- 
mends itself to those attached to Theosophy, 
but as space is limited I cannot here dwell 
upon them. The legal actions in India 
respecting the immoral conduct, brought by 
the father of Krishnamurti, against Mr. 
Leadbeater are dealt with, and various 
matters concerning the second coming of 
Christ.

The Prenatal Epoch Tests. 


The result of these tests is published in 
this issue, with full details. The result is 
fairly satisfactory, honours being divided, 
five results being correct and five wrong. 
The test has been rendered somewhat abor- 
tive, owing to an unfortunate blunder in the 
wording of the acceptance. 


Mr. Wilde's Protest. 


In the last issue it will be observed that 
Mr. Wilde protests there is no truth in our 
statement that he had exaggerated the im- 
portance of the new aspects and ignored the 
old ones. Reference to the discussion in the 
last volume is sufficient to prove the correct- 
ness of our contention, and we must adhere 
thereto. It is useless for him to say that 
we will not accept any answer in defence, as 
our readers know perfectly well that in the 
last volume (page 103) we invited Mr. Wilde 
to explain this very point, and on page 146 
we detailed a number of inaccuracies, and 
again asked for a reply. Every opportunity 
was given him, but he failed to come up to 
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the mark. We have no desire to hurt his 
feelings, but we cannot re-open the dis- 
cussion now. 


The Progressed Horoscope. 


As stated in the last issue, we proposed 
to give & further article on this subject in 
order to refute a very misleading and un- 
truthful statement which has recently been 
made, but on further consideration we think 
a short note here will suffice. The state- 
ment referred to is that in calculating the 
progressed horoscope for the 30th year, the 
meridian is taken for about two hours after 
birth, and the planets’ places for 30 days 
after, and the two different motions are 
mixed together. Let us take the case of a 
person born on January Ist, at 6 p.m. To 
calculate the progressed horoscope for the 
80th birthday, we add the years to the date 
of birth, which gives January 31st, at 6 p.m., 
and the figure is erected for this time, and 
the planets' places are computed for exactly 
the same time. There is no difference of 
time between the two factors. This is a far 
more rational method than placing the 
planets’ places for January 31st, at 6 p.m., 
in & figure drawn for 30 days previous. 
While on this subject i& may be mentioned 
that the progressed horoscope as used by 
ourselves and our fellow astrologers is only a 
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development of a method which is “as old 
as the hills." It is quoted by Coley, in his 
Clavis Astrologia Elimata, wherein he shows 
that the degree for a year, and the day for a 
year methods are closely allied, if not 
actually related. In the Universa Astro- 
sophia Naturalis of Antonio Francisco de 
Bonattis, printed in Batavia in 1617, the 
whole history is set out, and it had been pre- 
viously dealt with by both Julius Firmicus 
and Placidus de Titus. At the present day 
it is used by our leading astrologers, and the 
complete rules have been given in these pages. 


Our Predictions. 


In our last issue we predicted, among 
other things, “cold and inclement weather, 
high winds, snow, and much privation ”; 
“serious troubles in hospitals for want of 
funds"; “trouble in Somaliland.” Refer- 
énce to the papers will show the correctness 
of our forecast. In Moore's Almanac (Vox 
Stellarum) we predicted for America: “ Fires 
in places of amusement.” The terrible fire 
and loss of life at the children’s Christmas 
fete shows the fulfilment of this forecast. 
“ Theatrical affairs will suffer " ; “ Religious 
scandals ’’—the latter is especially noticeable 
on account of the Kikuyu heresy. “Spain 
will suffer from constitutional troubles "— 
the King of Spain dissolved Parliament.

'There are indications of à reformative ten- 
dency among the people, strikes and un- 
settlement, but an advance in metaphysical 
science, discoveries in aeronautics and, may- 
be, a tendency to a broader acceptance of as- 
trological and higher-thought doctrines. The 
exchequer benefits, but railways will have 
trouble and accidents, and postal affairs will 
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suffer. Agricultural affairs will prosper. 
Theatres and places of amusement will not 
be successful. The birth-rate will drop, and 
educational matters will be under discussion. 
Naval inventions may engross attention. 
The position of Mars and Neptune in the 
seventh is bad for international affairs and 
disputes with other powers, let us hope not 
war, are shown. Great difficulties will beset 
the King and Government. Reform will be 
busy in parliamentary affairs. Hospitals 
will benefit. Mars ison the nadir in Persia, 
a warning against fires and insurrections ; 
while at San Francisco, it is culminating. 
Fires are threatened there. Saturn is on 
the lower meridian in 26 E., again disturbing 
the Balkans, and maybe causing seismic 
troubles.

On behalf of the recipient we tender sincere 
thanks to all who have responded to our 
appeal, and trust that the joy of giving has 
more than compensated them for the self- 
denying efforts they have made. 
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HAVE completed the tests submitted by Raphael 
and have forwarded full details to him, but at 
the time of writing these notes I have not heard 
as to the results of my deductions. When I 
decided to undertake these tests, I was fully 

aware that it was quite an unnecessary one, for 
whether I am successful or not, it will in no way 
alter the fact that the actual point involved, that of 
sex, has been conclusively proved, not once, or even 
ten times, but in hundreds and thousands of cases. 
The test, as undertaken, is obviously an unscientific 
one, and quite inconclusive, for the one paramount 
factor which is absolutiey necessary when the sex is 
not given, was not supplied. I had in view the fact 
that Raphael contends that it is absolutely impos- 
sible for the epoch to show the period ot gestation, 
and it was partly for the purpose of refuting this 
contention, and showing that-the date of the epoch 
was regulated by this period, that I undertook the 
tests. In addition, I had no proofs that the times of 
birth given were carefully noted for test purposes, 
the only information supplied by Raphael being that 
"the times were given by the mothers of the 
children,” —an obviously unreliable source. 

Now we know, in a rule of three sum, that three 
terms are given to find the fourth. It may be the 
three first terms to find the fourth, or it may be the 
first, second and fourth to find the third. To give 
only the first two terms and omit the third would 
make the sum an impossible one, unless the missing 
term were considered a certain fixed number, or 
guessed at. This is exactly what has happened. I 
have been supplied with the first two terms, and 
asked to find the fourth, the third term (the period of 
gestation) I have either had to consider a fixed 
period, viz., ten lunar months, or to guess at it. 
Hence it will be seen that I have been entirely in the 
dark as to whether the cases have been normal ten 
months’ cases, resolved by the formula to.L. + or — x, 
according to the order ot the epoch, or whether they 
have been short or long periods, regulated by a 
certain variation of the formula. The period of 
gesiation varies, and, unless the information is stated, 
then any test becames inconclusive and illogical. 
The want of this particular information has made it 
necessary for me, in some ofthe cases, to indicate an 
alternative time for the epoch, a short period agree- 
ing in some, and a longer period in others. These, 
however, were only named to show the absolute neces- 
sity for this period of gestation being noted. 

Whether I have succeeded or not. one thing will 
be emphatically disproved, viz., Raphael’s conten- 
tion that the epoch cannot show the period of gesta- 
tion. I donot suppose that I have been successful in 
all the cases, but where | have failed, it will be owing 
entirely to the want of this particular information. 

I will now give brief details of the ten cases sub- 
mitted, together with my deductions. To save 
repetition, the first case took place at Radstock, 
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The Prenatal Epoch Tests. 


Lat. 51.18 N., Long. 2.27 W., and the other nine in 
Lat. 52.48 N., Long. 1.25 E. I am also informed by 
Raphael that the epochs occurred in the same 
locality as the births. 1 may also mention that, in 
dealing with these cases, I have taken the new sex 
degrees as given by Sepharial in ‘‘ Cosmic Symbol- 
ism,” and not the Sephirothal cadence, as used in 
previous illustrations in these pages. I have not yet 
come to a final decision as to which are right, but I 
have chosen the new arrangement in order to test 
their verity. The following are the cases: 

No. 1. June 4th, 1886, 11 p.m. Ascendant v? 25°, 
D16°0' œ. The ascendant is in a female degree, 
and the Moon, just below the descendant, increasing 
in light. This very first case brings up the question 
of the period of gestation. A regular epoch, giving 
13 days over the normal period, does not confirm the 
birth time. As the Moon is increasing and in a 
non-sex degree, its place must rise at the epoch, and 
we must, therefore, assume a short period, bring- 
ing the epoch to September 18th, 1885, making 
the birth time 2$ minutes later and showing the sex 
to be female. 

No. 2. september 22nd, 1895, 3.20 p.m. The 
Moon is above and increasing and in a female degree. 
The ascendant is 19? vp, p 20? 55' m. The position 
of the Moon shows that it may be regular, less than 
the normal, but it also shows it may be irregular. 
Here again it is necessary to know the period. We 
can only assume it to be regular, as it confirms the 
birth time within 31 seconds. The sex is female. 

No. 3. September 14th, 1898, 8.25 a.m. The 
Moon is in Virgo 2‘, above, increasing, and male. A 
regular epoch of the first order shows the birth time 
to be only two seconds out and gives the female sex. 

No. 4. October gth, 1899, 2.9 a.m. The ascen- 
dant is Virgo 3°, male. {he Moon is in f 5° 58’ 
below, increasing, and male. The time being given 
to odd minutes, leads one to suppose that it was 
carefully noted, but this particular case emphatically 
proves the impossibility of determining the date of the 
epoch, without knowing the period of gestation. 
Both factors being in male degrees, a normal 
epoch will retain the same sex, but it throws the 
birth time entirely out, and must therefore be dis- 
carded. The alternative is one regulated by a 
long period giving epoch on December 18th, 1898, 
with ascendant male, Moon in a female degree and 
female quadrant, hence denoting the female sex. It 
gives a difference of less than five minutes from the 
observed time. 

No. 5. January 25th, 1902, 10.0 p.m. Ascendant, 
in the third degree of Libra, male. Moon in the last 
degree of Leo, above and decreasing. Taken as a 
normal case, it gives epoch on April 17th, with 
ascendant in Aries, Moon's place setting. Sex is 
therefore female. 

No. 6. March roth, 1905, r.o a.m. Ascendant 
f 5°, Do? 10’ $, below and increasing, ascendant

in a male degree. Assuming this to be a normal 
epoch, we find this occurs on May 29th, 19o4 It 
gives male sex. 

No. 7. November 12th, 1906, 3.45 a.m. Ascen- 
dant 12? 30' =, female. Moon 21° 53' ny. Above 
and decreasing. Here again the lack of the vital 
information respecting the period of gestation renders 
the calculation purely conjectural. We find an 
irregular epoch on January 29th with the Moon in 
Aries 9° 56'. It gives the male sex, but throws the 
birth time some 15 minutes out A short period 
epoch taken to February 26th, gives Aries 11° Ó', 
much nearer the time, but does not alter the sex. 

No. 8. September 15th, 6.20 p.m. Ascendant 
1° 5o' P, female. Mcon 2" 42' n below, decreasing 
and female. This epoch is less than the normal, on 
December 27th, Moon's place rising, Moon in 
descendant. It alters the birth time about two and 
a half minutes, and gives the male sex, in spite of both 
factors being in female degrces. 


No. 9. August 16th, 1910, noon. Ascendant 
Scorpio 8", male. Moon o* 29’ v? below, increasing 
and male. Assuming this to be a normal case, a 


regular epoch does not confirm the time. Both 
factors being in male degrees, would, if regular, 
determine it to be of the male sex, and this is shown 
in an epoch for December 9th, and gives time as 
1 minute 39 seconds earlier. 

No. 1o. May 14th, 1903, 0.30 p.m. Ascendant 
"p 9^. Moon ff 26° 21' below and decreasing. 
Neither factors are in sex degrees. A regular epoch 
would be less than the normal, but it yields nothing 
near the time. A short period shows the Moon in 
a female quadrant, giving that sex. 

Fuller details were given to Raphael, including 
exact data of the epoch and rectified birth time. 
The following is his reply :— 

Dear Sir, — With reference to my letter in THE 
MESSENGER for November, page 39, and Mr. 
Bailey's reply in the December issue, page 43. I 
submitted to that gentleman the following times of 
birth for him to state the sex. As the parents of 
these children were living near a railway station 
at the time, 1 have every confidence that the hour 
of birth was correctly noted regret that the 
* guarantee" which Mr. Bailey gave has not turned 
out altogether satisfactory. In tive cases he is cor- 
rect, in the other five heis wrong. Strange to say, in 
some of the cases, he says it is necessary to know 
the period of gestation, although in his acceptance 
of the test he undertook not ouly to name the sex, 
but to give the period of gestation. In his letter 
to me, accompanying these investigations. he 
says: ‘‘] have gone to some amount of trouble, 
but have been handicapped by the lack of one 
essential factor, viz., the period of gestation." He 
further says: “this one factor is the essential in 
arriving at the correct epoch, and, therefore, the 
correct sex." This statement appears to me to be 
extraordinary in view of what is stated on page 43 
of your Magazine, and seems to corroborate my 
previous letter as to the impossibility of finding the 
period of gestation by the method adopted by 
i een and Mr. Bailey. 

have never denied that there is a prenatal 
epoch, but what I say is, that Sepharial's method 
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is not correct. I have more to say on this subject, 
but will defer it until next month. —RAPHAEL.

No. 1. June 4th, 1886, 11.0 p.m. By the epoch 
Mr. Bailey makes this rth. 2m. 23s. pm., and 
says it is a regular epoch of the third order and 
shows the female sex, which is incorrect. 

No. 2. September 22nd, 1895, 3.20 p.m. By the 
epoch Mr. Bailey makes it 3h. 10m. 29s. p.m., and 
says it is a regular epoch of the first order, and 
shows the female sex, which is correct. 

No. 3. September 14th, 1898, 8.25 a.m. The 
epoch makes the time the same, and it is stated to 
be a regular epoch of the second order, and shows 
the female sex, which is correct. 

No. 4. October oth. 1899, 2h. gm. a.m. By the 
epoch Mr. Bailey makes the time 2h. 4m. 358. a.m., 
and says it is a difficult case, and **shows the 
necessity of knowing the gestative period'' before 
attempting to deduce the * sex." The result yields 
a female birth, which is incorrect. 

No. s. January 25th, 1902, 10.0 p.m. By the 
epoch Mr. Bailey makes the hour gh. 45m. 445. 
pm., and says it is a regular epoch of the first 
order, and givesthe sex as female, which is incorrect. 
He adds '* assuming a normal period of pregancy.’ 

No. 6. March ioth, 1905, 1.0 a.m. The epoch 
makes it oh. 55m. 53s. a.m. The sex is male, 
which is correct. 

No. 7. November t2th, 1906, 3.45 a.m. The 
epoch makes it 3h. łom. 52s. a.m., and the sex is 
stated to be mule, which is incorrect. Mr. Bailey 
adds, “if, however, we take a shorter period of 
pregancy and take the epoch to February 26th, a 
regular epoch is obtained, but in this case the sex 
is not altered. 

No. 8. September 15th, 1908, 6.20 p.m. Mr 
Bailey says, '' this is another case where the period 
of pregancy is an essential factor, it is an irregular 
epoch controlled by sex, hence a male birth, which 
is correct. 

No. 9. August 16th, igio, noon. The epoch 
makes it 11h. 58m. 4s. a.m., and the sex male, 
which 1s incorrect. 

No. 10. May 14th, 1903, 0.30 p.m. Mr. Bailey 
says, ‘‘ this is another case where it is essential for 
the gestative period to be known. It is evidently 
a short period of the female sex, which is correct. 


The result of the tests ts what I expected, and ina 
great measure is satisfactory to me, as it has opened 
up the very question which Raphael contends is 
impossible, viz., for the epoch to determine the 
period of gestation. 


On receiving the results this morning (Jan. 12th), 
I was taken greatly by surprise on reading Raphael’s 
statement that I had suaranteed to determine the 
period of gestation. l was even more surprised, on 
turning to page 43. December issue, to find that this 
statement had been made, but I am completely at a 
loss to under-tand how the words ‘‘and the period of 
gestation" came to be inserted. It was the last 
thing I intended to guarantee, and all the time I 
had been working in complete ignorance that the 
stateinent had been made. 
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The test offered by Raphael in his letter, (page 
39. November issue) was that I should name the sex 
of ten horoscopes, and in the first paragraph of my 
acceptance, page 43. I stated that I had “ no hesita- 
tion in accepting the proposed test of naming the 
sex of ten horoscopes from their epochs.” No refe- 
rence was made to stating the period of gestation; and 
also in the last paragraph I repeated my acceptance 
of the test suggested by Raphael. It is true I

special reports on the “Silver Key”

So far, then, we have come to the prac- 
tical point of proving astrology is a manner 
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suggested that the cases should be used for deter- 
mining the period of gestation, but this was not 
accepted by Raphael. I can truthfully say that I had 
not tbe slightest intention of guaranteeing to name 
the period ot gestation, and was completely unaware 
until this morning that it had so been stated. 

In the next issue I shall give a detailed examina- 
tion of the five incorrect cases, and shall await 
Raphael's further comments with interest.

that is at once convincing and useful. 
When I have got as far as arresting the 
attention of the man who is out for know- 
ledge, I shall probably be able to interest 
that man and go with him a long way. Of 
course, there must always be the inevitable 
parting of the ways sooner or later, but that 
only happens when we come to the limit of 
our mutual power to communicate and to 
receive. To make astrology of interest to 
the average wayfarer appears to me to bean 
important work, maugre the superior atti- 
tude of some of my theosophic friends who 
are only acquainted with astrology as à 
theory.

There has been a good deal of theorising 
on the part of various authorities regarding 
the probable duration of the earth as a 
habitable planet. One authority says that it 
will continue for five million years, another 
that it will last for fifteen millions. A few 
millions more or less ought not to disturb 
us seriously, seeing that the average man is 
quite content with the view that the earth 
has so far existed only for some four thousand 
years, and shows every likelihood of holding 
together for the comparatively few years he 
is expected to make use of it, but to those 
who are in the habit of thinking in cycles and 
millenia the difference is great. It is especi- 
ally significant when looked at from the 
point of view of the physicist, and when it 
is known that it represents an estimate of 
the calorific power of the Sun, it becomes 
puerile and absurd. 

Consequently, I addressed a letter to the 
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Editor of The E-press, and although it was 
thought quite proper to insert the ridiculous 
statements referred to, a discussion of the 
premisses was deemed without public interest. 
The following is a copy of the letter 
embodying my viewpoint : 
“ To the Editor of The Express. 
* SIR —In common with your correspondent. 
H. Lewis Boyton, I had observed that periods of 
five and fifteen million years had respectively been 
given as the probable duration of life on the earth, 
and had wondered how authorities came to such 
definite conclusions from the single fact of the 
cooling down of the Sun. Apart from the obvious 
fact that the remission of the Sun's heat is not 
even approximately calculable, there are two fac- 
tors which the authorities referred to have left 
eutirely out of sight, and which may serve to 
prolong indefinitely the possible period of the 
Earth's habitability. The first fact is that the 
slowing down of the Earth on its axis will lengthen 
the Sun's apparent transit over every part of the 
Earth's surface, thus giving the same amount of 
heat in the course of a longer day. The second 
fact is the gradual approach of the Earth to the 
Sun, by which the solar energy is proportionately 
increased in its effects. Instances of both these 
facts are already before us. Jupiter, a compara- 
tively young planet still in a state of flux, revolves 
on its axis in about ten hours. Our Moon, a body 
which has gone through its entire course and has 
reached absolute zero, revolves on its axis once in 
twenty-seven days and about eight hours. This is 
an instance of the first fact. The second fact is 
shown by the change in the eccentricity of the 
planet's orbits, wnich proves that some of the 
planets are receding trom the Sun and others 
approaching it. Stars are white, yellow, and red 
according to their relative ages. Our Sun 1s in 
the yellow or middle-aged class of stars. Who 
knows the secret of life? The Sun may renew its 
youth again like the Phoenix at Heliopolis. 
“ Yours etc." 


When studying subjects of such magni- 
tude as the duration of the solar system, it 
is just as well that we should include all the 
factors. It should be remembered that 
neither Copernicus, Tycho, Kepler, nor 
Bruno were thanked for disturbing the con- 
clusions of orthodox science, and modern 
innovators are not more welcome than they. 

* * * 

During the past few years, in fact since 
the general dissemination of unedited theo- 
sophical teachings, there has been a tendency 
on the part of students of astrology to 
reverse the names and functions of the 
planets Venus and Mercury, and some 
students have gone so far as to transpose 
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their longitudes in horoscopes. This, I 
think, requires a note of explanation and 
warning. I believe I am correctly informed, 
though I have not myself seen it in print, 
that the idea emanated from certain teach- 
ings of an esoteric character given out by 
Mr. A. P. Sinnett. Whether this be so or not. 
it is certainly the fact that the ‘ Mysteries 
of Sound and Number." to which Mr. 
Sinnett contributed an Introduction, con- 
tains the definite statement that the planet 
nearest the Sun is Venus, and that in the 
orbit between Venus and the Earth is 
Mercury, and we are given to understand 
that the transposition is in the nature of an 
occult * blind." What actually is the fact 
is that Madame Blavatsky, in her Esoteric 
Teachings. definitely placed the three highest 
principles—Atma, Buddhi, and Manas, 
against the symbols of the Sun, Venus, and 
Mercury respectively. In this scheme the 
Sun answers to the spiritual monad, Venus 
(nearest the Sun) to the spiritual intelligence, 
and Mercury to the rational principle. 
That is the beginning and end of the analogy. 
It was never suggested or thought for a 
moment that the planetary bodies going by 
those names held this cosinical relationship, 
and those who affirm that the ascriptions of 
Venus should be imposed on Mercury, and 
vice versa, and that the positions of these 
planets should be transposed in the ephemeris, 
should be in a position to say at what time 
in the history of ustromony such an inter- 
change was effected, and by whom and for 
what purpose. In the symbolical system 
we have the correspondences as follows: 
Atma—Sun, Buddhi—Venus, Manas—Mer- 
cury, Kama—Mars, Linga—Moon, Sthula— 
Saturn, and the auric body or amnion— 
Jupiter. But to suggest that these are 
more than symbolic, or that they have a 
cosmical correspondence, is to infer some- 
thing for which there is absolutely no 
authority whatsoever. It would have been 
equally valid to have employed the seven 
notes of the gamut or the seven colours of 
the spectrum, or even the seven primary 
metals for the same purpose, but who would 
be foolish enough to suggest that the pro- 
perties of copper (Venus) are really those of 
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quicksilver (Mercury)? Yet this is actually 
what is advocated when students revise our 
ephemeris and place Mercury in a map of 
the heavens where Venus should be. For 
every astrologer knows that the directions 
of the significators to the body and aspects 
of Venus are attended by events of the 
nature of Venus—matters relating to love, 
marriage, offspring, pleasures, enjoyment, 
social and domestic affairs—while the direc- 
tions of the same to Mercury are in line 
with the traditional characteristics of “ the 
messenger of the gods," who gave his name 
to trade and commerce, and came to be 
regarded as the universal interpreter. This 
point I have referred to and made as clear as 
possible in “Cosmic Symbolism,” but if 
things that are used symbolically are to be 
taken by the student ‘as material facts, it 
would appear that there is great danger in 
carrying symbolism too far. 
* * * 

I have received & very courteous and 
generous letter from Captain Walrond, the 
famous American astrologer, in reference to 
my recent comments on published extracts 
of his work on market forecasts. It 
appears that these instructions were pub- 
lished some forty years ago, and it is claimed 
that they have been used satisfactorily. So 
much the better. What I wanted to say 
when I wrote my criticism was that it would 
be foolish to rely on the mere latitude of the 
Moon for the fluctuations of stock and share 
prices, because the Moon’s latitude changes 
regularly every fortnight. When I said that 
the planets do affect the fluctuations of the 
markets because they act upon human 
minds, I did not specify the Moon. All 
planets have this effect. Much else that 
was said by me was not intended to be in 
any way & commentary on Captain Wal- 
rond's observation, but was rather advanced 
as an opinion of my own. The veteran as- 
trologer is “ up in the seventies " as he tells 
me, and his opinion is & mature one in mat- 
ters astrological. Consequently, I suspect 
that the bare statement of the fact that the 
Moon’s latitude affects the fluctuations of 
the markets is inadequate, though perhaps 
true as far as it goes, and capable of correct 
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application in the light of further knowledge, 
which does not transpire in the article to 
which I took exception. That the latitude 
of the Moon cannot be in any sense a final 
factor, is shown by the fact that while 
American Rails are going up other markets 
are frequently falling, and if we were to 
apply this factor alone to several markets 
simultaneously, e.g., Oils, Rubber, British 
Rails, American Rails, and the mining 
market, we should be “ up against trouble," 
as I have said. 

According to Benner, the American mar- 
ket is largely controlled by the price of iron, 
which is, of course, the premier industry in 
the States, and the United States Steel Cor- 
poration is the biggest combination of capi- 
tal in the world. Onecan understand, there- 
fore, that the price of iron may well be a 
great controlling factor in the trade condition 
of the country. Now Benner's figures show 
that iron follows a periodicity of rise and 
fall in the following sequence: 9, 8, 7, 9, 11, 
10 years, the interval of 9, 7, 11 years mark- 
ing the lowest points in the price of iron, 
and S, 9, 10, marking the highest points. 
We are now nearing one of the lowest 
points, which is due in 1915. This syn- 
chronises with the transit of Saturn through 
Gemini during the years 1913-14, which is 
calculated to depress American trade, and to 
produce a series of national disasters. as 
readers of my “ Law of Values” will under- 
stand. Benner also shows that cycles of 16, 
18, 20 years coincide with panics, and these 
figures are just those which Captain Walrond 
has given as significant of great fluctuations. 

The question now arises as to whether 
these periods, which total to 54 years, are in 
any way connected with the eclipse cycle of 
18 years, 10 days; 36 years, 20 days; 54 
years, 1 month? On the other hand, they 
may be associated with the cycle of 19 years, 
the Metonic cycle, after which the Sun and 
Moon form their configurations about the 
same day every month. A consideration of 
the factors would show that if there be any 
association of the astronomical fact with 
the fluctuations of the markets in connec- 
tion with the latitude of the Moon, the Dra- 
conic cycle of 18 years, 10 days, must be at 
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the root of the matter, for we find that 
242 Draconic months— 18y. 10d. 81h. 
223 Lunations =1Sy. 10d. 8h. (nearly) 

19 Sun con. Node —18y.10d.19h. ,, 
Thus the Moon's nodes, the conjunction of 
the luminaries, and the return of the Sun to 
the same node of the Moon, recur after an 
average period of 18 years, 10 days, 12 hours 
(nearly). These factors do not come into 
operation together during the 19 years cycle, 
but, as I have pointed out, the Moon's lati- 
tude is the same at any phase every 19 
years, and as the phases recur on the same 
dates every 19 years, the fact should be sig- 
nificant indeed if the Moon's latitude has 
any effect on the fluctuations of prices. 
Now if any student will take the trouble, as 
I have done, to trace the weekly averages 
over a period of 19 years, and set against 
each week the Moon's change of latitude, 
he will be as convinced as I myself that the 
Moon is no sure guide to anything but a 
public institution, such as a lunatic asylum 
or the workhouse. Saying which I have 
said all that I think necessary in the interests 
of my readers. 

* * * 

Students will have observed that the indi- 
cators of the Mexican Revolution given in 
. my “ Law of Values" (page 75) are Uranus 
and Neptune, in opposition from the signs 
Capricorn and Cancer, the opposing planets 
occupying 22 degrees of the respective signs. 
When Mars came to the opposition of the 
place of Uranus at this epoch in the twenty- 
second degree of Cancer in November last, 
and again retrograded over the same point 
in December, the Rebels began to move 
actively against the Mexicau Government, 
and at the same time there was fomented in 
South Africa. governed by Cancer, an indus- 
trial strike, which arose from alleged cruel- 
ties to Indian workmen, and extended to 
other sections of the community. Finally 
the whites organised a railway strike, which 
has set the whole of South Africa in a fer- 
ment, and the demoralising effect upon the 
native mind threatens to involve the country 
in civil war. The development of affairs 
reached an acute stage when Mars came to 
the opposition of the Sun on January 5th. 
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It wil be observed that Mars continues to 
transit the sign Cancer until the end of 
April so that we may expect a series of 
further troubles from this source.

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R. E. H. Bailey was born in the 
ID East of Kent, on November 29th, 
1876. Asa boy he was of a studi- 

ous nature, quick at learning, and 
possessing mental abilities above the average. 
At the age of 13 he achieved special distinc- 
tion in an exami- 
nation in reli- 
gious subjects, 
coming out 8th 
on the list, and 
in the following 
year he improved 
on this in the 
same  examina- 
tion by taking 
the 2nd place. 
This distinction 
was all the more 
remarkable, as he 
was the first and 
only scholar in 
the school he at- 
tended to attain 
Honours in this 
particular annual 
examination. He 
commenced the 
study of Astro- 
logy at the early 
age of 13, and it 
soon became the 
one absorbing 
study of his life. 
At the age of 
144 he entered 
the service of the 
Clerk to the 
Guardians of the 
Union in which his home was situated, and 
strange though it may seem, it was this 
event which gave the impetus to his Astro- 
logical studies. His principal was the 
Superintendent Registrar of the district, and 
it was one of his duties to make extracts 
from, and indices of, the registers of births

and deaths. One day, in making an extract 
for an elderly person. he found that the time 
of birth had been given, and a great many 
other entries in the same book had the 
similar details given. This led him to an 
examination of other books, with the result 
that he found it 
had been a regu- 
lar custom in the 
early days of the 
Registration Act 
to give the time 
of birth of all 
children. This 
fact was no soon- 
er realised, than 
he commenced to 
make a tabula- 
tion of all cases 
where the time 
had been noted, 
and by means of 
the indices, was 
able to trace the 
entries of all 
those who had 
died, together 
with the actual 
cause of death, 
as certified by 
the doctor in at- 
tendance. As this 
work could only 
be done at odd 
moments, it took 
a very long time, 
and after com- 
pleting this he 
started on the 
tabulation of all twin and multiple births 
(the time of which was always given), noting 
all cases where one or more had died. The 
result of this work gave him upwards of five 
hundred authentic births of people who had 
died, and a much lager number of twin births. 

At the age of 18 he obtained a certificate

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from the Kent County Council for passing 
an examination in plant life and the diseases 
of plants. He also possesses four certificates 
for examinations in religious subjects, and 
two others for shorthand (one illuminated, 
gained in open competition). The ability and 
honours in science and religion are due to the 
configuration of the Sun, Mercury and Jupiter 
in the ninth house of his horoscope, ruling 
these subjects.

development of the Lunar synodic revolution, 
& theory which he has further developed 
since that time. A further article on 
“Astrology and Mathematics" appeared a 
year later. His next publication was 
“ Astrological Students’ Ephemeris," which 
appeared for two years, but was discontinued 
owing to lack of necessary time for its pre- 
paration. His next work was ‘The 
Principles of Directing " a serial of some con- 
siderable length, which brought much com- 
mendation and some criticism. A series of 
monographs on the horoscopes of the various 
European Monarchs, under the title of 
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months it was a 
brilliant success, and several of the special 
articles therein were reprinted in pamphlet 
form. Ten thousand copies of one of these 
pamphlets were sold, and over eight hundred 
of three others. Owing to his accident he 
suffered a rather severe reversal of fortune, 
and for two years was in somewhat low 
water. In the summer of 1907 the luck 
turned. He received another literary appoint- 
ment, which he still holds, and commenced 
another Astrological scheme, which proved 
so extensive that, in addition to engaging a 
staff of typists, he took offices in a country 
town in order to provide accommodation. I 
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was then, being dissatisfied with the loose 
and questionable methods of giving test 
horoscopes, he conceived the iden of giving a 
full five shilling reading for a shilling. This 
was started in Orp Moore’s MouTHLY 
MESSENGER, and, as a tribute to this perio- 
dical, it is placed on record that, in less than 
three years, upwards of two thousand people, 
from all quarters of the globe, availed them- 
selves of this offer. The great mental strain, 
however, proved too much, and he was forced 
to relinquish this scheme and abandon the 
greater part of his professional work. In 
1912 he re-entered his original profession, 
obtaining a permanent appointment, and 
was promoted to a more responsible post in 
1913. He has, at present, given up public 
professional work, only undertaking special 
commissions, and devoting all his spare time 
to literary work. 

Unlike other Astrologers, he has not yet 
published any works on the science, but he 


has done an immense amount of spade work, : 


and several publications which have appeared 
are practically all his own original work. 
During the last eight years he has been 
engaged in preparing an important and 
collossal work on the science, and arrange- 
ments are already settled for its early publi- 
cation. As an Astrologer, he is a strong 
advocate for the scientific development of 
the science, and an equally strong supporter 
of such modern developments as the pre- 
natal epoch, progressive directions, post-natal, 
prenatal and epochal, the lunar equivalent 
and diurnal horoscope, some of which he 
was fully conversant with before they were 
made public. He has made some astonishing 
discoveries in connection with lunar periods, 
and the numerical (Kaballistic) value of 
names in connection with horoscopes. These 
are shortly to be published in these pages. 
He is an assiduous worker, with an enor- 
mous amount of perseverance and persistent 
effort, and being endowed with an abundance 
of internal force, can work for hours at a 
stretch without apparent effort. At the 
same time he is remarkably versatile, can 
deal with several different subjects at the 
same time, and change from one to the other 
with lightning rapidity. It is pleasing to 
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note that he is now under a series of remark- 
ably benefic directions, extending over a 
period of twelve years, which are bound to 
bring him to the forefront in the Astrological 
world.

The middle of Pisces is ascending, Saturn 
being in the second degree of that sign. The 
Moon and Neptune are conjoined in the 
second house. The Sun in the ninth is con- 
junction and parallel Mercury and Jupiter, 
square Saturn, and bi-quintile Neptune. 
Mercury, also in the ninth, js parallel Jupiter 
and square Saturn. Venus and Mars, in 
conjunction in the eighth house, are both 
trne Saturn and opposition Neptune. 
Jupiter, in the ninth, is bi-quintile Neptune 
in the second, and Saturn has the sextile 
aspect with the latter planet. 

Saturn rising in Pisces denotes an indus- 
trious, self-reliant, patient, and persevering 
nature, contemplative, and a deep thinker. 

Jupiter (ruler of the nativity) in Sagit- 
tarius, conjunction the Sun and Mercury, 
makes him fiery, enthusiastic, impulsive, and 
outspoken, and gives an enterprising, inde- 
pendent, ambitious and somewhat restless 
disposition, with deep sympathies and purity 
of mind. 

The mentality is an exceptional one, for 
Mercury (ruler of the third) is in the ninth 
house, conjunction the Sun and Jupiter. The 
native is, therefore, broadminded, deductive, 
methodical, philosophical, and introspective. 
He will always go straight to the point, 
having a dislike for “ beating about the 
bush” methods. As Saturn is in square to 
Mercury, he will be inclined to turn too stern 
an eye on any adverse criticism to which he 
may be subjected, and by speaking his mind 
too freely may give offence (9 in f). His 
success in Ástrology and other occult studies 
is due to the triple conjunction of Jupiter, 
the Sun, and Mercury, this being one of the 
best positions for advance along the highest 
lines of thought. 
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Venus (ruler of the second house) in con- 
junction with Mars and trine Saturn, is 
good for financial gain, but the opposition of 
Neptune —conjoined with the Moon in the 
second—thereto, denotes loss through the 


underhand methods of others, and much: 


fluctuation in money matters. The best 
testimony in this horoscope for worldly gain 
and pecuniary benefits, is the conjunction of 
the Sun with Jupiter, and this position will 
keep him out of danger financially. 

He is fairly strong constitutionally (© d 
X). Cold taken at the feet, however, would 
probably result in a long and tedious illness, 
as Saturn (in X) is square the major luminary. 
The throat isa weak spot ( d Yin 8, ¥ 8 
d and $), and is liable to become inflamed 
and troublesome if too much speaking is 
indulged in. 

Many friends are indicated, mostly older 
than the native (h ruler of llth, ^ d and ?, 
and * V). He should take great care, how- 
ever, in the choice of friends, for more than 
one wolf will come to him in sheep's cloth- 
ing (^, ruler of 11th and 12th, O 9, ruler 
of the 7th). 

As Venus is conjoined with Mars in the 
eighth house, he will lean towards the 
practical side of occultism, and that which is 
demonstrable in every-day life will claim his 
first attention. ‘The ruler of the tenth in 
the ninth, clearly indicates the profession 
for which he is fitted, and, although he is at 
present retired from Astrological work in 
this direction, it is very probable that he 
will make use of Astrology as a profession 
yet again during his career. I am sure all 
readers of THE MESSENGER will join with 
me in wishing him all prosperity in the 
future.

INCE I voiced the statement that in my opinion 
the planets did not cause, but merely sym- 
bolized, events, and gave an illustration in 
in support of my view, a mass of correspon- 
dence has reached me which shows that stu- 

dents aretaking a keen intellectual interest in the 
problems of life and mind. Perhaps the best way of 
dealing with the more important of these communi- 
cations is to reproduce them literally and to offer my 
comments as an appendix to each of them. The 
first reads as follows : 

“ Sepharial says that we cannot say that the 
planets ‘cause’ or ‘make’ certain qualities, or 
bring about certain conditions, as death, etc. But 
does not Sepharial continually say as much all 
through his works and articles on astrology, as in 
the Manual where it is said that Jupiter, Mars, 
etc., produce, give, etc., specific qualities ? '' 

Undoubtedly, I have said that the planets pro- 
duce and give certain effects and qualities of mind, 
but in so saying it is understood, is it not, that it 
is a four parler merely, and not a philosophical or 
scientific rendering of the abosolute fact—as if one 
should speak of '' sunrise,” or the ‘lapse of time,” 
when it is commonly understood among thinking 
people that these are mere terms having relation to 
apparent effects. 

“I realise that he believes the planets affect 
us ‘in terms of ourselves,’ but even so, are not 
these terms or conditions imposed by the planets 
themselves ? ” 

As to our bodies, we are certainly compounded 
of cosmic elements, and therefore are subject to the 
action of the planets according to their relative 
strength or admixture in each of us, and this may be 
regarded as the personal ‘‘ complexion,” or coloured 
screen, through which the individual or intelligence 
manifests. It cannot. however, be said that this 
individuality is caused by the planets, since it is, in 
our Scheme of thought. an immaterial and imperish- 
able essence or manifestation of the Universal Mind. 
To speak of that which is superior to the perishable 
worlds as ‘‘ sublunary,’’ or subject to cosmical and 
planetary influence, is to destroy entirely all concep- 
tion of the individual as an evolving and responsible 
unit of consciousness. 

“ It is by the abstract planetary conditions that 
the concrete subjective condition of ‘terms within 
us, is known or affected, and would not then 
the planets cause or make certain conditions ? "' 

Here I fail to follow. I know nothing of “ ab- 
stract planetary conditions,’’ nor can I conceive of a 
'* concrete '’ subjective condition. When we speak 
of the planet Saturn in the sign Taurus producing 
certain effects or characteristics, we are surely 
allowing a tacit admission of event as effect and 
character as expression. When, however, we ob- 
serve that Mars conjunction Mercury, for instance, 
produces in one man a malicious destructive ten- 
dency, and in another instance zeal and enthusiasm 
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merely, we see at once that individuality counts for 
a great deal, and what we call character is the ex- 
pression of the individual evolution status in terms of 
environment. In fact, before we can interpret 
planetary influence at all we have to know what 
degree of individuality underlies the particular 
personality with whose environment we are dealing. 
Any astrologer will certify the fact that Neptune 
conjunction Venus does not produce a musical 
genius every time it occurs in a horoscope, but it 
always indicates a fine sense of rhythm. Here l 
should observe that in the use of the word *' pro- 
duce" I am employing a general term as if one 
should say a machine is capable of *' producing ’’ 
six thousand newspapers per hour, or that a red ray 
through a blue glass ‘ produces ” purple. 

* If I ask an unscientific person, Where is the 
colour of a flower? he answers, Why in the flower, 
of course! Whereas the trained scientific mind 
knows that it is nothing of the sort. For colour is 
not an entity but rather a state of consciousness 
within the mind. But the cause of the colour is in 
the molecules of the flower which in turn produce 
certain vibrations on the retina, and thereby affec 
the consciousness, but the flower had to be the 
‘cause’ or there would be no consciousness of 
colour. Kant, in his Cretigue of Pure Reason, 
says: 'lcreate the world about me; the objects 
are states of consciousness which my mind has 
created.’ Yes, but were there no objects in the 
abstract, where would the consciousness of those 
very subjects which he comprehends (creates) 
come from? The subjective is produced by the 
help of the objective” 

From this conclusion I wholly dissent. In the 
first place there can be no “objects in the abstract." 
The objective world is the concrete phenomenal 
world, the abstract is the subjective noumenal world. 
1 believe that Kant in his assumption of the pure 
Vedantic conception of the universe as a mayavic 
mind-product is essentially correct. But this meta- 
physic is a little beyond the limit required by our 
controversy, which merely seeks to determine whether 
the planets cause or indicate. If they cause, then 
events should be absolutely predicable, and we 
should accept fatalism without any qualification 
whatsoever. 

“ls it not manifest, then, that where the terms 
within us make the proper conditions, they must of 
necessity also be affected by some abstract in- 
fluence (cause) of the planets? I hold, therefore, 
that it is proper to say Mars ‘makes. Jupiter 
‘causes’ Venus ‘gives,’ ‘produces,’ etc.” 
Yours, etc., C. I. Althouse. 

The terms within us are not produced by planetary 
action, but are the consciousness-production due to 
our individual evolution. Either the mind is wholly 
the product of interplanetary action or it is a thing 
apart. If it is produced by planetary action then it 
is wholly subject to it, and we are faced with the 
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anomaly of an effect comprehending its own cause ! 
I rather hold the view that the individual mind is a 
specialized centre of consciousness in the Universal 
Mind, that it creates its own phenomena, and can 
uncreate the same by reversion to its source. This 
concept is at the back of the religious idea, and 
forms the basis of all mystical philosophy. If we 
reward the Universe as Symbol, we must regard 
every part of it as symbolical. No philosopher has 
contemplated the Universe as Cause, and, therefore, 
we cannot regard any part of it as causative in a 
primary sense. 

Mr. David Sansom, writes:—‘‘ Although we 
may, by means of Astrology, get some glimpses of 
possible happenings and thus be warned as it were 
of occurrences, I have never yet found such know- 
ledge available as a means to avoid or prevent or 
alter that which we are fated to undergo."' 

The whole question is begged in the concluding 
words. The question before us is whether we are 
fated or not. The main statement rather supports 
my view that causes are in ourselves and not in the 
planets atall. They may act in the nature of external 
stimuli, but it is we who respond to their action ; and 
the fact that the writer has not found the means of 
avoiding that which is signified by the planets does 
not infer that avoidance is impossible. Rather it in- 
dicates that he personally is not capable of effective 
appeal to that which within himself is supercosmical, 
and to which the “happenings” are altogether 
phenomenal and extraneous. Ifthe planets affected 
us as noumena they would continue to do so after ex- 
carnation, and ultimately the spiritual world would 
be subject to the phenomenal world, a concept alto- 
gether subversive of the religious idea, in that it 
would make the material world causative to the 
spiritual. 

“ Henceanti-astrologers seem undoubtedly right 
in their viewthat that which happens must happen, 
and that there are no known means of diverting 
the fate iroevocably set.” 

Of course, if they take this view of the relations 
of the phenomenal and noumenal, they are un- 
doubtedly right. But the question remains with us 
as to what is the right viewpoint. To say that a 
thing is red because some see it so, while others see 
it as green, appears to be giving away the whole 
ground of debate. I admit the “ hence"! if I admit 
the premiss—which most certainly [ do not. 

“ [f astrology enabled its practitioners to obviate 
the sinister aspects or increase the benefic ones, 
some results would be worth the attention of aspi- 
rants, but I do not remember a single case where 
a horoscopical prediction has enabled me to nego- 
tiate the catastrophe.” 

It appears that man is able to avoid a great 
deal of the good that benefic aspects are presumed to 
import, what therefore hinders that he should also 
avoid the evil that bad aspects signify ? I regard 
man as master of his fate when he is master of him- 
self, and nothing short of this. His fate is in him- 
self. To quote a well-considered phrase: '* It is not 
in our stars but in ourselves that we are underlings." 
He incarnates at that moment when the cosmical 
vibrations syntonise with his inherent nature a'id ac- 
quired tendencies (skandhas), but because the plane- 
tary disposition at that moment symbolises such 
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character and tendencies, it cannot therefore be logi- 
cally assumed that they cause them. 

“Of what use, then, is Astrology in human 

affairs ? ^ 

'To those who can read its message it is useful to 
the end of self-guarding and self.expression. It 
teaches us concerning acquired tendencies, concern- 
ing inherent faculty, and how best we can employ 
our powers to the setvice of ourselves as members of 
a community, and thus how best to serve the race to 
which we belong. The author of *' Hamlet'' had 
some sense of the Higher Self in man when he put it 
into the mouth of Polonius to say: '' This above all, 
to thine own self be true, and it must follow, as the 
night the day, thou canst not then do wrong to any 
man." As to predicable events, I think I am right 
in saying that no Astrologer would predict anything 
more than tendency or opportunity, save in regard to 
accidents, which are beyond the power of the indi- 
vidual to control. If you regard Saturn as evil, he 
is evil, because you realise in yourself his evil nature, 
a term, be it understood, that has a merely relative 
value and generally stands for personal discomfort. 
Yet Saturn is also the symbol of steadfastness, 
patience, endurance and profundity, which aie 
certainly not evil characteristics. You accept the 
doctrine that a square or opposition is intrinsically 
evil if you do not admit the power of conversion of 
forces. And seeing that the forces are all in yourself, 
and not in the planet, there is really no reason why 
you should dissent from the view that good and evil, 
as standing for comfort and discomfort in a purely 
mundane sense, are states related to your conscious- 
ness, and not condiuons pertaining to things in 
themselves. The man who is able to say: ‘‘ I sufer 
gladly” or ** What good I see I humbly seek to do,” 
is beyond the reach of square or sextile, trine or 
opposition. He is serving a higher destiny and 
obeying a higher law. If you determine that by 
incarnation he renders himself subject to physical 
laws, then you will concede that by excarnation he 
surmounts those laws and frees himself from their 
operation. Except we regard Mind as the product 
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of planetary influence, we cannot allow that the 
planets govern the mind, and, therefore, whatever 
Mars may impart into the life of one who is a slave 
of his senses —a groveller anja sensualist —we cannot 
predict the same results from the action of Mars in 
one whose mind has assumed the control. As we 
assume mastery over Nature's forces by diverting 
them to our use through a study of the laws con- 
trolling their operations, so the man who wishes to 
master his destiny does so, not by resisting the 
forces within himself, but by converting them. The 
engine-driver who runs against the signals is cour- 
ting disaster and death for himself and others, and 
unless we affirm that it is impossible for him to read 
and go by the signals, we recognise that they are 


useful The science of astrology teaches us how to 
read the signs and when to stop, slow down, or speed 
ahead. It does most positively enable us to avoid 
disasters of various kinds, and more especially such 
as would naturally arise from the unrestrained and 
indiscriminate play of our forces. To say that a 
mariner who sails by his chart cannot avoid the 
rocks is to affirm either that the chart is useless or 
that the man cannot control his vessel, in which case 
it were better that both were at the bottom of the 
deep sea.

Lessons in Temperament. |

LESSON V. 


MUSICAL TALENT CLASSIFIED ACCORDING TO THE 
THIRTEEN TYPES OF TEMPERAMENT. 


Explanation of signs: 7 indicates greater than, 

= indicates equal to. 

75. To most persons musie hath great charms, 
but strange as it may appear, all do not appreciate 
the art, To many, the sighing of the wind as it 
rusties through the tree-tops, 1s rapturous music to 
their souls, whilst others cannot comprehend any 
such appreciation. It is, therefore, folly to spend 
time, money, and energy in endeavouring to acquire 
the art, when the physiological and other conditions 
necessary to success are lacking. 

76. Every musician knows that much depends on 
the build of an instrument as to what kind of music 
can be produced, and granting this, will readily 
admit that likewise the build of a person or tempera- 


ment, as it is called, has a great deal to do with, 


musical talent. 

77. The type: of temperament indicate the direc- 
tion in which musical talents are manifested, the 
best vocalists usually having more of the mental and 
vital than the motive, and the best instrumentalists 
more of the mental and motive than the vital. 

78. Musical genius manifests itself in infancy, 
the harmony of sweet sounds not only pleasing the 
sense of hearing, but prompting a desire to produce 
similar sounds. Such children will have the brain 
centre of tune largely developed. It is large in 
Handel, Mozart, and Wagner, and all good musi- 
cians, as any reader may observe by looking at the 
portraits of musicians exhibited in the shop windows 
of music sellers. 

79. It does not necessarily follow that because 
parents are musical their children will be the same 
without any effort on their own part. The capacity 
to learn music is hereditary, and can be cultivated or 
restrained just as circumstances enforce. Thus it 
will be seen that a person with only average talent 
may with cultivation excel a person with superior 
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talent who has neglected to use that faculty. This is 
a universal law : neglect the use of your right arm 
and it will wither, whilst the left will strengthen with 
use. Every seed brings forth fruit after its own 
kind, though improvement can be made as the result 
of man's intelligence, and herein is our hope of 
improving not only plants and animals, but the 
human race. 

8o. lt is not absolutely necessary for a vocalist 
to understand the theory of music, though it is 
certainly advisable. The vocalist should possess a 
balance of the mental and vital system, with a little 
less of the motive. The rotary photographic series 
of photographs of Madame Albani, Madame Adeline 
Patti, Madame Clara Butt, and Madame Ada Crossley 
illustrate the fact that a prominent mental and vital 
system is essential to success. 

81. Other essential qualifications may be men- 
tioned to ensure success, such as a good-sized throat 
free from disease, wide nostrils, which increase and 
modify sound, fine texture hair and skin, free 
circulation, and ability to control the breathing in a 
proper manner, which should always be tnrough the 
the nose. 

82. The cultivation of music as an art has a 
refining influence on the character, bringing into 
activity powers which may otherwise remain dor- 
mant. For this reason it should find a place in our 
experience. But music need not always be asso- 
ciated with expensive instruments when the human 
voice is superior. 

83. The effect of music on the health has been 
proved to be beneficial. It soothes the jaded brain, 
drives care from the anxious soul, comforts the 
afflicted, and is a medicine for many ills. Singing 
strengthens the lungs, and thereby assists in preven- 
ting pulmonic complaints. Various complaints of the 
nervous system have also been relieved by the aid of 
music. 

84. Many other statements of an interesting 
character can be made from a more purely phreno- 
logical point of view, but it is outside the scope of our 
present studies. 
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85. The various types of temperament indicate 
the direction in which musical talents lie. 

86. Type I.—The Mental 7 Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament is usually associated with instrumentalists 
and composers rather than vocalists. Examples :— 
Grieg, Mozart, and Wagner. It should, however, be 
borne in mind that high-class vocalists are some- 
times found with this temperament, though their 
voices improve in “ mellowness ’’ and ‘‘ roundness ” 
in proportion as they cultivate the vital system. 
Madame Tetrazzini illustrates this fact. She was 
not recognised fully as a successful vocalist until the 
vital system was developed more in line with the 
mental system. 

87. Type II.—The Mental 7 Vital 7 Motive Tem- 
perament is specially suitable for the manifestation of 
soprano, mezzo-soprano, contralto, tenor and bass 
voices. In fact high-class vocalists with few excep- 
tions possess this temperament. Examples :— 
Madame Albani (soprano), Madame Clara Butt (con- 
tralto), Caruso (tenor), Madame Ada Crossley (con- 
tralto), Mr. Ben Davies (tenor), Madame Alice Esty 
(soprano), Miss Evangeline Florence (soprano), 
Madame Melba (soprano), Sir Charles Santley (bari- 
tone), Madame Tetrazzini (soprano), Watkin Mills 
(bass), Ffrangeon Davies (baritone), Charles Saun- 
ders (tenor), William Green (tenor), Plunket Greene 
baritone), Edward Lloyd (tenor', Kirby Lunn (con- 
ralto). These conditions enable vocalists to use 
common sense in the execution of their work, and to 
influence their audiences in a personal magnetic 
manner. 

88. Type III.—The Motive 7 Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament is not good for the manifestation of 
music, and money spent on temperaments such as 
this, with the object of training for the musical 
profession, is futile, as there is not sufficient ability 
to grasp the technical phases of the subject. 

89. lype IV.—The Motive 7 Mental7 Vital Tem- 
perament may be observed among the builders of 
instruments, but not in the ranks of first-class 
vocalists or instrumentalists. 

9o. Type V.—The Vital 7 Mental 7 Motive Tem- 
perament is capable of being trained with satisfac- 
tion for the musical profession as a vocalist, and is 
often associated with persons of considerable merit. 

gt. Type VI.—The Vital 7 Motive 7 Mental Tem- 
perament would love to hear music which pleases 
the senses, but he has not ability to warrant a 
training for a professional carecr. 

92. Type VII.—The Mental 7 Motive = Vital 
Temperament succeeds in either instrumental or 
vocal music, according to the nature of the training 
he receives. 

93. Type VIIL.—The Motive 7 Vital = Mental 
Temperament may have some ability for instru- 
mental work, but not sufficient to become a profes- 
sional musician. 

94. Type IX.—The Vital 7 Mental = Motive 
Temperament will like to hear music, but will not 
make any great headway among the front ranks of 
musicians. 

95. Type X.—The Mental — Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament is more frequently found among instru- 
mentalists, composers, and builders of instruments, 
than among the first ranks of vocalists. Instru- 
mentalists of this type would possess good common 
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sense and plenty of strength and endurance when 
giving a recital. 

96. Type XI.—The Motive = Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament should not waste money in attempting 
to secure a musical training, as he has not the 
necessary ability to make it worth while. 

97. Type XIL--The Vital = Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament is capable of being trained for vocal 
work, many of the best vocalists having similar 
temperament. These conditions enable the vocalist 
to use commonsense in the execution of duties, and 
he would possess a vast amount of personal human 
magnetism to influence his audience. 

93. Type XIII.— The Balanced Temperament has 
all-round talent, and can adapt himself to vocal 
or instrumental work, but does not usually manifest 
his talents in any one direction, and is often a better 
teacher of the art than otherwise. 

99. Abnormal types may like to hear music, but 
are not found amony professional musicians. 

100. From the foregoing, it will be observed that 
much can be told from temperament; but to 
thoroughly understand the causes of the variety of 
musicians, more than temperament must be studied. 
Here a knowledge of the brain centres and their 
functions is of great service to the student. 

101. It is said by those who have not studied 
temperament that the variety of musiciansis caused 
by the training and education each receives. Whilst 
recognising the intluence of the tutor over the pupil, 
the statement is not complete in itself, as it mav 
be observed that two children brought up in the 
same family, receiving similar education, manifest 
different degrees of talent. 

102. In the compilation of the list of musicians 
and the direction in which their talents lie, we are 
indebted to Mrs. E. J. Purdom, Fellow and Past 
President of the British Institute of Mental Science, 
who has had a thorough training in the art of music, 
and with her phrenological knowledge was well 
qualified to advise us thereon.

PALMISTRY PROSECUTION IN SCOTLAND. 


At the Kilmarnock Police Court, on Tuesday, 
December joth, 1913, before Bailee Climie, Miss 
Dahan, a Fellow of the British Institute of Mental 
Science (Incorporated), was charged with ** Fortune 
Telling," contrary to the Prevention of Crimes Act. 
187 1, Sec. 15, and the Vagrancy Act, 1824, Sec. 4. 

[Ihe Defendant pleaded not guilty, and was 
defended by Mr. John Curdie. Police Constable 
M'Intosh, Mrs. M'Intosh, Inspector Charles Roy, 
and Detective Macphie gave evidence for the prose- 
cution. 

Mr. Curdie, in defending, quoted the statements 
of Mr, Asquith and the late Sir Matthew White 
Ridley on the question of the Legality of Palmistry, 
unless practised with intent to deceive, The fact 
that the defendant was an Incorporated Character 
Reader, and held the Fellowship Certificate of the 
B.I.M.S., was brought into the evidence with effect. 

Bathe Climie said he thought the accused had 
pretended or professed to “tell fortunes " by Palmis- 
try, but he was not just so sure that she did it with 
intent to deceive; also he was not sure that the evi- 
dence was sullicient to regard her as a rogue and 
vagabond. He therefore found the case not proved. 
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The Prenatal Epoch. 


The question of the Prenatal Epoch, 
which has again become prominent through 
the comments of Raphael, must now come 
to a full and final settlement in these pages.

Falling in the warm, moist 
sign, Aquarius, which is also a fixed sign, 
accounts for the high temperature and ab- 
normal nature of the weather. 


South Africa. 


The violent scenes in South Africa do 
not cause any surprise to the astrological 
student, owing to the long stay of Mars in 
the sign ruling that country. We called 
attention to these grave troubles several 
months ago. 
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Abnormalities. 


The horoscopes which have been kindly 
sent us by Azros on the “ sexless " child, and 
Mr. E. Kloss, of the six and a-half months’ 
child, are being utilised for detailed examina- 
tion in our new article on the prenatal epoch. 
They are abnormalities of a very peculiar 
kind, and the horoscopes are useless to 
determine the nature and cause thereof. 


The Aquarian Age. 


A great deal of *' clap-trap " is in the air 
at the present time about the coming of the 
Aquarian age. It appears to have had its 
origin in America, and is based on the entry 
of Uranus into Aquarius, an event which 
happens every 84 years. The whole idea is 
baseless and absurd. The Aquarian age, 
properly speaking, is not due for another 
250 years, and if we are correct in assuming 
that the Sun has only receded 22 degrees 
from Aries, it will be at least double this 
period. To talk about the Aquarian age in 
the present period of social and political 
unrest and chicanery, is a gross libel. 


The Progressed Horoscope. 


We have been much amused by the 
receipt of a letter from a valued correspon- 
dent, in which it was stated that a certain 
astrologer spoke of this method of directing 
as "his own original one." We gave a 
short history of this method in our notes 
last month. It was first publicly mentioned 
by Sepharial in Coming Events in August, 
1900. It was then illustrated by ourselves 
in Modern Astrology in August, 1901. We 
may mention that we were conversant with 
it, also with the lunar equivalent, some seven 
years before this, having independently dis- 
covered them in the course of our private 
investigations. 


‘Mundane Astrology. 


The new Moon of February 25th isa 
solar eclipse, and falls on the cusp of the 
fourth house. An eclipse of the Sun falling 
in the sign Pisces, first decanate, is said to 
dry up rivers and make the sea-coast unfor- 
tunate. It may adversely affect our southern 
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coasts, but will probably have more effect in 
Portugal and Normandy. Mars ruling the 
ascendant at the time of the new Moon, and 
placed in the eighth house, denotes much 
mortality, and many deaths by drowning. 
The Exchequer should benefit, also railways 
and postal affairs; and electrical inventions 
will come to the fore. The weather promises 
to be mild, with a fair amount of downfall. 
Accidents at theatres and places of amuse- 
ment, on vessels of war and the like.

NCE more the subject of the pre- 
natal epoch has come up for dis- 
cussion. This time the whole 
question must be finally and con- 
clusively settled, and either Raphael 

must produce facts and evidence in support 
of his objections, and give definite proofs 
that the epoch as discovered by Sepharial, 
&nd demonstrated by the latter and myself, 
is a pure fallacy, or we shall have neither 
option nor alternative but to finally ignore 
the objections as being without the slightest 
scientific basis. To this end I am now 
commencing a “ Final Vindication of the 
Prenatal Epoch,” and shall delve deeper 
into the principles of the theory, and pro- 
duce evidence in support of my views, the 
like of which has never yet been published. 
If my purpose can be accomplished, it will 
stand to the honour and credit of THE 
MONTHLY MESSENGER that the final settle- 
ment of the question was made in its pages. 

I have no intention of taking up any 
illogical or dogmatic attitude, but it must be 
distinctly understood that apart from dealing 
with the objections made by Raphael, I have 
no intention of wasting either time or space 
in combating the utterly senseless and irra- 
tional objections which have been made by 
others. .To put it quite plainly, I refuse to 
recognise either as authorities on the subject 
or competent critics, those who without 
proof or logical reason have sought to 
denounce the theory as a “ phantom,” or 
* an invention of the devil to bring discredit 
on astrology," and other equally senseless 
inanities, presumably because the theory did 
not happen to pan out with their superficial 
ideas of the science. 

At the same time it must be candidly 
stated that I should be quite justified in 
dismissing Raphael’s objections, as not only 
irrational and belated, but redolent of inex- 
perience. In his case, however, necessity 
demands that they should be thoroughly 
dealt with. These objections: appear in 
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Raphael’s almanac, which is not a forum, 
and which does not admit of a discussion. 
His numerous readers are treated to his own 
personal views, and to one side of the ques- 
tion only. Coming from one whose long 
experience and position in the astrological 
world entitle him to be considered an autho- 
rity on matters affecting the science, such 
opinions are apt to be taken as conclusive, 
and as proving the fallacy of the epoch. 
Hence my motive for dealing thoroughly 
with the subject in these pages. 

Now it must be placed to Raphael's credit 
that he has never repudiated the principle 
of a prenatal epoch. He stated years ago, 
‘when the subject was first discussed, that he 
could not accept an epoch other than con- 
ception, a by no means illogical view, in fact 
a very reasonable one, if conception could 
have any bearing on the problems connected 
with the theory. His more recent pro- 
nouncement is given in the last issue of THE 
MESSENGER, page 81: “ I have never denied 
that there is a prenatal epoch, but what I 
say is, that Sepharial’s method is not 
correct." Whether he has arrived at this 
conclusion as the result of personal investi- 
gation I do not know. At all events, he has 
never submitted the slightest fact of either 
theoretical or practical value in support of 
such conclusion. 

On the other hand it must be pointed out, 
what I have more than once stated in these 
pages, that I adhere absolutely and entirely 
to the rules and principles of the theory as 
laid down by Sepharial I have added 
nothing, nor have I taken anything away. 

Now this is the first point I place before 
Raphael. I cannotconscientiously or logically 
ignore the accumulated results of my own 
sixteen years continual study and investi- 
gation of the theory, and the knowledge 
obtained by an application of its principles 
to many hundreds of horoscopes, and this, 
apart from anything done by Sepharial, 
whose experience is greater, and whose 
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investigations extend over & much longer 
period than my own. If Raphael would 
prove the theory to be wrong, he must first 
of all controvert the whole of this accumu- 
lated evidence, and if he should attempt to 
do so, I venture to say that he will find him- 
self up against a very stiff proposition. 

The two objections which I propose to deal 
with separately are: (1) That the prenatal 
epoch as demonstrated by Sepharial is not 
the correct one. (2) That it is absolutely 
impossible for the epoch to indicate the 
period of gestation. 

The first objection is purely an expression 
of opinion, so far unsupported by verifiable 
facts, and as such can have no real weight. 
Moreover, it is diametrically opposed to 
observed facts, and the accumulated evidence 
of a quarter of a century's work and investi- 
gation. In these pages I have given evidences 


ad lib to prove eonclusively that the epoch’ 


as we compute it is correct, in the shape of 
birth times rectified thereby, and directions 
computed from epochs. I have shown by 
& practical appeal to facts (Vol. IL, p. 168, 
197, 212, 229), that it is possible to compute 
the birth time from past events solely by 
reference to the epoch, and by perfectly 
scientific rules. I have given some instances 
of physical abnormalities arising from plane- 
tary radiations along the “ line of impulse” 
from epoch to birth. In the next volume, 
when I propose to deal with the question of 
infant mortality, I shall produce horoscopes 
of infants born under favourable planetary 
influences, who have only lived a short while, 
and can show that this anomaly is explained 
in the epoch. Thc cases of twins where 
one dies and not the other is unexplainable 
in the horoscope, but the epoch as we 
compute 1t explains the reason. 

Now I put these two questions to Raphael, 
and it will rest entirely on the answers 
received as to whether I shall consider that 
any good purpose can be served by further 
discussing this particular objection. 

(1) How has it been possible, if the epoch 
as computed is not the correct one, for the 
rectifications, calculations of birth time, 
explanations of abnormalities, infant mor- 
iality and twin births to be done ? 
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(2) What evidence can he produce in the 
shape of authentic birth data, period of gesta- 
tion, etc., to prove his contention ? 

As regards the second objection that it is 
absolutely impossible for the epoch to show 
the period of gestation, I come now to the 
main point connected with the test cases 
submitted by Raphael, who has now ex- 
pressed his surprise that I should have 
wanted this particular information to deter- 
mine the sex. One of the main factors in 
the determination of the epoch is this period 
of gestation, and on reference to the dis- 
cussion which followed the publication of 
the rules of the theory in the Astrologers’ 
Magazine, in 1891-2, Raphael states 
(Nov. 1891) that “nine lunar months, or 
36 weeks is the period of human gestation." 
According to the recognised rules of the 
epoch, it is ten lunar months or 39 weeks. 
When doctors differ who shall decide? I 
therefore give the following facts taken from 
Vol. V. of the Modern Physician, edited 
by Dr. Andrew Wilson, F.R.S.E., F.L.S., 
etc.:— 

“The normal and natural duration of 
pregnancy .... lasts, as a rule, 280 days. 
The usual way to estimate when labour will 
occur is that of calculating 280 days from 
the first day of the last menstrual period of 
the woman. (The italics are mine). But 
as regards the actual occurrence of confine- 
ment, the rule which probably brings us 
nearer to the actual date of confinement is 
that of counting three months backward 
from the last day of the last menstruation, 
and of adding seven days." This is how the 
280-day period is obtained. If we take off 
the seven days, we come to the period ot 
273 days, equal to ten lunar months of 27.32 
days, or 39 weeks. The addition of the 
seven days is due to the fact that it requires 
&bout this period for conception to occur 
after the act of generation. Of course it 
is understood that in dealing with this period 
of 273 days I am referring only to full-time 
normal births. Eight and seven months' 
births are known, and even ten months. I 
have a case of 63 months. Obstetric 
statistics give the following: 37 weeks, 
3 per cent.; 38 weeks, 11 per cent.; 39 
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weeks, 12 per cent. ; 40 weeks, 29 per cent. ; 
41 weeks, 19 per cent.; 42 weeks, 14 per 
cent.; 43 weeks, 9 per cent.; 44 weeks, 
3 per cent. This variation is subject to 
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well-defined rules of the epoch, which have 
been given in these pages, and needs no 
further reference here.

The Planets as Symbols or Causes, Which? 


PART II. 


By "SEPHARIAL.' 


E now return to the forum and re- 
wW sume the discussion of this inter- 
esting problem. From the point 
of view of one who regards the 
whole universe as symbol, as I do, in com- 
mon with all mystical thinkers, it will 
naturally follow that every part of it is 
symbolical. Those who hold the contrary 
view, namely, that the planets are causes, 
have a very difficult argument to maintain. 
I am, of course, aware that there are many 
who hold to the idea that the planets produce 
effects in us and in our daily lives, by reason 
of a subtle connection with the interior 
principles of our being, so that in the case 
of a person dying from an accident, such as the 
Titanic disaster or the pit disaster at Sen- 
genydd, or any other similar disaster in 
which & number of people are involved, 
such persons are drawn to the scene by the 
force of planetary action. This they call 
fate or destiny, but by whatever name they 
call it, they intend something that is un- 
avoidable. With this position I do not at 
all hold, and my arguments are threefold : 

(D. Horary astrology shows that any 
circumstance or set of circumstances can be 
prognosticated by means of a figure of the 
heavens at the time of a question arising in 
the mind, although such figure of the heavens 
bears no astronomical relation whatever to 
the horoscope of birth. 

(2). Primary and secondary directions, 
being founded upon the symbolical relations 
of one circle with any other, go to show that 
directions are not causative but symbolic. 

(3). The relations of the signs of the 
zodiac to the different parts of the human 
organism being employed in astrology in 
connection with the planets, support the ar- 
gument for a natural symbolism, but wholly 
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discredit the idea of planetary causation. 

To pass these premisses in review, we 
may say in the first place that there could 
be no validity whatsoever in horary astrology 
if the planets are not to be rightly regarded 
as symbols. By the adoption of such a 
system of symbolism, however, we are able 
to correctly deduce certain events which are 
in futuro, and to solve problems which can- 
not be otherwise satisfactorily determined 
by reference to nativities. 

In the use of primary directions, we accept 
a certain measure of right ascension as equi- 
valent to a corresponding time. Thus if 
Saturn is 13 degrees of right ascension from 
the meridian at the time of birth, the astro- 
logical significance is that at thirteen years 
of age the subject will suffer family misfor- 
tune, death of a parent, or similar evil (un- 
pleasant) event. Now here we cannot argue 
any causative relations between the distance 
of Saturn (13 degrees), the time taken to 
reach the meridian (52 minutes), and the 
event it is said to cause at 13 years of age. 
But we can argue a symbolical relationship, 
since in symbolism we have 360 degrees = 
24 hours = 1 day = 1 year. Also 1 day = 
1 degree, because while the Earth evolves 
once on its axis, it also moves forward 1 
degree on its orbit, whereby the Sun’s right 
ascension is increased by 1/360th of the 
circle, which is 1 degree or 4 minutes of 
time on the basis that 24 hours=360 degrees. 

Thus we see that the direction of Saturn 
to the midheaven after birth can be effected 
in two ways, namely, by the rotation of the 
Earth on its axis from West to East, in 
which case Saturn comes to the meridian in 
52 minutes of time; and secondly, by the 
culmination of the place of Saturn at the 
same hour 13 days after birth. Neither of 
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these directions could be called causative in 
a logical sense, but both are undoubtedly sym- 
bolical, and therefore we may logically say the 
direction of Midheaven conjunction Saturn 
signifies or symbolises, but we could not say 
that it causes. In order to cause an event 
of the nature indicated, we should have to 
argue a connection between the meridian of 
a horoscope and the life of a parent, or the 
tamily fortunes, the subject's position, credit, 
etc. according to the sphere of Saturn’s 
supposed action. We should further have 
to argue a causative dependence between 
every four minutes of time and every year 
of a person's life. We cannot do these 
things except on the basis of an universal 
symbolism, in which all circles (whether 
measured in time or space) are equal to one 
another, and wherein the cardinal points 
indicated by the meridian and horizon of a 
place stand in symbolical relations with the 
cardinal points of a circle, or the poles and 
equator of a sphere. . 

But if we had any doubt as to whether 
the planets symbolise or cause, such doubt 
should be dispelled by reference to such 
systems of prognosis as are current in China 
and India, where the planetary periods follow 
no cosmic order and include the syinbolism 
of the Moon's nodes or dragon's head and 
tail, and by means of which events are as 
faithfully foretold as by any of the more 
scientific systems current in the West. But 
also it will be found impossible to argue a 
causative connection between the signs of 
the zodiac, which are held to qualify the 
action of the planets, and the parts of the 
human body to which they are ascribed, and 
the house significations to which they are 
sympathetically related. 

What connection is there, for instance, 
between a group of stars extending from the 
vernal equinox to thirty degrees eastward and 
the human head? If we say that they hold 
& causative relation in regard to any part of 
the human system, then we are faced with 
the fact that the same stars in the course of 
2,160 years will have passed to the west of the 
equinox, and instead of holding a causative 
relationship to the head, said to be ruled by 
Aries, they come to represent the neck, inas- 
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much as they are identified with the sign 
Taurus. Of the void space through which 
these stars move, we cannot say that it can 
be causative in any cosmical sense, and there- 
fore it appears to me, inasmuch as we argue 
planetary action on the basis of aspects and 
zodiacal positions, and affirm that the planets 
are modified by the signs they occupy, we are 
are only justified in such ascriptions on the 
basis of à symbolism which has regard to 
the relations of man and the cosmos. 

I have received the following letters of 
interest, among others, on this subject. Mr. 
Atkinson, of Leeds, writes: 

“I am sure Sepharial is on the right track when 
he says that the planets do not cause but merely 


signal or point to things mundane, as the hand of 
a finger post, to direct and guide us.” 


This idea has been similarly expressed by 
various students. One says that the planets 
do not cause events any more than the hands 
of a clock. When we see the hands pointing 
to indicate dinner-time, we shall be right in 
nine cases out of ten to expect that dinner 
will be on the table. 

The comic possibilities of this statement 
are enormous, but we must waive them in 
deference to the seriousness of our discus- 
sion. The idea involved, however, is un- 
doubtedly correct. The fact that a child 
may not be able to tell the time does not 
detract from the symbolism. We are con- 
tinually being signalled by sounds and forms, 
as in speech and writing, which have no. 
other meaning than that which we impart 
to them. The planets and signs of the 
zodiac have the same symbolism whether 
we know aught of astrology or not. This 
explains why the man who is conscious of 
having the Sun directed to conjunction with 
Saturn suffers as much as he who is ignorant 
of the fact that the same direction exists in 
his own horoscope. They are both signalled, 
but while one can read the signal the other 
cannot. The signal in any case is “ Danger, 
slow down”; and presently we find that 
there were hidden obstacles on the line, and 
that full steam ahead would have entailed 
terrific disaster. I regard the idea that 
planets are causative in a mental and moral 
sense as being a relic of materialism which 
regards mind as only a function of matter, 
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and the universe as a soulless mechanism. 
Further, I regard it as altogether illogical, 
apart from an established doctrine of fatal- 
ism, to suppose that a man who is aware of 
impending danger or good fortune will actin 
a given set of circumstances exactly as would 
one who is unable to read the signals, and 
therefore is oblivious of such impending 
events. Our mental attitude towards the 
facts of astrology is of the utmost impor- 
tance in determining what use we can make 
of its teachings. If we regard certain 
trains of directions as being anaretic, t.e., 
killing, then they should be universally so, 
if the planets are causative. But a study of 
the statistics goes to show that the Bulgar- 
ians and Rumanians are the longest lived 
people on the earth, and that countries in 
the same latitude cannot compare with them 
in the records of longevity. Thus among 
the four and a-half millions of people in 
Bulgaria, there are 3,883 persons who are 
over 100 years of age. In Rumania there 
are 1,074 centenarians, and in Servia 573, 
as compared with Spain 410, France 213, 
England 92, Russia 89, Germany 76, Nor- 
way 23, Belgium 5, Denmark 2, and Swit- 
zerland 0, which goes to show that the sour 
milk diet of the Bulgarians and Rumanians 
is effective in the direction of longevity, 
maugre the supposed action of the planets 
and the influence of anaretic arcs! In 
ancient times, when men lived closer to 
nature than now, and regarded the planets 
as symbols equally as we do now, instances 
of longevity were rather the rule than the 
exception, and I find five successive Em- 
perors of China, whose ages totalled to over 
1,000 years, giving an average of over 200. 
Moreover, it is fairly certain that man ought 
to live longer than he does, and it is found 
that about five times the growing period is 
the approximate longevity of the larger 
animals. Thus a lion grows for 5 years 
and lives 20, a horse-grows for 5 years and 
lives 25, a camel grows for 8 years and lives 
40, an ox grows for 4 years and lives from 
15 to 20 years, a dog grows for 2 years and 
lives 10 or 12 years. Therefore a man who 
grows for 20 years should live 100 or more.

Some of Captain Walrond's supporters were 
extremely critical of my position, and one of 
them threw my opinion back with the remark 
that it could be taken as an almost invari- 
able rule. My stated opinion was that any- 
body who followed it would be “ up against 
trouble." I only hope that the followers of 
Captain Walrond were not taking advantage 
of the “ almost invariable rule" in January. 
There was & full Moon on the 12th in 
North latitude, changing to South, the last 
Quarter was formed in South latitude, and 
the new Moon of January 26th was also in 
South latitude. During the whole of this 
period prices continued to soar, despite the 
fact that two successive phases of the Moon 
had taken place in South latitude, and also 
that Mercury was in South latitude all the 
time. Now Captain Walrond's rule dis- 
tinctly states that “nearly all the move- 
ments or changes in the markets are ex- 
pressed or shown in the quarterly changes or 
phases of the Moon, and the latitude in which 
the Moon is situated. ... When it changes in 
a southerly direction, fluctuations are some- 
what. uncertain: and rapid, but decidedly 
weak with lowering prices..... The change 


I will be remembered that I made some 
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of Saturn and Venus to Mars (in Pisces), 
and those in music are indicated by the 
parallel of Venus to Jupiter and Saturn (the 
latter semi-sextile to the Sun in the tenth). 

His love of the occult is due to the sextile 
of the Sun with Neptune, the ruler of the 
ninth in the eighth, and the conjunction of 
the Moon and Mercury in the ninth.

of the Moon is invariably indicative of the 
direction the markets are likely to take for 
thecoming week..... When Mercury and the 
Moon are in a South latitude lowering prices 
may be anticipated." Ihave quoted only so 
much as applies to the case in point, and it is 
singular that the most pronounced recovery 
of the market since December, 1912, should 
have been indicated, according to Walrond, 
by positions of the Moon and Mercury which 
argued for a ''decidedly weak market with 
lowering prices." It is not beyond the 
capacity of any student to trace the course 
of the markets for a period of nineteen years, 
during which the Moon goes through its 
phases in all parts of the zodiac, and returns 
to the same phase in the same latitude or 
sign of the zodiac at the same time of the 
year. If anybody takes the trouble to do this 
he will convince himself that the Moon’s 
latitude has nothing to do with the condition 
of the markets. During this period there 
are 494 weeks in which the Moon is found in 
South latitude at the phase, and as many 
when it is found in North latitude. Con- 
sidering that the market must be rising: or 
falling all the time, it would be singular in- 
deed if out of 988 cases a large crop of 
coincidences could not be found in support 
of the idea that the Moon’s latitude indicates 
the trend of the market. That, however, 
would be no sort of proof. What it should 
indicate is the extent and duration of the 
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rise or fall in each case. This it certainly 
does not do. What else it may indicate does 
not appear worth consideration, since the 
whole of successful operating must be in 
ierms of accurate prognosis of the course of 
the market. 

That the rise and fall of prices can be 
foretold is certainly the fact, but it is not to 
be done by any system in which a regularly 
marked periodicity is apparent, for the 
reason that it depends on the interplay of 
several factors, which, when taken together, 
do not exactly recur for centuries, and in 
fact have never done so since the founding 
of the Stock Exchange. There are certain 
gravity points which are capable of being 
affected, and which have not the least con- 
nection with the individual horoscopes of 
either the Stock or the dealer in such Stock, 
and yet register with the most remarkable 
precision in the rise and fall of Stocks and 
Shares whenever they are affected. These 
factors and the method of employing them 
are fully set out in my '' Arcana I.” 

* » * 

I am afraid that I laid myself open 
to misconception, when in a recent issue I 
said that once I had engaged the attention 
of the man in the street it was possible to 
go with him a long way. Some of my 
correspondents, who have purchased copies 
of “The Silver Key," have written asking 
me to give them individual instruction upon 
several points involved in the system of 
gravity points there set out, but if I am: to 
do this in even a small percentage of cases 
where the sale of a book is the basis of claim 
to my attention, I should have to employ 
a staff of secretaries. In every case I have 
had to urge students to grapple with the 
problems themselves, and spare me the 
expense and trouble of answering them in 
detail, and I think this is the better way, 
since all that is necessary for illustration of 
the method has been given in the book, and 
there are really no obscure points for those 
who read it carefully and repeat each step in 
a case or two from daily records. But. what 
I really meant when I suggested “going a long 
way with the man in the street " was that I 
hoped by future publications along similar 
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lines to maintain his interest in the study of 
astral symbolism, and thereby gradually to. 
lead him to the study of those higher pro- 
blems of life and mind which have respect 
to human evolution, the nature, origin and 
destiny of the human soul, and man's place 
in the universe. If we regard the universe 
as symbol, and maintain & correspondence 
between man and the universe, we shall find 
upon study of the subject that it is a verit- 
able fact, and that changes taking place in 
the macrocosm, or greater world, are attended 
by corresponding changes in man, the 
microcosm, or lesser world, and that these 
changes are always in teruis of his radical 
constitution. These are not the problems 
of the workaday world, but it is open to the 
exponent of astrology to show the operation. 
of this law of universal correspondence in 
purely mundane affairs, and thus to prepare 
the public mind for the reception and con- 
sideration of the higher teaching. There is 
only one process of orderly unfoldment, and 
it is by way of science, philosophy and ethics. 
Science is what we know about things, 
Philosophy what we reason in regard to 
such knowledge, and Ethic determines the 
moral effect of such thought upon all action. 
Before we carry our Astrology into the clouds 
let us be quite sure that we have a demon- 
strable science from which to argue. Con- 
sidering what a lot there is still to be known 
about the facts of Astrology it appears to me 
an occasion for regret that it should have 
been carried to the domain of speculative 
philosophy with such incontinent hurry by 
certain esotericists, . whose security from 
criticism rests in the fact that the whole 
scheme of their thought is beyond proof and 
demonstration. 
* * *

Although I have no 
personal interest in racing, I like to hear of 
students having a good time by the use of 
their knowledge, for every winning day that 
results from the use of an astrological 
system is one more plank in the platform of 
scientific prognosis. 
* * * 


To advert to a subject of more general 
interest, it has been conceded by Father 
Ricard, the ** Padre of the Rains,” as he is 
called in Alaska, that the planets are the 
primary causes of storms. His conclusions 
are summarised thus : 

Astro-meteorologists or planetists predict 
the storm periods from the oppositions and 
conjunctions of the planets. Whenever two 
planets get into line with the Sun we have 
storms on earth. The planets can be in line 
either both on the same side of the Sun or 
on opposite sides. Regarding this the Rev. 
Father says :-— 

" Now I am inclined to believe, though not as 
yet scientifically, that sunspots are perhaps caused 
by these planets getting into line and exerting 
some sort of pull upon the gaseous matter of the 
Sun.  Electro-magnetic attraction—that’s what 
they callit. They don't know what it is yet. 

** Sometimes the planetists foretell storms when 
they don't happen; in these cases there are not 
any sunspots, and I explain that by saying that in 
these cases the planets are not actually in true 
line. The electro-magnetic current does not hit 
the Sun; the planets have not drawn a bead. But 
often the two do happen together, and it is quite 
possible that is where the whole thing starts 
—with the planets.” 


The second important conclusion to which 
the Rev. Father has arrived is that the 
Western coasts of the two great continents 
are similarly affected from the same causes. 
On this point he says :— 
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* Weather conditions, so far as barometric low- 
pressure centres are concerned, on the Western 
coast of Europe are exact duplicates of those on 
the Western coast of America. 

* When sunspot appears England, Norway, 
Germany, France, Spain, clear down to Africa, 
are in the path of a low pressure centre, a storm; 
precisely the same as Alaska, Canada, and 
perhaps California.” 


The third important conclusion arrived at 
by this authority is that storms are distri- 
buted from certain magnetic centres of the 
earth, and are not universally generated at 
the same time all over the earth. This, of 
course, we know from common observation, 
but the reason for it does not appear con- 
spicuous from what Father Ricard has to 
say in the following extract : — 


* What right have you to assume that the 
electro-magnetic influence, or whatever itis, willbe 
exerted universally ? If modern science, physics, 
has taught us anything, it is that Nature's laws are 
the most partial things in the Universe. No single 
law ever acts equally over the whole-exposed 
surface. Take a magnet and the path of its 
attraction. Does not it show the greatest 
favouritism ? These scientists, so-called, are 
doing what Aristotle did, an error that lasted all 
down through the Middle Ages. Aristotle said 
the planets were all on the same sphere, merely 
because the sphere was the most perfect geome- 
trical form.” 


The general theory held by Father Ricard 
may be summarised in his own words, 
thus :— 


* The Sun revolves. Here is the East and 
there is the West. Sunspots appear on this Eastern 
limb, or rim, and travel across to the Western 
limb; then they disappear, and if they are strony, 
appear again later on at the Eastern edge. It 
takes twelve and a-half of our days to cross this 
visible side, and fourteen days to go around the 
back. The difference is because the earth moves 
in the opposite direction in the meantime. : 

* Now I have observed for the past fifteen years 
that whenever one of these sunspots or faculæ 
is in a certain position on the Sun a storm enters 
upon the Pacific Coast. That is all. 

“ Each sunspot causes four disturbances here,’’ 
explained Father Ricard. ‘‘ The first comes three 
days before the spot reaches this central meridian. 
The second is three days before it reaches the 
Western limb or horizon. Then the Sun sets, 
goes out of sight, and we have another storm 
three days before it is due to reach the central 
meridian on the other side ; and the fourth is three 
days before it comes into sight again. They do 
not all last long enough to get around again. Only 
the strong ones do that. But I have observed that 
their effect often continues for the second time 
atound, even though they are not visible.”

So then it would appear that independent 
research extending over fifteen years has led 
to the conclusions (a) that the appearance 
of facule or sunspots is the signal for a 
series of storms; (b) that these storms strike 
certain magnetic localities, which are dis- 
tributing centres, only when the spots attain 
particular positions on the Sun's disc as 
seen from the earth ; (c) that many of these 
sunspot periods coincide with planetary 
oppositions and conjunctions (geoceníric) ; 
(d) that the probable cause of the facul: is 
the pull of the planets upon the photosphere 
of the Sun. 

This is exactly the theory put forward 
by me in Coming Events in 1899, when 
I referred to the fact that the rents in the 
luminous envelope of the Sun were due to 
the pull of the planets, and in these pages I 
have shown that the periods of the planets 
Mercury, Venus, Earth, Mars and Jupiter 
average very closely to the period of maxi- 
mum sunspot occurrences, while if we except 
Jupiter, the coincidence is exact. A great 
deal of research is still necessary to institute 
a working hypothesis for a system of meteo- 
rology on this basis, and if Father Ricard 
succeeds in doing this he will have earned 
great distinction. 

* * * 

A correspondent sends me the following 
items of interest: Male, born at Port 
Chalmers, Otago, N.Z., April 15th, 1880, at 
ll a.m. The second and third fingers of the 
hands are webbed and deformed, which has 
occurred through four generations. 

Male, born at Murtoa, Victoria, Australia, 
on December 26th, 1882 (time not stated). 
Has no fingers at all upon one hand. 

I have no time in which to work out these 
horoscopes, but probably the student will 
find that an application of the Sun in all 
cases where the malformation is hereditary. 
A study of these horoscopes will prove 
informing.

LESSON VI. 


MARRIAGE IN RELATION TO MENTAL ATTRACTION. 


Explanation of signs: 7 indicates greater than, 

= indicates equal to. 

103. In presenting the important subject of mar- 
riage for consideration, we confine our statements to 
what people should marry, rather than why they marry 
and when they should marry. 

104. The standpoint we take is that marriage in 
the past has of necessity been one of the most 
important factors in the evolution of humanity, and 
marriage in the present is equally important in 
furthering its course. 

105. It is, therefore, obvious that to those who 
are unprepared to help humanity, and take part in 
its progress, our words will be of very little value, 
but to those who desire to take their evolution into 
their own hands, and thereby help in the evolution of 
a perfect humanity, our words will be of some help 
and value. 

106. We hold that the improvement of the human 
race by suitable marriages, whether they be pre- 
determined by intelligent agencies above us, or 
otherwise, is one of the greatest subjects in this life. 
In any case, we observe that reckless marriages 
bring their own punishment, just the same as careful 
marriages bring their own reward. 

107. In submitting advice on marriage on tem- 
peramental lines, three problems present themselves. 
Firstly, there is the mental attraction; secondly, 
physical attraction ; and thirdly, harmonious blend- 
ing. 

a In the first case, mental attraction involves 
similarity of disposition, aims of life and objects of 
this present existence. 

109. In the second case, physical attraction, 
which is conducive to the production of a healthy 
progeny. Nature doing this in her effort to produce 
an equilibrium, hence the saying ‘‘love feeds on 
contrasts.” 

i10. In the third case, harmonious blending 
means that in the selection of a matrimonial partner 
excesses and deficiences of temperament are 
avoided, so that a perfect blending is the result. 

11r. The latter is, of course, the safest rule. In 
the following statements a serious and reasonable 
attempt is made to describe the three persons who 
would suit each type of temperament from a mental, 
physical, òr harmonious point of view, and it there- 
fore remains for each type to decide whether the 
physical attraction, mental adaptability, or har- 
monious blending, shall be the determining point 
in their selection of a matrimonial mate. 

112. Types I. to XII.—These types are mentally 
attracted to persons of the opposite sex who are 
something like themselves in looks. They are men- 
tally adapted to each other, and marriage ensures a 
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considerable amount of happiness, provided they 
tolerate in their partners the characteristics they 
themselves possess. 

113. Type XIIL—The Balanced Temperament 
is attracted to a person of the opposite sex who is 
something like himself in looks. They are well 
adapted for each other, and marriage should ensure 
a considerable amount of happiness, as well as 
being conducive to the production of a healthy pro- 
geny. 

114. Abnormal Types. The mental conditions 
are such that an attempt to describe the persons 
suited to them in wedlock would be difficult and pro- 
bably inaccurate. Restriction would, perhaps, be 
the best course. 

115. The next lesson will deal with physical 
attraction, which is to-day the most popular method 
of selection, though certainly for many reasons the 
most indiscreet.

We also have M.C. opposition # R., and 
M.C. a © R. converse, while the ascendant 
was only just past the square of d R. by 
converse motion. 

The Duke was married on January 23rd, 
1874, his age from the epoch being 30y. 
2m. 21d. The directions are so remarkable 
as to merit being given in fnll, and I may 
say that I hardly remember such a remark- 
able confirmation of the truth of the epoch, 
and of converse directions, than the follow-

On June 21st, 1882, the Duke was nearly 
drowned in Corrie Bay. The Sun was then 
in opposition and parallel to Uranus, and 
parallel the radical Moon, by converse 
motion acting on the radical parallel of the 
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Moon and Uranus in watery signs. The 
ascendant was also in square to Saturn. 

The direct lunar equivalent gave 28° 
Taurus on the M.C., and Mars had pro- 
gressed to 28° Aquarius in square thereto. 
The ascendant of this was Virgo 5°, and the 
Moon passed this degree on the date of the 
accident. 

The ascendant of the diurnal horoscope 
was Virgo 15°, and on the date named 
Uranus was exactly in the same degree. 
Not only that, but Virgo 15° is in opposition 
to the Moon at the epoch. 

The death of the Duke took place on 
July 30th, 1900, at age from the epoch of 
56y.

The serpentine form of the sign Leo is 
too clear to comment on. It is also shown 
on the planisphere as a Lion couchant. 

The celestial sign Leo, rising on the east- 
ern horizon, gives an elevated nature, strong 
will, open, frank, sincere, and honourable dis- 
position, with some pride and dignity, and a 
tendency to be often austere and self- 
possessed. The temper is quick and rather 
hasty, but it does not last long, and gives 
way to a generous and forgiving spirit. The 
vital temperament is given by Leo, and 
being the strongest sign, gives power to 
stand against any external conditions. Leo 
people are sincere, honourable, and constant

They are patient in work, 
and whatever they do they try to do well 
and thoroughly, and through this their suc- 
cess will come, for they will rise chiefly 
through their own merits; but pride, pre- 
varication, and a tendency to be overbearing 
and hasty, will bring their attendant sorrows. 
They possess a love of power and some or- 
ganising ability, and can be very determined, 
self-reliant, independent, and firm. They 
have & very strong desire nature, which it 
will be necessary to overcome.

Persons born under this sign frequently 
rise to a good position, and this often through 
association with people in high position.

The chief complaints are those affecting 
the blood, heart, spine, and back, also from 
rheumatic affections. 

The physical appearance is generally tall, 
broad shouldered, fair or sandy hair, and in 
maturity a full beard, giving the lion-like 
appearance. The second decanate is usually 
taller and thinner, and the third decanate of 
a medium height, fair hair and somewhat 
ruddy complexion. 

The sign Leo rules the ruby and diamond, 
also gold. The planetary number is 1, and 
sometimes 4. The Sun is particularly strong 
in this sign, also Mars and Jupiter, while 
Uranus will have a special influence therein. 
Saturn is badly placed in the sign Leo.

DEAR SIR,—On page 86 I see that Sepharial quotes 
Mme. Blavatsky as having made Venus correspond 
to Buddhi, and Mercury to Manas. e I point 
out that he has inadvertently reversed the order. 
H. P. B.'s esoteric teachings are given in full in 
the ** Secret Doctrine," Vol. HII, and in Diagram II. 
it is distinctly stated that Mercury corresponds to 
Buddhi, and Venus to Manas. * 

This is not a matter of any importance to those 
who have no confidence in the chief founder of the 
Theosophical Society, but to others like myself, and 
I suppose Sepharial also, who, without claiming any 
infallibility for her, believe that she really was in 
touch with genuine occult knowledge, a difficult pro- 
blem emerges. Why is Mercury, the intellectual 
planet, made to correspond not to Manas, the in- 
tellectual principle, but to Buddhi? And why is 
Venus, the planet of love and beauty in astrology, 
and also in the mythologies, made to correspond to 
the intellectual Manas ? 

I think I am right in saying that the present 
leadersof the Theosophical Society, with the exception 
l suppose of Mr. A. P. Sinnett, adhere to Mme. 
Blavatsky's correspondence of these two planets and 
refuse to admit any alteration. 

I am fully in agreement with Sepharial in objecting 
to interchange the names of the two planets.

SEPHARIAL'S REPLY. 


I thoroughly agree with Mr. Green that there is a 
serious problem involved in the acceptance of the 
symbols Mercury and Venus for Buddhi and Higher 
Manas respectively, as employed in the ‘ Secret 
Doctrine," Vol. HII. I was not, however, quoting 
from any published teachings of Mme. Blavatsky 
when I said that she employed the same symbols 
in the reverse order. It has long been known that 
the laya centres corresponding with Uranus and 
Neptune are the octaves of those corresponding 
with Mercury and Venus respectively, so that 
Uranus is the higher Mercury and Neptune the 
higher Venus, and such we find them to be in the 
study of astrological correspondences. Venus on 
the lower plane is feeling, art, etc., while Neptune 
on the higher plane is the symbol of intuitive 
perception, idealism, etc. My suggestion is that 
the apparent misunderstanding is to be reconciled 
by the fact that both Mr. Sinnett and Mme. 
Blavatsky drew very largely on the same source of 
inspiration and acknowledged the same authority, 
so that what Mr. Sinnett gave out as exoteric 
teaching Mme. Blavatsky considered worthy of 
transmission as oral teaching only, the difference, 
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of course, being that whereas in the one case we 
get a bare statement of the fact, in the other we get 
the intimate raison d'etre which does not find 
publication. It is evident from Mr. Green's 
question that he is disposed to accord my point of 
view, and I do not think he will be far from the 
truth in so doing. — SEPHARIAL. 


The Prenatal Tests.

MR. BAILEY'S REPLY. 


In answer to this letter I refer Raphael to my new 
article, ‘‘ A Final Vindication of the Prenatal 
Epoch,” in which this point, inter alia, is dealt 
with. The word ‘‘show” is probably not the 
best way of expressing this particular point. The 
original statement in Chapter I of the first series 
on the Epoch (Nov. 1912) was, '' It determines 
approximately the actual period of human ges- 
tation.” 

It is not absolutely necessary for the period of 
gestation to be given if the sex is stated, but to 
omit both these particulars is to make the process 
of rectification mere guesswork. I am illustrating 
this point in my new article by taking two of the 
cascs given by Raphael, wherein it is shown how 
easy it is to find a fictitious epoch which agrees 
with the birth as a measure of time, i e., confirms 
the birth time. This case shows the necessity of 
knowing the period of gestation, as both the nine 
and eight months epoch confirm the birth time and 
sex. In the horoscopes of notable people given in 
these pages | have had no knowledge of the 
gestative period, but knowing the sex I have had 
no difficulty in dealing with them.—E. H. BAILEY.

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A Final Vindication of the Prenatal Epoch. 


By E. H 


(Continued from page 105). 
OW it has more than once been dis- 
n tinctly stated in these pages that it is 
only too easy to find a fictitious epoch 
which agrees with the birth merely 
as a time measure. A true epoch in addition 
to confirming the birth-time within the limits 
of an ordinary error of observation, must 
rigidly comply with four separate and dis- 
tinct conditions, two of which are “ the sex 
of the subject," and “the period of gestation.” 
In my notes on the test in the last issue 
(page 83) Ilikened the calculations to a rule- 
of-three sum, except that I was given only 


the data of birth (the lst and*2nd terms) 


to find the sex, (the 4th term) the period 
of gestation, the 3rd term being omitted. 
Raphael, in his criticism, expressed his 
astonishment that I should have wanted 
this particular information. I did not ask 
for this period to be named, as I naturally 
expected that if Raphael was properly au fait 
with the rules of the epoch—and he has had 
over twenty years in which to properly 
inform himself—he would have supplied it. 
As he did not, the result is only what could 
have been expected. The test was taken, 
not on the basic laws of the epoch, but on 
Raphael's supposition that as the epoch did 
not show the period of gestation, this period 
was not required, and the result has proved 
his supposition to be incorrect. 

Without this information, and without 
knowing the sex, where was I to look for 
the epoch? No one intimately acquainted 
with the proper laws of the epoch would 
look for a full period if the case was that of 
an eight months' child. As before stated I 
have the data of a 64 months’ child. Where 
am I to look for the epoch? If Raphael's 
contention is correct, the epoch might fall 
at any time within the preceding nine 
months. But calculation shows that the 
epoch in this case fell at 203 days before 
birth, equal to 63 calendar months, and such 
epoch did show the period of gestation. I 
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propose to give this case as an illustration later. 
I will now take a couple of the test cases 
submitted by Raphael, one in which I 
correctly named the sex, and the other 
wherein I was wrong, in order to demon- 
strate this point. The first and second 
cases are chosen. 

I take the second case first. Sept. 22nd, 
1895, 3.20 p.m. The Ascendant is v? 18.39. 
Moon 20.55 ™ above and increasing. By 
the rules of the epoch this may be regular, 
5 days less than the norm. or irregular, 
and 9 days more than the norm. I do not 
know the sex. A regular epoch falls on 
December 28th, 1894, and an irregular on 
December 14th. The regular epoch gives the 
ascendant as 18.29 v5, time about 30s. earlier, 
sex female. The irregular epoch gives v? 16.22, 
rising, time 74m. earlier, sex male. Now 
without knowing the period of gestation, 
how was I to tell which to take? I chose the 
first because it confirmed the time, and I was 
correct, but it was purely a question of chance. 

Suppose I had taken Raphael’s view 
that the period of gestation is 36 weeks. 
I can find epochs on January 11th, 1895, 
and on January 24th. The former yields 
v? 18.43 rising, time about 12s. later, and 
sex, female. The other gives v? 18.16, time 
about lm. earlier, and sex, male. Without 
the knowledge as to the period of gestation 
where am I to look for the epoch, I simply 
had to “ fish ” for it. Is not this, therefore, 
a conclusive proof that when the sex is not. 
stated the period of gestation must be given. 
` Now let me examine case No. 1, June 4th, 
1886, 11 p.m. Radstock, lat. 51.18 N., 
long. 2.27 W. Moon below and increasing. 
The Asc. is in a female degree, the Moon is 
just out of orbs of another female degree. 
I gave this case as female, but it was male, 
so that the Moon must have been in =, the 
descendant, at the epoch. An ordinary 
regular epoch would fall on August 22nd, 
and an irregular epoch could be made to the 
same date, but both of these would give the 
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female sex. The latter would alter the time 
about 4 minutes, another illustration of 
finding a fictitious epoch to agree with the 
birth as a time measure. 

I can find an epoch for a long period on 
August 8th, giving male sex, Asc. 25.53 v5, 
birth time 4 minutes later. I can find 
another for a Raphael’s period of 36 weeks 
on October 2nd, giving male sex, Asc. 
24.19 vw, and time 4 minutes earlier, but 
how am I to determine which is the correct 
one, unless the period of gestation is given? 
It is simply guesswork. 

These two cases are sufficient to prove the 
utter falsity of the statement that it is abso- 
lutely impossible for the epoch to determine 
the period of gestation. Where is one to 
look for the date of the epoch without this 
period being named ? 

A word or two now about the times of 
birth given in the cases submitted by 
Raphael. It stands to reason that for the 
purpose of a proper scientific test the birth- 
times should have been correctly observed. 
In his letter giving me the data of the ten 
cases, Raphael stated that the times were 
given him by the mothers of the children. 
In his comments on page 84 he states that 
“as the parents of the children were living 
near & railway station at the time, I have 
every confidence that the hour of birth was 
correctly noted." It is obvious that the 
iimes given were not sufficiently accurate 
for the purpose of a test, for only one out of 
the ten was given to an odd minute, the 
others being for an exact five or ten minutes 
pastthe hour. Such information as this was 
not sufficiently accurate for test purposes. 

In the last issue of THE MESSENGER it 


will be observed that Raphael asked for an 


explanation of the word “show” in the 
statement that the epoch must show the 
actual period of gestation. The question to 
my mind does not appear to have any real 
value. Coming at a time when the theory 
has been before the public for over twenty 
years, and numerous illustrations of this 
particular point have been given, I cannot 
help refraining from the remark that it is & 
tacit admission of Raphael's lack of an inti- 
mate knowledge of the theory. A cursory 
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examination of any of the illustrations given 
would have shown that the period between 
epoch and birth is approximately the same 
as the period of gestation of each particular 
child. This is the correct meaning of the 
original statement that the epoch “ deter- 
mines approximately the actual period of 
gestation." But more on this point anon. 

Let us pass on to more important matters. 
Beneath this second objection as to the period 
of gestation lies the older and apparently 
more serious argument, that in the case of 
first children the epoch may and does 
frequently occur before the marriage of the 
parents. From my own experience I do not 
consider that this is a valid or scientific 
objection. On this point I cannot help call- 
ing to mind a very pertinent remark made 
by the well-known Australian astrologer, 
“ Zariel," in a letter published in the 
Astrologers’ Magazine for June, 1894: “ The 
statement made by one writer that in some 
cases the prenatal epoch would occur before 
marriage cannot be easily entertained as an 
argument. Such things have been and will 
be, both in high and low life, but I fully 
appreciate the value of ‘mum’ where there 
is a doubtful case." 

This remark, however, opens up another 
side of the question. Even if it were a 
definitely accepted rule that the epoch was 
co-incident in point of time with conception, 
or even impregnation, the very fact of it 
falling some days before marriage in a few 
isolated cases could not reasonably be enter- 
tained as of any value, or of disproving the 
epoch. But investigation shows that we are 
not justified in directly associating the epoch 
in point of time with either coition, impreg- 
nation, or any of the preliminary stages of 
generation. This is an accepted fact, and 
therefore the objection referred to is ruled 
out of court. 

I will leave the domain of theory and 
come down to hard practical facts, and take 
as an illustration of this point, the horoscope 
of “ Lilian,” a grandchild of Raphael, given 
by him in the Astrologers’ Magazine for 
May, 1895. This was a first child, and I 
have chosen the case on account of the very 
pointed remark made by Raphael in his 
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comments thereon. ‘‘ Our friend, Sepharial, 
may be interested to know that, stretching 
the period of gestation to the utmost limit, 
it could not have exceeded 36 weeks and 4 
days." It is to be naturally inferred from 
this that the last day of the last menstrual 
period previous to conception was at this 
particular period before birth. Now, 36 
weeks and 4 days equals 256 days, and this 
subtracted from August 21st, 1894, the date 
of birth, brings us back to December 8th, 
1893. The epoch, therefore, should not fall 
before that date. I will, therefore, apply the 
rules and see how far they agree with this 
date, and whether the time and sex are 
confirmed. The data is as follows: Female, 
August 21st, 1894, 3.55 p.m. Lat. 52.48 N. 
Long. 1.25 E.

Time of birth 355 0

Add for E. Long. 5 40 
14 0 99 
Ascendant 25 46 Sagittarius. 


Moon 26 51 Aries. 

The Moon is below and decreasing, hence 
the period is less than the norm. Ordinarily, 
the epoch should fall on November 25th, 
but calculation shows that the time of birth 
would be thrown several minutes out, and 
moreover such date would not determine the 
period of gestation. We find that the 
Moon crosses the ascendant of the horoscope 
between the noons,of December 8th and 
9th, as follows :—

or December 9th, 3h. 17m. 19s. &.m. The 
Moon's longitude at this time is 26.12 
Sagittarius, which is the correct ascendant 
of the horoscope. The time is lm. 58s. 
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later than the observed birth moment. This 
rectification confirms the birth time, shows the 
sex, and agrees with the period of gestation. 

Now I anticipate at once what Raphael’s 
reply will be, and therefore forestall the 
probable objections he will make. What I 
expect him to say is this: “ Yes, you make 
the epoch fall on December 9th, and state 
that it determines the period of gestation, 
but you ignore the fact that the parents were 
not married until the 13th, or four days 
later, and this at once wrecks the whole of 
your contention. If the epoch, as you com- 
pute it, determines the actual period of 
gestation, and in this case it occurs, at the 
lowest estimate, five days before conception 
was possible, how can it be the correct epoch, 
or determine the gestatory period? I con- 
tend that both my objections are proved by 
this horoscope." 

My readers will now see my reason for 
taking this particular case. I am not in the 
least frightened by the argument, for the 
simple reason that I hold all the trump 
cards. Next month I will play them.

spondents to give a practical illustration 

of the manner of working the “ Silver 

Key ” method of selection, and I have 
therefore much pleasure in doing so. The 
genuine expressions of general satisfaction 
which the publication of that book has 
given rise to, warrants me in the belief that 
readers are open to accept the teachings of 
astrology when once their interest 1s aroused 
by practical demonstrations of its working 
value. Readers of the “ Silver Key” can 
hardly fail to observe that the material 
has been in hand for several years. Now 
that it is accessible to all at a price which 
renders it available to everybody, a genuine 
interest has arisen in the problems with 
which it is concerned. It goes without 
saying, however, that it does not by any 
means constitute the final word in the matter, 
which is embodied in my “ Arcana." 

Now let us take an example of the “Silver 
Key " method. At Hurst Park, on Saturday, 
March 7th, 1914. Sidereal Time at noon 
22h. 57m. The first step is to reduce this 
for places west of Greenwich, and to increase 
it for places east of Greenwich by the 
&mount of longitude due to the place. We 
can then uniformly apply the time of the 
races to this corrected Sidereal Time. For 
Molsey Heath I subtract one minute, and 
this serves equally for Hurst, Sandown and 
Kempton Parks. 

The corrected Sidereal Time will therefore 
be 22h. 56m. To this we add the time of 
the race, which, of course, is Greenwich 
mean time, namely 2.30 p.m. 

This gives the following result :—

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which is the Sidereal Time or Right Ascen- 
sion on the Midheaven at the time of the 
event. 

Refer now to the Tables of the Houses for 
London (Raphael’s new set is specially re- 
commended for this purpose), and you will 
find this Right Ascension or Sidereal Time 
to correspond with the 24th degree of the 
sign Aries, which is therefore on the Mid- 
heaven. At this time the 12th degree of 
the sign Leo is rising at Hurst Park. This 
is the first factor. 

The Moon's longitude at noon is Cancer 
13° 26’, and in 2h. 30m. it will have come 
to Cancer 15 nearly. This is the second 
factor. 

The Moon's longitude being Cancer 15, 
and the Sun's Pisces 16, they wil be 
61 degrees from the opposition. Then as 
the Moon is past the first quarter and going 
to the Full the gravity point will be 61 
from the west horizon and below it. This 
is the third factor. 

Now take the Moon's distance from the 
horizon. From Cancer 15, which is the 
Moon's place, to Leo 12, which is the 
Ascendant, the number of degrees is 27. 
This is the fourth factor. 

We now have to deal with factors three 
and four, namely, the Moon's distance from 
the horizon — 27 increasing, and the Moon's 
elongation — 61 decreasing. Here the 
point G, which is 61 from the horizon is to 
be preferred according to the rule, as it is 
nearer the 60 aspect than is 27 to the 
30 aspect. 

Now we have to find the proportion that 
61 bears to the whole scale of weights 
involved. These, on inspection, are found to 
be top 12st. 7lb. and bottom 10st. 6lb., 
which gives a scale of 291lbs. 

Then to find the proportion we say: As 
180 is to 29lbs. so is 61 to the answer, 
which is found on working out to be about 
lOlbs. Then taking 10lbs. from the top 
weight we get list. lllbs., and adding it to 
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the bottom weight we get llst. 2lb. 
thus :—

and on reference to the runners we find that 
the nearest weights to these are carried by 
Revolution (list. 13lb.) and Glen Falloch 
(Llst. llb), who came in first and second 
respectively. 

I trust that this illustration will suffice to 
show the method of working. The whole 
process does not occupy more than five 
minutes, though it takes more than twice as 
long to explain it. 

It is not an invariable rule that the 
nearest aspect wins, but it is good enough to 
work on, and serves to reduce the chances 
from four to two among the runners. The 
key contained in the “Arcana " does not ever 
include more than two, and very frequently 
one only, and on this particular day it 
brought out Revolution, Belus and Dublin 
Bay, all of which won their respective 
events. 

Those who have difficulty in computing 
the aspects formed between the Moon and 
horizon, and the Moon and Sun, will find the 
“Silver Key Astrolabe” (price 1s. 2d. post 
free) to solve all their difficulties at sight.

While on this subject I may as well 
resolve the two cryptograms in which I 
attempted to indicate the winners of the 
Lincoln and Grand National handicaps. It 
should be remembered that the calculations 
were made from the acceptances as soon as 
they were published, and no allowance has 
been made for scratchings, non-runners, etc. 
The solutions are as follows: Look for a 
goad to drive the fatted calf—the letter L, 
which in Hebrew is Lamed, an ox-goad. 
An ox or bull—the letter A, which in 
Hebrew is aleph, a bull. First letter of a 
name that’s known to all—L for Lincoln. 
The first of those in power, the last to fall— 
ihe Liberals are in power and the first letter 
is L, which is also the last letter in “ fall.” 
Hence we get the name LALL. 
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Now for the Grand National. Here I 
have dealt with the weights and not the 
names. Sol, Mars and Jupiter coming to a 
line, means the figures representing the 
weight of the possible winner, with its 
counterpart. These are Carrigrue, 11st. 7]b., 
and Ballymacad 10st. 71b. Owing to various 
defections, scratchings, etc., it is remotely 
possible that one of these three will recom- 
pense the ingenious reader for any trouble 
he may have gone to in finding the solution. 

* * * 

Let us suppose that the “ Silver Key " and 
the Astrolabe are in hand, and we require 
to find the indications for the above handicap 
at Hurst Park on March 7th, 1914,at 2.30 p.m. 

From the particulars already given it will 
be seen that the Ascendant is Leo 12, and 
the Moon in Cancer 15. I bring Leo 12 on 
the Astrolabe to the point marked Ascen- 
dant 0, and then I see at once that the 
Moon in Cancer 15 is approaching the 
angle 30 degrees. Then to find the gravity 
point I bring Pisces 16 to the Ascendant, 
and then we shall have the Sun's position 
against Ascendant 0, while a glance will 
enable us to see that at that time the Moon 
in Cancer 15 is 61 from the West horizon. 
The elements for the use of the Astrolabe 
are: The ascending degree at the time of 
an event, the Sun's longitude, the Moon's 
longitude. With these it is possible to 
calculate the probable result in two minutes. 
The ascendants for any hour of the day will 
be found in the book, and the horizontal 
distances of the Moon and the gravity point 
can be found on the Astrolabe in a minute. 
Thus the merest tyro can convince himself 
whether there is anything in astrology or 
not.

Referring to those who have recently 
passed away, some of my readers will have 
known Mrs. Isabelle Cooper-Oakley, whose 
work in Italy, Australia and India for the 
cause of Theosophy has had a very fruitful 
result. She and her sister, Miss Laura 
Cooper, were nieces of Lady Eden, and 
joined the Theosophical Society in the 
Eighties, being for many years personal 
pupils of Mdme. Blavatsky. Mrs. Cooper- 
Oakley did a considerable work in bringing 
the light of Theosophy to bear upon the 
Masonic symbolism and craft. She also 
made a close study of the lives of several of 
the great mystics, such as Mdme. Guyon de 
la Motte, Louis Claude de St. Martin, and 
others. Among theosophists she was certainly 
regarded as one of the Old Guard, and will 
be fondly remembered by thousands who 
have come under her personal influence. 
She passed away on Tuesday, March 3rd, 
while still on her travels. I remember that 
she was born under the early degrees of 
Capricorn with Jupiter in the Ascendant, 
and she had fnany of the personal traits of 
Swedenborg, who was also born with Jupiter 
rising in Capricornus, which gives aquiline 
features, swarthy complexion, and clear blue 
eyes.

I have recently received a sheaf of papers 
from one signing himself “Clay Burton 
Vance,’ which appear to have reference to 
character reading by graphology. But en- 
closed with them are one or two papers 
which seem to call for comment. One is a 
printed form for the purpose of a ''Com- 
plete Life Reading," in which the data 
required are: Name, address, date, month, 
and year of birth, colour of hair and eyes. 
It will be observed that there is no reference 
to the time of birth, and therefore two or 
more persons giving the same date must be 
judged by the same data, which any astro- 
loger will recognise as inadequate. The 
other paper is a facsimile reprint of part of 
the Daily Mirror, in which the Vicar of 
St. Catherine's, at Hatcham (the Rev. 
Howard Truscott) is reported to have con- 
sulted an astrologer in Paris, who gave him 
a free test, in which the burning of the 
church was predicted, as well as a Royal 
message, a communication from & prominent 
politician, and the recovery of some valued 
article which had been lost. In no single in- 
stance is the name of the astrologer divulged, 
nor are we informed whether the Vicar 
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consulted him or supplied him with any 
data. 

In these circumstances it appears alto- 
gether inconclusive that Mr. Vance has any 
claim to identify himself and his work with 
the case in question, and steps ought to be 
taken in the interest of the science to clear 
this matter. It appears quite certain that 
if the Vicar did not personally consult 
Mr. Vance and supply him with the data of 
his birth, no such predictions could have 
been made. Certainly they could not have 
been made from the data which it is the 
practice of Mr. Vance to obtain from his 
clients. I do not know Mr. Vance, nor 
have I at any time seen any of his work, but 
I am disposed to regard the inclusion of this 
story among his testimonials as at least open 
to suspicion. The real facts of the case 
should be published if only for the purpose 
of clearing the Rev. Howard J. H. Truscott 
from the charge of mis-statement of fact. 
For observe that the dates of prediction and 
those of event do not coincide. The Daily 
Mirror of May 24th, 1913, reports that 
“ last night," i.e., May 23rd, the statement 
was made by the Vicar. Now it was not 
until the 24th that he was to receive a Royal 
message, and the Daily Mirror report says : 
" Queen Alexandra, it was announced last 
Thursday, had sent & cheque for £20 to 
Mr. Truscott towards the Church rebuilding 
fund." Now this would give us the date of 
the gift as May 15th. On that same day he 
discovered a book he valued very dearly 
among the ruins of the church, and the date 
given for the finding was May 6th, the same 
day as the loss of “something dear." At 
best, therefore, there is only a varisemblance 
of truth in the prediction, and all mention of 
Suffragettes' incendiarism, & church or a 
book, is notably absent from the prediction. 
However, if the Vicar was satisfied it is not 
for us to criticise.

To those who believe in the doctrine of 
Re-incarnation the following experience of 
Mdme. Laure Raynaud, who recently died 
in Paris, will prove interesting :— 

* Mdme. Raynaud, who was forty-five years 
old, was a nurse in a private hospital in Passy. 
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A few years ago, says the Paris correspondent 
of the Express, she told the doctor that she 
knew she had died at the age' of nineteen many 
years before. She described the town and the 
house in which she had lived. It was a foreign 
town, although Mdme. Raynaud had never been 
out of France. 

‘The doctor thought the town might be 
Siena, in Italy, and from the mayor of that place 
procured a collection of photographs. In one of 
them he recognized a house and a church 
exactly like those Mdme. Raynaud described. 
She gave many details, among others that she 
died in 1840, and that her death was due to 
consumption. 

“ Without telling her where she was going, 
the doctor took her to Siena. The first day she 
arrived she walked straight to the house she had 
described, and from there to the church. There 
she went to the tombstone of a girl who died of 
consumption in 1840 at the age of nineteen, and 
fell on it in a fainting fit. 

‘“ Mdme. Raynaud refused to make any money 
out of her peculiar gift, and though she had a 
strange magnetism which enabled her to effect 
cures of certain nervous maladies, she always 
refused payment. Her death was due to 
cancer.” 


If this is a case of re-incarnation it is 
certainly a singular one, as there is no law 
requiring that one dying of consumption 
should re-incarnate at such short date. A 
person born in 1821 and dying of consump- 
tion in 1840 would not normally appear 
again on this plane in 1869, as appears to 
have been the case here. I should be dis- 
posed to regard it as a case of sympathetic 
clairvoyance. I have recently had occasion 
to examine some cases of alleged re-incarna- 
tion and find that the doctrine is altogether 
sustained by astrological indications.

Wilde relates an incident which occurred 
when he was taking tea in London with 
Sir S and his lady. Sir S suddenly 
said, “Do you know, Wilde, I was cut off 
without the proverbial shilling by my irate 
bachelor uncle, for editing what he called a 
book on the blackest of black magic." “ My 
dear fellow," said Mr. Wilde, “I am sorry 
to hear it. What book was that?" ‘“ Oh," 
replied Sir S ,"it was that book on 
Astrology of Cardan of Milan.” The 
Egyptians, it is well known, mixed up 
Astrology with black magic, and curiously 


—Mr. Wilde says:—''I had been pre- 
viously hunting for him for twenty years, 
and nobody was more astonished than 
I was to find that it was destroyed by a 
donkey.” It has long been a favourite 
saying of the sceptic that '" Astrology was 
exploded long ago." Has it ever occurred 
to these gentry that if the case of Astrology 
was & parallel one with that of Humpty 
Dumpty, then the impossible has happened 
without the aid of all the king’s horses 
and men. I would also remind these 
individuals that the Sun went round the 
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Earth—until the world began to think. 
Mr. Wilde is a keen sportsman; an angler, 
cyclist, tennis and croquet player. He has 
taken many photographs—seascape, por- 
trait and landscape studies. He has also 
invented the well-known “ Rexo " pipe for 
smokers. 

The photograph on page 130 is one of 
Mr. Wilde taken many years ago. 

He modestly states that he disclaims any 
notability, and that his only regret is that 
he has done so little, that he has contributed 
so small an amount of knowledge to the 
subject; and goes on to say that his excuse 
must be lack of ability, lack of data, and 
lack of brains.

The planetary positions at 11.30 p.m., 
April 16th, 1860, Leeds, will be seen in the 
Map of Heavens on the preceding page. 
Sagittarius 14° is ascending. The Moon is 
in the third house in square to Venus, semi- 
quartile Sun, sextile Mars and square 
Uranus. 'The Sun in the fourth is semi- 
square Venus and semi-sextile Neptune. 
Mercury in the third is sextile Venus, square 
Mars, sesquiquadrate Saturn, sextile Uranus 
and parallel Neptune. Venus is in the 
seventh, in parallel to Mars, conjunction 
Uranus, and quintile Neptune. Mars, in 
the first house, is opposed to Jupiter, the 
latter planet being in the eighth, semi-sextile 
Saturn, and semi-quartile Uranus. Saturn 
—also in the eighth—has the quintile aspect 
with Uranus. Uranus and Neptune are in 
the sixth and third houses, respectively. 

Jupiter, ruler of the Nativity, in Cancer— 
the sign of its exaltation—renders the native 
imaginative, tenacious, diplomatic, impres- 
sionable and magnanimous. When the 
sympathies are aroused the enthusiasm will 
be immense (d 8 2), and liable at times 
to override reason. 

Thé position of Mercury in Aries indicates 
an enterprising and ambitious nature, not 
easily daunted, assertive, and self-confident. 
Its sextile with Uranus shows originality 
and inventive ability, and the same aspect 
with Venus a love of the artistic, and a keen 
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appreciation of the beautifnl, and that which 
pleases the ear and eye. The square with 
Mars, however, give impulsiveness, and an 
appeal to his heart would incline him to 
over-generosity. 

The financial prospects are not of the best, 
as the luminaries are in semi-quartil@aspect, 
and the Sun is in semi-square to Venus. 
The latter position warns him to avoid any 
action which would be likely to lead to 
litigation, as Venus is in the seventh house. 
He will, however, probably have gained 
financially by marriage, or through legacies 
(ruler of 7th * 9, ^ in 8th v 4, also in 
8th). The Moon in the third, semi-quartile 
Sun, and square Venus and Uranus brings 
losses through publications, but the native's 
confidence in his own powers will help him 
much in regard to matters ruled by the 
third house (p * d). 

With regard to health. The native is 
liable to stomach complaints—indigestion 
and catarrh of the stomach—and also com- 
plaints of the liver and blood (¢ 8 4 in €). 
The constitution is weakened somewhat by 
the semi-square of Venus and the Moon to 
the major luminary, and the kidneys will 
be a seat of danger. 

The ruler of the ninth in the fourth 
sextile Venus and Uranus has directed his 
interests to the occult world, but as Mars, 
ruler of the eleventh, is in square aspect 
thereto, he will have come into conflict with 
many of his friends owing to his support of 
Astrology. 

Like nearly all Sagittarians Mr. Wilde is 
a lover of sports. I have never yet met a 
Sagittarian who was not interested in sport, 
although, with some of them, their interest 
has only reached the level of what are 
commonly termed “ newspaper sportsmen.” 
Strength of body is the proud possession of 
the average Sagittarian.

PART III. By "SEPHARIAL." 


Collett to which I have referred in 
my previous article, but which was

* Dear Sir.—I venture to place before you an 
idea which has emerged from my reading of your 
books, namely, that a unifying induction is neces- 
sary as the outcome of the data involved. From 
your admirable little book, ‘‘ How to Make and 
Read a Horoscope,” I gather, if I understand aright, 
that you teach the formulz I have in mind in parts 
of the work; yet I am not clear as to the final 
conclusions you would lay down with regard to 
other portions. The induction I propound is as 
follows: ALL phenomena manifesting themselves 
on this planet, human or other, are resultants of 
cosmic forces. If this proposition be denied, the 
implication is that a factor is involved, unrelated, 
unconditioned, presumably, or the relations of 
which are as yet undiscovered. Referring to above- 
mentioned book (page 111), the man you instance 
—the man of common sense—pursues his course 
oblivious to the forces playing upon him, which know- 
ledge you possess. The event transpires. The totality 
of the process may be expressed as a sequence. 
Had the man, previous to the event, become aware 
of the play of law, this becoming aware would 
also be expressed as a sequence ; and, further, had 
a modification of the event resulted from the latter 
or the contrary, this process would also be sequen- 
tial, and the inevitable outcome of the factors 
involved. In other words, whether the man bene- 

;fits by the impinging from without or not, is in 
' either case inevitable, and depends on the resultant 
of two groups of factors: (1) The sum of capaci- 
ties possessed at the moment and their inherent 
possibilities of reaction. (2) The sum of the forces 
impinging and their qualitative contents. I 
entirely agree that man has that freedom 
implied in the manifestation of himself, according 
to the totality of his equipment at any given 
moment of his life in relation to external influences ; 
but the destiny of an individual is wrought in 
obedience to determining factors at every step of the 
path. Whether a man goes through life ignorant 
of the stupendous interplay of cosmic powers, or 
whether he at some period or other becomes 
influenced by knowledge, in whatever way acquired 
is a matter of cosmic determination in either case ; 
in fact, all thought, all action, is relative (related) 
and the resultant of heredity and environment, or 
the expression of a collection of powers acting in 
harmony with, or in conflict with, another group ; 
expressing itself, however subtle the interplay, 
however difficult the analysis. That by knowledge 
of law (astrologic) mankind may gradually proceed 
to a happier and more desirable set of relations, I 


NES then, is the letter from Mr. 
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humbly subscribe my hope and belief, but, what- 
ever has been the past, however far we may push 
backwards in thought, whatever may be the future 
of the individual and the race in striving to obey 
or work in harmony with cosmic law, that future 
and that striving will be strictly determined, and 
cannot be other than the sequence from the present, 
as the present is from the past.

(as to relations) quantity, a vague free-will, or ‘ Set 
of the Sails,’ which, of course, astrology cannot 
touch, and so leaves outside itself another law, 
the relations of which it neither attempts to unify 
or explain ! 

* From the last page of your valued work, I 
gather that you assume a Power or Being behind 
intermediary agents. It seems to me futile to do 
more than express an opinion, a possibility (con- 
cept); and the assumption of a wholly beneficent 
Power opens up for me, more difficulties than an 
assumption of Eternity of the Universe. I cannot 
get over the knowledge of the records of life on 
this planet in the past ; and yesterday only, in the 
course of a country ramble, I was revolted at some 
happenings. Having read considerably the thought 
expressed in mystic writings, and in the eastern 
books and other literature, I still feel that the 
astrologer has not solved the riddle of the Sphinx. 
Bearing in mind all the transcendental philosophy 
and theosophy I have perused, I feel in doubt as 
to the position you would endorse regarding the 
supposed unconditioned, unrelated something 
which I have feebly essayed to gain acquaintance 
with. The vivifying of the difficulty (of assuming 
such an entity or force) consequent on reading 
your book, prompts me to ask for the honour of a 
reply. The point of relationship seems to be vital 
and non-relationship unthinkable. To say 'char- 
acter is destiny’ is to assert that destiny is expli- 
cable in terms of character, which, unfortunately, 
leaves character as a datum not explained—the 
terms of relationship not being given—unless we 
assume the latter explicable in terms of destiny!

The admission that awareness of an im- 
pending event may operate to produce a 
modification of such event may be logically 
extended from the premiss as to include 
the possibility of an entire subversion of the 
predicted event. This precludes entirely 
the admission of a fatalistic doctrine, and as 
a matter of experience it is my firm convic- 
tion that this doctrine cannot stand. Fore- 
knowledge of predisposition in a given direc- 
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tion has resulted in the entire overcoming of 
that tendency, and a consequent diversion 
of energy in another and more desirable 
direction. 

This statement requires that there is an 
unrelated factor behind the predicable se- 
quence of events, and this factor is continu- 
ally adjusting itself to the modifications of 
environment, and to the results produced by 
its own action upon an ever-changing en- 
vironment. This factor is the human will. 
In the play of this factor there is no distur- 
bance of the universal law of Causation, 
which, if present anywhere, must be every- 
where. Neither do I think the admission 
of this factor need in any way disturb our 
ideas of planetary action in human life, for 
we are undoubtedly subject to the material 
influence of the planets to the extent that 
we are subject to our bodily organism and 
its physical environment. Then, if Mind is 
a function of Matter we are altogether 
subject to planetary action, and the laws of 
Cosmic Causation. But if, as I maintain, 
the Mind is a separable thing from the body 
and, indeed, the source of all faculty, then to 
the extent that it controls the body it is 
immune from the effects of planetary action. 
This conception is well expressed in the 
philosophy of Patanjali, the great exponent 
of Rajyoga in India, who likens the Mind to 
the charioteer, the faculty of reason to the 
the reins, the passions to horses, and the 
senses to the road that they travel over. As 
consciousness is the faculty of Mind and not 
of Matter, there can be no physical conscious- 
ness apart from the Mind which invests the 
body: and if the Mind is Cognizer and Senser, 
it is obviously in the direction of Mind 
that we must look for our unrelated factor. 
The only question which seems to inveigh 
against our view of Mind as supreme arbiter, 
is that which presents the individual con- 
sciousness as a centre within a greater Mind 
to whose laws it is therefore subject. We 
know, of course, there are laws of Thought 
imposed upon us, and it does no appear that 
these are altogether and solely in terms of 
our physical experience, for they appear to 
hold good in regard to our highest and most 
abstruse conceptions and imaginings. Never- 
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theless one has to affirm outright either that 
we are the slaves of circumstance, or that we 
are capable of adapting ourselves to en- 
vironment and adjusting our conduct to the 
course of events in such part as to be 
responsible agents. If we affirm the former 
then astrology has no place in the scheme 
of utilitarian thought; while if we affirm the 
latter (that man is a responsible agent), then 
we recognise not only that astrology can be 
of service to the race but that it is possibly 
the only means available to the average man 
by which to order his goings. Now of things 
that are predicable nothing is more certain 
than that an hereditary tendency backed up 
by horoscopical indications will out-realise 
itself in the life of an individual. If such a 
tendency has been realised and then over- 
come by conscious effort, there is a prima 
facie case for the action of Mind over matter, 
and therefore of its disposing power in all 
things sublunary. This, of course, is irres- 
pective of any higher relations it may hold 
to & Supernal Mind.

The Prenatal Epoch. 


To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

DEAR SiR,—There is a misprint in my letter on 
page 119 in the fourth line, ‘“ show” should be 
“ know," that is, ‘‘is it necessary to know the period 
of gestation to find the epoch ?" 

1. I thank Mr. Bailey for his reply, which, how- 
ever, leaves matters about where they were. Without 
discussing this point further, I will refer to his article 
on page 85, in which he says my contention that 
the epoch cannot show the period of gestation is 
emphatically disproved. In No. 4 case he says ‘‘ this 
particular case emphatically proves the impossibility 
of determining the date of the epoch without know- 
ing the period of gestation." In No. 2 he says, 
‘“ here again it is necessary to know the period,’’ and 
in No. 7 he says, '' without knowing the period of 
gestation the calculation is purely conjectural.” I 
confess I am puzzled. 

2. In 999 cases out of a 1,000 the period of gesta- 
tion to within a week or more is unknown, and, 
consequently, any epoch founded upon this is, as 
Mr. Bailey says, purely conjectural. 

3. Does Sepharial, or Mr. Bailey know their own 
periods of gestation’? Epochs can be found by the 
dozen both before or after birth. They are simply 
lunar coincidences, and, in my opinion, have nothing 
whatever to do with the advent of a human being. 
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4. Next month I shall have something to say 
about the period of gestation. : 

5. 1 should like to ask Sepharial a question. If 
the planets do not cause events, what does? There 
is no effect without a cause.

MR. BAILEY'S REPLY. 

As it is very inconvenient for me to reply to 
Raphael's letter in the '* Final Vindication of the 
Epoch,” I append a detailed answer below. I have 
numbered the paragraphs in the above letter, and 
will reply to each in detail. First let me say that I 
do not think Raphael's attitude of “sitting on the 
fence" will give any weight to his objections, nor 
will it in any way hinder my further exposition of the 
subject. hat I want him to do is to give us some 
definite facts and reliable data which can be put to 
a practical demonstration, either for or against the 
epoch. Ifhe is not prepared to do so, then I do not 
think any good purpose can be served by continuing 
the correspondence. 

1. Raphael says that my reply leaves matters 
about where they were. Of course it does; it could 
not be expected to do otherwise. He states he is 
puzzled at my comments (page 83), but a little 
reflection should show him the point I am aiming at. 
To put it in a nutshell, it is this, ‘‘ Does he expect 
me to find an epoch nine months before birth for a 
seven months’ child ? ” If a child is a seven months’ 
child the epoch will be found seven months before 
birth. It must be so found, and it is. What is there 
puzzling in this ? 

2. I fail to see anything in this paragraph which 
has any real argument against the epoch. 

3. The statement that epochs can be found by the 
dozen both before and after birth is —well, I won't 
say a falsehood, asit is too ridiculous and inaccurate. 
Only one epoch can be found which fulfils the 
required conditions. This fact has been made 
perfectly plain in the previous articles on the subject. 
There are no such things as ‘‘ coincidences ’’ where 
natural laws are concerned. 

5. This question does not concern me, but I may 
be pardoned for venturing a reply. We ourselves are 
the cause, because we violate the cosmic laws. A 
man is hung for murder: who killed him? The 
hangman? The rope? He was killed because he 
violated the laws of his country. He was the cause..

A Word to the Wise. 


With these facts in mind, it behoves 
every man to take care lest he cast his 
judginent to the winds at the hearing of 
some catch-cry set up for party purposes. 
It is unfortunately true that comparatively 
few votes cast at an election represent the 
considered views of the elector. The fact 
that a certain policy is enunciated or opposed 
by the leaders of a particular party is, generally 
speaking. quite sufficient for the average 
man. Be the colour blue or red or yellow, 
he votes by prejudice without the full exer- 
cise of his own intelligence, and so plays 
into the hands of the party wire-pullers 
whose chief object is not so much to get 
into power, attractive as that may be, but to 
have the joy of beating their opponents. 
Politics is a game, and the pity is that so few 
understand it from that point of view: for if 
once the electorate began to think inde- 
pendently a new spirit would impregnate 
our public life, and the wrongs of the period 
would be wiped out. It is no business of 
ours to deal with politics as such, our science 
not being the tool of any party; but the 
movements of the times are so ominous that 
we are only fulfilling our duty in calling 
attention to the astrological portents and 
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inviting careful consideration of all that bears 
upon them. The horoscope of King George 
is of great interest at this particular time, 
&nd next month we shall give a detailed 
examination of the directions, with a view 
of throwing more light on the subject. 


Names, Numbers, and Horoscopes. 

We have, on several occasions, brought 
this subject forward for consideration, and 
now give some new particulars on the theory. 
We have found from experience that the 
numerical value of the surname corresponds 
to the number of the planet ruling the 
fourth house, that of the parents. In a 
particular instance just before us, the value 
of the surname is five, the number of Venus. 
There are seven children in the family. In 
three horoscopes Venus is in the fourth 
house; in two horoscopes Venus rules the 
fourth house; in the two remaining horo 
scopes Venus is in conjunction with the 
ruler of the fourth house. Is this to be 
childishly termed a coincidence. or is it the 
working of natural law ? 


The Lunation. 


The lunation of April 25th falls in the 
tenth house in square to Uranus just setting. 
Jupiter is in the seventh, Mercury in the 
ninth, Saturn in the eleventh, and Mars 
conjoined with Neptune in the twelfth. The 
affliction of the luminaries in the tenth, and 
of Mars, ruler of the tenth, augurs ill for the 
Government, and a serious set-back is im- 
minent. Trade will improve, especially with 
the Colonies. Railway and postal affairs will 
benefit. Foreign affairs will attract atten- 
tion. The position of Saturn in the 
eleventh house is not good for Parliamentary 
affairs, and disputes and party splits are 
indicated. Trade concessions or a com- 
mercial treaty with another power are shown. 
Mars conjoined with Neptune in the tweltth 
denotes much crime, violence, and serious 
troubles in institutional affairs. China and 
the Cape will be the scenes of serious trouble 
if not violence. 


The Prenatal Epoch. 


We have an interesting matter to bring 
to the notice of readers in our next issue. 
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Some few years ago we were faced with the 
argument that the times of birth had been 
altered forty minutes to make them suit the 
epoch. Two of these cases were submitted 
to us at the time, and when the rules were 
properly applied it was found that the birth 
times were correct within two or three 
minutes. A more outrageous case than 
these has just come to our notice. Next 
month we will give full particulars.

may appear, to the ordinary man in 
the street, somewhat potent, and contain a 
semblance of the truth. To me they have 
no real basis, and I am prepared to prove 
my contention by the facts which I shall 
now bring forward. 

Reference to one of the paragraphs in the 
last issue (page 124, col. 2), will show that I 
stated “. . . we are not justified in directly 
associating the epoch in point of time with 

. any of the preliminary stages of 
generation." So far as my experience goes, 
the epoch may occur previous to the com- 
mencement of the gestative period; it may 
also occur just aiter. This in no way alters 
the fact that “it determines approximately 
the actual period of human gestation." 

As already stated, the normal period of 
human gestation is 273 days, and it has been 
proved that births vary on either side of this 
period by a certain number of days, deter- 
mined by the position of the Moon in regard 
to the horizon at the time of birth. Now I 
put it forward as a note of intelligence for 
our thoughtful readers, that just as the birth 
date in normal cases varies from the mean 
period by a specific number of days, com- 
puted from the birth map, so the commence- 
ment of the gestative period may vary from 
the epoch by a similar law determined from 
the epochal map. 

Here again I am talking theoretically, but 
I shall have more to say on this point later. 
I will now come down again into the plane 
of facts. I concluded my last month's paper 
by stating that I was not frightened by 
Raphael's objections, because I held all the 
trump cards. I am now playing my first : 
it is à very high one, but not the highest.

of the child, which would be of the male 
sex, to take place on December 23rd, 1906, 
at 3.35 p.m. Full calculations were appen- 
ded, and it appeared that the child was con- 
ceived from a single coitus, which took place 
at 11 p.m. on March 26th, 1905, and the 
epoch was determined from this to occur at 
7.34 a.m. on March 27th." 

Well, what about it ? 

T'he child was born at the identical moment 
calculated, and was of the male sez, as pre- 
dicted. 

Now, opponents of the prenatal epoch, 
what have you to say for yourselves? The 
particulars given above have been in my 
possession for just over eight years, but I 
had deemed. them too important to make 
public, although in & previcus number of 
THE MESSENGER I had hinted that I had 
them. Probably I should have withheld 
them now had not Raphael's recent critic- 
ism given me the opportunity of bringing 
the case forward. I quite expect that this 
case will be questioned in a certain quarter, 
but the facts cannot be refuted, as I have 
the whole of these particulars in the hand- 
writing of the father of the child, together 
with the horoscopes of birth and epoch, and 
I am prepared, should it be necessary, to 
submit the papers for examination and veri- 
fication. Now let us examine this case as- 
trologically. The coitus took place at 11 
p.m. on March 26th, 1905. The ascendant 
is the 27th degree of Scorpio, and the Moon 
is in Sagittarius 24.3. At the time of the 
epoch the 27th degree of Scorpio was set- 
ting, and the Moon had progressed to Sagit- 
tarius 28.50. At the time of birth the Moon 
was in the 27th degree of Scorpio, and the 
descendant was Sagittarius 28.50. In all 
the three particular times we find the 27th 
degree of Scorpio predominant. 

I will now play my second trump card. 
This came under my own personal observa- 
tion. A lady relative, who was known to be 
enceinte, related to my wife that at 1.15 p.m. 
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on August llth, she experienced a turning 
movement in her womb, and suffered violent 
sickness. I computed the ascendant and 
Moon for this time, because I suspected that 
the child had quickened. The ascendant 
was the middle of Scorpio, and the Moon 
was in Pisces 22.49. In due time the child 
was born. This was on December 26th at 
3.47 a.m. The ascendant was again the 
middle of Scorpio, and the Moon was again 
in Pisces 22.49. At the epoch, which was 
on March 16th, 1903, the Moon was in the 
middle of Scorpio, and the ascendant was 
Pisces 22.49. Here again at all three parti- 
cular times, the sign Pisces 22.49 was para- 
mount. 

In both of these cases we find the parti- 
cular factors exactly in the same zodiacal 
position at each of the three dates and 
times. Can such things be coincidences ? 
I say, emphatically, NO. There are nosuch 
things as coincidences where natural laws 
are concerned. 

I do not, at the present stage of this 
article, propose to deal further with these 
two cases, as there are other matters to be 
dealt with, which will, to some extent, eluci- 
date the remarkable facts connected with 
them. I therefore pass on to another matter. 

I refer my readers to paragraph 3 of 
Raphael’s letter of the last issue, wherein he 
states that “epochs can be found by the 
dozen both before and after birth.’ I am 
tired of repeating the statement that it is 
only too easy to find an epoch which agrees 
with the birth as a measure of time, but 
this fact does not prove that the epoch so 
found is the correct one. The laws of the 
epoch make it absolutely essential that the 
epoch must comply with four definite and 
distinct terms. It must :— 

(1) Confirm the time of birth within the 
limits of an ordinary error of observation. 

(2) Determine approximately the actual 
period of human gestation. 

(3) Show the sex of the child. 

(4) Give directions therefrom for the 
major events of life. 

Now let us look at the second of the test 
cases, wherein I showed that it was possible 
to get four epochs. All of these approxi- 
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mated to the birth time. They complied 
with the first requirement. Out of these 
four, two showed the sex to be female and 
two male. This, therefore, reduced the 
number to two. Out of these two only one 
determined approximately the period of ges- 
tation, and therefore all the other three were 
fictitious epochs. That epoch would also 
give directions for the events of life. It 
is useless for further argument on the 
question. The fact has been proved beyond 
contradiction, and itis only sheer waste of time 
and space to refer to it, and I shall therefore 
ignore any further arguments that it is pos- 
sible to find epochs by the dozen before or 
after birth.

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I.—Willie Starchfield. 
HE boy whose dead body was found in 
C the North London railway carriage, 
and whose father was acquitted of the 
charge brought against him, is stated 
to have been born on June 8th, 1908, at a 
few minutes after nine in the morning in 
London. The data as given in Modern 
Astrology, from which these data are taken, 
appear to be in some part incorrect. The 
Sun’s longitude is given as Gemini 18, and 
the Moon's as Libra 13, the Midheaven being 
in Taurus 4, and the ‘Ascendant i in Leo 19. 
The Sun should be in Gemini 17° 9’, and the 
Moon in Libra 0° 15’. But it is obvious 
that the calculator, in taking out the places 
of the planets, slipped to June 9th, a day 
later. If the student will make out a horo- 
scope from the given data he will find that 
there are many points of extreme interest in 
it. In the first place we find the Moon on 
the cusp of the third house (short journeys} 
in opposition to Saturn and square to Marg, 
Mercury, and Neptune, which are themselves 
in opposition to Uranus. The Moon has 
also the sextile of the rising planet Jupiter, 
which, falling in the sign Leo, well describes 
the boy. But according to all the rules 
regarding the hyleg, the Sun holds the pre- 
rogative of life in this case, being close to the 
cusp of the eleventh house, and free from 
affliction. It is, therefore, to be judged that if 
those rules hold good they apply only to the 
vitality, and therefore to the prospective 
longevity of the subject, and can have 
nothing to do with accidents or tragedies 
which may cutoff the threadof life at any time 
by violence. Now the Moon, being doubly 
and even trebly afflicted by malefic planets 
in this horoscope, has certain signification, 
according to Ptolemy, of a violent death, and 
its position on the cusp of the third house 
shows that such violence was likely to occur 
during short journeys. By proportional arc, 
we bring Sagittarius 12 to the Midheaven 
for January 8th, 1914, when the boy was 
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51 years of age, and reference to the ephe- 
meris shows Saturn, which at birth afflicted 
the Moon by opposition, exactly in oppo- 
sition to the midheaven. Mars, at that time, 
was in transit through the vitiated degrees 
of Cancer in this horoscope. If we take 
the time of birth as recorded “ a few minutes 
after nine ” instead of exactly at nine oclock 
for which we have calculated, then the 
diurnal horoscope would show Uranus in 
transit over the Ascendant on the day of the 
tragedy, and this would give the time of 
birth as at 9.8 a.m. The presence of no less 
than six planets in cardinal signs would 
clearly point to a remarkable history, and 
the dispositor of the Moon being also ruler 
of the tenth, and in the twelfth house shows 
celebrity in connection with some hidden 
mystery. I am disposed to think, however, 
that having regard to the position of the 
planets there was not much evidence of 
strangulation as the cause of death, but 
Saturn in Aries would seem to indicate 
uw blow upon the head. In the universa! 
horoscope for the date of birth the planets 
Mars, Mercury, and Neptune were all con- 
joined in the twelfth house in opposition to 
Uranus, and from this indication the astro- 
loger would naturally look to a female rather 
than a male assailant as the cause of the 
tragedy, and it may be judged that it was the 
work of some hysteriac, for the conjoined 
planets have this signification, and in this 
connection we should not overlook the fact 
that the Moon rules the sign in which these 
planets are conjoined, and is found on the 
cusp of the house ruling short journeys. 
Mars being ruler of the fourth house clearly 
shows that the end would be a violent one. 


II.—Signor Tito Mattei. 


Signor Tito Mattei, whose recent death in 
London has deprived the musical world of 
one of its most distinguished and popular 
masters, was born at Campobasso, near 
Naples on May 24th, 1839, the birth certifi- 
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cate indicating 3.15 p.m. Working on this 
estimate, I find that the true time was 
3h. 13m. 39s. p.m.,local time. At this time 
Libra 16° 6' was rising on the latitude of 
Naples. The digest of the horoscope is as 
follows :—Midheaven in Cancer 19, Ascen- 
dant in Libra 169 6', Sun in Gemini 2.49, 
Moon in Libra 20.19, Neptune in Aquariis 


12.36, Uranus in Pisces 16.6, Saturn iu: 


Sagittarius 7.22, Jupiter in Libra 9.1, Mars 
in Virgo 16.26, Venus in Cancer 9.36, 
Mercury in Taurus 7.54. 

Aspects— Venus sextile Mercury, sextile 
Mars, trine Uranus, square Jupiter; Moon 
conjunction Jupiter; Sun opposition Saturn, 
trine Jupiter, sesquiquadrate Moon. 

The Moon's dispositor is also the ruler of 
the Ascendant, and is in elevation above all 
the other planets, and in mutual disposition 
with the Moon, which acts like the conjunc- 
tion. The musical talent is therefore well 
represented by the dominant position of the 
planet Venus, and this planet being also in 
sextile to Mercury shows that it would take 
a mental expression. For Venus, of itself, 
only contributes the artistic feeling, and in 
order to become Art it must have relations 
to the mental significator. Here we find it 
also in the ninth house, which, as is well 
known, affects the higher aspirations of the 
mind. The rising position of the Moon 
gives versatility and desire for publicity, a 
certain catholicism which tends to popular 
uses. Neptune in the fifth house tends to 
complicate the domestic relations and to 
induce Bohemianisin. Saturn in the second 
house in sextile to Jupiter gives endowments 
and steady fortunes. 

Although best known to the general public 
as @ writer of songs, his classical work was 
voluminous. In the musical catalogue of the 
British Museum there are no less than 
twenty-eight pages devoted to his composi- 
tions, and these embrace only his work com- 
pleted in England, where he settled in 1863. 
In 1871 he married the daughter of King 
Victor Emanuel’s engineer, Amalia Colombo 
by name, and by her had one daughter, 
Maria, who was born in 1874. The direc- 
tions for marriage were Venus P. sextile 
Ascendant R.; Midheaven P. sextile Moon 
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R., and the Ascendant P. separating from 
the trine of Venus R. Neptune coming to 
the opposition of the Midheaven was a dis- 
turbing indication. On March 30th, 1914, 
at the age of nearly 75 years, the Midheaven 
was directed to Libra 2, and the Ascendant 
was then in Sagittarius 13. Referring to 
the ephemeris for March 30th, we find the 
planet Saturn, which at birth opposed the 
Sun and therefore was a menace to the 
vitality, in Gemini 13. It will be observed 
also that at the last anniversary the Sun was 
applying to a conjunction with Saturn, and 
at the time of death was just past the direc- 
tion to the opposition of Neptune in Aqua- 
rius 11.57. I should be disposed to lay 
chief stress upon the transit of Saturn over 
the opposition of the progressed Ascendant. 
I had timed the death for April 10th from 
these data, but there were accelerating 
causes in Venus opposition Moon R., and 
Mars square Ascendant R. Probably a fine 
calculation would bring the Ascendant P. 
into direct line with Saturn. The horoscope 
is interesting from the fact that both here 
and in the Prenatal Epoch Venus is the 
dominant planet. It will be observed also 
that at the Epochal direction of the Sun, 
Mars had just passed the place of the Sun's 
place at the Epoch, while at the radical 
direction the same planet had just passed the 
place of the Moon R. The cause of death 
was cerebral congestion. 
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HIS month we take as our study of this 

branch of directing the prenatal epoch 

J. Chamberlain, 

which took place on September 28th, 

1835, at 6.52 p.m., as shown in the appended 
figure. 

It will be worth while to look at this figure 

which is particularly remarkable. Venus,

junction of Mars, Saturn and Mercury, a 
most uncommon configuration, is trine with 
Uranus. The Moon is in close sextile with 
Mercury, Mars, Saturn and Uranus. Seven 
planets occupy airy sigtis'’ while six are 
placed in cardinal signs. 

The map is particularly significant of the 
man and his rise in life to an exalted posi- 
tion. The Moon on the cusp of the ninth, 
so splendidly aspected, shows his ability and 
success in foreign and colonial affairs, for 
he held the position of Colonial Secretary. 

The conjunction of Mars, ruler of the 
seventh, with Mercury and Saturn, is strong 
evidence of the intense hatred of his politi- 
cal opponents, and of the enmity and vitu- 
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peration which he has been subjected to, 
and the violent and scurrulous attacks made 
against him. The position of Uranus in the 
eleventh is another important influence in 
the map. 

Our illustrious subject entered Parliament 
in 1876, under the directions of Sun parallel 
Uranus, a typical direction for such an event, 
and Asc. trine Saturn. 

At the tiine of the Home Rule split, and 
the formation of the Liberal Unionist party, 
the Sun was in square to Uranus, and Mars 
in sextile to the Sun. It is interesting to 
note that the directions from the horoscope 
at this time were Sun opposition Uranus, 
sextile Mars. Note the peculiar correspon- 
dence; surely not another coincidence ? 
By converse direction, the Asc. was conjunc- 
tion Neptune, and the meridian sextile 
Neptune and Venus. 

He became a Cabinet Minister and Colonial 
Secretary in 1905, under the direction of 
Sun sextile Venus, parallel Mercury. At the 
time of the Boer War the Asc. was con- 
versely in opposition to Jupiter, and the 
Sun in semi-square to Saturn and Mercury. 

His long illness during the first decade of 
this century has been caused by the slowly 
forming direction of Sun conjunction pro- 
gressed Mars, and by the converse squares 
of the Sun to Mercury, Saturn and Mars. 

At the present time the Sun is in sextile 
with Saturn and Mercury, but the Sun and 
Mars are within one degree of exact con- 
junction and approaching the conjunction of 
the radical moon. By converse direction 
the Sun is close to the square of the pro- 
gressed Saturn.

It is open to anybody to invent a method 
by which to determine a course of operations, 
but such method should exhibit a fairly con- 


sistent series of successes, and this can only 
be seeured by such a system as employs 
only a single factor in such manner as to 
indicate at most but two competitors, one of 
which should win in at least fifty per cent. 
of cases. In all these methods we regard the 
planets merely as symbols having a certain 
mathematical relation to the limits by which 
the competition is bounded. If we regard 
them as causes we should expect all results 
to be equally indicated, which is never the 
fact. One could produce half a score of 
systems, all pointing to the same result, and 
all of them correct. On the other hand, the 
same systems will point variously, and only 
one or two of them be correct. We have to 
take that which indicates the greatest number 
of successes, either continuously or over a 
period, and especially such as indicates the 
most unlikely results. Yet no matter what 
press forecast you may take, it will always 
be found that the astronomical system, that 
is, one in which selection is made according 
to the position of some particular planet, 
according to a definite method of proportion, 
is capable of beating it. Some experimenters 
have submitted to me a variety of schemes, 
all of which have their merits, but none of 
them last out, and for a very good reason. 
It is that you cannot get regular results from 
irregular methods. One suggested quite 
logically that as Jupiter ruled the 9th House 
and. the sign Sagittarius he should have the 
chief significance in matters relating. to 
horses. Another suggested Neptune, because 
he was given the control of horses by Jove 
in the Greek mythology. It is true that you 
can find evidence to support the notion, but 
on testing it over a series of events, one soon 
finds that it is fictitious. I have even seen 
systems which worked well during one season 
and failed completely in another, and from all 
these facts one is gradually led in towards 
the true position. The only fact we have 
to bear in mind is that these results are all 
in the nature of a divination and that they 
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cannot by any means be relegated to the 
category of natural effects. There is a sym- 
bolism in nature which is known to none 
better than to the ordinary student of horary 
astrology. By means of this symbolism we 
can apply our theories to the known facts 
and by consistent application of the keys 
thus derived we can assure ourselves of a 
succession of successful results which no 
other method is capable of affording. But 
the building up of a system is after all a 
scientific process, and consists in what is 
called the method of exhaustion. By this 
method we gradually eliminate the factors 
which do not apply until at last we come to 
one that does so in the majority of instances. 
The same method applies also to our pro- 
cedure, for often enough we start off with a 
false theory and nothing on earth will enable 
us to prove that. Granted the ability to 
apprehend a correct theory of planetary 
syinbolism, the application of this theory to 
the facts very soon leads in towards a true 
method. 
* * * 

Dr. Porta, who has been the associate of 
Father Ricard for many years in connection 
with the sunspot theory of storms, has suc- 
cessfully predicted all the great earthquakes 
that have happened for many months past. 
He predicted the Japanese earthquake among 
others of less magnitude and severity, and he 
explains that his theory is directly linked up 
with that of Father Ricard. It goes to 
show that the approach of the spot to the 
solar axis is accompanied by the danger of 
seismic disturbances. When it crosses the 
axis there is invariable a tremor. The loca- 
tion of the earthquake depends on the posi- 
tion of the sunspot on the disc of the Sun, 
and one spot may be the cause of a series of 
earthquakes. Under date of February 28th, 
it is stated that predictions of seismic dis- 
turbances are being made as far ahead as 
December next, but as this involves the 
prediction of sunspots I am afraid that the 
spots are getting into the professor's eye and 
obscuring his vision of the groundwork of his 
theory. It is, of course, well know that the 
frequency of sunspots has a definite periodi- 
city, but this does not enable us to say

exactly when isolated facule will be formed. 
In order to do that we should have to 
determine the true cause of sunspots, and 
doubtless, as already admitted by Father 
Ricard, this would lead us directly on to the 
theory of interplanetary action. This theory 
has been tested by Father Ricard, and has 
been found to hold good. Thus he says: 
“Perhaps the best argument in favour of 
the planets, Moon, and Sun, is that, though 
seemingly disparate. they agree wonderfully. 
The dates given by the planets and the Moon 
are the very ones given by the solar whirls. 
The routes are different, but converge to the 
same point." Now I am prepared to suggest, 
and later on to prove, that the cause of sun- 
spots is nothing less than the strain set up 
on the luminous envelope of the Sun by the 
action of opposing planets, planets in con- 
junction pulling against the earth or another 
planet, and planets in quadrature pulling at 
the tangent. I have a series of diagrams 
including the positions of the planets at the 
times of all the great historical earthquakes, 
and these showed beyond all question that 
earthquakes are attended by one or another 
of the three sets of phenomena referred to. 
Whether or not they coincide with sunspot 
periods is a matter that cannot be carried 
far enough back to admit of proof, but that 
need not trouble us. For although we are 
prepared to accept Father Ricard’s showing 
that earthquakes are related to sunspots, we 
are only open to prove that they are indicated 
by planetary configurations of a definite 
order. Such being the fact we may quite 
reasonably link up the three sets of pheno- 
mena, the solar, terrene and planetary in & 
single theory of dynamic causation. We have 
then the scientific proof of interplanetary 
action, from which our earth is not exempt. 
With this proof of the interaction of the 
planets of the solar system, we may lay the 
foundations of an astrologia sana from which 
there is no going back. It will apply to all 
the phenomena which are connected with the 
physical changes taking place in and about the 
earth's body, and so far as the body of man 
is concerned—and hence also his mentality 
as related thereto—will suffice for a empirical 
theory of pathology which, while entirely 
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new to the present gestation, is really as old 
as the Greek civilisation, and possibly older 
stil. Hippocrates, the Father of Medicine, 
ascribed the various ailments of man to the 
action of the planets, calling them by appro- 
priate names such as Martian, Venusian, 
Mercurial, Lunar, etc. Chronic diseases 
were, of course, so called from their connec- 
tion with the planet Saturn, or Chronos, and 
&cute diseases were referred similarly to 
Mars. He was responsible for the theory of 
climacterics and crises in disease which 
depends on the Moon's aspects at the semi- 
Square, square, sesquadrate, and opposition 
aspects, for he recognised that the Moon 
was the cause of variability, and he employed 
it to indicate the changes that would take 
place in the course of a disease. The theory 
has been thoroughly tested and found reliable. 
This dynamic theory of interplanetary action 
ought to please those of my readers who 
argue for the planets as causes. My ques- 
tion to them is: What is the evidence for 
the continuity between mind and body, and 
how can a physical effect be a mental cause ? 
* * * 


Sir J. J. Thompson has discovered that 
alloys offer the greatest resistance to elec- 
trical energy, while the pure metals afford 
the least. This is suggestive and seems to 
indicate why mind, in order to attain con- 
sciousness, must incarnate and become 
welded with the composite body of earth. 
The theory of consciousness as the result of 
resistance is elaborated in my ''Kabala of 
Numbers,” where it is urged as the grounds 
for the concept of the Monad, as an evolving 
unit of consciousness, being subject to peri- 
odic incarnation. If we take an electrical 
current and offer resistance to it we get light 
as the result. If we offer further resistance 
we get heat. If we still increase the resist- 
ance we get combustion. To the degree 
therefore that the body offers resistance to 
the action of the Spirit. consciousness is 
evolved, and when this resistance is excessive 
we get a state of fusion which results in the 
development of desire, passion and heat. 
When the resistance is too great the physical 
body undergoes dissolution due to the over- 
rapid combustion of tissue. In this sense 
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Spirit is energy and the physical body the 
alloy which sets up the resistance. The 
more pliant the constitution of the body the 
more subtle are the effects which it is 
capable of producing, as in the case of 
mediums, in whom the cosmic forces find 
more direct and uninterrupted expression 
than is the case with others of more rigid 
and set constitution. The spiritualised man 
who has already attained self-consciousness 
in a high degree and has refined his cor- 
poreal nature to a high degree of purity, 
similarly affords a ready channel for the 
expression of the Spirit. 
* * * 


Now it is a question for astrologers as to 
what constitutes the highest degree of resist- 
ance and what the lowest, or, in other words, 
what are the horoscopical indications which 
may be held to point to this individual 
degree of resistance? The solution of this 
problem may be found to rest in the con- 
ditions of a single indicator, or, on the other 
hand, it may be preferable to a variety of 
indications. But whatever it may be found 
to consist in, it will be for astrologers the 
supreme key to the interpretation of charac- 
ter, and possibly the key to the degree of 
evolutional progress attributal to an indi- 
vidual. As I have already pointed out in 
“Planets as Symbols or Causes,” we have 
at present no indication in the text-books 
from which to judge of the “ potential " of a 
man. Two persons born under similar 
indications — so similar, indeed, as to be 
indistinguishable—are found to be men of 
different capacity and attainment, though 
the events of their lives are synchronous. 
The question is an extremely interesting one 
and not lightly to be regarded. It is funda- 
mental to any system of character inter- 
pretation. 

» * 

In my "Law of Values" (p. 38) the 
reader will find a reference to the celestial 
positions which, in my belief, indicated the 
outbreak of the Mexican war. For some 
time past I have been emphatic on the point 
that & crisis was to be reached in the middle 
of April, and I have made use of this know- 
ledge in my dealings with financial clients 
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and the Stock Exchange. This information 
was open to any reader of my exposition of 
the “ Law of Values," by reference to the 
transit of Mars on the 14th April over the 
place of Neptune in opposition to Uranus at 
the outbreak of the war. "That such know- 
ledge can be rendered profitable may be seen 
from the fact that from four to six points 
have been scored on the deal during the last 
account. My belief is that when people 
begin to recognise that Astrology has a fiscal 
application, that it can be made profitable 
to all and sundry, they will consent to give 
it that consideration which hitherto prejudice 
or ignorance has denied it. Despite the 
fact that selfish motives may be at the root 
of their study in the first place, we may 
safely count on the further fact that other 
and wider interests will soon obtrude them- 
selves, and in the final estimate of the case 
we have to reflect that nobody can enjoy or 
suffer alone, but that life is reciprocal. For 
some natures success is the key to happiness, 
and inasmuch as we cannot give what we 
have not got, it must needs be that happi- 
ness for oneself means happiness for others. 
That speculation can be reduced to a science 
many will admit. That it has a cosmical 
basis only the student of Astrology can know. 
* * * 


I continue to receive good reports of the 
working of “ The Silver Key " method.

Gratifying as such reports are to me, inas- 
much as they uphold the claim that I made 
in the work, namely, that Chance was only

A popular exposition of 
the facts was thought desirable in the inter- 
ests of Astrology. That it was the final 
word is not to be imagined for a moment. 
Long before I reduced my observations to & 
system I had discovered a variable factor 
which constantly eluded me. I have since 
pinned this down most effectually and have 
embodied it in my Arcana (part II), which 
I consider to be not only far simpler, but 
immensely better, than anything which has 
hitherto been given out, whether privately 
or in print. The fact that I am conversant 
with every known method puts me in a 
position to judge in the matter.

131. We now arrive at the most interesting stage 
of all, for the following statements instruct the 
various types what to select in their partners to 
ensure some satisfaction both physically, mentally, 
and spiritually.

134. Type III.— The Motive 7 Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament would find much physical and mental 
harmony in a person who, whilst somewhat similar 
in looks, possesses a more highly developed brain 
and nervous system, and rather smaller bones and 
muscles.

phrenological lines. 

146. The happiest marriages are generally those 
where similarity of temperament prevail, but the 
progeny then usually inherit the excesses and 
deficiences of the temperament of the parents. 

147. Physical and mental harmony are difficult to 
find, although undoubtedly the safest rule to foliow. 
If you can't find it, take the advice of Punch— 
“don't” ; but if you can, marry quick and be happy. 

148. It will be observed that many of the state- 
ments are a repetition of those previously made, but 
to make the subject clear to those who read the 
paragraphs referring to one type only, this has been 
unavoidable.

ASTRAL Merpicingk. By Dr. M. Daz. 
London: W. Foulsham & Co., 5, Pil- 
grim Street, London, E.C. Price 5/3. 

Some years ago I remember to have seen 
and read a work of this nature by Mr. Hein- 
rich Death, and was convinced at the time 
that the subject might be extended very 
considerably. The work that I have before 
me now has not only carried the study of 
astral therapeutics far beyond the pioneer 
work, but much further than I had thought 
it capable of being extended by any single 
student. 

I am quite emphatic and deliberate when 

I say that in my opinion this is the work of 
a master of the science. Dr. Duz, of course, 
brought to his task a particular aptitude and 
a trained faculty, in addition to that medical 
education which was essential to the com- 
pletion of such a work, and thereby he had 
a great advantage.

The fact that its 
learned author passed away in December, 
1912, renders it the more precious monu- 
ment to his memory. The book is writ- 
ten with that deliberate regard for facts 
which characterises the trained scientific 
mind. If it be thought by his colleagues of 
the faculty that he is indulging too treely the 
scientific imagination in referring human 
pathology to a too remote origin, be it 
remembered that he is not first among men 
to do so, Hippocrates, who knew nothing 
of metabolism and the modern germinology, 
traced all diseases to astral causation, " the 
mixtures of the stars " to which Shakespeare 
refers. 
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In this work the author has referred to 
the synthesis of the human constitution, 
showing its cosmical relations, and elaborates 
thence a pathological and a therapeutic 
synthesis which in themselves are most 
valuable. Like Hippocrates, he divides his 
pathology into the consideration of chronic 
and acute diseases. He upholds the doctrine 
of periodicity and shows its working both in 
inan and the cosmos, as well as in terres- 
trial phenomena. To the general exposition 
of his subject he has added a valuable reper- 
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tory, which includes Drug Affinities, Tem- 
peraments, Seasons and Sign Rulerships. 
The whole book-content is laid out in an 
exhaustive alphabetical index. In fine, we 
have here a work of singular originality, 
clear observation and great learning, and no 
astrological library should be regarded as 
complete without it. The book is neatly 
printed and runs to upwards of 300 pages. 
The illustrations also greatly help out the 
elucidation of the author's theme.

The Order of the Star in the East. 


To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

SIR,—As au example of how certain accepted 
teachers within the pale of the Theosophical Society 
manaye to bunyle their practice of occultism and at 
the saine time display their lack of touch with those 
“ sources of inspiration " which constitute their sole 
claim to authority, I should like to call attention to 
the founding of this Order. When the birthdate of 
J. Krishnamurti, the Head of the Order, and himself 
“the Star in the East "" was made public, we exam- 
ined his horoscope, and found it to be that of a 
passive nonentity, a weak character, more sinned 
against than sinning. Immediately the birthdate 
was repudiated, but none that is authentic has been 
given in its place. I resented this obscurantism. 
The date of the founding of the Order shows what it 
is, its aims and its objects, and its ineffectual 
destiny. A worse date for the founding of any Order 
not avowedly fraudulent could hardly have been 
chosen. The date is January 11th, 1911. On that 
day the Sun and Meroury, in the earthy sign Capri- 
corn, are in direct opposition to Neptune, and going 
to the conjunction with Uranus and the quadrature 
of Saturn, while Venus is in square aspect to Saturn 
and semisquare to Mars, and par Neptune. The 
Moon has the good aspect of Venus but is atflicted 
by Sun, Mercury, Neptune and Uranus. Apart from 
the invalidity of the whole movement, the wisdom of 
** asking for trouble" in this uninspired manner can 
only strike the average astrologer as '' wild-cat 
speculation ” of the worst sort. 

If it were only material dross in which these would- 
be reformers are dealing, there would be little 
enough to sav, for everybody would know that it was a 
gamble and would know the risks. But human souls ? 

We astrologers have this advantage, that we know 
à yrood thing when we see it, even though we cannot 
subscribe. But these amateur occultists cannot even 
make use ot cosmic forces to aid them in their plans. 
Thank God, it is a rotten net that has been woven, 
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and the greater the haul the sooner it will break.

Sir.—In reply to * Raphael” l ain. concerned 
with paragraphs 2, 3, and 5 of his letter in your 
latest issue, and submit as follows: 

Paragraph 2..—1t is, of course, known that the 
period of gestation will depend on the catamenia, 
Presuminy that there is some necessary connection 
between all stages of the process of incarnation. 
from the desire of existence up to the fulfilment of 
that desire in the circumstance of birth, we have 
logical reasons for presuming that the period of 
gestation is involved in the calculation of the Epoch. 
In 999 cases out of a 1,000 this period is known by 
its connection with the catamenia within a fortnight. 
From this fact it is therefore possible to determine 
the Epoch quite apart from other contingent facts 
such as sex and sequence of events, etc. The etcetera 
stands for the unwritten paragraph. 

Paragragh 3.—‘* Raphael” says that Epochs car 
be found by the dozen both before and after birth. 
In this he is absolutely at fault and by this statement 
alone proves that he has no working knowledge of 
the requirements of the Epoch. I suspected as much 
when at an earlier period in this discussion I else- 
where asked him to find an Epoch for the moment at 
which | was writing. Of course, he could do no such 
thing. The argument that the Epoch depends on 
lunar coincidences applies equally to ‘ directions ” in 
horoscopes and lunations and eclipses tn mundo. lf 
the theory of lunar influence in human life is to be 
upheld at all, it must be from the fact of such 
coincidence. The argument, instead of disposing of 
the Epoch, tends to uphold it. We shall presently 
be told, I suppose, that the catamenia, which, accor- 
ding to the ‘ Private Lessons," are directly con- 
nected with lunar action, have '* nothing whatever to 
do with the advent of a human being." But if you 
tell this to the “marines,” who are the proverbial 
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recipients of all the latest news, they wili probably 
ask you where you hail from. 

Paragraph 5.—It is admitted in the system of 
Mill that there can be no effect without an anterior 
cause. The planets as material effects cannot be 
causative of that which is immaterial, such as Mind, 
which cognizes them, reasons concerning them, and 
determines by calculation exactly where they shall 
be found in the heavens a century or a millenium 
hence. The savages, who imagined that Columbus 
caused the eclipse because he was able to predict it, 
were more logical than those who, when they see an 
eclipse, imagine it to be the * cause "' of something. 
Events are not caused by planets in the sense that 
they are usually employed by astrologers. It would 
be possible to argue a dynamic theory as between a 
planet in transit and a coincident event, but not by 
any means could we logically argue such a connec- 
tion between the direction of a planet to a radical 
Significator and an event which it is held to signify 
some 70 years later. Thus we may have the direc- 
tion of Saturn to the Sun 70 days after birth, and the 
event it signifies transpires in 7o years. That is not 
causation in the ordinary acceptation of the term. 
Indeed, to justify our ordinary methods of astrological 
deduction we should have to briny in the whole occult 
basis of life, and the doctrine of planetary or cosmic 
symbolism. | affirm that wc ourselves are the causes 
of all events so far as their sequence is related to 
ourselves, but we are not the cause of sunrise, or 
lunations, or other cosmical phenomena. The laws 
we connote with them are expressions of the Cosmic 
Mind. It is for usto study the workings of that Mind 
and regulate ourselves and our affairs accordingly. 
This reminds me to reflect that there are some 
writers in this journal who speak of a law as if it 
were a material energy or some form of power which 
had a determining influence in the sequence of events. 
It is no such thing, but merely our apprehension of 
correlated succession, and therefore a mental con- 
cept only.

The Prenatal Epoch. 


To the Editor of OLD MookrE’s MONTHLY 
MESSENGER, 

DEAK SIR,—If Mr. Bailey had stated at first what 
he wanted, | should have told him it was impossible 
to furnish the information, for I presume his ‘ defi- 
nite facts ” relate to the period of gestation. As for 
‘reliable data,” I gave him these. 

I am puzzled, because he undertook the *' Tests," 
and having failed, he blames me for not supplying 
information which he did not ask for. I repeat, that 
epochs can be found by the dozen. As for the 
required conditions, these appear to be something 
that no one can furnish. 

On the previous page the supposed prenatal epoch 
ot Lord Rosebery is given. How can one tell if it is 
correct or not? There are so many ‘systems ” of 
directing that some of them are sure to coincide with 
events. I pay no tegard to them, as the true system 
of directing is, at present, unknown. His gratuitous 
reply to my question respecting the causation of 
events is very superficial. He deals with the conse- 
quences, not with the act which led to them. Rce- 
garding the period of gestation. | have had some 
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experience with animals, mares, cows and sows, and 
not once have I known the time of birth to vary more 
than 7 days from the estimated time. Ninety per cent. 
occurred within 24 hours of the expected time. Why 
should the human vary so much ? According to Mr. 
Bailey it may vary 3 months. This appears to me to 
be monstrous. I have only two indisputable facts 
respecting. the human period of gestation, and in 
both cases it was 36 weeks and about 24 hours. 

If we knew when impregnation takes place we 
should know when to expect the birth. In the case 
of animals we know when they are served, and, con- 
sequently, the time of birth is generally correct. To 
speak of the epoch coinciding with the descent of 
the soul from Devachan does not commend itself to 
my mind. What is there to attract it before coition 
or conception : * Some time ayo Mr. Bailey said it 
was ''sent." If so, who sent it? RAPHAEL. 


MR. BAILEY'S REPLY. 

Raphael is quite in error in stating that I blame 
him for not supplying the information as to the 
period of gestation. I blame no one. As stated on 
page 125, seeing that this period is one of the basic 
laws of the epoch, | naturallyexpected it to be given, 
and as it was not stated, it affected the result of the 
test. | knew that the test would be a failure directly 
the data of the ten cases were given. One of 
Raphael's objections was that the epoch could not 
show the period of gestation. I claim that the result 
of the test shows that this period must be taken into 
account. 

What I meant by definite facts and reliable data 
was accurately timed births, where the period of 
gestation was known, and which could be used as 
proof either for or against the epoch as calculated. 

As to the ridiculous statement that epochs can be 
found by the dozen, I need not take further space in 
answering. I have dealt with this point in my 
present article. 

I cannot help Raphael's opinion on the subject of 
directions. The primary and progressive systems of 
directing are both true systems, and can be applied 
to epochal figures. 

I am not concerned with animals, but with beings 


with souls. I do not understand the statement that 
"according to Mr. Bailey, it may vary three 
months.” "Certainly it is not in accordance with 


anything I have stated, and I should be obliged if 
Raphael will direct me to any page of my writings 
where I have made such an assertion. What I have 
always stated, and what I still contend, is that the 
period from epoch to birth is approximately the same 
as the period of gestation of the child born. The 
laws of the epoch show that the birth varies from the 
273 days period, according to the moon's position in 
regard to the horizon, and it will be fourteen days, 
more or less. This means that normal births occur 
between the 38th and 42nd weeks. Obstetric statis- 
tics shows that 85 per cent. of births occur within 
this period. 

Perhaps Raphael will be good enough to supply 
the particulars of the ''two indisputable facts 
respecting the human period of gestation," and let us 
examine them in the light of the epochal laws. This 
is the information I have asked for. E. H. BAILEY.

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A Chat about Directions. 


A great deal of attention has been given 
to this subject, for it is undoubtedly one of 
more than ordinary interest to the astrolo- 
gical student, and a few short comments on 
the ethics of the subject will not be amiss. 
The Editor of our contemporary, Modern 
Astrology, has written a very lucid and 
interesting discourse in the May issue of that 
journal, many points of which I can fully en- 
dorse. On the other hand there are one of two 
statements that I am unable to accept. As 
& close investigator of the two systems of 
directing, the Primary and the Progressive 
(wrongly termed Secondary), I am fully 
convinced that the latter system, when taken 
in its entirety with converse and epochal 
directions, lunar equivalent and diurnal 
horoscope, is by far the most perfect system 
of directing extant. I may be termed an 
extremist, but I do not make this statement 
without proof or practical experience behind 
me. It should not be supposed that because 
I put such faith in the progressive system, 
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that I disbelieve or ignore the Placidian or 
primary method. I have much to say on 
that subject later, and hope to be able to 
prove what I have long contended, viz., that 
the primary and progressiye systems are not 
two separate and distinct methods of predic- 
tion, but are actually two parts of one 
rational and scientific system of directing. 

With my contemporary’s statement that 
if there are no radical indications of an 
event, it is not wise to look for that event in 
the future, I am in perfect agreement. The 
radix is the key to the life so far as the 
environment and opportunities will allow, 
and at the present stage of mental and 
spiritual development, it is impossible to go 
beyond the bounds of that radix. I must, 
however, entirely disagree with the state- 
ment that any form of directing to be reliable 
must be based on the assumption that astro- 
logy is a fatalistic science. The element of 
fatalism must, in my humble opinion, be 
rigidly excluded, otherwise it makes us pup- 
pets in the hands of the starry influences, 
bound hand and foot, and compelled to sub- 
mit to every direction without power of re- 
sistance. 

It appears to me that an important 
point has been overlooked. In dealing with 
prediction, one must very carefully consider 
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the various natures of events. Some are of 
a general nature, more or less outside the 
control of the native, events which really 
occur to others, and are only reflected in the 
horoscope. Others may be of a specific 
nature, parücular only to the horoscope, 
such as an important elevation in position, 
or a sudden termination of the life. A third 
class may be termed as consistent with the 
nature of the horoscope, brought about by a 
development or misuse of the planetary 
forces, and dependent upon the native him- 
self. Many a good direction may be shorn 
of its powers for want of acting at the right 
moment, while many an evil ray may be 
made worse by lack of self-control, or rush- 
ing into the danger zone. 

The factor of fatalism can only exist 
with those astrologers who regard directing 
merely as the definite prediction of events. 
Personally, I regard directing in its literal 
sense, viz., “directing” or “advising” people 
of the nature of the influences they have to 
encounter. I have known instances where 
good directions have been made stepping 
stones to greater things, by the seizing of 
opportunities during the time of the forma- 
tion of the direction in question, and I have 
seen where the knowledge of evil influences 
approaching has enabled people to minimise 
their effects and prepare themselves, and 
ward off the worst effects. 

The element of fatalism, the fortune- 
telling factor, is the curse of astrology, and 
it will remain so until astrologers recognise 
that directions are merely milestones along 
the road of life, obstacles placed to try our 
grit and stamina, or stepping stones to better 
things. 

The Editor of our contemporary illus- 
trates his point by arguing that if such 
directions as M.C. conjunction Saturn, or 
Ascendant opposition Mars, coincide with 
the death of a parent in nine cases out of 
ten, they may be accepted as fatalistic aspects 
or positions from which a definite prediction 
can and should be made. 

It is agreed that in such events as these 
the element of prediction is fairly easy, but 
it is folly to argue that such events as these 
are in any way fatalistic. They are quite 
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outside the control of the native, the actual 
event really happening to another, and only 
reflected in the native’s horoscope. It can- 
not be argued that the son has any power to 
conirol the time of his father’s death. If 
the horoscope of the son indicates by well 
known rules that the father will die first, 
the event will happen in due course. But 
why call it fatalistic? There is only one 
way in which directions may be termed to 
be fatalistic, but then not in the ordinary 
sense of the word. I propose to deal with 
this side of the question next month. 


Postponements. 


I am compelled, through pressure of 
work, to postpone the publication of the 
Rectification Test until later. The work in 
connection with the Final Vindication of the 
Epoch is absorbing so much of my time, 
that it is impossible to give the necessary 
attention to the calculations required for the 
test. The promised article on the King’s 
horoscope will appear in next month’s issue. 
Several other matters are held over for want 
of space. 


Is This Another Coincidence ? 


Last month I gave the particulars re- 
lating to the numerical value of names in 
connection with the fourth house of horo- 
scopes. I have another remarkable piece of 
information to give. It relates to the same 


family. There has always been some doubt 


as to the correct horoscope of the father, but 
it is believed he was born with Sagittarius 
rising, and Libra on the midheaven. The 
first child has Libra rising, the father’s mid- 
heaven. The second has Aries on the mid- 
heaven, the father’s fourth house. The 
third and fourth have Gemini on the mid- 
heaven, the father’s seventh house. They 
are also born under the same ascendant as 
the mother. The fifth child has Sagittarius 
on the midheaven, the father’s ascendant. 
The sixth child has Aries again on the mid- 
heaven, the same as the second. The seventh 
does not correspond to the father’s radical 
figure, but the angles of the horoscope are 
exactly the same as his progressed horoscope. 
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This child's midheaven is strangely enough, 
the fourth house of the mother. Can this 
relationship be traced in all horoscopes of 
parents and children ? 

Takeasa furtber illustration the children 
of our present King. The first child has the 
same ascendant as his mother. The mid- 
heaven of the second is the seventh house of 
the mother. The third child's midheaven is 
the seventh house of the father. The fourth 
child's ascendant is the fourth house of the 
mother. The fifth child's ascendant is in 
the seventh house of the mother. The 
sixth and last child has no relation to the 
radical figures of either father or mother, 
but his ascendant is the fourth house of the 
mother's progressed horoscope. 


The Lunation. 


The lunation of May 25th falls on the 
cusp of the second house, while Mercury, 
ruler of that house, is exactly conjoined with 
Saturn at the vernal ingress. There will be 
depression in financial circles, reform in taxa- 
tion, and uncertainty in the money market. 
It is not good for the trade of London. 
Railways will benefit, there being increase of 
traffic returns, but with Saturn on the cusp 
of the third, some unsettlement among em- 
ployees, and accidents. Neptune on the cusp 
of the fifth will produce some unsavoury and 
sordid tales of vice, and Mars in the same 
house points to fires in theatres and places of 
amusement. The financial aspect of the Navy 


will cause considerable comment. Foreign 
affairs will be more peaceful. Religious 
and shipping affairs will benefit. Uranus in 


the eleventh in opposition to Mars is evil for 
the Commons, and denotes heated debates, 
unruly scenes, party splits, and recrimina- 
tions.

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A Final Vindication of the Prenatal Epoch.

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ment that it is possible to find epochs 

by the dozen both before and after 

birth. It has been shown conclusively 
that only one epoch will conform to the four 
necessary requirements, and such epoch must 
and does fall at or about the commencement 
of the gestative period. I have facts to go 
by, and the experience of sixteen years to 
rely on. 

In the last paragraph of Raphael's letter 
in the last issue, he makes the following 
statement: “ In the case of animals we know 
when they are served, and, consequently, 
the time of birth is generally correct." 
Let me put this sentence in another 
form : ‘In the case of human beings, if the 
time of the act of generation is noted, the 
exact time of birth can be deduced there- 
from." I have, in the last issue, given the 
particulars of such a case. Others can be 
given equally as convincing, but space is too 
precious to be wasted on one detail of the 
epochal theory. 

Anent the question of directions from 
epochs, and Raphael's most illogical conten- 
tion, that with so many systems of directing 
some of them are sure to coincide with 
events, it is to be pointed out that only one 
system of directing has been used, and that 
has been found to be correct in every case. 
This fact, therefore, disposes of that conten- 
tion. 

It is apparent from the first two para- 
graphs of the letter how much at sea Raphael 
is in regard to the rules of the epoch. His 
argument with regard to the test is absurd, 
and his complaint that I blame him for not 
supplying information which I did not ask 
for, is nonsense. To repeat what I have 
previously stated anent this point, I say that 
had Raphaelbeen properly conversant with the 
workings of the epochal laws, he would have 
known that it was necessary to state whether 
the children were normal cases, or short or 
long periods, and he would have given the 


n: Ihave finally disposed of the argu- 
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information without being asked. As he did 
not, half the cases could not be determined. 
In addition, he now states that the required 
conditions, viz., the four conditions which 
every epoch has to conform to “appear to 
be something that no one can furnish." Can 
anything be more absurd or illogical? Cases 
have been given, data have been furnished, 
proof has been given that all epochs do con- 
form rigidly to these four conditions, and 
yet we are blandly told that these conditions 
"appear to be something that no one can 
furnish." Really, it isincomprehensible, and 
argument is superfluous. 

Now I have something more to do than to 
weary my readers by arguing against Raphael’s 
contentions. On page 114, March issue, I 
put two definite questions to him, which he 
has yet to answer. No good purpose can 
therefore be served, unless he will come for- 
ward with the facts asked for, and prove that 
the two objections made by him are founded 
on observation and fact. As these facts are 
not forthcoming, I can only conclude that 
they are non-existent, and that the two 
objections made are purely suppositions aris- 
ing from the fact that he is totally unac- 
quainted with the working rules of the 
epoch, and should therefore not attempt to 
decry the teaching and work of those who, 
with years of practical experience behind 
them, certainly may be credited with knowing 
what they are talking about. I make this 
remark without any desire to be personal, 
for we all of us, both astrologers and students, 
owe & debt of gratitude to Raphael for his 
work in connection with the science, but my 
critic's illogical attitude in relation to this 
particular theory makes it necessary to be & 
little plainspoken at times. 

Now let us come back to hard facts. 
During the controversy which has raged 
round this subject during the past twenty 
years, Raphael gave a few important facts 
relating to the period of gestation, which I 
propose to deal with in order to refute the 
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statement that the epoch does not determine 
the period of gestation. 

Case l.—Raphael was married on Sep- 
tember 16th, 1871. His first child was 
born on May 30th, 1872, at 11.10 a.m. The 
period from marriage to birth is one of 257 
days. The horoscope shows Virgo 7 rising, 
and the Moon on the cusp of the eighth 
in Pisces 20.27. The child being male, and 
the descendant being female, the count has 
to be reversed, and the epoch falls at 
approximately 6.15 p.m., on the 13th Sep- 
tember, 1871. "This date confirms both time 
and sex, and determines approximately the 
gestative period. The epoch in this case 
takes place three days before marriage. 

Case 2.— The son born above was married 
on December 13th, 1893, and the first child 
was born on August 3lst, 1894, at 3.55. 
p.m. This was the child “ Lilian," particu- 
lars of whose epoch was given in the April 
issue. Here again we have the epoch taking 
place before marriage, this time four days. 

Case 3.—This case happens to be the first 
of the tests. Coitus, September 24th, 1885, 
child born June 4th, 1886, at 11 p.m. Here 
we have a period of. 253 days from coitus to 
birth. I give the calculations in full. Lati- 
tude of birth place 51.18 N. Longitude 
2.27 W.

Now that I have the facts before me, it 
can be conclusively seen how the error arose, 
and why I was unable to name the sex. 
This child was an eight months' child, but 
without knowing this fact how could I have 
determined the sex. I mentioned this in the 
April MESSENGER, and gave October 2nd as' 
being an epoch which confirmed the sex, 
and also the birth time, but made the remark 
that without the period of gestation being 
given, how could I be sure it was right. Here 
we have a case where the epoch occurs affer 
the coitus, which was stated to be on Septem- 
ber 24th. The time was not stated, otherwise 
additional information could be derived. 

Case 4.—Last monthly periodic com- 
menced on February 12th. Child born 
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October 27th, 1891, at 0.50 p.m. Here we 
have a period of 257 days from the com- 
mencement of the last periodic. But there 
is another point to be considered. Men- 
struation may and does occur after concep- 
tion, and the mere fact that the last monthly 
periodic commenced on February 12th, is no 
guide to the beginning of the gestative 
period. Conception may have taken place 
before February 12th. The following are the 
details of the case. 

The Ascendant is Capricorn 14.56. The 
Moon is in Virgo 6.42, decreasing and above. 
Both are in male degrees. The epoch takes 
place on February 19th, at 5.42 p.m., the 
Moon being in Cancer 16.24, the descendant 
of the horoscope as required by rule, but the 
Moon's place at birth ascending, to obtain 
the proper sex. The epoch shows a male 
degree rising, the Moon in a female degree, 
and male quadrant denoting the sex to be 
male. The time of birth is exactly five 
minutes later, a possible and very probable 
error.

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velopment in the astrological world 

during the last month was the prose- 

cution under the Vagrant’s Act (Geo. 
IV.) of Mr. Alan Leo, whose name is asso- 
ciated with a variety of activities for the 
dissemination of astrological science. He 
has been editor and proprietor of The Astro- 
loger's Magazine, and of its successor, 
Modern Astrology, for over twenty years, 
and during the last decade has published 
dozens of volumes by a variety of authors 
all tending to the same effect, the elucidation 
and scientific exposition of astrology. Yet 
this man was arraigned as a vagrant, an 
itinerant fortune-teller, and subjected to the 
same prosecution under the same Act as that 
which deals with the White Slave traffic, 
gipsy fortune-tellers, poultry thieves, area 
sneaks and common abductors. The prose- 
cution is an insult to the intelligence of the 
public. For if, after forty years of com- 
pulsory public education, the adult is to be 
regarded as incapable of discrimination in 
these matters and in need of a nursemaid 
from Scotland to teach him how to spend 
his own money, then assuredly one can sym- 
pathise with those passive resisters who re- 
fuse to pay the Education Rate. For ob- 
serve, the indictment is to the effect that 
Mr. Leo sought to “impose upon the credu- 
lity of His Majesty's subject with intent to 
defraud”! And our astonishment is not 
abated by the fact that it was a member of 
the force at Scotland Yard whose credulity 
was imposed upon! The whole prosecution 
is a farce, derogatory alike to the reputation 
of the authorities and to the majesty of the 
Law. The Actiseffete. It has been super- 
seded. We have laws more than enough to 
deal with thieves and mountebanks, with 
vagrants and itinerant back-door fortune- 
tellers, while recent legislation has specifi- 
cally dealt with those guilty of abduction 
and other social offences included in the Act 
of Geo. IV. If it be thought undesirable 


p the most important de- 
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that this obsolete law should be repealed, 
some discretion at least should mark its 
application. I am more than surprised that 
any person of intelligence could be found 
willing to administer the law in a case of 
this sort. 

* * * 

The chief point, however, is that a prose- 
cution under the Vagrant's Act, so far as it 
applies to modern astrologers, is an inter- 
ference with the liberty of the subject which 
should meet with public condemnation. For 
if a person who is not a minor has honestly 
set out to investigate the merits of astrology, 
he has assuredly as much right to do so as 
to pursue the study of chemistry, astronomy, 
physiology, or any other reputable science 
about which qualified exponents profess their 
knowledge. But he cannot do any of these 
things without employing faculty, and a pro- 
fessor of a faculty, having spent many years 
in the study of his subject, is undoubtedly 
entitled to his fees. Of course the objection 
may be raised that the licensing of astrology 
would open the door to catch-penny adven- 
turers who are in no way qualified to repre- 
sent the faculty they profess. But surely 
this is the case all the world over in every 
department of learning. The faculty of 
medicine is by no means restricted to the 
graduates of our medical colleges, chemistry 
is not exclusively in the hands of the Chemi- 
cal Society or the Institute of Chemistry, 
nor even is the exposition of astronomy con- 
fined to the Royal Astronomical Society. 
Indeed, I think it is true that the greatest 
innovations upon contemporary learning 
have not infrequently proceeded from dis- 
coverers and inventors outside the licensed 
faculty. 

But apart from the obvious right of the 
citizen to dispose of his means as he will, 
providing that in so doing he does not con- 
sciously offend against the rights and liber- 
ties of his fellows, there is another objection 
to the administration of the Vagrant's Act 
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in regard to astrologers. No person can em- 
ploy an astrologer without laying himself 
open to a charge of conspiring to a felony 
or of inciting to crime, and thus the 
* decoy " usually employed by the authori- 
ties in order to obtain a conviction is par- 
ticeps criminis,iand may be proceeded against 
in common law. 
* * * 

Of course, there is no getting away from 
the fact that from whatever source one may 
derive information as to the probable course 
of events in the future, it may be dubbed 
“ fortune-telling " by those who have a case 
io uphold and are not scrupulous upon mat- 
ters of interpretation, but it appears to me 
that if astrologers wish to pursue their 
practice for the benefit of those who have 
reason for the faith that 1s in them, they can 
very well do so without any technical offence. 
The horoscope is an astronomical chart 
showing the positions of the constellations 
and planets at the moment of birth as re- 
gards any particularlocality. The construc- 
tion of this horoscope would, I think, tax 
the powers of some of those who pronounce 
against astrology. But however that may 
be, there is no law against it, and an astro- 
loger has a perfect right to charge as much 
as he will for rendering a true horoscope of 
the heavens. Thereafter, any advice or in- 
struction he may give by way of interpreta- 
tion, or as information or advice grounded 
thereon, should be entirely gratis and free of 
charge. If this is set forth at the outset, 
no prosecution can follow, inasmuch as there 
is no law against astronomical practice, and 
no law against ‘ giving advice for nothing " 
—one often wishes that there were! 

* * * 

I have been asked to correct a misunder- 
standing in regard to “ The Golden Key," to 
which reference has been made in these 
pages. Many readers have presumed that it 
is a book which I am about to publish. It 
is, in fact, part of my “ Arcana,” and is not 
sold otherwise than as manuscript, and then 
only to satisfactory applicants in terms of 
my usual agreement. This can be had upon 
application. ‘The Golden Key " I consider 
io be a valuable adjunct to speculative astro- 
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logy. It is intended to supersede “The 
Lunar Key,” and has the following advan- 
tages. It does not require that the time of 
race be known at all. No horoscope is set 
up. The only factor required is the scale of 
weights. The method has arisen from the 
discovery of a constant factor which can be 
determined at sight. In order to show what 
can be done with it, I may mention that 
during the first three weeks of this season it 
gave 141 points net gain, the sequence being 
as follows: Asparagus, 100/6 ; three losses ; 
Outram, 25/1; Star of Doon, 100/6; China 
Cock, 8/1 ; two losses ; Light Brigade, 11/10 ; 
Romeo, 20/1; The Gaul, 10/1; Nachde- 
dorne, 100/7; one loss; Pitmaston, 3/1; 
two losses ; Lieabed, 10/1; Wamba II., 20/1; 
one loss ; Major Symons, 3/1; one loss ; Dun- 
holm, 5/1; two losses; San Stefano, 5/1; 
Ocydrome, 7/1; two losses ; Bobbin II., 7:1 ; 
one loss—ending April 9th. 

In the week just completed as I write, the 
following have been successfully indicated : 
Jameson, 100:6; Sandpark, 6/1; Llan- 
geinor, 11/2: Aleppo, 3/1; Polycrates, 3/1 ; 
these being single events for successive days. 
As the record will show, the method is not 
infallible, but it is so far a consistent and 
progressive winner even on a level stake, 
which is the best test of any system. By a 
very easy manipulation of the stakes it is 
always possible to negative the short breaks 
that are observable in the system. The re- 
markable feature, however, and one that 
outstands against all others in favour of 
astrological principles, is the large number 
of outsiders that it brings in. If this were 
the result of chance, then the odds are 
about 140 to 1 against any selection from 
this method being correct. As it is, I do not 
suppose that I have put the last polishing 
touch to the ‘ Golden Key," for it presents 
its own problems, and when anything puz- 
zles me I like to wrestle with it until I dis- 
entangle it. For the present, however, I 
merely refer to it as the best and simplest 
system that was ever evolved. 

* * * 

With the advent of the planets to the 
Fixed Signs, there has occurred a serious 
earthquake in Sicily, by which one hundred 
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lives have been lost and great damage done 
to property. The Sun in Taurus, the Moon 
in Scorpio, Uranus in Aquarius, Mars in 
Leo, Jupiter in Aquarius, and Mercury in 
Taurus, in all six of the celestial bodies in 
fixed signs, appears from all the ancient 
rules pertaining to seismology, to be a more 
than sufficient argument for the present dis- 
aster. It will further be observed that the 
premonitory indications were Mercury in 
square aspect to Mars and Uranus, and the 
Sun in square to Uranus and Jupiter. 
problem of applying these indications to a 
specific locality of disturbance is not so diffi- 
cult as it looks at first sight, and in my forth- 
coming work upon seismology, I have in- 
cluded a section which clearly demonstrates 
the method of applying planetary indications 
to specific areas. 
* * * 

The Mexican crisis which occurred on 
April l5th, according to the indications 
already set out in the “Law of Values” 
(page 38), and specifically by the transit of 
Mars over the point of affection in Cancer 
22, was clearly foreseen. Yet on the 25th 
we came in as buyers of Mexicans for the 
reason that there could be no ultimatum 
from the United States Government at & 
time when Venus was in its midheaven, and 
at the new Moon then occurring the planet 
of Peace was rising on the scene of the out- 
break. In my belief the climax of this long- 
drawn-out intestinal war will be reached 
when in June Saturn reaches the 20th de- 
gree of the sign Gemini. It would not sur- 
prise me to learn in the long last that the 
United States Government, in taking upon 
itself the role of philanthropist, has got into 
hot water—or shall we say in this case, oil 
—and come up against the unexpected wall 
represented by Saturn in its ruling sign, 
Gemini. A mixed metaphor fitting the 
somewhat mixed relations of the contesting 
parties. But because the U.S.A. stands for 
law and order, which is sadly needed in 
Mexico, let us hope that they will secure a 
decisive and swift victory, and that British 
interests in Mexico will be respected. 

* * * 


At the end of this month there is an oppo- 
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sition of Mars and Uranus, which looks ill 
for the understanding between Russia and 
France, as well as for the political welfare 
of Brazil. It is followed in June by an 
opposition of Mars and Jupiter, which gener- 
ally signifies uprisings and feverish outbreaks 
in those countries under the dominion of the 
signs occupied by the opposing planets and 
certain others in polar relations with them. 
I am strongly of opinion that Brazil will 
not escape the disturbing influence of these 
configurations, which also affect Japan and 
Australia, 
* * * 

I am informed that the keel of the yacht 
“Shamrock IV." which is to contest 
America for the Cup, was cast on November 
26th, 1918, and reference to this date will 
show what a very good chance of success 
this vessel will have in the race for the 
trophy should all go well with the building. 
I say this, because although on November 
26th last the Sun had the parallel of Saturn, 
their declinations were of opposite denomi- 
nations, and, therefore, in my estimation, 
the parallel is inoperative; while, on the 
other hand, the Sun is separating from the 
semisquare of Jupiter and applying to the 
close sextile of Uranus, the Moon being in 
conjunction with Venusand sextile to Jupiter. 
The only detriment lies in the fact that the 
Moon was decreasing in light at the time, 
being only two days from the syzygy. Per- 
haps our American friends can tell us what 
sort of a horoscopethey can put up against this.

He has made many remarkable predictions 
in his almanack with reference to affairs of 
national importance. 

He speaks for Astrology as a science, and 
has always been one of the first to defend 
the astral science from the attacks of jour. 
nalists who, in order to make “copy " and 
thereby earn their daily bread, have made a 
practice of throwing dust at the oldest of 
sciences whenever the halfpenny partyites 
for which they scribble have not a sufficient 
tissue of untruths at hand to fill their columns. 
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is square Uranus. 
Mars in the ninth house is opposed by 
Uranus. Jupiter is in the twelfth house. 
Saturn in the first house is square Uranus. 
Uranus and Neptune are in the second and 
third houses respectively. 

Sagittarius rising, with Mercury, Venus, 
and Saturn therein, gives a bright and cheer- 
ful nature, very intellectual, wide-minded, 
but somewhat reserved. When, however, 
the reserve has been melted through, one of 
the most engaging personalities is disclosed. 
Mercury conjoined with Venus, and parallel 
the Moon, bestows a fine intellect upon the 
native, and makes him a lover of music, the 
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artistic and beautiful. As Venus is con- 
joined with Saturn he is very practical, and 
prefers practice to theory. 

Jupiter, ruler of the nativity, in the sign 
Scorpio, gives strength of will and fixity of 
purpose. This position also denotes am- 
bition, but as Jupiter is opposed by the 
Moon, he may be liable to make errors of 
judgment, and to jump to conclusions too 
quickly. 

His life-long interest in Astrology is de- 
noted by the Sun's position in the sign 
Scorpio in trine with Uranus in the third, 
and its sextile with Mars in the ninth. 
This clearly shows his regard for Astrology 
as a science, and also his mathematical 
ability. 

The financial outlook would look better 
were the Sun a little closer in conjunction 
with Jupiter. However, most modern astro- 
logers give the Sun's orb as about 12 
degrees, so I think I may call a distance of 
9degrees apart a conjunction. This position 
is always the finest for keeping the native on 
the safe side of his banking account. Al- 
though a man with this position may spend 
or lose a great deal of money, he will never 
find himself destitute. 

The opposition of the Moon to Jupiter 
will have brought losses through inferiors 
(D in sixth), and the position of Neptune in 
the second in square to the Sun will have 
had a singularly depressing effect on the 
affairs of that house. Uranus in the third 
house trine the Sun has brought him promi- 
nently before the public by means of his 
publications, but as that planet is afflicted 
by Mars and Saturn, the latter will have 
brought him little profit from a financial 
point of view. 

Mars—ruler of the eleventh—in sextile to 
the Sun, has given him the friendship of 
g persons of influence, but the opposition of 
Uranus thereto has brought him into conflict 
with some astrologers. 

With regard to health. The constitution 
is a good one (© d X, * d, ^ 9y, V bh), 
but the opposition of the Moon to Jupiter 
indicates throat weakness. The opposition of 
Mars to Uranus denotes a danger of nervous 
breakdown, and the square of Venus—ruler 
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of the sixth—to the latter planet would 
seem to support this statement (Venus being 
conjoined with Mercury). 

The ruler of the seventh (€) conjoined 
with Venus and parallel the Moon has 
brought him before the public, and has made 
his name one of the most well known in 
occult circles (9 ruler of ninth). The car- 
dinal signs unoccupied, and Saturn in the 
rising sign, conjunction Venus, makes him of 
a very retiring nature, and he probably 
dislikes publicity. 

The opposition of Mars to Uranus from 
ninth and third warns him not to travel to 
"y and X countries. ltalsoindicates trouble 
through relatives. 

The strong points of this horoscope are 
the triple conjunctions of Mercury, Venus 
and Saturn in the Ascendant, Mars in the 
ninth sextile the Sun, and the conjunction 
of the Sun with Jupiter.

150. A hobby is necessary to assist in the making 
of a well-balanced temperament. The nature of the 
hobby depends on the kind of occupation a man is 
following. 

151. There is usually a physical and mental side 
to most things, and in this way a man may with 
advantage take up any hobby in the direction in 
which his talents lie, as the knowledge thus gained 
will prove of great service to him. 

152. If, however, a man is following a physical 

ursuit, when he is more adapted for mental work, it 
is obvious his hobby should take the form of men- 
tality to keep the mental powers up to the normal 
standard, as it is generally considered the proper 
course in the training of the dense physical organiza- 
tion to raise the weaker parts up to the stronger, and 
not to reduce the stronger down to the weaker. 

153. This subject will be considered of more im- 
portance when it is remembered that our future pros-

pects in this and other lives are largely influenced by 
the type of Temperament we develop, and the influ- 
ence of Temperament is felt in whatever sphere of 
life we venture to follow. 

154. Opportunities to improve oneself along these 
lines are constantly being opened up, and it is wisc 
to take full advantage of them, and not allow them 
to pass by, as the usefulness of this life very much 
depends on our willingness or unwillingness to con- 
form to these conditions. Our influence over others 
for good or ill also runs along these lines. 

155. Our success in all things is, therefore, largely 
dependent on how we use our talents both mental 
and physical. It does not depend on our social sur- 
roundings so much as on our choice of pursuit and 
training in the direction of our natural talents. 

156. From the evidence of statistics, taking the 
great authors as examples, the best work of life is 
done between the ages of forty and sixty, as the brain 
at that age is usually the most powerful. 

157. We must, therefore, think and work and 
live, for thus we create the forms wherein we func- 
tion. What those forms are to-day is the outcome 
of our efforts in the past, and our present thoughts 
and conduct will mould our forms when the time 
comes for our re-birth on earth. Thus the principles 
of karma and re-incarnation accepted and carried 
out, make life easier to bear, more fully enjoyed, and 
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the change called death easier to face and under- 
stand. 

158. Self-control and self-denial are means to set 
in motion the causes which build our future physical 
organizations, when the Ego comes into manifesta- 
tion to fulfil karmic laws. 

159. We should, therefore, constantly bear in mind 
that it is possible to improve ourselves. In the lower 
forms of evolution the animal portions of man are 
manifested, and in the higher forms the mental and 
spiritual. It is probable that in many lives man will 
evolve to standards of mentality and spirituality 
inconceivable to our present intellectual understand- 
ing or spiritual conception. 

160. Let us then realise that the difficulties we 
encounter are the means by which characters may be 
directed in the right ways, for our progress and 
evolution in another life. Thus we master our own 
fate, if we so desire, and it follows that it is within 
our power to help to mould the future of the world. 
Our happiness consists in gratifying the physical, 
mental, and spiritual faculties in harmony with each 
other. One class of faculties must not do violence to 
another class, or unhappiness will follow. 

161. In the study of Temperament another useful 
feature to obsetve is the ability or inability to pass 
examination tests at school or college. 

162. We will now consider the various types of 
Temperament in relation to the foregoing state- 
ments. 

163. Type I.—The Mental 7 Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament would do well to inake the study and prac- 
tice of diet, and the reservation of Lrain activity a 
hobby. He has exceptional abilities to pass certain 
difficult mental examination tests, giving most in- 
telligent answers to test questions. He is capable of 
winning honours. In the great scheme of evolution 
he is advancing on mental lines, with only a normal 
experience of physical activities, hence his weak 
vital powers prove a hindrance to the carrying out of 
all he would undertake to do. 

164. Type II.—The Mental 7 Vital 7 Motive Tem- 
perament should make a hobby of physically carrying 
out some of his ideas which would not require great 
physical strength, and thus bring his bones and mus- 
cles more into line with the development of his vital 
system. When he has done that, other advice will 
be applicable. He has good abilities to pass exami- 
nation tests, and the percentage of marks awarded 
is probably above the average if the effort be put 
forth. He is capable of winning honours. He is 
advancing on mental lines, the emotional and physi- 
cal experiences being less frequent. His influence 
over others, usefulness in life, opportunities of doing 
at all times the bestthing, are somewhat hindered by 
his inability to carry out physically what he mentally 
desires. 

165. Type III.—The Motive 7 Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament may, as a hobby, study with ad- 
vantage the scientific and metaphysical reasons 
for the motive efforts he puts forth. He finds it hard 
to pass mental examination tests, and may console 
himself by the fact that his abilities do not lie in 
that direction, but more in the physical than the 
mental world. He has no great love of book learning, 
experience being his teacher. He is evolving on 
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physical lines, and experiences very little of what is 
termed the mental plane. His success, influence 
over others, and his usefulness in life are hindered by 
e lack of brain capacity to control the affairs of 
ife. 

166. Type IV.—The Motive 7 Mental 7 Vital 
Temperament may with advantage make a hobby of 
the study and practice of diet, and the reservation of 
physical activity and force. The mental system 
being normal, he possesses average abilities to pass 
examination tests, and should not be discouraged 
if he does not claim all the prizes. He is advancing 
on active physical lines with a normal share of men- 
tal experience, and his success, usefulness and influ- 
ence are somewhat marred by his defective vital 
system, hindering him from carrying out all the 
physical work he desires. 

167. Type V.—The Vital 7 Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament may with advantage make a hobby of 
carrying out physically many of the things his easy- 
going nature demands other people to do for him, and 
the laws of gravity and equilibrium would not be an 
inappropriate mental exercise. He has a clear head, 
and Is sufficiently fond of mental work to enable him 
to pass mental examination tests with average ability, 
Special efforts, however, would have to be put forth 
to win honours. His stage of evolution as at present 
manifested is along emotional lines, with a normal 
amount of mental experience. His success, useful- 
ness, and influence over others are more or less 
hindered by his relatively deficient motive system. 

168. Type VI.—The Vital7 Motive7 Mental Tem- 
perament should make a hobby of studying the 
scientific and metaphysical reasons for the physical 
experiences he enjoys, as his success, influence over 
others, and usefulness in life are prevented from 
manifesting full expression by his relatively small 
mentality. He finds it difficult to pass mental 
examination tests, and is more fond of physical 
pleasure than mental exercise. In the matter of evo- 
lution, he is advancing on physical lines, and he 
finds little interest in things appertaining to the 
meatal plane. 

169. Type VII.—The Mental 7 Motive — Vital 
Temperament may with advantage take up hobbies 
whicn involve the study and practice of diet, the 
physically carrying out of some of his ideas and the 
reservation of brain activity, as his success, useful- 
ness, and influence over others are improved thereby. 
He does not find it difficult to pass examination 
tests, and is quite capable of winning prizes and, 
under ordinary circumstances honours. It is interes- 
ting to note that in the development of a well- 
balanced temperament he has brought his vital 
system into line with his motive system. and should 
now bring both the vital and motive systems up to 
the mental system standard. He is evidently evol- 
ving on mental lines, as his mental experiences are 
distinctly above the physical and emotional. 

170. Type VILi.—The Motive 7 Vital = Mental 
Temperament may with advantage take up hobbies 
which involve the study of scientific and metaphysical 
reasons for the motive efforts he puts forth, and 
practise a sensible system of diet, as his success, 
usefulness, and influence will be increased thereby. 
Although he has brought his mentality up to the 
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same standard as his vital system, there is still the 
tendency for the physical organization to overrule the 
mental, and unless carefully trained he will finds it 
difficult to pass mental examination tests. His 
interest in active physical things leads one to infer 
that he 1s evolving on physical lines. 

171. Type IX.—The Vital 7 Mental — Motive 
Temperament should take up hobbies which develop 
both the mental and motive systems, such as the 
practice of physically carrying out the demands of 
his relatively easy-going nature, and the study of 
reasons why he enjoys the pleasures of the physical 
senses and emotions so much. By these means he 
will bring up the mental and motive systems to the 
same standard as the vital system, and increase his 
success, usefulness, and influence proportionally. He 
has not always the same degree of aptitude for mental 
studies, as he offtimes puts love of pleasure before 
mental work, hence he finds it somewhat difficult to 
pass examination tests, unless carefully trained and 
urgedto succeed. He experiences much emotion, and 
evidently evolving on those lines. 

172. Type X.—The Mental = Motive 7 Vital 
Temperament. Here it will be observed that the 
mental and motive systems are equal, but more 
developed than the vital, hence the hobby should be 
such as will tend to bring the vital system up to the 
same standard as the other two, and then produce a 
well-balanced temperament. The laws of physical 
health and hygiene, and of diet especially, seems to 
us a very desirable hobby for this type, and his 
success, usefulness, and influence must necessarily 
increase as pointed out in the descriptions of other 
types. His abilities to pass examination tests are 
good, and the intelligent manner he answers ques- 
tions redounds to his credit. The mental and 
physical planes both interest him, and he is probably 
evolving on both these lines equally well, whilst the 
emotional stages are well under control. 

173. Type Xl—The Motive = Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament is not likely to be at all brilliant in 
passing mental examination tests, and would secure 
prizes for physical work more easily than for mental 
studies, but he has his place and usefulness in life, 
the importance of which becomes more valuable as 
he increases his mentality. Hence hobbies which 
involve the study of scientific and metaphysical 
reasons for the physical experiences he realises must 
obviously make him more successful, useful, and 
influential. In the matter of evolution, his experi- 
ences and interests in the physical and emotional 
planes are distinct, the mental plane being yet 
unexplored to any vast extent. 

174.. Type XI].—The Vital = Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament does not break down under the mental 
examination tests, and he accomplishes his mental 
work with comparative ease, though occasionally he 
appears to want an incentive to progress. This is 
just where a hobby will prove of advantage to 
produce a harmonious development. He should 
make his bones and muscles carry out physically a 
specified branch of his calling, and thereby take his 
evolution in his own hands so far as his dense physi- 
cal instrument is concerned. His emotional and 
mental experiences are strong, and he is evolving on 
those lines equally, but as the concrete physical 
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executive side of life does not so interest him, that is 
the weakness necessary to take in hand. 

175. Type XlIL—The Balanced Temperament. 
He has good abilities to pass mental examination 
tests in a general way, and is not likely to fail in any 
particular study he takes up, but the degree of 
efficiency very much depends on whether it is what 
may, for the want of a better classification, be called 
a highly-evolved balanced temperament or an indiffer- 
ently evolved balanced temperament. With a highly 
evolved temperament we observe the great man in 
the various walks of life, and in the indifferently 
evolved we see indifferent, all round, go-with-the- 
stream class of personality. Hobbies of a mental and 
physical nature will be helpful to aid him in his aim 
at perfection and harmony, and in his efforts to 
catch up to his elder brother. In any case he has 
evolved on the best known lines, being in tune with 
nature, and experiencing a proper proportion of the 
mental and physical lessons this life has for him. 

176. Abnormal Types are ill-advised to trouble 
about difficult mental examination tests. They may 


, possibly show some brilliancy in certain aspects, but 


training the harmonious of the body, brain, and mind 
are of greater importance. Physical, mental, and 
spiritual health are of more importance than smart 
ness. Hobbies should be taken up with this end in 
view. These types are passing through some extra- 
ordinary experiences which are undoubtedly neces- 
sary for their future welfare, or they would have 
escaped them. Let us, therefore, be thankful that we 
are thus enlightened, and give a kindly thought to 
our less favoured brethren.

To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 


SiR.—I see Sepharial reiterates the charge of 
obscurantism directed against Mrs. Besant and the 
Order of the Star in the East. There is really no 
justification for this, and I do not think he would have 
made it had he been acquainted with the facts in full. 
Some obscurity and uncertainty there are, but Mrs. 
Besant and The Order are not responsible for them. 

When Mr. Alan Leo was in India, he obtained 
Mr. J. Krishnamurti's time of birth from the father, 
who took much trouble in the matter, and who gave 
the data as May 12th, 1895, 0.30 a.m., at Bellary (not 
Madras). Since then, ] am informed that the father 
has given to another enquirer a different date, eight 
days earlier; but whether the hour of birth was the 
same as before, or different, I do not know. This 
surrounds the subject with so much uncertainty that 
the horoscope is quite useless for the purposes of 
practical astrology, and is likely to remain so unless 
some sort of documentary evidence can be produced. 
So that the obscurantism does not proceed either 
from Mrs. Besant or from the Order of the Star. 

I am a little surprised to read Sepharial's opinion, 
based upon the first- mentioned horoscope, that it in- 
dicates “a passive nonentity, a weak character.” 
Aquarius rises, and Saturn, its ruler, is in Scorpio. 
None of the books I have at hand describe a Saturn 
in Scorpio person in anything like the terms quoted ; 
very different language is used! And if Uranus is 
employed as the ruler, it is in the same sign, Scorpio 
in opposition to the Sun and trine to Mars; not much 
weakness there, although some misfortune. Remem- 
ber Mme. Blavatsky's Sun opposition Uranus. Long 
before the father gave the second-mentioned data, 
several students affirmed to me that the horoscope 
could not possibly be correct because it is at variance 
with the type of character Mr. J. Krishnamurti is 
known to possess. 

For myself, I do not know where the truth lies in 
this matter of the horoscope, but whatever it may be, 
I think he is the herald of the Great Teacher who is 
coming.

SEPHARIAL'S REPLY. 

I have charged Mrs. Besant with obscurantism 
on the grounds that when Mr. Leo published the 
horoscope of ‘‘ Alcyone’’ no objection to the data 
was offered by Mrs. Besant, but when ] gave my 
interpretation of the horoscope, which I know from 
the directional indications of the course of events to 
be the correct one, Mrs. Besant at once repudiated 
it, but failed to supply the correct data. Obviously, 
if she knew or believed that horoscope to be incorrect 
she must have known or believed she knew the true 
time of ** Alcyone's" birth. Her failure to adduce the 
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evidence in so important a case—important, I mean, 
tothe cause which she has associated with this person, 
for in itself the horoscope is insignificant—is there- 
fore ground for a just charge of obscurantism. The 
system of registration in India in 1895 was adequate 
for all purposes of authentication. Personally, I do 
not consider that there is the least doubt about the 
horoscope as published. It fits the man and fits the 
course of events in his life. But if this quibble 
about the data be not rightly described as obscuran- 
tism, what has Mr. Green to say ofthe following state- 
ment which has recently emanated from the E.S.T.S.: 
“ Owing to the great prejudice which enemies have 
created against Alcyone, it may be found necessary 
for the Christ to find another vehicle !’’ If this is not 
obscurantism it is certainly something very much 
worse. Does the T.S. Head seriously ask us to 
believe that '' the Christ’’ is likely to be influenced 
in His works by the puerilities and animosities of 
men? If I am to be counted among the ‘‘ enemies” 
of these profaners of sacred things, then I account 
myself honoured. As to the Order of the Star in the 
East, of which—until now—Alcyone is the reputed 
head, I cousider it dead from the beginning. Here 
we have a person of repute in Mrs. Besant affirming 
her inspiration from ‘‘ those who know,” speaking of 
a self-acknowledged prevert as ‘‘ one on the thres- 
hold of Divinity,’’ at his instigation setting forth 
“ Alcyone” as the future vehicle of the Lord 
Metraiya (Christ), and in the last resource throwing 
him over in favour of ‘‘ another vehicle," who “is 
now being trained in Paris." Trained in what and 
by whom? Hath then the Potter lost power over the 
Play that He should need the assistance of a dis- 
credited tutor to *' train ° and shape His vessel ? 

Mr. Green may possibly find in these remarks 
sufficient ground for modifying his view that Mr. 
J. Krishnamurti is '' the Herald of the Great Teacher 
who is to come." If not, let him decipher this mes- 
sage from Leadbeater, the discoverer of ‘‘ Alcyone,” 
to a boy then in his charge: ‘“ Eg en dinat xeniion 
iamq, la oaact socceoh nisa iguao. Can oiu nii 
iguao, is ia xemm oiu dina xamm. Eiat niun iaqqao 
xiao zio usa utmaaq. Tell me fully. Hmue taotuneio 
et ti qmaution. Uliotuoc lettat eusmech." This is 
taken from an original letter that has been photo- 
graphed. It admits of no doubt as to authenticity. 
Does Mr. Green consider this a case of obscurantism 
or has he another name for it? My genuine regard 
for Mr. Green and his known freedom and vigour of 
intellect is my excuse for this frankness. Let him 
bring this question out into the light of day, and 
assuredly he will concur with me in the belief that 
whatever may be the inscrutable will of Heaven in 
regard to the further manifestation of the Christ 
through a human vehicle, that vehicle is not Mr. 
J. Krishnamurti, and Mr. Leadbeater is not its 
nominee.

Change of Place. 


To the Editor of OLD Mooxk’s MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

S1R,—I hope I will be excused if I offer my remarks 
on this subject, which was styled “A Question for 
Experts,” though 1 am just a beginner. 

lf we consider the planets in the horoscope to 
denote the whole life in all its minute details, leaving 
nothing to be done by the native, i.e., if we consider 
the planets to cause, it follows that change of place 
also is caused by the position of the planets at birth- 
time, and so there is no need to adjust the horoscope 
with reference to the latitude. 

1f, however, it is thought that the planets merely 
signify and that we can weave our own future by our 
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thoughts and actions by the due exercise of our 
volition, then the change of place could not be 
apparent from the original horoscope. The life takes 
a new turn through the intervention of mind-power. 
The change of environment thus brought about in 
turn affects us. Consequently, it is necessary to 
reckon the change of place as an essential element 
in casting the Progressed Horoscope. 

Yet, as a matter of fact, the truth lies between 
these two possibilities. For most men do not exert 
their will-power, nor are they capable of it. This 
practically results in the mechanical life led by them 
according to what is “fixed ” already in the Radical 
Horoscope. They can never go beyond the tether. 
In the case of such men, surely the first of the two 
theories dealt with above applies. 

Actual experience, however, shows that change of 
latitude has an appreciable effect on the person. A 
doctor recommends consumptive patients to go to a 
sanatorium in latitude 15°. But we note that while 
one person gets better and better as he approaches 
that latitude, another only hastens his journey to the 

ave by taking that step. This is explained by the 
act that while the particular latitude or its sur- 
roundings is good for a person at that time of life, it 
is dangerous to the other. To take an example: A 
person is born in latitude 13*. There are two sana- 
toriuins, one on either side of it, viz., 11? and 15°. 
The question is, which place is preferable ? What 
the practical astrologer has to do is to cast the pro- 
gressed horoscope for both latitudes and see which 
is better. Thus, if the evil direction for the time falls 
in the eighth house in the horoscope for latitude 15°, 
but only in the ninth house in that for 11°, it is ap- 
parent that the latter should be preferred. The dif- 
ference between the horoscopes for the various 
latitudes will be clearer in the case given by you: A 
person born in England and living in Melbourne, 
Australia. For them the direction in the eighth 
house for England may be in the second only for 
Melbourne, and the astrologer who predicts death 
will be surprised to receive a letter from his client an- 
nouncing that he sustained a serious financial crisis. 

As regards the time of the operation of a direc- 
tion also the change of latitude has its effect: 
* M.C. d X." If this is to operate in the twenty- 
fifth year of life according to the horoscope for birth- 
place, it may not take place at all till the thirtieth 
year or happen earlier, in the twenty-third year, 
according to the place where the person is living. It 
seems that change of place affects the time of an 
event especially in the case of directions and angles. 

In conclusion, therefore, it would seem better to 
have the Progressed Horoscope for the new place 
rather than fur the birthplace. But this would, of 
course, be of immense difficulty in practice, for then, 
unless there be a method whereby we can predict 
the place of change also, we are denied the possi- 
bility ot giving ''lite readings." This, however, is 
not a serious difficulty in the way of our adopting the 
suggestion made above. 

Query, —whether, if the Epoch occurred in Mel- 
bourne and birth at England, the Map of Heavens 
for Epoch ought to be for Melbourne?

Sepharial says that we ourselves are the causes of 
all events, with which I quite agree, but I should like 
to go a step further back and be told what it is that 
causes us to act as we do, sometimes beneficially, 
and sometimes the reverse to ourselves.

SEPHARIAL'S REPLY. 


If the period of gestation does not depend upon the 
catamenia, then there is nothing in the science of 
gynecology. '' The time of coitus which led to preg- 
nancy" is, as Raphael should know, dependent on 
the impregnation of the ovum, which in turn depends 
upon the catamenia, for it is quite abnormal that 
impregnation should take place in the ovarian vesicle 
or the fallopian tube. The ovary ripens, bursts, flows 
down the fallopian tube, and 1s encountered in the 
uterus by the spermatazoon. Of course, it is possible 
to have regular catamenia without conception. This 

oes without saying. The point attempted by 

aphael is that conception can take place without 
the catamenia. There are several stages in the pro- 
cess which leads to birth, and the chief of these are : 
(1) Coitus ; (A4) HapragsaUon ; (3) Conception; (4) 
Quickening. There may be coitus without impreg- 
nation, but not impregnation without catamenia. Of 
course, I am speaking of a normal case. There are 
all sorts of abnormalities connected with generation 
depend if not entirely, due to human interference), 

ut with these we are not now concerned. But the 
point is quite clear, I think, that the fertilization of 
the ovum can only occur normally after the cata- 
menia, and since the spermatazoon can only survive 
under certain conditions, for a given length of time 
after coitus, it follows that impregnation can only 
take place from a coitus which takes place within five 
days either before or after the catamenia. This is 
the period usually agreed upon by gynecologists, but 
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it is not without exception. Nothing in nature is. 
This is determined by the sterility. or otherwise, of 
the female in regard to a particular male. A female 
may be sterile to one male and fecund to another, 
There are records of such cases in jurisprudence. 

In reply to Raphael's concluding question, I should 
affirm, in extension of the general proposition, that 
we ourselves are the causes of all events, that the 
stimulus to action in us is vested in inherent char- 
acter and disposition as the result of individual 
evolution, I should, indeed, be disposed to offer the 
explanation derived from the doctrines of Karma and 
Reincarnation, properly understood and interpreted.

Astrology and the Law. 


In the next issue of THE MESSENGER I 
propose to deal with this matter, and put 
forward some facts which apparently have 
not been recognised either by astrologers or 
the authorities. In the ineantime, I would 
refer my readers to Vol. I., page 239. 


Directions and Fatality. 


I promised in the last issue, to continue 
my remarks on this subject, and to explain 
how directions may be really fatalistic, 
though not in the ordinary sense of the 
word. Probably, this point of view will 
only interest those of my readers who be- 
lieve in Re-incarnation and Karma. I have 
always held it as my firm opinion that what- 
ever evil is found in a horoscope there must 
be some prior cause for its existence, and I 
also hold it true that no evil can be evaded, 
but that it must be met and overcome. The 
words of Emerson aptly illustrate this point. 
“The weight of the universe is pressed down 
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upon the shoulders of every man to hold him 
to his task. The only path of escape known 
in all the worlds of God is Performance. Do 
your work and you shall be released." The 
evil that exists in the horoscope is the result 
of wrongs committed in the past, and until 
these evils are met and overcomie, and the 
past wiped out, there can be no spiritual 
progress. 

Now, using this point in relation to direc- 
tions, I regard the fatalistic factor in the 
light of "should be" and not ''must be." 
All evil influences are sent as punishments 
for wrongs committed in the past, and 
they, therefore, should be" met manfully, 
and the full extent of their power allowed to 
work out in the life. In cases like this 
directions would fall out at their appointed 
time, and the event would be in accordance 
therewith. 

On the other hand, I do not hold with the 
idea that because Moon -square Saturn 
measures to a certain month, that certain defi- 
nite effects must follow. One of the effects of 
this influence, say “indisposition through 
taking cold" may be avoided by due care 
and proper attention to clothing. 

Again, some directions are definitely fatal- 
istic, and can be known by the astrologer, 
and it is in regard to these that I am 
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particularly concerned. We might take as 
an instance such an event as a cruel wrong 
done to a person by another, an act of spite 
and maliciousness, a deeply-laid plot which 
involves another in ruin, although that-person 
may have done no harm, and be entirely 
innocent of wrong-doing. Such things as 
these have come to my notice in my studies, 
and it is in these where the true fatalistic 
element is in play. “ Nothing can come to 
man that is not his own " is a truism in astro- 
logy. ‘ What a man sows, that shall he also 
reap,” says the Bible. This is the law of 
Karma, and it is in this where the real and 
true element of fate comes in. 

The whole question is involved in that of 
Fate and Freewill, and this subject I hope 
to deal with at some length later.

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O the cat is out of the bag at last, and 
what a fiasco! My readers are now 
able to see for themselves the actual 
value of Raphaels arguments and 

objections. When taken to task by Sepharial 
for his lack of knowledge of the epoch, what 
does Raphael say? I quote from his letter 
in the last issue. ‘‘ Quite right. I have not 
spent much time in calculating epochs, but 
I have paid to have them done by a gentle- 
man who believed in the theory, for, by 
employing him, I felt sure that the work 
would be correctly done." 

Now, I would not for one moment say 
anything against the skill of the gentleman 
who calculated the epochs for Raphael, but 
I should like to know in the first place what 
information was given him as to birth data, 
eic. in order that he might make correct 
computations. If no other particulars were 
given than those supplied to me in the test 
cases, it stands to reason that at least fifty 
per cent. of the epochs were wrongly com- 
puted. How could this gentleman arrive at 
the correct epoch if the period of gestation 
was not supplied ? Suppose some of these 
cases were seven months' children, or the 63 
months' case, which I will deal with pre- 
sently, how could the calculator find the 
correct epoch without knowing the special 
facts? Therefore what value can be placed 
on the calculations supplied and on Raphael's 
opinions as derived therefrom ? 

As a conclusive proof of this, let me again 
refer to Case 3 in last month’s issue. It 
happens to be the first of the ten test cases. 
All the information supplied to me was that 
the child was born at Hadstock, in Somerset, 
on June 4th, 1886, at 11 p.m. Now, if this 
child had been of full term, the epoch would 
have fallen on August 22nd, 1885, being 13 
days over the period, the Moon being that 
distance from the Ascendant. But the infor- 
mation is not given to me that the coitus 
did not take place until September 24th, 
1883, or that the child was actually only one

of eight months, but coming across the data 
of the case in a letter from Raphael, pub- 
lished in the Astrologers Magazine for 
January, 1892, page 431, I applied the rules 
as given in detail in last month’s issue, and 
found that the epoch took place on October 
2nd, 1885, indicated the sex, and determined 
the period of gestation in accordance with 
the facts stated. Without this information 
I could not have determined the epochal 
date, although I did suggest that it might 
have been on that day, and my failure to 
give the sex of the child in the test was due 
wholly and solely, not to the fallacy of the 
epochal laws, but to the fact that it was 
absolutely necessary for the gestative period 
to be stated. Yet this vital and essential 
information was not given, because Raphael 
did not consider that the epoch was depend- 
ent upon the period of gestation. It does 
not therefore require any turther words from 
me to prove the truth of my contention, or 
that Raphael’s objection is worthless and 
utterly opposed to facts. To put it simply, 
when does the epoch of a seven months’ 
child occur? Just seven months before 
birth. That is what I have always upheld, 
and I have never once given voice to the 


utterly preposterous statement that '*accord- 


ing to Mr. 
months.” 

I will now turn to another aspect of the 
epochal theory. It has been stated by 
Raphael that epochs (?) can be found by the 
dozen both before and after birth. Appar- 
ently he thinks that because the Moon and 
Ascendant at a given birth time interchange 
together once or twice every month from 
epoch to birth, that the times of these inter- 
changings are epochs. Such an idea is pre- 
posterous and void of common sense. There 
can be only one epoch which fulfils the 
required conditions, and that epoch falls 
approximately at the commencement of the 
gestative period. This is not an opinion, but. 
a fact based on sixteen years’ investigation. 


Bailey, it may vary three 
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It is a fact, however, and it is an important 
adjunct to the epochal theory, that each 
rising or setting of the birth moon on the 
‘date each month from epoch to birth, when 
the Moon is nearest to the ascending or 
descending degree at birth, should be noted, 
and a diagram made showing the Moon's 
actual position at such time, as shown in the 
figure appended. This diagram represents 
what is known as the ‘Descent of the 
Monad."  Sepharial in introducing this 
thesis twelve years ago, referred to it in these 
terms :—“ In order to further illustrate the 
remarkable agreement of the epoch with the 
moment of birth, we may trace the genesis 
of the monad from the epoch to the moment 
of birth, a thesis of singular beauty and 
charm, the parallel of which will be found 
in Professor Crookes' ' Genesis of the Atom,' 
read before the Society of Engineers, at Bir- 
mingham. In that address he shows how 
the atom is differentiated from the protyle, 
takes up & definite rate and mode of motion 
in a mean: free path of vibration, and finally 
becomes established as a permanent chemical 
body with specific properties and character- 
istics." 

l propose to give an illustration of the 
chart of descent of a female child born on 
December Ist, 1901, at 1.32 a.m. Corrected 
by the epoch, the time is 23 seconds later. 
The Ascendant is Libra 1.46, and the Moon 
in Leo 15.56, above and decreasing. The 
diagram which I give below is based on the 
setting of the Moon’s place at birth on each 
succeeding month from the epoch to birth 
when the Moon is nearest in longitude to 
the descending degree of the birth figure. 
The variations of the Moon on each side of 
the “direct line of impulse ” from epoch to 
birth are particularly lopsided, showing some 
abnormality. It is to be noted that on April 
16th the Moon does not cross the central 
line, and it 18 interesting to know that a few 
hours before the time given the mother 
experienced a violent flooding, and it was 
thought that a miscarriage had taken place. 
The child was born with a nevus to the left 
of the umbilicus, and owing to its position 
could not be removed by the surgeon’s knife, 
and had to be burned away gradually by the 
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application of caustic. Now the horoscope 
gives no planets in the sign Virgo, the sign 
ruling the abdominal region, but the prenatal 
epoch shows Mars in Virgo in opposition to 
the Sun. Now I would like to ask those self- 
satisfied astrologers who disbelieve in the 
prenatal epoch, how they could have judged 
from the horoscope this peculiarity, and 
whether they could give any idea when it 
was caused. 

Reference to the chart of descent shows 
that the Moon moves backward and forward 
until July 7th, when instead of reversing, as 
it did at all the other times, it continues 
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straight on. The July 7th was the half-way 
period, that of quickening. The Moon was 
then in Pisces 28.52, and Mars on that day 
was in Virgo 27 in opposition to the Moon, 
and in the sign ruling the part of the body 
atilicted. The horoscope shows nothing of 
this affliction, but the epoch does, and the 
chart of descent points to the time when the 
n&vus was first formed. 

As the cause of this affliction was ante- 
natal, it was not to be seen in the horoscope, 
and therefore the epoch and the chart of 
descent had to be examined to trace its for- 
mation. I have no doubt that this thesis 
will be superciliously jeered at as another 
“play on the Moon’s motion," but I go so 
far as to say that if the charts of descent of 
a dozen ordinary men-in-the-street were 
computed, not one of them would show any 
lopsided or irregular librations of the Moon 
as are shown in this figure. I have several 
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of these in my possession, and I can prove 
what I say. 

Next month I propose to give two more 
illustrations of the chart of descent, taking 
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SUPPOSE that nothing has touched us 
l more nearly during the past month than 
the grief of those who have suffered 
such swift bereavement by the'' Empress 
of Ireland ” disaster. I have not been able 
to ascertain at what precise time the ill-fated 
vessel put out from Quebec, but it is to be 
noted that the event coincides very closely 
` with the violent indication of Uranus opposi- 
tion Mars. The danger zone fell in 48? W. 
longitude and extended to 63? W. 
When one comes to consider all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, it seems, verily, that 
the use of the word Fate—the natural effect, 


in my belief, of either ignorance of the. 


signals or disregard of them—is apposite. 
Here are two vessels of different tonnage, 
proceeding at different rates, and each pur- 
suing its own course, with the whole wide 
Atlantic as play-space around them. Yet, as 
if their helms had been under the control of 
some malignant spirits, they crash together 
under cover of a local fog, and, strange to say, 
the very point at which their lines of progress 
intersect coincides with the danger zone de- 
fined by the longitudes of Neptuneand that of 
Mars. Yet the odds against these two vessels 
meeting at all are many thousands to one, 
and it would seem that they were neverthe- 
less impelled toward the danger line with a 
certainty and precision which almost makes 
one believe that unseen intelligences were at 
work to bring about the result. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to fit an event of this kind 
into the scheme of one’s thought. Such great 
disasters are always occurring, and always 
we can find adequate reason in the defects 
of human knowledge and faculty to account 
for the effects upon the human race, whether 
they be due to earthquakes, fire, flood or 
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as illustrations the horoscope sent by 
“ Astros” of the imperfectly-sexed child, 
and that of the 64 months child communi- 
cated to me by Mr. E. Kloss, of Florence. 


Men persistently disregard the 
signals! Rather, one should say, they are 
blind tothem. Ignorance of celestial portents, 
unawareness of men as regards their greater 
environment, these are at the root of all such 
catastrophes. It is quite easy to argue from 
the presence of icebergs in the Atlantic to the 
existence of fogs, and it was easy enough 
even & year ago to draw, as I did, a red line 
right down the meridian of 48? W. longitude, 
and date it for the end of May, 1914. Refer- 
ence to the chart shows me also a red line 
through Australia, where political and labour 
conditions are in tense crisis, and there are 
black lines running through Mexico, where 
devastation is stalking relentlessly towards 
the Capital, and through India, where famine 
and deep-seated political troubles are brood- 
ing silent and sinister over the void of dis- 
content. Similarly, there are black lines 
passing through Ireland and New Zealand. 
These lines are constantly moving from East 
to West and from West to East, and when any 
two of them coincide, either by conjunction 
or opposition, disasters are signified. They 
are on the world’s chart, and they should 
also be laid down on the mariner’s chart. 
Awareness of danger is the first condition of 
avoiding it. In ignorance of it we merely 
conspire to oar own doom. The celestial 
bodies were instituted “for signs and for 
seasons, for days and for years." Truly it 
has been written: “The wise man forseeth 
the evil and obscureth himself, the ignorant 
pass on and are hurt." 


* * * 
Coinciding with this opposition of Uranus 


and Mars the Government defeat at Ipswich 
seemed inevitable. It is generally recognised 
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that the Chancellor is an electioneering 
Jonah, and that he has only to put in an 
appearance at the hustings to sink the ship 
on which his party hope to make the port of 
Westminster. Apart from the fact that the 
Chancellor is under bad primary directions, 
of which he appears to be quite oblivious, 
the opposition of the malefic planets fell 
right across the horizon of his horoscope, so 
that instead of helping the cause of Mr. 
Masterman, he most effectually damned it. 
In attempting to account for the result it 
would seem that Mr. George missed a fine 
point of political argument in ignorance of 
this fact. There are times when silence is 
golden. and this surely was one of them! 
I have already pointed out in my “ Kabala " 
that the campaign of Mr. George corres- 
ponds astronomically with that of Oliver 
Cromwell. and there are distinct points of 
resemblance not only in policy but in person 
between the two individuals. I am not sug- 
gesting an identity of these individuals, as 
many believers in the doctrine of reincarna- 
tion might be disposed to, but I suggest that 
both souls emanate from a sphere which has 
direct representation in that civic function- 
ary known as the Sanitary Inspector.

Last month I gave the date of the keel- 
ing of the American Cup challenger, Sham- 
rock IV., and showed that it had a good 
chance of redeeming the honours this year. 
At Gosport, on May 26th, the yacht was 
launched without a hitch, and with great 
éclat. It happened that all the ships were 
dressed for the Queen’s birthday, and the 
harbour presented a very bright spectacle. 
* At 12 o'clock," says The Times, ‘‘ Nelson’s 
old flagship, Victory, thundered out a royal 
salute in honour of Queen Mary’s birthday. 
To the accompaniment of the guns Lady 
Shaftesbury dashed the bottle of wine 
against the ship's bow, naming it Shamrock 
IV., and wishing it ‘“‘ God-speed." Imme- 
diately afterwards the vessel began to glide 
down the slipways, and gathering speed as 
she went, gracefully slid into the water 
amidst the vociferous cheering of all pre- 
sent.” 

A figure of the heavens for noon at Gos- 
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port on May 26th shows the fourth of 
Gemini on the midheaven and the tenth 
Virgo rising. The Sun in the midheaven 1s 
approaching the parallel of Saturn, while 
Mercury, the ruler of the horoscope, is con- 
joined with Saturn and the Moon. This is 
not good, and I fear that there will be some 
defect of, or accident to, the rigging of the 
vessel. Moreover, Uranus on the cusp of 
the sixth in direct opposition to Mars on 
the cusp of the twelfth, is not & good augury. 
Fortunately, Jupiter, the ruler of the fourth, 
is in good aspect to Moon, Mercury, and 
Saturn, conjoined in the tenth house, so 
that the crew will be very efficient and may 
afford a remedy for the threatened defect. 
Mercury has the good aspect of Uranus and 
Mars, but it is separating from these and 
meets the conjunction with Saturn before it 
reaches the trine aspect of Jupiter. From 
these indications I should judge that the 
yacht will have to undergo some repairs, 
which will interfere with its practice and 
may delay its passage to the contest. But 
as the Moon is separating from Saturn and 
going to the trine of Jupiter and thence to 
the conjunction with Venus, these planets 
being rulers of the fourth (finality) and 
second (gain), I am extremely hopeful of the 
issue, and but for the approach of the ruler, 
Mercury, to the planet Saturn at this launch- 
ing, I should have no hesitation in saying 
that the trophy would be recovered by the 
Shamrock. It is worthy of note that in 
the matter of symbolism we have Mercury, 
“the winged messenger,” as ruler of the 
horoscope, while the first decanate of Virgo, 
corresponding with the Argos or ship, is 
rising. Mercury rules the British vessel and 
Jupiter the American, and it is at least satis- 
sactory to note that Mercury is in its 
countersign, Gemini, and elevated above 
Jupiter. Altogether, the outlook is promis- 
ing, and every reader of THE MESSENGER 
will wish Sir Thomas Lipton the best of 
fortune in his plucky attempt to redeem the 
cup.

The fact that we are 
not makers of circumstance but users of it, 
not creators but users of things, is well 
voiced in the sentence: ‘‘ No man can make 
his chances, every man may take them." 
‘These remarks are from a suggestive little 
article on ‘‘ The Children of the Cusps," by 
Edith F. A. U. Painton. In this it is said 
that any person born within six days of the 
Sun's entry into & sign, either way, will 
show peculiar faculty from the fact of their 
having a composite nature. ‘Fhe domi- 
nant element, of course, will be determined 
by the side of the fence he is leaning up 
against, while those exactly on the cusp will 
find no overbalancing force in favour of 
either sign. In the lives of those so placed 
the Sun will be always crossing the line, and 
their lives will be lived out in the midst of a 
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continual equinoctial storm. It will be a 
war of opposing powers in which neither 
can be supreme for any length of time, until 
the soul learns its power and speaks to the 
battling elements the ‘Peace, be still!’ of à 
Master." The same journal makes the re- 
mark that Matthew is the Cancer disciple. 
This is surely incorrect. The sign Aquarius 
is everywhere traditionally associated with 
this Disciple, as Taurus with Luke, Leo 
with Mark, and Scorpio with John.

I have been asked to correct a misappre- 
hension in regard to that section of my

It dispenses entirely 
with all coding of names, and leaves out of 
consideration that problematic factor, the 
*off-time," as well as considerations of 
ownership, jockeyship, colours, numbers, etc. 
It requires only the date and the runners, 
and involves no calculation that cannot be 
done at sight without the use of pencil and 
paper. As to its accomplishments, I may 
say that, taking only those events which are 
over £200 in value, and including all handi- 
caps, handicap stakes, and apprentice handi- 
caps, the total gain from March 23rd to June 
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4th is over 204 points, which is nearly 20 

points per week. I have only to add that 

this key is not an extension of the alternate 

system, but an entirely new departure, and 

it involves only one selection for each event.

The discovery. or rather the new applica- 
tion of repulsive or negative electricity by 
M. Bachelet, has brought science measur- 
ably close to the apprehension of some of 
the occult forces in Nature which practical 
students of occultism ‘have long been ac- 
quainted with. The possibility of reducing 
weight to a minimum, and of lifting heavy 
metallic bodies into the air without visible 
means, is in line with what we know about 
the levitation of material non-magnetic 
bodies, the apportement of solid objects, and 
the levitation of human bodies. Of all these 
phenomena there are numerous examples, 
and nobody who has taken the trouble to 
seek the evidence has failed to find it. But 
also this demonstration of negative repulsive 
electricity upholds the theory I have persis- 
tently submitted for some years past, namely, 
that what we call gravitation is not due to 
attraction but to repulsion, it is not in the 
nature of an earth pull but an etheric push. 
Ultimately it sustains the vortex theory of 
world formation, and in view of the probable 
revision of our ideas about matter, it will 
eventually be found that a body is material 
to the extent that it is non-etheric. From the 
point of view of the universal root-substance 
we have to regard a solid body as a vacuity.

Successful experiments have recently been 
made showing that it is possible to locate 
water in mines, and the installation of a 
plant for the guardianship of a particular 
area or zone will shortly be effected. These 
developments in the use of subtle electrical 
rays, while affording evidence of the rapid 
progress that is being made in the knowledge 
of Nature's finer forces, serves also to re- 
habilitate and confirm the professions of the 
“ Dowsers " or water-finders, who, by means 
of a hazel twig or other indicator, are able to 
locate the presence of water, minerals, etc., 
at considerable depths with great accuracy. 
Experiments recently conducted in this coun- 
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try and in France have clearly shown that 
the faculty of “dowsing ” exists in certain 
persons of peculiar nervous constitution. Per- 
sonal knowledge of more than one of these 
successful dowsers has convinced me that the 
faculty does not arise from any abnormal 
state of health, whieh might be urged as 
grounds for connecting it with what is 
usually connoted with hyperaesthesia. The 
subjects are all in good normal health, and 
in two cases would be regarded as singularly 
robust.

A student raises the question of Anaretic 
planets. It has long been known what are 
the so-called aphetic places and planets. 
Certain positions are said to endow the 
luminaries with hylegliacal qualities or sig- 
nificance. Jupiter and Venus are regarded 
as aphetical, while Mars and Saturn are re- 
garded asanaretic or life-destroying. Ptolemy 
says: "Saturn has the greatest significance 
of death, Mars of the cause thereof." But this 
rule wants extending to include the cases 
that are subject to the indications of Neptune 
or Uranus, of which the great astronomer 
knew nothing. It may be said generally 
that the planets afflicting the Sun, Moon, 
and Ascendant at birth are the Anaretic 
planets, and any of these, coming by direc- 
tion, direct or converse, to the succeeding 
evil aspects of those points that are regarded 
as aphetic, may indicate death. Jupiter or 
Venus, however, by their good aspects, will 
correct this indication, and they are, there- 
fore, called aphetic planets. The fuller dis- 
cussion of this question would doubtless 
prove informing to students, and contribu- 
tions under this head would be acceptable. 

* * * 

The militant Suffrage outbreak is due to 
the presence of Neptune in the sign Cancer. 
Neptune is the neurotic planet, and Cancer 
the Moon-sign governing the female aspect 
of the populace. The opposition of Uranus 
to Neptune brought about the active phase 
of destructive vandalism and anarchy which 
now prevails. There is no logical sequence 
between a grievance against the Government 
and the destruction of public exhibits, tro- 
phies and archives. It is that lack of logical 
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sequence in thought which prevents these 
demented people from overlooking their 
manifest privileges and clamouring for their 
questionable rights. After all, there is no great 
virtue in the vote since it has become the 
practice to pay members for exercising what 
should be an honourable function, and of 
legislating upon questions that have not 
been submitted to the people, and upon 
which, therefore, no member of Parliament 
is authorised to vote. That is how I view 
the matter so far as the franchise is con- 
cerned, but under a well-regulated Govern- 
ment I think nothing better could happen 
than: that women who pay taxes should have 
a parliamentary vote just as those who pay 
rates have a local vote. I wonder how 
many of these firebrands pay taxes?

The terrific storm which began on the 
13th at Folkestone, where houses were 
flooded by the downpour and considerable 
damage done to property, and which struck 
London and suburbs on the 14th, rendering 
the low-lying districts impassable, was well 
defined and also well predicted.

Taking intoaccount the fact that these predic- 
tions were made in March, 1913, and were 
published, last summer, there was not much 
chance of being “ wise after the event” 
and the outstanding conformity of ilios 
predictions clearly shows that ali eyes were 
on the same phenomena, which were Sun 
conjunction Saturn passing to trine Jupiter, 
and Mars opposition Jupiter. Thus we get 
the conflicting forces of two positive planets 
and the Earth passing between a negative 
and positive planet. Yet modern science, 
while affirming the solidarity of the solar 
system, ignore astro-meteorology !

Mr. Suryana- 
rain Row was 
bornat Chicacole 
in the Ganjam

which is the par- 
ticular day sacred to the Sun in the calendar. 
In this sense he was a light-bearer and a 
true sun-born child of Brahma, and well 
named Suryanarain. The birth took place 
at about 2 p.m., when the constellation 
Bharani was ruling, the rising sign being 
Taurus. 


OLD MOORE'S MONTHLY MESSENGER. 


According to the horoscope submitted, 
which is here reproduced, Saturn is in 
Gemini, Mars in Libra, Venus in Sagittarius, 
the Sun, Mercury and Jupiter in Aquarius, 
and the Moon with the Node in Pisces. 

It is pointed out that the ruler of the 
tenth and ninth is, according to Hindu 
astrology, a good augury. The sign Aquarius 
is on the tenth, and therefore Taurus rises, 
which, we are told, ensures & good end, 
whereas it is affirmed with equal assurance 
that those born under Aquarius have a bad 
end. In the European zodiac this would 
correspond with the last ten of Aquarius and 
the first twenty of Pisces. The second 
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music. Thus he can more than hold his 
own in many departments of learning, and 
is not only a capable pandit but also a good 
debater. The twelfth house is held by Rahu 
and the Moon. 

This is the horoscope as presented by 
Hindu calculation. In presenting it I am 
doing violence to my feelings, for it will be 
obvious to any student who takes the 
trouble to refer the horoscope to its date, 
that there are palpable inaccuracies in the 
scheme of the Heavens as presented. In 
the first place, it is stated that the birth 
happened about 2 p.m. of the given date. 
The Sun being in Aquarius (Kumbha) must

be in Virgo in the Indian figure. Thus the true Lagnam is not Taurus, but Gemini, of the Indian zodiac. 


house is occupied by Saturn, which has the 
good aspect (trikonam) of Jupiter, who is the 
ruler of the eighth and eleventh. The sixth 
house is held by Mars and Kethu (Dragon's 
Tail), and is aspected by Moon and, of 
course, by Hahu (Dragon's Head). The 
eighth is occupied by Venus, the ruler of the 
first and sixth houses, aspected by Mara lord 
of the seventh and twelfth. The tenth 
house is occupied by Mercury, Jupiter and 
the Sun—a powerful combination for intel- 
lectual success and honours. Mr. Suryana- 
rain Row has thus been able to achieve 
considerable fame in the astrological world 
and to evince proficiency in physical science, 
medicine, organic chemistry, hypnotism and 
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therefore have declined from the meridian, 
and the end of that sign or the beginning of 
Minam (Pisces) would be on the midheaven. 
Then Mithuna (Gemini) would rise and not 
Taurus. In any case, if we add 2 hours 
p.m. to the Sidereal Time at noon, we get 
23h. 19m. for the Rt. Ascension of the Mid- 
heaven, and this gives Gemini rising in the 
Madras Presidency, and consequently, ac- 
cording to the Hindu method, when reduced 
by Ayanamsha, either the end of Taurus or 
the beginning of Gemini would rise, and 
either the end of Aquarius or the beginning 
of Pisces would be on the Midheaven. It is 
obvious that the astrologer has taken Taurus 
as his sign, for he puts the Sun, Mercury 
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and Jupiter in the tenth from Lagnam, 


which, of course, would be Aquarius. For in. 


Hindu astrology the houses and signs count 
from the Ascendant. 

Then it will be correct to say that Saturn 
rules the ninth and tenth. But even so it 
seems certain that the place of Mars has 
been incorrectly taken, for if we allow 22 
degrees for the ayanamsha we have the Sun 
in the beginning of Aquarius, Jupiter in the 
second decan. of the same sign, and Mercury 
in the same place. Venus would be in Sagit- 
tarius as indicated, Saturn in the beginning 
of Gemini, and the Moon in the second 
asterism called Bharani. This gives the date 
February 12th, 1856. But on referring the 
same ayanamsha to Mars longitude, which 
we find to be on that date in 20.51' of Libra 
- (European), its place is reduced to the 
end of Kanya (Virgo) according to the 
Hindu zodiac. The horoscope in terms of 
the European method is annexed to that 
supplied to us in the Hindu form. 

Mr. Suryanarain Row's grandfather was a 
military Subadar under Tippoo Sahib and 
reverted to a civil appointment. His mater- 
nal grandfather was a Dewan, and his father 
the manager of a large Zamindari estate in 
the Ganjam Dt. His father was assured by 
the local astrologer who drew up this horo- 
scope at the birth that his child would be 
famous. In infancy he showed remarkable 
intelligence, excellent memory, and keen 
understanding. Although irregular in his 
school attendance he managed to secure 
many prizes. He graduated from the Cen- 
tral College at Bangalore in January, 1884, 
and was appointed as First Assistant Master 
of the High School at Hassan. He then 
became a student of Law, and about this 
time also published a work on Astrology in 
Kanarese and English, called “The Compen- 
dium of Astrology," and this being the first 
of its kind in India it had a very rapid sale. 
Failing in his Law tests, he started a journal 
called The Argus which ran from 1888 to 
1891, and collapsed through mismanagement. 
He then settled at Bellary, practising, we 
are told, as a lawyer. But is was not until 
1895 that he commenced the publication of 
The Astrological Magazine, on which he has 
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built up his reputation as a leading expo- 
nent of Indian Astrology. Mr. Row has 
received honorary election to the Royal 
Asiatic Society and the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal, and he is also an honorary Diplomé 
in Biochemistry, and is an honorary member 
of the Medico-Legal Society of New York. 
His treatises on ancient Indian literature 
and science gave him a place in the Royal 
Historical Society, and he is also a member 
of the Academy of Arts and Science in Paris. 
It is to his abiding credit that he was the 
first among the millions of Hindus who 
sacrificed his personal interests in the cause 
of the anciently revered but modernly abused 
science of Jyotisha. The success that has 
attended his efforts and the rewards he has 
so well merited have come about solely by 
dint of his indomitable perseverance, his 
well-founded enthusiasm, and his keen intel- 
lectual acumen. In 1901 he completed a 
successful Northern tour, and in 1909-1910 
he toured Southern India with equal success. 
It has been said that the poor cannot ap- 
proach him on account of his prohibitive fees, 
to which he has replied that gold is valued 
at the same price whether the buyer is rich 
or poor. If this be true it is to be regretted, 
since gold has no intrinsic value, but is 
considerable or otherwise according to one's 
need. If gold were as plentiful as sand 
nobody would stoop to pick it up. The very 
poor would wipe their feet upon it. But it 
is well to know that such as have consulted * 
him have no cause to regret the fact. Alto- 
gether, Mr. Row has published about twenty 
volumes on Astrology, the chief being the 
“ Astrological Self-Instructor,” the “ Jataka 
Chandrika,” ‘‘Sarvachintamani,’’ which he 
regards as his masterpiece, and the “ Brihat 
Jataka.” His ' History of Vijayanagaram ” 
is one of the best works on that ancient 
empire, and was highly appraised by the 
Trish Review. 

The above notes are taken from a short 
biographical sketch by Mr. B. L. Narain, 
B.A., of Bangalore, to whom I am indebted. 

It is to be observed that Uranus was rising 
in Taurus at this birth in exact sextile to 
Neptune in the sign Pisces. According to 
the Indian scheme, Varuna (Neptune) would 
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be in Aquarins and Uranus in Aries with 
the Moon and Rahu. The horoscope thus 
becomes extremely significant. At 22 and 23 
years of age there were some excellent influ- 
ences at work, Sun conjunction Jupiter, 
sextile Uranus, with Mercury trine to Mars, 
and the Moon conjunction Sun and Jupiter, 
so that the 23rd year would be highly suc- 
cessful. Neptune with the Sun at this time 
would, however, tend to indicate danger of de- 
ceptions and frauds, through which he would 
pass victoriously. At 30 years the Sun square 
Saturn would reduce the fortunes, and indi- 
cate losses and obstacles in the path. The 
Sun semisquare Uranus and Moon opposition 
Sun, passing square of Saturn and conjunc- 
tion Mars, would interfere with the career 
between 38 and 40 years of his age. At the 
present time the Sun is passing along the 
track of the opposition of Mars, its first 
contact being at 51 and its last at 58. This 
will probably develop an affection of the 
kidneys, which threatens to prohibit con- 
tinued activity without great danger to the 
general health, especially as it coincides with 
Saturn's transit over the Ascendant. It is 
greatly to be hoped that Mr. Suryanarain 
Row will moderate his efforts, and apply his 
faculty to the question of maintaining his 
health and strength, so that we may derive 
further benefit from his luminous exposi- 
tions of Indian Astrology.

To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGER. 

DEAR SiR,—-I will first reply to Mr. Bailey’s letter 
on p. 160 of the MESSENGER, and number eachitem. 

1. Mr. Bailey says he knew the tests would be a 
failure directly the data of the ten cases were given. 
Then why, in the name of common sense, did he 
undertake them, or not apply for more particulars ? 

2. Mr. Bailey asks when he has made such a 
statement that the period of gestation may vary 
3 months. On page 123 Mr. Bailey says he has the 
data of a 64 months' child, and on page 104 he says 
the period ot gestation may even extend to 10 months! 
This is a variation of 34 months: 

3. Mr. Bailey's statements prove conclusively that 
epochs can be found bythe dozen. On page 123, 
test case No. 1, he finds three epochs—one for 
August 22nd, another for August 8th. and another 
for October 2nd —the latter would not give ‘‘ Raphael's 
period of 36 weeks." Apparently Mr. Bailey cannot 
find an epoch for September, the very month in 
which coition and impregnation took place! 

4. I now come to his Trump cards, and purposely 
refrained from replying to these to see if any altera- 
tion were made. I! find none, so presume the data 
given to be correct. These trump cards are extra- 
ordinary. Here we have a gentleman who knew he 
was about to become a father 13 months beforehand, 
and who calculated the time of birth to the moment ! 
It is wonderful. The coitus occurred about 21 
months previous, and the period of gestation must 
have been similar! ‘‘ Now," says Mr. Bailey, ‘* op- 
ponents of the prenatal epoch, what have you to say 
for yourselves ?’’ I say it is wonderful and must be 
too wonderful to be true. That is all I have to say. 

5. His second Trump card amounts to nothing. 
** Quickening ” occurs halfway through gestation or 
18 weeks generally, but it is no guide. Test case 
No. 1 felt the quickening only 3 months before birth. 
The period of gestation in Mr. Bailey's second trump 
card appears to be 40 weeks, and yet where the 
actual facts are known, as in the four cases which he 
cites on page 165, we find them all 36 weeks. This 


should be an eye-opener, and if we could learn the . 


moment when impregnation took place we should 
find the exact degree ascending as at birth. 

6. If the epoch (see page 144) must determine the 
actual period of gestation, and the sex too, why need 
furnish them ? Who can furnish the period of ges- 
tation? Can Mr. Bailey furnish his ? 

7. There should be something definite to attract 
the Ego, what is it? I say it is the coition which 
leads to impregnation, or impregnation itself, in 
other words, conception. What explanation has Mr. 
Bailey to give? His epochs agree with neither. 

8. On page 164 Mr. Bailey says: ‘* On page 114, 
March issue, I put two definite questions to him 
(Raphael) which he has yet to answer." I do not 
know what Mr. Bailey means, as I cannot find any- 
thing on page 114 relating to myself.

In reply to Sepharial's letter on page 179, I was 
dealing with the period of gestation, but he appears 
to be dealing with gestation itself, hence the differ- 
ence. 

To say that impregnation can only take place 
within five days either before or after the catamenia, 
is not correct. How does he know?

MR. BAILEY'S REPLY. 


The numbers of the paragraphs agree with those 
in Raphael's letter. 

1. This point has already been dealt with. I 
undertook the test without asking for more particu- 
lars, as it was an opportunity of proving Raphael's 
contention that the epoch does not show the period 
of gestation to be wrong. I repeat what I have pre- 
viously stated, viz., that without the sex being known 
it is necessary for length of the gestative period to 
be given. If the sex is stated, then the period of 
gestation is easily computed. I am writing with the 
experience of sixteen years and on this point I chal- 
lenge contradiction. 

2. Raphael is apparently confusing facts. His 
remarks on page 160 were that in the cases of 
animals he had never known a case to vary more 
than seven days from the estimated time. He then 
stated that, according to me, a human being might 
vary three months. He now cites two cases men- 
tioned by me, one of 10 months and one of 63, and 
states that this shows a variation of 34 months. I 
fail to see any connection between the two. They are 
separate cases, and the epoch in each case confirms 
the gestative period. The fact remains that these 
abnormalities do exist. 1 i 

3. The remark that my statements prove conclu- 
sively that epochs can be found by the dozen, only 
conclusively proves how little Raphael understands 
the epoch. His statement that I tound three epochs 
for this child is senseless, for two of them being of a 
different sex to the child were not epochs, only that 
of October 2nd showing the proper sex. The further 
statement that this latter epoch of October 2nd would 
not give '' Raphael's 36 weeks’’ is again proved to 
be wrong. The coitus is stated to have taken place 
on September 24th, at 253 days before birth, equal to 
36 weeks and 1 day. The gestative period, according 
to obstetricians, must therefore have commenced 
within the five days following. The epoch took place 
within the first 24 hours after the exact 35 weeks, and 
therefore in the 36th week. In addition to this it 
proved the truth of the second law of the epoch, by 
determining approximately the actual period of ges- 
tation. As to my not finding, an epoch for Septem. 
ber—the month in which coition and impregnation 
took place, I have yet to learn that it is necessary 
for the epoch to be connected with either of the two 
stages of generation nam^1. May I ask what proof 
Raphael has that impreg.ation took place in Sep- 
tember in this particular case ?

4. I must take very strong exception to Raphael's 
remarks in this paragraph. I regret to find that my 
critic is trying to score off me by taking advantage of 
what he must have clearly seen was purely a clerical 
error. Moreover, had he referred to the ephemeris 
for the position of the Moon on December 23rd, 1906, 
at 3.35 p.m., he would have seen that it was the 13th 
degree of Aries, whereas it is distinctly stated at the 
foot of page 143 that ‘‘at the time of birth the Moon 
was in the 27th degree of Scorpio." This fact alone 
would have shown him that the year was incorrectly 
stated. So after all there is no 21 months' period of 
gestation, but one of the normal nine. Now that the 
correction has been given, perhaps he will re-examine 
this particular case. 

5. It is very easy to dismiss a subject by saying 
that it “ amounts to nothing,” but that is no answer. 
Quickening is a very important factor in this matter, 
and where the time has been noted, as in the case 

iven, the time of birth can be computed therefrom. 

hose who have drawn up several charts of the 
“ Descent of the Monad’* will appreciate this point. 
Raphael also points out that in this case the period 
of gestation appeared to be 40 weeks, yet where the 
actual facts are known, as in the four cases given on 
page 165, we find them all 36 weeks. But does he 
think that these four cases are to be taken as a 
standard on which to measure all others. As a 
married man and the father of seven children, I can 
speak with a little authority on this point. The 
period of gestation in six of the seven children has 
run past the 39th week, in one case to exactly 41 
weeks, while the other case was only 35 weeks and 
3 days and the cause of this was shown in the sex of 
the degrees held by the Moon and Ascendant. One 
of our old contributors some few years ago, in the 
course of conversation on this point, informed me that 
his mother told him that he was born a whole month 
later than expected, his gestative period being 44 
weeks. His epoch confirms this statement. More- 
over, in the cases of my own children, whose birth- 
times were carefully observed for the specific purpose 
of testing this theory, the time in two cases was con- 
firmed by the epoch within 25 seconds of the observed 
time, one differed only 8 seconds therefrom and a 
fourth 57 seconds. None of the others differed more 
than 2 minutes. I venture to say that Raphael has 
no proof that if we knew the time of impregnation 
the exact degree ascended as at birth. We have no 
proof that impregnation has anything to do with 
determining the birth time. 

6. Here again we have an illustration of Raphael’s 
lack of intimate knowledge of the epoch. If the 
period of gestation can be supplied the sex can be 
determined. If the sex is given then the period of 
gestation can be approximately measured. Either 
one or the other must be given. 

7. I quite agree that there should be something 
definite to attract the Ego, but the question is too 
long to be dealt with here. It will receive due atten- 
tion later. 

8. 1f Raphael will kindly refer to page 104, instead 
of 114, he will find the questions referred to. The 
error in the number of the page has been noted. 

I leave Sepharial to deal with the other two para- 
graphs, but would like to ask why, if Raphael denies 
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that impregnation can only take place within 5 days 
before or after the catamenia, such learned authori- 
ties as the authors of the ‘‘ Modern Physician,” a 
large medical work of five volumes, mentioned by me 
on page 104, agree that the periods mentioned are 
those in which impregnation most generally occurs. 
Of course it is to be noted that both Sepharial and 
myself are speaking of normal cases, and not ab- 
normal and exceptional ones, which do occur.

Cause and Symbol.

SIR,—The discussion herein savours of the pro- 
verbial contention as to the colour of the chamelion, 
and to my mind resolves itself into a question of 
difference twixt tweedledum and tweedledee. Your 
able contributor, Sepharial, lays it down that ‘‘ pri- 
mary and secondary directions being founded on 
the relations of one circle to another, go to show 
that they are not causative but symbolic.” He 
further affirms that the whole universe is a mystical 
symbol, a proposition usually admitted in our faculty. 
But in what consists the distinction between symbol 
and cause? In the latest analysis they appear to be 
the same. If so, it were indifferent whether we use 
the word significator or cause. 

Thus—we sound 
a note which gives resonance to some other syntonic 
object. Would not the two sounds (which in effect 
coalesce) be in symbolic relation? But surely the 
note I sound which brings out of latency the note in 
the second object could fairly be described as causal 
as well as symbolic.

Mind, yet outside its causal power it can have no exist- 
ence for man, i.e., in the causing of human concept. 

I do not see how we can escape from this even if 
we say that the human mind is part ot the Divine 
mind.

SEPHARIAL'S REPLY. 

The difference between Cause and Symbol is that

SELF-IMPROVEMENT: SHOWING HOW TO CULTI- 
VATE DEFECTIVE PARTS OF THE THREE SYSTEMS 
TO ENSURE A HARMONIOUS TEMPERAMENT.

177. In the study of man in relation to his dense 
physical body, it is obvious that to be truly healthy 
and successful in the proper sense of the term, it is 
necessary to have harmony in the temperamental 
conditions. 

178. Something exceptional and eccentric must 
be expected from those who exhibit great predomi- 
nance in any one of the three systems, and it may 
safely be stated that any relative excess or deficiency 
to a certain extent mars the life. Let us, therefore, 
learn from the imperfect how to become perfect. 

179. In the evolution of the ego, it is, of course, 
proper to cultivate any deficiency of the dense physi- 
cal vehicle, called the body, it uses, ani by catrying 
out the following instructions, a man may, in a great 
measure, alter and improve his conditions. [hus 
the lean may put on flesh, and the stout lose their 
excessive fat without loss of strength. 

180. Type I.—The Mental 7 Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament should cultivate the vital system because 
it is the least developed of the three systems. Todo 
this he should have plenty of sleep and repose. He 
must avoid all excitement at parties, and find pleasure 
in the things around him. He should never be 
fastidious, but make the best of what is, taking life 
easily, and making it a holiday. He should keep 
free from worry, and follow every legitimate enjoy- 
ment he can obtain. He should also allow his brain 
to have periodical rests. Instead of reading, think- 
ing, and studying, outdoor recreation and exercise 
must be sought. Sleep and diet must be attended 
to, and all care thrown aside, allowing the world to 
jog on whilst he enjoys it. All stimulants and excite- 
ment must also carefully be avoided. 

181. Type II.— The Mental 7 Vital 7 Motive Tem- 
perament should cultivate the motive system. To 
cultivate the motive system he should take open air 
exercise every day, just sufficient to make his body 

‘¢omfortably tired, increasing the amount as the 
bones and muscles receive strength, but it should be 
obtained regularly. Diet, sleep, and gymnastics 
should be attended to. He should also reserve his 
brain activity and give it plenty of rest, and refrain 
from overstudy. A serious attempt should be made 
to have an easy-going life, and all stimulants and 
excitement put aside. 

182. Type III.—The Motive 7 Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament should cultivate the mental system, 
and to do this he should do ali in his power to 
increase the force and activity of the brain, by 
studying the dictionary, reading good class litera- 
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ture, keeping a diary, and jotting down all useful 
knowledge. He should let some superior mind plan 
and direct him in his studies. He should eat only 
that kind of food specially recommended by experts 
on the matter, and associate with superiors in mental 
ability. He should also attend lectures on scientific 
subjects. He should strive against the natural feeling 
of physical restlessness, and pay strict attention to 
his health. He should laugh and grow fat, and let 
the world jog on whilst he enjoys it, and he should 
be careful lest other people have an undue influence 
over him to his detriment. . 

183. Type IV.—The Motive 7 Mental 7 Vital 
Temperament should cultivate the vital system by 
avoiding all exciting gatherings and taking plenty 
of sleep and repose instead. He must resist the 
restless feeling he possesses, and attend to health 
laws. 

184. Type V.—The Vital 7 Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament should cultivate the motive system by 
taking plenty of open air exercise daily. alk till 
comfortably tired, avoid drugs, fast occasionally, and 
pay strict attention to diet. ; 

185. Type VI.—The Vital7 Motive7 Mental Tem- 
perament should cultivate the mental temperament 
by reading, and studying, and attending lectures, to 
prevent what mentality he possesses from becoming 
more sluggish than it normally is. He should also 
take long walks, take a non-starch diet, fast occa- 
sionally, and eschew drugs of all kinds. — f 

186. Type VII.—The Mental 7 Motive = Vital 
Temperament should cultivate both the vital and the 
motive systems up to the standard of the mental. 
To do this, he should take open air exercises every 
day, just sufficient to make the body comfortably 
tired, and then a due proportion of sleep and repose. 
He should try to find pleasure in the things around 
him, avoid fastidiousness, and make the best of what 
is, making the physical life one full of pleasure, 
avoiding worry, following every legitimate enjoyment 
he can, and practise the art of relaxation in spare 
moments. . 

187. Type VIIL—The Motive 7 Vital — Mental 
Temperament should cultivate both the mental and 
the vital systems to bring them up to the standard of 
the motive. This may be done by undertaking what | 
is known will increase the force and activity of brain, 
and at the same time taking things easily, and 
indulging in sléep and repose on the slightest inclina- 
tion. Holidays should be taken leisurely, and lec- 
tures attended for the improvement of the mind. 

188. Type IX.—The Vital 7 Mental = Motive 
Temperament should cultivate both the motive and 
the mental systems by embracing every opportunity 
to use the brain, and indulging in outdoor exercises. 
Diet must have an important place in his habits. 

189. Type X.—The Mental = Motive 7 Vital 
Temperament should cultivate the vital system, and 
thus bring the whole body into a harmonious state. 
This may be done by a course of suitable diet, and 
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taking life easily, making it more or less a holiday as 
Opprintimoity permits. The brain and body must have 
plenty of rest, and the law of relaxation thoroughly 
practised, 

190. Type XI.—The Motive = Vital 7 Mental 
Temperament should cultivate the mental system up 
to the standard of the motive and vital, and then a 
harmonious temperament will be the result. This 
should be done by training the mind to take note of 
all useful knowledge, and following people who are 
older and wiser than himself, and making them his 
associates if they will admit him to their class, 

191. Type XIL—The Vital = Mental 7 Motive 
Temperament should cultivate the motive system by 
taking suitable physical exercise out of doors, and 
eating foods which make bone and muscle. 

192. Type XIlI.—The Balanced Temperament 
has no marked defficiency to cultivate, but it is 
necessary that all the system should have equal 
attention to maintain the harinony, and develop the 
whole systems into a high standard of evolution, for 
as previously pointed out, there are degrees of 
balanced temperament, those highly evolved and 
others lowly evolved. 

193. Abnormal Types should follow every legiti- 
mate enjoyment they can, and look more after the 
mental and physical health than anything else. Care 
should be taken to avoid excesses of all kinds, as 
temptation to excess is strong. 

194. It will be well for all types to remember the 
proverb quoted by Thackeray which runs somet|iny 
like the following : 


* Sow an act you reap a habit, 
Sow a habit you reap a character, 
Sow a character you reap a destiny." 


This should prompt us to break off undesirable habits 
before they enslave us. For instance, it is very easy 
for a tremendous outburst of temper to relieve one's 
feelings, or send one mad, and before we can become 
harmonious spiritually, mentally, and physically, we 
must be masters of the physical body, and thus over- 
come as far as possible any hereditary tendencies we 
may possess, and by striving to be in tune with 
nature, we shall prevent the creation of fresh un- 
desirable Karma on the physical plane.

Death of a Great Man. 


The hand of death has removed from 
our midst the Ht. Hon. J. Chamberlain, one 
of the greatest of modern political leaders. 
We gave his horoscope in Vol. I. of Tux 
MESSENGER, page 155, and the prenatal 
epoch in the May issue of the present 
volume. In the present issue we publish a 
short sketch of the directions operating at 
the time of death. 


Astrology and the Law. 


The recent prosecutions of astrologers 
by the police has doubtless raised the ques- 
tion of the legality or otherwise of the prac- 
tice of this science for professional purposes. 
I am bold enough to make the statement, 
with all due deference to the legal fraternity, 


that there is no law on the Statute Book of : 


this realm which prohibits the honest and 
legitimate practice of astrology. The recent 
prosecutions have been taken under Sect. 4, 
of 5, Geo. IV., C. 83, which states that 
“ Every person pretending or professing to tell 
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fortunes, or using any subtle craft, means or 
device, by palmistry or otherwise, to deceive 
and impose upon any of His Majesty's sub- 
jects, shall be deemed a rogue and vagabond 
within the true intent and meaning of this 
Act." Now this particular Act is 4 penal one 
and must be construed strictly always in 
favour of the defendant, and moreover must 
deal with facts and not with suppositions. 
Further, be it noted, the Act distinctly says, 
LS person pretending to tell fortunes 

. to deceive or impose . . . ." There 
FEES . definite and distinct statement here 
which cuts away the ground from beneath 
the feet of the magistrates and makes it an 
essential point that ‘the intent to deceive 
and impose” must be proved before a con- 
viction can be obtained. Again, the section 
states “ within the true intent and meaning 
of the Act." The true intention of the Act 
was to put a stop to gipsy fortune-telling, 
the swindling of servant girls and others by 
wandering illiterate fortune-telling mongers, 
who at that particular time were prowling 


. about the country. 


Another point is here to be noted. The 
preamble to every Act must be considered, 
acd one part of the statute must be con- 
strued with another. The preamble states 
distinctly and unequivocally that "it is ex- 
pedient to make further provision for the 
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Suppression of Vagrancy, and for the punish- 
ment of idle and disorderly persons and rogues 
and vagabonds and iucorrigible rogues.” 
The Act also states in another clause that all 
strolling players, in other words theatrical 
touring companies, are to be included in the 
category of rogues and vagabonds; but are 
they unceremoniously hauled up before some 
local judiciary and sentenced to three months’ 
detention in a house of correction? No! 
Quite the reverse; they are feted and 
honoured, and given titles for their skill and 
talent. If one part of the Act is allowed 
to drop into disuse, why not the ‘particular 
one relating to astrology, which was never, 
and can never, without barefaced misrepre- 
sentation and contravention of the true 
intent and meaning of the Act, be used 
against householders and ratepayers. The 
preamble to the Act distinctly states the class 
of people against whom its provisions are 
directed, and many of the recent prosecu- 
tions are a violation of the liberty of the 


subject, an impudent misrepresentation of . 


justice, and a direct contravention, not only 
of the law, but of the true intent and 
meaning of the Act. 

There is also an additional point to con- 
sider. The clause of the Act contains no 
reference to astrology, and being a penal Act, 
it must be construed strictly and nothing 
left to chance. Only by a twisting of words 
can anything in the Act be made to apply to 
our science. 

The whole question rests on the fact that 
the Act in question was passed to protect 
servant girls from being robbed by gipsies 
and itinerant fortune-tellers, who at that 
period were roaming the country side, im- 
posing on all they could find. It was never 
intended to apply to a bona fide science, nor 
to householders, but as the preamble of the 
Act distinctly states, to ‘rogues and vaga- 
bonds." I propose to deal with another 
aspect of the question in the next issue.

| HAVE decided, after some consideration, 


for the purpose of illustrating this thesis for , 


the present, to turn to some other matters 
relating to the epoch. I propose, therefore, 
in this and the remaining issue of the pre- 
sent volume, to make a criticism of the 
various objections and comments of Raphael, 
in order to settle certain points which have 
been raised, and clear away the ground 
before dealing with more important conside- 
rations of the epochal theory. 

Now the two objections made by Raphael, 
and on which the whole question turns, are : 
(1) That the prenatal epoch as demonstrated 
by Sepharial is not the correct one; (2) That 
it is absolutely impossible for the epoch to 
indicate the period of gestation. 

As I have said before, the first objection is 
groundless, and unless Raphael can sub- 
stantiate his objection by actual verifiable 
proof, and shows us an epoch which is the 
correct one, I shall be perfectly justified in 
totally ignoring his contention. With me 
mere statements count for nothing. I want, 
and must have, logical and concrete facts 
placed before me, and I venture to say that 
even Raphael must admit that unless such 
facts are forthcoming no good purpose can 
be served by discussing this particular ob- 
jection. I put it quite plainly, if the epoch, 
as demonstrated by Sepharial is not the 
correct one, what is the correct one, and in 
what manner is it obtained? If Raphael has 
anything up his sleeve in regard to this 
matter, by all means let us have it, and we 
will give it a serious and impartial examina- 
tion, but for pity's sake, let these petty 
quibblmgs on isolatéd matters only partly 
connected with the epoch be stopped. It is 
only wasting both time and space. 
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A Final Vindication of the Prenatal Epoch. 


By E. H. BAILEY. 


With regard to the second objection, 
sufficient has been given in these pages to 
prove Raphael absolutely and completely in 


the wrong. I have shown by authentic 
cases, not only from my own records, but 
from data supplied by Raphael himself, that 
the epoch does occur at the commencement 
of the gestative period, sometimes a few days 
before, and others a few days after, such 
commencement. I have also shown that the 
act of coition is related to the epoch, and that 
the four definite stages in the process of 
gestation, viz., coitus, epoch, quickening and 
birth, are all connected with each other by 
definite laws. In the face of facts of this 
nature, and I could produce more did space: 
allow, it is absolutely impossible for Raphael 
to argue further against the epoch. 

Now I must admit that I am in rather a 
strange position in arguing in this manner 
with a man many years my senior, and 
therefore, as I honestly admit, my master in 
astrological science, but on this particular 
point of the epochal theory I must make it 
clear that after sixteen years of consistent 
study of its principles, coupled with the 
examination of hundreds of horoscopes 
rectified by its laws, I must refuse to ignore 
the accumulated results of all this investi- 
gation, when placed in the scales against 
Raphael’s own admission that he has not 
spent much time in calculating epochs, but 
has paid to have them done by someone 
else. What I have published in these pages 
is the result of a first-hand investigation, 
and not from what others have done for me. 
Hence I think it must be freely admitted 
that I know far more about this particular 
subject than my critic. 

The question of the period of gestation is 
another point in dispute. I have no views 
on the matter other than the statements 
given by obstetiicians. The normal period 
is 273 days, varying on either side of this by 
a certain period. Obstetric science proves 
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that 85 per cent. of cases do actually fall 
within this prescribed limit, and such limit 
is determined by the laws of the epoch. In 
this matter we find that obstetrics and the 
epoch are in perfect agreement. The state- 
ment which Raphael takes exception to, viz., 
that the period of human gestation may vary 
as much as three and a half months, is not 
of my making, because it is an uncontro- 
vertible fact that there are such cases as 
seven months' children, and also of eight and 
ten months, and therefore the variation 
must and does occur. Surely we are not to 


be told that a seven months’ child has a: 


gestative period of 273 days. My contention 
. was, and always has been, that whatever the 
period of gestation the epoch falls at the 
commencement of such period, and at no 
other time. 

Another statement by my learned friend 
that epochs can be found by the dozen both 
before and after birth is another illustration 
of finding ‘‘mare’s-nests.’’ I have repeatedly 
stated, till the repetition is growing mono- 
tonous, that only one epoch can occur; that 
it falls at the commencement of the gesta- 
tive period, and that it must and does com- 
ply with four separate and distinct condi- 
tions. Just because the Moon and Ascendant 
interchange with each other once or twice a 
month during the gestative period, it seems 
that some of the clever (?) opponents of the 
theory imagine that all these are epochs. 
A more senseless or preposterous idea could 
hardly be found outside the four walls of 
Colney Hatch. 

Another blind shot on the part of my 
critic is his statement in the last issue that 
in the four cases cited by him, where the 
facts are known, that the period of gestation 
was thirty-six weeks. What about the 
scores of cases where the facts are also 
known, that the period has run to as much 
as forty-one weeks? Are we to consider that 
these particular four cases are to be taken as 
the basis for all others? The sex of the 
degrees held by the Moon and Ascendant are 
sufficient evidence to show why the periods 
were curtailed, just as they show the cause 
of the extension of the period. In 3 per 
cent. of cases we get periods running to 
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forty-four weeks, and a similar percentage 
of only thirty-seven weeks. All this is in 
accordance with obstetric statistics, and 
confirmed by the epoch. Yet, in spite of 
this—and Raphael with his experience should 
be the first to verify the facts—he puts 
forward the vague assertion that the epoch 
as demonstrated by Sepharial is not the 
correct one. How, in the name of holy 
science, can it be otherwise than the correct 
one, when it is absolutely in accordance 
with verified obstetric laws ? 

I may now refer once again to the “sex "' 
test, about which Raphael makes such a 
furore. I decided to undertake the test, not 
because it was necessary, seeing that it has 
already been done not once, but several 
times, by Sepharial, but for two reasons. 
First, to show that with the proper data it 
was possible. and secondly, to controvert the 
statement that the epoch did not show the 
period of gestation. I claim that from both 
points of view I was successful I have 
already pointed out the comparison of the 
test to & proportion sum, where three terms 
are given to find the fourth, but in the test 
only two terms were given, consequently, I 
was only able by guess work to give the 
fourth term, that of sex. Had the date of 
the coitus been given, or the gestative period 
stated, I should have known at once where to 
look for the epoch. In one case, where the 
date of the coitus had previously been given, 
it was conclusively shown that when the 
proper particulars were known the whole 
question was easily determined. In the 
other cases, where both the essential parti- 
culars were omitted, I had to chance whether 
the births were normal, or otherwise, conse- 
quently correct sex could not be stated. 
My apparent failure in five of the ten cases 
has proved the truth of my contention, and 
shown Raphael to be wholly wrong. The 


. conclusion to be drawn from this test is this: 


Where the birth data and the sex are stated 
the period of gestation can be determined 
from the epoch. Where the birth data and 
the gestative period are only stated the sex 
can be determined therefrom. These are 
facts, let those deny them who will.

lished a report of the exhibition in 

connection with the Royal College of 

Surgeons, in which, it appears, a 
curious fact connected with sex transforma- 
tion in birds was illustrated in the exhibits. 
Hunter, the founder of the  Surgeon's 
Museum, found that a pea-hen belonging 
to Lady Tynte, after producing chickens 
during successive seasons, suddenly resigned 
the functions of motherhood and appeared 
in the full regalia of the peacock. After this 
change of appearance she never bred and 
died in the following winter. From this and 
other instances on record, biologists have 
thought that there may be a possible clue to 
the secrets which underlie the differentiation 
of sex. There has never been any record of 
such a direct transformation of sex, we are 
told, in the human being, though it appears 
that a patient cited at the Obstetric Society's 
meeting in Edinburgh is reported to have 
“ agreed to have the long hair cut short on 
her head, and she left the hospital wearing 
male attire." 

To any straight thinker all this is so much 
verbiage. Sex does not consist in the length 
of the hair, nor in the attire that is worn. 
` It consists in specialised organic function. 
In India there are men whose tresses SWeep 
the ground as they sit at their evening meal. 
In Southern India, where it is customary for 
the Brahmin to shave the forehead, the hair 
Írom the crown backwards grows to the 
length of 4 ft. or more in many cases, and

associated with particular forms of dress, this 
demarcation is purely insular, for everybody 
knows the trousered lady of the East, and the 
skirted man is met with in Greece and in all 
parts East of the Levant. There is little to 
choose between the Roman toga of the time 
of the Cæsars, and some evening gowns that 
are modernly affected by women. There are,

moreover, numerous instances of bearded 
females and hairless men. Several women 
of my acquaintance have preferred to wear 
short hair, and so far as male attire among 
women is concerned one has only to visit the 
riding schools, golf links and gymnasiums of 
this country to see how thoroughly at home 
women may be in them. Indeed, the male 
woman is more common than the effeminate 
man, if dress is the criterion of sex. But 
the whole inquiry appears to me to be super. 
ficial and unscientific. What-we have to 
determine is the cause of that mysterious 
change in the foetal growth which takes place 
in the fifth month in utero, by which sex 
function is permanently determined by 
specialisation of organism. Until then the 
human foetus is bi-sexual or potentially male 


.or female, but when the time arrives there 


is an organic change which develops one sex 
I refer 
my readers to the diagram, p. 184, “ The 
Descent of the Monad,” in Mr. Bailey’s article 
on the Prenatal Epoch. In this diagram it is 
quite clear that at the fifth lunar return to its 
epochal place the line of descent is coin- 
cident with the lunar position, which there- 
after proceeds towards the elaboration of the 
female organism. I feel certain that sooner 
or later the whole question of sex distinction 
will have to be studied from the point of 
view of prenatal influence, as well astral as 
physical. It is only when we study man in 
relation to his greater environment that we 
have any chance of understanding the com- 
plexity of his nature, and his potentiality as 
an individual. 
* * * 

A writer in the Times on the Great Sun- 
spot calls attention to the fact that there 
was a collection of three sunspots, constitut- 
ing and merging into one large one, of appa- 
rent diameter about 76,000 miles, which 
entered the visible disc about June 8th, and 
therefore would pass the meridian about the 
13th. The writer was near the meridian of the 
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, Sun about the 16th, but as the spot became 
visible on the 8th, its coincidence with the 
extreme limb would be on the 6th, and to 
this we have to add 6} days for its meri- 
dian culmination, thus getting the l8th as 
the date of the meridian transit. Now this 
was the day on which the storm broke over 
England, beginning at Folkestone in the 
S.E., and affecting the whole S.E. area 
during the three following days, and then 
passing over to France. 

Note that at this time Mars and Jupiter 
were in opposition, which agrees entirely 
with my dictum as to the cause of sunspots, 
stated in Coming Events some sixteen 
years ago. It was then stated that the 
occursions of Mars and Jupiter were respon- 
sible for such breaks in the solar envelope, 
and that excess of heat was the consequence 
of them. The maximum temperature in 
England was registered during the course 
of the ensuing fortnight, which was inordi- 
nately hot. 

Yet, despite these facts, it is stated that 
there was no magnetic disturbance attending 
the transit of the spot over the central 
meridian, ' as has often been observed with 
other large spots," and it is suggested that 
the distance of the spot from the centre—it 
was in latitude 23 S.—was the explanation 
of this fact. I do not think so at all. The 
generation of heat is equivalent to positive 
electricity, and that there was an abundant 
discharge of this is witnessed by the storms 
which were everywhere prevalent at the 
time. It is stated, further, that there is no 
connection traceable between the existence 
of sunspots and terrestrial storms iu this 
country, though it is admitted that else- 
where the eleven-year cycle has been found 
to apply. Thus Dr. Norman Lockyer found 
that Indian famines answer to an eleven- 
year periodicity, and Mr. Abbot in his book 
on “The Sun” has shown that in the 
United States, at all events, the years of 
minimum sunspots are years of maximum 
heat, while the years of maximum spots are 
those of minimum temperature. This obser- 
vation, however, employs only five separate 
observations, and cannot be held to consti- 
tute a sufficient basis for formulating a law, 
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especially as, in our experience, the appear- 
ance of an extraordinarily large sunspot is 
not only attended by great heat. but also 
followed by it. It is admitted that there is 
a basis arrived at for formulating a con- 
nection between the two sets of phenomena, 
namely, sunspots and weather disturbances. 
The writer in the Times himself appears to 
doubt the groundwork of the general argu- 
ment, for he adds: “ But it is surprising 
that the years of minimum sunspots are the 
warmest, for on comparing the curve of 
sunspot activity with the light curves of 
long-period variable stars, it is found that 
the time of maximum light in the star co- 
responds with the time of maximum spot 
activity in the Sun." Well, now, since it is 
thought not unscientific to go as far afield as 
the variable stars for causes bearing on the 
weather chart, why should it be considered 
as going too far to suggest a possible con- 
nection of the planets of our own system 
with the weather conditions ? 
* * * 

In connection with the recent statement 
of Sir J. J. Thompson that the pure metals 
offered the least resistance to the electrical 
current, we have experimental proof coming 
from Paris. It appears that Professor 
Kamerlingh Onnes has been working for 
some time past on the behaviour of metals 
at low temperatures. Some time ago he 
succeeded in liquifying helium at a tempe- 
rature a little above absolute zero, or about 
268 centrigrade below freeing point. He 
then discovered that in this state the metal 
offered no resistance whatever to an elec- 
trical current, &nd mercury, lead, fortin, etc., 
were also experimented with. He then 
constructed & coil which was capable of 
offering 736 ohms of resistance at a normal 
temperature, and upon immersing this lead 
coil in liquid helium, he was surprised to 
find that all resistance was removed, and 
that the current induced in the lead circuit 
continued to flow for many hours without 
perceptible diminution. It is, of course, 
known that lead offers comparatively little 
resistance in any case, as compared with 
other metals, and on this account it is em- 
ployed as a fuse in electrical installations. 
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Should further experiments prove that all 
pure metals behave similarly at these low 
temperatures, it will then be a problem as 
to whether it is due to molecular change 
induced by the temperature or to atomic 
dissolution. It has similarly been shown by 
Bachelet that the purer and denser the 
metal the greater resistance it offers to the 
magnetic current, and the levitation of solid 
bodies by means of an aluminium base is 
sufficient demonstration of the fact. `The 
atomic structure of the human body would 
seem to be controlled by similar laws, for 1n 
proportion as it becomes purified it offers 
less resistance to the energies we call Life 
and Spirit, while to the extent that it be- 
comes compacted together by the smallness 
and cohesion of its particles, it offers more 
resistance to the action of other bodies upon 
it. The purification and cohesion of the 
physical atoms is ‘the whole objective of 
yoga, and he who is capable of refining the 
gross body and reinforcing it with solar 
atoms is rightly styled an adept. He be- 
comes impervious to disease, and remains & 
positive force of great though unsuspected 
potency in the world about him. 
* * * 

A valued correspondent writes me in 
reference to the recent discussion about the 
planets as symbols, and so well expresses 
my viewpoint that I should like to quote 
him. He says: “ I was exceedingly pleased 
to note that you do not accept the absolute 
fatalistic doctrine. If that were true, words 
like “ foreknowledge " and “forewarned ” 
would have no meaning. If the juggernaut 
of an implacable doom rolls relentlessly over 
human life, crushing all attempts to assert 
the everlasting promises of the human spirit, 
and paralysing by its soullesg mockery the 
claims of the human will, then indeed life 
would become a huge tragedy, an amazing 
jest, and the sable plumes of an ineffaceable 
sorrow would wave over the world forever !"' 
It was to combat this beating of the bars 
with ineffectual wings that the prophet of 
optimism came into the world at a time 
when the crass materialism of the schools 
had shorn the world of hope, and made of 
human life a hideous masquerade. 
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Shelley gave to Christianity a picture of 
its own juggernaut ''requiring for knee- 
worship, prayer and praise, and hecatombs 
of broken hearts, but fear and self-contempt, 
and barren hope." He launched at them 
the fact that goodness was a power in itself, 
and that the * consciousness of good " was 
man’s salvation. He believed that gentle- 
ness, virtue, wisdom and endurance could 
win its way to heaven, and make heaven on 
earth a possible thing for us. They branded 
him Atheist, and sent him down from Oxford, 
but later he gave to the world his vision of 
Prometheus Unbound, and to the hope that 
this apotheosis inspired, humanity has held 
tenaciously. The materialism of Haeckel, 
the agnosticism of Huxley, the speculation of 
Mill, and even the “faint hope" of later 
thinkers have passed away like the dark 
dream of a distressful night. The superior 
faith that animated the poet’s vision is now 
for millions of people an assured and realised 
experience. The days of the ‘ two small 
fishes” are gone, and the multitude are fed. 
Things that were formerly spoken in secret 
are now declared on the house-tops. “ Le 
ciel est par-dessus le toit," said Heine. 
To-day it touches the eaves.

The tragic death of the Archduke of 
Austria and his wife at the hands of insen- 
sate Anarchy, has given a great blow to all 
constitutionalists the world over. To be 
born a king or heir to a throne is, in the 
eyes of certain Ishmaelites, a crime more 
heinous than murder. These fiends deem it 
a meritorious act to send a fellow creature 
to his death without warning, but the world 
deals more mercifully with such malefactors 
in granting them a trial on the faint pretext 
that they may be judged insane. Insane 
they are, doubtless, and criminally so, but 
not for that reason to be punished, unless 
punishment can remedy the evil of which 
they stand accused. There is an old alliance 
between crime and insanity which has never 
been broken down, and never will be so 
long as we allow the criminally disposed to 
propagate their species. Social laws and 
social privileges exist for the healthily 
disposed community, not for anarchists and 
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criminals of other sorts. For them the lethal 
chamber should stand at the end of a long 
course of correction, an ultimate for incor- 
rigibles.

As to 
the punishment of the criminal, is it ours 
to mete? The old saying: “Quem deus 
perdere vult prius dementat," is paralleled by 
one in the Sanskrit which says: “The gods 
do not punish the evil doer, but they deprive 
him of reason so that he punishes himself." 
Society should provide a convenient outlet 
for these firebrands and regicides until they 
have learned that all laws uphold the sanc- 
tity of life regardless of its actual individual 
value to the community. Measure for meas- 
ure, is there not better use for the king than 
the assassin ?

HE lamented death of Mr. Joseph 

C Chamberlain, one of the great, if not

Mars—ruler of the second—opposed to 
Venus, denotes financial losses through ex- 
travagance and waste, but as the Sun is in 
semisextile to Jupiter, and Venus has good 
aspects with Uranus and Neptune, his income 
should be able to cope with any excesses. 

That he has made considerable gain 
through his profession is evident from the 
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good aspect of the ruler of the horoscope to 
Herschel in the ninth house, Mercury—ruler 
of that house—being in the tenth, and the 
Sun, disposing of Venus, being in the ninth. 
Jupiter from the tenth is also parallel 
Herschel, being at the same time in good 
aspect to the Sun. 

The square of the Sun to Neptune in the 
sixth denotes troubles and loss through in- 
feriors, and is & warning to the native to 
beware of underhand schemes and plots 
against him. This aspect is within 13' of 
being exact and its influence will therefore 
be very strong. 

The semisextile of the Sun to Jupiter 
strengthens the constitution and should 
lengthen the life, but the parallel of both 
luminaries to Mars shows a tendency to 
feverish complaints. The opposition of 
Mars to Venus, however, is a more serious 
aspect, and if care is not taken the native 
may develop “varicose heart." There is 
also a tendency to rheumatism. The square 
of Mercury to the ascendant denotes that 
the nerves are not in the best condition, and 
any display of emotion (9 9) is liable to 
cause a nervous breakdown. 

The semisextile of the Moon to Saturn in 
the eleventh house shows that the native 
has good and faithful friends, but they will 
be in the minority. 

The good aspects of Jupiter, Mars and 
Venus to Neptune are indications of his 
interest in metaphysics, while the aspects to 
the Sun and Herschel in the ninth show 
his long experience and interest in As- 
trology. 

Gain through publications is indicated by 
the trine of Neptune and semisextile of the 
Sun to Jupiter—ruler of the third house.

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The Tragedy of Saravejo.

able to render the correct horoscope 

of the late Archduke Franz Ferdinand 
of Austria. According to official record the 
birth took place at Graz (lat. 47° 4’ N. and 
long. 15° 27’ E., on December 18th, 1863, 
at 7.15 in the morning. 

Assuming this to be local time (concern- 
ing which I have not had opportunity for 
inquiry) the R.A. of the Midheaven was 
13h. Om. 29s. nearly, and this would give

Neptune, which Ptolemy gave as an indi- 
cation of a violent death. True, he did not 
know of the existence of Uranus or Neptune, 
but he was thoroughly well acquainted with 
both Mars and Saturn, and observed that 
when each of them afflicted different lumi- 
naries, or when both afflicted the same 
luminary, a violent death was indicated and 
ensued in due course. But what he observed 
regarding Saturn and Mars we have every 
reason for extending to Uranus and Neptune, 
inasmuch as we have found them to be 
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GRAZ, DECEMBER 18TH, 1863, 7.15 A.M. 


16° 25’ of Libra on the Midheaven and 
Sagittarius 18° 59’ rising. The planets are 
set for the equivalent G.M.T., which is 
6h. 13m. a.m., and it is then found that the 
Sun is rising in direct opposition to Uranus, 
while the Moon is conjoined with Neptune 
in the third house, and Saturn holds the 
Midheaven. Mars is on the cusp of the 
twelfth house, Jupiter and Venus hold the 
cusp of the eleventh, and Mercury in Capri- 
corn is rising after the Sun. 

This horoscope is & singular confirmation 
of the doctrine of nativities as enunciated 
by Ptolemy. In the first place we find both 
the luminaries afflicted by malefic planets, 
the Sun by Uranus and the Moon by 
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malefic planets. In those old days men died 
by “the visitation of God" when Uranus 
afflicted the hyleg, and by “ witchcraft " 
when Neptune was the afflicting planet. 
But now we include the cosmic relations of 
Neptune and Uranus, and avoid the use of 
ambiguous terms. There can be little doubt 
that the Archduke gathered to himself many 
true and serviceable friends, for both the bene- 
fic planets are in the eleventh house, that of 
allies and’ associates, and consequently he 
would display those magnetic qualities which 
would endear him to most .of those with 
whom he came into personal contact. 

One cannot overlook the sinister position 
of Saturn brooding over the destinies of his 
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high office, and its dark menace must often 
have been in evidence. Mars in the house 
of secret enemies is also a singular position 
of unusual significance. The danger of a 
violent ambush is here very clearly depicted. 
But perhaps the most remarkable of all 
the indications in this horoscope is that of 
Neptune conjunction Moon in the third 
house, which. as every student of astrology 
knows, has significance of short journeys. 

If we look for the indications which cur- 
rently pointed to the tragedy of Saravejo, 
we shall have little difficulty in finding 
abundant reasons for regarding this fifty- 
first year of the Archduke as extremely 
dangerous. 

During the fifty days which correspond 
to the fifty years following the birth, it is 
found that the Sun increases its Rt. 
Ascension by 3hrs. 19m., which, being 
added to the R.A. of the Midheaven at 
birth, yields 16h. 19m. for the Rt. Ascension 
of the progressed Midheaven answering to 
the year 1914. 

This brings Sagittarius 6 to the Mid- 
heaven and the sign Aquarius 12 degrees 
to the Ascendant of the horoscope. It is 
evident from a mere inspection of the ephe- 
meris that Uranus was close to the progressed 
Ascendant, and Saturn close to the opposition 
of the radical place of the Sun, and it will 
be seen also that in May last Saturn was 
exactly on the horizon of the radical horo- 
scope, and Uranus exactly on that of the 
progressed horoscope. 

Reference to the year 1913 will show also 
that the violent conjunction of Saturn and 
Mars in the 17th degree of the sign Gemini 
fell in opposition to the Ascendant of the 
radical horoscope of this ill-omened nativity. 

It will further be observed that at the 
time of the plotting of this tragedy Mars 
was in opposition to Uranus across the 
horizon of the progressed horoscope, while 
the New Moon of May 25th fell in direct 
opposition to the radical place of Mars. It 
was at the end of May that this diabolical 
plot of assassination was formulated. From 
that time forward it was merely a question 
of opportunity. 

I have not had an opportunity yet to 
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inquire into the conditions obtaining in 
regard to the prenatal epoch, which appa- 
rently occurred on March 12th, 1863, at 
6h. 52m. a.m. local time, when Capricorn 
2° 28’ was culminating, and Aries 5° 30' 
rising at Graz. But it would be premature 
to affirm that this computation is correct. It 
shows, however, that Neptune had just risen 
in opposition to Saturn, both planets being 
within orbs of the horizon, while the Moon 
in the ninth house is in direct opposition to 
Uranus in the third house, and in the signi- 
ficant sign Gemini. This sinister influence 
of Uranus opposition Moon is imported to 
the radical Ascendant, and is taken up by 
the Sun in opposition to Uranus at birth, 
while the influence of Neptune is carried to 
the radical place of the Moon. Thus there 
were manifest indications of some such 
disaster, obviously connected with short 
journeys, as we have unfortunately witnessed. 
It is in ignorance of the alarming danger 
signal set up as early as August, 1913, by 
the conjunction of Mars and Saturn in 
opposition to the radical Ascendant, and 


. other indications of cumulative importance, 


that the Archduke was allowed to proceed 
as if the signals were set at full speed ahead. 
Probably the horoscope has never been set 
before to-day, nor any warning given to the 
illustrious victim of this fiendish plot, but it 
has been said that considerations of danger 
would never have caused him to deviate 
from his course by a single step, and in 
view of the aspect Mars trine Moon and 
Neptune, one can well believe that it was 
so. I regret that owing to lack of data 
I am not able to present the horoscope of 
his brave and good wife, whose last act on 
earth was one of self-sacrifice and devotion.

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T is very interesting to note and. follow the 
Investigations and experiments in regard to the 
development of Numerology; there is no doubt 
it appeals strongly to the imaginative mind, but 
also, and more especially to the scientific and 

mathematical faculties. I have met many learned 
and well-read people who are intensely interested in 
this branch of the hidden laws. But to be interested 
is not all, one must be above all things practical, with- 
out a practical or reasonably solid foundation no de- 
finite result can be obtained. Numerology is the arca- 
dia of the imaginative man or woman, it opens up such 
a boundless field for research, but in any method of 
application a reasonable basis is necessary. Many 
theories have been propounded which have no reason- 
able basis, and eventually they have joined the 
motley throng of ideas which are only absorbed by 
the mind that is unstable or unbalanced.

The mind is firm, 
confident and generous, scorning mean and puny 
actions, a hasty temper, but anger does not last 
long, and he would take his revenge in a generous 
and open way.

195. In the process of evolution, it is noticeable 
that two persons may both possess a given type of 
temperament, one being at a much lower stage of 
development than the other. For instance, two 
persons may be of the Mental 7 Motive 7 Vital Tem- 
perament, and yet one manifest more mentality than 
the other, or two persons of the Balanced Tempera- 
ment, one being an important personage, and the 
other a relatively unimportant one. 

196. This apparent contradiction may be ac- 
counted for by the modifying influences, which must 
be taken into account before accuracy of deductions 
can be made. These factors are quality of organism, 
culture, environment, or disease of one or more 
organs. 

197. Hitherto we have considered the various 
parts of the body in relation to size only, and as it is 
necessary to also consider the stage of evolution or 
development, already referred to, we will first con- 
sider the question of quality so far as it affects th 
question. : 

198. It is a well known law that quality is of 
more importance than quantity. Quality or texture 
in wood is of vast importance to the wood-worker. 
Quality or texture in nerves, bones, and muscles is of 
much vaster importance to man if he would manifest 
greatness or perfection. ' 

199, The signs of quality are the texture ,of the 
hair and skin; if the hair and skin are fine in tex- 
ture, the quality is high; if coarse, the quality is 
relatively lower. An extreme comparison may be 
made by referring to the bristles of a hog, and the 
fine textured hair of a refined woman.

201. Disease of one or more organs of the body 
may cause the manifestations of the mind to be less 
vigorous, or more so, than they would otherwise be 
if no disease existed, and such a condition, if un- 
known to the examiner, may make it somewhat 
difficult to be quite accurate in delineating.

203. Therefore, when we describe the attributes 
of each type, and not knowing the environment, we 
must speak of capacities rather than certainties, 
as education and mode of life play an important part 
in deciding as to whether the capacities are already 
manifested or not, for although environment does not 
create new powers, it develops those already exis- 
ting. 

204. The important modifications resulting from 
sex must not be overlooked, for the contours of man 
and woman are different, and what is appropriate in 
one is inappropriate in the other. 


205. The shoulders of a symmetrically developed 
man are broader than his hips, and he tapers down- 
wards from his shoulders, whereas the hips of a 
woman are broader than her shoulders, and she 
tapers both ways from her hips. . This should be 
remembered, as unless observed, one is apt to be 
misled in the relative size of the three systems.

Stk,—In the June issue of your journal, Mr. Krish- 
nasuttra has raised the point as to whether alteration 
should be made of the horoscope for the progress, in 
view of a possible dislocation of the subject of such 
horoscope from the place for which the radical horo- 
scope is set.

local environment, and a figure set for Maias, 
where I was at the time, gave a fuller and truer 
rendering of the indications than could be derived 
from the same indications when referred to the place 
of birth. The calculations are made in terms of the 
Greenwich Ephemeris, but the indicators are set in 
a horoscope for the temporary locality, this being 
taken from the local houses. The indications, there- 
fore, remain the same, but have a different expres 
sion through the local environment. This observa- 
tion is consonant to both reason and experience. 

The prenatal epoch is similarly set for the place at 
which it occurred, and not for the place of birth, 
which may be sundered from it by thousands ot miles, 
Many Anglo-Indian mothers, for instance, come over 
to the British Isles to await the event of the birth of 
their children, I have several horoscopes of persons 
born in the British Isles, whose parents were at the 
time of the epoch in foreign countries, and only 
calculations made from the latitude and longitude of 
those countries are able to coalesce with the horo- 
scope of birth. 

In the July issue Raphael makes the statement 
that ** to say that impregnation can only take place 
within five days either before or after the catamenia 
is not correct.

Astrology and the Law. 


I stated in last month’s notes that there 
was another side to this question, and in 
expressing this opinion, I believe that many 
others will concur with me.. What I have 
to say is this. First, that the majority of 
the prosecutions have been, some wholly 
and others in part, quite justified, and 
secondly, that those who have been prose- 
cuted have only themselves to blame. These 
people have imposed upon the public ; they 
have pretended to “tell fortunes ; ” and they 
have made use of the science in a manner

degrading. A glaring piece of imposition, 
among many others which I could cite, came 
under my notice a few weeks ago. A gentle- 
man sent to aH astrologer, who shall be 
nameless, asking for his opinion on the horo- 
scope of his newly-born grandchild. In 
return he received a map, incorrectly com- 
puted, horribly drawn out, seven mistakes 
in the figures, and the planetary symbols 
scrawled on the paper, and accompanying it 
was & ready-made imitation type-written 
sheet endowing the child with the most 
wonderful and amazing characteristics. It 
was apparently going to be a wonder, a 
veritable Boanerges or second Napoleon. It 
seemed, however, that the wonderful charac- 
ter was too much for the child’s strength, for 
it only lived three weeks, and the early death 
was clearly shown in the horoscope. The 
clever astrologer was apparently ignorant of 
the old and well-known rule that a child 
born with a malefic on the ascendant afflicted 
by the lord of the eighth would soon die, but 
this child had Mars just above the ascendant 
in Leo in opposition to Jupiter, ruler of the 
eighth house, and the cause of death was 
heart failure. If this was not a clear case of 
" pretence," I do not know what it is. I 
could give many other similar cases. An- 
other glaring piece of imposition was preva- 
lent sometime ago, when complete horoscopes 


with several years' directions were offered. 


for a few shillings. I happen to have seen 
some of those so-called horoscopes, and I can 
state that no horoscope was given, no full 
reading, and the directions were non-exis- 
tent, being merely & jumbled-up summary 
of vague and illiterate balderdash. The 
whole crux of the matter is that the majority 
of astrologers have been consistently dam- 
ning their own science because they pretend 
to a knowledge they do not possess. It 
was the rule in the old days that no man 
should publicly pronounce on the science 
until he had made five years of persistent 
study of its principles. In the present day, 
less than five weeks is sufficient for any 
Tom, Dick, Harry, or Harriet, to publicly 
proclaim themselves as astrologers or astro- 
logists (whatever this species of Ego may be), 
and the harm that is done to the science by 
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their pretence is incalculable. As I have 
previously stated in these pages, more than 
once, until astrologers drop this ready-made 
horoscope fraud, eliminate the fortune-telling 
idea from it, and recognise it as a science in 
the widest and strictest sense of the word, 
there will be no recognition of its principles, 
nor will the authorities cease from troubling. 


Remarkable Horoscopes. 


A short while ago we gave the photo 
and horoscope of a deformed child known as 
the frog child. We havea more remarkable 
one to present later.

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Europe it will be found of excep- 

tional interest to astrological students 

to make a comparative study of the 
boroscopes of some of the ruling personnel. 
In this suggestion I am guided by the fact 
that some of the great wars of the past have 
been waged by rulers whose horoscopes, 
when compared, showed manifest signs of 
disagreement. 

If we hold, as I personally do, that there 
is a symbolism at the root of all these multi- 
plex manifestations of human character, 
that as individuals the rulers of peoples are 
focal centres for the distribution of cosmic 
forces, then it will follow logically that a 
study of the horoscopes of kings and rulers 
is the surest means of indicating how the 
significant cosmic changes are likely to 
affect the fortunes of the countries over 
whose destinies these rulers preside. For if 
we conceive a fundamental law at work, by 
which the circumstance of the world is re- 
gulated, a law which progressively illustrates 
the working out of a pre-conceived Divine 
Plan for the eventual uplifting and better- 
ment of the human race, then it cannot at 
any time be said that human relations as 
existing between one nation and another, or 
one ruler and another, are fortuitous or mere 
chance relations. The striking of the die 
which is designed to mould the destinies of 
the nations, as in the birth of one or another 
heir destined to assume the reins of govern- 
ment or to ascend the throne, is a matter in 
higher than human hands. And it is, there- 
fore, within the general plan or design of 
things that specific times are elected for the 
founding of these focal centres of planetary 
influence which we call royal or governing 
horoscopes. 

In some more than suspected intimate 
sense such royal horoscopes are synthetic of 
the spirit of the times, and more. especially 
of the nations in which they are established, 
so that if a nation is verging towards great

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commercial activity and expansion, such in- 
crease of its self-developed powers will be 
reflected in the horoscope of the heir to 
the throne, under whose benefic sway the 
destinies of such country will reach its peri- 
helion. Who that understands astrology 
can deny that the horoscope of Napoleon 
the Great reflected the destinies of the people 
of France, and of France as an empire, 
during the Napoleonic sway, or that the pro- 
gress and expansion of Greater Britain was 
fully illustrated in the horoscope of Queen 
Victoria ? 

Similarly, when nations are verging to- 
wards war, we find the horoscopes of their 
rulers strongly dominated by the planet 
Mars. But as no war can take place with- 
out at least two belligerents, either of whom 
may take the offensive or defensive, we shall, 
arguing from analogy along the lines already 
laid down, doubtless find that & comparison 
ot the horoscopes of the contending parties 
reveals indications of animosity. This is the 
substantial fact that I wish here to illus- 
trate. 

For this purpose I have compiled the 
Synoptic Chart of the rulers of Great 
Britain, Russia, Germany, and Austria, as 
presented on next page. 

Austria began the present war by an 
autocratic and insistent ultimatum to Servia. 
The question has been raised as to whether 
this step on the part of Austria was not in- 
spired from Berlin. I have not the least 
hesitation in saying that it was, for there is 
ample evidence that Germany is the evil 
genius of Austria, of whose most sacred and 
patriotic sentiments it eagerly avails itself, 
making of the aged Emperor a mere cats-paw 
for the accomplishment of its own covetous 
ambitions. Let us examine the relations of 
the two horoscopes—that of the . Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. and Franz Josef of Austria— 
and thus remove the least suspicion of 
animus ‘that may be held to colour our 
statements.

Here is the parallelism of the two charts : 
Germany— Uranus in Taurus in square to 
Austria—Sun and Moon in Leo. 
Germany— Moon in Scorpio, in square to 
Austria—Sun and Moon in Leo. 

On the other hand, Austria has Venus on 
the German ascendant, in direct opposition 
to Neptune, and Uranus in the Austrian 
horoscope is on the place of the Sun in the 
German horoscope. Venus being the pacific 
planet, the friendly relations of Austria have 
been available to Germany, but the machin- 
ations and plots represented by Neptune are 
altogether adverse to the alliance. The 
recent eclipse of the Sun close to the place 
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ascendant, clearly points to a state of con- 
tinual friction liable at any time under ad- 
verse influences to terminate in war. But 
that Austria is destined to enhance the 
fortunes of Great Britain follows from the 
position of the Austrian Jupiter in the mid- 
heaven of the British figure. 

A comparison of the German and British 
horoscopes shows: 

German—Sun in Aquarius, opposed to 

British—Mars in Leo. 

German— Uranus in Taurus, conjunction 

British— Mercury in Taurus. 

German— Moon in Scorpio, opposition to 

British—Mercury in Taurus.

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of the Austrian Sun is inimical to the last 
degree. Within eighteen months, and most 
likely in March or December, 1915, the last 
of the Hapsburgs will pass away, and thus 
end a dynasty which has no parallel among 
the rulers of Europe either as regards its 
duration or the tragedy of its career. 

If we compare the horoscopes of Austria 
and Great Britain we shall find also ample 
indication of the threat of war. Thus we 
have: 

Austria— Mars in the ‘beginning of Aries, 

conjunction with 

Britain—Ascendant in the beginning of 

Aries. 

Austria—Ascendant in beginning of Libra, 

opposition to 

Britain—Ascendant in beginning of Aries. 

Austria—Sun and Moon in end of Leo, 

square to: 

Britain—Mercury in end of Taurus. 

Here the opposition of the ascendants 
and the incidence of Mars on the British 
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The degrees of the Planets in the Signs are given in figures attached. 


These positions are such as to render 
diplomatic relations between the two Powers 
extremely precarious and unsatisfactory. 
But the fact that Jupiter in the German 
horoscope is on the British Sun is a sure 
indication that the fortunes of Great Britain 
will be enhanced.by Germany. 

As between Russia and Great Britain, the 
horoscopes show : 

Russian—Jupiter in the beginning of 
Aries in conjunction with the Moon, 
near to 

British—Ascendant, but opposed to Moon 
in Libra. 

Russian—Sun: and midheaven in end of 
Taurus, conjunction 

British—Mercury in end of Taurus. 

Russian—Moon in Aries, conjunction 

British—Neptune in Aries. 

These are indications which call for diplo- 
matic care, but there are none of the very 
violent and malignant indications which we 
have seen in the cages cited above. 
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Finally, we may compare the horoscopes 
of Germany and Russia, and here we shall 
find : 

Russian—Sun and midheaven in Taurus, 

opposition to 

German— Moon in Scorpio. 

Russian— Sun and midheaven, conjunction 

German— Uranus in Taurus. 

The latter position is disquieting, for it 
implies that Germany is capable of affecting 
the prestige of our Ally adversely, and if the 
war drags on, as appears most probable, I 
think this will be fulfilled, for Uranus is 
now affecting the destinies of Russia, and 
although for some time Jupiter will remain 
in the sign Aquarius, Uranus will be left as 
sole representative in March, 1915, when 
Mars also comes into the field of the Russian 
sphere of influence, and the two planets will 
be opposed at the end of October, 1915. 
And what this indication leaves unfinished, 
the opposition of Uranus to Saturn during 
the end of 1918 and the beginning of 1919 
will surely complete. 

It was evidently not without reason that 
we pointed to the last conjunction of Mars 
&nd Saturn on the ascendant of London, 
citing the wars and revolutions that at its 
former occurrence disturbed the peace of 
Great Britain. Now after the lapse of 265 
years we find ourselves in arms throughout 
the country, and, indeed, all over the world, 
wherever the British flag is flying. It is 
permissible in these days to speak of Greater 
Britain, for on all occasions since the 
Colonies were given autonomy, it has been 
found that British welfare and British pres- 
tige are factors that are not controlled by 
insular ideas nor measured by geographical 
limits. Indian princes vie with each other 
in their eagerness to serve the Crown, the 
Colonies are putting forth all their powers 
in defence of the Motherland. America gives 
back to us in our own mother-tongue the 
assurance of its most friendly relations: and 
moral support. The tocsin of the Arma- 
geddon has sounded and nobody mistakes 
the issue. It is finally the total ascendancy 


of the Anglo-Saxon race and the English-. 


speaking peoples throughout the world, or 
the total dismemberment of the British 


> 
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Empire. Let there be no mistake, for who- 
soever is not for us is against us. There 
are no backwaters and closed nooks of avail 
to passive neutrals that will not sooner or 
later be routed out in the course of this 
great struggle. Putting aside all vanity of 
phrases and of words, we are striking for the 
power to maintain throughout the world a 
continuance of that peaceful, industrial and 
commercial expansion which has marked 
the development of our country since the 
days of Queen Elizabeth, and which can 
only be assured to us by the Imperial Feder- 
ation which unites all parts of the Empire 
to the Crown. We are out against militar- 
ism and the tyranny of the Bureaucrat, 
which find their modern expression in the 
German Constitution. We are out to keep 
open the highway of the seas, that all nations 
may come and go in peace and security, to 
consummate the ideal of efficiency in the 
arts of Peace, not in the arbitraments of 
war; and, finally, to assure the world that 
the smallest of nations and the humblest of 
its subjects, having occasion to take refuge 
under the British flag, will not resort to 
it in vain. 

It is a matter of the greatest satisfaction 
that Russia has promised to Poland, on terms 
of its fidelity during the present strife, & 
measure which practically constitutes Home 
Rule, and which will be put into operation 
after the termination of the war. This is 
the beginning of that dawn among the 
peoples of Russia which was inaugurated by 
the founding of the Duma, and which even- 
tualy means the liberation of the Slavs 
from the yoke of centuries. It is said that 
Poland, like Ireland, is under the rule of the 
sign Taurus, and it isto be hoped that grounds 
will be found for the more effective local - 
representation of both countries without pre- 
judice to the Imperial interests of either 
Russia or Great Britain. As one Home 
Ruler said to me the other day: “ A British 
heart beats underneath my tunic right 
enough, but it likes to beat its own tune!” 
This, after all, is the idea of. individuals as 
well as of nations. We are all. candidates 
for responsibility, and only the slacker and 
the derelict wants the work put out and all 
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his thinking done for him. It is to the credit 
of a man in these days that he is big enough 
to think Imperially, that he measures the 
well-being of the people to which he belongs 
and the country he represents, by the efh- 
ciency of himself as a unit. He has learned 
the secret of right thinking, which arises 
from the right use of the self-extensive 
faculty. The Englishman, Trishman, and Scot 
extended their effective powers enormously 
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when they came to call themselves British. 
And haply the day is not far off when a vet 
greater significance will attach to the name 
of Anglo-Saxon. A great storm cannot 
last long, nor can such a war as this we 
have begun. It will be Titanic and will last 
until April, 1918. Its ultimate effect on 
British destiny will not be wholly con- 
spicuous until 1927, the year of the Great 
Revival.

E have now finished the third section 
wW of progressive directing, and must 
now leave the subject for a while 
in order to turn to other depart- 
ments of the subject. In concluding this 
section on directions from the prenatal epoch, 
we have shown that taking the epoch in 
exactly the same way as a horoscope, direc- 
tions are formed, both direct and converse, 
and all the major events of life are fore- 
shadowed from the various directions formed. 
Conclusive proof of this has been shown in 
the few examples given, and in the future 
delineations of horoscopes we shall make it 
a point of dealing with the epoch and epochal 
directions in conjunction with those from 
the horoscope. 

In dealing with this particular section of 
directions, it must be stated that those from 
the epoch should be taken in conjunction 
with the direct and converse directions from 
the horoscope, and not altogether separately. 
There are occasions when events have trans- 
pired which are out of harmony with the 
horoscope, and not even shown by the direc- 
tions from that figure. "These naturally are 
very infrequent, but they are none the less 
true or remarkable in their action and 
efficacy. 

A further line of study may be taken up 
by students in watching the aspects formed 
by the progression of the Sun from the 
horoscope with the planetary positions in the 
epoch, and vice versa. We have given some 
instances of these in the several epochs dealt 
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with. We give also another point for study 
and investigation, which we believe is equally 
as important as the others. It will be re- 
membered, of course, that the Moon at the 
epoch is the ascendant or descendant of the 
birth figure, and the ascendant of the epoch 
the Moon's place or its opposite at birth. 
The diurnal progression of the ascendant of 
the horoscope will give a motion to the Moon 
in the epoch, and directions from that pro- 
gressed Moon should be noted. Similarly, 
the progression of the ascendant of the epoch 
will give a motion to the Moon in the horo- 
scope, and bring a series of lunar directions. 
We have tested this in several cases, and 
have had results which prompt us to ask for 
further investigations and study. 

As a concluding hint to this section, always 
be sure that you have properly computed the 
epoch. The mere fact that on a certain date 
prior to birth the Moon and ascendant 
Interchange with the ascendant and Moon at 
birth, does not prove this date to be the 
correct epoch. The epoch must conform 
with certain definite conditions, and unless 
that particular date yields an epoch which 
conforms with these required conditions 1t 
is not the epoch, and must be discarded. 
This point has constantly been repeated in 
these pages, so that I need not enlarge upon 
it here. 

The question of epochal directions will 
come into use again when dealing with the 
subject of Infant Mortality, which we shall 
shortly take up.

EUROPEAN WAR, which many 
A have anticipated, and some have 
ridiculed as an impossibility, is now 
an accomplished fact. More than 
once in these pages I have pointed out the 
danger which has been existing during the 
past three years, and my prediction made in 
the January, 1913, issue, regarding Austria 
has been fulfilled in no uncertain manner. 
It is true we predicted the war, in common 
with others, to commence at the fall of last 
year, and as it is certainly clear that the 
actual preparations were being made at that 
time, we may honestly claim that our 
prediction has been fulfilled. 

Let us examine this matter from an astro- 
logical point of view. Two years ago a great 
solar eclipse fell in the sign Aries, visible 
across Europe. The Balkan war followed in 
its wake. At the vernal ingress of this year 
Mars was rising at Greenwich. The new 
Moon of the year, falling on March 26th, 
had the luminaries in the seventh house 
applying to the square of Mars elevated in 
the tenth house. At the new Moon of 
June 23rd, nearest to the Summer sol- 
stice, Mars was elevated in the tenth 
house. On August 21st, the Sun is eclipsed 
on the place of Mars at the Summer sol- 
stice, and the line of central eclipse runs 
through the western portion of the Russian 
Empire, exactly in the locality where the 
German and Austrian forces will meet the 
Russian Armies. It falls in the sign govern- 
ing France, Italy, Prussia, Rome, Prague, 
etc. and denotes the motion of armies, 
death of a ruler, and danger of war. 

In August last year the two planets Mars 
and Saturn were conjoined in Gemini, the 
sign ruling Belgium, and this accounts for 
war in that little tract of land, whose brave 
defenders have won the admiration of the 
world. London is ruled by the same sign, 
and the authorities are warned against dis- 
asters in the metropolis. This conjunction 
fell on the place of the Sun at the birth 
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Armageddon of the Nations.

of King George, showing the danger of war. 
But it is to the eclipse of August 2lst 
to which we must look chiefly. The 
President of France has the Sun conjoined 
with Saturn at the end of Leo. The 
eclipse falls thereon. The aged Emperor of 
Austria has both luminaries conjoined with 
Saturn in the same position, and is similarly 
afflicted by the eclipse. In the Kaiser's 
horoscope it falls in square to the Moon and 
Uranus. In the Czar of Russia's horoscope 
it is in square to the radical Sun. In the 
King of Italy's horoscope it is in opposition 
to radical Moon. All these are ominous 
indications, and bode ill to these monarchs. 
It does not, however, afflict King George's 
horoscope, but falls in trine with his radical 
Jupiter. Atthe solar eclipse Mars culminates 
in Petersburg. and in and about the 30th 
degree of E. Long., and terrible scenes will 
be enacted in this locality. 

We have not had sufficient time to com- 
pletely compute all the directions operating 
in the horoscopes of the various rulers of 
Europe, but the following short list will be 
sufficient for our readers to obtain some 
insight into affairs. King George has the 
Sun in parallel with Mars, the indication of 
war, but he has the Sun close to the sextile 
of the radical Moon, a powerful indication 
of ultimate triumph. The President of 
France has a fatalistic horoscope, for the 
Sun is conjoined with Saturn, and Mars 
rises in square to the Moon. He has now 
the Sun conjoined with the Moon, and in 
square to Mars and Venus—terrible influ- 
ences, indicative not only of war, but of 
personal violence. Mars will transit the 
progressed Sun about the middle of Septem- 
ber. He has, however, the Sun in close 
sextile to Jupiter, a powerful benefic ray, 
which may protect.life and bring victory. 
The Kaiser has Marş in square to the radical 
Sun, another evil ray, denoting war, while 
Uranus in October will fall stationary on the 
radical Sun. He has also the Sun applying 
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io the parallel of Mars, but he has no benefic 
directions to counteract these violent martial 
influences. The King of Italy was born 
with Mars and Saturn conjoincd. His 
meridian is now in opposition to both these 
` planets, and the conjunction of the same two 
in August last fell on that meridian in oppo- 
sition to their radical position. But he has 
the Sun in conjunction with Venus, which 
is acting very strongly at this moment, and 
keeping him out of the arena of the conflict. 
Much, however, depends on the coming solar 
eclipse, for Mars at that time is in square to 
the progressed Sun. Should he be forced 
into allying himself with Germany and 
Austria it will be a serious step, both for his 
country and himself, and may bring downfall 
and disaster. In the Czar's horoscope Mars 
is conjoined with Mercury in the tenth 
house, a warlike influence. The Sun is also 
conjoined with Uranus and Venus. Mars is 
also close to the parallel of the radical Sun. 
These are contradictory influences. The 
Emperor of Austria has the Sun in sesqui- 
quadrate with Mars and the Moon in oppo- 
sition to that planet, the influences causing 
the war. But there are no benefic influences 
in operation, hence defeat is shown. King 
, Albert of Belgium has the Sun by converse 
motion in square to Mars, but he has Venus in 
parallel to the radical Sun by direct motion. 
The question will no doubt be asked: 
What will the United States do in the mat- 
ter? Here, again, we have the great con- 
junction of Mars and Saturn of last year, 
falling in the ruling sign of that country, 
and it has already shown itself in the Mexi- 
can trouble. It may have the effect of 
forcing the States into the conflict. Presi- 
dent Wilson was born on December 28th, 
1856, but as his birth-time is not in our 
possession, nothing definite can be predicted 
therefrom. It is, however, to be noted that 
at the solar eclipse in August Mars was 
rising in the ascendant, and that planet was 
also ruler of the seventh, while Mars at the 
Summer solstice a& Washington was ruler of 
the seventh, and the eclipse fell on the 
place of that planet thereat. 
It is now well known what the German 
aim has been, and ever since Austria an-

nexed the provinces of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina, war has more than once trembled in 
the balance. The Balkan conflict, un- 
doubtedly, was the start, and the attitude of 
Austria against Servia then, and also recent- 
ly, has started the present conflict. 

But there are other issues in the making 
beside the war question. Far back into the 
ages, even before the history of man began 
to be written, the Empire of the World has 
been given to one chosen nation, and just as 
that nation has used or misused the powers 
which have so been given her, so has her 
destiny or fate been. Empire has succeeded 
Empire from one continent to the other— 
Babylon, Greece, Byzantium, Rome, and, in 
more recent times, Spain, and where are 
these nations now? Each has proved un- 
worthy of the Divine trust and mandate 
given to her. Three hundred and twenty- 
five years ago England measured her strength 
with the mighty Armada of Spain and 
triumphed. One hundred years ago she 
stood practically alone against the mili- 
tary despotism of Napoleon, and again 
emerged triumphant. Once more she puts 
forth her mighty strength, not only of her- 
self, but of her mighty Empire, side by side 
with those forces who are fighting for liberty 
and progression against the iron hand and 
mailed fist of German oppression. For over 
three hundred years she has held the Empire 
of the World, undisputed by any other power, 
but, like all the old Empires, she has slept. 
Now the awakening hascome. Her Empire 
is assailed, her, power menaced and her 
supremacy challenged. Like Rome of old, 
she has been lulled into a false security, and 
she is now face to face with the greatest 
crisis in all her fair history. 

Judging astrologically there can be but one 
end to the present conflict. France may 
fail, and Russia may be defeated, but in view 
of the coming great solar direction in King 
George’s horoscope, that of Sun sextile Moon 
R., and that in February and March next 
the Moon reaches the conjunction of the Sun 
and the sextile of the Moon, the result will 
be the greatest victory in the annals of the 
British Army and the ultimate crushing of 
the German Empire. 
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A Final Vindication of the Prenatal Epoch.

Raphael's comments and statements. 

A further assertion of my critic that 

with so many systems of directing 
some of them are sure to coincide with 
events, is not an argument against the 
epoch. It may be Raphael’s opinion, but it 
is hardly that of myself and other astrologers. 
Moreover, I have used but one system, that 
now recognised by all up-to-date astrologers 
as the most perfect system, and in every 
case taken this system has never once failed. 
This fact speaks volumes for the exactness 
of the epoch, and is an additional proof that 
it is the correct epoch. 

Raphael makes one note of some impor- 
tance when he states that in the case of 
animals we know when they are served, and 
consequently the time of birth is generally 
correct. Might it not also be said that if we 
knew the time of the act of generation of a 
human being, it would be possible to com- 
pute the birth time? I have given an illus- 
tration of such a case, and have others to 
deal with later. In making this statement 
my learned friend is, for once, voicing a fact 
which is in accord with the epoch. The epoch 
can be determined from the coitus, and the 
former can determine the birth time. It is 
only a matter of reversing' the process. It 
is remarkable to note that when Raphael 
brings forward a fact directly connected with 
the epoch he is actually proving its truth, 
but where his comments are made against 
matters which are only indirectly. connected 
with the theory he is utterly wide of the mark. 

Another instance of jumping to conclu- 
sions is made when Raphael asks why, in 
test case No. 1, I could not find an epoch in 
September, the month in which coition and 
impregnation took place. The former took 
place on September 24th, and the epoch on 
October 2nd. What proof exists that im- 
pregnation took place in September? And 
even if proof did exist, what necessity is 
there for the epoch to occur at the same 


C continue with my criticisms of 
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time? The ascendant at the coition was 
the same as the Moon’s place at birth, and 
the descendant of the epoch. There is a 
similar correspondence as in the case cited 
by me on page 143. We are on the track 
of an important law here, and may well 
compare the two cases in question. 

The following are the factors at coition, 
epoch and birth: (a) Case on page 143; 
(b) Case on page 165. In both cases the 
date and time of the coitus is given. 


Ascdt., coitus m 27 € 16 
Desc. epoch ... m 27 ... $9» 16 
Moon, birth m 97 S 16 


It will be observed that the same degree 
is in evidence at the three particular stages 
in each case. Surely we are not to be told 


that these are merely coincidences ? 


Raphael unconsciously admits another 
truth when he states that in this particular 
case quickening was only felt three months 
before birth. This child was only an eight 
months’ birth. As Sepharial states (page 
205), “ that mysterious change in the foetal 
growth which takes place in the fifth 
month in utero ", it stands to 
reason that quickening would only be felt 
three months before birth. Here again my 
learned critic is unconsciously admitting the 
truth of the epochal theory. 

The old argument is again brought up on 
page 197, where Raphael states that my 
epochs agree with neither coition, impreg- 
nation, or conception. I am fully aware 
that they do not, and I am also aware that 
there is no necessity that they should. I 
am also in a position to say that the coitus, 
epoch, quickening and birth, are all related 
to one another by a definite law. 

Now, so far as Raphael’s criticisms and 
objections go, I have no more to say. I do 
not feel disposed to' further discuss the 
matter, for the simple reason that he has 
been frank enough to admit that he has 
little working knowledge of the theory, and 
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therefore his arguments and objections are 
based on a want of knowledge of the sub- 
ject, which is apparent in everything he 
puts forward. This is the second time I 
have had the pleasure of arguing the subject 
with him, and I am still open to start a 
third, provided that he will give a twelve 
months' impartial and thorough study to the 
subject and gain a first-hand knowledge of 
its basis and principles. I feel certain, how- 
ever, at that time he will not wish to argue, 
but give his unqualified approval of the 
entire subject. I do not think it is with 
him, as it undoubtedly is with others, that 
he does not want to believe in it, or that he 
is, in the words of the old saying, “a sceptic 
convinced against his will, and of the same 
opinion still;’’ but, as it is quite apparent from 
his remarks, that he is not sufficiently ac- 
quainted with the machinery of the theory, and 
has not made a first-hand investigation of it. 

As to others who have objected to the 
theory, and called it all sorts of senseless 
names, no serious notice or consideration 
will for the future be given to their garbage. 
With them a love of truth, or a sincerity of 
motive, are both conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. With some of them it is merely 
this: “Oh, Mr. So-and-so invented this 
theory, I shall oppose it, I dislike the man, 
and I won't agree with his views." With 
others it resolves itself into this: “I did 
not discover it myself, therefore I shall do all 
I can to prevent it being accepted." It is 
that little word “I.” As one of our greatest 
novelists remarks: “ That little ‘I’ scrawled 
on the surface of the Infinite. Iam grieved, 
so all the world must weep. I am joyous, 
so all the world must be glad with me." 
And we may parody the saying with: “I 
did not discover the epochal theory, there- 
fore no one must accept it." But, after all, 
it is only human nature, and, while human 
nature remains what it is, there will always 
be these petty little wiseacres, who decry 
everything they do not understand, and in 
the words of the same writer: ‘‘ Attempt to 
measure Infinity with the two-foot rule of 
finite comprehension.” Like shrimps in a 
puddle, they swim round and round, never 
for one moment thinking that there is any- 
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thing outside of their own little pool, in fact 
always quite certain that whatever is out- 
side is not worth their consideration. So it 
is with the opponents of the epochal theory. 
It is too grand, too enthralling, too meta- 
physical, to be worthy of their narrow and 
bigoted consideration, and they therefore dis- 
miss it with a sort of scientific contempt 
and call it a ‘ phantom” or a “ delusion." 
As a certain astrologer said not many 
months ago, and we echo his words: ‘‘ One 
cannot help feeling sorry for those who 
have rejected them prior to examination."

I wonder how many of my readers have 
been victimised by the Stewards' decision to 
suspend racing until further notice. Antici- 
pating the stress of times from the new 
Moon conjunction Neptune on July 28rd, I 
applied to my benevolent accountant for a 
remittance out of profits, and waited pati- 
ently for ten days without the dole coming 
to hand. I was then painfully aware that 
the last two weekly statements had not been 
sent either. On enquiring at the London 
office of this firm I was informed that busi- 
ness had been suspended in Switzerland, and 
that no further correspondence could be en- 
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tertained by them! But I was enlightened 
by the statement that the business in Swit- 
zerland is conducted entirely independently 
of the business in London, although both 
bear the same name!

The firm has, of course, 
virtually suspended payment inasmuch as it 
has shut up shop without paying off ite 
creditors. I have already written a book to 
warn the public about tipsters and their ways, 
and it seems that I shall have to write another 
to acquaint my thousands of friends how to 
deal with bookmakers. Of this more anon.

The fact that racing has been temporarily 
suspended in this country and on the Conti- 
nent has given us pause to marshal our 
thoughts concerning the merits of this sort 
of sport among the people. Apart from the 
fact that it affords honest employment for 
thousands of men about the stables, the 
training grounds and the racecourses, it is à 
sort of easement to the vexed life of the 
small punter who likes his “‘ little bit on " as 
much as he likes the sport, quá sport. To 
deprive him of it at a time when every 
avenue and outlet for public distraction is 
advisable, is only excusable on the grounds 
of the instant and pressing needs of the 
greater community. Every available horse- 
man is wanted, and even horses themselves 
have been commandeered for service in other 
countries at this time. There is, for instance, 
the case of Lord Lorie, a horse of valuable 
strain which cost its owner some £10,000, 
and which was commandeered for service in 
France at the price of £66. That makes 
things a trifle uneasy in racing quarters. 
At all events, it does not warrant the con- 
tinuance of racing, and for the time, at all 
events, we have come to the dead end of the 
season. Between us and the November 
handicap stand the legions of Germany.

206. Students of Temperament are sometimes 
confronted with descriptions of temperament named 
Lymphatic (also called Phlegmatic), Sanguine, 
Choleric, and Melancholic, and it is of some assis- 
tance to know these types, and why they have been 
abandoned for a more modern classification. 

207. The ancient classification- was more patho- 
logical than physiological, and at the time served a 
good purpose, but with the advancement of know- 
ledge appertaining to the physical body the old 
gave place to the new, and, whilst our modern classi- 
fication is open to criticism, it is more satisfactory 
than the old. However, let us consider the old 
classification for what it is worth. 

208. The Lymphatic Temperament (also named 
Phlegmatic) described those in whom the phlegm 
predominated, and was associated with infancy, 
timidity, spring, and a temperate climate. It corres- 
ponds to our modern vital system when predominant. 

209. The Sanguine Temperament described those 
with an excess of blood. This temperament was 
associated with youth, emulation, summer and a 
warm climate. 

210. The Choleric Temperament described those

211. The Melancholic Temperament described 
those in whom the black bile was said to be abundant, 
and was associated with age, moroseness, winter 
and a cold climate. 

212. Dr. Spurzheim, colleague of Dr. Gall, the 
founder of phrenology, described the temperament as 
follows : — : 

213. The Lymphatic constitution or Phlegmatic 
temperament is indicated by a pale white skin, fair 
hair, roundness of form, and repletion of the cellular 
tissue, The flesh is soft, the vital actions are lan- 
guid, the pulse is feeble, which all indicates slowness 
and weakness in the vegetative, affective and intel- 
lectual functions. 

214. The Sanguine Temperament is proclaimed 
by a tolerable consistency of flesh, moderate plump- 
ness of parts, light or chestnut hair, blue eyes, great 
activity of the arterial system, a strong, full, and 
frequent pulse, and an animated countenance. Per- 
sons thus constituted are easily affected by external 
impressions, and possess greater energy than those 


of the former temperament. 


215. The Bilious Temperament is characterised 
by black hair, a dark yellowish or brown skin, black 
eyes, moderately full but firm muscles, and harshly 
expressed forms. Those endowed with this constitu- 
tion have a strongly marked and decided expression 
of countenance ; they manifest great general activity 
and functional energy. i 

216. He also describes a Nervous Temperament 


— nil 
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which, like the others, is evidentlv abnormal and 
not a normal state of the constitution. 

217. lt is, therefore, obvious that the modern 
division of the physical body into the three systems 
previously described as mental, motive, and vital, is 
the more accurate and useful for general prac- 
titioners. 

218. We think no useful purpose can be served in 
criticising the old school, as in our classilication 
there is much to be desired. Sometimes we have to 
use the term '' mental '' when very little intellect is 
manifested, and in this and other directions our 
modern names have teen severely criticised, but no 
better names or methods have been suggested which 
will take the place of those now adopted, hence we 
must make the best use of our present classification. 

219. The various types named in this series of 
lessons may be classified in a thousand ways, and 
tables can easily be prepared to fit every known 
type. 

220, In our previous studies, we have made a 
serious and earnest attempt to help each other in the 
study of temperament in its relation to the affairs of 
life. We have studied the physiological, physiog- 
nomical, and pathognomical signs in addition to the 
mental and physical attributes. We next considered 
the choice of pursuit, and the subject of marriage, 
followed hobbies, examination tests, influence over 
others, usefulness in life, the opportunities which 
open up to us to help and hinder our success, have 
all had due consideration. 

221. Self-improvement and modifying influences 
have also each had passingr reference, aud it is, per- 
haps, appropriate that we finish this first series of 
lessons by thanking the Editor of THE MESSENGER 
for allowing us to present the subject in the manner 
we have. He has given us every latitude to express 
ourselves as we desired, and at some future time 
we hope to issue a second series on '* Temperament 


and Health."

The Prenatal Epoch. 


To the Editor of OLD MooRE's MONTHLY 
MESSENGBR. 


SIR,—(1). It was my intention to reply fully to Mr. 
Bailey's answers on page 197, but after what he says 
on Mage 204 I do not think it necessary. He says: 
** My contention is, and always has been, that what- 
ever the period of gestation, the Epoch falls at the 
commencement of such period and at no other time.” 
I am much obliged to Mr. Bailey for the admission. 
Gestation begins at conception, therefore the epoch 
should occur at conception, but we have been told 
over and over again that the epoch has nothing to 
do with conception, and may occur either before or 
after, but how gestation can begin before conception 
Iamataloss to understand. From this admission 
and contradiction your readers must draw their own 
conclusions. 

(2) I am convinced that the Prenatal Epoch of 
Sepharial and Mr. Bailey is simply a “plausible de- 
lusion," and this opinion is shared by many others, 
who are more competent than myself to judge. 

(3). Respecting impregnation occurring within five 
days before or after a catamenia, it is nonsense. In 
my own case it occurred 14 days after and 8 days 
before. It was similar in Test case No. 1. 

(4). Mr. Bailey seems anxious for your readers to 
recollect that he has studied astrology for 16 years, 
that he is a married man and the father of seven 
children. I am pleased to hear it. I have studied 
astrology for over 50 years, am a married man and 
the father of twenty-one children. 

(5) Sepharial asks on page 220, ''How do we 
know anything? Is it not experience?" Quite 
right. It is from experience that I am arguing. I 
know nothing about books on Gynecology. 

(6). I adhere to my assertion that the same degree 
ascends at birth as at conception, but regret I cannot 
prove it, because it is impossible to get the exact 
moment of conception or impregnation. I doubt 
very much if “rays” will settle the point. If they 
are applied long enough to ascertain I think they 
will either annul the impregnation or kill the patient.

Mr. BAILEY'S REPLY. 


As I have dealt with Raphael’s objections and 
criticisms in the present and previous issues of the 
MESSENGER, I append replies to the chief points 
raised above. 

(1). If Raphael desires to prove his contentions 
he should reply to the various points raised by me, 
and also to my answers on page 197, and not evade 
them by trying to misrepresent my statements in 
regard to the epoch and gestation. ls the statement 
made by me, and quoted above, there is neither 
admission nor contradiction. It has always been a 
definitely stated law that ‘‘the epoch determines 
approximately the actual period of human gestation,"

and to do this it must fall at the commencement of

(2). Raphael is, of course, entitled to his own 
opinion, but in the face of his own admission on page 
179, 1 do not think much reliance is likely to 
placed on what is merely a personal opinion, unsup- 
ported by any real or logical facts. 

3). I quite agree that Raphael’s contention is 
right, but it would have been better for him to have 
quoted the original statement made by Sepharial on 
page 179. It was “that impregnation can only take 
place from a coitus which takes place within five 
days either before or after the catamenia.’’ 

4). Raphael again misquotes me. I said nothing 
whatever about studying Astrology for sixteen years. 
As a matter of fact 1 have studied the science for the 
last 25 years. But I did say in regard to sixteen 
years of study and experience in connection with the 
epoch that I claimed to know more about it than my 
correspondent. My object in mentioning the fact 
that I had seven children was not for the childish 
purpose alleged, but for bringing forward additional 
facts in relation to the period of gestation. On page 
197 my critic tried to make capital out of the fact 
that in four cases dealt with by me, where the facts 
were known, the period was only 36 weeks, as though 
these four cases were to be taken as a basis for all 
others. I took the opportunity of citing against this 
the cases of my own children, the facts being also 
known, where the period in five cases had exceeded 39 
weeks, and in one case had reached exactly 41 weeks. 
I may also point out that mychildren were born during 
the period | was studying this theory, and I had every 
opportunity of noting all the particulars relating to 
gestation, etc., and its connection with the epoch. 

(s). Raphael now states that he is arguing from 
experience. In the face of his admission on page 179 
I should like to know where the experience comes in. 

(6). Raphael’s assertion has no foundation. He 
admits he cannot prove it, therefore it is of no value. 
On page 197 it was at impregnation when the same 
degree as that at birth should rise. Now it is con- 
ception. On page 197 Raphael states that it is 
coition which attracts the Ego, and asks for my ex- 

lanation. I agree with him, and I have also proved 

m one of my own cases, and also from one of his, 
that the coitus determines the epoch, and there is a 
definite interchange of factors through the four 
stages—coitus, epoch, quickening and birth. 

I must now state that it is not my intention to con- 
tinue this discussion in these pages, for the simple 
reason that until Raphael is disposed to answer the 
questions put to him on page 104, and meet the 
other points raised and give us definite facts and 
proof of his contentions, there is nothing further to 
discuss.
